ITider rule 24 
of tile [tenoral Le^i"latj\i‘ A""(*mhj\ I’l'oeediire iHiles a nieinher 
who wi.shes to a"k a {|Uestion in ordei to receive an answer, signifies his 
intention of doinp so h\ jxivin^^ a notice. The practice folhrwed in the 
House of (oiumons is that even .itter j^i\in^ notice ol a question u 
member of the PariiaTiient has jrot to declare the number fd the quQntion 
tabled by him. It is only after thi.s declaratimi Iry the honourable 
member eoneeined that the Minister tho iepl\ Jlut in this House 

that proeeduie is not followed. In spite ol tlie fact that no member 
stands up on the floor ol the House, it i.s assumed that if the member 
does not semi a request lor withdrawal ot the question h(‘ means to put 
rthe question. That is why tlie question i.s iinswered liy the (jovern- 
ment. A member in tliese circumstance.s has every nplit to withdraw 
hia notice any time before the answer is delivered formally. The leave 
of the House is not re(juired for such wifh<lrawal. Where a 
matter requirinjf a derision of the Assembly i" tunu^'-ht forward by means 
of a question put by the Speaker on a motion proposed by the Speaker 
himself or by another member, the question ot le.ave of the House for 
withdrawal arises. Such question.^ cannot be simjdy withdrawn by its 
proposer. The English rule is that a duly proposed motion, when once 
before the House, is from that moment no longer the property of the 
mover but the property of the House. For the withdrawal of a motion 
the consent of the House is required. 

f Dr. Malik has signified his intention to withdraw the question and 
he has been permitted by me to do so, as the withdraw'al, in my opinion, 
requires no leave of the House. This is also consistent with the practice 
prevailing in thi.s Hou.se. In the year 1944 {%nd€ page o31 of the 
Assemblv Proceedings, Volume LXVifli, a similar permission was given 
to Mr. Dhirendra Narayan Mukherjee, Chief Whip of the Congress Party 
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to withdraw his questioa after it had l>eeii printed in the Question List. 
The case of the Hon’ hie Mr. Barori’s question is different, as in that case 
no request for withdrawal was made to the Chair. So on this basis that 
question may he di.sting'ui.shed from the question now^ at issue. 

In these circurnstance.s, I do not find any jrround for revising the 
order that I passed on the re(|uest for withdrawal oi this que.stion. 

Mr. ABU TAIYAB MAZHARUL HAQUE: Are we to understand. 
Sir, that the question stands expunged from the proceeding.s of the House.

Point of Privilege. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: Sir. I rise on a point of privilege. 
With regard to a i}uestioii which was allowed to he taken out hy an 
honourable meiiihei. as we are iiiostl\ guided b\ the practice that obtains 
in the House of Coinmoiis, here is a case in point w'lnch I 
would like to present h*r uuir consideration. If a member declines to 
put a ({iiestion and intimates to the Sp<‘aker that he does not intmid to 
put a quovstion standing in his name, the Sjieaker does not eall upon the 
honourable iiienih«‘r, hut calls iijion the next member whose name is on 
the pa])er, hut if an honourable member objects that the (lueslion so 
omitted eon tains a reflect ion upon the cliaructer of anybody, it is 
coin])(‘tcnt lot such other honouralih* mmiiber to ask any (juestioii which 
he thinks will place the matter in a prop(*r light hefon‘ the House, and 
Mr. Speaker <loes not ohj»*ct to the omitted (juestion being put hy the 
memlier cninplairiing ot tin* sani«‘. Tins was a ease referred to in 
Volume ‘{(14, pages 4d7-d!C Ibh Ajiril, lS(Sti. In this (juestinii the conduct 
and charact«*r of an ofli< er , riam(‘l\, S. Basu, is iiivoived, ami I have a 
question to ask in that matter and I believe I am entithnl to ask the 
question even tliough the homuirahle member ma,\ havi* withdrawn his 
question. That is rny submission. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: That case is distinguishahh* fiom the 
present case. You are thinking of a (*onfingencv wlien a ipieHtion really 
comes up before the Hou^e and is fakmi up. hut in this case before the 
question could he taken up on the floor of tlio llou.s(\ the honoiirahh* 
inciiihcr .sent a reipiot to tlie .Sp(*aker for allowing him to witlnlraw his 
question. So your aiialog\ doe.s not apj)l\ to tin** case. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: A member declined to j)ul a (juestion 
which (piestion reall,\ came up before tlie House. Ih'Cause flic* member 
W'anted to wSthdraw the (juestn»n, so he declincMl to put it. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Here tlie reque.st for witlidrawal came 
before the question came up before the House. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR : On a point of order. Sir. 
According to the ruie< and convention of this House, a (jueslion is not 
put in the House simply by the meml>er being’ present. A question is 
put even in the absence of the meni})er in the House. As soon a.s notice 
of the que.stion is given and the question ha.s been admitted under the 
rules — and tlie Speaker'.s discietion about admitting (juestionft is very 
clearly defined — that very moment the question has been put and admitted 
and after that it is for the department only to give an answer. 
But juitting of the question has alreadv taken place. I point this out, 
Sir, because I heard \ou to fdiserve "before the honourable ineinber had 
put the question”. The putting of the question takes place after the 
riotire has been given and the question has lieen admitted and the office 
actually intimates that the ijiiesiion had been admitted. The putting is 
over then and there. When the answer comes uj), it is immaterial 
whether that particular member is present on the floor of the House or 
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not- If the puttinff is to take place on tlie floor of the House as you seem 
^ suggest now, it will he impossible for any question to be answered 
in the absence of the member in this House. If the question has been 
admitted under the rules and if the question carries any reflection as 
suggested by my honourable friend Mr. Ghose 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: It is not necessary for you to make a 
speech. I have decided the point. I think you followed what I said in 
the course of my ruling given just now. I have already said that until 
there is a request foi withdrawal of the (juestion it is jiresiiined that the 
member doe.s put the question whether he is present in the House or not. 
So your point is covered by the ruling given by me. So far as Mr. 
Ghose’s point is concerned, that deserves some consideration, liut for 
the purposes of a ruling I do not think it is necessary to con.sider it at 
the present moment. I will further look into the point of Mr. Ghose. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: My submi ssion i.s that your ruling 
should not be supposed to have covered the point which I raised. Because 
if it did that, Sii, that will be taken as a precedent hereafter 
although this point has not been settled as \et. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: My ruling is supported by the precedents 
of this House that (juestions under similar circumstances have been 
allowed to be witlidrawn. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: May I make a submission. Sir? 
When it is a (|Uestioii of privilege of memliers, if something wrong has 
been done in the earlier sessions 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I am not vet convinced that it is wrong. 
The (;use you cited is distinguishable from the present case However I 
shall look into it. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Si r. as soon as this question 
is over a ])oint of privilege arises and 1 shall have to submit my point of 
privilege after these (|uestions are over. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Mr. Ghose has nlieady raised a point of 
privilege. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: It is not Mr (ihose s point 
I have got a fresh piunt of pnvilege arising out of what you stated. I 
submit. Sir, that the prlvllege^ of members as embodied under the rules 
cannot be ruled out b\ the Speaker’s ruling.

Supjilies of superfine and fine varieties of f loth are restricted and that is why 
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there i.s a ru^h of oustomerH foi- a day or two after the hales are opened. So 
long as supplies of superior varieties of (doth continue to be small this sort 
of temporary overcrowding in the slnjp inevitable. 

On account of an increase in the ration card j)Opulation of Calcutta since 
the initiation of cloth rationing on 1st Octolx^r, HOo, it has been found 
necessary to oj)en an additional number of cloth shops. Steps are being 
taken to select tiiese additional .shops. 

(ij) This is not a tact. Hours observed bv cloth ration shops are a» 
follows : —

I'he working hours are tlierefoie reasoiiahly long and there should be no 
difheult\ in the way of consumers drawing their siijijilic'.. 

(/<) (/) and (/;) .\ newcomer to tlie ratioiUM] area is allowed to bring 

7 ilays’ ration with him 11 hi.s intemleil .stay in tlie ratiom'd aiea is 7 da_\.s 
or less, no ration card is issiu'd to him. A newcomtu to the rationed aiea 
intending to sla> longer than u week within the ratnuieil area should obtain 
a ration card on ajiplicution. The normal tim<‘ takiui in issuing a ration 
card is only three to four days. Rationed loodstuft’s are sujiplied to the 
hohb'r ol a lation card as sikui as the card is rcgisteiiMl in a food ration shop. 

With regard to cloth, a ncwcaimer to the rationed area is not allowed 
to have u cloth folder immediately on arrival. He b(‘conu*s entitled to 
rec'tMve a cloth folder onU 8 weeks after the date of his apjdicatioii for tlie 
food ration card. 'Diis rule has been intnaluced in order to prevent the issue 
of cloth to a mere visitor to t}n| rationed area us distiiigiiisbed from a person 
who has conic to the rationed area to stay there. The holder of a cloth folder 
is allowed to iliaw his (piotu of cloth as soon as he presiuits his food lation 
card and < loth fobb'r to his (doth ration shop. 

(ill) Ration cards are re-written some time helore the validity of the 
old card expires.. If the ralionee is at all vigilant and presemts his old food 
ration card at the food ration shop for renewal he gets a n(‘w series food 
ration card before the expiry of validity of the old series food ration card. 

(ir) No. If the holder of the food ration aird surrenders if to his food 
ration shop for renewal in time the continuity of sujijdy is not affected. If 
he is negligent liowe\er and does not siirrendei his food ration card at the 
food nit ion simp tor renewal before the appointed date, he has to take the 
trouble of getting his food ration card renewed from tlie Rationing Office.

The Bengal Non-Agriculturai Tenancy (Temporary Provisions) Extending 

Bill, 1947. 

The Hon'ble Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: Sir, I )M*g to mo\e that the 
Beiig.d Noii-Agi leult ni ai 'I’enane} ('I'empoiaiw IVovjsioris) Kxtemling 
Bill. I!t47, as passed b\ (he Bengal Legisiatne ( (Milieft he taken into 
('oiisideration. 

Dr. SURESH CHANDRA BANERJi: SlI, I (ipjKt.t- tlir Hill. 

Mr. CANENORA CHANDRA BHATTACHARJEE : 1 nsv on a point 

of jiMvil.'jre. • __ 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I cannot ,iIlow \ on to raise a quchtion 
of privilege at this stage. The time has jiasstMl. You cannot laise a 
point ot jirivileg^e when an hoiMMiiable memhei of the House is f>n his legs. 

1 .tliink the oiil\ relevant point that i an he rai-ed oidinaiil\ at this time 
is a point ot order. If \oii Imv got a jioint of privilege you can raise it 
after the Hon'ble Minister has finished. 
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Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTAs I know he is standing to make 
the point of privilege long before the Hon’hle Minister stood on his legs. 

Tb« Hon’ble Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: Sir, this is a very small 
measure which only seeks to extend the operation of the Bengal Non- 
Agricultural (Temporary Provisions) Ac.t, 1040, for a further period of 
one year from the 29th May, 1947, when the existing Act will expire. 
The House may he aware that this Act w'us passed in 1940, with a view 
to stay eviction of non-agricultural tenants pending the enactment of a 
permanent and c(jmprehensive legislation regulating the riglits and 
interests of landlords and tenants in respect of non-agricultural lands. 
Sucli a comjueliensive measure, viz., the Bengal Non-Agricultural 
Tenan(‘y Bill, 1940, has already been intH»duced and reterred to a Select 
(V)mmittee of the House in the last Nt<ssi(»n. The Select Committee have 

i ust finished their labours and the report will shortly he suhmitted. 
bit it may not he possible to have it passed hy both the Houses in the 
current session. Accordingly, it has been considered nece'jsary to extend 
the operation r>f the Act ot 1940 tor a further period of one vear. "Wit.h 
these words, Sir, I would commend the Bill for consifleration of the House. 

Dr. 8URE8H CHANDRA BANERJI: Sir, 1 beg to oppose the Bill. 
The vital point of thi.s Bill is the exclusion of Calcutta. I have been 
opposing tlie Bill whenever it is brought to the Hou**e. A^ a matter of 
fact 1 have been opposing it from 1940. 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: ])r. Banerji, yon will liave your turn after 
tlie amendments have been moved. 

Dr. SURE8H CHANDRA BANERili: I would like to ojipose at thi" 
stage, becatise as soon as a Bill is iiitroduce<l, on principle any member can 
()jip(jMe it. 


Disallowing of a question.

You sboubl have rai>ed your jioint during the 
question liour. 

Mr. CANENDRA CHANDRA BHATTACHARJEE: Sir. it is a ques- 
tion of pnvib'ge. 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: Y ou are raising a point of privilege with 
regard to a question wliicli has been disallowed by Mr. Speaker. So vou 
should have raised your point aftei the questions were over. If y(m like 
to discus.s the matter, you can see Mr. Speaker in his Chamber today or * 
any other day. 

Mr. CANENDRA CHANDRA BHATTACHARJEE: Just after the 
questions were over, 1 rose on my lejp, hut I was not allowed to .say then. 
My question was with regard to the luimber of persons appointed in the 
different grades of Police Department in 1944, 194') and 1940, showing 
the luunher from each district ami each community separately. My ques- 
tion ia very simple 

Mr, DEPUTY 8PEAKER: I will not allow you to make any speech 
at this stage. Please tell me what is your point. 
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Mr* NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Tlie point is why was his 

privilege infringed. 

Mr. CANENDRA CHANDRA BHATTACHARJEE; I submit. Sir, 
ithat under rules 'Jo and 2(> ot the Bengal Legislative Assembly Procedure 
Rules, there is no provision to disallow such a question. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: T tan only advise vou to see Mr. Speaker 
in his (diamber. That question is not before me and I cannot reply to that. 

The Bengal Non-agricultural Tenancy (Temporary Provisions) Extending 

Bill, 1947. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Dr. Banerji, so far a> your question is 

concerned, you have not given notice of any motion and if vou want to 

make a speecli you may do >o after the amendments are moved. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: It may be op])<»sed outright. 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Sir, T rise on a point of order. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: 1 want to hear Mr. Dutt-Mazuimlar first. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, as soon as this matter 
is biought forward, under rule To. it is the ])rivilege and right of the 
members of this House to oppose this motion and discuss tlie general 

principles and make a speech opposing the motion itself. No stqiarato 

notice lor such a speech is needed. You will be pleased to look at rule To 
winch runs thus: “On the day on which such motion is made or any 
subs(‘(juent day to whicli the discussion is postponeil, the principles of 
the Bill and its general [irovisions may be diseussed. but the details of 
the Bill must not be discus, se<] furth(*r than is n(*cessar\ to e.xplain its 
principles”. Sii. the sco]K‘ for discussion is v(‘r\ limited on the amend- 
ments themeslves, 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I am looking into rule 7o. (After a 
pause). \es, Mr. Dutt-Mazumdai . T find that I am right. I am not 
wrong. He cannot ojijiose it iimler rule 41b Rules 74 to 79 — these rules 
relate to the piocediire relating to Bills from the other House. This 
legislation has been passed by the Lpper House, and it has been intnwluced 
in this House for consideration. 

Dr. 8URE8H CHANDRA BANERJI: But. Sir, I can discuss tlie 
general principles now. 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: You can do that after the amemlmentfli 
have been moved. My ruling is that amendments should he moved now, 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: T rise on a point of order, Sir. T 
could not understand your ruling. It will be helpful if you clarify a 
particular poinT wliich I am going to submit. You, Sir, referred to 
rule 49. I submit that rule 49 does not come in here. 

^ Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: What I said, is that rule 49 does not apply. 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: That is why we take our stand 
entirely on rule 7n which definitelv gives a right to di.scuss the general 
principles of Ibe Bill before amendments are taken up. You cannot refer 
Jo rule 49, and if you confine yourself to nde To. I submit we have a 
definite right to di.scuss the general principles of the Bill before the amend- 
ments are taken up. It has been laid down that the Bill must not be 
discmssed further than is necessan* to explain its principles. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER; Will you kindly look at the contenTs of 

thp nmpn^mAnfa ^ fn ni>onar'i1 
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Mr. NIHARENOU DUTT*MAZUMOAR: That does not matter. 


Mr. BiMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Amendments cannot go beyond the 
general principles of the Bill. There is no doubt about that, but my 
submission is that if you allow the amendments to be moved now, then 
you will be taking away our right conterred by this rule, viz., rule 7*), 
to make criticisms on the general principle.s ot the Bill, though we may 

be able to make criticisms of the detail.s of amendments after they have 

been moved. 

The Hon’ble Mr^ FAZLUR RAHMAN; 1 am really surprised at their 
contention. Kule To states “On the day on which such motion is made 
or any subseijuenl day to which the discussion is postponed, the princijiles 
of the Bill and its general provisions ma\ ])e discus.sed, Imt 

the details of the Bill must not be discu.ssed further than is necessary to 

explain its princinles". The details of the Bill must not be discussed. 
You cun discuH.s the principles of the Bill on the day, the motion is moved. 
It is not said that you must discuss the jiriiicijiles of the Bill 
before the amendments are moved. If you aie going to discuss tlit- 
amendments to the clauses, \ou cannot do it on that day, and if the 
amendment is in the nature of a refeience to a Select Committe or of a 
circulation motion, even in that case \ou cannot do it. Rule 7ti of the 
Bengal Legislative Assembly Biocedure Rules. sa\s. “Any member ma\, 
after giving seven days' notice (if the Bill has not already been referred 
to a Select t'oniniittee of the ( ouncil or to a joint committee ot iioth the 
Chambers, but not otherwise) move as an amendment that the Bill be 
referred to a Select Committee and, it such motnni is cairied, the Bill 
shall l)e referred to a Select (Vmimittee.” 

Now, Sir, there are two amendments to the motion for consideiation 
— one for circulation for the purpose of eliciting opinion and the othei 
for reference to a Select Committee. So long as tliesr motions have not 
been moved, the House cannot <liscuss the geiieial principles of the Bill. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir. how are all these 
relevant? 

Th0 Hon’ble Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN; Rules are made only for 
proper disp<»sal of the business of the House: they are not made tor 
obstructing tin* normal proceedings of the House. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE; Rules are made for safeguarding the 
privilege.s of the members. 

The Hon’ble Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: Yes But that privilege will 
be secured if this procedure i.s followe«l, but if the other procedure is 
followed that will be simjdy \\aste of time. I have spoken about the 
disposal of business without infringing the privileges of the members and 
that will be done by tidlowing the juocetlure, 1 have suggested. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: If the amendments had related to difiereiit 
clauses ot the Bill, I would not have allowed the ameiidmeiits to be 
moved before the discussion of the general prineiples, but here the 
nmendments are ot such a nature that they wouhl invoUe a discii.ssioii of 
the general principles. If I allow discu-ssiou of general principles by I)i. 
Bunerji at this stage, there will Aie u repetition after the amendments 
have been moved. So the best thing would be to allow the amendments to 
be moved ami then to have a general discussion. 

Mr. NIHARENOU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: On a point of privilege. Sir. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: How can there be a point of privilege after 
a ruling? The amendment ^should l>e moved first. So there cannot be 
any point of privilege. 
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Mr. HiHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMOAR: Sir, if you will l)e pleased 
to refer to page !(> of the Bengal Legislative Assemhly IVocedure Rules — — 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Mr. Dutt-Mazumdar, 1 do not like to hear 
any thing on niy ruling. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: What is your ruling, SirP 


Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: My ruling is, the amendment should be 
moved first and Dr. Banerji wilT then speak oiiposing the motion for 
consideration. 


Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, if that is your ruling 
under rule 7‘>. we are debarred from exerei.sing our right of discussing 
the merits of the Bill.

M\ subiiiis.sion i.s tliat w iimi th»* Sjieuker gives 
a ruling, the Speaker must tunction in accordance with the rules. It 
th(‘ie Is an\ definite piovi.sion in the rule, it does not lie with the Speaker 
to take awa\ that right. 


Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Mr. Sinha, it is a (|ut‘stion of interjireta- 
tion (d the rules. In spiti* (»l tin* Speaker's ruling being very very sound, 
It is open to allot hei to inteipret it in a ilifterent wa\ and members may 
differ from the decision of the Speaker. But 1 have giviui my ruling, 
and I am not prepared to allow an\ lurthei discussion on that ruling. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, I do not wish to discuss 
an> ruling that \oii in \our wisdoin may give, but I am mititled to know 
definitely as to what that ruling is. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: If \ou sa\ you have not heard my ruling, 
I am not going t<» repeat it. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Sir, will you allow us to make a 
submission with a view to have \our ruling revi.seil 1*^ 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Mi. Datta. I have given my ruling, and 
there cannot be any comment on m\ ruling. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir. it is a very important 
right of our.s which cannot be flouted. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: If you have not cared to liear what my 
ruling was, 1 am not going to repeat it again. Yes, Mr. Arabinda (iayen. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, your ruling is not at 
all clear 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Will you kindly take your neni? I am 
repeatedly asking you to take j'oiir seat, but every time you are rising 
up and want to say that you have not heard my ruling. I have more than 
once told you that I am not going to repeat it.

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Mr. Ohose. that is not a new point. Please 
refer to my ruling. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, you have not given 
any ruling; you have only said that il amendments are moved, then the 
general principles may be discussed. That is merelv a sugge.stion. We 
don’t object to your ruling. But what i.s your ruling? 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Mr. Dutt-Maziinidar, voii want to hear 
my ruling again?

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir. we ieel very much 
aggrieved on this side ot the Hoii.se, if yon will not be pleased to give Us 
at least this. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: What is your point? 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: My point of order is 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I.s it a point of order? 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: It is a point of order as well 
as a point of privilege. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER; Either it must be a point of order or it 
must be a point of privilege. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: I am on a point of order 
wbicb has a bearing on the privilege of this House. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: There cannot be a point of order on the 
privilege of the Ilou.se.

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Amend ments are no part 
of the Bill Looking at the contcmts of the Bill. I come to the general 
principles of the Bill.

In the matter of legislation affecting the interests of a large number of 
people, a member shouhl be allowed to say what he has got to say. There 
is no question of time-limit. 

Mft DEPUTY SPEAKER* What rule are you referring to? 

Mr. OHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: In the rule this matter of time- 
limit has been kejit vague intentionally, so that a member must be allowed 
to say what he has got to say in this matter of legislation. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER. This is not the ]>ractiee of the House. 
Please hear me. Do \ou mean to .sav that this is the practice of the 
House that any amount of time shoubt be allowed to any speaker when 
discussing the principle of the Hill? 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Reasonable time should be given. 
This is a point of privilege. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Thi< IS not a point ot privilege. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: ('ertainl> it is a point of privilege. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Mr. Datta. I will look into the (jnestion. 
If I find that reall.x it is a (|Uestion of privilege, I will refer it to the 
Commit tei* of Privileges. 

Mr, DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: The procedure rule has got to he 
changed b> intrcxlucing lules to this effect. Hut so long as it has not 
IteiMi changed, we should be allowed to say what we have g^ot to say. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Do \ou mean to sa\ that in unticii>ation 
of the change ot rules, I can do what is lamped to be dime? 

Mr. J. C. GUPTA: On a j>oint ot onler, .Sir. which arise.s out of the 
facts ])laced hetoie the House. It there is a Hill ot the sami* nature on 
the anvil ot this House which is now at the Select Committee stage, can 
the Slime Hill be constiboed I'ven it it is sent by the Cpper House? Of 
course, I am speaking subject to correction. 1 do not know' exactly the 
provisions. You will consider this. The Xon-Agncultural Tenancy Hill 
is on the anvil of this Legislative Asscmld\ . It is in tlie Select 

t'ommittee stage. It is a well-known fudncijile that if there is a Hill 

pending on the same matter in the same House, no other Hill relating to 
tliat matter can he introduced. Tins point strikes me as I luair this 
mutter. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: This point occurred to me a lew days 
hack also, altliough the jKiint was not raised in tins Hoiisi*. I looked 
into May’s Parliamentary Practice also, but 1 could not find an> tiling’ 
for safe guidance. So fur as this Hill is concerned, it i> merely a Non- 

Agricultural Tennancy Kxtemhng Hill meaning extending the temporary 

provisions. When the other Hill is not before me, I do not know whether 
the provisions are identical. Cnless I know what the provisions of that 
Hill are, I cannot say that this Hill is incompetent. 

Mr. a. C. GUPTA: I would a.k you to look into the matter, because 
otherwise you will be doing an illeg'al thing. 

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR ROY: Suppos ing the House comes to a different 
decision on’the wsame thing, what will happen? 

Mr, BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: On a point of order, Sir. Rule 39 lays 
down that a motion must not raise a question .substantially identical with 
one on which the As.sembly has given a decision in the same se.ssion. I 
may bring this for your consideration that the practice sought obtains in 
the Hou.se of Commons and, and as explained in May's Parliamentary 
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Practice, page 37o, it is as follows: no question or Bill shall be brought 
in either House that is substantially the same as the one on which its 
juilgment had already been expressed in the same session. Again on 
page 491, it is stated as follows: there is Uo rule or custom which 
restrains the presentation of two or more Bills 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Is it in the same session, Mr. Ghose?

The >econd difhculty is that if 
everybody is left to choose his language on each occasion we shall not be 
surprised if some day Mr. M«diammed All makes hi> budget s])eech in 
Persian or Arabic us 1 (‘annot stop him. (liuughter fioiu (’ougress 
benches.) If members are left to choose their own languaj^e without 
having any reference to the Statute and to the Rules made by this House 
under the provisions of (he Statute, any menilier iua> cho<<se to speak in 
whatever language lie likes and 1 cannot stop him if he s])eaks in Arabic 
or Hebrew.

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR ROY: Mr. Speaker, speaking from this side of 
the House (cries of “why in English again from the (iovernineut 
benches) — 1 am speaking in English out of deference to the wishes of the 
Speaker. 

Mr. Speaker, I hope the House will not mi.sumlei^taml iis and think 
tliut in raising this issue we are trying to obstruct the iiroceediugs ol the 
House. Far from it. We have come to a stage when we have to decide 
in which language w*e shall speak here, and it is the unanimous desire of 
this side of the House — and 1 believe this is shared h\ a large luimher of 
members of the other side — that we should speak in our mother tongue. So 
far us Urdu is concerned, we are prepared to concede that I’nlu may be 
the mother tongue of some members of this House, but there is no reason 
why we should speak in English. Speaking personally 1 feel great difficulty 
in expressing myself in English. As a matter ol fact— 1 find 
Mr. Mohammed Ali is laughing — I was sent abroad at an early age and I 
tried to learn English at a great expense, but I am ashamed to confess that 
1 have not learnt much English. (Voices of “You are speaking Engli>h 
quite w’ell” and laughter from the tiovernment benches.) Sir, this is a 
serious matter. It is not a matter for laughter. We want to impress on 
you the desirability of using our luTvther tongue in this House. I under- 
stood you to say that you w'ould call a conference of the leaders of different 
parties to discuss this mutter. We accept that procedure and in the mean- 
time we shall continue to speak as we were doing before.

1 did 
not say that is siieces^fnl from the revenue ptdnt. as (fovernnient have lost 
revenue due to the introduetitui of pioluliition. I said in mv answer (c) 
and (d) that (lovernment have been Tlpgiading tin* priees of these liquors, 
ojiiuin and ganja. as a sort of resort to make it more difficult for the people 
to indulge in this kind of habit. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Will the Hon ble Minister be 
pleased to state whether any country liquor shop has been abolished by 
Government in the district of Tipja^ra? 
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Th® Hofl’ble Mrt MOHAMMED ALIS Yes Sir. The honourable member 
who comes from the district of Tippera, knows that we have not made the 
whole district dry, but we have made the areas coiitijj^uous to the district 
of Xoakhali dry.

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: If theie is a demand from any of 
the districts of West Ib^iiiral. ( iovei nineiit will orij\ ]k‘ too ^b^d to introduce 
the experiment in that distrii*!. 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Will tlie Hon'ble Minisler be pleased

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: By probibition we mean jirobibi- 
tion ni sale ot liipior and prevention ot illicit traffickinjr in liquor in areas 
declared dry. 
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Mfi BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Will the Hon’ble Minister he pleased 
to state if Government have allowed any new liquor shops to be opened 
throughout Bengal during this period? 

Thi Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: I ask for notice. I do not know. 
As I have already stated in my reply that we have got Excise Licensing 
Boards for Calcutta and for districts, and these Boards are constituted by 
representatives of public bodies and non-otficial gentlemen, and if any fresh 
shop has to be licensed then it is done by the Licensing Board. And 
Government have made it clear that Government do not want that any new 
shop should be licensed. As far as I believe tliis policy of Government has 
been followed by the Licensing Boards. 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Sir, my question was that if 
prohibition is the goal aimed at, is it or is it not the tyovernment policy 
to prevent the opening of new shojis before the existing slK>ps are abolished. 
If that is 80 , will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased to state whether any 
direction has been given to the Excise Board to ])revent tlie opening of new 
shops ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: 1 have already said that one of 
the policies of this Government is that no new sho]> should be licensed, and 
this has been circularised to all Incensing Boards and it is my firm belief 
that this policy is being carried into effect b\ the Licensing lloards. 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Will the lIoiLlde Minister be pleased 
to state w'liethei’ he has any positive information in this matter or lie is 
relying on liis firm belief? 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: It 1 had any ])0sii]V(> ihformation 
J would have said so. It is my firm belief tha< the Ijicensmg Boards are 
implementing the Government's police as laid down in this (Vicnlar.

Point of Order. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: On a point of order, Sir. In regard to 
the supplementary estimates and their form of presentation I should like 
to make two vsubmissions. My first ^'ubmis.siou is in regard to the form in 
which the estimates have been brought in in this House after the expendi- 
ture to which the estimates relate have already been incurred either in 
part or in w’hole. This point of order was raised on more than one occasion 
oy Dr. Sanyal during the life of the last Assembly, and I am afraid 
threatens to become a hardy annual. As sums have already been spent, 
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they should not come under the category of estimates. Such expenditure 
should come for ratification before the House through the Public Accounts 
Committee by means of a motion for excess grant. I submit that Section 
81 of the Government of India Act does not permit incurred expenditure to 
be brought in as estimates because the rules provide that the same rules as 
apply to the Budget estimate should also apply to the form of presentation 
of supplementary estimates. I may state here the following rulings and 
observations by the Chair on different occasions. On Ulth March, 1929, 
President Patel in the Central Assembly ruled that incurred expenditure 
cannot be brought in as estimates. On the 28th February 1944 the Deputy 
Speaker observed in this House tf) the following effect. “Now it is for 
Mr. Speaker to decide whether by any stretch of imagination expenditure 
in excess of the sum already demanded for the current financial year con 
be construed as estimates, e.specially wlien the amount of such expenditure 
is mixed up with supplementary estimates. In my view this inter])retation 
cannot be possible in any other countr\ than in India wliere it has become 
possible under the garb of usual practice.” On the bth March, 194o, the 
Speaker observed in this House to the following effect “The point raised — 
which was raised by l>r. Sanyal — is of great importance. Sp(‘aking for 
myself I liave not been able to give that much attention to the subject tliat 
it deserves, but from a cursory glance at the provisions of the law and rules, 
it appears to me to lie ]^erfectl> clear that the law never contem])lated 
inclusion incurred expenditure in supplementary estimates, but the 
practice ha.s been going on somewhat irregularly for some time.” In view 
of the irregular- practice in vogue, fh(‘ Speaker of course allowed the motion 
luit add(‘fl that he would give definite instructions for future guiilunce. 
I'ntortunately, this detinite instnndion \^as not given. What 1 uould 
re([uest ymi i.s thi.s; lOveii if you in view of the anomalous situation that 
lias obtaiiK'd in the past — if >ou allow the,s(‘ estimates to be movml in tho 
pre.sent ioim which, I saN is irregular, I would iiige upon you to give 
definite duectioiis joj tnturc gunlance. Thi> h.is become imperative in 
view of certain observations which the Finance Minist(*r marie in the (‘our.se 
of his rejily to the general discussion about the geneial charact«‘r of budget 
estimates. The Finance Minister had said “So far as supplementary 
estimate.s are concerned, it is not ])ossibb‘ to pre.sent sujijileinentury budget 
estimates as soon as we incui (*\pen<liture, liecause in that case we shall 
have to iiresent supjilemeiitary estimates more than onc(‘ or twice.” This 
observation 1 am afraid betra.\s the ignorance of the Finance* Minislei about 
the ♦‘ssence and function of Budget and supplemental \ estimates. I can do 
no lu'fter to explain that than to (juote from Durell fr(»m his liook on 
Parliamentary Grants and this is what Durell sa> s ; “It is a sound jirinciple 
that one, and onl\ one, estimate of national expenditure slomld be laid 
before Parliament during each s«*ssion : for to render imrliamentarN control 
effectual it is necessary that the Hou.se of Commons should have the money 
tiansactions of the year presented to it in one mass and one account. Kxeept 
for sudden unexpected and urgent demands the Imdget estimate, both of 
revenue and expendiiure, is one which tlie House of ('omiuons has a right 
to expect should be realised in the eventual facts. It is on that estimate 
alone that the Chancellor of the Exchequer imlu(‘es the House to agrei* to the 
financial policy proposed hy him and embodied in the Budget. The 
introduction of any supplementary estimates by any considerable 
amount is really a breach of contract between Parliament and 
Government for when this is done the hudget .statement is destroyed and 
in effect a supplementary budget is set up. Supplementary estimates when 
treated as cujstomary and as a matter of course instead of being restricted 
to occasion.^ of unforeseen contingencies do more to destroy effectual 
parliamentary control than any other indirect method that could be devised.’^ 
This is what the Finance Minister proposes to do and what has been going 
on in this Province from year to year. The Finance Minister, if he so 
chooses, can play ducks and drake.s with bis own nionev liut certainly not 
with the money of the publicft It is essential that tke original budget 
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estimates should be as accurate as possible. If these estimates should prove 
inadequate for any unforeseen reason, he should bring in supplementary 
eatimates in the proper fashion. If thereafter his estimates should go 
wrong, then the position should be regularised by means of a motion for 
excess grant after scrutiny by the Public Accounts (ommittee. That is 
why, Sir, 1 urge upon you to give your definite directions in this matter 
for future guidance. 

My second submission is an even more important one. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Ghose: Will you take a long time? 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: I will take tour minutes. My second 
submission is even more inifiortant ami relates t(t grants ‘JO .md JJ in respect 
of heads f)f grants Nos. ‘17 and -IS respectively. I submit that these grants 
are imjiroper and irregular and cannot he allowed to he luought before this 
House. My r«'asons therefor aie based on llie ground r»u wliuh according 
to parliamentary ])ractice 8upplemen<ai-\ estimates can be bri)Ugbt before 
the legislature. Accorjling to Durell whom I have alrtnidy quoteil a 
flupplementarv estimate may be ])ieHeuted either (1) for a fuitliei grant to 
a service already sanctioned and voted foi, or ( ‘J t for a giant toi a further 
occasion of expt'nditure aiising sima* the estimates wen* ])reseiited ((/) for 
expemiiture newly ini])osed on the (‘Xeculive hy statute and (b) to meet 
unexpected emergency . 

1 submit. Sir, tfiat grants Nos. ‘JO and JJ do not come within the purview 
of any of these possihilitu's. Thev <lo not constitute a furtliei grant to a 
service alnuidy sanctioned and voted for. 'Fbe.s are not iiecess:ir\ either 
to meet expenditure newly imjiosed on the executivr* li\ Statute oi to metO 
an unexp(‘cfed emergencv . A suppl(Mnentar\ estimate lor the purjiose of 
paragraphs J and I) of Standing Grdei No. Id ot th(‘ House ot Commons foi 
a new service or a new matter and must he intended to meet either of these 
two coni ingeri(‘ies. The provision (d' funds fur tin* huildiug uj* of Muslim 
Education is not re(|uned for expenditure ne\\i\ imposed ou the executive 
by Statute nor is it for the purp«)ses of meeting an uiiex)u*cted emergeiics. 
There is v#t amdlier gioss irregulant.\ in respect of Demand No. JJ. A 
new htuid lias been cr(‘ated, namely, K>M iseidlamM)!!" for advancement of 
education of Muslims, d’lns (‘\pemliture. I siilmiit, Sii. has nothing to do 
with the Medical Diqiartiuent , is not relevant to it, and cannot be broujiiit 
under this gemoal head, d'his expenditure pertains to the Education 
Demand and. if riecessar\ , could onl\ have lu'tui piovided for under the 
Education grant iii tlu‘ usual form. 

I need lianlly impress upon you the absolute iiecpssitv tor the sfiictest 
enforcement of all rul(‘s and liealtli> eonv»*ntions which have for tlieir 
ohjet’f the attainment of full legislativ(* eontrol »)f all financial matteis that 
come within the competence of such h*gislature. dhis, ^ou know, is one 
of the essential and fundamental sateg^uards of democratic institutions. 1 
am not ('oncerned for tiie moment ^Mth the meiit^ of the giants in qu(‘stion. 
That is leally l)eside the point. What I am concerned v\ith is that any 
grant foi whatever pui'iioses it mav he brought forward must he presented 
in a proper form and he in accordaiu'e with the established ]iarliamentary 
practice (nanls Nos JO ami JJ <d the Supplementarv K^limates do not 
satisfy these conditions and therefoie. 1 submit, the\ must not he al]o\^ed 
to he moved. Those are in.x submissions. Sir. 

(The House was then adjourned ftir fifteen minute^. )

on the point of order that ha" l>et*n rai.sed by tlie honourahh^ member 
representing the Bengal National ( liamher of ( oiumerce? 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes, if you have got any new point. 
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Mr. BiMAL CHANDRA SINHAs Ye.-*, Sir, 1 have got new points to 
place before you. 

My submission is that if you look into the supplementary estimates you 
will find that certain new expenditure for new* services have been introduced 
wdiich, I submit, are quite irrefrulur. It has been definitely stated in May’s 
Parliamentary Practice that supplementary estimates due to the insuffi- 
ciency of the original estimates are to be placed and vote<l u])on at the 
earliest o]ip()rtunity and that they should, if ])o.ssible. be }>resented before 
the presentation or voting on the demands for grants for tlo* \ear as they 
enter into the figures for the ex|)endituie for the current year. That is my 
first point.

Tin* principles, as I understand tln*m, ai'c that not only 
the jiarhainent should exercise close eontr-rd over tin* expemii 1 ure that the 
exf*eutive might metir, but. Sir, the parliament must see to it that tin* p(diey 
ciiuiieiated by it is ( loseK tollowed Iin the executive and not rlcviated trorn 
It Is quite iri'(*gular for the (‘Xt'culive to incur fiesli exjienditim* because of 
ncNN ilecision of prdi<*_N without previous latifiealion and sanction of tlie 
House, and, as such, the heads ineliided in t!i»* suppb*mentai \ (‘stimates an* 
irregular and. if jiassed. Nvil] gag the House ami thcretore should not have 
been included in ttie list of supplementary estimates. 

The Hon^ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALi: Sir, I do not want to go into tfie 
reasonableness or otherwise of the practice hitlierlo followed for presenting 
the supplementary e.stimates after the expenses are incurred. The fact 
remains that thi.s practice ha.s been folloNNed all along and Nie bavi* only 
been observing the practice that the legislature has sanctioned since this 
legislature has been establishttiL I agree that the expenditure after they 
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are incurred should be presented to the House as soon as possible and also 
I ajfree that the supplementary estimates should be presented only when 
there has been expenditure on account of unforeseen circumstancs or 
contingencies. But the House will also remember that last year when we 
presented the budget, it was a budget more or less modelled on 
the budget whicli was prepared by His Excellency the Governor 
during the Section 9-1 regime and at that time we could not 
formulate all our policies and I made it clear to the House at 
that time when we preesnt-ed the budget estimates tliat we had 
generally ma<le some revision in the schemes that were adopted during 
Section 9-‘{ regime, but we are continuing our process of examination and 
we hoped that we would cotiip forward with our complete schemes in the near 
future. 1 did give this warning to the House when we presented to the 
House the ])udget estimates for the year 194b-47. 

Now, sf) far as tlie objections regarding some new heads are concerned, 
I would like to inform tht* House lliat in the matter of the creation of a 
fund for Muslim Education, this w^as done in implementation of a resolution 
ado])ted by tin* TiCgislature. So, this was a policy whicli liad been ap])roved 
by the Ta*gislature and there was nothing new. (Mr. Bim\l Comau Ghose: 
When?) 1 cannot ouote the date offhand, but I know it was 
a res(dution of the liegislature. (Mr Bimai. Com\r Giiose: 
There was no such resolution in this House.) It was a resolution in the 
Council. J think it was moved by Mr. Nur Ahmed. (Mr. Bimal Comar 
Giiose : The (hmncil Jias got nothing to do with ex])enditure.) It was a 
resolution which was passed hy the Legislature — one of the two Houses. 
Both the Houses constitute the Legislature. 

So far us the Kanchrapara Ar(‘a Development Schemi' I'h concerned, the 
House \yill probably remember that the Kanchrapara area was undei niilitaiy 
<<i*oupution and after tin* Defence of India Rules ceaseil to be ojierative. the 
Gov<‘rnment had to make an immediate decision as to whether Government 
would tak(* up the lands and therefore it was an unforeseen contingency and 
we could not foresee it when we presented our original budgt‘t estimates. 
Wr‘ 1 lad, therefoi'c, to take a decision after the ])resentation of our annual 
budget and that is why we liave now to come forward with a demand umler 
the new hea<l during the presentation of the supj)lementai\\ budgrd estimates. 
The saiiM* remarks a})])l_N to the creation of the Mushni Kilucation Fund. 

Now, Sir, Mr. B. ('. Ghost* - I think ' stands for Gomar, I have not 
made a mistake this tiim* - has n‘feired to my sjieerdi when I said that the 
supplementary estimates may have to lu* ])resented on two or three occasions. 
Of course, he himself drew the attention of the House that if after the 
passing of the original budget estimates, further ex]ienditure has to be 
incurred, it should be by a vote of excess demand. 1 have not examined 
this question, but perhaps he is ])orfectly right. Nevertheless, when a 
contingency did arise and when that contingency was unforeseen b\ (iov- 
ernment, Government had to incur this expenditure. All memhers of this 
House will agree that nohody could have foreseen these terrible and 
unforeseen hajijienings of August Ibth to August 19th and (iovernment had 
to incur a large expenditure for the relief of the riot victims. Nobody could 
have foreseen it and that exjieiiditure had to be incurred. It was not possinle 
for Government to convene a session of the Legislature so as to get sanction 
for expenditure in connection with the relief of riot victims. At that time 
Government could not also foresee how much ex]>enditure Government 
would have to incur. That is why in my rejily I said that it may be 
necessary to come to the House on two’^or three different occasions because 
even after having incurred expenditure (iovernment might have to rush up 
to an expenditure of a crore of rupees and Government might present a 
supplementary demand for a crore of rupees, and they might again come 
forward with another supplementary demam! for another additional crore 
of rupees. That is what I meant when I said in my reply that it might be 
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necessary to approach the House on more than one occasion and I think xnj’ 
friend Mr. B. C. Gln^se — C standinfr for ( oinar — has also accepted that view 
and he said that the second time the (Tovernment approaches the House we 
should do it by a vote of excess grant. Whatever may he the method the 
fact remains that (jovernment has to approach the House on more than 
one occasion. So I think there is no harm if (irovernment approaches the 
House for sanction of excess expenditure in view of the fact that several of 
the contingencies wlicih Government liad to deal with were unforeseen and 
1 think you will agree that there is nothing irregular, (u)vernment has 
only followed the practice hitherto followed in this House, as Mr. Ghose 
has pointed out. The S])eaker did not give any direction to (lovernmeiit 
and 'io (iovernment cannot he hehl responsible. I'he Sjieaker at that time 
maintained the status quo and in presenting the hinlget estimates this year 
in the form in which it has been done in tlie past, we have only conformed 
to the convention set up in this House. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR GHOSE: May 1 sa\ something, just one or two 
words, to elucidate turlher what I said in tiie light of what the Finance 
Minister has said. The first thing is this, dlu' Finance Ministei- has said 
that he had given a \Narning when he presented the budget last time that 
iiKMc exiienditure may be needed. That is (jUite tnn*, but we are not 
concerned with the earning; we are concerned as to what we can do under 
the rules. It the Finance Minister had just given a warning to do something 
wliK'h Is not permitted b\ the rule'*, jt does not follow that (he Finance 
Ministei may do an irregular thing. 

Secondly, with regard to certain expenditures the Finance Minister said 
that he could not visualist* as to what amount ot e.xiienditure would he 
reijuiied. say, ior not vi(‘tims. But that does not apjily to the (|ue8tioii 
ot Grants L'tl and 'I'l tor setting up a tund lor Muslim Education. That has 
nothing to do with something which is leijuired mther becaiisi* of tin* fact 
that some new work has bi'en imi»osed on the executive by Statute or that 
ail unforeseen emergencv has occurred. That is not an unforeseen 
emerg'encv . Now. about excess ex])enditure the ])ro(a‘ilure is ditt'eient. 1 
do not mind in case the exjienditun* estimated for whiidi the (iovernment 
came in in the first instanci* was not siillii'ient , — if the Government should 
come up later wutli a motion for excess grant, but to do that they must 
come through the Public Accounts ( ommittee. That also is anoth(‘r point, 
viz., that the jirocedure which (iovernment have adopted has amounted to 
unnecessarily and uinvarrautedK restricting the jiowers, ])rivih*ges and 
functions of the 1‘ublic Accimnts (ommittee. The Public Accounts (om- 
mittee is there to exercise ciTtain tuncti«ms. I sa\ that (i<»v(‘rninent should 
ill the first ])lace estimate as to what their expenditure is likely to be. If 
tht*y think that not may break out any time and that it may be emlemic 
in this province, then it is much better for them to take a bh»ck grant a.s 
had been done during the war in many countries and meet the expendilure 
from such block grant. But as I sanl, firstly, just giving a warning does 
not entitle the Finance Minister to do something irregular, secondly , that 
if exce.ss expenditure has been incurre<l, it should have come through the 
Public Accounts (ommittee; thirdly, that demands 20 and 22 do not come 
within the purview of the ex])en<liture which the Finance Minister staled 
wa.s necessary* for meeting expenditure on riot victims and so forth. St) 

I do not think. Sir, that the Finance Minister lia.s been able to meet the 
points that ! raised here. 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA SINHA; Another point to which I beg to 
draw your attention. The Hon'ble Minister lias said in reply that he did 
not know w'hat amount of expenditure would be necessary, but that is, Sir, 
the case of supplementary estimates hut with the original estimates too. 
After all they are estimates afid it cannot he known beforehand what actual 
amount will be needed for a particular purpose. In dealing with estimates 
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Wm have always to make a guess and in a guess it is as much a guess in the 
original estimates as it is in supplementary estimates. That is the first 
point. 

The second point is that ’he has followed the usual practice. We concede 
that that is the usual practice but at the same time we draw your attention 
to the ruling quoted by Mr. (ihose. The Deputy Speaker ruled that such 
an usual practice is possible only in India where the Legislature is defrauded 
of its legitimate power. Therefore that it is the usual practice is no excuse. 
It is a wrong practice and it is up to you, Sir, to revise that practice and to 
enforce the right that has been given to the Legislature under the rules. 

Mfi SPEAKER: Mr. Ghose, the two points raised by you seem to me 
to be old points which have been raised, mooted, discii-ssed and decisions 
given in this House before. (Mr, Bimal Comar Ghose: Not second point, 
the first point, yes.) So far as the first point is concerned, I am definite 
that a decision was given in this matter. (Mr. Bimal Comah (those: No 
decision was given by the Speaker in this House.) 

But the Speaker i)romiHed to issue certain direction, which was not 
issued. 1 shall liuve to look into it and examine how far 1 can help you 
in this matter. 

So far us the second ])oint is concerned, it will not be fair on my j)art 
to give an opinion about the i>rocedure oft-hund. 1 will go into the matter 
further and express my views tomorrow. 

Mr# BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Sir, in view of what you have said, 
the discuM.sion on the supjdementury budget may he postponed. 

Mr, SPEAKER: No. Lvi us go on with it. 

Discussion on supplementary demands. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: Mr. Speaker. Sir, 1 should like to avail 
of the opportunity that has been provided by the presentation of su]>ple- 
mentary estimates to elucidate furtluM- certain }>oints that 1 bad ina<le out 
during the general discussion on the budget, ])articularly in tlie context of 
certain ustonnding observations made by the Finance Minister in his rej>iy 
to the general discussion. This reply, Sir, was couched in an admirably 
fighting speech. But, like most of the dreams of my friends opposite, it 
contained more jihantasy than facts. I may also add tliat the speech was 
more becoming of a politician addres.sing u meeting of party followers, 
let us say, under the Ochterloney Monument than of a Finance Minister 
speaking to a sedate Assembly House. Even ussuining. Sir, that arithmetic 
has never been a strong point with our Finance Minister, the number of 
irresponsible utterances lie indulged in were really amazing. 

Let us in the first instance again try to assesvs 

Mr. 8HARFUDDIN AHMAD: Sir, I rise on a point of order. Mr. Ghose 
is trying to make out a point out of the reply which was given by the 
Hou’W Finance Minister the other day on the general discussion of the 
original budget that was presented. Mv submission is that the point that 
he Is now trying to make out before the house does not arise from the reply. 
Today is fixed for discussion of .^supplementary budget estimates. His 
objection ought to he confined to toiiay’s subject; otherwise I think it 
will he out of order. 

Mr« 8PEAKER: I think that is only a preface to what he is going to 


ilri^ BJMAL COMAR CHOSE: I hope, Sir, that you will not take that 
time ^ of the time allotted to me. 
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Now, Sir, let us in the first instance try to assess what we obtained 
under the Niemeyer Award. It is really inconceivable that a Finance 
Minister of a province like Bengal would be so ill informed or so ill advised 
as to assert that Bengal owed to the Centre a sum of Ks. 3d lakhs only 
which was wiped out at the inauguration of Provincial Autonomy. What 
Bengal owed to the Centre was not Rs. 33 lakhs but about 9 crores of 
rupees. Rupees 33 lakhs represented the annual nett saving — let me 
repeat “annual nett saving” — as a result of cancellation of the debt that 
the province owed to the Centre. Again the increase of jute export duty 
by another 1‘2A per cent, meant on the basis of the yield in 1036-37 an 
additional revenue of Rs. 42 lakhs which was to be enjoyed every year. 
Thus Rs. 33 lakh.^ plus R.-.. 42 lakhs or Rs. To lakhs was the measure of 
the annual relief that Bengal obtained under the Niemeyer Award. 
Although it not obtained b> a direct subvention from the Centre, but 
nevertheless it represented the measure of the annual relief that Bengal 
obtaiiUMl as a result of the Niemeyer Awanl. I am sorry. Sir, to sound 
almost like a schoolmaster, but I am afraid the Finance Minister left me 
Avith no other alternative. 

In the second place, the Finance Minister had saijl that if we were to 
get the whole of the jute export duty and Bengal’s contribution in respect 
of income-tax, Bengal's financial difficulties would be over. Cnfortunately, 
the Finance Minister overlooked two facts. Firstly, out of the 17 crores — 
he said 19 crores 1 believe — that is the t(dal amount to be obtained from 
tiiose two heads, Rs. 7 crores has already been received and taken into 
account in the revenue income of that >ear. Like a wilful little boy, our 
Finance Minister would like to eat his cake and also have it. Don’t you 
think, Sir, he should be sufficiently groA\n uj) by this time to realise that 
he cannot do bothy In the second place, the Finance Minister did not 
allow for an> collection chaigcs or otht*r incidental charges. 1 maintain. 
Sir, that even if av(‘ were to get tlie Allude of the jute export duty and 
Bengal's contribution in respect of income-tax, our difficulties would not 
be (»ver. 

In the third place, our \oung Finance Minister gave us a very amusing 
demonstration as to Avhere his day dreaming would lead him to. 
Untrammelled by any factual or realistic considerations, he did not hesitate 
for a moment to jiroduce imaginary figures of ])robable revenue income. I 
do not want to waste the time of the Hou.se by entering into a controversy 
over those figures. But I Avill just cite one instance to show how 
fantastically absurd those figures are. The Finance Minister said that the 
customs dut.N dould amount to Rs. Go A crores but the Finance Minister 
forgets that a very large bulk of the duty that is so collected is in respect 
of good.s which puss through (’alcutta and Bengal to other non-Muslim 
majority provinces and that the.se imports would .surely be diverted to other 
Indian Port.s if Bengal were to declare her independent of tlie Centre and 
levy a duty for her (twii purposes. Even Ihofessor Couplan<l, who, like our 
friends who occupy the henche.s immediatel> to our left i.s a ruemher of the 
British wing of the Minslim League party (laughter) had to concede this: 
“It would be open to the Hindu state to import its goods through a Hindu 
Port such as Bombay”. And he add.s that the hulk of these imports would 
continue to go, as they go now, to Western Bengal, Orissa, Bihar and the 
Eastern areas of the Central and United Provinces. 

I do not know if our Finance Minister has come across a memorandum 
prepared by Sir Homi Mody and Dr. Mathai and entitled “A Memorandum 
on the Economic and Financial Aspects of Pakistan”. (The Hon'We 
Mr. Mohammed Au : We have both read the Hindmihan Standard.) In 
that memorandum the authors calculated that the amount of revenue that 
the Centre collected from F^astem Pakistan including Assam was about 
R^. 18 crores against which a Teveiiue expenditure of Rs. 8 crores hftid to 
be incurred leaving only 10 crores of rupees as the balance, which amount 
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considered rery inadequate even for purposes of defence. Let me quote 
our friend of the Muslim League, Professor Coupland. He said: 
^‘jEastern Pakistan would find it impossible to maintain the security they 
enjoyed at present and could only provide the minimum needs of defence 
by a fall in the standard of living and a sacrifice of social advancement.” 

There is only one other point which I would like to bring to the notice 
of the Finance Minister through you, Sir; and that is the speech of our 
Muslim League stalwart, the Finance Member of the Government of India, 
Mr. Liaquat Ali, whose speech must have come as a great shock and dis- 
appointment to his friend, our young Finance Minister, because not only 
is there no promise of a direct subvention but he has stated somethillg about 
development expenditure which would cause great anxiety to Bengal. Two 
things should be mentioned in this connection. Firstly, he said that there 
is no certainty as to whether the amount which Sir Archi-bald Rowland^ 
had promised would he always available, for that would depend on the 
financial position of the Centre. Secondly, he hinted that, in future, the 
Centre might insist that a prescribed proportion of expenditure on develop- 
ment projects to he undertaken by the jirovinces should be contributed by 
the provinces themselves. Both will have serious repercussions on the 
finances of Bengal. I would Heri(»usl\ ask the Finance Minister to consider 
the impeu’t of these new factors. He should realise, if Pakistani logic has 
not befogged his normal reasoning faculties, that Bengal faces a serious 
financial situation. Mere heroics of whatever variety will not save the 
situation. To find out the real cau.se.s of Bengal’s financial malady and 
thereafter to strictly enforce all rigorou.s ineusures necessary to cure that 
malady are the only way in which Bengal can avert the financial crisi-s 
that confronts her. 

Sir, I sincerely hope that the Finance Minister will give most serious 
consideration to theij^e mutters, for otherwise a very dark future faces 
Bengal today. 

Wr. NURUZZAMAN : w 
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Mr» Cl WILKINSONS Mr. Speaker, Sir. we have listened with interest 
to the Hon'ble Finance Minister’s reply to the first part of Mr. B. C. Ghose’s 
point of order, and agree that the late presentation of the Supplementary 
Estimates this year is unavoidable. We hope, however, that in future he 
will strictly follow the practice of presenting 8up])lementary estimates 
either in the monsoon session or at the latest in the November-December 
session. 

Sir, the largest single item in this post mortem estimate is the additional 
expenditure of nearly 3 crores under the head “Famine”. We have so far 
hud no adequate explanation of this very large item which exceeds the 
amount expended on relief during the Famine year 11143-44. Would the 
Hon’ble Finance Minister let us have further information about the 
purchases of accessory foodstuffs? None of the members on this side of 
the House have any knowledge as to what “Ralston” is. To whom and 
where were these foodstuffs distributed? Have Government been able to 
sell any of the dehydrated potatoes which they have been offering to the 
citizens of Calcutta and hf)w does Government expect to sell them at a price 
exceeding the current rate for ordinary potatoes? 

We would also like to know what has been the method of control over 
this expenditure. We think the Hon’ble Finance Minister should answer 
the general allegation that there has been no control over this expenditure 
and that much of it is under audit objection owing to lack of vouchers. 

We had expected that there would be considerable additional expenditure 
on Police in view of the Hon’ble Chief Minister's statement that additional 
Police expenditure would be necessary and on account of the serious dis- 
orders which have prevailed during the last year in various parts of the 
province. The sup])lementarv estimates, however, give no hint of this, 
and in fact nearly halt of the estimates is due to failure to recover 
contributions from the Government of India. As speakers from this side 
of tlie House have so often emphasised, there can be no progress without 
law and order. It is therefore our primary duty to see that the police force 
is adequate in strength and eipiipnient to maintain law and order. The 
police of thi.s province has been designed to operate under normal conditions 
and not to control widespread outbreaks of disorder — which has been proved 
many times over during the last 18 months. This need will not become any 
less in the next few years and 1 should like to remind the Government that 
with the departure of the British Army next year, the Police are likely to 
have much heavier responsibility on their shoulders. 

We congratulate the Government on their decision to make a model 
residential and industrial area out of part of the American bomb dump at 
Kanchrapara. The unusual height of this area together with the road, rail 
and drainage facilities installed by the Americans, make it an ideal site 
for the purpose. We hope that Government will do all they can to make 
this scheme one of which the Province will be proud. 

A large item amounting to nearly one crore consists of additional loans 
and advances by the Provincial Government. The position with regard to 
advances to cultivators appears to u.s to be unsatisfactory, and in our 
opinion, a much stricter policy must be followed with regard to the issue 
and recovery of agricultural loans. Agricultural loans provide a temptation 
— they form an easy way of benefiting one’s constituents — and this makes 
it all the more necessary that their issue and recovery should be strictly 
controlled. With agricultural produce continuing to fetch high prices one 
would have expected that the amount of loans outstanding would have 
diminished but oddly enough the contrary is the case. Total outstandings 
have increased from year to year. Will the Hon'ble Finance Minister 
kindly state what Government are doing to enforce recovery of these huge 
outstandings and whether he cannot ensure in future that all agricultural 
loans are recovered in the year In which they are advanced?

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We notice also that the supplementary estimates include additional 
ll^ances to the Calcutta Corporation of over 26 lakhs. We would urge 
(^Temment immediately to come to a financial settlement with the 
Corporation along the lines recommended by Sir Walter Gurner. If 
matters are allowed to drift any further they will end in the complete 
bankruptcy of the (.Corporation and it is not satisfactory^ that Government 
should continue to make advances out of the taxpayer‘s money when the 
Corporation is doing nothing to put its own house in order. The (’orpora- 
tion is in the same position as regards assistance from the Provincial 
Government as the Provincial Government is in regard to assistance from 
the Central Government. The Provincial Government cannot expect 
assistance from the Centre unless it exploits its own resources to the fullest 
extent and puts its own house in order. Similarly, the (’orporation cannot 
expect financial assistance from the Provincial Government unless it makes 
every possible effort to help itself. It cannot be said that the Corporation 
has done this. The consolidated rate has not been increased for 50 years 
which is an astonishing fact when one considers the growth of Calcutta 
and the rise in cost of administration, services and raw materials, during 
that period. As everybody knows, there has been serious deterioration in 
the collection of the existing consolidated rate. There are also serious defects 
in the assessment of rateable value; and if Sir Walter Gurner’s 
recommendations on this point were followed, the Corporation could 
increase its resources appreciably. 

We would urge strongly that the Hon’ble Finance Minister should 
convene a conference with the Corporation rejueesntatives at an early date 
and endeavour to reach a financial settlement which will ensure the stability 
of the (JorporatioD.

Mr. BiMAL CHANDRA 8INHA; Mr. Speaker, Sir, in risin^j^ to make 
observations on the s\in])lementary estimates that have been presented by 
the Finance Minister, I will not, Sir, a^jain raise that Kin^ Charles’ Head, 
namely, the Nieineyer Award, For me at least. Sir, 1 believe that it i» 
quite useless to produce arguments based on facts and figures and logic 
because. Sir, it has been our sorry experience that little heed is paid to 
those facts and figures. That is perhaps, Sir, the Muslim League way of 
things. I would only like to refer the Hon’ble Finance Minister to the 
speech delivered on tbe floor of this House by tlie then Finance Minister, 
Mr. Naliui Kanjan Barker when in presenting the budget estimates for 
1939-40 he said; In taking our last look on 1937-38 we are reminded that 
this was the first year of provincial autonomy. A valuable asset w'as the 
absence of any budgetary deficit and the receipt of substantial addition to 
revenue on account of the Niemeyer Award. 1 would like, Sir, to refer the 
Finance Minister to that statement and request him to tell us w'hat are the 
implications of the statement made by the then Finance Minister. 

Then, Sir, I would like to pa.ss on to this year’s supplementary budget. 

I would first draw the attention of the House to the total expenditure on 
the supplementary estimates in relation to the total expenditure of the 
raised estimates. If vou work out the percentage, you will find that the 
margin of error — if I may be permitted to put it in that language — the 
margin of error has been nothing short of 14 per cent. The supplementary 
estimates cover really 14 per cent, of the revised estimates. 

Then, Sir, what are the items? The item I take first is Police. Lota 
have been said on the maladministration in the Police Department, but I 
would now like to reveal to the House the latest information about such 
maladministration that has reached us and that is relating to the granting 
, of licence of a revolver to an h^^nourable member of this House belonging 
to this side. I may tell you that only a few days ago the licence for a 
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wa» ffranted to the honourable member representing the Dinajpur 
Mural .General Constituency and he was allowed to purchase a revolver 
irhen, like a bolt from the blue, the Magistrate, who had consulted the 
police before issuing this licence, comes down and on the 6th March 
writes a letter to him informing him that the licence has been cancelled. 
It has been distinctly laid down in the Anns Manual that there cannot be 
any withholding of licence for holding a particular political opinion. I 
do not, Sir, know what led to the cancellation of this licence, but if holding 
a particular view is responsible for this cancellation of licence, we say, Sir — 
and J use these w’ords determinedly — that what the Chief Minister said 
the other day about not raising a private army is an atrocious misstatement 
of fact and it is, Sir, the deliberate policy of this Cabinet to disarm those 
who happen to differ from them in politics and policy and to arm those 
who are their henchmen. 

Then, Sir, I will pass on to the Tax on Income other than the Corporation 
Tax. We have repeatedly requested the Government from this side of the 
House to earmark the proceeds of this tax for agricultural improvement. 
The author of the agricultural income-tax, the Hon’ble Mr. Tulsi Chandra 
Ooswami — he is also no longer Hon’ble — said that it was bad finance to 
reserve any proceeds of any particular tax for any particular purpose. 
I think, Sir, he used these words with a view to show that the whole finances 
of the Government of Bengal would he had and, therefore, it will be of no 
use to earmark a particular sum for any particular good purpose. 

Then, Sir, I come to the q^uestion of collection of this tax. I have worked 
out the percentage. For collecting Rs. 50 lakhs the Government of Bengal 
have spent iis. 45,000, that is nearly 7 per cent. I would refer the Hon’ hie 
Finance Minister to the cost of collection of the ordinary income-tax. 1 
find from the Finance and Revenue Accounts of the Government of India 
that in collecting 19 crores, they have spent only Rs. 07 41 lakhs and the 

S ercentiige if worked out comes to 3-8. That is the eflSciency of the 
overnment of India and contrast with it the efficiency — of course with a 
question mark — of the Bengal Goveniment whicti have had to spend 7 per 
cent, as collection cost — that is nearly double the amount of the usual 
collection cost of the Government of India. 

Sir, I then come to the General Administration. The cost of general 
administration has now come to 7 per cent, of our total revenue expenditure. 
I would like you to refer to other l*rovinces where the cost of general 
administration is only 4 9 per cent, as contrasted to 7 per cent, in Bengal. 
I rf»f©r to Bombay — there it is not the Muslim League way of administration ; 
that is the Gongress way of administration. That administration benefits 
the people and does not involve wasteful expenditure for maintaining the 
party and patronising party-heuchmeu. 

Sir. I have many points to submit, but the time at my disposal is short. 
I would therefore like to bring to your notice another fact and I have 
ffnished. I bring to your notice a matter regarding Co-operation. Addi- 
tional sums have been demanded for (VojHjrution, hut here I have with me 
certain papers relating to the Taki Central Co-operative Bank of which the 
Secretary is one of the Hon 'hie Ministers sitting on the Treasury Bench. 
Here is an official order about what happene<l. If 1 had time 1 could have 
read it. The official order of the Subilivisional Supply Officer shows that 
yarp^and sugar have been stolen from the Co-operative Bank and this 
Co-ope|itive Bank used to deal in sugar and yarn without receiving any 
licence For yam and sugar from the Goverament of Bengal. That was done 
by a Secretary who happens to adorn the Treasury Bench of the present 
Gfovemment, That is the way in which things are" being done. 

(At this stage the red light was lit.) 
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Sir, my time is up and I resume my seat with these words. The Hon’ble 
Finance Minister can present bifr supplementary estimates, but he cannot 
really squander away money in this fashion. 

(At this stage the House was adjourned for 15 minutes.) 

(After adjournment .) 

Mrs. NELLIE SEN GUPTA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I wish to draw your 
attention to vsome very unhappy happeninff.s in Chittagong during the last few 
months. I start with Jinnah Day. On that day there was a meeting, and itt 
that meeting Mr. Fazlul Quadir Chowdhury, Muslim League Secretary, 
amongst other things said "Not only the Hindus have their Surya Sens, we 
can also have our Surya Sens, and Hindus have got their Surya Sens, we 
can liave our Surya Sen. If the Additional Superintendent of Police does 
not behave differently, we shall kill him”. So far as I can make out by 
events which have happened afterwards, no restraint was put on the tonjjfue 
of that young man. From there I will go to the “Bihar Day”. Before 
that 1 might add also that Mr. Sen is a man who was trying his level best 
tb look after the interests of both the Hindus and the Muslims of 
Chittagong. 

I will now go to the "Bihar Day” subscriptions. The Hindu businessmen 
were approached for ver> heav\ donations. Business in (’hittug«)ng is not as 
good as it was some months before and it is often difficult for these men to 
spare heavy donations. The Muslim volunteeis aoproached them. Wlien a 
smaller sum wa.s suggested, th(*y \Aent awa\ . Tliey came back with f'ivil 
Supply officers and other officers and s(» much pressure was put on these 
people that they would not be able to carry on their business, unless they 
agieed to the suggesti(»n. These businessmen, however much they cannot 
afford to pay, were obliged to give up to the demands of these volunteers. 

1 would mention another matter. Mr. Fa/dul Quadir Chaudhury rented 
a house of a Marwuri gentleman. Police got some inb)rmation and the 
House was raided and there .some materials which had been stolen from the 
Military were found. The Murwari gentleman at first .sahl that he had 
rented the House to that gentleman, but afterwards we can understand that 
much pressure must have been put on him and he withdrew the statement 
that Mr. Fazlul Quadir Chaudhury hud rented the house from him. 

I would mention another matter. An employee td’ Mr. Siuianda Ghosh 
of Cliatkai was most brutally murdered. Two witnesses were there wdu) saw 
the whole thing. The man who did it was one deserter from the Army — 
Ahdus Suttar. He ha<l ah.sconded. After three months he was found and 
taken to the Police thana. Mr. Quadir (’haudhur\ went to the ]^)!ice and 
asked them to release him. The Police naturally refused to do so. Gri that 
night the same gentleman went to the thana with a letttu* from the District 
Magistrate asking for the relea.se of that man. As we all know’ the word of 
the Dstrict Magistrate is last in this matter and that man who so cruell> 
murdered a perfectly innocent man wa.s relea.sed. Not only that, hut the 
man was made a hero. He was taken round the roads of Chittagong in a 
procession. 

Then, as regards a member of this House I take it he feels he is a 
responsible man. He said to a gathering of eighty or ninety Muhammadan 
gentlemen thgt our Mr. Suhrawardy had killed ten men with his own gun. 
If you will do that you will be a Gazi, if you die for , this you w ill be a Sohid, 

1 have heard rfiany things about Mr. Suhrawardy, but I (fo not know whether 
he killed ten men. But what 1 am now' concerned with is the mischievous 
propaganda that is allowed to go on unchecked in the district of Chittagong 
of ours. The same gentleman said that “w hen we get Pakistan the Hindus 
can be treatecl as slaves: they will make very good slaves hut they make 
bad masters.” I may add that none of such utterances have ever been 
checked in Chittagong. 
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I have always understood that GoTernment servants _ part 

in aetive politics, but I have found that the District Magistliit# dpii^ 
has taken the most active part in politics. I once told him wit ^^people 
feel that it is very strange that vou take this young man of the Muslim 
League under your protection^’. lEe told me that “I feel that this young 
man is a mischievous man and so I take him with me”. f 

Then I have mentioned to him that the Muslim National Siaids have 
been parading the streets of Chittagong night after night. I mwif heard 
them shouting. Woe betide a Hindu if he is out, he is searohect and any- 
thing he may have is taken away from him. I may add that .whm Abdus 
Sattar was released from jail on the production of a letter from a certain 
officer, it was natural that that letter which got him his release was wanted 
and every effort was made to get that letter from its holder, but with what 
result? The Additional Superintendent of Chittagong has been transferred 
from there. Already I believe a Muslim has been put in his place. 
Mr. Bemrose will he going on leave and another Muslim will be put there. 
Borne years ago no one would have minded that all were Muslims. We might 
have said that it is a little unfair, but we never felt before that^iOnwernment 
would be doing this injustice to the Hindus. But these things i^happening 
BOW everyday in ('liittagong. 

Then I would like to mention what happened on the 18th, 19th, 29th 
August and 4th September in Chittagong. Stabbing, murdering and looting 
of Hindus were taking place there. There was no retaliation from them. 
You may tell me that these things happened in a much greater scale in other 
areas. But I may tell you that there was no retaliation and no looting bv 
the Hindus in Chittagong. A doctor’s dispensary with medicines which 
Hould have done good to Hindus and Muslims alike was racked and ruined: 
his money and his wife’s jewellery were stolen and his bicycle was rxiined 
to the value of Ks. 12,000, I can give you full details if you want them. 
Two shops called Luxury Shop on the station road were racked and every 
piece of stock and everything were stolen. But no mention has been made 
of compensation to these people who have lost everything they 4iad. I have 
many things more than I cun sav hut I cannot ask for more time. But I 
will ask you, how long will the Hindus of Chittagong be treated iiftWi way? 
Hindtis and Muslims have been hupi)y together many years; howvfjftto will 
the elders be able to j)ersuade their sons that things will certainly^llM better 
in course of time? \ou cannot go on doing this for long.

The HOII*bl« Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Mr. Speaker, Sir, before I 
actually start replying to the many points rai.sed in today's debate I want 
to sa\ something about what some honourable member called a statement 
of mine which I made during the reply to the budget on Friday. 

Sir, 1 was told on Saturday, when we a<ljourned for these holidays, by 
the Leader of the Opposition that certain observations of mine had been 
taken offence to and hurt the feelings of some of my friends on the other 
side. Sir, I was reidying to the point that had been raised by members 
of the Opposition regarding creation of a special Muslim Education Fund 
of Rs. 1(1 lakhs. I was trying to justify the allotment of Rs. 10 lakhs for 
encouragement of education amongst Muslims who are educationally 
backward. T was also trying to traj^e the history of this backwardness of 
the Muslims and in course of my statement I said that it was very difficult 
for Muslims to adjust themselves to the changed circumstances. They 
weraif a ruling nation and suddenly they became a subject nation and they 
could not make any mental adjustment of the change, and thev could not 
come forward and obtain their due from the ruling power. Of course I 
•aid that the position was different so far as the great Hindu community 
waa concerned. They were a nation ruled and they continued in the same 
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role (Mr. Kiran Sankar Roy ; That is wrong history also). Whatever it 
may be it is a question of fact anil not of theory. The fact remains that Uiere 
was Muslim rule here and that Muslim rule was transferred to British hands 
and then there was British rule. What I was going to say is this. When 
I said that the Hindu community only had a change of masters, I wont to 
make it clear, I was not meaning any offence, I was not trying to cast any 
aspersion. I was trying to justify the fact that the Muslims deserve 
encouragement. My religion does not teach me to offend the feelings, or 
belief or faith of anybody, and if I have inadvertently offended anybody, 
I want to express my regret. 

So far as this debate on the supplementary estimates is concerned, I 
think Mr. Bimal (oiiiar Ghose (f think this time 1 am correct Mr. Ghose 
wants to adopt vernacular in the A.sj*embly, but he is still adopting a 
fashion laid <lown b\ the East India Ctunimny so fur as the spelling of the 
Indian names is concerned) has raised s(une controversies regarding the 
Niemeyer Award. He said that 1 was trying to mislead the House. I 
was not trying to do that. It is true that I said that income from two 
heads would amount to Rs. 19 crores. The two heads are Income-tax and 
Jute Duty. I did not say that this Ra. 19 crores will be the extra income. 
What 1 was saying is that Bengal would have no deficit if the entire recei[)t8 
from Income-tax and Jute Duty could go to the Provincial Exchei|uer. 
Apart from that I said that if Bengal would get the re(*eints from import 
duties amounting to Rs. (JTi crores — I hope Mr. (jhose will find that it is 
Rs. f)7A crores and not Rs. (».') crores — i)lus Rs. (Tores from Stamps plus, 
of course, the revenue from railway earnings, all these would amount to 
Rs. 100 crores. I was not referring to net augmentation of Rs. 100 (Tores. 
The idea was that Rs. 100 crores would be gross. (^Ttainly there would 
be some expenditure in order to (‘ollect the amount. The net income may 
not be a surplus of Rs. 100 crores but the gross augmentation of provincial 
revenues would be Rs.lOO crores. (Mr. Bimal (’omar Ghosk: You told me 
nearabout Rs. 100 crores.) Mr. (iho.se has evidently read th(‘ editorial of 
“Hindustlian Standard '. I have also read (he same editorial. He has 
referred to the fact which was mentioned in the Hindusthan Standard 
yesterday that lot of goods (‘omiiig to the fmrts of C’alcutta and Chittagong 
may be diverted elsewhere. I do not see any reason why there should be 
any diversion, because Calcutta will be able to supply to Eastern India at 
a much cheaper rate than any other port in India. 1 think all commercial 
enterprises will look to the cost of landing goods, and if they do so, they 
will have to take their goods from the nearest port and tliey will not make 
goods more expensive by taking it through a circuitous route. Because if 
they did so and if they tried to divert the goods to cdher ports, then Alie 
traders in Bengal will be able to import their goods at a much cheaper 
landing cost and will be able to enter into competition with importers who 
bring their goods from other porf.s. The nett result will he that the imports 
will again increase, because these imported goods will be aljle to compete 
at a lower rate with imports made through other ports. That will expJoile 
again the theory that there will be danger of diversion of traffic to other 
ports in India. 

Sir, the time is very short. So I need not deal with the references 
made toNawabzada — I am sorry — Mr. Liacpiat Ali. We know that the 
position is very disquieting. We know that the Government of India would 
be facing a deficit and the amount of .surplus which the Government of 
India had apticipated will not be at their rjisposal, because they have had 
to make much concession to postal and railway emi)loyees. So the surplus 
which the Government of India had at their disposal wdll be taken up by 
this concession which has been made. We knew that the position was very 
disquieting, but we have no reason to presume now that the allotments 
they have made so far to Bengal will be curtailed. We can liank on the 
69 crores that they have promised Us, and of course it is a fact that we 
will have to supplement expenditure for development purposes from our 
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own coffers. That is true and we will do it. We will have to contribute 
our quota to many development schemes, and therefore there is no danger 
that there will be any dimcultv in our going ahead with development 
•ohemes which we have formulated. 

Then, Sir, Mr. Nurazzaman referred to the question of martial training. 
I think the House will agree that it is necessary that Bengal should get 
over the stigma that is attaching to Bengalis that they are not a martial 
race. That stigma has been deliberately thrust on us, and members on 
both sides of the House will agree that tnis is a stigma which Bengal does 
not deserve. Bengal, I am sure, can rise to the occasion and can produce 
very good fighting soldiers, and therefore if proper facilities are given to 
the people of this province they will be able to undertake military career 
and they will in no w^ay be found inferior to any martial race in this 
country. The Hon’ble Chief Minister the other day outlined a scheme for 
the setting up of a feeder military academy. Probably members of this 
House know' that it is proposed to set u]) a military academy somewhere 
near about Poona and there will be preliminary and auxiliary training 
centres in the province. Bengal has promised to Di. Amarnath Jha, who 
is dealing with this matter when he came up here, to set up certain training 
centres in Bengal and Dr. .Tha has also w'elcomed the idea. This will be 
a sort of a feeder institution for supply of candidates for training in the 
Indian Military Academy at Poona. 

Now I come to Mr. Wilkinson. I agree with him that it is proper 
that supplementary estimates should be presented as early as possible, 
pi’eferably in the monsoon session and failing that in the November- 
December session. We shall bear his suggestion in juind and we hoj^ that 
if w’e do have to present supplementary estimate.^ we will do it in the 
monsoon or the November-December session and we shall not go beyond 
tW. He has wanted certain information regarding the purchase of a 
particular foodstuff and what has been the loss incurred on it. I am afraid 
I personally do not know exactly what this “Ralston ” foodstuff is, but I 
am told that it is a special kind of cereal food w'hich is nourishing and 
flupplies all kinds of vitamin and protein. When (iovernment felt that there 
might he shortage of food in this province they thought that they would 
be able to run “(Iruel Kitchen" with this “Ralston" which is a sort of 
porridge which wdll be able to serve as a substitute food in place of wheat 
or rice. 1 do not know how that foodstuff has l>een used or in what manner 
the dehydrated potatoes have been used, 1 tried to contact my cc)lleague, 
the Hon’ble Minister in charge of Relief Department, hut unfortunately he 
is not present here. So I am not in a position to say in what manner 
Ilalston foodstuff has been utilised by the Relief Directorate. 

Sir, Mr. AVilkinson has said that the Supplementary Estimates do not 
give proof of what the Chief Minister said the other day that the Provincial 
Police Force liad been augmented. If the honourable member will refer to 
the Supplementary Budget Estimates he wdll find that about Rs. 34 lakhs 
has been provide<^. He will find there certain lieads under Police which 
will show that there is a provision for the purchase of Wireless equipments 
so that the Headquarters and the outlying areas may have direct touch with 
each other. There is also a provi.sion for purcha.se of ^eep cars. These 
will facilitate easy movement of police force in case there is any disturbance 
anywhere or in case there is a necessity for augmenting the police force at 
anv station bv appointment of extra constables and extra sub-inspectors of 
police. I ain sure Mr. Wilkinson wijt look to the Budget Estimates of 
1947i.48 where he will find extra provrsion for augmenting the police force 
by appointing more than 3(K) sub-inspectors and other officers. So 
GoverAment are enxiouus to make the police force adequate enough to cope 
with any disturbances that might arise in the province. As a matter of 
fact, ,GoverniAent have alreadv taken steps for the recruitment of mor® 
than 800 officers for Bengal Police. 
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So Iw as the question of Loans and Advances is concerned, in my reply to 
the Budget Estimates of 1947>48 I said that Government had already 
appointed a high-levelled Accounts Odicer to go into the manner in which 
accounts have been kept and to outline in what manner accounts should be 
kept. We are appointing several more Accounts Officers so that theae 
accounts may be properly audited, checked and controlled. So far as the 
question of recovery of advances to cultivators is concerned, honourable 
members are perhaps aware that Government propose to amend the Public 
Demands Recovery Act so that advances made to agriculturists may be 
recovered under the Public Demands Recovery Act. We hope when the 
provisions of that Act come into force Government will be able to recover 
a substantial portion of the monev advanced. 1 agree with Mr. WilkinsoP 
that strict measures should be adopt e<l in future in the matter of making 
advances and recovering the money lent to agriculturists. 

I also agree with the opinion of Mr. Wilkinson that we should not give 
financial assistance to the Calcutta Corporation from tax-payers’ money 
unless the Cor})oration agree to set their own house in order. 1 said to the 
House one day that we should expect the ('orporation to set their own house 
in order, but 1 said that 1 was fully alive to the fact that there was 
necessity of examining the working of the Calcutta Corporation, and 1 may 
take the House into confidence by saying that Government proposes to 
appoint a Committee of Experts under section lb to examine the financial 
position of the Corporation and to suggest retrenchment of the establishment 
structure of the ('orporation so that if Government feel that their 
establishment expenses are top-heavy we will try to see how far this can 
be curtailed as is required for the purpose. For this purpose Government 
have been seriously thinking of appointing either the Municipal (’ommis- 
sioner of Bombay or an officer of similar re})utation and standing. 
Probably Mr. Wilkinson will agree that the Bombay ('orporation is very 
efficiently run and that the Municipal ('ommissioner there is the opposite 
number of the Chief Executive Officer of the (’alcutta Corporation. The 
Municipal (ommissioner is not a non-official member of the (Corporation 
of Bombay. We have not yet got his consent, but we propose to write to 
the Bombay (orporation to lend us the services of their Municipal Com- 
missioner for this purpose. So the House will agree with me when 1 say 
that this is a move in the right direction because we want to improve the 
standard of administration of the ('alcutta Cor])oration. 

I think it will be a news to Mr. Wilkinson when I sav that I did meet 
certain representatives of the Calcutta Corporation — Hindu, Muslim and 
European, all C'ouncillors of the ('r)rporution — yesterday afternoon when we 
discussed the question of the financial position of the (\ilcutta Corporation, 
and I am receiving a deputation of the representatives of the Calcutta 
Corporation on Thursday next when we will go into the question of financial 
assistance to the Corporation. 1 am told that the working of the ('alcutta 
Corporation will come almost to a dead stop unless we advance them 50 
lakhs of rupees. They say that they had to give sanction of an excess 
expenditure of dO lakhs and they are in arrears to the extent of 20 lakhs 
of rupees on account of riots and disturbances: so they are short of half a 
crore of rupees and they want an advance equal to that amount. I have 
not agreed to it but I have said that certainly Government are anxious to 
see that the amenities provided by the Corporation to the citizens of Calcutta 
are maintainpd and improved and to that extent Government will try 
to help the Corporation to see that the function and work of the Corporation 
do not come to a standstill. But at the same time (iovernment want that 
amount of co-operation from the (alcutta (orporation which Government 
deserves. Frequently Corporation will come to (rovernraent for financial 
assistance, but even* time in the Corporation meeting the Councillors will 
fret up and adopt a nostile attitude to Government — that is a position which 
18 inexplicable. 
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^ So I Lave said that Government will be pleased to give an advance to the 
W^oration to meet its obligations to the people of Calcutta, but at the 
isnie time Government will insist on the Corporation agreeing to set up a 
Committee to enquire into the hnancial position of the Corporation to see 
what should be its set*up and what should be its machinery. Government 
and Corporation have also to see what would be the better valuation and 
better assessment regarding the rates. I told the House some time ago 
that Government are proposing — it has not been finalised yet — to set up 
an independent Services Commission and Government are also contemplating 
to set up an independent Assessing Board for the Calcutta Corporation. 
These matters are under the consideration of Government and these matters 
will be placed before the (Vimmittee appointed under section 10, and this 
committee will go through and examine all the questions regarding the 
administration of the Corrioration of Calcutta and on the basis 
of the recommendations of that (Vmimittee Government will come 
forwpd with a comprehensive amendment of the Calcutta 
Municipal Act, and it is strictly on the basis of the Corporation 
agreeing to the formation of this Committee that I said I shall consider the 
question of giving financial assistance to the Calcutta Corporation, and I 
tnink that after I have explained the position Mr. Wilkinson will no longer 
object to our giving n sort of ad hoc advance — stiictly an advance — to the 
Calcutta fWporation recoverable within 12 months. 

I do not think, Sir, I need go into many minor points that have been 
raised. I have already taken the time of the House and I Iiope in view 
of the statement that I have just made, members of the House will give 
their support to Government in the matter of doing good to the people of 
bis province.

Mr. ABDUL KHALIQ: 1 did not mean a higher standard, but the 
grant is higher on account of its more vaned courses and syllabus.

According to the Final Forecast as published by the Director of Agri- 
culture, Bengal, dated the 27th September, 1946, the produce in Bengal 
during the current crop year (1946-47 ‘ is 4,481,390 bales. 

(?ji It is not possible to state the number of jute mills in Bengal, com- 
munity-wise, i.e., as separately owned by Hindus, Marwaris, Muslims, 
Christians, Parsis and other communities as share-holders of different mills 
consist of people belonging to different communities. A list of jute mills 
with the names of their respective Managing Agents or Secretaries as the 
case may be, as registered under the Factories Act in Bengal is laid on the 
Library Table. 

(in) A statement showing actual figures of sea-borne exports of raw jute 
from Bengal to different foreign countries during the five years, i.e., 1940-41, 
1941-42, 1942-43, 1943-44 and 1944-45 is laid on the Library Table. 

(iri Government of Bengal have already secured the decontrol of jute 
prices, the result of which has been a sharp advance in prices reaching figures 
almost double of the controlled maximum levels. Government propose to 
take early steps for stabilisation of prices. Already a separate Jute Price

The two ])oints of order raised yesterday 
in ioniiectioii with tlie presentation ot the Supplementary Kstimates may 
briefly be stated u> follows: — (1) presentation of the Supplementary 
Kstimates alter the expenditure to which estimates relate have licen incurred 
in part or in whole, and (2) impropriet\ and inegularit.\ of 0 rants Nos. ‘Jtl 
ami 'I'Z in respect ot HcuiIn of (irants Nets. d7 and diS ot the Annual Hudget. 

As 1 >aid yesterday , the point.s are not neu in this Himse although 
Mi. Ibmal ( oinar (jlho.>e contended that his second point of «)nler was new. 

I shall presently show that the .subject iiiuttiu' ot Mr. (ihosi*’s .second point 
of order is not without juecedent in thi.s House. So fur us the first joint of 
onler is concerned it was dealt with eluhoratelv on jirevious occasions. While 
it is a .sound priiicijde to expect that the Supplementary Kstimates .should 
be placed before the Hou.se hefoie am exjiendituie is incur red, the Hou-se 
has to take into consideration the practical difficulties in fulfilling the 
expectation. Wliatever may be the jdain meaning of the exjiression 
‘‘estimated amount of that expenditure” occurring in section 81 of the 
(Tovernment ot India Act, Kt-T). the interpretation has got to he given with 
reference to rule 17(7) of the Governor’s Rules made under section 84 of the 
said Act. In that rule the expression “supplementary' statement of expendi- 
ture’’ without reference to estimates contemplates certain expenditure being 
incurred before the supjdementarv estiniuto are presented. If is, however, 
desirable that the supplementary estnnate.s should lie placed before the 
House at an earlier stage of the year, if for unavoidable reasons Government 
is not comi>eiled to come towards the close of the year. In this connection 
the argument advanced by the Hon’ble tlie Finance Minister seems to be 
reasonable, so far as the supplementary estimates of this year are oncerned, 
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in view of the assurance iriveu by him and the practice prevailing in this 
louse for a very long time, I do not think there is any necessity for giving 
aay direction from the Chair. 

Regarding the second point it is no doubt a wliolesome principle that 
the supplementary estimate should V)e presented either (1) for a further 
grant to an existing service in addition to the sum already voted for the 
current financial year; or (2) for a grant cauH€>d by a fresh occasion for an 
expemliture that lias arisen since the presentation of the sessional estimates. 
In English practice the presentation of the Hupj)lementarv estimates for a 
grant caused hy a fresh occasion for expenditure is possible an<l the circum- 
stances under which such presentation should be made are not exhaustive. 
It seems impossible in practice to establish any distinction between “new 
service not included in the ordinary estimates of the year" and “new matter 
not included in the original estimates of the >ear". Application in practice 
of embodying a new matter is governed by paragraphs 2 and of Standing 
Order No. 14 of the House of {Commons as quoted hy Mr. (iliose. There 
discussion is allowed in the ( ommittee. In our also discussion is 

allowed on supplementary estimates presented before the Hoiist*, and as such 
the House has tlie right of discussion of a new matter, if an\. The effect of 
the supplementary estimates, as has been presented betene the House, is not 
to upset the fiuuneiul proposal pla(‘ed before the Houh^ in the annual budget 
nor is there any curtailment of the primary contr(»l of the House rm tlie 
expenditure. This may be objectionable in principle though often unavoid- 
able in practice. There is a precedent in this House which may be found on 
reference to the proceedings dated the 31st March, 11)41 . Volume of), pages 
13J-!f)4. Government presented before the House a sU})plementarv estimate 
for a considerable ainouiit for the year 11)40-41 on the 3rd Febriiarv, 1041. 
This estimate did not contain any sum under the head “o7 — Miscellaneous". 
Sulise(juently on the 31st March, 1041, Government ag-ain pre.'^ented before 
the House a second supj)lementar\ estimate for only one item, namely, umler 
the head “57 — Miscellnneous” — Sub-bead d — (’ontribiitions containing an 
estimate of rupee one. In the explanatory memorandum Government mOed 
that this demand of rupee one was made for the purpose of obtaining the 
assent of the Legislature to the payment oi a contribution to the Gahuitta 
Mayor’s Fund for the relief of liondon air-raid victims. The House granted 
the supply under this new sub-head dealing with a new matter at the fag end 
of the year which could have been included in the annual financial statement 
of the coming year which was following immetiiately. So there is no 
irregularity in view of tlie ])re*cedpnt of this House. Mr. Ghose has also 
objected to the irregularity in respect of the demand for 38 — Medical, Grant 
No. 22. No objection can be taken by the HoUvse for inclu.sion of any item 
under a major liead for administrative convenience and purpose. Propriety 
or otherwise of the course adopted lies with the administrative departments. 
Members are not entitled to alter the destination of a grant under rule 
107(2) of our rules and as such the objection does not stand.

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, no in.^tancf* of black-market- 
ing lia^* been reporter) to (rovcrniiient, but it any specific instance is bnmght 
to the notice of Gov(*riiinent, (iovernment will cerfainly see that there is no 
lilack-marketiiig in the province. AVith regard to the inaderjuacy of the 
discount or commission given to stamp vendors I may inform the House tliat 
(iovernmeiit are examining the (jiiestion and, if necessary, (jovernmenl will 
revise the rules to enable them to draw a liigber discount. But in tbia 
connection 1 may tell the House that as demands for stamps have gone up 
higher, naturally the vendors are getting more money b\ way of commission. 
But nevertheless Government realise*, the fact that cost of living has gone 
up very high and it is necessary to revi.se the diHCOunt rate so that it may 
become attractive to vendors. AVhen the Hon’ble Chief Minister vi.sited 
Noakhali there was a certain complaint made to him regarding the non- 
availability of stamps by the evacuation of Hindu stamp vendors from that 
area. The matter was euquiri^d int4» but the situation has now become 
normal and the attention of Qoverniiient has been drawn to the fact that 
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tbere in no dearth of stamps there. Apart from that no other complaint 
hM reached Government except that we did receive another complaint from 
Bajahalii Bar Association who said that the discount rate was insutticient 
and not attractive to vendors. That question has been examined by 
Government, and Government will see that the rates are revi.sed, if 
necessary. In view of what I have said I hope the Hou.se will see its way 
to accept my motion.

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Sir, on the recommendation 
of His Excellency the Governor I beg to move that a sum of Ks. 24,04,000 
be granted for expenditure under the head ‘*2') — General Administration — 
General Administration” iluring the current >ear. 

Mr. AMULYA CHANDRA ADHIKARI: Mr Speaker, Sir, I beg to 
move that the demanil of Ks. 24,04.000 foi expenditure umler the liead 
“25 — General Administration — General Administration” during the curreut 
year be reduced liy Ks. 100. The reason tor moving this motion is to raise 
a discussion about unjustified firing on stinlents and peasants in the district 
of Mymensingh and the indiscriminate arrest of student and other political 
workers hy the Government. 

Sir, the other day the Hon'ble Chief Minister made a statement on the 
floor of the House in which he trieil to justify the firing on the peaceful 
student processionists in the town of MMiiensingh and the jieasants of 
Susang area. His statement is no doulit based on the reports of the officers 
who were responsible for the misdeed and his one-sided statement satisfied 
none but liimself and some of bis followers whose existence depends on tiie 
Imperialist and bureaucratic metliod in cliec'king popular movements. 

Sir, the Hon’file Chief Minister made a inisstatement and distorted the 
facts regarding the firing incident in the town of M> niensingli. The real 
fact is that a jieaceful jirocession of tlie students, lioth Hindu and Muslim, 
come out on the 22n<l <d January last to signify their protest against the 
police tiring in Calcutta on the Viet Nam Day (ui the 21>t of Januarx, 1947. 
The procession was absoluteix peaceful. When it was passing through the 
Kiftchery Koad it was suddenl.x stopped by the ])olice and a number of 
students were arrested without any reason \x fiatsoever. We came to know 
afterxvurds that tht‘.se arrests were iinule umler order of the overzealou.s 
Additional District Magistrate, Mr. Majuiiular. Other students demanded 
the release of their comrades most peacefully. A good number of students 
assembled there and tlie situation became a bit tense. The leaders of the 
Congres.s and the Muslim lauigue and other political organi.sations including 
some Congress and Muslim League M.L.A.'s and M.L.C.’s approached the 
District Magistrate and the Additional District Magistrate with a requCvSt 
to let off the arrested students and they assured tliat the situation would 
oertainly improve thereby. But all their good eoiinsels and entreaties fell on 
deaf ears. Suddenly the Adtlitional I)i'‘triet Magistrate ordered for a 
/ftf/ti charge on the young, innocent 'hml unarme»l students. When the 
students w'ere being dispersed, the police began to throw' brickbats. The 
brickbats thrown by the police hit the mob which was eoiii|M»,sed of non- 
fitttdents, and they replied the police attack hy a shower of brickbats. 
Thereupon the police fired upon the vStudents killing one and woumling many 
including several girl students. After this firing by the police the mob 
violence Ixecrnn and several Government buildings were burnt down. It is 
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knows to all that the mob violence waa not perpetrated by the .students — 
was perpetrated bv the infuriated mob composed mostly of non-students and 
it Wgan after the Government resorted to firin#? on the students and murder- 
ing one and wounding many others. 

Sir, the situation came under control then and tliere. But the ways of 
the bureaucrats are peculiarly in keeping with the tradition of the Naais and 
the Fasci.sts. Bureaucratic terrorism went (ui in full swing in the town in 
the form of promulgation of section 144, Cr.P.t'.. curfew, indiscriminate 
arrests of political workers and recently the operation of the Special Powers 
Ordinance in the town of Mymensingh. 

Sir, yesterday ni\ friend Mr. Khagendra Xatb Das Gupta referred to the 
incident of Susang and gave a true anal\sis of the situation when he said 
that Government allowed the grievaiict*s of peasants to accumulate, (ioveru- 
ment allowed the agitators to take advantage of their grievance and instigate 
the simple al)original folks to mob violence, 'rhen the police would appear 
in the scene to shoot ami persecute the jieople who had real grievance. The 
policv of the (ioveinment to allow a situatiim to bi* created for faking 
drastic stejis in the form of shooting and persecuting the jieople. The 
(rovernment could have avoideil these unjileasant things if it ha<l a mind to 
anticipate things and if it had certain amount of imagination. Hut this 
Government iN main]\ hused on narrow selfishness, C'oinmunalism, nepotism, 
corruption and nothing can he expected from tliein till they are brought to 
their senses 1)^ a rude shock from the sensible jicojilc of this jirovince 
irrespective of theii communities. 

Sir, with these words I commend my motion to the acceptance of the 
House. 

Mr, MANORANilAN DHAR: Mr. Speaker. Sir, while accairding my 
wholehearted support to llie motion moved by my Inend Mr. Adhikari, at the 
outset I beg to state that I was myself an eye-witness to that tragedy 
iiiNcdving the death of one umng student and causing injuries to many 
stmlent> including a girl student. 

Sir, the salient points ai«* these in brief. In Mymensitigli liefore ‘22nd 
Januar\ tliert‘ wus no ban against )»roc<*s.sion , nt> ban against nieefings. So 
evmybotly, every person, ever\ institution had the right to conduct proces- 
sions. conduct meetings, anywhere they would like. In aceordanee with 
that tlie Mymensingh stmleiifs took out a pnaossion on 22nd January tpiite 
lawfully and jieacefully. They were j»as.Ning along many thoroughfares 
without any disturbance to an,\lw)d\, without causing annoyance to an.vbody, 
but. Sir, all on a sudden when that proe(*ssion was passing by the t ollectorate 
buildings the police pounced upon the I)r^M•e^^ion abruptly for no rhyme or 
reason. On hearing this news I m\self rushed to the s)»ot. 1 met the 
District Mugistruti*, 1 met the A«lditional District Magistrate, f met the 
Sui>eriiitendent of Police and all other officials jiresent there. I accosted 
them, I asked the rerison for their abrupt arre.sf, lint the District Magistrate 
could not explain anything. He pleailed ignorance as did all other oificiuU 
present there. They were not in u nosition to state how' the arrest took 
place. Then we demanded the immeniute release of those arrested students 
and 1 am glad to state here that the Secretary of the Mynieiisingh Muslim 
League and a member of the I pper House, Mr, Giasuddin Patlmu, joined us 
in this demand. We jointly made a demand betore the Magistrate that 
‘^Tou cannot account for the reasons of tins arrest; so these persons should 
be at once siet at lifierty and everything will he pearetul ’, fmt in keeping 
with the daik bureaucratic tradition the ’District Magistrate paid a deaf ear 
to the earnest ap{>eals of responsible public leaders like Mr. Giasuddin 
Puthan and two other members of this House, niy humble sell and iny 
ftieiul Mr. Biiunfe C’hakrabarty. Then, Sir, w'e tried to reason out with the 
District Magistrate and in the jneaii time a vast crowd assembled there and 
the atmosphere was getting very much disturbing. I wanied the District 
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strate against any worse development, still lie was persistent in bis 
<at»aitiracy in not hearin^f the appeals of the public leaders. Then all on a 
sudden lathi charj<e took place, indiscriminate lathi charge, and as soon as 
lathi charge took place the whole crow’d was melting away and the whole 
crowd was retreating as will be evident from the marks of bullet wounds, 
from the medical record. Sir, it is a significant fact that all the bullet 
injuries were found on the back-sides of the injured. That shows that 
bullets were bred on the hacks of the persons injured. So, Sir, the 
bullets were fired upon the retreating mob and I can challenge the District 
Magistrate or any other authority to disprove what I say because at the 
time when the firing took place there was a distance of hundreds of yards 
between the police and the crowd. There was no danger to the life of any 
official or to damage of any Government property. So, there was no reason, 
there csin be no justification, no warrant fVu- s\iddenly firing upon the students 
without any plausible cause. 

Sir, the whole incident took jdace in mid-day in the presence of a host 
of lawyers, in the presence of countles.s litigants, in the presence of the 
District Judge. 1 am sure. Sir, if a public eiuiuirv is held the District 
Judge himself will come out and will testify to w’hat I am saying here. So, 
Sir, my point is this, that imme<liately after the incident the Bai Association 
met, the Muktear Assijciution met and all other public institution.^ of 
Mymensingh met and in a joint voice the\ demanded an immediate erujuiry 
int(» the incident and they were of opinion that ])olice firing was quite unjusti- 
fied, quite unwarranted. So, Sir, in the mum* of ju'‘ti<e 1 demand of thi.s 
Ministry that they should institute an enquiry into that incident which cost 
the life of an innocent student of tender age of lo or lb years. As ^ou 
know. Sir, Government did nothing lM‘>f)nil publishing certain mutually 
contradictory communiques. So, [ demand in the nann* ol justice an enquiry 
into the incident. 

Mr. 8HARFUDDIN AHMAD: Sir, with regaid to what Mr. Dhar has 
just placed before the House, 1 should say he is not (juite correct in all the 
stotenients of that day. Of course, he said he was present on the spot. I 
was at MyniLMisingh, though not on the spot, and 1 have full information of 
facts for the information of the House. (Mr. M.anoh.^nj a.n Dhak : I 
challenge you to prove them.) Please have patience, do not get nervous 
Try to face facts and realities. Instead of interrupting me, you are at 
liberty to I'orrect me if I am wrong. 

On that day — on the l?i3nd — from 11 o'clock all the Communist hoys, 
Communist workers and Congress workers, all started big proce.ssions. iiy 
friend said iiist a minute ago that they were moving through the streets 
peacefully, but that is not (piite correct. They went uj) to the Court 
precincts, some of them entered into the chamber of the Additional District 
Mgaistratt*, Mr, Maxumdur. Not only that. He was jui^hed by some of 
the boys. (Mr. M.anoh.anjan Diiau:’ No, no, never.) That was within 
the Treasury Huilding. Later on, the District Magistrate, Mr. Bastin, 
was sitting at the either end of the huilding. He came out of his chamber 
to speak to some of the leaders of that proce.>sion. Then he was talking 
and talking with them for two and a half hours. »Stauding on the street 
near the Treasury Building, he discussed with them tor two and a half 
hours, but notbing did come out of it. The result naus that he was surround- 
ed. the Police Superintendent who «‘ame there was aUo surrounded in .nucK 
a way by about JOO people strong. Then the District Magistrate took out 
a cigarette from his pocket and he was trying to smoke. Some people told 
him “Put your cigarette into your pocket". This is the sorVof language 
they used. Some of them, I am told, went to the length of pushing him. 
(Mr. Manoranjan Dhah : All this is untrue.) You may say untrue, hut 
these oiv hard facts. (Mr. Maxoranjax Dhar: You are contradicting your 
own friend Mr. Pathan.) Why do you get nervous? (Uproar.) Please 
hear. Be patient. 
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TIM Hon’bla Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWARDYt I do not know why honour- 
able members on the oppt>8ite side do not desire to hear what the other 
version of the occurrence is. 

Mr. SHARFUDDIH AHMAD: Then the District Magistrate offered the 
leader to release all arrested persons on bail. He said: “I am ready to 
release them on bail. You can take anyone out.” But they wanted uncon- 
ditional relea.se then and there. They said: ‘‘Y"ou must pass the order 
for release here and now.” That was not possible. The District MaglSj 
trate .said: “Let me go to mv room. Let me consult with other officers.*' 
But they did not want to give tim any time. I submit. Sir, no officer either 
in a Congress or a Muslim League (jovernment — nobody can tolerate such 
thing.'*. The jiolice had to extrnute the District Magistrate and others and 
the Superintendent of Police bail to pull them out. The result was that 
the situation being grave the Distriid Magistrate had to a.sk for police 
help. The police helped them out and after that the rioters immediately 
started pelting brickbats at the police and the District Magistrate. No less 
than 4UU bricks were thrown against the police and the District Magistrate. 
(Mr. M\N()Ranj.\n An independent emiuiry will prove it.) 

(At this stage the member having reached the time-limit resumed his 
seat.) 


The Hon’ble Mr^ H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Sir, I am amazed at the 
attitude taken by the Opposition in reference to a speecdi which they did not 
like. 1 can only suggest that if they really desire to get at the truth then 
all parties must have a chance of saying what they wish to state. When 
lionourable members on the other side were speaking, not a single member 
from this side intervened or interrupted, although there were many of us 
who felt that the picture was overdrawn and was not in accordanee with 
tacts. (Mr. M.\noranjan Diuk: Not at all overdrawn.) It is a (piestion 
ot one version against another; and the honourable members on tlie other 
side have given a version which is not in accordance with the version which 
was placed in my hands and which I have alreaily communicated, to this 
House. It is extremely unfortunate that students were utilized tor such 
political purixises. The fttudeiits are our children and we have to look 
after their interests and not to utilize them as political pawns. 1 wish 
honourable members opposite would sometimes consider the horrible game 
which they are playing with the lives of these young men, in advancing 
them before tear gas, ami gun?* au<l in keeping themselves in the background 
and tlisappearing when their presence is necessurv, (Mr. Ma.voranjan 1)har : 
Sr> shooting is justified I) Sir. it is clear that the students were made — 
and along wdth student** there were members ol the public — to invade the 
ejlas of the Additional District Magistrate where they pushed him out. 
When certuiii persons were arresteil they behaved in a most outrageous 
manner and thereafter they started throwing brickbats at the treasury 
building. We have heard of all kinds of charges against the police, but it 
is for the first time in our lives that we hear that the police threw brickbat.s. 
They have tear gas, they have guns, they have bullets, but we never knew 
that the police were armed w'ith brickbats. As a matter of fact, it was 
these young men who threw the brickbats and 1 wonder if honourable 
members would go so far a.s to say that it was ultimately the police who 
invaded Government building and burnt records. I am sorry, Sir, that a 
student met his death, but 1 think that the honourable members opposite, 
and particularly that member who shouted such a good deal and who is 
admitting the fact that he was present there and who now desires to disow^n 
responsibility should see to it that incidents like this do not recur and that 
our young men are not utilized in this way. (Uproar.) 

Sir, Mr. Adhikary has referred to another incident, namely, the Susang 
incident, and he has agreed with the analysis of an honourable member 
that Government was wrong.^ in allowing agitators to get along with 
aboriginals and in permitting the agitators to have a clear held, so that 
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tll«y could incite the aboriginals to disorderiiness and violence. It is only 
at ft late stage that one ( an find out to what extent the agitators have 
succeeded in misleading people. If we had attempted to stop these 
agitators in the beginning, there would have been a shout raised from that 
quarter all over the press that we are curbing civil liberties and that we 
are not allowing persons to carry on legitimate propaganda in the interests 
of agriculturists. We know that these persons who go to the agriculturists 
and (jarry on agitation amongst them are not doing so in the interests of the 
agriculturists but for some ulterior motive and ultimately their motive is 
made apparent in public when these unfortunate persons who are misled by 
them resort to violence and ultimately have to come up against the forces 
of law' and order. I am glad in a way that the fact that this agitation can 
lead to most unseemly incidents has been brought home to the Opposition 
and, as I stated in an earlier speech, I hope that the Opposition w'ill support 
Government in its measures to stop this agitation. If continued it is bound 
to lead to grave lawlessness and disorderliness of which the eftects can hardly 
be foreseen. 

Sir, I submit that, so far as local officials were (‘oncenied, they had no 
alternative but to resort to the repressive action that they had t<» take. Xcdnaly 
desires to do so. Nob(»dy desires to take harsh action. Least of all the 
local officials, because they know that not only is the public watching 
them, not only is the legislature watching them, hut also there is a 
Ministry — condemn it as much as y<»u like but there is a Ministry — that 
is watcliing them and calling them to task and taking reports from them, 
and if the Ministry find that the action taken by them is unjustified they 
will take them to tusk. Not in one or two cases but in several instances 
this Ministry has taken such action. But when they are justified we must 
eupjiort the officials. 1 can state this categorically that we must support 
those officials w'ho are acting fairly and justly. It would he wrong to let 
them down; it would he wrong to condemn them because it you do so that 
would demoralise them utterly so that where action may be necessary they 
will be unable to take the necessary steps. I think. Sir. that there can be 
no doubt about it us the facts have been placed before the House that the 
o^cials acted with commendable restraint and (joverninent .supports the 
action taken by them.

(a)(i) At Narayanganj tickets are issued to passengers travelling by Pudda 
services, Dliallessary and Lakhya services, two hours before the departure 
time of the steamers and in the case of local ferry steamers plying fiom 
Narayanganj tickets are available half an hour before departure time. At 
Munshiganj and other intennediate stations tickets are issued when steamers 
are first sighted to avoid the inconvenience caused to passengers it they have 
to claim refunds in the event of the non-urrival of the steamers, due to 
grounding, fog or engine trouble. 

(it) (1) Due to a considerable increase in passenger traffic over pre-war 
days steamers are carrying numbers up to the rapacities permitted by the 
certificates of Survey. Enquiries made show that numbers in excess of the 
capacities allowed by the certificates are not carried. 

(2) There are two receiving flats, one at Narayanganj and the other at 
Munshiganj, and each has two latrines and a sweeper. The Ghat Sub-Agent 
of the Joint Steamer Company is responsible for the sweeper carrying out 
his duties in a satisfactory manner. 

(3) The Joint Steamer Companies are examining the possibilities of pro- 
viding drinking water facilities at Narayangunj and Munshiganj. 

(4) Messing arrangements are provided on the Pudda Service steamers 
and vendors travel by the steamers which maintain the local services. There 
is no arrangement for sale of sweetmeats by the Joint Steamer Ompanies 
but sweetmeats may be obtained from the railway station at Narayanganj 
and from shops on the District Board Road at Munshiganj. 

(5) The attention of the Steamer Companies has been drawn to the neoes- 
tdty of increasing the number of latrines.

Mr. MUHAMMAD HABIBULLAH CHAUDHURY: Will the Hon ble 

Minister be pleased to state whether he feels that the policy that has been 
pursued by the Government is leading to unemployment and disaffection in 
the country? 

Mr. S. A. SALIM: Of course, we feel it. For this reason, retired 
officers’ extension is not being allowed by Government in future.

Dlherwise it I 8 u 
meaningless waste of lime to table a cut motion witliout any seriou.sness 
behind it and it is an infringement of the precious privilege of the DppoHi- 
tion. 1 therefore submit. Sir, that vou vvill be plea.sed to give your guidance 
in this matter and help to see that this right of (he Ofiposition is re.npected 
and that they are not allowed to move frivolous cut motions which are not 
meant seriously to be pressed. I also a.sk, Sir, that vou will be pleawd 
not to allow members on the (iqyernment side to speak and waste time (cries 
of ‘‘why,’* “why” from Government benches). Hou’ble Ministers get an 
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oipportunity to oppose these cut motions and take a long- enough time to 
glTe their replies. The longer period allotted to the Hon ble Ministers for 
making their replies, is intended for this Tery purpose that Ministers may 
take adequate time to answer all the points that may be raised. It is the 
privilege of the Opposition to move cut motions and criticise the budget. It 
18 not necessary for Government supporters to take any time for this purpose 
unless they think that Ministers are worthless and incompetent; and if 
they think so, let them change their Ministers and place those who they 
think will do better justice to their party politics. It is a very important 
thing. I seek your guidance, Sir, and a definite ruling on this matter. 

Mr. MUHAMMAD HABIBULLAH CHAUDHURY: Mr. I>utt. 

Mazumdar wants to save time and in so doing he has wasted our most 
precious time. I think during past jears the convention in this House has 
been that members supporting Government also give notice of cut motions 
but they generally do not press it; and after getting assurances from the 
Hon’ble Ministers they used to withdraw these motif)ns. This is an 
established convention. I think it will he loo late in tlie day for Mr. Dutt- 
Mazumdar to raise this question now. Criticism of Government action, 
giving advice to (lovernnient, and making helpful criticism, are not the 
monopoly of the Opposition. They alway.s make a capital of the situation 
and they w'ant that nothing progressive should fall from the lips of the 
members on this side of the House. T do not think why there should be a 
change in the convention and I will ask you, Mr. Speaker, Sir, to stick to 
this convention. 

Mr. MUHAMMAD I8RAIL: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I want to say a few words 
in reply to what has been said by Mr. Dutt-Mazumdar. Sir, it is not true 
that your illustrious predecessor — Mr. Azizul Haque — ruled that members 
supporting Government cannot move any cut motion. We tabled cut 
motions and we discussed them on the floor of the House; after assurances 
were held out the out motion was ullow^ed to he withdrawn with the leave 
of the House. This was the practice during Mr. Azizul Haque’s time. 
Subsequently Government itself sometimes thought fit that members of 
Government party may not move cut motions; but the members have got 
the right to do so under the rules, under the Act, under everything, and if 
you will. Sir, look into the cut motions of the previous session, you will find 
invariably that cut motions tabled by members of Government party are 
there and in sufficitMil numbers. They have also ])een allowed to be moved. 
becau.se the Government party members are not here only to sit tiglif and 
support Government, they are here to put forward helpful and constructive 
suggestions as well. And if they are satisfied that Government is doing 
their duty according to programme and policy laid down hv the Party, 
then and then alone they may withdraw the cut motions. If tlie contention 
of my friends opposite is correct then probably the rules would have been 
so framed or so amended during the time of Mr. Azizul Haque, but they 
did not raise this qestiou in the Rules ('ommittee. The rules as they stand 
at present do not debar a member of the Government party from moving 
any cut motion. Friends who are now’ sitting opposite have sometimes 
supported GovcM'innent and they have also moved cut motions (cries of “no,” 
“no”); I can eive a number of instances. I do not want to be interrupted 
in this way. If they will consult the list of cut motions in those sessions, 
they will find that it is an established convention that Government supporters 
are never debarred from moving cut motions. They are also allowed to 
give vent to their grievances which iney may have so far as the budget is 
odittoerned. Sir. every bodv knows that so far as the budget itself is con- 
cerned, it is not possible for Government to place before its party members 
all the details of it; it is something secret which cannot be placed before 
the party members; they come to know of it only when it is nublished. So 
the members of the party have got eyerj- right to discuss on the floor of the 
House the details of it by moving cut motions. Members supporting 
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Government wbile speaking, generally give helpful suggestion#^ and if 
satisfied by the assurance given by the Minister concerned, they may with- 
draw the cut motion with the leave of the House. That is the practice and 
the convention, and there is no rule which debars Government from doing 
that. I think that what has been said by my friend is not reasonable. 

(Mr. Sharfuddin Ahmed rose to speak.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: I do not think any more advice is necessary in this 
matter. It i.s a very simple point and I do not require any more advice. 

The ctmstitution and the rules framed thereunder confer rights and privi- 
leges on members equally belonging to all sides of this House. It does not 
make any difference between Opposition and the Government side (cries of 
“hear," “hear" from Government benches). Neither it makes any 
difference between tlie members belonging to a party and the members 
sitting imlependeiitly. So the rights and privileges which have been 
conferred by the.se rules and the Act cannot be taken away hv the ('hair. 
Every member is entitled to move a cut motion if he likes and so exercise 
his rights and privileges as any other member of the House; — whether it is 
jiroper on the part of a certain ineniher belonging to a certain party is quite 
a different matter, but so fur us the (’hair is concerned, the (’hair cannot 
stop the members exercising their fundamental and primary rights in this 
House. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: (’an he move a cut motion 1^ 

Mr. SPEAKER. If he gives notice of a cut nirdion, he is entitled to 
move it or not to move it. He may not move it Imt he is entitled to discuss 
the (juestion and speak L^enerally. He may move it and then after hearing 
the replv of the Hoirhle Minister ma\ withdraw it. It is up to him to 
decide what he will do in regard to a certain motion stumling in his name. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, you have not been pleased 
to answer one point that I have rai.sed. 1 need not discu.ss about the 
theoretical rules that exist; hut apart from the rules in the procedure there 
is the (juestion of convention. Unless there is accommodation by convention 
no rules become workable. 

Mr. SPEAKER: If you speak of convention, then I may say that the 
convention goe.s against the c<mtention. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: What I have suggested is the 
question of convention which I ask you to fileuse adopt and gui<le the House 
accordingly. It is not merely the question of convention hut it is also a 
question of propriety. 

Mr. SPEAKER: So far as the question of propriety is concerned, that 
is a different matter. The (’hair does not think that it can stop the 
fundamental rights of members.

Mr# MANOR ANilAN OHAR: Sir, I beg to move that the demand of 
Rs. 81),(rJ,l)(K) for expenditure under the head “7 — Land Revenue” be reduced 
by Rs. KM). The rea.son for moving this motion is to raise a discussion about 
the desirability of abolishing the Tanka system of rent-payment prevalent 
in some parts of the district of Mymen.singh. 

Sir, the issue of tanka system that I am going to raise in the discussion 
today has of late stirre<l up great interest throughout the whole province. 
In a far off isolated corner of the province a peasants’ movement has recently 
sprung up centering round this vital is.sue. Tliis is not a sudden develop- 
ment, Sir. There is a painful history behind it. It is the culmination of a 
steadily growing feeling of discontent and resentment against the system of 
rent payment which has been crushing the jioor, mute peasants of that 
locality for decades together. Sir, here are involved the <|ue»tions of doing 
away with a system of ^oss rack-renting aii<l doing away with a system of 
land tenure which manifestly smacks of feudalism and semi-slavery, a 
system that stands condemned hy history. And apart from the question of 
economic incongruity the injustice that is being done to the peasants there 
is patent enough. 

This issue Telates to the fate and well-being of more than one lakh of 
peasants — Hajangs, Garos, Dalus, Namasudras. Muslims, Rajhanshis and 
many other aboriginals. This vast ma.ss of people have been lying seething 
with discontent against this sy.stem of rack-renting which is sapping their 
material life constantly. This accumulated discontent sometimes under 
varying circumstances flnds variqus channels of expression. Sir, the agita- 
tion of the suffering peasants, the Hajangs, has recently taken a very serions 
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turn a« if) known to ever3'one in this House. The police interference, the 
jpolice excesses and firing upon the struggling peasants of Susang hare 
grievously added to the poignancy of the situation. This grim development 
nas got to be extremely deplored. My s^mipathy goes out to the suffering 
of the unsophisticated and helpless people. The other day Mr. Suhrawardy 
was explaining away the police firing upon the peasant Hajangs by laying 
the blame at the door of certain section of agitators misleading the peasants. 
If for argument’s sake I accept the statement to be true, even then, Sir, I 
must say this is a remedy worse than the disease. This language of bullets 
and bayonets must fail in the long run. This cannot silence a well-founded 
agitati()n concerning the people’s good. So, unless the root cause of this 
trouble is removed, troubles must be there. Remove that root cause and no 
agitators will find any ground to stand upon. All agitators will lose their 
job. 

(At this stage the blue light was lit.) 

Sir, I was under the impression that 1 shall get 10 minutes. 

Mfi SPEAKER: No, only 35 minutes have been allotted for the whole 
subject. 

Mr. MANORANJAN DHAR: Let me say a few words regarding the 
tfmica system. It is a system of rent payment in kind. The tillers are to 
pay rent in kind to the ow’ners of land, not in money. So, before 1})4() ihe 
tillers had to pay 7 to 15 luaunds ol paddy per acre whereas per acre 
land yield W’us only 15 to 20 maunds and there w'as agitation in 1937. After 
that (Government intervened though haltingly and half-heartedly and they 
dec'lured that peasants have jote rights in land and really jote right was 
grunted hut they will have to pay nalanti unless they occupy the land for 12 
years. Even now' they are to pay 5 to 15 maunds. So m\ demand is that 
the tanka .systerji should be abolished at once and the salami should be 
discontinued and eviction also sliould be discontinued and none should be 
evicted from the land and people should be given occupancy right in the 
laud. 

With these words I commend my motion for the acceptance of the House. 

Mr. RAilANI KANTA PRAMANiK: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I beg to move 
that the demand of Rs, 89,92,909 for expenditure under the head “7 — Land 
Revenue” be reduced by Rs. 199. I move this to raise a discussion about 
the failure of the (fovernment to give price and compensation and any reduc- 
tion of rent to the owners for the lauds comprising the area of the ring hands 
constructed by the Irrigation Department in villages Baisnabchak, Khaira, 
Brindubauchuk, Golahat, Naskaruighi, etc., on the banks of the Cossye and 
Durbachati in Tamluk subdivision, district Midnapore. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, I have concrete in.stunces to show how’ the provincial 
machinery of Government works callously and in shameful disregard of the 
sufferings of the people, W’hich its policy of administration brings upon 
them . 

Mr. HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: Sir, 1 submit that this cut motion, 
namely, No. 39, is not admissible, because it relates to the Irrigation 
Department, us compensation which has been raised in this cut motion will 
be paid by the Revenue Department on the recommendation of the Irrigation 
Department. There i.s no question of Land Revenue or an\'thing else. The 
Irrigation Department will deal with the idea and policy outlining the cut 
motion. ^ 

Mr. NIKUN4A BEHARI MAITI: But compensation is to be paid by the 
Revenue Department and not bj’ any other department. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: It si^eaks of reduction of rent to the 
owners of the land. So it comes within the purview of this demand. 
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Mr. SPEAKER I Mr. Pramanik please confine your speech to reduction 
of rent. 

Mr. RAJ AN I KANTA PRAMANIK: All right. Sir. As I was saying 
I have concrete instances to show how the provincial machinery of Govern- 
ment works callously and in shameful disregard of the sufferings of the 
people, which its policy of administration brings upon them. At 
Baisnabchak, a village in Panskura police-station in the district of Midna- 
pore, a ring bund has been constructed, obviously with a view to jfive extra 
supfiort to the old bund against the fiood of the Cossye river. Sir, I have 
nothing to say against the obje<*t of such a ring bund, but the immediate 
efiect of the ring bund has been to heap immense sufiering upon a large 
number of tenants and bring about ruin and destruction of many poor 
families. In between the ring bund and the old bund live a large number 
of tenants on a tract of land. The Government have taken possession of a 
large portion of the land, and excavated earth from the lands to build the 
ring bund. As a re.sult, most of the lands which were the onlv source of 
subsistence of the people of the place have become unciiltivable. Poor, 
hard-working ('ultivators who live on these lands with the sweat of their 
brow have no alternative source of earning. I declare, Sir, although four 
years have elapsed since the taking of the lands for the ring bund, not a 
pie has been paid up till now as price or oompensation for the loss which the 
Government has caused tliem, neither have they been able to secure retluc- 
tion of rent in any way from the landlords. Sir, is it not the clear duty of 
any civilized Government to make good the loss in similar cases H A popular 
Government would have long ago taken steps to redress the grievances of 
the poor people who have siifiered in this way. Sir, Baisnabchak is not a 
solitary instance. There are other instances us well. Other villages viz., 
Khairu, Brindabanchak, Naskardighi and Golahat share tlie same fate. 
In village Golahat such a huge amount of earth has been taken that almost 
the entire area has been turned into a low’ pit with a large number of tanks. 
There is no sluice either on the ring bumi or in the old one, with the result 
that the area has become water-logged. The homesteads look like small 
islands with surrounding areas under w'ater. Sir, huge sums of money are 
spent each \ear for the salaries, estahlishment charges, ei(!., of the 
department; the Government should feel ashamed that they have not done 
their duty to the people hy giving reasonable price and compensation and 
reduction and remission of rent although a long period of four years has 
elapsed since the date when such relief sliould have been granted. Thus the 
Government stands condemned for its callousness to the sufferings of the 
poor peasants. 

Sir, with these words I commend my motion for the acceptance of the 
House.

Mr. BEJOY KRISHNA 8ARKAR: Sir, 1 beg to move that the demand 
of Rs. 8n,02,00f) for expenditure under the head “7 — Land Revenue” he 
reduced hy Rs. 100. I move this to rai.se a di.scussion about the road from 
Magura to Jessore. 

I also heg to^inove that the demand of Rs. 80,02,000 for ex(H*nditure under 
the head ”7 — Land Revenue” be reduced by Rs. 100. I move this to raise 
a discussion about the road from Magura to Mahamroadpur (Jessore).

I %i0vn this to rais( 
a discussicm about National Highway from Jessore to TT^y|]' 

Sir, Jessore was once a very prosperous district bi^ J|«Sr it is getting 
poorer and poorer day by day. The causes of ihis can be 

traced to the insufficient communication. For Want irf extensive roac 
system the industry and agriculture of the district suiter tP extreme. 

The prosperity of any countrj' depends upon l)b development o] 
agriculture and industry’. These on the other hand depend upon improvet 
communication and transit. But to our utter despondence and surprise wt 
see that the Government has not taken sufficient measures for the develop- 
ment project. The nation-building works are overlooked. 

The total provision of twelve crores and ten lakhs in the current year’s 
budget for the development projects is not exhausted. It shows how tlit 
Ifinistry is looking after the public interest. 

Now, Sir, I turn to the roads <tnentioned in the cut motions. Roads art 
insufficient in Jessore. The villagers on either side of the big marshy land 
in Lahagara thana, Jessore, knowm as the Bil Ichhamati, are the worsi 
Buferers for want of a road from Lahuria-Kaliganj to Mithapur. The Bil 
Ichhamati is extending over a vast land between the rivers Madhumati and 
Kabaganga. There are two local markets — one at the bank of Madhumati 
known as Kaliganj basar and the other on the bank of Nabaganga known 
as Mithapur hat. These two markets are interdependent. The* local peoplt 
are Muslims and Namasudras and most of them are cultivators. They l)u> 
and sell their agricultural produce in these markets. They have to carrV 
heavy loads on their heads and to w’alk over knee-deep mud and water even 
in the dry season of Baisnkh and Jaistha. 

Seeing their disadvantages and difficulties the ex-District Magistrate, 
Mr. I. Ali. recommended a road from Lahuria-Kaliganj to Mithapur vi£ 
Jhamerghope. But the people have been disappointed to see no works done 
to that effect. 


Sir, as to the existing roads mentioned in the cut motions, they are in 
•uch a deplorable condition that they are impassable all through the season*' 
They require immediate repairing. Of these two roads one connectinjj 
Magura with Jessore and the other connecting Narail with Jessore are twr 
important roads for the public and the Government officers as well. Some- 
times in the dry season of the year motor buses ply with great difficulty 
If these roads he converted into metalled roads buses can ply in all season.* 
for the best interests of the public. 

Mr. ilYOTI BASUS Sir, I beg to move that the demand of Rs. 89,02,IMH 
for expenditure under the head ‘ i — Land Revenue” be reduced by Rs. 100 

I move this motion, Sir, to raise a discussion about the fantastic dela} 
in conceding, by law, the right to two-thirds crops to the adhiars ani 
hargadurs. ^ 

In commending my motion I condemn with all the emphasis that I 
command the wilful and the treacherous policy oi Government in noi 
conceding, by law, the right to two-thirdB share of the paddy to the 
harg(tdxtr$^^ I condemn the Govenummt because the Gkrymment is wel 
aware that %l per cent, of the ki$mi are bargad&iti and aw entitled to th< 
two^thirds share of the crops they produce. The their demand 
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has bftm accepted as far back as 1940 by the Land Revenue Cetntni^sioii. 
Surprising though it may seem it iras accepted by the ^unoil of Ministers 
when^ in a moment of forgetfulness, in a mood of playing up to the gallery, 
they introduced or drafted a Bill for giving ttro-thirds right to the 
hargadars. But unfortunately now it has been shelved, and I imagine, for 
ever. 

Mr. Speaker, the Ministry ought to be aware that these people have 
waited j^ear after year to see tlieir demands fulfilled. They have waited for 
the last seven years since the Land Revenue Commission submitted their 
report in their favour, but to no effect. But now when they have demanded 
their legitimate two-thirds share we hear of a challenge to law and order. 
Whenever we hear of a challenge to law and order, we know that the law is 
the law of exploitation and the order is the order for ruthless suppression of 
all jwasant movements, and so we find the machinery of (Government being 
employed in the outlying villages to wipe out the houses of kisans and 
b(&gaa4jrf ; we find their women dishonoured ; we find sten guns, revolvers 
and rifles taken to villages to terrorise the countryside. This is what we 
find when the hargadan claim not a change in law out of a prevailing 
iniquitous custom and yet the Government pretends that it is a friend of the 
neople not of the whole people but at least of the Mussalmans. But the 

Mini.stry is surely aware that amongst the hargadars there are Hindus, 

Mussalmans, tribal people and scheduled caste people, but still we find that 
these people are being terrorised for this simple demand. On the other hand 
we also see — I have seen it for myself — in Khulna, Jalpaiguri and 
Mymensingh — and the report from Dinajpur tells us the same thing — that 
the kisans have nowhere been violent. What are the forces of Government 
in the outlying districts in the vastly scattered areas h Yet we find not a 
single police-station, not a single jotvtUirn house has been burnt down, 
not a single jotedar or zemindar has been killed, and yet we hear of a 
challenge to law and order when the kiutna claim a rightful share of their\ 
paddy. Mr. Suhrawardy has told us of the breaking of law and order by \ 

these people, but I have myself seen in all the places that I have visited, ^ 

the ravages created by the police. I want to a.sk the Ministry under which 
law did the police go and break up peasants’ homes, dishonour their women 
and kill their children I' I would request the (.’hief Minister to send his 
people. Muslim League M.L.A.’s, and find out what has been done b> the 
police in those places in the name of law’ and order. 1 am sure those people 
w ho have given their lives — men like Samiruddin and Sihram — in Dinajpur 
have not given their lives in vain. When the police riddled their boifies 
with bullets, these people went down saying “ 5ft; WT\ cff, 

CTV ?n ”, because they knew that i^-^hey could get their demand 
even by sacrificing their lives, their chlidren would live well and they would 
be able to wipe out the tears from the eyes of their dear and near ones. 
That is why they have died for their little bit of paddv. Therefore I say 
that it is the Government which has conducted this law’lessiiess and not the 
hargadars. - 

ith these words, Mr. Speaker, I commend my motion to the acceptance 
of the House. 

Mr. 4. A. POWELL! Mr. Speaker, Sir, I shall confine my remiirks to 
the proposed abolition of the Permanent Settlement. Spokesmen of this 
party have, on more than one occasion in the past, expressed very serious 
doubts regarding the wisdom of this measure. We have studied the various 
arguments in favour of abolition of zamindaries, and while we recognise the 
evils in the present system, we are far from convinced that the remedy is not 
worse than the disease. 

The Hon’ble Finance Minister in his reply to the general discussion on 
the budget laid stress on the difference between the meagre land revenue 
of three crores compared to the* sum of thirteen crores going into the pockets 
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of tho landlord* in the form of rent. We can underlsan^ the desire of 
Offemment to deiect the latter into their coffers ; hot this means compen- 
sation, and it is axiomatic that if the rent-receiving interests are fully 
eompsnsated there cannot be any profit to Government from this 
transaction. The gain to the public revenue aall depend on the extent 
to which the Government cut down the compensation to the rent-receiving 
interests; this aspect of the proposal was made clear in the note of dissent 
to the Floud Commission recommendations hy Mr. M. 0. Carter and Sir F. A. 
Sachse, and my party strongly endorses their views that the rate of 
compensation should oe such as to divorce the proimsal entirely from any 
suspicion of being an attempt to augment the public revenues at the expense 
of a particular class. 

We are therefore concerned to see the press reports regarding the rates 
of compensation payable by Government. We see no justification whatever 
for differing rates based on the income of the interests being acquired; and 
even the highest rate suggested amounts to a large measure of expropriation 
which cannot in our view he justified hy any plea of political expediency. 

We presume, Sir, that this abolition of the Permanent Settlement is 
intended to benefit both the public revenues and the people of this province 
as a whole, particularly the tiller of the soil. So far as the public revenues 
are concerned, my Party consider that the anticipated profits will not 
materialise. Sir Walter Gurner in his examination of the Floud 
Commission’s estimates pointed out that these were of little value, as there 
were a number of important factors which had been overlooked. He 
showed that even on tlie basis of 10 times the net income — a grossly low 
valuation — there would he an annual deficit of 00 lakhs for 00 years. 

On the other hand we liuve yet to see how the cultivator is going to 
benefit. His status will not change at all unless State acquisition is carried 
Tight down to the lowest grade, because it is wellknown that the chief 
abuses ariwsing out of the present system take place at the bottom of the 
scale. We should also like to know' whether the Government Lave any 
scheme of redistribution of land so as to provide economic holdings. Have 
they been successful in this respect in Khas Mahal areas? Will not the 
law of inheritance still stand in tne w'ay? 

Do the Government intend to enhance rents? At present the Ministry 
is full of sympathy for the tenants and will not alhm enhancement. Are 
they equally sympathetic in the Khas Mahals? Or is this sympathy a ruse 
to keep dow'n the value of the rent-receiver’s interest ? 

We shall be interested to know. Sir, the exact number of persons in 
Bengal whose livelihood at present depends upon the existing land tenure 
system. These are the people who are going to suffer. What alternative 
employment is going to be available to them? How will they manage on a 
greatly reduced income? We believe this number would far exceed the 
number admitted in the Land lievenue Commission’s report which ])ut the 
figure at more than Ih millions, that is to say, one-tliird of the entire 
population of this province and therefore a mucli larger proportion of the 
actual rural population. This suggests that the abolition of landlordism 
null mean a complete disintegration of social classes and a collapse in the 
existing rural society for the Permanent Settlement is not merely a financial 
transaction, it has gone deep down into the economic and social structure 
of the countryside and its replacement is therefore fraught with grave 
consequences and is bound to have widespread repercussions. 

In conclusion, Sir. my Party fully f^alise that the Ministry is determined 
to go through with the abolition of the Permanent Settlement in spite of 
tlie many difficulties standing in the way. We hope, however, that the Bill, 
when it is fually passed, will relieve our anxieties and do justice in the 
matter of assessment of compensation to all classes who will be dispossessed 
of their mtereei in the land.

Mr. SPEAKER: I am sorry I cannot allow you any time as you did not 
rise in time. 

Mr, AHMED ALI MRIDHA: My name is in the list of speakers. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Your name is there, but that is not all. The name is 
submitted to me and the member who wants to speak has got to signify his 
intention by rising in his seat that he wants to speak. 1 am sorry I cannot 
allow you to speak. 1 am also hard-pressed for time. 

Tilt Hon’blt Mr. FAXLUR RAHMAN: Sir. before I begin to reply to 
the various points raised in course of the cut motions and also in course 
of the debate, I would like to announce the policy of this Government which 
relates to the legislative measures and other administrative measures. We 
intend to proceed with a number of legislations during the current session. 
We want to introduce a Bill into the Assembly intended to abolish the 
lemindary system. As a matter of^act it should be more appropriately 
described as State acquisition of rent receiving interests. This I propose 
towards the end of this month or beginning of the next month, and I 
Will propose to refer it to a Select Committee. With a ^ view to the 
acquisition of rent-receiving interests certain steps have already been taken 
by this Government. We have completed re visional settlement operation 
in district of Faridpur, nearly completed in the district of Bakarganj 
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and ilie opel*ation is going on in ike Sundafkans area and we propose to 
begin reviaional settlement operation in Burdwan and Birbhum in tne next 
eold weather. 

Then, Sir, you know that Non-Agricultural Tenancy Bill was introduced 
and it is now before the Select Committee. The Select Committee has now 
completed its task and the Bill will be proceeded with as reported by the 
Select Committee in this House during the next month. You are aware 
that the Non-Agricultural Tenancy Bill does not cover Calcutta and this 
has created a situation in whiidi the ftrm tenants of Calcutta will not 
receive any benefit of that law. Therefore, we propose to bring a Bill in 
the rpper House this session, namely Ticca Tenancy Bill, by which it is 
intended to give protection to them against arbitrary eviction and enhance- 
ment of rent. The interest also will be hereditary and transferable. 

Another important measure I would like to bring during this session, 
namely acquisition of waste lands. This measure is intended to help the 
exeiution of various development projects of this (iovernment and also to 
increase the food supply of the Province as also to settle lands to the landless 
labourers, hanjadars and persons displaced for various reasons from lands 
and also to make small uneconomic holdings as far as practicable economic 
holdings on the waste lands. Government intends that these waste lands 
will be first acquired, then they will be improved upon, then will be made 
cultivable and then they will be settled with persons who are in need of 
them. 

Another important measure that I will introduce into this House is the 
Bill of the Land Acquisition. It may not be possible to proceed with the 
Bill during this session but I will introduce this Bill and proceed during 
the next session with the amendment of the Land Acquisition Act in order 
to make expeditious acquisition of lands. Under the present Land 
Acquisition Act it takes a long time and there are other defects of the Act 
which are required to be removed. 

AVitli regard to the administration of the Khas Mahals it is a fact that 
our hopes have not been reali.sed in the .sense that the Khas Mahal manage- 
ment has not been as ideal as it was intended to be. There is no human 
element between the Khas Mahal management and the tenantry. 1 propose 
to revise the whole policy so as to bring human element in the administra- 
tion of the Khas Mahal. 

Now’ I w’ill begin to rejdy to the various cut motions moved. With 
regard to cut motion No. 24 regarding lands devastated by floods, 
especially in the district of Burdwan, 1 will take this House into confidence 
and they will themselves judge how it was not a possible task for the 
Government to reclaim these lands or to remove sand from these areas. 
Tlie area affected by sand in the Burdwan District alone is 3*70 square 
miles, f.e., 2,400 acres of land. It was estimated by this Government that 
rupee.s one crore will be requireil for reclaiming the.se lands, Lc., Rs. 4,tM)() 
per acre are to be spent in order to make these lands cultivable. This is a 
prohibitive cost, but Government are examining the question whether steps 
can be taken to help the deposit of silt on these lands. This examination 
has not yet been completed. 

Next I shall deal with cut motion No. 30 to raise a discussion about the 
development of the Sundarbans area. With regard to this the real difficulty 
is the difficulty of embankments and drainage. Failure of maintaining or 
erecting these embankments is the cause of deterioration of health, 
deterioration of the condition of land and also failure of crops due to 
encroachm^t of salt water into the cultivated lands. So long this has 
been the responsibility of the Zemindars to maintain these embankments, 
but they have not been found alive to this responsibility. Gorennhent 
could make them do that, b«t they have failed because of want of legisla- 
tion. The only solution (^remment have found is mentioned in the £port 
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at iSoiB Administration Committee of Bowlands. According to that report 
thd only remedy that can be had is to acquire the entire Sundarbans area 
Uld then proceed with the improvement schemes. In the meantime 
Government have asked the Settlement Officer of that area to prepare an 
all-comprehensive scheme of improvement, and as soon as that is received, 
Government will try to give effect to that. 

With regard to the tanka system the question of harshness of this 
system came prominently before the Government in 1938-39. A revisional 
settlement was done in 1940 and a Regulation was issued by the Governor 
as this system concerns mostly the excluded areas in the district of 
Mymensingh and according to that Regulation this rent in kind has been 
reduced by one-third. (Mr. Manoranjan Dhar: Why not abolish itP) 

Now the question is being examined in this department as to whether 
this rent in kind can be converted into a rent in cash. Tender the present 
law it is not possible as there is no section corresponding to section 40 in 
!the Bengal Tenancy Act of 1928. In that year section 40 was repealed and 
as such it is not now possible to convert it into cash rent. Therefore we 
are thinking ns to wliether we should reinstate that section in the Bengal 
Tenancy Act, and that (juestion is now under the consideration of 
Government. (Mr. DmiiENimA Nath Datta: When are you going to do 
thatP), And the moment the Government decides that it needs that 
^amendment, the aineudineut will be made. 

Then with regard to land acquisition in connection with Land Develop- 
ment project, I can avssiire the House that all steps will be taken to expedite 
the acquisition of land and payment of compensation on that account. 

With regard to the questions regarding road development, they do not 
concern my department and my colleague in the other department will 
answer those questions at the proper time. 

With regard to the various questions that have been raised by Mr. Powell, 
I intend to deal wdth those questions when I introduce a Bill before the 
House at the end of the month. The rate of compensation has been fixed 
in the Bill and this has been considered by the Government to be fair 
having taken into consideration all the circumstances of the case and all 
aspects of the question. 

With regard to the complaint of my friend Mr. Habibullah Chaudhury, 
I may tell him that T have already taken steps to remove these grievances 
and 1 have already appointed two officers to expedite the question of 
compensation and to go into the whole question of the revision of the rate 
of compensation, and that is being done. 

With these w'ords. Sir, I oppose all the cut motions that have been moved.

Mr. DHIRINDRA NATH DATTAs Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 beg to mose 
that the demand of Ks. l,0(i,21,00() for expenditure under the head “ii7 — 
Adrainirttratiou of Justice” be reduced by Ks. UK). I move this to raise a 
discussion about the necessity of retrenchment, the delay in disposal of 
criminal cases, the delay in disposal of civil suits mainly (tue to inadequate 
number of judicial officers, the low pay of the lower grade clerks, the 
process-servers and other menials, the method of recruitment of Govern- 
ment Pleaders and Public Prosecutors, and the method of recruitment of 
the Munsifs. 

I further beg to move that the demand of Rs. 1,0(1,21,000 for expendi- 
ture under the bead ”27 — Administration of Justice” be reduced by 
Rs. 100. I move this to raise a discussion abqpt (a) the accumulation of 
pending cases in the Hon’ble High Court, (b) the delay in disposal of 
cases. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, I have had an opportunity of referring to the 
monthly cause list that is published in the High Court for this month, 
namely, March, 1047. On an examination of the monthl^v cause list it 
will be found that 5,524 cases are |>ending before the High (Jourt, and 
the approximate number of cases which are being ready for the General 
List and Monthly List will not be less than 2,000. So the number of 
pending cases is about 8,000. Sir, you will be astonished to learn that 
under Order 41, Rule 8, 10 cases are pending for the first appeal and in 
respect of second appeal there are 2,189 cases pending before the High 
Court. Some of the cases are pending since 1945, and I know there are 
a large number of cases with regard to the first appeal which are pending 
even since the year 1938. Sir, I have heard from an advocate that the 
accumulation of cases in the High Court has liecome scandalous. Question 
arises what it is due to? Shall I tell the Hou.se that it is due to the 
ap[X)intment of the inefficient Judges? What it is due to? In answer I 
shall say that it is due to the 4act that most of the appointments in the 
High Court are political appointments. (Cries of "Question, Question’^ 
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bm the Gorermnent Pacty henchee.) Ycga may question it, but the 
ipfknntments are politioal appointments. I know that most of the Judges 
could not dispose of one case even in respect of the first hearing cases 
coming under Order 41, Rule 11, C.P.C. This shows the inefficiency of 
the Judges. There are 19 Judges. I am told by a good man}' advocates 
and lawyers of the High Court that even 50 Judges of the existing calibre 
will not be able to dispose of all these cases. You know, Sir, that justice 
delayed is justice denied. Even in respect of the disposal of criminal 
cases in the lower courts the situation is scandalous. In my District a 
few cases are pending for the last eight years. There are a large number 
of cases pending for two nr three years and undertrial prisoners are rotting 
in jails for a long period. This is really scandalous. This is due to the 
fkdt that the Judges are inefficient. It is also due to the fact that the 
^^bdivisional Officers do not take care of cases. They roam about and 
'^y take care of the (’ivil Supplies Department. The reasons are obvious. 
I heed not tell the House that most of the officers have become fat. There 
is no end of corruption. Mr. Speaker, Sir, it is disgraceful that a new 
form of corruption has entered the judiciary. From my experience as a 
lawyer for the last 3(i years I can tell you that in this Department of 
judiciary corruption has entered to such an extent now that it is impossible 
to appear before the Judges. There has entered a new form of corruption 
in the judiciar}'. (Oies of ^‘No, No“ from tlie Government Party 
benches.) You do not know anything of the judiciary. (Vrtuinly a new 
form of corruption has entered there. 


Mfi SPEAKER: Mr. Dalta, please confine yourself to the subject- 
matter of the cut motion. There is no mention of corruption. 


Mr DHIRENDRA HATH DATTA: I can speak generally on the rut 
motion. I submit, Sir, that I should not be disturbed. Sir, as I have 
euid, there is a new' form of corruption w'hich has entered into the judiciary. 
Sir, communulism has entered the judiciary. I do not sjieak of Hindu 
Judges or Muslim Judges, but I am pained to see that communulism has 
entered into the minds of the Judges of the Courts. On account of this 
oommunalism justice is being denied in many cases. 1 know of cases 
where the accused persons charged with grievous offences in connection 
W'ith disturbances have been released on bail. I know from my own 
experience tliat the District Judge has cancelled these orders. (A voice: 
Communal District Judge.) No, he is not a communal District Judge. 
Whoever be may be, if you say it is u communal District Judge, then you 

admit ray argument tliat a new form of corruption has entered into the 

jiwliciarv. Then, Sir, 1 shall refer to the delay in the disposal of civil 
suits, it is mainly due to want of judicial officers. Munsiffs are not 
being appointed for the lust years as it will appear from the answer 

S iven to a question of mine recently. I put a que.stion to the Hon’ble 

[inister-in-charge wanting to know' why Munsiffs have not been appointed. 
In many places Munsiffs are transferred but new incumbents are .not posted. 
What is the reason for this? It is, I am told, on account of communal 
virus that appointments are not made, and so there is delay in the disposal 
of civil suits. 

Next thing I want to say is with regard to the low pay of lower grade 
ole'Vks and process serwrs and others. A resolution was passed some 
years back m 1939 when Mr. Fazlul Huq was the Chief Minister, with 
regard to the pay of process serversr That resolution, I am told, is still 
under consideration.

Difiuiges to the Faridpur State Orphanage by storm. 

M47. Mr. AHMED ALI MRIDHA: Will the HonTde Minister in 
charge of the Education Department be pleased to state — 

(a) whether it is a fact that storm blew down some huts in the Faridpur 
State Orphanage and some orphans died, burnt to ashes; 

{b) if so, when did the tragedy take place; 

{c) how many orphans died and under w’hut circumstances; 

{d) how many huts were in the orphanage; 

(e) how many of them were blown down; 

(/) whether the posts of the huts were made of wood or of bamboo; 

ig) whether there was any report made before by anybody that the 
posts were due to be replaced by new' ones and that repairs of the 
huts also were due ; when was such report made ; by wliom and to 
whom; 

(A) what, if any, was the order passed on such report; 

(i) what actions further were taken on the report and by whom and 
when*; 

(;) whether the posts were replaced by new ones before the tragedy had 
actually occurred; 

(A) who was the officer responsible; and 

(/) if no report was made, whp was the officer responsible to make the 
report ? 
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Mr. ABDUL KHALIQ (on bohalf of the Honmio Mr. Baiyotf Muanam- 
rfosain): {a) Yes, there was a cyclone. Out of 269 orphans living 
there, one died. 

(h) On 31st March, 1946, just at dusk. 

{c) Only one died by fall of a shed which caught fire. The cause of fire 
could not be ascertained. It might have spread from the adjoining kitchen. 
The police submitted a final report on this point after enquiry. 

(d) There were 28 huts in all in the orphanage. 

(e) Of them 24 were blown down. 

(/) The posts were made of bamboo. 

{g} There was no report by anybody that the posts were due to be replaced 
by new ones. But the question of repairs of the dormitories in general was 
discussed in the meeting of the sub-committee, dated the 3rd December. 
1943, as per agenda submitted by the Superintendent. 

(A) After the meeting of the sub-committee the District Magistrate 
invited tenders for repair of the sheds, construction of borehole latrines and 
compound fencing. 

{i) The tenders were accepted. As there were as many as 40 or oO 
different items of work the tenders w'ere being sorted out and the local 
Works and Buildings Department was also consulted. 

{j) The posts were not replaced before the cyclone. 

(k) None could he held responsible. The officers dealing with the matter 
could not guess that the posts were to be replaced forthwith. After 
original construction, repair works were being done occasionally. Even in 
October and November, 1943. some repairs w*ere made to the dormitories. 
Nor could it be anticipated that there would be a cyclone on 30th March, 
1946. The disaster was due to an unforeseen natural calamity. The cyclon? 
blew not only the slieds of the orphanage but also some of the strongly built 
police barracks of the town and also caused havoc to adjoining villages and 
different parts of the subdivision. 

(/) Generally, the Superintendent is to report about .such work. The 
question of repairs was however di.scussed in the meeting of the 
sub-committee.

Statistics in respect of deaths in Auxiliary Gh»neral Hospitals are being 
maintained and steps are being taken to maintain such statistics of deaths 
throughout the Province, i.e., in Auxiliary General Hospitals and elsewhere. 

(e) Reports about prevalence of distress were received. 

(/) Two statements furnishing the information are laid on the Library

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 
to state through what machinery enquiry was made about the reported 
deaths due to starvation}* 

Mr. MASiUDDIN AHMED: District Magistrates are referred to. 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Will the Hoirble Minis^r be pleased 
to state what steps are being taken to maintain such statistics of deaths 
throughout the province? 

Mr. MA8IUDDIN AHMED: The District Magistrates have been 
specially instructed to collect the figures. 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: \Vill the Hon'ble Minister be pleased 
to state whether he includes ordinary vital statistics in his reply “elsewhere" 
or does he mean deaths only in Auxiliary General Hospitals or in some such 
institutions due to starvation? 

Mr. MA8IUDDIN AHMED: “Elsewhere" includes statistics gathered 
through the Public Health Department.

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 
to state if he received any report on the deaths due to starvation during 
the year 1946? 
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Mr* MAtlUODIM AHMIDs No sucli report was received/ 

Mr. MISHITHA NATH KUNDU: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 
to refer to the statement laid on the library table regarding Birbbum, daW 
24tb March, 1945, explaining the state of distress in nine nmons, and to give 
us a substance of the report that came from the District Officer? 

Mr. MASIUDDIM AHMEDs It is already there. I have nothing 
further to add. 

Mr. NItHITHA NATH KUNDU: Will the Hon^ble Minister be pleased 
to state what kind of distress was prevailing in those nine unions? 

Mr. MA8IUDDIN AHMED: The report is already &here. The honour- 
able member is at liberty to deduce from it whatever he likes. I have 
nothing further to add. 

Mr. NiSHITHA NATH KUNDU: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 
to state where is the report? 

Mr. MA8IUDDIN AHMED: In the statement. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: There is no reporf. I want to draw 
the attention of Mr. Speaker that there is no report.

Mr. MASIUDDIN AHMED: That does not arise. 

Mr. AMULYA CHANDRA ADHIKARI: Will the Hon’ble Minister 
be pleased to state if lie is aware of the fact that there were cases of starva- 
tion and death outside the Auxiliary General Hospital? 

Mr. MASIUDDIN AHMED: My answer is already there. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: W^ill the Hon'ble Minister be pleased 
to state what steps were taken on the report, which I referred to just now, 
I mean the report from ithe Birbhum IKstrict Officer, dated 24th March, 
1945? 

Mr. MASIUDDIN AHMED: I cannot say particularly w’hat relief was 
rusheil in respect of Birbhum district, but certainly cheap doles, cheap 
grains, loans, gratuitous relief, etc., were rushed there. 

Mr. NISHITHA NATH KUNDU: Will the HonMiie Minister be pleased 
to refer to the statement laid on the library table, regarding Bankura dis- 
trict — 1 am referring to report, dated 8th May, 1946, and say what steps 
were taken by Government on that report? 

Mr. MASIUDDIN AHMED: For details T ask for notice. 

Mr. NISHITHA NATH KUNDU: 1 will refer you to question (/) ; 
the question is sufficiently clear; you cannot say that there was no notice. 
There was .sufficient notice. 

Mr. MASIUDDIN AHMED: For details I ask for notice. 

Mr. NISHITHA NATH KUNDU: Sir, it is meaningless if he asks for 
notice 

Mr. SPEAKER: The Hon'ble Minister says that he lias answered in 
general terms. 

Mr. NISHITHA NATH KUNDU: Item (iv) in question (/), / the 
steps, if any, taken by the Government on the reports of the District 
Officers ...” is very very definite. If after this he wants notice for his 
reply he will never reply to the question. They are drawing heavy sums 
from the public exchequer and they are proving themselves by this sort of 
answer to be worthless and un£t to occupy those positions.

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Hr* SPEAKERS In queBtion {f)(iv) it lias been clearly atated ''the 
aiepa, if any, taken by the Government on the reports of the iHstrict Officers 
&t on their own initiative to cope with famine conditions and provide for 
teat and relief works and other forms of relief tip to date’*. 

Mr. HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: In reply to supplementary question 

Mft SPEAKER: This does not relate to supplementary questions. This 
is a part of the main question an answer to which ought to have found a 
place in the printed reply. 

Mr. HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: If there has been any defect it has 
been rectified in answer to a supplementary question.

Barori): (a) to (c) The K2 form of contract for piece work w^as in vogue 
in this department before. This form made it possible for tlie contractors 
to stop work any time. As this caused a good deal of difficulty and as this 
was not a regular form of contract, the Public Accounts Committee comment- 
ed on it for several years and insisted on the abolition of the form and the 
introduction of regular contract forms Nos. 8 and 12, which were used in 
the Central Public Works Department. Tliese two regular forms which 
also provide for Earnest Money and Security Deposit were accordingly 
introduced with effect from 1st April, 1944. 

{d) Total value of work done — Its. 3, 74, 88, 251. 

Percentage in value of work done by Muslim contractors -20 ‘85. 

Percentage in value of work done by non-Muslim contractors — 79*16. 

(e) and (/) The main reason for the low percentage in the value of work 
received by Muslim contrac tors is that the number of Muslim contractors 
in the top classes was small Indore. Initely u number of Muslim contractors 
have been enlisted in these classes but for want of experience as well as for 
want of financial capacity, they could not compete with the more experienced 
and financially strong contractors. Things are, however, improving and it 
is expected that soon the Muslim contractors will be able to obtain larger 
shares of the works. It may be mentioned that in the Chittagong Division 
where there are experienced Muslim contractors, they secured 65 per cent, 
of the total value of works done in the Division. 

The rules about the Earnest Money and Security Deposit have been 
modified lately and they have been largely reduced. 

(g) No, for reasons explained above. 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Will the Hon'ble Minister be pleased 
to state the exact nature of the difficulties mentioned in reply (a) to (<?)

Dr. BHOLA NATH BISWAS: The contractors could not finish their 
work as they were desired to do. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 
to state as to what qualifications, if any, are necessary for enlistment of 
contractors in top classes? 

Dr. BHOLA NATH BISWAS: Contractors of top classes are to satisfy 
the quaiificatidns necessary after completing certain important works. 

Mr. MIRZA ABDUL HAFIZ: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased to 
state the number of contractors in Nos. 1, 2 and 3 classes and how many 
of them are Muslims?

Mr> BIMAL OOMAR GHOiE: With reference to answer (h), will the 
Hon’ble Minister he pleased to state if it is the intention of the Government 
to construct the court buildings on the original site? 

Dr# BHOLA NATH BISWAS: Government has not yet decided that 
question. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 
to state if Government has decided that the building will not be constructed 
on the acquired site? 

Dr. BHOLA NATH RISWAS: It will not be constructed on the 
acquired site, but the contemplation of Government is that it will be 
constructed at Lalmonirhat.

DEMAND FOR GRANT. 

10— Forest. 

The Hon’ble Mr. AHMED HOBBAIN: Sir, on the recommendatii 
of His Excellency the Governor I beg to moVe that a sum of 
be granted for expenditure under head “10 — Forest” during the ve; 
1947-48, 

The underlying aims of the Indian Forest Department since its ince 
tion in 1865 were specifically defined to be, first and foremost, the preserv 
tion of the climatic and physical condition.^ of the country, and secoudl; 
the preservation of the minimum amount of forest nece.ssary for the wej 
being of the community. These principles defined half a century bac 
still remain the objer’tive of the Forest Department in the province. I 
honourable members are aware, Tlengal is particularly deficient in fore 
and out of 27 districts onlv 7 have properly managed forests. In Euroj 
the percentage of the total land area maintained under forest is 26 per cent 
in Bengal it is only 9 per cent. We have therefore considerable leeway i 
make up and in doing so have to balance the claims on the existing Ian 
araa available in the province, of agriculture on one side and forestry o 
the other. 
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Our immediate concern in Bengal is — <«) to repair the damage done 
during the war yt^ars to our existing Government forests by heavy, advance 
felling of timber for defence purposes. We have a scheme for planting 
up of areas that have fallen into arrears, revision of the working plans 
which is overdue and proper development of the plantations to which 
necessary attention could not be given in the past. The estimated coat on 
all these counts during 1947-48 is Its. 5,81,000, 

(h) To save the private forests from destruction, the Bengal Private 
Forest Act, 1945, w^aa enacted as a Governor’s Act embodying the 
recommendations of the Committee appointed in 1988 to examine the progres- 
sive denudation of forest.s in West Bengal and conseciuent soil erosion on 
an alarming scale. A new Division known as the West Bengal Forest 
Division has been created to give effect to the scheme of afforestation of 
private waste lands and conservation of private torests. One main difficulty 
in regard to afforestation is the acquisition oi waste lands for which under 
the jiresent law a liigli price is to be paid. As soon as new powers are taken 
by Government to acquire waste lands at economic rates work on the sclieme 
will expand. During 1947-48 a provision of Ks.2,2J2,t)(IO has been made 
for the purpose. 

{d To arrest soil erosion and to afforest waste lands. An experiment 
has already been instituted in Midnupore where an area of the hoinbing 
range ha.s been taken over from the Military for the establishment of neces- 
sary nurseries. A new Forest Circle in charge ot a Conservat(»r will he 
created from the beginning of 1947-48 at an estimated cost of about 
Rs.9,(189)(I() t(»r projier supervision of the work. 

Tliere is also a s( heme lor afforestation in the district of Nadia. 25 
.icies ot land have already been ac([Uired and biougbt under planlalion and 
nur^t-iv and another 1975 acres are under acquisition. 

{(i\ Serious damage was caused to forest roads by heav\ traffic for the 
purpose ot extraction ot timber for \\ar jiurposes and little attention could 
be panl to their re|uur during the war years. Similarly buildings, water- 
sujiply and sanitary conveniences had to be neglected. All these will have 
U) he restored if l(»rests are to be properly maintained and exploited. A 
sum of Us. 19,72, (»(M) has been provided in the budget for this purpose. 

Sir. as I have already stated, the main functions of the Forest Dejiart- 
luent are to conserve forests for the welfare of the province and future 
generations. The Department has ot necessity to maintain a highly technical 
and efficient staff for the purpose. Furtlier, construction an»l maintenance 
of roads, buildings, etc., in forest areas removed from inhabited localities 
are necessarily expensive jiropnsitions. The problem of forest management 
therefore presents peculiar features which are not met with in management 
of an ordinary business. The Forest Department should not therefore be 
judged primarily as a revenue producing department although in the past 
this Department has earned a substantial income. The average for the 
years 1988-84 to 1987-88 wuis close on Us. 8, 59, 909. Ihiring the war years 
the income went up because of excessive exploitation, the peak being reached 
in 1944-45 during which year the income was l{s,54,9(i,0(M). The income 
during the current year is expected to be Us. 87, 49, (KM), and the estimated 
income during lfl47^8 is Rs. 89, 40, 990. I can claim therefore that the 
forests of tlie province are being managed well and efficiently. 

I now Wg to move that the demand be voted by the Hou.se. 

Mr. SUKUMAR DUTTA: 1 beg to move that tJie demand of 
Rs.02.83,(>fM) for expenditure under the head “10 — Forest” be reduced by 
Rs. 199. The reason for moving this motion is lo raise a disiu-ssioii about 
general policy.

Mr. RADHA NATH DA8: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I rise to support the cd 
motion moved by my friend Mr. Sukumar Dutt. Government has prove 
a complete failure in carrjnng out a good policy so far as forests are cor 
kerned. Bengal is mainly the creation of so many rivers viz., the Ganges 
the Brahmaputra, Tista, Mahananda, Damodar, Rupnarayan and scores c 
other rivers. And these rivers are mainly responsible for the well-bein 
of our people. So long as these rivers and their numerous branches an 
tributaries were healthy and active, Bengal was the richest Province. Bu 
today floods and famines are our constant companions. The soil ha 
deteriorated. The rivers are dead and dying. What have we done tha 
we have received these valuable assets and along with it our own fate? Th 
old people who are still alive very often say that the lives of the people c 
Bengal were not such as are to be seen today. They were happy an 
prosperous. And some portions of land were a pleasing sight to the ey 
with lively beautiful green foliage covering the land. But what do w 
find today? The land has now become bare and it has become an eye-sor 
to any passer-by. The climate has become hotter and drier than it wa 
before. The experience all over the world and the results of scientifi 
research show and affirm that forests are the main causes of the abov 
deteriorations. We earnestlj' need forests first to protect the water-shed 
and head- water of streams, viz., the catchment areas and secondly to aid t 
the uniformity and continuity of the flow, thirdly to control flood and reduc 
soil erosion and desiccation. These are of vital injportaiice and are necej 
sary for influencing^ and modifying climates of the country and for th 
protection of a nation’s health, wealth and supply of its food. Next t 
food in importance for the sustenance of a nation is the fodder for its cattl 
and facilities for p^riizing lands for the health of the cattle which need i 
amply provided with by forests. Fourthly timber and such other fore? 
produce are necessary for our furniture, for our railways, for our shij 
building and for so many other purposes. And these are the things whic 
bring aoout industrialisation and which in its turn brings about oivilisatioi 
Ply-wood, packing timber and paper pulp are essential requisites for tl; 
inrlustrialisation of a country. And lastly naturalists are of opinion thi 
objects, animate or otherwise, exist for mutual benefit in this work 
White-cranes, crocodiles, lizards (Go-shaps) are familiar objects in Benga 
but very few know their functions in nature’s order. The crane destroy 
countless insect pests; lizards and crocodiles are nature’s scavenger 
Preservation of wild lives has its proper place in national economy. Thi 
explains the creation of national parks and protection of wild lives in th 
civilised world. And the existence of forest goes a good deal towards the 
protection. 

Now, Sir, when we see that such is the importance of forest in oi 
national life, how far the present Government is going to tackle this subjec 
We find that out of a total of 78,708 square miles of Bengal about 12, 2S 
square miles are under tree-cover and out of which only 7,000 square mib 
are under .systematic management. This is distributed in 8 district; 
namely, Darjeeling, Jalpaiguri, 24-Pargana8, Khulna, Dacca, Mymensingl 
Chittagong and Cnittugong Hill Tracts. The remaining 19 districts forn 
ing the major portion of Bengal have no forests worth the name. Let m 
take and compare Bengal with other foreign countries so far as th 
percentage of area under forests is covered. We find that in Finland th 
percentage of area under forest is 74, Sweden 55, Austria 38, Russia 4* 
Czechoslovakia 34, German Reiclw24, Rumania 24, Poland 23, Switzerlan 
23, Portugal 22, Norway 21, Italy 20, France 19, Greece 19, Belgium If 
Bengal 16, Spain 14, Hungary 13, Denmark 9, Great Britain G. We expoi 
only 88 cubic tons and imfxmt 59G67 cubic tons of timber. This i.s th 
report available to us of the year 1938*39. 

Now, Sir, whether our forests in Bengal do satisfy our needs? Thi 
i« a very urgent question. The answer is an emphatic answer that they d 
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not. lot of the poor caltivaiors who form more than 90 w cent, of 
our population has considerably suffered. The yital problem oi protection 
of their lands, the maintenance of the condition of the soil, the proTisions 
of timber, fire wood and fodder have not met with any degree of satisfac- 
tion. We have no nationid parks. A thorough knowledge of our resources 
even at this belated hour is imperative. Let us then take stock and recast 
our future plan so that in the earliest possible time and opportunity we can 
be self-sufficient. 

Broadly speaking it may he said that the forest requirements of a popula- 
tion is roughly specking 2o per cent, of the total area of the country. Such 
a generalisation is of course approximate and depends entirely on 
geographical position of the country and the production capacity of the soil 
and such other factors. Agriculture, forests, irrigation, road and housing 
are all part and parcel of the land utilisation machinery of a nation which 
should plan for what purpose how much land should be given out. For 
protection purpose alone I have shown that the existing forests do not come 
up to the requirement, and as a whole they are insufficient and their distri- 
bution is very unsatisfactory. A very larger area shall have to be kept 
under tree-cover. Of course with this there must he ample grassing ground 
and supply of fodder. So, Sir, I suggest that the Oovernment should give 
their .attention to the following objectives and they are as follows: — 

(1) All forests must be managed by the scientifically trained personnel 

irrespective of the fact Avhetber they belong to Government or 
to private bodies. 

(2) Hill tops and sloping lands are to be taken up for plantation. 

(d) Catchinent areas of all rivers so far as they lie within the Province 
must he afforested. 

(4t Di.^afforestation is the main cause of our miseries and hence with the 
help of other Provincial Governments and Central Government 
tlie catchinent basis must be maintained under tree-cover. 

(o) Cow-dung must not be used for fuel purpose. It should be left to 
be u.sed a.> manure and this can be done if firew’ood be supplied 
to villagers. 

Road sides and other vacant places must be planted with mangoe trees. 
These trees are good for timber and also for packing purposes. It is also 
a good fire wood, and the fruits are always in all stages a good human food. 
Expansion of bamhoo-plantation should be taken up. It is good both for 
paper-pulp and for poor man’s housing. There must be establishment of 
grazing ground and extension of fodder crop. (At this stage the member 
reached his time limit but was allowed to conclude his speech in a minute.) 
Prevention of flood and soil erosion are long-term affairs and highly technical 
in nature and must be taken in that light. Establishment of national parks 
should be taken up. The.se objectives comprise of tw'o parts, one within 
the .scientificiallv managed forest areas of Government and the other out- 
side the Forest Department of the Government. (At this stage the member 
having reached the extra-time-limit, had to resume his seat.) 

Mr. BUOY KRISHNA SARKAR: Sir, I beg to move that the demand 
of Rs. 62, 83, 000 for expenditure under the head “10 — Forest’" be reduced 
bv Rs.lOO.

The reason for my 
moving this motion is to raise a discussion about afforestation in the different 
districts of Bengal. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, Bengal has a great potential source of wealth in her 
magnificent forest, and if best care and attention be given for the develop 
ment and maintenance of forest It will add to the finance of Bengal and the 
chronic deficit budget will get a partial r^ef« 
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Sir, the part played by forest can hardly be exaggerated. Amongst the 
greatest needs are fire-wood to replace the manure, small timbers for house, 
and wood for implements as well as grazing and fodder for the cattle. It 
has been recognised that forestry has an important vocation as the hand- 
maid of agriculture. Apart from these direct benefits, forest exerts a great 
indirect influence on the climate and rainfall. They produce the effect of 
equalising the temperature and by keeping the atmosphere moist they 
induce the fall of rains. By their roots they absorb and retain a great 
quantity of moisture in land. They hold together the fertile surface soil 
and by checking erosion they prevent good soil from being washed off. 
They also directly increase the fertility of land. They are a valuable asset 
in time of famine and food scarcity. So the Government should not only 
preserve the existing forests but also take keen interest for the afforestation 
ui the waste lands of the different districts of Bengal. It is essential that 
proper attention sliould be devoted to the best maintenance, growth and 
utilisation of forests in the province. Reckless destruction of forests should 
at once be checked. In the last war there was a scarcity of valuable wood 
such as ihal, sagoon, etc., in Bengal and consequently the cultivators and 
fishermen faced endless difficulties in carrying out their own business for 
want of country-made boats, specially in the river and flooded districts of 
Bengal. 

For the best interest of the public the Government should consider and 
give effect to the recommendations of the Agricultural (.V)minission for the 
better utilisation of the forests. Meastires should also be taken that minor 
forests, village wood lands and fuel plantations be encouraged throiigliout 
the province. 

Sir, it is a matter of regret that the Government has failed to check 
bribery and corruption in Forest Department. It cannot be denied that 
private sales of forest resources are of daily occurrence. Thus reckles.s 
destruction of forest is going on and the officers of the department are 
getting their wealth multiplied year to year to a heavy loss to the State. 
This should be checked, and the forest under the private holdings should 
be nationalised without delay. 

Sir, I like [to draw your attention to the fact that the Government has 
neglected the demand of the Scheduled (’astes of Bengal and has failed to 
observe communal ratio in appointing employees in Forest Department. 
Proper representations of the Scheduled ('astes are not being maile in the 
Forest Department. And I strongly condemn this poli(‘v of the Govern- 
ment and urge upon the Government to see that the Scheduled Castes ratio 
is strictly observed in the matter of appointment not only in this depart- 
ment but in other departments also.

Mr. ABDUt iABUR KHAN: Sir, coming from a district which con- 
tains the major portion of the Snndarban forests, 1 would speak before you 
about our own stories of misery and our worries. 

Sir, it has been many times said that there is corruption existing in 
this department. That there is corruption nobody can deny, but there are 
two methods of corruption — one is direct and another indirect. When I 
say direct method, what I mean to say is this that those who have got to 
remain within the Sundarban forests have to remain content with R8.12 
or Rs.16 or Rs.20 per month though they may have big families. They 
are deprived of all amenities of town life. They have got to take their 
rations often for a fortnight at a time. So, naturally these people will 
require additional money to meet their other requirements and to feed their 
dependants. 

The indirect method is that in the existing Forest Rules and Forest 
Manuals incidences of corruption are there and so, instead of helping to 
detect corruption and bribery which exist, these rules only help to encourage 
them. One permit is given to one cutter and he is required to complete 
his cutting within a particular time, but he is not given the particular plot 
where he is to cut. The time expires and with the expiry of time, he has 
to undergo a penalty of Rs.lOO or Rs.2()0 and to avoid paying this penalty, 
he has to pay bribes. Thus he is penalised for an offence for which he is 
not responsible — rather the department is responsible for such irresponsible 
dealings and callousness on the part of the Rangers and other officers 
concerned. 

Another instance is this that one is allowed to fell mature trees but 
without touching undeveloped trees near about. Sir, you can imagine that 
it is a fantastic thing to try to fell a big tree 60 or 70 feet high without 
injuring a single immature plant near about. As soon as such an immature 
plant is injured, the guard is there and he demands money. Unless he pays 
it, his licence is cancelled. So, one finds that there are incidences of 
corruption in this department. Unless radical changes are effected in the 
existing Manuals and the existing Rules, however much you may try, you 
cannot make the department free from corruption. 

Now, my friends have often been confronted with a peculiar situation 
that during inspection or enquiry, vritnesses do not come forth. It is well- 
known that living within water nobody likes to fight with a crocodile. 
People who trades with the products of forests have every day to depend 
on the local officers of the department. So, the witnesses do not come for- 
ward to say anything against them. It is only the vigilance of higher 
officers by touring there which can keep this corruption down and nothing 
else can do it. 

Recently, a new system has been introduced in our district to the 
inconvenience of many and I can tell you definitely that by this system we 
have taken away food from many hungry mouths and many wood-cutters’ 
families. This is to auction big plots of land. By this the elimination of 
corruption will not be possible. A poor man who has got capacity for about 
of only 30 maunds will have to go for his requirement to a millionaire who 
has got a big plot of land. Oiuy people with millions of rupees who can 
come forward for open bidding will4iave the monopoly of forest products 
and forests cuttings, but the poor phople who have to depend on small 
quantities of 20 or 30 maunds will be deprived and they will perish. These 
types of small cutters are more than big businessmen. To ensure steady 
and profitable realisation of revenue, no Government should compel a parti- 
cular majority group of traders to perish. In the name of honesty, in the 
name of humanity I entreat the Government to desist from such a move. 
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Another important thing is this that during war time the prices of forest 
products were enhanced by 300 per cent. Today, although the war is over, 
this 300 per cent, increase is being maintained to the greatest disadvantage 
of the cutters and the consuming public. The Bengal forest products are 
not being able to compete with forest products from Santhal Purganas, 
Bihar and other places. 

vSir, I want to tell the House that one enquiry took place with rega^ 
to the Forest Department 22 years ago and on tneir recommendation, certain 
improvements were made in the department. 1 would reouest the Hon^ble 
Minister to appoint an Enquiry Committee to look into the administration 
of the department de novo in all its aspects so that he mav make rules with 
a clear perspective and with a view to entering the threshold of freedom that 
is awaiting us, he should take this bold step in no time. I know the appoint- 
ment of an Enquiry Committee will not be misuse of the public exchequer. 

The Hofl’ble Mr. AHMED H088AIN: Sir, I have covered most of the 
points raised in my introductory speech. I will deal with only a few points 
that I have not mentioned there. 

There are several causes for the decay of rivers and one of them is 
denudation of forest.s. To preserve and restore these forests is one of the 
principal items of our activities. As I have already stated, we have taken 
powers under the Bengal Private Forests Act for this purpose. The protec- 
tion of wild fauna is also receiving our attention. Rules have already been 
made declaring closed seasons for various species of animals and these rules 
are strictly being enforced. Rs.25,000 has been included in the Agriculture 
budget for preliminary work for the establishment of a Natural Park at 
Kalimpong. Steps have been taken to extend cinchona cultivation in the 
province for which there is great demand. 

The pay scales of the subordinate staff are being considered by Govern- 
ment now and in that connection, the pay scales of the subordinate Forest 
Department staff will also be revised. The mutter is now being actively 
considered. 

There are sanctuaries in both Jalpaiguri and Darjeeling for the protec- 
tion of rhinoceros. 

Government are aware of the complaints of corruption. Strict orders 
have been given to detect and punish all malpractices. I shall be grateful 
if specific instances are brought to mv notice or to the notice of the higher 
officers, and I shall certainly have tlie patience to examine them. I will 
also see that un.satisfactory rules are amended. 1 do only want to point 
out that there are two parties to corrupt practices and I only hope that 
members of the public will desist from offering temptation and will co-operate 
with all measures that (government ma> take to eradicate corruption. It is 
not a fact that the rates of timber have been increased 300 per cent. I am 
sure the honourable member must have been mis-informed on this point. 
As a matter of fact the pre-war rates of sal, viz.. As. 12 per cubic feet and 
As. 4 to As, 6 for Sindrt and other Sundarhan timber are still continuing. 

In the end I want to say that all the constructive suggestions given by 
the honourable members will be taken into consideration by the Government 
and will be given effect to as far as possible. 

The motion of Mr. Sukumar Dutta that the demand of 118.62,83,000 for 
expenditure under the head “10 — Forest” be reduced by Rs.lOO, was then 
put and lost.

The Hoil’ble Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: Sir, on the recommenda- 
tion of His Excellency the (jovernor, I beg to move that a sum of 
R8.1,63,0(K) be granted for expenditure under the head “5 — Salt”. 

Mr. OHARU CHANDRA BHANDARi: Sir, I beg to move that the 
demand of Rs. 1,63, 000 for expenditure under the head “o — Salt” be reduced 
by Rs.lOO. I move this to raise a discussion about the failure of the 
Government to take adequate steps for the development of salt manufacture 
as a home industry in coastal ureas. 

Sir, there is extensive coastal area in Bengal from the district of 
Midnapore up to ('hittagong, and these coastal areas are naturally saline 
tracts and these are one-crop areas. Agriculture in these areas cannot and 
does not support the pe^ople of these areas and there is enforced idleness 
during at least five months of the year. But hoiniteous nature has provided 
a very fruitful occupation in another dinTtion. and that is salt manufacture 
which, if developed, would make the peojde of these coastal areas pros])erou8 
and, at the same time, would meet the salt recjuirements of the province. 
But the people of the province remained deprived of this right of theirs by 
the British Government since the time of the East India Company, as British 
rule in India is based on economic exploitation of the masses. But through 
the immense suffering and sacrifice.s of millions of our count rMnen during 
the salt campaign of 1930 under the lead of Mahatma Gandhi and the 
Congres.s, concession to rnanulacture salt in coastal unnis ami sell it in local 
markets to consumers and not for business was granted, and a further little 
concession was granted during war time due to scarcitv of salt supply. 
Government should have availed of this opportunit> for development of salt 
industry in the coastal areas, hut they did not do it. At lust through the 
ceaseless efforts of Mahatiim Gandhi the Interim Government has now been 
pleased to abolish tlie salt tax altogether What has Government done? 
Government has only established 17 warehouses to tuirchase salt from local 
manufacturers and this would have encouraged salt manufacture in the 
coastal areas, but the jirice fixed h\ Government is too low to encourage 
salt manufacture. They purchased salt in the warehouses at 5 pice per 
seer when salt was selling at 8 or 10 annas per fteer and was not even avail- 
able. They are also now purchasing at o pi(‘e per 8(*er when salt is selling 
at no less than 3 annas per seer. Instead of encouraging salt manufacture 
this discouraged, definitely discouraged salt nianufucture in the coastal areas; 
and the result is no wonder that nine out of 17 Marehouses had to he closed. 
But in spite of that it appears by working out the figures in the budget 
estimate that no less than 6 lakhs niaunds of salt were .sold by local manu- 
facturers to warehouses in the year 1945-46. It indicates to what extent 
this industry can be developed if proper encouragement be given to the 
industry. 

Sir, Government is going to set up under the development scheme in 
the next year one Advisory- Salt Committee and one organisation for salt 
development industry. But Government has not stated the functions of this 
committee and the functions of this orgi^nisation. There is no comprehen- 
sive planning behind the scheme. U is regrettable that Government is 
proceeding in this department as also in other departments without any 
comprehensive planning in their development programme. Three things 
are essentially nei'essary for the development of this industry. The first 
thing is if the industry is to be developed it must be develop^ on cottage 
t industry basis. 
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Th# next iiiinff is that the methods employed for manufacture of salt 
must be thoroughly improved, and it is nonetfieJess an important question 
that this industry should be organised on co-operative lines for the purpose 
of manufacture and marketing of salt. One thing is that the methods now 
employed by the manufacturers are crude. Even they do not know the 
methods employed by Malangeese or salt-manufacturing classes of olden 
times and of the times of the East India Company. Heady salt is not avail- 
able in coastal areas of Hengal as in other provinces where ready salt can 
be picked up in coastal areas. Salt has to be manufactured from salt beds 
to be scraped up in coastal lands and that salt bus to be soaked in water 
and aqueous solution has to he boiled. So it is a great problem to manu- 
facture salt in ('oastal ureas, and this problem has got to be solved. 

Sir, the method of production of salt will have to be so improved as to 
eliminate the use of fuel in the manufacture of salt. So the sun evapora- 
tion method of salt manufacture should be so improved that it may be 
adujited in the manufacture of salt on cottage industry basis. And so long 
as these improvements are not introduced certain facilities should be given 
to the salt manufacturer, as lor instance, they should he allowed to take 
fuel from the Government Reserve Forests either free of cost or at a nominal 
cost, and bounties should be given to them either in this form or salt should 
be purcliased from warehouses at no lesser price tlian the market price 
and also iron pans and other utensils should be distributed to them at cheaper 
rate. In any case the interest of the salt iiianufacturerH of the villages 
must not be jeopardised and must not be sacrificed. So if any development 
is to be made, it should be made on village industry basis. The previous 
right regained after a long struggle, suflerings and sacrifices should not be 
frittered away and should not l»e allowed to be usurped by big cunitalists 
by establishing large scale industries of salt and thereby keeping tlie poor 
people of the coastal area unemployed for a great length of time. 

AVith these words, Sir, 1 commend iny motion to the acceptance of the 
House. 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Mr. Spea ker. Sir, I heg to move 
that the dcMTiund of Rs.l .(Jd.OOO tor expenditure under the liead “') — Salt*’ 
be reduced by Rs.lOO. 

In this connection, Sir, I want to raise a discussion about the failure 
of the Government (a) to encourage salt manufacture as a cottage industry, 
especially in the Sundarbans, and (/>) to enunciate a scheme of salt manu- 
facture as a part of a consolidated ocean industry. 

Sir, in moving this motion 1 wouhl like to make an appeal to the 
Hon'ble Minister in charge of the Department. It has become customary 
in this House to move cut motions from this side. I regret to find that it 
has also become customary for the other side to reject tliose motions with- 
out even paying any attention to the criticisms that are made from this side 
of the House. 1 would appeal to the Hon’hle Minister in cliarge of the 
Department not to consider the points that I wnubl be raising, so callou.sly. 
My first point is that this indu.stry affects one of the very vital problems 
that confront the people of this province. As iny previous speaker has 
elaborated, this salt tax against which there has been a long campaign 
involving countless sacrifice of young lives, has been one of the greatest 
injustices that have been ever perpetrated on the people of India, and that is 
why we on this side of the House, inside thi.s House as well as outside.— 
the Congress^have cried hoarse for the abolition of this tax. 1 do not grudge 
if the members opposite now' say that it has been the credit of M:r. Liaquat 
AH Khan to abolish this tax. I shall congratulate them if I find that 
Mr. Liaquat AH Khan has full support for the spirit behind it; for it is not 
for the Congress to take any credit for any action of theirs — if is the Congress 
Way only to act silently — and I may say tliat it is the Muslim League way of 
taking the credit of work done really by others. 
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Sir, the position breifly is this: Bengal is still far from becoming self- 
ai^cient in salt. Even m 1939 there was a total import of 3,12,000 tons 
it against a local production of 1,559,000 tons. In this matter. Sir, 
Bengal again is the worst sufferer. If you look at the figures you will find 
that of the total Indian production Bombay contributes 34 per cent., Madras 
33 per cent.. Northern India 31-3 per cent., but Bengal produces almost 
nothing except an insignificant amount produced in certain coastal areas. 
The following figures reveal the helpless condition of Bengal. The follow- 
ing is the salt quotas of the Bengal market from the total import for the 
year 193fi: from Aden the imported amount was 206,000 maunds, from 
Bombay 20,000 maunds, from Okha 65,000 maunds, from Kara 124,000 
maunds, from Porbunder 33,000 maunds, from Morvi 25,000 maunds — total 
6,33,000 maunds. These figures reveal the total helpless condition that 
Bengal is in. I need not refer you to those dark days when people had even 
to stand in long queues to obtain a pinch of salt and that again at prohibitive 
prices and even in the black-market. That being the position, it goes 
without saying that it is the duty of everj' Government, Central or provincial, 
to remove forthwith all the difficulties in the way of salt manufacture and 
to abolish all taxes on salt, and to take every effort to encourage salt industry. 
But what has really been done in this respect P Hitherto salt was subject 
to a double tax, namely, the ( entral duty of K8.1-9 per maund and the 
local provincial excise duty of three annas per maund. It has now’ been 
known that the Central (government have done their duty by abolishing the 
duty on salt, but from page 13 of the Red book you will find that the three 
annas excise tax on salt levied by the prf)vincial Government still remains 
and the Hon’ble the Finance Minister nas the shamelessness, if 1 may be 
permitted to use that word, and temerity to come forward with a proposal 
for continuing the provincial tax as before. He has not even followed the 
exan^le, as asserted by my friends opposite that his friend, Mr. Liaquat 
AH Khan, has set, of coming forward w’ith a proposal for abolishing the 
excise duty on salt. I make an appeal, if this Ministry intend to be a 
popular Ministry, if this Ministry has any consideration for the poor and 
suffering people of Bengal, if the members opposite are really friends of the 
people of Bengal, let them not dissent but join with us in putting pressure 
on the Ministry and compel them to abolish the provincial tux on salt. 

Then, Sir, is that the only thing that the Bengal Government have done 
to smoother the development of the industry? Look here to these facts. 
This so-called popular Ministry has not yet recommended to the Central 
Government for a revision of the Bengal Salt Rules w’hich permit the 
production and sale of salt, free of tax. only in certain saline water areas 
and not outside those areas. So far as the whole of Bengal is concerned, 
.excepting these certain limited areas the production of salt is still prohibited 
and nobody can produce salt without paying a duty to the Government. I 
ask, Sir, has this Provincial Government yet made any recommendation to 
the Central Government that these oppressive rules should be abolished? 

I then, Sir, come to the next point. My friend Mr. Cham Chandra 
Bhandari has referred to the necessity of developing salt production as a 
cottage industry. I also. Sir, happen to represent a constituency which is 
a coastline constituency and where people have been producing a little salt 
from the saline water. But you know, Sir, that under the Gandhi-Irwin 
Pack provision was made for the free production and sale of salt only to that 
extent which one could carry on one’s own head. It is not exactly known 
what one can carry on one's head. Perhaps it differs from person to 
person. But I say this that evenjif somebody produces a little salt, there 
are the corrupt local officials who pounce upon him and say ‘*Tou have 
produced in excess of the regulations” and exact some bribe. Is the Bengal 
Government contemplating an enquiry’ into the corrupt functioning of Hie 
def^tment which has become so oppressive on the people of these coastal 
areas? 
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I would like jto refer again to that question wiuch was so pertinentiy put 
bv my Irtlsnd Mr. Cham Chandra Bhandari. He raised the question that 
tne prices that the GoTemment are paying are totally inadequate while the 
prices they are charging from the consumers are very high^ thus making 
a very large profit. 

Lastly, I would refer to another point. He has referred to salt prc^uo* 
tion on cottage industry basis. I would like to say that when Bengal is so 
backward in the production of salt for industrial purposes, the Bengal 
Government should take into serious consideration the proposal for the 
manufacture of salt also as part of a consolidated ocean industry. That is 
a new scheme and it has already been worked out in the United States of 
America where they are extracting from ocean water all types of salts, such 
as Sodium Sulphate, and even all types of minerals and all types of metals, 
such as copper, as are to be found in ocean water. Units have been 
established on the Pacific Coast for such extraction and that has revolutionised 
the prospects of the salt industry. If this Government are serious about 
their development programme, why should not they find it possible to take 
it up and establish an industry which, while not shutting out entirely the 
prospect td a sea of mouej’ for the Ministers, if they so ch<K>se to sw'im there- 
in, will also bring to the vast masses an ocean of wealth from the wealth of 
the ocean? 

Mr. FAZLUL QADIR: Mr. Speaker, Sir, as the time is very limited, 
I w’ould like to mcdte a very brief observation on the Salt Industry. It is 
useless to repeat the old bistoiy of salt manufacture. Now, the situation 
has thoroughly been changed. At the outset I must congratulate the 
Hon’ble Mr, Liaquat Ali Khan for his bold step in abolishing the much- 
hated duty on salt at great loss to the Central revenues. 

On the Revenue receipt side of the Budget Estimate at page UJ of the 
Red Book, I find a sum of Rs. 10,000. This represents payments to Govern- 
ment at the rate of As. 3 per raaund of salt duty collectea by agents in charge 
ol warehouses. This should at once be abolished. 

I also congratulate the Hon’ble Minister in charge of Industries for 
taking a very wise and timely step to develop the manufacture of salt as a 
cottage industry under the Development Programme. He has asked for a 
grant of a small amount of Rs. 1,03,000, to begin with, as an experimental 
measure. This must be granted. To help to eke out the means of liveli- 
hood by the poorer section of the people in the coastal belt of the province, 
this industry should be encouraged. They should be provided with boiling 
pans free of co.st. The earthen pots are very costly and do not last long. 
I would suggest providing at Government cost boiling pans for evaporating 
brine in salt-making made of “Tiscrom” plates, a new production of the 
Tatas which is non-corrosive by saline water. 

This industry should be on co-operative line. On experimental basis, 
the warehouses should not be abandoned. One Auditor with a peon shou]d 
be deputed and paid for by Government for each wareliouse wmich should 
purchase all the production of the manufacturers and sell them at profit. 
As the manufacturers need immediate sale of their products, this scheme 
will greatly help them by eliminating the profiteering middle men. 

In order to protect the infant cottage industry, a protective tariff should 
be imposed upon all the imported foreign salt. This will not only protect 
the industry out will also yield a good revenue to the province. The 
Government of India should at once be moved on this project and an Advisory 
Committee should be set up at once to advise Government. 

If these suggestions are given effect to, 1 hope the coastal districts of 
Bengal will be able to supply sufBcien't salt not only to meet the demand 
of Mngal but will also be able to supply the demands of the neighbouring 
proviaces of Assam and Bihar. • 
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TIM Hofl’ble Mr. SHAMSUDDIN AHMED: Sir, my frienda 
Hr. Bhandari and Mr. Sinha have made much of what they wanted to say. 
Before 1 say what the Bengal Government propose to take up, I will tell 
my friends that the Government of Bengal are very much alive to the gravity 
of the situation and every point of view that my friends have put forward 
will be taken into consideration and Government are taking time by the 
forelock and they are ready to deal with the situation. 

friend Mr. Bhandari has said that the Congress have been able to 
abolish the salt tax. My friend Mr. Sinha has been pleased to concede that 
Mr. Liuquat Ali, Finance Member, did abolish the salt duty. I am not going 
to enter into that controversy, but that is perhaps what the Muslim League 
Government of this orovince will also do and, therefore, it is no use simply 
throwing words — and may be, a little bit harsh words — on this side or that 
side. I am not going to imitate my friends. 1 am going to tell them that 
they do not know that the 3 annas duty that was imposed here was also 
done on account of the direction of the Central Government. (Mr. 
Chanj)R,\ Sinha: But you have now become independent.) Then you will 
get salt free under the League Government. Already the salt duty has been 
abolished and you know very well that the tax of Us.l-!) tliat has got to be 
paid so long will not have to be paid and so iar as the payment (d' 3 annas is 
concerned, the Bengal Government would certain j> consider that. 
(Mr. Biaiai. CiiANiJitA Simia: Why not annouiice it now?') 1 cannot do 
it because it is a matter for the Cabinet. I will recommend to the Finance 
Minister to put it im before the Cabinet and the whole thing will be favour- 
ably considered ami decision arrived at soon. I would ask my friends to 
be a little bit patient. 

I will tell my friends that it is better not to talk about Bombay and 
Madras. Bombay in the matter of textiles has gone ahead of us. The 
British Government came to this country here first. Here the textile 
industry was finished and the Pennanent Settlement was established here. 
The pople of this province did not take to industry and Bombay went 
ahead of them. The Muslim League Ministry will give you this thing. 
The Muslim I^eague Ministry will abolish permanent settlement. The 
Muslim League Ministry will give you salt. Over and above tliat 1 may 
inform you that a salt factory will be established and for that Rs.o lakhs 
has been asked for. Therefore your demand for a salt factory will be met 
before long and Bengal will have salt of her own. 

So far as cottaj^e industry is concerned, 1 can give you this assurance 
that with the abolition of salt duty, with the abolition of the inspecting 
stutf, the iiidiviflual cottage industry workers will be able to prepare their 
own vHull free irom all tuxes and thereby tliey will earn money and be 
prospeious 

Sir, with these words I oppose all the cut motions and I commend my 
motion to the acceptance of the House. 

The motion of Mr. Charu ('handra Bhandari that the demand of 
R8.1,63,(K)0 for expenditure under the head “5 — Salt” be reduced by Rs.lOO 
was then put and lost.

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: (a) Yes. 

(h) Due to the famine conditions and their after-effects. 

(c) No investigation was carried out as the reasons were obvious. 

{(I) The remedy would lie not only in increased public iiealtli activi- 
ties but also in steps l>6ing taken to prevent recurrence of famine condi- 
tions. The Public Healtli Department has already taken steps to intensify 
public health activities in the Province. Subdivisionul Health Officers 
nave lieen appointed to be in charge of health activities in subdivisions and 
additional sanitary units and mobile medical units liave been put to work 
in affected areas. Steps have also been taken under the Development 
Schemes to imj)rove the water-supply both in rural and in municipal areas, 
and 8pe(*ial measures are being adopted to encourage the establishment of 
maternity and child welfare centres and for the training of dais and 
midwives. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: Will the flon’ble Minister be pleased 
to state whether the increase in death rate and decrease in birth rate are 
only due to famine conditions and their effects?

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: The honourable member will 
realise that in my Budget statement I iiifonned the House that the vital 
statistics for the year I94(> liad been reoeiv<*d in the Public Health Depart- 
ment and it sliowed that the healtliMJondition of Bengal in 1946 was the best 
in reeorded history. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: Will the llon^le Minister be pleased 
to state if the Subdivisional Health Officers had been appointed for all the 
Subdivisions in the Province? If not, the names of the Subdivisions where 
the Subdivisional Health Officers have been already appointed?

epidemics. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 
to state how they are encouraging the establishment of maternity and child 
welfare centres, whether by starting these centres entirely at Government 
cost or by subsidising the centres opened by private efforts? 

Thi HoiPble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: By granting generous subventions 
to local bodies and to public committees in the matter of the establishment of 
child welfare and maternity clinics.

*158. Mr. C. P. G. WADE: (a) Will the Hon’ble Minister in charge 
of the Health and Ixical 8elf‘-Govemriieat Department be pleased to state 
what is the total estimated amount of the share of the Government of India 
of the extra cost of maintenance of roads belonging to local bodies in 
Bengal subjected to heavy military traffic, giving separate figures for 
Calcutta roads and roads outside Calcutta ? 
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(b) (i) What sums have actually been recovered from the Government 
of India in respect of this extra cost of maintenance? 

(ii) What sums still remain to be recovered? 

(c) (i) Does the statement at page 83 of the Explanatory Memorandum 
on the Budget Estimates for 1946-47 to the effect that *^as the 4var has come 
to an end the Government of India will not bear any furthei cost of repairs*’ 
mean that the Government of India do not intend to pay their full share of 
the extra cost of maintenance? 

(ti) If so, what action has been taken by the Provincial Government to 
ensure that the full amount will be recovered from the Government of 
India? 

(in) What representations have been made to the Government of India 
on this subject? 

(d) What assistance is being given or is proposed to be given by the 
Provincial Government to local bodies to repair roads damaged by militaiy 
traffic during the war years, or roads which have otherwise deteriorated due 
to the inability of the local bodies to maintain them in good repair? 

The HOfi’ble Mr# MOHAMMED ALI: (a) and (b) The formula laid down 
by the Central Government for the apportionment of the cost of repair cf 
roads subjected to military traffic proceeded on the basis of the actual cost 
of repair in ea(di accepted case and of this actual cost, a sum equal to twice 
the average annual repair charges during the three post-war years from 
1936-37 to 1938-39, was to be borne by the local bodies and the balance 
by tlie Central Government. But as practically no repairs were under- 
taken by the local bodies during the war, except in a few' isolated cases, 
the respective shares could not be calculated and no estimate of the amount 
payable by the Central Government has, therefore, been made. For the 
same reason, no amount has lieen recovered from that Government. 

(r) (/) The sfatement means fhal the Government of India's formula for 
financial assistance ceased to operate after the dlst March, 1946, and that 
they have refused to consider claims tor assistance for maintenance of roads 
on the ground of tlieir use by military traffic after that date. The Govern- 
ment of India have, however, agreed to entertain proposals for contribu- 
tions from the Ontre towards the cost of maintenance of roads of military 
importance up to the 31st March, 1946. 

(ii) and (tii) The case has been represented more than once to the Gov- 
ernment (d India whose attitude is tliat such expenditure cannot now be 
delnted to the Defence Service Estimates or to the pre-war Road Fund Reserve 
whicli is already seriously depleted and that the Government of Bengal should 
find the necessary funds from the Development grants and loans to be made 
to it by the Centre. 

{(I) The Government of Bengal propose to distribute accumulations 
amounting to Rs.36 lakhs from the Motor Vehicles Tax Fund for expendi- 
ture on the roads of Jocal bodies, 

I want to supplement this answer on the basis of latest information 
received. One of our officers has been deputed to Delhi to negotiate wuth 
the Government of India over this matter and he now reports that the 
Government of Ijidia are now willii^ to reconsider the matter strictly on 
the basis of repairs to roads which were actually damaged by war conditions 
and by vehicles belonging to the military. They are not agreeable to con- 
tribute towards the ordinary repairs to roads but if they are satisfied that 
the money is wanted for repairs to damages actually done by military 
vehicles, they are prepared to recon.sider the question noro and 
•ympaihetioally. 
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Mr. RAJEMORA NATH 8ARKAR: Will the Hon’bie Minister be 
pleased to state whed the proposed money from the motor veliicles tax will 
l>e made available to local bodies? 

Ttw Hoil*ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: We are Irving: to expedite the 
matter. We have got to examine the question on the basis of a formula 
which we have worked out and on that basis Government will have to make 
allocations to the various local bodies. 

Mr. MUHAMMAD RUKNUDDIN: Will the llon’ble Minister be 

E ’ to state whether this amount from the motor vehicles fund of 36 

will he spent particularly in those areas affected by the construction 
of aerodromes? 

The Hoit'ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: This 36 lakhs has nothing to do 
with roads damaged by military vehicles, hut it may bo utilised by local 
bodies for repairs to roads damaged by military vehicles. This amount was 
used to be paid to local liodie^i out of the proceeds of the motor vehicles 
tax, but tliis wa.s held in abeyance during the war. Now that the war is 
over, this accumulated sum sliould he paid to local bodies and the pre-war 
conditions will be imposed with regard to the utilisation of grants made to 
local bodies. 

Mr. MUHAMMAD RUKNUDDIN: What will be the fate of private 
roads — 1 mean roads in villages which were (‘onstructed out of public 
funds ? 

The Hon’bte Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: 1 do not know what the honourable 
member means by private roads constructed out of public funds. 

Mr. ABDU8 8ABUR KHAN: With reference to answer (a) and (h), 
namely, that a sum equal to twice the average annual repair charges during 
the three post-war years from 1936-37 to 193tS«39, was to he borne by the 
local Ixalies and the balance by the Central Government, but as practically 
no repairs were undertaken by the local bodies during the war, except in 
a few i.solated cases, the respective shares could not he cahmlated, will the 
Ilon’hle Minister he pleased to state, on the lines of the reply that he has 
given that there are roads which have definitely been damaged during the 
war period due to heavy military transport, even though no repair was 
undertaken from year to year, whether tho.se damages can be easily assessed 
— is he of that opinion? 

Th® Hon*bl® Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: I am afraid I could not follow 
the honourable member. 

Mr. BREAKER: Please put your question straightaway. ,

districth? 

Th® Hoit*bl® Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Government have made no assess- 
ment of the damages. It was up to the local bodies to report to Government 
the estimate of cost necessary' to repair the damage.s cau.sed by the militarv 
transport. 

Mr. ABDU8 BABUR KHAN: Is the 'IIonTde Minister aware that 
different di.strict boards have made reports in writing giving their respective 
estimates about the cost of repairs and the extent of the damages that have 
been done during the war ptTiod ? 

Th® Him*IH® Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Yes, Sir. 


Mr. 4Y0TI BABU: Will the Hon’hle Minister he pleased to tell me 
whether with regard to the answer {a) and (h), line 5, the words “post-war 
years 1936-37 to 1938-39“ are a printing mistake? 
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"the Hon'Wt Mr. MOHAMMCD ALI: Yes, Sir, 1936^7 is certainly 
not a post-war period. 

Mr. ABDU8 8ABUR KHAN: In the liprht of the statement just made 
by the Hon’ble Minister regarding? roads damageii by the exclusive use of 
the military during the w'ar, will the llon’ble Minister be pleased to state 
whether tile Jessore-Khulna road comes under that head under that 
.definition? 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: 1 have not got the map of the 

whole? Province of Hen gal w’ith me and I have not got the statistics of the 
damage done to all the roads running through the entire Province of Bengal 
and therefore 1 cannot oblige iny friend h\ giving hini a suitable answer.

Mr. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: I also tabled a nn)tion for adjournment 
for the purpose of raising a discussion about a matter of urgent public 
iinporlance, and 1 find consent had been refused to my motion relating to 
the firing that took place yestenlay on the strikers working in the ])oit of 
Calcutta. May 1 know the reason, Sir, why consent has i)een refused to 
my motion of adjournment? 

Mr. SPEAKER: Memhers know that the Chair is not hound to give 
reasons for tlie refusal of consent to an adjournment motion hut when the 
matter has been raised in this House 1 do not like to keej) back the reasons 
which compelled me to refuse consent to this important matter. 

Members are aware that we are very much hard-pressed for time duiing 
the budget session. Not only that. This time-table for the budget discus- 
■ion is fixed by the (lovernor of the Province and if an adjournment motion 
is admitted and has got to be discussed, either this has got to be discussed 
oflF from the time-table already fixed by the Uovernor for the budget or the 
House has got to sit extra time or twice a day for discussing it.

I think that will satisfy the 
honourable members.

If necessary, we should sit for extra hours to discuss such important matters 
and consent should not be refu.sed for such important matters when workers 
^re being killed day in and day out by Government.

Sir, 1 beg further to move that the demand of Rs. 15.49,000 for expendi- 
ture under the head “47 — Miscellaneous Department.s” he reduced by 
Rs. 100. The reason for my moving thi.s motion is to raise a discussion 
about labour policy of the Government of Bengal. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, at the very outset I will try to draw your attention 
to the peculiar position of the Ministrv in Bengal vis-a-vis the Labour. It 
is known that none of the honourarte members supporting tlie Ministry 
or none of the honourable member** belonging to the Treasury Bench have 
Wen elected from any of the P'actory Labour Constituencies of Bengal. 
Not only a single person belonging to the Treasury Bench has not been 
elected from any of the Factory Constituencies but the Muslim League did 
not dare set up any single candidate in any of these constituencies. I do 
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not know. Sir, wlietlier the Muslim League retired in favour of any other 
group, but there was a persistent rumour during the last election that they 
(lid — and we ha<l oeca.'‘ions to .<pe Muslim League volunteers — canvassing 
on behalf of the members of certain groups. 

Mr. MUDA88IR H088AIN: On a point of order, Sir. This is all 
])erfertly irrelevant. 

Mr. DEBENDRA NATH 8EN: But the fact remains that none of them 
lias been elected from any of tlie Factory Laboui Fonstitnencies and the 
pre.’oent unrest among tiie working clas''es is well kno'^n, ami failure of tho 
Miiiisti> to tackle It In laigel.x due to iIiin anomalous position of the League 
Mniisti\ Labour. 1 should like to bring lo \our notice another 

anomalv obtaining with regani to the Labour Department. The Labour 
l)ei»artment is not a separate depaitiuent, it has been lagged to two depart- 
ments such Us ('omiiieiie ami Industries. W hate^er uia\ be the circum- 
stances obtaining m othei countries, in India and particularly in Bengal 
wheie th»‘ emjdo\eis are unirnag mat n e and uns\ iiijiathetic and wliere 
j.abour Is disorganised and unconscious, sucli an amalgamation is not 
heljdul tf> the interests of tin* working clashes. The working classes in 
Bengal look torwaid to then own iiabour Minister to give a lead to their 
nnoenient, to secure for them tlnur just and legitimate rights and to try 
lor the lemoval ot then manifold gnexances ami lor that matter the Lahour 
Minister in Bengal must needs ((une in contlict xvith the employers in 
Bengal who, as 1 have ahead \ described, are unimaginati v(‘ ami un- 
s\ mp.itiietic even now.* Therelore, Sir, tJie tagging oj all these departments 
togethei Is causing great harm to the cause ol Labour in Bengal In fact. 
It Is troiii thi'se two anomalous pfjsitioiis that all the evils and all tin* defects 
are obtaining in the Labour Iront of Bengal. Tlieie is a popular Mini.stry, 
\et there is uinest aiiiong the laboui er.s .iml the Minislrv cannot go forwanl, 
cannot approach them ami cannot juicify them, nor can secure justice for 
them. 

Sir, there is also another effect (*f this anomaly.

The 
first reaction is to alloxv thi.s great uriiest to drift; llie .si'coml reaction is 
to ask these people to accept adjudication : the third reaction is one of threat 
that either you withdraw’ your strike or we won’t do an.xlhing’ for you; and 
the fourth reaction is to go on arresting- them and firing upon them. I say 
none of these reactions is heljiful ami conducive to flie creation of healthier 
and better relations between the labour cb'iH.ses and other claasea of our 
society.

“We do not regard as satisfactory the existing position where the 
workers are largely isolated from outside influence and any member of the 
pul)li<’ may be effectively prevented from approaching the workers’ lines 
except with tlie manager’s permission. On principle it is objectionable 
that considerable areas included within the garden grants, in which large 
numbers of workers are settled, can be entirely closed to anyone who may 
be interested in their w'elfare. W’^e have considered the points submitted 
to us, namely, the danger of interested people attempting to make use of 
the illiterate and ignorant labour force on the tea gardens for purposes 
un(;onriected with labour, but this is a risk to which every industry in India 
is exposed, and we think it better to face it than to continue a policy which 
inevitably gives rise to suspicion and is liable to he abused.”

Mr. R. B. WHITEHEAD: Mr. Spea ker, Sir, I <lo not j>ropose (o move 
the cut motion .standing in niv name, hut I would like to .say a few words 
on the ‘•uh.iect. Last Augu>t I laid stress on tin* al)‘-enrc from the budget 
ol any provision tor the exjiansion of tlie offices of eithtu* the Insjuudor of 
Factories or the Labour I'omim.s^ioner. The appointment of S Assistant 
Laboin Commissioners and (> Lahoui Gtlice^s had been sanctioned long 
bnlore, and although the Jbiblit Serxice Commission made their recom- 
mend. lUoiis soiiietinie ago. oidei'* have not l»een passrtl loi these a))pi>mt- 
meiits. 

The Labour ( ouimissiom*!* is still, I believe, working with a stall o( 
about 7 temjioiaiT otiiceis who are aiUing as c’oiieiliators and ‘J a('ting Deputy 
Lalauir Commissioners. The jiosition tielay is m fact no better tlian it 
was last year. At that time the Hon’ble Minister in rejdy to gem‘ral 
criticism stated that he realised (jovernnieiit had got to augment the staff 
and declared that the whole (piestion Mas under consideration hy (rovern- 
ment, luit Me find tliat the estimates ioi the coming ,\ear do not imdude any 
projiosals for additional staff for either the Labour Department or for the 
office of tile (diief Inspector ol Factories. 

I would ask the Hori’ble Mini.ster, Sir, if it is lud a fact that the existing 
subordinate .staff of the department are all on temporary or acting basis. 
This is naturally very unsettling for the.se officers, M'ho liave been working 
for lo month.s or more on this unsatisfactory ha.si.s. 

It must be obvious to you, Sir, that a staff ol 7 or 8 Assistant Labour 
Commissioners is not nearly sufficient for the needs of the Province. The 
number of labour conciliators should he doubled or trebled if they are to 
be able to deal effectively with the number of labour disputes that are 
occurring. Last jear, I laid stress on the need for decisive and speedy 
settlement of labour disputes, and the great importance in all disputes of the 
conciliation stage; conciliation must be of high calibre, on the spot, and 
able to effect,, a settlement before the dispute reaches the stage of a strike. 
You will remember. Sir, that at the time of the Posts and Telegraphs strike, 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru said: “There should never be any need for such 
strikes in essential services and some automatic method should exist for 
settling all disputes impartially, swiftly and efficiently.’' 

The Rowlands Committee stated, “We consider that labour problems 
will occupy a more nrominent position in the business of Government than 
they have hitherto done and it is, therefore, necessary to build up without 
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delay a wtaft to deal with them which will be adequate in quantity, in status 
and in expert knowled>,^e.” 

There is no indication in the Estimates that the importance of this 
Department is appreciated, nor do the Estimates include any proposals 
for increasing the staff of the office of the Chief Inspector of Factories. 

In the estimates, “Lalmiir” is still grouped with a number of other 
miscellaneous items under the head “Miscellaneous Departments” although 
the llt)n’hle Minister la>t year, in answer to this criticism, stated that it 
would he con.sidere<l, and he hope<l “a tavourahle heading will he given 
hereafter”. 

The mi[)ortarice of a d(*finite and settled pnicedure for the settlement 
of labour disputes does not yet appear to he appreciated by Government. 
If an illegal strike occurs, it should follow as a matter of course that the 
imstigators and leaders of the strike shouhl at once be prosecuted, and the 
Hon’ble Minister should refuse to have any dealings with the workers unless 
they go hack t(j \^ork Instead oi this, liction is often not taken against 
the leaders of a strike, ami, when it is taken, as in the case of the Calcutta 
Tramways disjiute, oul\ alter the strike has been continuing for 
over dl) days. It should follow, also that whtm a dispute is referred to 
adjudicatihn, negotiations are terminafial, hut v^hat has roo riften happened 
is thal, in spile ot (he ad judicat ion order, attemjits are made witli the 
assistance (d‘ (iovernment, to extract additional coueessions from the 
employer. This is the way to jeopunlise the whole adjudication procedure. 

The Hoirhle M inister's statement on Ihe Tramwav dispute is an 
illustrati<m of this point. The llou’hle Minister emphasised that the dispute 
hud been reterred to adjudication and that the strike was therefore an illegal 
one, hut he went on tfj claim that he always maintained an open door to the 
workers, and if only the workers go hack to work he w'ould intervene in 
their favour in spite ot the adjudication order. A\diat. 1 would ask, Sir, 
is the use ot having an adjudicatum procedure if tht‘ llon’hle Minister 
liimself is prepared to go hack on it and to promise com*essi(ins hetore the 
adjudication takes placed d'his i> merely encouraging the w'orkers to defv 
the adjudication older. AVe are gda<l. Sir. that the Hon'hle Minister ha’s 
since been adopting a strongtM attitude, and it is toi this reason that I have 
<h*eided not to move m_\ cut motion. 

As 1 lia\e statt*d. Sir, it is our opinitm that Government must follow' 
a settled and consistent procedure of eoneiliation and adjudication for the 
setthmient of labour disjuites and Government must have an adequate 
staff to ensure that this procedure will he effective. There is no doubt that 
the lack ot it and the too triMjueiit intervmitioiis h\ the llon hle Minister 
him.self have encouragiMl workers to strike on the slightest pretext. Strikes 
are being used more and more us a general weapon ot intimidation, 
aeeompanied by an increasing number of violent and cowardly attacks on 
imvmigers by mobs of workers. 

Kven if it is admitted that workers have an inherent right to strike, 
that right should only he exercised as a last resort when all other efforts 
at settlement fail. 

The ill-effects of strikes in general on the well-being of the country 
are apparent in, for example, the increasing loss of output of cotton cloth. 
Cloth production m Cotton Mills in^94() was less than production in 194o 
by nearly million yards and this was mainly due to labour strikes. 

Similarly, in the Jute Mills Industry, in 1940 a total of 33J million man 
hours w*as lo.st on account of sporadic strikes which affected practically all 
the Mills in the meiuhership of the Indian Jute Mills Association. 

Increases in wages and in the general standard of living are dependent 
on increases in production, as Sir Stafford Cripps recently pointed out. If 
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Indian labour will increase its output per head then higher wages can be 
paid, but exactly the reverse is happening. Production is decreasing owing 
to irresponsible strikes and output per head is certainly not increasing. 

The worker stands to lose more than the employer so long as production 
and industrial development are being retarded by labour unrest. The 
gains he secures hy irresponsible strikes — if he secures any gains at all- 
are more than offset hy rises in the cost of living owing to the fall in produc- 
tion. The worker can only secure real gains by increasing production and, 
to achieve this, what is needed is industrial peace. 

Mr. JYOTI BA8U: Mr. Speaker. Sir, I beg to move that the demand 
of K*?.

Sir. last time 1 had tlie o])portunit y to bring up tiii.s matter of Im^strr 
dwellers, and 1 never thought that I again should have to bring up this 
lieart-i emliiig jilight of husfu dwellers. mo>t of w lunu ari' \^orkers. 

The Ilon’hle Minister lor Labour has not given the slighte.st protection 
to the workers in their factories either by way of legislation Lir minimum 
wages or In way of improving their working conditions. Whenever th» 
^'orkers have in the Iasi n*sort gone on strike for more wages or a decent 
standard of living, the Jlon’ble Minister has been silent. It has been the 
same when hif/uts rained on the workers, oi they have been sliot down 
ami section 144 has been clamped on them to destroy the working clasu 
movement for a better standard ot living. JUit as far as giving protection 
to the dwellers i> eoncenied. the Hon'ble Mini-^tei has ])leaded that 

the law staniN in the wa\ . But we find. Sir, tliat thousand.s and thousands 
of tlle^e workers udio are living in the ftHsfns Irom gemu'ation to generii- 
rion — both tenant^ and small hut owners — are being thrown out of their 
hul>, As far as 1 know, notice^ have been given to more than 40, 090 auch 
husfce dwellers to (dear out altogether with their families. The Hon’ble 
Minister eannot do anything ahout them again in the name of law, but at 
the >ame time we hnd that when it is necessary for them to destroy the 
people’s movement they carry out the dictates of the (iovernor or any other 

person in the Civil Service ami the Imreaueraey and give us ordinances 

ordinance by the dozens, though when it is a (juestioii of giving protection 
to the woiker.-i we hear .ihout law \et when the workers in the last resort 
go on strike we hear that it is an illegal strike and that it is out of order. 
Iherefore, Sir, 1 shall not waste ver\ mmdi time in Irving to convince the 
laihour Minister, hut 1 would a>k him to descend from his olympian heights 
in M jiters Buildings and sometimes to remember liis past a hit and g(^ 
and yi>dt the workers in the hi/xtcc... 1 would appeal to the imuiibers, to the 
jiutriots of the Muslim League, to consider on what lines and in wdiat way 
their (Tovernment is moving and to see that their (iovernmerit has become 
a (Government of surrender all along the line. I at least thought that, 
a.s far as hustrr imjirovemeut goes at leu^t for an outward show, something 
would have been done by (Government for tlie last one year to bring life 
and happiness to the workers, but J find the Hon’ble litinister has failed 
completeiv and utterly and he wdll fail every time because his policy is a 
poIi(‘y of .surrender all along the line as I have said, and as long as he 
pursues this policy he cannot do any good to the bujtfce dwellers or workers 
in the hus^eeH. Therefore, Sir, I .say to him: Do not pursue the worker in 
this manner from the factory to his huts, to his lowly huts in the huHeen 
where he ha-l l)een living. At least if you cannot Ao any good to him, 
don’t throw him out in the name of slum improvement and hmtee improve- 
ment. And I would urge tyonn him to consider where these workers will 
go after they have been given notices — these 40,(HK) — together with their 
families. When they ask tW Hon’ble Minister, they are .shown the lovely 
trees and star-lit nights; they are shown the beautiful blue sky and asked 
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to ffo and stay wherever they like nnder it but surely that is not the way 
to deal with the people’s problems. I would urge upon the Hon’ble Minister 
again not to stay too long in Writers’ Buildings but to come down sometimes 
and try and understand the problems of the people, the problems of the 
workers who are living by their thousands from generation after generation 
in these hnstees. 

The Hon’ble Mr. SHAMSUDDIN AHMED: Mr. Speaker, Sir, charges 

have ])een levelled againwt tlii.s department by my friends in the Oppo.sitiun. 
I can understand the charges that have been levelled by Mr. Jyoti Bose, the 
member of the rommiinist party, but I can ttdl him that I have been 
personally in touch with the labour movement in Bengal. I have been trying 
to understand what the labour condition in Bengal is from my very student 
life. Everyone knows about the troubles and difficulties so far as the 
Labour Department is concerned. So long the administration was being 
carried on by a body which was not responsible to the people of the Province, 
but now that the Muslim licague Government has been set up which is a 
popular Government it will be able to deal with the labour problem 
sympathetically. 

Sir, Dr. Suresh (/handra Banerjee has spoken about security of service, 
housing condition, better facilities, maternity benefit and many other things. 
1 admit, Sir, the workers have not been given security of service but now 
there is an Act of the ('entral liegislature called Industrial Establishment 
(Standing Order) Act which provided tor registration of conditions only 
under whicli a workman can be discliarged. Besides, llie Industrial DiN])ut(‘S 
Act is about to be passed in wdiicli some sort of security of service will be 
guaranteed to the labourers. That is the reason why we in Bengal are not 
thinking of drafting separate bills. We are awaiting the passage of the Bill 
to amend the Indian Trade T’nion Act through the (buitral Legislature, and 
1 hope the passing of that Bill will meet the difficulties of labour so far as 
recognition oi union o1 labour is concerned. 

Then, Sir, I shall speak about the present problem arising out of strikes 
and seltlemeiit (hereof. 1 can let the House know what is the duty of 
Government at the present moment, when employers and labour are 
quarrelling. Now, Sir, the duty of Government is to intervene and try 
conciliation methods. But when that method fails what is the duty of 
(iovernment I*" Eiider the Defence (»t India Rules Government can issue 
ami enforce adjiidi«’ation order. I can tell the House that by taking 
recourse to adjudication order I have been able to secure settlement between 
labour and capitalists in very many cases, but where each party is adamant, 
Government has to refer the dispute to adjudication. Here a reference has 
been made to Tramway strike. The House knows very well that we tried 
a settlement by negotiation. The Company wanted time, but the labour 
leaders would not give anv more time. I tried to intervene, but they would 
not listen. Even after tlie passing of the order of adjudication tliev did 
not listen and what could we do in the circumstances? I will let the tiouse 
know’ that we are hoping that within a week's time, within a very short 
time, Calcutta will see trams runuiug on its streets. (Gi'Estioxs; Would it be 
by military?) Whether by the military or the Tramway worker you will 
see then. The Tramway Company has agreed to issue a notice stating 
that an adjudication order has been given, and that they have already 
accepted that order, and they will bring out the tram. We have appealed 
and they will appeal to the w’orkem- to come and join their work. There 
will be no victimisation. There ie an apprehension in the minds of the 
workere that possibly tlie adjudicator had no right to adjudicate on the 
questions of bonus and scales of pay. I shall let the House know that those 
cases have been adjudicated upon by the adjudicator. They have decided 
on the question of bonus and pay of workers. Therefore. I have given 
assurance to the workers that they will get good award from the adjudicator 
and that they will see that their demands will be fulfilled. I am asking 
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this House under the present cirounistanees how can GoTernment function 
unless there is co-operation from both the labour as well as the capitalists, — 
no Government can function without co-operation from both sides whether 
it is the Government of my friend, Mr. Kirau Saukar Roy or of others, 
whoever is at the head of the administration. 1 shall let the House know that 
in one particular case, namely, the case of the Dunbar Cotton Mills, the 
mill authorities refused to accept the adjudication order, when I passed 
it. After the order was actually passed then the authorities came 
back and accepted the order of adjudication as a result of which the workers 
joined their work and the Dunbar Cotton Mill has been smoothly functioning 
since then. In that case we tried to compel the employer to see that the 
workers get their rightful share. 

In this connection I should like to state that in 194(i the Tiubour Depart- 
ment dealt with disf)utes as against l.7d4 in 1945. and in 17 imjiortant 

cases I have jiersoually (lealt with the disputes, and I believe the disputes 
have been satisfactorily settled. 

Now, Sir. there are other matters on which I should like to sneak but 
T find that the time at m\ disposal is very short (at this stage the blue light 
was on) and I need fi\e minutes more. 1 may inform the House that welfare 
centres have been stalled and tbc\ are nou fiim t inning. 

So far as the (luestion of a separate Department of liubour is concerned, 
I should tell you that there have been difficulties in the way but we are 
hopiui’ that in future years we will be able to expand the Department of 
Jiahoui and we shall sc<‘ that labour got'^ it^^ due shaie in tin* siuipe of 
amenities and benefits 

Then. Sir. my friend. Mr. Khagemira Natb Das (tiipta. has spoken about 
tea garden labour He has said that Hs. ‘AS is the maxi muni monthlv luiy 
that they are getting. I .suhmit that it is not correct. It is ahout Rs. 42 
under the new arrangement TIic.n arc also givmi tuo annas p(‘r adult ns 
sickness allowance, twelve annas per da\ as inaternit\ allowance ami also 
other concessions in tlic form of subsidized rations and other things 

Then. Sir, I have also seen that some of the jute mills have jirovided for 
maternity facilities and arrangements for creches have also been made 
where children are also l»eing fed. A\ e visited some of the jute inilLs where 
I foyind that the workers are working satisfactorily. T am confident that 
in tiiturc there will t)e further improvements in these jute mills. 

Sir, my friend, Mr. Whitehead has complained why the Labour Depart- 
ment should be only a sectiou of the Miscellaneous Department and not an 
independent department by itself. I agree with him that this is not 
desirable. I shall try to see that hy next year it is .sam tioii(‘d by the (biiincil 
of Ministers that Labour is constituted as an independent department, and 
I ho]ie I may be able to announce in the near future that “Labour” will be 
placed in the budget, not under the head “Miscellaneous” but under a 
separate major head “Labour”. 

Then, Sir, there is one wonl that 1 must s,ay about the hufitce dwellers 
which has been referred to by Mr. Jyoti Hasu. I know there is no protec- 
tion by law of hunUe dwellers at the present time but Government has in 
contemplation the passing of a Bill known as the “Thica Proja Bill” by 
which protection will be given to the hustre dwellers. T hope very shortly 
the Bill will be brought before this House and 1 hope that the Bill will be 
passed giving adequate protection to busfee dwellers in labour areas. 

With these words, Sir, I oppose the motions.

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Sir, 1 he^ to move that the demand 
ot \l>. ‘i.oT.dS, 1)0(1 to? expendituie under the lieads ‘ oT — Miscellaneous” and

The rea'^on tor moMii^'- this motion is to raise a disjoission ahout the p'eneral 
polic\ ot tlie (Tovernment in makin^- fuovision for the Hifiar refu^jees.

Tlie reason for moving this 
motion is to raise a discussion about tin* failure ot the (iovernment to make 
adecjuate provisions tor tlie victims ot riot-afi'ected peojile in Noakhali and 
Tippera with a view to rehahilitatiiit: them. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir. the refugee'' following the riots in Noakhali and 
Tip])era were the persons who were direct 1\ affected and their numher waa 
nearl> one lakh and a half. Sii , most <0 tlie retugee.s, a very large numVier 
of them, Went to tlie Tripura State. We aie grateful to the Tripura State 
for giving them shelter, hut I regret to say that thi*» Government have 
not rendered any substantial help to the refugees in spite of the representa- 
tion made by the State. The numher of refugee.s still remaining in the 
Tripura State are very’ large. I shall narrate the reasons why the refugees 
are not returning to their homes, one by one. The rea.sons are very clear 
and they are as follows: — first, want of security. This want of security 
is due to the failure of (jovernment to make sufficient efforts by propaganda. 
Sir, I do not know what is the meaning of this Propaganda and Publicity 
Department of this Government. The Publicity Department should go to 
the riot-affected areas of Noakhali and Tippera and try to restore good 
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imling between the Hindus and MusJims by Government propoganda. 
ilaiiatma Gandhi came to Noakhali in order to restore ffood feelings between 
the two communities, but this Government have not done anything though 
they have got a Publicity Department and a large sum of money is being 
spent for that Department. Failure of Government to take drastic steps 
against the ring leaders is another reason and the next is the failure of 
Government to make immediate searches with a view to recovery of looted 
articJes. Then comes this Government’s shilly-shallying position in the 
Jiiatter of delay in arresting persons and releasing them on bail though 
they are accused of mosi heinous offences, sucli as loot, arson and murder, 
and lastly this (lovernment’s policy of not imposing collective fines upon the 
people who committed such heinous offences. In romilla the .situation has 
deteriorated after Mr. Fazlul Huo has visited the place. You are aware 
thaivdhe situation in (’omilla has deteriorated after the speech delivered by 
Mr. Fazlul liuij. One of the members of the Legislative Assembly has 
received a letter from no less a person than Mr. Satish Chandra Das Gupta 
stating that the condition in Coinillu has deteriorated. Onl> yesterday we 
received a wire from the lepresentative of the Bengal Provincial Congress 
Committee from Noakhali that the situation has deteriorated to a great 
extent. 

Sir, I will give some construciive suggestions to Government as to what 
is immediately needed. If the.se things are done, rehabilitation will be 
possifde in Noakhali and Tippera. Speed v disposal of criminal cases after 
investigation and setting up of a Special Bench instead of referring the 
cases to the Sessions (/ourt. This can be done by extending the provisions 
of the Bengal (himinal Law Amendment Act. Sir, it is useless to refer 
the cases to Sessions (/ourts, because there the cases are tried by jurors 
most of whom, as you know, are coming from a community who are really 
the aggressors Then, Sir, economic and social boycott that is going on 
by the majority community upon the minority community must have to 
he combated by drastic methods. 

Then, Sir, grant of Ks, L’oO tor housing per family must be increased. 
I can tell you, Sir, that persons who are affected in the districts of Noakhali 
ami Tippera are not ordinary cultivators and they had got substantial 
houses most of which had tin-sheds. A grant of Bs. 250 only for housing 
per family is not sufficient for erecting even a cookshed now. Building 
materials, namely, corrugated iron sheets, wooden posts, and bamboos, etc., 
must be made available to tbem at a cheaper rate immediately before the 
rains .set in. 

Then, Sir, reorgani.sation grant to artisans amounting to Bs. 200 as 
a maximum sljould be increased. Implements of husbandry and tools for 
arti.sans are not available in the locality. These should be made available. 
Non-official relief societies should be allowed facilities and given permits to 
take and distribute artiiles to relief areas. I know' of one society which, 
intends to distribute some iron, etc., to the affected areas and they are 
trying to (d)tain permit for the last 15 days, but without any effect. Yarn 
shouhl be supplied to fishermen and w'eavers at cheaper rate.s in adequate 
quantity. 

Then, Sir, I would like to say that relief is necessary till the victims 
are re-settled in their ordinary avocations. Another thing w'hich T would 
like to mention is that test relief work should be such as would suit the 
capacity of the victims. Most of tlw persons who have been affected 
seriously belong to the middle clas.^r. The test relief work begins in the 
shape of digging earth. These middle class people cannot dig earth. It 
is not possible for them to do that. Some test relief work which will be 
suited to their capacity should be opened. 

Next I would say that cheap grain shops should be opened and should 
be kept open till the vietims are re-settled in life. The price of rice in the 
affected areas has gone very high. In today’s paper you have seen that the 
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price of rice in Noakhali and Tippera has gone up to R^. 25. In some areas 
the price Las gone as high as Rs. 27 to Rs. 30. So, 1 submit that cheap 
grain shops should be opened. 

Then, Sir, cloth should be supplied to the affected persons at a cheaper 
rate. Agriculture and cattle loan should be given to be repaid in easy 
instalments of 10 years. We do not want any gratuitous loan in the shape 
of purchase of cattle. We want cattle loan to be given in easy instalments 
of 10 .rears without interest. The amount should be such as would enable 
them to purchase at least two heads of cattle. Cattle should be made 
available to them by importation from outside. Sir, 1 do not know whether 
you are aware that even though the persons who have been affected intend 
to pundiase cattle, thev cannot purchase cattle because the majority 
community have started boycotting the minoritv community. 

Then comes fodder. It should be made available and sold at a cheaper 
rate. Mr. Speaker, Sir, this is very important, be(‘ause unless fodder he 
made available to the minority community, it is impossible for them to 
maintain cuttle, because cattle would die of starvation for want of fodder. 
Au^ seed should also be supplied at a cheaper rate to the cultivators. 1 do 
not know whether the Hon’ble Minister is aware that aiis seeds were taken 
away when there was a riot and when the houses of the (‘ultivators were 
raided. 

Tlieii, Sir, the educational institutions must be reconsl meted at (tovern- 
nient ex])ense, ami the Ntudents miiNt receive an education ;^ianf bo- tlie 
purchase of liooks and this grant must continue till their guanlians are 
relialulitated. The schools affected by riot sliould have an additional grant 
for rehabilitation of the teachers. 1 know of many sidioois in the riot- 
affected areas of Noakliuli and Tippera where the teachers have left ; the 
teachers are not there and unless there is a rehabilitation grant for tliese 
scliouls besides the grant that they used to get — unless u new grant is given, 
it is impossible to rehabilitate the teachers. 

.Sii, I know of an area where persons afi'ected by riots are not getting 
an_\ rtdief. It is a village in rnion Hoard No. 1, police-station Senhagh. 
Raiiiganj, Lakshmipur and Raipur are the police-stations which have been 
really most seriously affected. Hut there is an area in police-station 
Senhagh. In that area 1 know that one particular village Kalaitolu has 
been seriously affected and people have petitioned to the District Magistrate, 
hut they have not received any relief what.soever. 

Then, Sir, 1 want to speak a few words about 

(At this stage the member having reached the time-limit resumed his 
seat. ; 

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, it is just five 
months ago when the incidents which sliook Bengal and the rest of India 
took place in Noakhali and Tippera. It is imieed a matter of deep regret 
and humiliation that we should he standing here todav ami (juestioning the 
hona fiili's of the (jrovernim'nt in dealing with their relief and rehaliilitation 
policy. Time will not permit me to go into derails hut we have been 
shfH'ked to read of the announcement that (lovernnient have decided to close 
down the relief camjis in Calcutta as also in Noakhali and Tippera. During 
the last two davs I have been in close touch with the inmates of the four 
relief camps w’kieh are run by Government in Calcuttii and Howrah. 
There are today nearly about 1,500 people living in these four places, men, 
women and children of all classes and conditions of Hindu society. There 
are 45 of them who are suffering from small-pox and chicken-pox; 4<S are 
suffering from other diseases; there are thirtv-two women who are pregnant; 
there have been sixteen cases of delivery tiuring the last fortnight or so. 
It is shocking to think that any civilised Government without enquiring 
into the details of the conditions of these people should decide from the 
Secretariat that they are to renwve themselves from these camps tomorrow, 
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the J5th March. I understand an extension has been j^anted for about 
a fortni^rht, but that extension does not at all meet the case. A few weeks 
aKO you may remember that bv a subtle attempt which was not honest the 
Government withdrew the Ordinance on Xoakhali and Tippera suddenly 
on the floor ot the House. We 8ns|>ected at that time that there was 
lomethiii^r deeper than a mere accidental withdrawal. Xow it is clear that 
there was a diabolical conspiracy to continue the maladministration in 
Xoakhali and Tippera so that there may be more sufl'erin^rs inflicted on the 
gufl'erers who belong to the minority community. Why is it that these 
jteopJe are not j^oiii^^ back to their homes? The rea.son is that in manv cases 
they have no hcuiie to go back to. I have received fifty letters which have 
leached the inmates of the refugee camps of Calcutta and Howrah, and if 
you analyse these letters you will find that they disclose a horrible state 
of affairs in Xoakhali and Chandpur which is not being allowed to be 
published because the Press is gagged under some sort of Ordinance or 
other. ^ I have analysed thcNe letters. AVhat is the common feature in these 
letters? Who are the writers of these letters? Most of the writers are 
persons who were staying in these refugee camj).-. but who went liack to 
Xoakhali and Chandpur to find out if they could take back tlicir families tliere. 
Their homes have not been rebuilt. 1 ask the Hon'ble the Finance Minister 
to state \vhat_ is the percentage of homes which have been rebuilt. It will 
not exceed lb per cent. What is the extent ot the dole> which have been 
given? Further there is no sense (.f security in the minds of the sufferers. 

I have, Sir, auulyseil the position of tw'o unions and the facts are of a 
iumeiitable and disgraceful character. Then I shall tell you what is the 
intimation that has been sent by those people from Xoakhali and Chandpur: 
“Do not com(\ and do not think of bringing women folk and vour families 
to these ureas". One letter says : Last night there was a loot in'our locality : 
we had to run to our gardens for fear of life. All these letters have be^n 
received only within ten days. There are rep(»rts to the following effect: 

“Arson, loot and forcible seizure of property are going on. iMuslims 
refuse to work for Hindus.'’ 

Sir, this agitation of boycott of the minority c(uumunity is going on 
actively. In Dacca the Ordinance has lieeii applied against IbO Hindus 
on the alleged ground that they advocated boycott of Muslims in Dacca. I 
ask the Ministry how’ many Muslims have been externed from Chand])ur 
and Xoakhali tor advocating boycott of the minority community. Then 
ill one letter it is said that only five days ago the police party had to open 
fire at a certain jdace : there had been outrages on women. ‘ X^'ames have 
been given and incidents have been reported to the thanus. Stabbing and 
attacking the Hindus and other relief workers have been going on. Day- 
light robbery, intimidation and threats, especially by those who are bailed 
out— and almost all people who were arrested are now’ being bailed out — have 
been taking place. It is these people w'ho have started this process of 
intimidation .saying “unless you withdraw the cases which you have 
instituted against us. we shall see how >ou can live in this part of Bengal”. 
Countercases against Hindus have been instituted. Only two days ago 
forcible prevention of Hindus to get into or get down from steamers took 
place. These incidents I have taken from the fifty letters written by 
individuals who are actually staying in those particular areas, taken at 
random. 

Now contrast for a moment the state of affairs that is going on in Bihar. 
Mr. Suhrawardy is now entering tbi? House. He always turns up a little 
bit too late. The Chief Minister has come today, and' I am glad he has 
come when I am referring to the Bihar policy which has been criticised by 
Mr. Suhrawardy and other stalwarts of the Muslim League. You have 
given shelter to Bihar refugees in Bengal and you refmse to permit them 
to go back to Bihar because you feel that there is no proper sense of security 
in the minds of those refugees, but you compel Hindu refugees of X’oakhaii 
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and Chandpur to go back to their homes althousrh there is no sense of security 
in their minds. You have said that a sense of security has been retumiuff 
ju Xoakhali and (’handpur; but I ask, a sense of .security in whose minds 
Mr. Suhrawardy speaks as a Muslim Lea^ruer when he feels that a real 
sen.se of security does not exist in the minds of the members of the minority 
community of Bihar. Very well. Sir: but why uot apjdy that same principle 
to the minority Hindus of Ben^ral who are suffering' not on account of the 
activities of the Muslim 1/ea^Mie alone but also on account of the failure of 
(fovernment to }^ive protection t<» tlieir lives and pro|H*rtics. Mr. Suhrawardy 
has issued a statement appealing for co-operation and also for coalition. 
I a.sk Mr. Suhrawardy — vshow your hotw fide with re^Mrd to tlie way in 
which \ou propose to tackle the fate of thousands of Hindus made destitute 
on account of the criminal failure on the part of (-overnment to maintain 
law and order. Accept this supj^estion of ours — apply the same principle 
which Muslims are wanting.*- to he applied to the Muslims of Bihar Will 
Mr. Suhrawardy be prepare<l to say that he will accept it? I hope Mr. 
Suhrawardy will immediately withdraw the order for closin^r doxru these 
ram]>.s and hold a conference with the Opposition lemiers and find out how 
be.st to rehabilitate the unfortunate citizens of this l‘r(>vin(‘e who have been 
denied their birtliri^^ht You must open (‘eiitres in Noakbali and Chandpiir 
where first male members should be reipiested to go and there should be 
speede<] up the ca.se of buildiujjr ot houses It has been said tliat (Joveru- 
ment is unable to procure buildinir materials If (iovernment finds it 
difficult to procure materials how much more difficult it will })e for these 
unfortunate persons to ^ret materials with the mea^rre money that you are 
jrivin«; them. <TOvernineiit should undertake first ot all to erect the houses 
by their own contractors Let the houses be erected first, and let the male 
members then go back You must start relief and rehabilitation work with 
the help of non-Muslim officers in Noakhali and (.'handpur. You have 
packed the locality with Muslim officers under the threat of the Muslim 
League and possible repercussions from the majority community. My last 
appeal to the (Toveriiineut is that if in a matter like this it is not possible 
for the ('hief Minister and the Miuistei in char^re of Rcdief and Rehabilita- 
tion to deal with tin* Hindu ca.se syinpatlieti<*ally, then it will p:ive rise to 
a tremendous ajjitatioii throii^rhout the Province, and 1 cun tell the (tovern- 
nieiit that (Tovernment will not be able to clo.se down easily the refuyree 
camps and throw the refu^jees into the streets. How are you g’ointf to close 
down the refujree camps imle.ss you make proper urran^^einent for talcinjf them 
back to their own homes after haviujr ensured the maintenance of security 
in those areas P

away hy Government. Therefore, 1 would urge upon Government to coi|%f 
sider most seriously Ikjw tar they can give relief to the Calcutta Pinjrapofo 
Society. It will he just like “rob Peter to pay Paul”. You are injurin^^d 
HO far as the milk supjjly problem concerned, and you are going to help 
others for residential and industrial purposes. So far a.‘^ this institutioti 
is concerned, land is being taken away hv Government simply because it 
is a Hindu institution. Hut I w'ould ask (lovernment to consider this point 
of view, namely, that it is not purely a Hindu institution; it is an institu- 
tion which has in view the national interest of the I’rovince of Bengal, which 
if developed on proper lines will he a great asset so far as this problem 
is concerned. I am quite positive that had it been an institution belonging 
to the majority community not an inch of this land would have been taken 
but fio far as this institution is concerned, as 1 have stated just now, 
Government should not view it from any other angle than this that the 
institution serves the public of this Province. Sir, 1 understand that com- 
pensation whicli is being propo.sed by Government to he given is Rs. 30IJ 
or Rs. 400 per aiTe while Government propo.ses to settle it with people who 
want land for residential and industrial purposes at the rate of Rs. S,0()0 
per acre.

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Mr Speaker, Sir, deeply as 
I sympathise witli the embittered feelings of my triends opposite, I would 
Uot like them to regard me or Oovernment as being arrayed against them 
btcause I am unable to agree to all that they have stated. 

Sir, before I proceed further, 1 would like to dispose ot the reference to 
pihar in the beginning. 1 consider it almost blasphemous to link Noakhali 
'and Bihar in the same breath. They are not in any way in the same street. 
tDu, SvAM.M*R.\.sAn Mookkrjke: Noakhali is far worse than Bihar.) If 
anybody makes a statement like that — Noakhali is far worse than Bihar — 

X am afraid, he jiuts himself out of court and out of the ranks of reasonable 
human beings. The terror aroused in Bihar is 10(1,0(10 times more severe 
than that .aroused by the incidents at Noakhali and Tippera. (Mr. 
Dhirrndka Nath D.uta : Question.) Mr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee has 
always told me that when I adopt the attitude that refugees should not go 
hack to Bihar because they have no sense of security. I should apply the same 
nieter to refugees of Noakhali and Tippera. 8ir, he has left out one very 
important word which is implicit in the statement and that is, a “justifiable’^ 
BCXise of security. (Dr. Sy.am.\prasad idooKERJEE : In whose opinion?) 

I do not wish to refer to what steps the Government of Bihar have taken 
or have not taken in order to engender a justifiable sense of security amongst 
the Muslim refugees. It would not be i»roper on the part of one Government 
to refer to the conduct of auother. I will, therefore, confine myself to such 
ltet>8 US the Bengal Government have taken to ensure a sense of ^curity. 
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Sir, immediately after the incident, tfte wnoie place was flooded witj^. 
troops and there was a round-up of parties. In Xoakhali and Tippera tlul 
police and the troops belonged mostly to the persuasion of the minovity, 
community and they took very adequate steps — the Muslims consider, more 
than adequate steps — to deal with the situation. Persons were arrested 
wholesale on first information reports which were manufactured in refugee 
camps and which gave a long list of names of the best class of Muslims in a 
locality. All these things weut on. Sir, because the persons at that moment 
who were working out the law were not working iu accordance witK the 
orders of (jovernment.

Mr. OHIRENDRA NATH OATTA: I rise on a point of order. 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Tliere cannot be a point of^ 

order now. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Is the llon’ble Minister entflled . 
to refer to suh judirc cases. The Hon’ble Minister said that these cases werS” 
inaiuitai'tured in the refuiree camps. He cannot refer to such cases as bein|f 
manufactured in the refugee camps. 

Mr. SPEAKER: That is a matter of opinion. 

Mr, DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: I’hat will certainly prejudice the * 
trial. He cannot say that these cases were mamifactiired in rcfugei* camps. 

Mr. SPEAKER: He ha s not leferred to an\ [unticular (’asc. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: He has .statcl that the cases which 
are pending before tin* couits — 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: I did not say the cases 
pending hetore the court'*. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I l.> not think he has sai<l the cases whudi ar(‘ jrcnding 
before the courts. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: All the cases arc pending before 
the court". 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: I have not said that these 
cases were j>ending fiefore the courts. I sanl v'lliat actually happcmnl after 
the oc( urrence and 1 tlul not refer to any specific first information ivport. - 
I know many things about the honourahic memher’s volunteers and his 
volunteers fiave done things whirdi ought to bring iiim shame. 1 am trying 
m\' level best tf> [)Iace an objective picture of the situation and 1 wish to fa?* ' 
as .sympathetic to the Opposition as 1 can and I hope tfiey will bear with 
me in what 1 am going to state. 

After till", when Uie Himlus could sec that the (jovernment wa.s taking 
action for their security, they started trickling hack to the areas. Govern- 
ment pa".sefl ordinances lor the purpose of acting against (host* persons 
wlio were well-known hooligans, (jovernment passed the Noakhali and 
Tippera Harvesting Onlinance for tin* purpose of ludping tho.se Hindus who 
had left the lof'aiity and who felt they were unable to go hack and harvest 
their crops. Thereafter. Sir, (jovernment started relief measures. Some 
of us went round there and in no uncertain term.s we condemned the action 
of those Muslims who had risen against tlie Hindu.s. The reverberations of 
our condemnation are still to be founil in our newspapers. We held vast 
meetings and at tho.sc meetings we took a guarantee from the Muslims that 
if the Hindus came back, they would look after them, they would protect 
them and that they would see that the hooligans and marauders did not 
oppress them. At meetings which I addressed and which, I say without 
exaggeration, were attended by^lakhs and lakhs of Musliimi, not only did 
they say that they would lo^^fter the Httndus irben they came back but 
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requested me to convey to the Hindus that they might come back 
that they were prepared to guarantee their safety. Unfortunately, Sir, 
'fifofle guarantees were not accepted. Pence Committees were appointed 
hut'they did not function. What took place again was that instead of 
^trying to bring about peace and harmony and a sense of security, cases 
continued to be manufactured (Dr. Syamapras\d Mookkrjee: That shows 
^your mentality) against the be.st class of Muslims, although I can point * 
^'Out that it has been admitted and I heard with my own ears persons saying 
that many Hindus were given shelter and that many Hindus were protected 
by the best class of Mussulmans. Sir, petitions were filed against the top- 
class Mussalmans all over the loruility. 

It is very unfortunate that this has taken place. I will only implore 
my friends opposite to go into this question and to try to rehabilitate not 
merely the physical conditions of thfjse persons who have been affected in 
tho^e places but also their moral conditions. I want them to go — I am 
l>repared to send some from this side of the House with them — and I think 4 

S ey should go round and implore lK»th the Hindus and Muslims to live 
gether as brothers. 

Sir, it is not a point oi debate but the presence of Mahatma Gandhi in 
that area has done greatly to encourage the Hindus to return. Government 
granted him every facility. He is a man aiauit whmn whatever may be 
"said regarding his political vi(‘ws, liowever much wt* mav differ from liiiii, 
he is a ])erson wdio carries the groat(‘st ])ossible prestige in India. And 
wlien be W(‘nt tli(*re, we gave him ever.\ jiossible t:icilit\. M'li.itcvcr be 
d^siriMl we gave bini and wa* tried to see tliat Iiin woik was not hanij»eied in 
any way. I think, Sii'. Government iia.s done wli.itevei it eonM m ordei to 
re-establish a sense of seeiiritv . It a complete sense ot seenrity has not been 
established, 1 am still jirtqiared to sit wdtb m\ Iriends opjxiNiti^ and see 
that steps might be taken, so that Hindus in.iy go ba(d< to their lioin<'>. 

(A VOICE: ^Vitb(lraw tlie volunteers.) This is a matter winch undoubtedly 
my friends opposite are bound to consider when we should sit round and 
see what should lie done for the jmrpo.se of rehabilitation, for the jiurjiose 
of establisliing moral as well as physical rehabilitation ot the affected 
people. If it is a (pu'stion of assistance to the ]»eople whose lives have been 
Uprooted, we shall ha\e to consider also what the .Muslim grievances are in 
that regard. 

Sir, it has been said that the j»lace has been packed up with Muslim 
Officers and that the relief is in the hands of a Muslim Gtlicer. It is true 
one ot the mainsjirings of relief in Noakhali is in the hands of a Muslim 
pfneer. Hut if you w’ill look at the records of the officer, you will find that 
ne has done everything possible and has even g-one out of his way to give* 
relief to the Hindus. Kven where a Muslim was found sturvinir at his 
doorstep, tile Muslim officer hail denied him relief as lit* considered it his 
duty to spend the money placed at his disnosal for giving relief to the 
Hindus. Simply because an officer i^ a Muslim, it does not mean that he 
is not syinjnitmUic towards the Hindus and that he is not doing his duty. 

As a matter of fact he has done his duty very carefully always keeping in 
mind that he being a Muslim officer may not he hlamerl in anv wav and 
therefore he went out ot his wav to deny relief to a Mu>lim. (Mr. Bi.ual 
Ch\nI)Ra SiNH\: \Vhat about the Superintendent of Police 

My friends have stated about economic and social boycott. If any such 
thing exists, it is extremely unfortunate and it should he our duty, the duty 
of the majority community whose representati\es are sitting here, to see that 
jpconomic and social hoyoott. if any still persists, is lifted Surely it i.s not 
matter that we would like to see i>erpetuated hut I would like only to 
point out to the House that when an incident like this does take place and .V 
l^en the feelings are exasperated bv what may he called revengefulness 
yyt’k follows in its wake, it is very difficult to expect that everybody should 
pWttediately become a iiiint. In Calcutta Sir, is Dr. Syamaprasad 
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Mookerjee aware that the Hindu merchants of Amratala have boycotted the 
Muslim cart-owners although from time immemorial they have been 
permitted to shift goods from one place to another.'^ They have instead^ 
brought in Hindu cartmen. Is he aware also that when the MusliiA*! 
merchants in Jaganiuith (ihat wanted to give custom to these Muslim 
owners, they were t)revented by the Hindu cartmen Hut until now 
ha> been iiu riot over this. As he asks me to ^ee that economic and social 
boycott is lifted from Xoakhali ami Tippera, I would also at the same tint®, 
request him to "ce that the economic and .social luncott against the Muajiiha' 
i- lifted from (’alcutta. (Dk. \i> Mookkimkk: Have not the , 

Muslims behaved eipially in C'alcutta!') Where has social and eeonofnin' 
boycott been carried out by the Muslims in (hilcutta? The Muslim 
merchants are giving their goods to the Hindu eartmen. Where have the 
Muslim mill-owners thrown out their Hindu emplovt‘es y Do you want to 
hear where the Hindu mill-owners have thrown ou< Muslim employees^ 

I liope \ou will not exasperate im* lurther. because this is a matter wdiieh 
has to b(‘ dealt with (’ulmly and coolly. We are tr\iug to do our level best 
for those u^fortlluate^ who have suffered on aeccmnt of these ('ommiimii 
ineideiits.

8UHRAWARDY: I veril> believe that the 
dtuation in Tip])era and Noakhali has assumed normal proportions and that 
the refugees now have no justification whatsoever for staying out. I know 
that there are still camps maintained, for instance, at Sealdah. Camps or 
Institutions are there for the puifM)se of giving relief to those who are not 
&ven forthcoming. At the present moment there are institutions that thrive 
on relief work and they would like this relief to go on so that they mav 
be able to say “we are still continuing to give lelief”. What is the 
purpose underlying it, it is not for me to say.

Sir, the subject-matter undei discussion is important ber>ause the sr.ciety 
in A\hich these criminals live mu>t take lesponsildlity foi tliem. Jn order 
to make these ciiminals e-ood citizens, tlie society must arian^n* lor the 
detention or imprisonment, whatever \ou ina\ sa\‘, in sucli a wav that they 
receive jirojier treatment as a patient receives treatment and as a schoiil 
teacher i.rine-s up the childi’en ot tlie soil so that they mav become miod 
citizens and help in social welfare. In that li|rht. Sir. tin* \ 0 ‘io]e subject has 
got to be ap])i’oached. 


Sir. we have seen reports of different Jail CiKjuirv Committees, but I 
aril afraid, the recommendations made tlierein have not lieeii given effect to. 
A\ lp\ does it happen I'' Jt liapjiens because (he (jovernrnent — whichever 
(ioyernment may ]>e in power — has got rm olijective in thi.s regard. The 
objective of treating criminals of the society must be reformative. It has 
been agreed by all that the aim.s of jail administration must be the preven- 
tion of further crimes as well as restoration of criminals to society \yith 
reformed character. In this regard it has been suggested that the District 
Jails must be reduced and more Central Jails must be created so that these 
prisoners may be lodged in one jail in greater numbers and they may receive 
proper treatment from the jail authoritie.s, but that has not been done. 


Sir, the subject upon which^I would like to lay special emphasis is that 
there is no proper arrangement for rehabilitating the.se prisoners in society 
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aOd al*»o no proper care and arrangement for improving the jail industries 
which may have two-fold effects upon society—the first efflct is to increase 
production and the second effect upon the prisoners themselves. 

It has been said that a large amount of money is necessary to give effect 
to the proposals made in different reports. But I can say from the reports 
on Jails in England and Wales that they have made experiments and found 
that the expenditure made in this regard really adds to the revenue. Here 
the prisoners who remain in jails feel that their labour is lost and the money 
that is incurred on feeding them and clothing them is wasted. 

It has been said that in this matter much has got to be done. P^xpeit 
superintendents should be appointed but this has been disregarded. AVe 
have seen experts reviewing cases, but there are no experts as Superintend- 
ents of Jails in order to bring such effect upon the criminals which is called 
humanising effect. In this regard I would like to remind the Ministry that 
whatever money is spent, everything will go in vain if tliey do not work 
out the whole scheme in a proper w-ay. Dehunmnising effect is the effect 
of the present policy of (Toverninent and it is reflecte«l in the whole adminis- 
tration and particularly in the jail administration. 

Sir, w’ith these words, I commend my motion to the acceptance of the 
House. 

Mr. BAplUZZAMAN MUHAMMAD ILIA8; Sir, 1 would not have 
taken part in the discussion today had India been a hapi)y country. I find 
that jails are treated here a.s places for jninishmeiit ami not as reformatory 
institutions. But the r)l)iect of the jails should he to reform the character 
of the prisoners so tliut they may come out of the jails with good character 
they may be some asset to the society. 

Sir, the condition of the present /ir/yaf is so deplorable that it beggars 
description. I wdll refer particularly to one case which has happened at 
Bogra. On the 2(ith January, 11147, in the of the B(>gra Sadar tharui 
one Muhammad Asaruddin Sarkar who was arrested on the alleged offence 
of stealing a cow' was found dead hanging with liis r/Z/o// clinging to tlie w'all 
from the middle cross of the wind(>w situated at a height of 7 ieet 4 inches 
from the floor. From this, it is pre.sumed that it may be that during the 
extortion of confession, this unfortunate man died or was about to die when 
he might have been hanged by the police in charge of the thana on that 
night. 1 do not know whether the Hon’ble Minister in charge has got this 
report from the thilna as yet. I do not also know what-^is the result of the 
post-mortem examination. 

Sir, in this connection it. may be noted that the present (’ivil Surgeon 
fUid the Assistant Surgeon of the Bogra (toverninent Hospital and also the 
Superintendent of Police and most of the officers in charge and Sub- 
Inspectors of Bogra are coming from a community which is always adverse 
to the Muslim interests and the Muslim community. 4n the Jails Depart- 
ment also I find that the officers come from one major dominant community 
who ui'c dominating the administration in Bengal, that is, the Hindu 
community. They are not treating the Muslim prisoners very well and 1 
suggest that the officers should be recruited in such a large number from 
Hm? Muslim community that the Muslim prisoners may get sufficient redress 
dt ^eir grievance.s from these officers. I will say particularly that in 
Ifoakhali and Tippera there are so many Muslim prisoners, but it is now 
reported and I have received so many Reports that they are getting so 
deplorattle treatment, tio malicious treatment that I cannot describe it. So, 
in order to pay attention to the condition of the prisoners in Noakhali and 
Tippera, Government must be alert. 

Sir, the reformatory rules which are there on paper are not being enforced 
in the jails. Tliere is no arrangement for moral and economic, teaching to 
the pliaOAera by the offic^*^ T ihi> £2nvAmini>nt sfinnld 
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make ii a point to make arrangements for all these things so that the 
prisoners, when they come out of the prisons and jails, will be an asset io 
the society. 

In the appointment of warders also I find that injustice is always done 
to the Muslims. There are non-Bengalee warders who do not feel |or tlie 
Bengalee prisoners. There can be no denying the fact that the treater 
number of prisoners come from the Muslim community and to feel for the 
Muslims and to raise the status of the Muslims to do some good to the 
Muslim community, it is essential that the majority of the warders and 
otficers in the Jails Department should be Muslim. I hope. Sir, that 
Government will henceforth try to investigate info the matter which I 
mentioned just now about the incident at Bogra htijaf, so that redress may 
be given to the prisoners and to the arrested persons. Sir, it is most 
unfortunate that the man to whom I referred was not a convicted person or 
at any time convicted. He was a very good man whom 1 know very well. 
He comes from a village an<l a thana and 1 found tliat the police tooK 

(At this stage the member having reached tlie time-limit resumed his 
seat.) 

HU8AN ARA BEGUM: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 would draw tlie pointed 
attention of the Hon'ble Minister to the condition of women prisoners ii\ 
the Presidency of Bengal, especially in (alciitta. The ijnestion is a v^ery 
serious one. At first we thought that there will he no necessity for a 
separate jail for women prisoners ami they may be ke))t in the same jail as 
men prisoners. But now things are changing and therefore it is necessary 
for having women prisoners in a separate jail. During my t(»ur in Lahoro 
and other jiarts of the Punjab last month 1 found that they havt‘ a special 
jail for women in l.ahore, and they have a Siijieriiitendent , an Assistant 
Superintendent, Jailors — all are women, and everything is managed by 
women. Sir, 1 will not take mucli time of the Hou.se, hut my <mly grievance 
is this. I ask the Hon’ble Minister to he good enough to make provision 
fur a special jail tor women and to see that it is managed hv those wjio have 
the interest id women at heart. At the present moment, there are not only 
women of the ordinary class who are going to jail hut tht*re are w’omen of 
good position — I may say, ladie.s — who are going to jail,' as circumstanceH 
are changing. Therefore I request the Hon’hlt* Minister to he good enough 
to see that some special provision is made lor this jmrpose. The Hon’hlo 
Minister w'ill please set apart a special sum for maintenance and establish- 
ment of a part of the jail for these women. Sir, 1 do not wish to say any- 
thing more. 1 hope tliis jirohlem will be solved. 

The Hon’ble Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, with regard 
to the question of providing a separate jail for female prisoners, 1 would 
like to place these tacts before the Hou.se. (’hapter XXIX ot the Jail Code, 
Volume I, provides for the accommodation of female prisoners. According 
to rule 94o of the Jail Code “female prisoners shall be rigidly secluded from 
the male prisoners, and the under-trial femajes shall, if possible, be kept 
apart from the convicts. The female w’ard shall be so situated as not to be 
overlooked by any part of the male jail; and there shall be a separate hospital 
for sick female prisoners within or directly adjoining the female enclosure.^* 
According to Jail Code rule 940 “In the female division of everv jail the^ 
shall be a block of cells sufficient in number for use as punishment cem 
"and to afford separate accommodation for female undertrial prisoners.^ 
Jail Code rule 948 lays down: “when there is only one female prisoner iu 
the female ward and there is no female warder, the Superintendent shall 
arrange to allow a female friend to visit the prisoner and live with her in 
the jail. If the female prisoner has no friend who will stay with her, the 
Sopeiintendent shall entertain a female as an extra warder to keep, her 
company in "anticipation of the^Inspector-GeneraTs sanction.” 
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Now, Sir as far as my infonnation goes, all these rules are strictly 
followed. (Mr. Manoeanjan Dhae; Question. Not at all. Nowhere.) 
If you say '‘nowhere” 1 will place further facts before you. In every jail, 

“in every district (Mr. Manoranjan Dhae: We speak from experience.) 

The honourable member who moved this motion should admit that there 
is a separate ward. (Mr. Manoranjan Dhae: Nothing beyond that.) In 
every (*entral jail or district jail, especially in Berhampore jail and Malda 
sub-jail, there is accommodation for female under-trials and convicts. 
fMr. Manoeanjan Diiar : Have you visited any jailr^ See for yourself 
first.) Sir, I would request the honourable members of tlie Opposition, if 
they think that these tacts which I have placed before them are not correct, — 
they may bring them to my notice with specific instances, so that I can go 
intf) the question and consider its merits and demerits accordingly. As to 
the question whether it is desirable to have a separate jail 1 would like to 
have the advice of this House. I would however like to ]>oint out one 
difficulty. In last March there were only 57 female jirisoners in the whole 
province. If you want to have a separate jail, it means it will have to be 
centralised at a particular ])lace. The question is whether it is desirable 
to remove the female prisoners from their own districts, from the neighbour- 
hood of their districts and send them there. That is a point on wliich I 
would like to have the advice of the House. If it is possible, as I intend 
to do later on, to meet the members of the Ojqiosition in conference, I would 
then like to have their advice a.s .to whether there should be a separate jail 
or not. 

With regard to putting political prisoners in one special class, here as 
a mutter of fact tlie classification is done according to the station of life 
which a prisoner holds. (Mr. M.anoranjan Diiar: Nowhere is it observed?) 
It is strictly followed according to the station of life. Now, Sir, there are 
three classes tor the convict s, namely, classes 1 and 2 for })ersons who have 
come from families having a liigher standard of living than ordinarv prisoners. 
Division III prisoners are .those who come from the ordinary (*la>s of society. 
There is no special class for political prisoners. It you want that there 
should be a separate clas.s for political prisoners altliouph these prisoners 
may eoim* from the same families having the same standard of living as the 
ordinary class of society has, then I think it is not desirable 

Mr. MANOR ANJAN DHARS But the fact is that jiersons of a liigher 
status in societs are not receiving proper classification. I can give concrete 
instances. 

Mr. SPEAKER. I should point out that it is not proper to make running 
comments in the midst of a speech. If you do not approve any statement, 
you can express your feeling by simjdy saying “(juestion" or something 
like that. The jiarliamentary ])ractiee is to question but there should not 
be arguments and counterarguments in the midst of a speech. 

The Hon’bla Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: Sir, Government is not prepared 
to make a distinction between political prisoners and other prisoners. But 
Government is prepared to distinguish prisoners on the basis of their social 
status, education, habit of life and such other things. That is the principle 
that Government has accepted, and on that basis the Jail Code has been 
framed. If, however, any honourable member can bring to my notice that 
in a particular case the rules have not been followed, I can assure you that 
the matter will be enquired into and rectified. 

With regard to cut motion No.- 8 regarding revision of the Jail Code I 
should inform the House that the object of the Jail administration i.s to 
reform the criminals, to train them in \iseful crafts to enable them to earn 
an honest living after leaving the jail and to provide for adequate arrange- 
ments for after-care. The Jail Code has been framed with a view to give 
effeot to all these things. Now the question may arise if the Jail Code has 
met the intentions of tne Government. If the provisions have not met the 
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intentions of Government then what I propose is the same thing on which 
the Opposition has laid so much emphasis, namely, the revision of the Jail 
Code. What I would do is to call a conference of the members of the 
different parties of this House and invite suggestions from them regarding 
the revision of the Jail Code. If I find that their requests are reasonable 
and meet the very purposes for which the Jail Code lias been framed, then 
I would revise the Jail Code accordingly. 

Now, I come to the question of mosquito nets. Tlie objections to the 
supply of mo>quito nets to division 111 prisoners are mainly the.se: they 
obstruct tlie guards from watching the prisoners in barracks and as such 
increase vices amongst the prisoners behind the screen of the mosquito nets. 
Therefore what 1 propose to do is to make an experiment with the spray of 
D.D.T. That experiment lias been un<lertaken in the Presidency Jail and 
has proved successful. I am of opinion that that would be more effective 
and more economical and that would also safeguard the sanitary condition 
of the jails. That is the reason why we have introduced spraying with 
D.D.T. in the Presidency Jail and I intend to introduce tlie same in all the 
jails of Bengal. 

With regard to food, clothing, bedding, accommodation, medical aid and 
treatment of jail officers and warders, so far as tlie (juestion of f<)od, clothing 
and bedding are concerned, my information is that not only has there been 
no comiilaint from the jail officials or the prisoners themselves, but there 
have even been very tew complaints about these things from the non-official 
jail visitors, some of whom hapjien to be the members of the Opjiosition. 1 
have not heard of comjilaints made even by them with regard to lood, cloth- 
ing and bedding. 

As reganls accommodation wc have taken in liand a jirogramme for 
extending jail accommodation and we will <'arry (hem out within five or ten 
\ears. With regard to medical aid T tliink .suflicieiit medical aid is avail- 
able in every jail and it an\nne cun l»ring to my notice that sufficient medical 
aid is not available I shall enquire into the question and make arrangement 
for adecjuate medical treatment of prisoners. 

With regard to the (question of treatment meted out bv Jail Warders 
towards under-trial nrisoiiers 1 would reijiiest the hoiiouralile members to 
bring to my notice all siicli instances so that I can eiKiuirc into them. And 
I can assure the House that a<le<juate punishment will i>e given to those 
who will be found guilty of any inhuman treatment. Then a (jueHtioii lias 
been raised tliat under-trial prisoners are forced to work. That is not 
correct. The real po.sition is that they themselves reijuire in their own 
interest some work for one hour in the morning and for one liour in the 
evening. They theimselves want that they should he given some work and 
accordingly they are allowed to work in any calling or trade which they like 
to choose with the approval of the Superintendent. (A member from the 
Opposition: They get half diet if they do not work and full diet if they 
work.) 

A point has been raised regarding the promotion of European warders 
as jailors superseding the claims of Indian jailors. I will take this ques- 
tion up and I hope I shall be able to remove the grievances, if any, of the 
Indian jailors. 

I may tell the honourable members that if any breach of rules comes to 
their notice ,'thev mav bring it to mv notice and 1 will do mv best to rectify 
it. ’ 

Now a question has been raised by Mr. Ilia.s about the detention of under- 
trial prisoners in hajai. I do not know whether it was in a police hajat 
or in a jail hajat. If it was in the jail hajat I assure him it will be enquired 
into and if his allegations are^found to be true, I can assure him that the 
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<^aie will be severely dealt with (A membee feom the Opposition: 

What aboijt the abolition of the ghanif) Yes, I can make this announce- 
ment that I have decided to abolish the ghani as a sort of punishment in the 
jails 

Mr. SURE8H CHANDRA DAS GUPTA; What about the supply of 
mustard oil in jails? 

The Hon’ble Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN; Mustard oil for jails will be 
supplied by the crushing of mustard seeds by power motor in jails. Such 
oil will be produced in two or three jails and they will be distributed lo 
ditferent jails according to requirements. Now, with regard to the prisoners 
of Noakhali and Tippera I can (tell you that all the grievances of the 
prisoners have been removed and their grievances were not many. I 
myself visited the Noakhali Jail and Mr. Mafizuddin Ahmed, Chief Whip, 
visited several times the Comilla Jail and aU grievances that were brought 
to our notice were personally enquired into and removed. 

Sir, with these words I oppose all the cut motions. 

The motion of Miss Bina Das that the demand of Rs. 98, 49, 000 for 
expenditure under the head “28 — .Jails and Convict Settlements^’ be reduced 
by Rs.lOO was then put and lost.

29— Police. 

The Hon’blo Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Sir. on the recommendation of 
His Excellency the Governor, I beg to move with your permission, that a 
sum of Ra.4,o7,59,(H)0 be granted for expenditure under the head “29 — 
Police”. 

Mr. SATIS CHANDRA CHAKRAVARTI; Mr. Speaker, Sir, I rise Jo 
move that the demand of R8.4,57,59,(KK) for expenditure under the head 
“29 — Police” be reduced by Rs.lOO. The reason for moving this motion is 
to raise a discussion about corruption, nepotism, bribery and inefficiency 
of the department particularly in tn^ matter of Calcutta riots, Dacca, Chitta- 
gong, Comilla and Noakhali hooliganism. 

Sir, tbe omissions and commissions of the department are too numerous 
to be dealt with within the time-limit allowed. But I feel I must voice .the 
opinion of a large section of people regarding the Police adminis^tion of 
our province. It is an established fact that due to commim^ Ministry in 
office the whole . administration, specially the Police administration, has 
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vitiated to a degree with grave cons^uences. Sir, in coming to the recruit- 
ment side of it, minimum efficiency is being considered suitaole for the sake 
of communal ratio or party patronage. !^garding promotion, senior and 
efficient men are being transferred to office duties or other unimportant 
positions and are being replaced by junior and inexperienced men from 
subordinate positions as officiating hands with a view to occupying the key 
posts in the service. Tliese are l)eing done with a settled plan and a definite 
object in view. 

A large number of Peshawaris have been and are being recruited in the 
Armed Branch of the Force to the detriment of the interests of the men of 
the province. We have got conclusive proofs that most communally minded 
of the officers have been or are being posted in many important stations and 
they are carrying on propaganda on behalf of the League with impunity. 

Coining to the efficiency of the staff, it is a well-known fact that the 
entire force is corrupt and inefficient and cannot be depended (Ui in times of 
need. 1 do not wish to narrate the part played by the Police Commissioner 
of Calcutta or his chief, the HonMde Minister in charge during the Direct 
Action Days. During those fateful days Calcutta people witnessed the total 
absence of the police force from the scene. It seemed that they had been 
previously locked up in barracks lest they .should interfere with the Direct 
Action programmes of the Pakistani Faxtj, The few that had been out did 
not try to save any person or property and were mt*re sjyectators of the 
horrible carnage anti devastation. 

In the Bengal Council the Hon’ble Chief Minister blamed the Commis- 
sioner of Police and in the Enquiry ComniLssion the Calcutta Police (bm- 
missioner ascribetl his inaction to the interference by the Hon’ble Minister 
and his comrades of the League. The public however believe that both the 
police and the League arrived at some understanding beforehand regarding 
the affair. It is no secret today that many police officers, not so highly 
placed, informed their superiors a few days before the Direct Action Day 
what the supporters of the League at Kalabagan, Rajabazar, Maniktolla, 
Beckbagan, Kidderpore and Mominpore area were about. But the police 
authorities treated these informations with supev-indift’erence. The Superin- 
tendent of Police in the district of Noakhali was informed of the prepara- 
tions that the hooligans were making there but he did not take any action. 

As a matter of fact the horrible happenings at Keranigan j area in Dacca 
town could not have taken place if Mr. Taylor, the Inspector-General of 
Police, who was holding a conference within an arrow sliot distance from 
the scene of arson, loot and carnage, had tried to check the activity of the ^ 
mob. But for the indulgence of the police, the motor boat carrying weapons 
for the crusaders could not have started from Ahsan Manzil Ghat. Many 
believe that the European officers of the Police Department made some 
unholy alliance with the General Officer Commanding the Pakistani Fauj, 
to teach the Hindus^ of Bengal a lesson. Ma^y believe that even some of 
the Bara Sah^hn of Clive Street had previous ideas of what the Direct Action 
programme would be like. The inefficiency of the staff is demonstrated by 
the police firings in so many districts of Bengal in recent times. They 
bungle, they mismanage, they allow the situation to grow worse and then 
resorl to firing and take the credit of handling a grave situation. There 
is a story current that Mr. Warren Hasting.s was blessed with the words 
“May God make you a Daroga“. It is a fact that even in our days if any- 
body secures a job in the Police Department he thinks his future assured — 
it is all milk and honey. 

It is no exaggeration to say that .suspects in police lock-ups generally 
live in veritable hell. There is no sanitary arrangements in these lock-ups 
including the best in the Province — the Lalbazar lock-up. The blanket 
supplied is dirty to the extreme. An e<}uallv dirty mug serves the double 
purpose of drinking and washing. The food supplied in these lock-ups 
Deggars description. Humanity and geutlemanliness are totally absent. 
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Improvement was expected after the Ministiy was placed in charge of 
Police administration. But as the Minister in charge had to be otherwise 
busy with Party programmes he could not possibly find any time to attend 
to the necessary refonns. 

The whole Police administration stands condemned before the bar of 
public opinion. There is no security of life and property. It has miserably 
failed to check the hooligans and goonda elements of the society. It has 
failed to check dacoities or river dacoities. But it has acquired a notoriety 
for firing upon unarmed innocent students and simple peasants. 

Sir, with these few words I commend my motion to .the acceptance of the 
House. 

Dr. 8URE8H CHANDRA BANERJEE: Mr. Speaker. Sir, I beg to 
move that the demand of Rs.4,57,59,0()0 for expenditure under the head 
“29 — Police” be reduced by Its. 100. I move this to raise a discussion about 
the oppression of the {Calcutta Traffic Police on the bus drivers of Calcutta. 
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Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: Sir^ may I on behalf of my honourable 
friend Mr. Narendra Singh Singhi move motions Nos. 123 and 125 P 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: Sir. I be^ to move that the demand of 
Ra. 4, 57, 59, 000 for expenditure under the head “29 — Police” be reduced by 
Ra.lOO. I move this to raise a discussion about ineihciency and communa- 
liam in Police administration. 

I also beg to move that the demand of Rs.4, 57 .59,000 for expenditure 
under the head “29 — Police” be reduced by Rs.lOO. I move this to raise 
a discussion about Calcutta Police. 

Sir, on Monday lust our young Finance Minister had roused our enthusiasm 
by assuring us that the stigma that we are not a martial race was not only 
unfair and unjust but should not be allowed to continue to be fastened on 
to us. Yet when it is a tjuestion of recruiting armed police in CalcAitta, hia 
Government sends post haste two senior Ptilice othcers to the Punjab to 
recruit a few hundred armed constables from amongst the members of a 
particular community of that province, (an you. Sir, explain this obvious 
contradiction between practice and profession P Why should again there 
be any special relaxation of the Communal Ratio Rules in respect of these 
appointments P Are Reiigalis, Sir, wliether they are Hindus or Muslims, 
not coiTjj>etent t(> work as armed constables in ('alcuttaP Have the armed 
poli(‘e been always recruited from a ])articular community of the Punjab? 
1 would ask the Chief Minister to seriously and dispassionately consider this 
position against the background of the recent tragic hap])enings. Does he 
or does he not ccmsider that such a policy can have no other possible effect 
than to arouse the deepest anxiety and the most seric>UH misgivings in the 
minds of member.s ot tlic minority community P Even if liis intentions 
were completely above hoard, whieh 1 doubt very much, can he reasonably 
ex])ect tin* mem])ers of tin* minority community in view of wliat has recently 
]iaj)j)ened to place any credence to bis professed hona Utiless the 

Government were anxious to foment couimunal tension ami distrust, I see no 
logic in the pursuit h\ them of such a deliberately provocative ])olicv. 

I would like in the second place to speak something about tiie Police 
Sergeants. As tar as I know, there is no law or rule debarring members of 
other communities trom being recruited as sergeants. Practice and conven- 
tion alone are responsible for making these appointimuits a monopoly 
preserve for Anglo-Indians and Europeans. Again although they are noC 
better qualified, nor are they given any more resjxmsihh' wnrk than Sub- 
In.spectors, their salaries are very much higher. Will the Chief Minister 
kindly explain why (fovernment have mit implemented the recommendation 
of the Hughes Committee for incorporating the sergeants in tlie cadre of 
Sub-Inspectors and also why they are given monopoly of certain types of 
work and certain departments like the Motor Vehicles Department P 

In the third place I would like to draw your attention to certain change 
that has been brought about some time ago in tlie Police administration of 
Calcutta. Formerly important thanas were under the (diarge of Inspectors 
and the less important tlianas under the charge of experienced Sub-Inspectors. 
Recently all the thanas have been placed practically under the charge of 
Sub-Inspectors. I appreciate that this has been done to enable Muslims to 
be placed in charge of these thanas. But at the same time duality of 
control has been introduced by organising a .separate department manned 
by D. 0.1.1? who have been given certain functions whicli previously vested 
in the thana officers. 

Sir, time will not pennit me to fully explain the changes. But I under- 
stand that the introduction of this change has been responsible not only for 
constant friction between the two types of officers but also for much less 
efficient service being rendereil to the public. Will the Chief Minister kindly 
examine the matter and remedy any defect that may be revealed? 
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Finally, Sir, I should like to bring to your ngtice a very important 
matter, namely, the communal composition of the Police Force "in Calcutta. 
Both the Deputy Commissioners of North Town and Suburbs and the South 
Town and Suburbs are today Muslims. (A voice from the Coalition 
BENCHES ; !) May be. Of the four Additional Commissioners 

of Pr)lice who deal principally with law and order, two are Hindus and two 
are Muslims. The majority of the thana officers are Muslims. And all 
Ithis in a city where the Muslim population is about 24 per cent. In normal 
times nobody would have bothered about tliis. I understand that both the 
District Deputy Commissioners for the past six years in Calcutta have been 
Muslims, but no complaint had ever been made by any Hindu on that score. 
It is only after the recent riots when the flagrantly communal predelictions 
of Police officers became patent that there has been an insistent demand by 
the Hindu public for a change in the communal composition of the police 
officers in Calcutta. Numerous complaints, I understand, have been made 
against both the Deputy Commissioners but no action has been taken. The 
Chief Minister, in respect of the Deputy Commissioner, South, promised in 
another context to make an enquiry. We do not know if that enquiry has 
been made, and if so, with what result. Sir, the* demand that has been put 
forward by the Hindus, 1 think, is quite legitimate unless the Government 
were to argue that it is the policy of the Government that the majority of 
police officers in a locality should belong to the community which is 
represented by the minority. If that is so, then that should be made 
applicable to tlie whole of Bengal and should apply to Noakhali, Tippera, 
Chittagong, Dacca and such other districts. 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: It does. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: But unfortunately tliat has not been 
done. The policy of the Government is “Heads 1 win, tail> you lose”. I 
wonder if the Chief Minister has ever been struck by the extreme 
incongruities of the political and administrative condition in Bengal where 
the majority community is not ashamed to ask and secure tor itself on the 
strength of its inflated majority special privileges and safeguards and where 
laws are manufactured by the dozen to strangle the minority community. 
I wonder whether the Chief Minister has again been struck by the obvious 
hypocrisy of the Government policy as represented, in spite of all that he 
has said, by his attitude in regard to the Bihar refugees on the one hand 
and Noakhali and Tippera riot victims on the other. We are thankful to 
the Chief Minister — we have been reduced to such a strait that we are grate- 
ful for even small mercies — for his recent conciliatory public statements. 
Unfortunately, in the supercharged political and communal atmosphere 

E revailing in the Province, mere wonts cut no ice. Do I have to tell the 
[on’ble the Chief Minister that one single deed untarnished by the virus of 
oommunalism will do more to carry trust and confidence in the minds of the 
members of the minority community than a ton of soothing and sugar-coated 
words f 

Mr. A. F. STARK: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I beg to move that the demand 
of Rs.4,57,59,000 for expenditure under the head “29 — Police” be reduced 
by Ra.lOO. In moving this I want to raise u discussion about the necessity 
for a .substantial increase in the strength and equipment of the police force. 

Sir, we are moving this cut motidli because we do not consider that the 
police estimates adequately reflect the needs of this Province. We have 
said the same thing on mauv pevious occasions, but the whole question of 
the strength and capacity ot the imlice force has Wome of such vital 
importahce that we feel it necessary to strevss our views by cut motion. Jt 
is fundamental that there can be no development in this province unless 
law and order is maintained. The maintenance of peaceful conditions is 
the basis on which all our plans for increasing the standard of living of the 
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people of this province depend. Without law and order neither agri- 
culture nor industry nor trade can prosper. The Hon’ble the Finance 
Minister emphasized in his budget speecu that our financial stability and 
our revenues in the current year were dependent on the maintenance of 
peaceful conditions. These facts have, we know, been recognised by the 
Hon’ble the Chief Minister in a number of recent statements. In his 
reply to the no-confidence debate in September hist he stressed the inade- 
quacy of the police forces in Calcutta and warned this House that consider- 
able additional police expenditure would lie necessary. In recent state- 
ments he has described the wave of lawlessness which has broken out in 
different parts of the province and has reiterated his determination to 
maintain law and order. In view of these statements it is astonishing that 
the police estimates do not disclose any substantial new proposals for 
increasing the strength and eciuipment of the police forces. It is true that 
last year substantial additional expenditure was imduded in the budget 
estimates for the current year and was voted by this House, hut this was 
before the terrible events in Calcutta, Noakhali and Tippera, and it was 
before the Chief Minister stated that considerable additional police 
expenditure would be necessary. In the revi.sed estimates for the current 
year the only additional expenditure is an increase of eight lakhs in the 
ordinary expenditure and an increase of llA lakhs in devidopment 
expenditure. For the coming year the increase in the total estimate is due 
to the fact that Government has been unable to recover from the Government 
of India the anticipated contributions towyirds the expenditure on police. 
The plain fact which has emerged from the events of the past year is that 
the police forces for Calcutta and Bengal are only adequate to deal with 
normal circumstances. In the event of any serious outbreak of disorder 
they are dependent on military assistance. This is a dangerous j>osition as 
military assistance at least in its present form may not be much longer 
available and it behoves us to see that our police forces are. as far as possible, 
able -to stand on their own feet. The tact that our police forces are only 
adequate to deal with normal circumstances would not be a cause of serious 

concern it there was a reasonable prospect of normal conditions ])revailing 

in the province. It is clear, however, that for a period of years we must 
be prepared for abnormal circumstances. In fart, the Hon’ble Ghief 
Minister has himself told the Htuise that there is a wave of lawlessness 
breaking out into violence and open defiance of authority in different j)arts 
of the province. The fundamental weakness, in our opinion, of our poli(;e 
forces is the ineffectiveness of the ordinary unarmed thana police in any 
emergency. The thana police are not trained or e(|uipi>pd t(» deal with dis- 
orders and when an emergency occurs, they are, for all practiiail purposes, 
withdrawn from action. Yet these thana police are the men on the spot 

with first-hand knowledge of the situation and with knowledge of local 

conditions. They should be the front line of any acticm tf» maintain law 
and order. The unarmed force of the Calcutta lV)lice consists, I believe, 
of nearly 8,000 men* and the unarmed force of the Bengal Police of nearly 
26,000 men. We are spending a considerable sum of money on this force 
but I doubt whether anyone considers that we are getting real value for our 
money. It is .surely wrong and exceedingly wasteful that this force should 
be of no practical use wdien disturbances occur. It would not surely require 
heavy expenditure to raise the standard of training and equipment of this 
force so as to enable it to be of practical use in dealing w^ith disorders. 
What we would like to see is an immediate Government decision to go in 
for intensive’ training of the unarmed forces. e appreciate that police 
training facilities in the province are at present very limited. What we 
suggest is that Government recruit special and highly qualified police officers 
from other parts of India, and outside India if n€K;es.sury, who will open 
training camps in different part.s of the province and carry through a course 
of intensive training for th^ unarmed forces. A substantial initial 
expenditure on equipment will be necessary, but the recurring liability 
should not be heavy. It will also be necessary to increase the strength of 
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the thana police which, for an average district thana covering an area of 
many, square miles, I believe, may only still consist of one sub-inspector, 
one assistant sub-inspector and 6 to 10 men. The armed reserve force 
should be maintained as a reserve to supplement the thana police who will 
form the front line of the striking force. The reserve force, if it is to l)e 
effective, must be highly mobile, must be stationed at strategic points 
throughout the Province, and must be equipped with modern weapons and 
with wireless communications. A great deal has been done in the past year 
to improve the mobility and equipment of the armed reserve forces, and 1 
woultl like to pay tribute to the hard work done by the Heads of the two 
police forces and the Hon’ble Chief Minister himself in very difficult 
circumstances. But in our opinion, a good deal still remains to be done 
before this force wdll be able to give timely assistance in remote parts of 
the province. It is, in fact, only the thana forces who are able to take 
immediate action and, in our opinion, (xovernment must concentrate on 
training and equipping the ordinary thana police to meet any emergency. 
The policeman on the spot must be converted into an all-w’eather and all- 
purpose policeman. The position with regard to the ordinary police duties 
of prevention and investigation of crime is equally unsatisfactory. There 
has been a serious increase in the number of thefts, robberies and dacoities, 
and the record of the police both in prevention and detection has been tar 
from satisfactory. This aspect w'us stressecl by the Howlands (’omniittee 
who expressed the view that the staff for criminal investigation and the 
stuff for prosecution of offenders is inade(piate. (iovernment does not 
appear to have taken any action with regard to these recommendations. 
The fact is that the police forces are not trained in modern methods of 
prevention and detection of crime and jiroper facilities for giving this train- 
ing do not exist in this province. There is a scheme for a detective training 
acnool which would provide this very nece.ssary training, but no j)rogress 
has apparently been made with this scheme and it is not include<l in the 
estimates for the coming year. Failure to deal with ordinary crime promot*‘s 
goondaism and unless (Iovernment wish to .see goonda raj established in 
this province they must take immediate action to secure an imi>rovement in 
the prevention and detection of ordinary crime. This all comes hack to 
raising the standard of training and eouiiunent of the thana torce. Ihc 
police constable, I repeat, should be an all-weather and an all-purpose police- 
man and not as he is at present, a fair-weather policeman with very limiteil 
uses who vanishes when there is foul w'eather. 

We hope, Sir, that the Hon’ble ('hief Minister will make a full state- 
ment of his proposals to ensure the maintenance of law and order. We 
have moved this cut motion becau.se, in our opinion, the budget estimates 
do not disclose adequate proposals to do so.

Mr.^ JYOTI BASU: Sir, I beg to move that the demand for 
R8.4 ,o 7,59,000 for expenditure under the head ‘“.^9 — Folice” be reduced bv 
Ks.lOO. 

I I move thi.s to raise a discussion about the uncalled for use of the Police 
fierce to suppress the tchhaga movement. 

Sir, it is impossible for me to relate in five minutes all the crimes 
committed by the Oovernment and its police force in Bengal during the 
last few month.s, but anyhow as you. Sir, do not wish to give me more time, 

I shall have to relate in summary at least about these atrocities of the 
police. ' The Government, as the last speaker ha.s already point^^d out, in 
guilty of breaking the law' at every point. I>uring tlie Noakhali and 
Calcutta outrages we found that Government broke the law by not allowing 
police or the police by itself not doing its duties by the citizens to protect 
their lives, honour, liberty and property. We find that this Government 
by not doing anything to build a decent standanl of life for the citizens of 
our country, of Bengal, during the post-war years have goaded the people 
on to take action by themselves for their very life and existence. We find 
that this Government has given a go-by to all decent civilised laws, This 
Government is ruling the country through Ordirtances— Ordinances by the 
dozens and of which Sir John Anderson of evil fame would be envious, and 
yet such a Government as thts talks about law and order I 1 shall not go 
into the perfidious attack of the Government o% the peaceful tramway

woii£er« and their lead^w. 1 shajl not^fo into the outran ^ttmitted by the 
G-overnment day before yesterday on the port workers wke# one man’s arm 
Wl to he amputated. I shall only refer to the simple demand of our 
kifans, the hargadan for two-thirds share of pad^ — demand which has 
been supported as far back as 1940 by the Land Kevenue Commission, but 
as soon as they make this demand, today, the jotedar elements inside the 
Muslim League supported by Mr. Suhrawardy, who is not a jotedar^ rise 
4il opposition and send all the police force that the Goveriiment is capable 
of to destroy the kisan movement, to dishonour their women, to set fire to 
the houses of these ordinary people. I should like to know, when Govern- 
ment talk about law and order, under which law, under which Ordinance, 
I should say, do they commit these outrages on the women, children and 
menfolk who are mostly villagers. I should like Mr. Suhrawardy to answer 
me under which law his police officers, his District Magistrate, Mr. Bastin, 
his officer Mr. Mazum'dar in Mymensingh — burn their homes, dishonour 
their women. Mr. Suhrawardy w'ill remember that I entreated him to go 
to this place himself, but he dared not go there. He dared not send even 
an official deputation of Muslim League M.L.A.’s, because he knows that 
his fond talks about hmn violence will be blown to the wind then. He 
knows that it will be found that jotedart and police officers have broken the 
law and not the kisans. Had the kisans wanted to break the law, as 
Mr. Suhrawardy wants to make out, had the communists taught violence to 
/the kisans, then what police force has Mr. Suhrawardy at his command even 
today that would check that? I declare here and now that there is no police 
force in Bengal today wdiich would crush this movement had we led them 
to the paths of violence. How many of the jotedars have been killed ? How 
many of their homes have been destroyed, how many women — jotedars' 
wives and sisters been dishonoured by tne.se kisans? Answer me this ques- 
tion if you can, Mr. Suhrawardy. People have been killed by the dozens and 
Sftores. Already I say 40 people have given their lives, if not more, for the 
simple demand of telmaga, I have seen tlK)Usand8 of kisans have been sent 
to prison. Your prisons are being filled up by the kisans — Hindus as well 
a$ Muslims. But I say that they have not died in vain. These people — 
Sibanim and Saminiddiu — who gave their lives by the bullets of the jotedars 
or Mr. Suhrawardy’s police, they have not died in vain, they have lighted 
a torch in the countryside which no Bastin, no Doha, no Mazumdar or no 
Ministry will be able to extinguish. That is all I can say to this Ministry. 
Tour Muslim voters will find you out. Y'esterday two or the port workers 
watched their leaders in this House. Today there are two others in this 
House. They are seeing voii. They ask me plaintively “can’t we change 
Tan’t we do anything about these Ministers? We have voted for 
them. Why do they behave in this manner?’’. There are 12,000 of port 
workers who are MusTiuis. What have you done for them? In the name 
of law and order 'Will you^go on perjwtuating such havoc on them, on the 
people of Beng al ? 

I am sorry I have no more time. I would have liked to pillory this 
Government point bv point to show its lawless acts. I would ask the 
members of the Muslim League benches not to smile. Tow time is t‘oming 
very soon. Unless they behave in a decent fashion, they will be wiped out.

SitK I beff to bring to your notice and 
mtion of the House to the tragic events 


Mr. DEtENDRA NATH SENS 

through you I want to draw tlie attention of the House to the tragic 
which occurred only dav before yesterday at Kidderpore, a ’place not very 
far from this House. On an advice from my leader and accompanied by 
Dr. Malek 1 had gone there. Therefore what I am speaking I am speaking 
from^rst«haud knowledge. The story is this. A strike of the employees 
of the port Oommissionerp is going on for about a month. The day before 
yesistdef %« leaders of the strikers were holding consultation in a 
aonr m&'wken tW noUoe proceeded there with a large number of police 
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force. 5!l& created an alam^ in the* the strikers also 

who ajqjiiSended'that their leaders were going V m arrested or something 
wrong was going to be done to their leaders. I would like to mention, Sir, 
that such meetings were being held almost every day and on no other day 
the police had gone there in such a great number and in such a pomp and 
splendour. They had no business to go in that meeti^. They should 
have known the atmosphere that was obtaining there. They should hava 
known the psychology of the masses who had been suffering for the law, 
one month oue to continuance of this strike and they should have actea 
cautiously taking all these factors into consideration. That was the initial 
mistake they ha<l committed. A rumour spread that the leaders of the 
Union had been arrested and those strikers who were sitting in their shelters 
came out. They came out not to commit any violence, not to carry on any 
procession or propaganda, but just to proceed to the union office to ascertain 
whether any of their leaders had been arrested or not. They were obstructed 
on the way by the police. That was the second mistake the police committed. 
It was their duty to explain to these people that none of their oeople.wero 
arrested or such and such persons were arrested. It was the duty of the 
police to allow the leaders of these people to proceed there and tell them 
the truth, but that was not done. ^ May I state, Sir, what the actual position 
was. One of these people was arrested by the police who had gone there 
in a lorry with armed police. That arrest excited the strikers still more. 
They grew more agitated naturally. I cannot blame these strikers for 
having come out of their shelters on receipt of the rumour that their leaders 
have been arrested. I should rather congratulate them. We should be 
proud of such men who did not like to sleep in their rooms when their 
leaders were arrested, who did not like to take any action whatsoever of 
the police lying down. It was a matter of jiride to us that they did not 
sleep in their rooms when their leaders had been arrested. I also 
congratulate them when they themselves wanted to he arrested when lheij| 
leader was arrested, and not one alone. For, they said that if their leader 
was guilty, then they also were guilty. That is u conduct on the part of 
the strikers which, as I have said, no honourable person can take any 
objection to. 

Sir, I do not know whether they committed any violence. I tried to 
find it out — both myself and Dr. Malik. We went to the police-station at 
Watgunge and wanted to hear their version. AVe had not been given any 
version. The officers of the thana were not only not communicative but 
their conduct was nothing short of an insult. We wanted a simple infor- 
mation as to how" the leaders have been arrested. And if the officers of the 
police-station could show so much discourtesy to the members of the Housei 
you can easily imagine to what extent they could be discurteous in their 
conduct and in their relations with the masses, with the strikers who are 
uneducated and who are illiterate. I cannot say whether any violence wa« 
committed by the strikers, hut whether any violence was committed or not 
the main factor that has got to he enquired into is whether the police wa» 
justified in firing upon these people, for on that occa.sion two rounds were 
fired resulting in severe injuries to twf> persons. AVe went to the hospitaL 
;to see them. One of them had already been amputated: the bullet had 
pierced into his chest which could not he extracted. I cannot say what his 
condition is tod^y. The condition of the other person is also serious. 
There Is one Mr. Seraiul Mia lying in a precarious condition in the hospital 
as a result of lathi charges. That is the position, Sir, that is the story. 
Firing was tesorted to and lathi charges were made upon the people, ^ 
we did not know what sort of violence these people were guilty of. Wm 
could not gather any news from the police officers. But as far as I have 
been able to gather' the strikers were not so mffch at fault. I addressed 
a meeting of the strikers—there were some 8(K) or 900 people. Tbey %ere 
peaceful, they wee© calm and receptive and they were willing to what- 
ever their leaders wmre going tell them. I tell the Chief Minister that

m enquiry should held iAUk these incidents add the truth ought to be 
found out and if these officers out of <their communalism or out of panic or 
out of vindictiveness had done anything wrong, had done so great injuries 
to our people, then they must be brought to book. 

With these words, Sir, I support the motion for the acceptance of the 
House. 

Mr. A. T* MAZHARUL HAQUE: Sir, as 1 stand up to speak here 
today, may I refer to the speech that I made on the Police budget last year. 
At that time we had promises that so many things would be done but in 
rbality we find that very little has been done. 

Sir, in this year’s budget we have done enough for the police: we have 
tried to increase their salary ; we have given them facility of jeep cars, the 
facility of radio sets, etc., still I think there has been no change in the out> 
look of the police. The police instead of thinking themselves as servants 
of the people, think that they are the masters of tne people, that they can 
do anything and everything with impunity, that they can fire on anybody 
or arrest anybody they like. We have strengthened the hands of the 
Government by passing several Security Acts and several Emergency Acts, 
but it is now high time that check should be put on them. I cannot but 
refer to the conduct of one police officer. The incident occurred in the 
Cossipore Refugee Camp only the other day. The Superintendent of Police 
went round the Refugee Camp and without any reUvHon whatsoever he 
assaulted the refugees, beat them mercilessly and slapped a person who 
happened to be a Government official. Sir, nothing can be more condemn- 
able than that. What does all this mean? For a respectable Police 
Superintendent claiming British nationality as his birth-right and posing 
to be an educated gentleman coming from Oxford or t'ambridge, to go 
tinned and assault an unarmed Indian official, is too much. So 1 wish that 
a thorough entjuiry should be made. It is high time that, as these British 
people are telling that they are leaving India by June 11)48, none of these 
officers should be kept in the service oi the Bengal Government. This very 
officer whose name is Mr. Adams is soon going to be placed in charge of 
police at Dacca which has earned notoriety in communal disturbances. He 
will set the communal passion ablaze if he goes to Dacca. I would request 
the Ghief Minister with all the emphasis Ithat I command not to send a man 
of Mr. Adams’ calibre to Dacca,’ because we are apprehensive from his 
conduct at the Cossipore Refugee Camp. 

Now, Sir, due to the police atrocities in Dacca, my information is that 
as many as 41 persons were shot dead. I do not know what enquiries have 
been made against such police officers, but none ot them has been brought 
to book. Then, Sir, at dead of night during the curfew one. man named 
Fazlul Huq was shot dead without any reason. He should have been arrested 
and taken to the thana, but he was arrested and shot at. This police action 
in Dacca was also justified. Not only that. There in Dacca in August, 
1943, two trains were attacked, the number of deaths were 5 and injurea 15. 
but still no single offender was brought to book. So, Sir, these are the 
samples of high-handedness of the police. 

I think as we are considering their cases very favourably about their 
equipment, about their facilities and about their service conditions', it is 
high time that they should have a change in their mental outlook towards 
the public. I do not say that firing is always unjustified. It may be that 
(there may be occasions to open fire,*but indiscriminate firing is the last thing 
that one can think about for tbe police to resort to who go by the name of 
our Government. 

Mr* SHARPIIODIN AHMAD: Mr. Speaker, Sir^ in rising to oppose 
the out motions moved by my friends on the other side, I must say £hat 
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allegatioDfl iiave been made against the polios f9r^m both sides of the House 
today and I am not here — I have not been briefed either by the police or by 
the department — to defend them. 

Mr. Stark from the other block has said rightly — and I agree with him 
and I appreciate what lie has said — about the strengthening of the police 
force and the supply of equipments. My friemls on the opposite, if they 
are patient to give me a hearing, will also agree with me that the poli^ 
forc't* should be strengthened and modern e<jiiipments should be supplied tO 
them. Mr. Stark has not made it quite clear but he has hinted that the 
British armed force in the Fort William, will not be available to us for long 
to protect us and to save us. When saying so, evidently he meant the 
recent statement of Mr. Clement Attlee made in the House of (^ommona 
regarding the future of India, I am not here to defend or prosecute any- 
body, but the fact remains that when the last riots broke out in Calcutta, 
everybody began to ask for police and military help by telephone. When* 
these things will repeat again, nobody will come from the Fort even if you 
sjyend hours over the telephone. Even this morning I have read in the news- 
papers that some (’ongress leaders asked for more police force and more 
military aid in Benares. Troubles have already started there. Nobody knows 
when the same will start where. After June, 1948, it appears, Bengal will he 
left as it stands at the present moment only witli the i)olice force and nothing 
else. So, w'liether we sit on these benches and you sit on the oi)])osite 
benches or wliether we change sides, that matters little. But the question 
is that protection will he rc(juircd. As 1 have said once more on tlie floor 
of tins House, 1 want to make it clear today also that law, order and good 
(iovernment liave to hi* maintained at all costs, no matter in whose iiunds 
the ])owt‘r lies. But the question is when tlie British force will lie with- 
drawn only Iv or Id months after, then you will l)e h‘tt to your own fatcv 
Then you require the ])olice to j>rotect yoin lives and propertii^s, to protect 
your honour and to protect you tiom all opj>ression and lawlessness. That' 
fact cannot be denied. Ht (*our.se, in Na,^ing so, 1 <lo not contend for u 
moment that there is no excess committed by the police, that there are no 
bad individual officers, that there is no misconduct on the jiart of Die 
individual police officers or })olice constahies. (’ertainly there are. 1 ih) 
not for a moment say that they should lie defended. If they are delinquent, 
if they are guilty, tiiey shouhl be brought to book by all means and under 
all circumstances under the existing law. ( ertuinly they should he punish- 
ed. I hope everyone will agree with me on that point. In this connection 
I may refer to the question that was raised just a minute ago about the 
excesses committed by the Sujierintendeiit of l*olire, Mr. Adams r»f Burdwan. 
That has appeared in the Mornni(j Xcu'S of today. A report has aiipeared 
in the newspaper in the name of Mr. Ahul Husliem, a member of this House 
and Secretary of the Bengal Provincial Muslim League, about the oppressions 
committed by the Superintendent of Police of Burdwan, Mr. Adams. If it 
is a fact, certainly it must he condemned and an enquiry must he made 
and he must he brought to hook. If it is a facj, he has brought slur on the 
British nationals not only in India but in England as uell. 

Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED KHONDKAR: Sir, I am taking my stand 
simply to draw the attention of the Hon’ble tlie Chief Minister to a feature 
of rural Bengal, namely, the uncertainty of life and property prevailing 
there. Thefts, robberies, burglaries, dacoities witli murders are a daily 
occurrance both in river and on land. The thana staff is not only ineflScient 
but under-manned to cope wdth the work. General lawlessness, disorder 
and the general tendency for agitation from all quarters have increased the 
duties of the thana .staff. The location of thanas is unsatisfactory. In 
different parts they are situated in such a way that the main areas ol their 
jurisdiction are away from the touch with the thana. There are no outposts 
to look to. I therefore draw the attention of the Home Minister to increase 
the thana staff at once at least by double with eflficient men.

If location of thanas shonld be aimed at of permanent oni- 

— both in river and on land; should start immediately at least with 
ooitsub-inspector, or« assistant sub-inspector and constables. Xhere is the 
pr^ice that whenever necessary the Subdivisional Officer requisitions armed 

f ibce from district headquarters; this takes time for the party to come in. 
would draw the attention of the Home Minister to the fact that in these 


days of agitation and lawlessness a detachment of armed police should be 
stationed at subdivisional headquarters to be at the beck and call of the 
Subdivisional Officer, under an anned inspector. 


There is a system of rural policing maintained by union boards. They 
maintain duffadars, and chaukidars. But I submit, Sir, they are disgrace- 
fully low paid, so low paid that it is not worthy of mention in this House. 
They are not trained people ; they have to attend to other duties for their 
daily square meals. In addition to policing duties they have to discharge 
•other municipal duties, viz., serving of summons, collecting of reports of 
death and birth, as well as of epidemic. Sir, these inefficient, untrained and 
low-paid chaukidars and datfadars cannot discharge their duties well. Here, 
Sir, there is a preferential treatment between urban population and rural 
population. Government should abolish this system and mete out equal 
treatment to urban population and rural population. Sir, in this metropolis 
people with prosperity and happiness and all sorts of enjoyment are not to 
pay for tlieir policing, for security of their life and property, but the rural 
people have been asked to shoulder responsibility and arrange for their own 
policing. Kverybody knows that the union boards maintain these daffadars 
and chaukidars spending almost all of tlieir rates realized from the rate- 
payers and keeping notliing for nation-building activities, such as, sanita- 
tion, education, irrigation, drainage and other activities. 


Sir, the income of the Galcuttu Corporation is equal to or even greater 
than that of the province of Assam. Still the Corporation is not asked to 
shoulder responsibility to any extent of the policing of Calcutta, whereas 
the rural population has been asked to do so. Sir, in the regime ot the 
hr«t Ministry under this Act of 11)85 there was agitation and a strong voice 
was raised from tliat side as well as from this side of the House that it was 
inequitable and that preferential treatment should he abandoned, and the 
then Government started an Enquiry Committee, the results of which have 
been embodied in a report. I do not know and so I want to know from 
the Hon’ble Minister one tiling. He told us ])reviously that after the war, 
in normal time, the recommendations will he taken up. Sir, those 
recommendations are very salutary, and I want to know from the Hon’ble 
Minister

Mr. SHAM8UDDIN AHMED KHONDKAR: Sir, 1 want to know from 
the Hon’ble Minister whether that rei)ort has been buried in the dust of the 
shelf of the Secretariat or it has been eaten up by white ants and rats. Will 
the Hon’ble Minister here and now’ say whether this Government is going 
to ext^miue the recommendations of the Chaukidary Enquiry* C’ommittee anil 
whether this Government is going to shoulder the responsibility of rural 
policing as recommended by tnat Committee.*^ 


Mr. AiAN ALI MUKTEAR: Jlr. Speaker, Sir, I rise to oppose the 
cut motions with the following considerations. Establishment of police ^ 
force is essentially necessary for the maintenance of law and order. Except 
for the assistance of police we are unable to protect our lives and properties 
from the hands of thieves, dacoits and ^mda*» When we depend so much 
on them they should always be dutiful and should not do anything in abuse 
of their |>oweT. Their oppressions are an every day tale in the mufassal. 
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They arrest the accused and akscunders and beat them mercilessly. t’oiTupt 
practices are al><) prevalent in tliem in a g'reat de^^ree. i briitff it to the 
notice of tlie Ilon'ble ( hiet Minister to take adequate steps for putting a 
stop to police (tpiiression and corruption. I like to bring to the notice of 
the ( hiet Ministei maintain Hindu Muslim parity in this department.

Mr. MAHAMMAD 0WAI8: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the jiolice is one ot the 
most important paits of the administration. 1 think that so long as wt* 
live in this world the police force is necessary. We havi* been driven out 
by (io<l from heaven and we are now in liel). So long as w(* do not raise 
our moral l^tamlard, we shall not he free tiom crime and dishonestv and so 
long tht' police force is necessary. Ibit ne see c*orruption and dishoneutN 
are rampant in the very department ot police which will ket*]> iis m peace. 
Whenever we utter the word “poli(‘e”. naturally the words “dishonesty’* 
and "corrutition ’ rise in our mind, as if the> an* sMion,\mous terms. Now 
we npist raise out moral. If we can rise ahose all meanness, ii \\»> can rise 
uhove all disputes and all communalisni, we will be able to l>ring in a hmlget 
in wdiich wt* can abolish the exiieiiditure on pidice. 

Now, Sir, I shall spt‘ak something about the molussil. The police lu 
the mofussil is a terror to the ]»ublic. They go out trom the thaiias us it 
they are mastius of the public. Police are unapproachalde to the jieople. 
M hen a tirst information has got to he lodged in the thana, we find how 
tile ptdice treat with us. When the tirst intorinatiou is lodged and an eiujuiry 
is made, we see that in spite of tliere being the best evidenct* tlie ac’cused are 
let off and the informants are put to difficulty. I think there should be 
some de])artmeut of (government to remove corruption ami dishonesty in the 
Police Department. If tlu‘8e are not removed we cannot expect justice from 
this department. AVith these words. Sir, 1 conclude my oh.servations on the 
Ibilice Department. 

The Hon’bie Mr. H. S. 8UHRAWARDY: Mr. Speaker, Sir, several 
important issues have been raised from various parts of the House wliich I 
think require elucidation from the side of ffovernment. 1 slmll begin. Sir, 
w’ith the first speaker. 1 regret that the charges made hv the honourable 
member an* so vague that 1 cannot reply to them. 1 deny. Sir, there has 
been uny favouritism or nepotism in the police service or. for the matter of 

itliat, in any part of the administration (Mr. (^h.vndr.v Sikiia: 

Question!) It is with the greatest care that we coasider each movement, 
and each promotion is made on merits and on general consideration keeping 
the etticiency of the administration in view. Sir, it is also not a fact that 
we have been placing communal-minded officers in several di.stricts. It is 
unfortunate that umter the present tension prevailing throughout India our 
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otficers in various departments of the services have not been left eiitii-ely 
untouched. I hope that very soon the situation will so develop that the 
only matter that they will keep in view will \w a proper and a fair administra- 
tion and tlie conimiinnl virus that may have entered into .some of them will 
he eradicated. It is equally. Sir, not a fact that the police firinpf which 
has been necessitated in certain places has been hirjfely due to any bunglinp' 
or mismanagement on their part or it is due to the fact that they have not 
taken hold of the agitation betimes and have allowed the situation to giw 
worse. There are two sides to this (juestion. One is exjiressed by those 
gentlemen who come from the (’ongress party and the other by Mr, Jyoti 
IbiMi Av here he has suggested that the police have taken undue measures 
and that tlie situation did not warrant it. The taet is that the agitation 
carried on by — may I say — a certain .section of communist agitators ba.s led 
to conse(|Uences uliicb I think they themselves <*(»nld not have foreseen. 1 
will not suggest for a moment that they intended that the persons whom 
th(\v were orgatii.sing should resort to violeiiee, but untori uiiately that is 
what occurred. And the sooner — if I may say so — the .same communist 
agitators appeal to their men whom they have got roused, to withdraw from 
violence and illegal action 1 think the better for the peaee of the province. 
After all it is not the duty of Government to stop any legal action which 
may be taken in inirsnance of any agrarian agitation Init when tliut ugitatiou 
descends to the level of lawlessness and when persons are .so actuated by 
th»‘ agitation n*gardnig the tchhayu movement us to go to tin' villages and 
exciti* peopli' to loot tlie granaries of jotedars, then I must say that Govern- 
ment Is hound to stop any such movement. If, tor instance, warrants 
isMied. legal warrants issm'd by a eourt ot law an' (distriicted from being 
served, then the dignity and the prestige of that court of law must be 
upheld. It warrants legalK issueil b\ a (‘ourt ot law are obstructed, if 
persons legally arresteil are .sought to be rescued, and tlie police force, and 
even to sueli an extent that the armed police force, is attacked, then .1 am 
airaid that Government cannot sit back and allow the run of luwlessne.ss to 
coiitinne. 

.'sir. 1 find Dr. Suresb Tlaneiji ba.s referred to the ojqiression by the 
('alcutt.i Traffic Police on the bus-driver.s of Galentta. lie has suggestetl 
fliat the numbers of buses ought not to be taken quietly but that a bus- 
drivt'i siioubl lie informed wlieii he is t ran.sgres.sing the law. I wish W’e 
cituld do that, but vGien the offence happens to be that the buses are driven 
at a speed at which it is imim.ssible for the jioliee to overtake them or when 
tliey race against each other and endanger human lives and endanger 
[ledestnaiis, I am atraid, it is not possihh* at that moment to warn ihest» 
bus-driveis .so that tlie\ may hand over chip.s and tliev may know and they 
nia\ ]H()diice eviileiice to the contrar\. Looking at the figun*s. I find that 
they are by no means atrocious, as might he suggested by the sjieech of 
Di*. .Suresh Hanerji. There are say about -Git buses on tin* roatls urnl within 
.six months there were only G81 offences again-^t traffic of which 4o7 have 
been obstruction cases and only OH cases ot di.sobe<liencc of the traffic police 
signals. Sir, we and the unfortunate pedestrians of ( alcutta wdio have some 
experience* ot the manner in which these buses are ilriven will agree that 
(he ca^es are not such as to warrant tfie remarks ot I)r. Suresh Ranerji. 

Sir, 1 will at this stage refer to the Kidderjmre incident somewhat in 
ejttnm. the reason being that you were good enough yesterday to disallow 
the adjournment motion on grounds which I may humbly say were Hubstantial 
and adeejuate that the matter may he mooted during the course of the dis- 
cussion of the Police budget. It is for fliat reason that I think a fuller 
reply is called for than is generally given during the budget di.scussion. 

Sir, from the remark.s made by the honourable member who moved the 
cut motion or who spoke on the subject, one w'ould think that the crowd 
against w^hom the police took action were ju.st a set of .shee]) or Iambs or 
docile people and the police had suddenly swooped down upon them and 
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started firing. Sir, many have been the cases that have been brought from 
time to time to my notice alleging police oppression and I wish to assure 
the House that in every single case an enquirj' has been instituted at once. 
(Mr. JyoTi Basi* : By whom?) By the Government — that is by myself — 
and not by Mr. Jyoti Basu. An enquiry has been instituted at once and 
we have examined the reports us we received them and if a further enquiry 
has been called for, a further enquiry has been made and steps have been 
taken. Sir, I must say in defence of the police that in most cases — I 
would not say in all cases — they have had to take this action on account of 
the rising wave of lawlessness which has swept over the country. Who is 
responsible for this? (Mr. .Iyoti Basu: You.) I would put it down — and 
here I hope, Sir, that it will not be taken as a remark against any particular 
party, I am merely giving a liistorical background — I would put it down to 
the wave of lawlessness deliberately engineered not so far back as 1942. 
Since then there has been instance after instance when the police have been 
defied, when law has been defied and when some people thought that they 
could take law into their own hands. (Mr. Bimal Chandra Sinha: What 
4j^bout Punjab P) The police, Sir, have been working under very difficult 
circumstances. Undoubtedly, Sir, their nerves have been strained and in 
many cases it may just be that they have used force beyond recjuirement. 
Blit if they see before themselves persons marching on to them wlio refuse 
to disperse when called upon to do so, when tliey have to bear the brunt ot 
bMckbats, of rods and of lathis, when persons come up to tliem and assault 
them, it is not possible for anybody — not even for the very patient — to keep 
quiet. 1 may give them this credit tliat persons ho have actually seen 
incidents for themselves — and 1 am speaking of jieisons not from one side 
of the House but from both sides of the House — ])erson> who have been 
eye-witnesses have come to me and have congratulated the ])()lice on tlie 
patience they have shown under the most provocative circumstances. 1 
do not give the police a clean hill. There iiave been several instances where 
they have used, as 1 have said, force and violence heyond the retjuinunenl 
of the situation and, as I have said before, in every single case 1 made an 
enquiry and took a])pi'opriate step.s. 

Now, to come to the Kiddcriiore incident. I would ask tlie House to 
judge whether the ])olice at that moment were tlealing with sheep ami lamps 
and docile creatures or with persons who had abs(dutely lost their halam'e 
at tliat moment and were bent on causing ohstruction of every single kind. 
I shall read out more or less the police report n\ c.rtvnso and those i)eisons 
who have seen the thing for themselves mav know what the facts ar^'. 
(Mr. Jyoti Basu: Whose report?) Not the report of Mr. Jyoti Basu. 
An Inspector with four unarmed constables, having received a telephone 
message from a constable that some men were creating a disturbance on the 
Hyde Road, proceeded immediately to the crossing of Hyde Road and the 
Circular Garden Reach Road and found that a num)>er of Pint Commissioners' 
coolies — between 40 to 50 — were collected at tlie crossing. They were 
standing in front of the lorry and refusing to allow it to proceed along the 
Circular Garden Reach Road. The driver complained that he was restrained 
from proceeding on the road. My friends on the opposite side would say 
that these ])oor coolies were perfectly justified in restraining the people. 
tMr. Jyoti Basu: 1 say nothing, I'hat is the police rep<irt.) It is the 
report of fhe driver. Then there were certain persons standing in front of 
the* lorry and they were apprehended for obstruction. The honourable 
members must muemher tliat section 144 is still in operation in Calcutta. 
As soon ks the arrest was effected and the four accused placed on a police 
lorrv, the remaining coolies collected and demanded their release and rushed 
to the lorries to rescue those who had bet»u apprehended. There was at once 
a general autcry amongst the coolies who retjuisitioned the assistance of 
other cooUes from the cooli lines on the Hyde Road, By this time the crowd 
had stwelled to 100 to 150 persons and it continued to .swell. Then the 
Inspector bad no other alternative but to order that these four persons who 
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had been apprehended were to he escorted immediately to the thana hy gome 
of the constables. There was no charge upon those persons who had collect- 
ed or who were obstruct ing and no firing on them. As soon as these persons 
were removed, brickbats started Wing thrown at the police. (Mr. drori 
Basu: Brickbats all the time. I Please tell them not to throw brickbats 
all the time. If they thn)w brickbats all the time, they are going to hu%^e 
lathi charges and bullets all the time. 

I really fail to understand this. Here is a gentleman who instead of 
being ashamed of having excited these poor, unfortunate people^ is sitting 
here. He is not bearing the brunt of it. It is these unfortunate coolies 
who are bearing the brunt oi this agitation and of this excitement. Then, 
Sir, another sergeant with a lorr\ patrol came to the assistance of the 
lnspe(*tor (»n hearing trom an otticer of a certain comi)aiiy that the Inspector 
was being iu(d)hed hy a crow<i ot persons. The strikers wtuv W'arued of 
the i'xistence of an order under section 144, hut no amount of reasoning 
would a])peal to the strikers. They were bent u|)ou rescuing those persons 
who had been urreste<l. By that time a lorce of se])ON s of Port Police under 
the ctunmand of two officers arrived who rcceivcil informati«)n that there was 
a truculent (‘rowd at H.mIc Hoad. The (M'owd was tlien re])eatedl\ re(juested 
to disperse. ' Please nf)te that in si)ite (d all this up till m)w no ott'ensive 
action was takiui h\ the pohct‘. They were re]>ca1edl\ re(jUesting to dis- 
perse hut the crowd had bec'ome extitunelx tniculcnt and out of control and 
was hnckbatting the police. Lathi charges were llien i>nler*ed hut that had 
no effect. Instead the entire molv began brickbat ting the ])olice. The 
strikers wtue again warned that it tliis thing diil not ceasi', police would 
have to resort to firing. Hut lhe> would not listen I’he situation drderioruted 
so considei ahl\ that Insporlor .|(Minings orrho'ed Port Police to load and 
issuod iiist ructions tiial a single shot should he tinnl at a tinu'. 1 wouhl 
like the hoiiotir.ihle nienilieis to appreciate the rn.uiiun. the restraint that 
has hemi Us<mI hy tlie Ihdice, hecausi* the\ have been t(dd that jiarticillarly 
ill .i iiiatttM like this when the\ are dealing with labour disjiuti* they must 
de.il with it as caretulU as pos.sihh* ami should not rt*sort to violence except 
uiidei extreme eireumstaiices. After this it thme is intiTi’uption on the 
other side, I ;»m ufranl that it will he well-advised, if 1 may be permitted to 
s.iy sn, to leinove tlie obsti uctmnists irom the floor of tin* House. (Mr. dvoTi 
Hasi ; That is tor the Speaker to see.) However, the situation deterioruttMi 
bu (‘oiisidera))l\ tliat the Inspector ordered, as I have said, that a single 
sh(»l should he fii'ed at a time. One siiot was fired hut the hrickhatting 
c(»ntinued tiom all directions. Then a second round was fired uiidio’ orders. 
Tlie crowd disjH'ised into the coedy line continuing to threaten and abusing 
Poliee. As a result ot the firing two of tin* strikers W4*ie removed to the 
Dock Hospital b\ the strikers and later admitted into tin* INut Emergency 
Hospital. 'I’hey w(‘ie suffering from gun-shot wounds, ddie Assistaul 
Commissioner, I’ort Police, proceeded to tin* spot and he was informed bj 
a manager of a v«^i\ important Company that his lorries were obstructed and 
there was a truculent crowd in Hyde Koad. After the situation was brought 
under control, a customs peon came up with the complaint that just prior 
to the arrival of jiulice he was going along the Hyde Road to deliver certain 
paj>ers when he was waylaid hy a crowil of strik4*rs and assaulteil and robbed 
of four rupees even when he told them that he was a Customs employee. 
Sir, this is not a trade dispute of Port Commis.sioners or of Port Trust 
employees, but it has been degenerating into robWry and violence. In 
addition another gentleman of another important company — I am deliberately 
keeping <?ut his name, because these are matters that may go to a court of 
law — when he was proceeding to work at ijuarter past one he was waylaid 
by ‘JIM) strikers anned with iron rods and lathirn^ was assaulted and relieved 
of cash, a fountain pen, a wrist watch and a gold ring. (A voicK: Is he 
a Hindu or a Muslim?) He was a Hindu gentleman. Another Hindu 
gentleman, a manager of another company in Hyde Hoad, conipluine<l that 
his lorrj* containing fertilisers was obstructed by some strikers at Circular

Garden Reacli Roud prior to the arrival of police. Five policemen have 
been injured — one InHpecor, a head constable, one constable and two armed 
uepoyn. Of tlie strikers five persons were injured all of them suffering from 
gun-sliof wounds. 

After that at d p.m. 201) strikers collected outside the police-station 
demanding the release of* men apprehended in Hyde Road. They were dis- 
persed and they had again collected and tried to liold a meeting. Police 
from Watgunge arrived and disj)erse(l the crowd .and arrested tlie Secietary 
of the Pori I’nist Knijdoyees Tnion. The reason, I understand, ot this 
demonstration was, if 1 may so put it, an unfounded rumour that Mr. Xej)al 
Rliattacliarjee, President of the Port Trust Associ.ition, who was lidding a 
meeting within the precincts of a closed place, had been arrested. But as 
a matter of fact he was not arrested. He came out with the police officers, 
showed himself to the crowd and requested them to leturn, but such was 
the truculence of the crowd, as I have said, that the situation developed as 
it did, I hope, Sir, that the House will agree with me that the police only 
acted when they had no other alternative and took action after the gravest 
provocation . 

I now come to some comments regarding D.D.T.’s and the police force 
of {Calcutta. The scheme of placing a certain number of detective Inspectors 
in charge of some thanas was inaugurated several years ago for the puri)Ose 
of expediting, and not only expediting but having investigations conducted 
by properly trained officers. It may lie,' Sir, that some officers in charge of 
thanas do not like it as it takt*s away some of their ])ower.s and their 
prestige, but U]) till now I do not think — this is a (luestion which I am 
examining — there is any very forceful argument put forth for the abandon- 
ment of the scheme. The honourable member has' referred to the communal 
bomposition of the ])(dice force and has said that although since the last ten 
years or so, both the Deputy ('ommissioners ot (’alcutta, North and South, 
have been Hindus, they have not made any complaints, but the\ are making 
complaints now. It is not necessary for me to pay any comiiliments t(j 
tliese Defiuty t'ommissioners, but it must be admitted that in spitt‘ ot certain 
apprehensions which were voiced at the time of the appointmmit of the Deputy 
('ommissioner. North, it has bt'eii found that tluvsi* ajijireheiisions have been 
wholly unjustified and that the D«>puty (ommissioners are acting with the 
utmost impartiality and efficiency. An Imnourahle member lias suggested 
that he would agree if wliat is done here in ( alcutta is also done in Noakliali 
and Tippera. For instance, if we have jiut more Muslim ])olice officiTs in 
Calcutta.— us a matter of fact we have not, and the fact is that amongst 
the subordinate officers, Assistant Sub-Iiispectors and Sub-Inspectors 

th^ Hindu element preponderates, us it does amongst eoiistables. — armed 
and unarmed be said be would agree provided in Noakli.di and 'ri))])era more 
Hindu officers were placed. As a mattei of fad there are tar nioit* Hindu 
officers in Noakliali and Tippera than Muslim officers and tliat is definitely 
the cause of grievance on the part of some members ot the Ministerialist 
Party. This is a matter which I am looking into ami we shall tiy and 
adjust and treat hoth the jdaces in exactly the same manner. 

Sir, now*, a reference has been made to the recruitment of Punjabi 
Muslims into the Armed Forces in Calcutta. I take com]>lete responsibility 
for this. Cnfortunutely, the situation in (’alcutta after the Itith of August 
made it quite clear that it would not be possible tor ns to keep the peace 
here unless there was a strong additioti to the Armed Forces in Calcutta. 
The question arose from where vshould the additional men be brought. It 
has been said why have the Communal Ratio Rules been abrogated in the 
recruitment to these Armed Forces. A.s a matter of fact the Communal 
Ratio Rules do not apply to the recruitment to armed forces. It is for this 
reason that in Calcutta during the time of the riots out of 1.2t>4 or some 
figure like that of the Armed Police in Calcutta as many as 1,200 were 
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Hindu® and C4 only were Muslims. (Cries of “Shame, Shame” from the 
Muslim League benches. ) It is said. Sir. that it was larjyely on that account 
that Muslims were allowed to be massacred in several areas in (^aloutta. 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: What about the massacre of Hindus P 
Are there ii(»t aieas in which Hindus were massacred P 

The Hon’bie Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Whatever it is, that i.s u 
matter wliich ha> formed the subject-matter of emjuir\ . (Loml n(»ise from 
the t)j)position bemdies.) Whatever may have been the result there can 
be no question about tins that it was brouj^fht home to Government very 
forcibly that it was necessar\ not only to increasi* the Arnnal Forces in 
Calcutta but als(» to increase it with Muslim personntd. (A voiCK FROM 
THK ( )rt*(»sri ION IIknch : Why do you not take in Hen^falisp) For the 
reason tliat it is not pos*;i])le to train an armcil llenj^ali iorce at once. 
Honourable members know that tlie policy of (lovernment is to recruit 
Bengalis into armed jadici* and Benjfalis are beinj^- recruited, but they ou^hi 
to know that it is not jio.ssible t(» create an armed force at a moimmt’s notice. 
It was theretore found necessar\ to recruit from amongst thos«‘ who had 
returned tiom the Wat. The Punjabi Muslims who were therefore recruited, 
are all veteran fighters, had scam the actual warfare and are under strict 
discipline. Those of us wiio have been watcliinj;>: the morals of the (‘alcutta 
police and the way in whicli the situation Ims btam subse<|inmtl\ handled, 
can have no hesitation in sayinji- tliat the arrival of this force has considerably 
stren^^thened the morale of the police and has j^iven ])ower info the hands 
of the Commissioner of Police by which he will la* abb* ade(|Uatel> to deal 
with any disturbances that may takt* place in Calcutta in future. 

Sir. Mr. Stark has made a ver\ powerful plea ibi tiu* iner«*ase in the 
stren^Mli ol the police force. J wish I eould ^-o through all the jMunts he 
has laised. I shall tr\ m> best to do so. He has h(‘en misled by the fac't 
that then* has )>een no considerable increase sinet* tin* termination of tin* 
M ar, into thinkni>j that there has been no increase in the police nersonnel. 
AVhat had hoeii <lone during? the War was that a number of police were 
diaited lor M ar }iuij»oses, and the object at that moment was that this 
])oliee toiee would la* disbanded as sofm as the M ar ct*ased, War time 
needs aie now over hut this ]>(dice force, instead of bein^ disbandeil, has 
been maintained; secondly, there has not been an> accretion in the bud^^et 
ol this u-ar ;ind in the last budget. Therefore w’e maintain that tlnme has 
bei*n an accretion in normal police force in Bengal and in Caleufta, because' 
the personnel (d the ])olice who were on duties conneet(*d with the war has 
been elrafted into the ordinary police personnel. Although I admit tliat it 
is necessary to strengthen the police toree, 1 would also like to stress the 
])nint that in order to jireserve law and onler and peace in Bengal, tiie 
co-operation <»f the juililic is nt'cessary. From this jioint ol view we are 
considering tlie ([Uestion of tin* creation of defence jiarties and of bringing 
into being some organisation as we ha<l of Home Guards in the form of 
National Service Organisation in which we ho|>e memheis ol the public will 
particijuite for the juupose of seeing that hiw and or«Iei‘ an* preserved in 
the rural areas. 

As far as chowkidars ami datailars are eoneerned, we havi* tuk(*n tiiai 
matter in hand: we have not put the Chowkidari Heport into (diliyion. 
AVe have agreed tiiat there should he a reduction in the number of ediowkidars 
and datadars and that their tiesignation should be eliiiiiged into 
and bavildars. Their pay will be increased and they will be 
retained whhle-time to keep order in the rural area, acting as rural police. 
AVe are increasing their status. And as f.ir a.s their expenses are concerned, 
their expenses will continue to be met us heretofore by the union boards. 
The extra exjieiuliture will he met hy Government, and to couater-hahincc 
that Government propose to impo.se a tax on municipalities as a contrihution 
toward.s the police expend itui;^. I hope the honourahle member will be 
satisfied with this reply*. 
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^Sir, Mr. Stark has rained a very important point, namely, the strengthen- 
ing of the personnel of the nnarnied police and of making them the first 
fi^iting force to receive the shock of the first attack in lawlessness until the 
arrival of the armed force. He has suggested, although I helieve he has 
not said as such, that this unarmed force should be provided with adequate 
weapons so that they may be able to u^* them before the aimed police are 
brought into the field. Tiiis is a matter which requires very great considera- 
tion. It is, 1 think, too far-fetched a step to turn the unarmed force in 
llengal, as tliey are trained in a particular manner, somewhat ineffective, 
to deal with large crowds, into an arme<l force. After all, dealing with 
large crowds implies at the same time not a small fighting force but a far 
larger fighting fon^e in which trained and ex])erienced officers will be with 
them so that they may not fall easy victims to an\ mob excesses. 

The lionourable member, 1 am glad to say, has recognised the fact that 
we are taking steps to provide the police with materials. We have provided 
them with a large number of lorries in Bengal. In Midnapore we have 
given as many as (10 lorries, 54 1).W. carri(*rs, 4 j)risf)n vans, and 54 motor 
cycl(‘H. In Calcutta we have given 15 lorries, 40 trucks and 10 jeep cars. 
\Ve are having wireless stations in all the district and sub«1ivisional towns 
and we hav(^ provided Calcutta with static and mobile wireless sets. We 
have increased the arnu'd force in various parts of Bengal, and as I have 
said hefon*, those peisons \\ho had been recruited for ^^■a]• ])Uiposes are being 
maintuine<l. In August, 1045, lliere was an increase in the armed branch 
of the police force. In March, 104(1, we have incieastMl the l*rovincial 
Reserve to 1,500 ])t‘ 0 ])le. There are fivt* extra companies of armed force in 
till* Calcutta Colici*. 55ien we have recruited, as 1 liave said before, 154 
Non-('ommissioned Offic’eis and (100 sepo>s in Calcutta, and ^^e are eoTisidering 
strengthening the armed force in (ireater Calcutta to meet any situation 
that might arise. 

I wisli in jiarlicMilar to reler, before 1 sit down, to the jxunt regarding 
the Muslim parity which has betm raised b> the meinbeis on this side ot 
the House. I have examined the figures. Sir, it is unf oi tunately too true 
that the manner in which thi‘ jiolice service has hitherto earned on. has 
resulted in the paucity of Muslim officers in sevioal departments of the 
force. It is neces.sary that they should be brought uji to jiarity, and I have 
taken steps for the purpose (d examining the situation not onl\ in the police 
department hut in other branches ot tin* administrati(»n in order that we 
niay devise some measure for the jmrpose of bringing about a parity. This 
is a matter vvliicli, 1 am glad to say, iias received su]q)(nt triun H onourable 
the Leader of the Opposition liimself. It is not j)ossil))e to ])lace Hindus 
ami Muslims in parity tliroughout Bengal unless they are in jairity in the 
administration it.self, and therefore it has become necessary for us to take 
steps in that direction. 

Before I sit down I would like to pay a tribute to the police force. Sir, 
I am glad to say that the morale of the police force has improved considerably 
but. as 1 liave said before. 1 do not give them a clean hill. I have examined 
eaeh case of oomphiint with very great cure whenever it has been brought 
to my notice. In view of the tension which exists at the present moment, 
I would ask all sections of the Hou.se to strengthen the morale of the police 
so that they may be able to deal w’ith the situation vve unfortunately see 
developing. Particular reference ^as been made to an unfortunate incident 
which occurred about two or three duy.s back in one of tiie refugee camps. 
It is not at all necessary for any member of the House to jinint out to me 
that im enquiry sbouhl be made. As soon as it was brought to my notice 
a||;;«iiquir>* was onlereil. 1 have already received some preliminary leports, 
a f^her en([uiry will W made by u very high-level officer and ade<|uate 
stem will be taken. I can assure the House that (.tovernment will not allow 
stich occurrences to recur. I ask that the House do jmss the police budget.

The Hon’ble Mr. TARAK NATH MUKHERJEA; With my humble 
knowledge 1 do not know of any scale by whicli progress can be measured.

The (piestion about the l>amodar Valley scheme i.s one which vitally con- 
cerns Bengal and I have been making repeated questions about this only 
wdtb a view to know how far this scheme has proceeded, but I am sorry to 
say that the Ilon’ble Minister is not making a complete statement before 
the House. So, he is depriving tlie House of the h*gitiniate knowleilge 
which we should get from him. 

The Hon’ble Mr. TARAK NATH MUKHERJEA : T am all the more 
anxious to take the Hou.se into my fullest confidence and if the honourable 
member is so much interested, 1 shall be grateful if he comes to me and 
I shall place before him all the papers which are now available. 

Mr. MUHAMMAD HABIBULLAH CHAUDHURY: Will the Hon ble 

Minister be pleased to state how many districts of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa 
will be benefited by the schemes of prevention of flood, supply of electricity 
and dry weather flow for irrigation ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. TARAK NATH MUKHERJEA: All the districts of 
West Bengal will be benefited, I want notice to state which districts of 
Bihar will be bent^fited and no district of Orissa will be benefited, 

Mr. MUHAMMAD I8RAIL; Will the Hon'ble Minister be pleased to 
state how the different Govern nieutvS will be represented in the Damodar 
Corporation — in what proportion they will be represented? 

Tht Hon’ble Mr. TARAK NATH MUKHERJEA: It will be an 
independent body — independent of the Bengal, Bihar and Orissa Governments.

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: Will the Hon’ble Mi. Deputy

and if any answer has b{‘en received to that ? 

The DEPUTY 8PEAKER* The communication from the Hon'ble 
Speaker was ver\ ])romi)t beciiuse the discussion took jilaci* on the 25th 
St‘ptember, 194(i, and it was during Se]itember, I94(t, that the Hou'hh* 
Sjieaker wrote to the Hon’ble Cbiei Minister and the Minister ot Finance, 
but no reply has ,\et hetm received. 

Mr. ABDU8 8ABUR KHAN; Will the Hon’ble Deputy Speaker be 
pleased to state when this (juestion of granting o\ertime allowance to the 
staff of the Assiunhly Department was first discussed in this Housed 

Th0 DEPUTY 8PEAKER; It involves giving a little bit of history 
about the difficulties of the employees of the Assemhly. Prior to 19d2 they 
were given some sort of allowance because the employees of the Legislative 
Department used to do the work of the Legislative Council. From 19d2 
the overtime allowance has been stopped. The question was first raised by 
Mr, Azizul Haque in 19118. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR GH08E: Will the Hon'ble Deputy Speaker 
be pleasi'd to state if any reminder was sent to the Government since the first 
communication was sent to them? 

The DEPUTY 8PEAKER: The Hon'ble Speaker did not think it 
necessary to send any reminder because the Hon’ble Speaker thinks that 
the Hon’ble (’hief Minister and the Hon'ble Finance Minister are sufficiently 
responsible persons. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: Is the honourable Deputy Speaker 
aware that in the previous regime when it was known as the Bengal I^egis- 
lative Council, an overtime allowance used to be paid to the staff of that 
Department. 

The DEPUTY 8PE AKER: Yes. During that regime in question the 
upper division assistants used to get Iis.5 per diem for overtime work; the 
lower division assistants used to get Rs.4 per diem; and typists used to get 
Rs.3 per diem.

I Deputy Speaker be pleased to state whether it is a fact that the assistants 
^of the old Council Department were given a special pay to be absorbed with • 
Vlhe increment of an individual's salary in order to prevent hardship from

j^allowance on the recommendations of the Retrenchment ('ommitteeP 

The DEPUTY SPEAKER: Yes, it was granted in 1984. 

Mr. BADIUZZAMAN MUHAMMAD ILIAS: Is it not a fact that 
members of the staff are more hard prcvssed financially at present than what 
they were in 1980 ? 

The DEPUTY SPEAKER: Certainly. I cun assure the members of 
the House that the Hon'ble Speaker appreciates very much the interest 
evinc(‘d b\ the members ot the House m the welfaie oi our stuff. 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA SINHA: I rise on .i jioint of ])rivib‘ge. Sir. 

Th ^ answers that looe been ^iveii here seem to indicuti* that Ihr staff of 
the Legislative Assembly Department is not really under the eonirol of the 
Hon’ble Speaker and it appears that finaneial eonirol ultimately rests with 
Chief Minister's as well as Finance Departments of the (Government. The 
constitutional position is that if (jovernment so chooses it can put a stop 
to increments and promotions and everything connected with the Assembly 
staff, and I think the correct constitutional position is that these matters 
should he left finally with the discretion of the Speaker and not to he 
interefered with h\ Government in -any way. I think, Sir, this is a very 
important constitutional point involving the privileges of this House as we 
know the position is (juite clear so far as the House of Commons is concern- 
ed. and that vs why I understand there are going to he enaetments uhoul 
the privileges ot members of the House as also the exact jurisdiction oi this 
House. In the ah.sence ot such a law 1 think it would he hotter to depend 
on convention and to strengthen the convention that (jovernment in any 
case should make no dela\ in fulfilling the requirements requisitioned by 
the Speaker and in jiutting into practice the recommendations oi the S])eaker. 
The recommendation wa.s made by the Speaker as earlv as 1988 by 
Mr. Azizul Haque and again by yourself, 1 think in Septemlier. If that is 
the jiosition, I think it is regrettable that (iovernmeiit have not taken any 
steps. I think this (question should he thrashed out and a final decision 
made as to with whom the final authority rests regarding everything coiiiu'ct- 
ed with Assembly staff' and the House. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Sinha has raised an important point. The (jues- 
tion bus agitated the As.semhly Department for a long tnm>. Tlie position 
of the Assembly Department and its relationship wdth (joverniiienl is certain- 
ly anomalous, and a series ot correspondence has been made with (iovern- 
ment for settling the exact position of the Assembly Department in reference 
to (jovernment. *My predecessors as well as myself hold the view that the 
Assembly Department should be independent of Government, because this 
House represents the entire people of Bengal and it is this House which 
votes the grants of all departments, so this department must be independent 
of Government. But unfortunately umler the constitution and the rules 
made thereunder in 1987 when this Assembly Department did not come into 
existence fully~wben it was a legacy of the old Council, certain rules were 
framed at that time by the Governor according to wbicli this Ikqiartment 
bad beeri made almost subservient to Government. It is an intolerable and 
undesirable position and the sooner this department Women independent 
of Government, the better. At present the Speaker under certain rules is 
certainly the bead of the department, but, so far as financial matters are 
concerned, he has got to depend on the mercy of Government in the Finance 
and the Chief Minister’s Departments. This is why proposals from this 
department are treated with step-motherly consideration. 
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HT» BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: May I therefore make a suggestion 
that' in the absence of legislative enactments to this effect Government 
might create a precedent and themselves be only a registering authority and 
leave entirely the initiative and discretion in your hands, so far as thes« 
things are concerned. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I do not think Government will make a reply or take 
any notice of these suggestions. ^ 

Th6 Hon’bln Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Government will certainly take 
notice of what transpires in this House. It is the duty of Government to 
take notice of the proceedings of this House. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: Mr. Speaker wrote to the Chief Minister 
and Finance Minister in September last but they have not taken any notice 
of that. 

Mr. 8HARFUDDIN AHMAD: On the same point of privilege Sir. 
Having regard tfl.what has just fallen from the lips of the Hon’ble Speaker 
{that this House and the officers of this House are receiving step-motherly 
treatment from the Finance Department as well as from the Chief Minister’s 
Department of Government, 1 would on belialf of this House, ask the 
honourable Deputy Speaker to bring up a Bill very soon before this House 
is prorogued, so that we might pass it in this session and give full authority 
to the Speaker in this matter. (Applause.) 

Mr. A. T. MAZHARUL HAQUE: Will the Deputy Speaker he pleased 
to answer wheither nuunals and other staff* of the Assembly 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 do not think any useful ])urpose will fx* served hv 
any more supplementary (juestions. Let us w'ait and see what Government 
does in the next conference which has been called by me. Th(‘ first confer- 
ence failed, because* there was no reply by the Hon'bie the Chief Minister. 
Let us wait and see the result of this conference. 

Mr. MAHAMMAD AFZAL: (Tne question. Sir 

Mr. A. T. MAZHARUL HAQUE: Sir. we want to put the grievances 
of the Assembly Department — menials and others — through supjilementary 
(questions. There may be 1001 grievances and on their behalf we would 
like that the proceedings of the house for today should be recorded, so that 
the Irinance Minister, when Ik* <‘omes to consider these thing'', will consider 
those aspects of the question as well. We want to put questions. 

Th0 Hon’blo Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: You can submit a note justifving 
your case. 

Mr. MUHAMMAD HABIBULLAH GHAUDHURY; Sir, if von allow 
us to put more supplementary questions to the Hon'ble Finance Minister 
then we can get some information in this connection. (Laughter, t 

Mr. SPEAKER: He is present and is taking note of the supplementary 
questions and also the attitude of the lionourahle memhers and the sympathy 
tnat they are showing with the employees of the Legislative Assenihly. 

Statement by Mr. Kiran Sankar Roy, Leader of the Opposition, regarding 
Recrudesoence of Violence in Calcutta. 

Mr. KIRAN SANKAR ROY: 3^. Speaker, Sir. before you take up the 
business of the day, with your permission 1 wish to mention a matter of, 
great importance concerning this city and also this province, I mean the 
unhappy recrudescence of violence that took place in the city of Calcutta 
last night. Crackers were thrown, brickbatting took place and I understand 
that there were some cases of stabbing. The casualties, so far as I know, 
have not been fortunately more than 14 of various t>q)e8. One person, I 
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believe, bas died. (A voice: three) Well, the totiil casualties cannot be 
called large considering the population of Calcutta, but at the same time 
it has to be admitted that there is a good deal of panic in the city and there 
is also a great deal of tension. Last night, Sir, I received a telephonic 
message from north Calcutta and some other parts of the city. I contacted 
Lai Bazar. It was at about 12 o’clock midnight. 1 was told that the Police 
was taking prompt measures. I tried to contact the Chief Minister but 
unfortunately he was out of town. I then made contact with Mr. Nasarullah 
and Mr. Mohammed AH. I am glad to be able to say that I found them 
quite alive to the situation and they offered to go out with me if it was 
necessary. Eventually I was told that the situation was under control. I 
believe there has not been any more incident up till now. 1 say that subject 
to correction. In any case I would ask (jovernment to be im>re alert and 
hope that they w’ill take proper steps so that the situation does not grow 
W’orse. It is superfluous to mention that any more disturbance in ('alcutta 
is sure to inflame the whole of Bengal. 1 want to make certain suggestions. 
I have already made suggestions on similar lines privately to the Hon’ble 
Ministers. The first suggestion is, whether the city is quiet or not, 
patrolling should continue. Secondly, Police pickets should bo posted at 
all dangerous points. 1 am prepared to mention here one or two ]>la(‘es — 
it is not possible to give an exhaustive list — for instance, Chitpore-Harnson 
Hoad crossing, Sealdah Station, Raja Bazar Area, Maiilali area, Wellesley 
Street, Corporation Street. (A voiCK : Manicklolla ) I am sure homiurable 
members also can make their suggestions. 

There is one other nuitter which is of great importanci'. I would like 
to suggest that (iovernment should immtMliatel> inform the ’releplione 
company that telephones should not go out ot orrler when the juihlic wants 
It most. It has been our sad experience that during the last riots it W'an 
impossible to contact Lai Bazar or even the Telephom' exchange. 1 hope 
Government will take some satisfactory step in the matter. 

1 want to put thre(‘ questions to the HoiChle Finam'c Minister who, I 
think, IS deputising for the IloiClile Cluef Minister. Firstly, wlmf is the 
actual position just now Secondly, wliat are the steps Government has 
already taken ^ Thirdly, what further .steps (iovernment iiropose to take 
to meet tlie situation^ 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, unfortunately some deplor- 
able incidents occuirred late last night. The trouble originated fr^mi tlie 
explosion of a cracker which resulted in injury to a person. I’hc immeiliato 
result was that there was communal tension in certain loealities ol this 
metro]>olis. A^ .soon as this intormatiou reached the Police they took strong 
and stringent measures to patrol the area and sent large (Miritirigents of 
Polne force tor i)icketing at strategic points and jiatrolling the streets of 
Calcutta. 

Sir, 1 was in touch with the Leader of the Opposition up till 2-d(l this 
morning. I must acknowledge with gratitude tlo! co-operation tliat he 
rendered to us and his assistamv with v.ilu.ihle suggestions. All the 
precautionary measures were taken with his approval anrl in consultation 
with him. We felt that instead of mobilising the Police force in the areas 
where trouble took place it wa^ necessary to jmtrol all the irai»ortani strinds 
and danger zones of Calcutta in order not only to prevent spreading of the 
trouble hut in order also to infuse a sense of .security among the citizens of 
Calcutta and that was done last night. I am glad to be able to state that 
by 12-30 a.^n. this morning the situation wa.s absolutely under control and 
so far no incident has been reported to Government. As the lionourahlo 
Leader of the Opposition has said, the number of casualties is very small. 
There was only one case of ileath but it is not yet known whether the death 
of a non-Bengali was due to either communal reasons or it was the case of 
an ordinary murder. One npp-Bengali was found in a pool of blood lying 
somewhere in Calcutta. As the honourable members are aware, such 
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murders are not Tei^ rare in a large city like Calcutta. Some commotion 
took place. Government is not sure whether this is a case of communal 
murder. In any case there were a very few cases which were admitted into 
the hospital. Most of them were treated and discharged. They were 
mostly stab injuries and prognosis of the patients admitted is not bad. So 
far as the questions raised by the Leader of the Opposition are concerned 
we have agreed — of course I had the privilege of meeting the Leader of the 
Opposition this morning — to accept the suggestions he gave. We have 
issued instructions to see that patrolling continues in the streets of Calcutta 
and pickets ar(' posted at all strategic areas, with regard particularly to 
places where there is a confluence of the population belonging to the two 
major communities and this is being done and will be continued to be done 
unless Government is satisfied that there is no danger to public safety and 
tranquillity. 

As far as the question of further steps are concerned T want to assure 
the Leader of the Opposition and the members of this House that Govern- 
ment will brook no nonsense. They are determined to pursue relentlessly 
all miachief-inongers and trouble makers. Government will do their utmost 
to bring all these mischief-mongers to book. I assure the House again that 
Government will do all in its ]H»wer to see that there is no recurrence of 
such unfortunate happenings as took place last night as also during the 
fateful August disturbances. Government will strain every nerve and 
muscle and spend every ounce of their energy io prevent not only trouble 
appearing in (,’alcutta hut in any other part of this Province. This assurance 
1 can give to the I^eader of the Opposition, and 1 hope that in the spirit in 
which he has co-operated with us, if he will continue to co-operate with us, 
1 see no rea.son why Government will not be successful in its objective, 
namely, to maintain tranquillity and law and order in the province with the 
full co-operation of all sections of this House.

Mr. 8HARFUDDIN AHMAD: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the attitude of the 
members of this side of the House seems to be always misunderstood and 
charges arfe lavelled against this side mostly without any just reason. It 
the allegations are analysed, in short it comes to this: as if the members 
of this side of the House have mortgaged their conscience to the Ministers. 
But really that is not so; that cannot be so. My friends opposite know the 
parliamentary practice everywhere that the party forming the Government 
supports the MinivStry, but tli%t does not necessarily mean tnat the conscience 
of the members of that parly is lost and that Jheir conscience is blurred. 
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The thing is that the position is misunderstood. There are many eminenf 
members, many Jearnea members on the opposite side who have on many 
occasions made very good proposals before the House on very important 
matters of public utility. No doubt those proposals deserve every considera- 
tion from every section of the House. 

The point regarding the inconvenience of the passengers caused by the 
steamer service which has been raised today by my friends opposite is 
certainly admitted by all sides of the House. We also travel by steamer 
and we also suffer inconvenience in the same way as my friends on the other 
side do. Certainly there is no sufficient arrangement for the convenience of 
the steamer passengers. In order to come to Calcutta from Mymensingh 
J liiive to come either ria Suntahar-Tistaiiiuklighat, Phulchari and 
Hahadurabad, or via Jagannathganj (Ihat-Serajganj. Due to mismanagement 
and incompetence of the authorities the ferry steamers do not always ply. 
Sometimes ithe river bed is silted up and no effective arrangement is made 
to run the steamer service. (A voice: What about dredgers?) Probably 
dredgers are now silted up. We do not know whether they are going to be 
re-excavated or not! The fact remains that there are inconveniences for 
the passengers of the deck — I mean third class passengers — for the inter-class 
passengers as well as for the second-clas-s passengers. Regarding first-class 
passengers also there are inconveniences — the previous arrangements are not 
continuing. One of my friends over there has .struck a note that it is high 
time that this steamer service should be nationalised. I fully agree with 
my friend opposite. It is high time that Government should take it over 
and there should be national steamer service all over the Province. 

Of course we cannot today support cut motions of my friend.s opposite 
(Cries of “why, why’’ from th^Opposition Benches). But when my friends 
come over with a resolution, certainly tliere is no bar for the members of 
this side to support that resolution. When a similar resolution is brought 
by the members of this side of the House, they also expect to obtain similar 
support from the other side. 

If the feeling of inconvenience is really genuine, I think we should have 
co-operation in this respect from all sides of the House. 

Regarding other matters the fact that there are inconveniences is 
admitted and I do not think I should say anything more in this respect. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I have full 
sympathy with the grievances tliat have been ventilated by the members 
on the Hoor of the House and Government are fully aware of the difficulties 
experienced by passengers in steamers and at the steamer ghats. My 
friend Mr. Sharfuddin has said that the Steamer Company sometimes ceases 
to maintain daily service. That is true. That, I think, happens during 
dry season, because river beds are then silted up. For this neither the 
Steamer Company nor the Government are responsible. This is a matter 
which is in the control of nature, and unless a great deal of money is spent 
for dreilging operation in the river, it is not possible to make the rivers 
^ navigable throughout the year and that is a major problem. Government 
will surely examine this question to see that passengers are not 
inconvenienced. 

With regard to other allegations that have been made Government will 
certainly examine the points that have been raised during the debate and 
will try to remove the grievances a^far as it lies within the power of 
Government. 

With these words. Sir, I oppose all the cut motions and commend the 
motion for demand for grant under the head for the acceptance of the House.

Mr, RAM HARI ROY! Sir, 1 beg to move that the sum of Its. 48, 000 
for expenditure under the head “OG — Scientific Departments” be reduced by 
Bs.lOO. I move this to raise a discussion about the failure of the (iovern- 
ment to increase the donation to the Malda Museum. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, it is known to honourable members that museums 
are institutions of historical and cultural education of a nation. They must 
have noticed also that Maulana Abul Kalam Azad after a.ssuming office as 
Education Member of the Interim Government is going to sj)en(l a crore 
of rupees for an Archeological Institute and Museum of India, and a 
considerable sum of money for its maintenance and upkeep because he feels 
that knowledge of the historical growth of a nation’s culture is an essential 
p^art of human education, and so we find that every civilised and progressive 
Government in the world feel it their duty to spend a considerable sum from 
their exchequer for the cause of the museums and other Archeological 
Institutes. 1 know that the Government of llengal whose Ministers act in 
a way as if they are the partners of business firm of profits and gains to 
their own selves and their kith and kin, to the party to which they belong 
and above all to their community, can have no intention to take as much 
interests in the matter of museums and scientific departments as a civilized 
Government ought to do. Still I urge upon the Government to look into 
the mi^tters that concern eilucation about cultural and historical develop- 
ment of a nation. Sir, tiie district of Muldu is famous for containing the 
ruins of several old capitals of liengal, especially (iour and Paudua. both 
during tlie Hindu and tin* Muhammadan periinU. It ab(uinds in various 
sorts of articles of antiquity. It wdll be of interest to the members to 
know that the richness of the ancient ruins of Gour and Pandua attracts 
every year not only visitors from different parts of India hut also visitors 
from' foreign countries. The Malda Museum, 1 am glad to say, is very rich 
in rare ((jllections of key stone sculptures of the Pal and Sen periods, 
scarcely found in any other museum, 200 ancient manuscripts, some of 
Inem of about 4,500 years old, 400 ancient coins of both Hindu and 
Muliammadan periods and a very valuable copper plate of Gopal Deva II of 
about more than a thousand years old that promises to throw a flood of light 
in the history of Bengal, have enriched it. In the recently published History 
of Bengal, Vol. I, Dr. K. C. Mazumdar, the famous historian, has made 
copious references and reproductions of many sculptures in the collections in 
Malda Museum as well as an origiua^^ paper on the Laksham Samhat 
contributed by its Honorary Secretary* Mr. P. N. Misra, m.h.a.s. The 
Bengal Government has recognised the importance of the Malda Museum 
by assigning it sixth place in the long list of Museums entitled to have a 
share in the Archeological finds of the Government of India as published in 
the “Calcutta Gasette” dated Gth August, 1942. 

Sir, the small room of the Museum is too small to accommodate all the 
existing coUection of stone-sculptures. Moreover it is felt necessary that 
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some valuable and interestinfr stone-sculptures, locked up in a small room 
adjoining the Gumti Gate in the ruins of (Jour, 12 or 14 miles away from 
the Malda town, not easily accessible to the general public, should be 
removed to the Malda Museum so that they may be utilised by the public. 
At the approach of the Museum authorities tlie Archeological Department 
of the Government of India under whose control these articles are at present 
placed are willing to transier them to tlie Museum i>rovided there be 
arrangement for their siiHicient accommodation. Moreover, tlu're are 
further scope of t(dlcction of articles of anti(|iiit\ in \\hich the district of 
Malda abounds. Sir, I know that the Mu.seum autiiorilies arc trying all 
along and havt' applied loi increment of Govtuaiment donation to tin* institu- 
tion. namel\ . IN. oil (ml\ per month in ]»laee of the ]U‘esent paltr\ sum of 
Rs.;pl. 'rin.s demand, 1 understand, has bemi reeiunmended by th(‘ District 
Magisliatc ami tlic Divisional ( (unmissioncr oi Itajsliahi. I do not know 
if (T(»\crnmcnt will aecc}>t the iccMunmcmlation (d tln-sn otli(‘ci s^^ " hurtluT 
foi tlic construction ot the Museum hmlding a lumj^ giant of IN.-ID.IUKI oi 
so has heen asktal foi h\ the antlunitics.

The Hon’ble Mr. SAIYED MUAZZAMUDDIN H08AIN: Mr Speaker, 
Sir, the (ioveriinient is fully mnx'ious that the amount provided for the 
Seieiitifie Departimuit'^ is very imuh'fjuate hut ( loveriimeiit has its diflieiilties. 
Thi> \ear we had to j^o) ni for inakiiifr ver\ laiyre ])rovisions for nit roduetion 
of i»rimai> education on coniiiulsory basis and provision ffir a very larj^n* 
amount had to he made also for increasin^r the pa> of the tiMchers of priinary 
schooN. As a matter of tvwl, we had to scrap many important projeids m)t 
onl\ of the Education Dep.iitment hut also of the Ihiihlinj^s and Communica- 
tions Dciiartmeiit, lor meefinj; the cost of compulsory education and incre- 
ment in tlu‘ pay of I’rimary Seho(d t<ni(diers. For these reasons wa‘ are very 
much handicai)))ed for mom*\ ami we could not provide as much money as 
we wanted foi this vei\ im]>oitant depaitment ot ScUMitific Kesearch. At 
the same lime we must sa\ , Sir, that some of the memhers have remarked, 
that nothiiif; has been done for seieiitific (‘diK'ation. 'i hat is not correct at 
all. For advancement (d scientific knowled^»^e we have ffot a project in our 
Post-War Development Scheme of ilevelopin^ tin* luhoiatoiies of mofussil 
colleges and in pursuance ot that scheme we have earmarked d lakhs for 
Government Colleges ami tS lakhs for Aided Colh‘ges. \V e are also sending 
a very large number of young men for scientific education abroad as w'e 
know* full well that if Iridia is to be industrialised and it must industrialise 
if it is to be self-sufficient economically, it must go in for scientific education 
and re.search. It was w’itli the greatc^st regret tiiat we could not make 
sufficient provision for the Scientific Association and it was due to shortage 
of mone> on account (d jirovision for primary education and increasing the 
pay of the teachers of primary schools. 

Sir. now coming to particular instances. I may take first the Association 
of Cultivation of Science in India. It has been said that no contribution 
lias been made towards that As.sociation . Tlie Association approached 
Government for a capital grant of 4 lakhs and they had at the same time 
mentioned that they had approached the India Government for 13 lakhs and 
that the India Government enquired of them whether the Government of

Bengal ^weie agreeable to acquire necessary lands for them. They approach- 
ed us again and wanted that we should immediately give our consent to the 
acquisition of land, they could then approach the Government of India and get 
the necewsary money. We at once gave them our consent to tlie acquisition 
of land but the question of granting capital money of 4 lakhs has not yet 
been finally considered. They have agreed to pay the cost of acquisition 
immediately but the question of payment of capital grant wdiich they have 
asked for is pending. 

Ah regards the University Science (Vdlege, this is one of the very good 
schemes which we originally tiiought of hnancing but with the greatest 
regret we had to scrap it with some of the other very useful schemes, as 1 
Jiav(‘ already said, for imividing money for increasing the pay of primary 
teachers and the introduction of compulsfiry education. We consider 
primary education as the primary need of tlie country and in view of that 
we liad very regretfully to scrap some ol our very useful schemes. 

Mention has been made with regard to Art (iullery. Art Gallery and 
Art Section of the Iiidiun Museum aie under the control of the Government 
of India. This Government only makes a contribution oi Its. 8, 000 per anniiiii 
which is half of the cost of the estuhlishineiit of the institution. No demand 
came from that Section that the\ required more money tor keeping it in a 
proper condition. If we had received any such a})j»lication we would have 
certainly considered it. 

Then, regarding the Malda Museum, it is in receipt of Its. 800 per annum 
towards the cost of maintenance. Itecentl\ the Museum has ajiproached us 
for a further grant of Its. 000 and a capital grant of Its. 18.000 towards the 
cost of construction of tlie building. These pro])Osals are under coiisideia- 
tion and we have not yet disposed them of. (Mr. Mi'IIammad Haiiihtllah 
Chowiuu’Uy: What about llangiya Muslim Sahit\a Samitihi I'here was 
no demand from the Sahitya Samiti. They are in recei}>t ol lts.l,ti0(l per 
annum, but there has been no demand lor further additional grant liom 
tliut body, so nothing more has been given. 

1 have nothing more to say. 1 have already said tliat we are tully 
conscious of the m'cessity ♦>! making more adiajuate grants tor these 
scientific associations and bodies. With these words 1 oppose the cut 
motions.

The motion of the Ilon’hle Mr. Sai\ed Muazzamuddin Hosain that a sum 
of Rs. 48.000 he granted for expenditure under the head “8(i — Scientific 
Departments" wa.s then put and agreed to.

The Hon'ble Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN: Sir. on the recommendation of 
His Excellency the Governor, I beg 4o move that a sum of Rs. 30, 87, 000 be 
granted for expenditure under tlie head "4t3 — (’o-operutum". 

Mr. 4* C. GUPTA: Sir, I beg to move that the demand of Rs.30,87.0(Kl 
for expenditure under the head "42 — Co-operation" be reduced by Rs.lOO. 

I move this to raise a discussion about failure to utilise co-operative societies 
for developing cottage industries for providing the urgent necessities of life 
of the masses. 
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Mr. Speaker, Sir, if today there is need for one thing above everything 
else it is co-operation. Everything today is out of joint and there is need 
for co-operation amongst nations, races, parties and individuals. In the 
economic field we find that the rich is getting richer taking advantage of 
the shortage of supply and the want of tlie peoide, but the poor are getting 
poorer and impoverished. The heartless profiteering instincts know no 
bounds. Sir, whereas previously tuie anna per maund of rice was regarded 
as a reasonable profit by merchants, today Rs.‘.i to Rs.o per maund does not 
satisfy them. Where an anna or half an anna pt‘r pair of cloths was thought 
as reasonable profit, totlay tlie clotli merchants will not be satisfied wdth 
Rs.‘J profit. These arc tin* circumstances whi(‘h arc im])overi.slung the 
peojile. It is apparent tliai for some time to come the black marketeers and 
profiteers will rule the countix however much we may ri‘sent it. In order 
to fight this menace, thi.^ profiteering greed, tliis capitalistic greed, the only 
thing necessary is to h.ive co-operative iirgaiusations tor jiroduction, procvire- 
menl and distribution, and theie i.s no other wa\ for fighting this evil. Sir, 
thiN must 1)(‘ an all-out effort of the entire (HI millions of this ])rovin(‘e of 
Bengal . What I have stated above, 1 am sure, admits of no doubt or 
controversy. W'e are painfully conscious of the moribund condition of the 
co-operative movement in this province. Instead of movement there is 
stagnatnm i‘V(‘r\ where. While jirovinces like the Punjab and Madras are 
going ahead in this res]u‘ct Bengal is ever lagging hiduiol. 

Sir, the hinlgct estimates diononstrahly show the utter povi'rty of 
tioveriunent’s ])oli('\ . It yon look ut page 78 of tlie estimated expenditure 
you will find. Sir, Us. 19 lakhs and do thousand is jirovnlcd umier tlu^ head 
“iMipei intendence ot staff’* and this \c;ir theie is an additional provision 
of Us.T .t>’).tl(l(l tor leorg.inis.ition ol staff, tlnis an expendituii* of Us. 127 
lakhs on .staff out ot a total diunand of Hs.illl.SD.OIIt), This jiosition will 
itscll sliow how liauknipl is the policy ot ( io\ einmeut . Who doi's not know' 
that this t()j)-hcav\ adniinistiat mn and cliarge on su]>cnntenilenci‘ lias not 
onl> not prevented the socieln^s to go into lujuidation hut ])ossihl\ havi* 
contrihuted to it. W’ho doe^ not know that inethciencN is tin* badge of 
mo>,t id tiiosc who work in that de]iai tineiit 'f' Who does not know that 
knowlcdgi* of ( o-opt‘iMti\ e ])nnciplcs or tin* expernuici' ot co-ojierat ion work 
in other jihu'cs is not the (Mitcrion tor rccruitim*nt ‘r* Whether om* lielongs 
to this eoniinnintv itr the othei is tlie onl,\ considei at ion . iMiliil yoiir 
contniunal latio it >on like hut not at tlie cost of the (‘o-operut ive movement 
itstdf and do imt ]ui\ tlie pile** ot that polie\ h\ inereasing the miseries of 
the people. 

Sir. what we need tod.i\ is peojile who can do jirodiictive woik; we m*ed 
peojile who have tael and driving powei ; we m-eii jteople in the ( o-operative 
Department who can »Mtthus»* (he people and who can nmke an all-out effort 
of the entire jieople tor juoduetion and di.slrihution . Sir, promotions in 
this Ncrviee should depend u]>on liow many sueecssful soet«‘t)es has such an 
officer spoiisoied; eimdumcnts ought to depend npun the productive nature 
of tlie .‘soci(‘ties. Of course >ou can miiltiplx the staff; you r-an sjiend Us. 27 
lakhs lor staff out of a demand for IN ;{l) l.ikhs, hut it will not develop the 
co-operative movemenl. Sir, inav I only give one instance?' The lloii.se 
knows that on account of want of \ain most of the hariflloom weavers W'ere 
without any work and wiue on the verge of (‘xtinction, I was invited to a 
conference on behalf ot the handloom weavers of the district of Dacca in 
whose tjt'velopmenl I )la^e been faking an iiitere.st frfim the year 19IG-17. 
The Hoii’ble Minister liim.s*df was [ue.sent at thi.s conference. There was u 
talk that co-operative societies should have organisation among tlie weavers; 
they ought to he given tlie > arris to be di.stributed amongst them under the 
superintendence of the ( o-operative Department. It was an obvious thing, 
but would you believe me, Sir, that the Minister of Civil Supplies who was 
presiding over that conference said that the department had already fixed 
up with some of the dealers and he will have to take time to consider what 
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ghould be done. Sir, such an obvious indecision, such a wrong policy will 
ruin the entire economic basis of our province. The same is the story with 
fishermen’s nets and Irrigation societies. I am also not unmindful that some 
of the industrial unions are not above corruption. What I would like to say 
is: change this policy of stagnation and top heavy expenditure of the stall. 
Reali.se and utilise in full the co-operation ot non-otficials imbued with a 
spirit of service and not guided by petty j)ersonal ends. AVithoiit losing a 
day spread a network of co-operative organisation.s for production, procure- 
ment and distribution to consumers at least of the bare necessities of life 
and for development of home industries allied with agriculture. We can 
assure the (iovernment that if the> embark on such a planned working 
polity we from this side of the House will extend full co-operation in order 
to make such work a success. I will say, co-operate for increasing produc- 
tion, co-operate to keep down prices and to fight black marketeers, co-operate 
to foster fellow feeling and good will, co-operate to restf»re communal 
harmf)ny and ff)r the good of the people or ]>erl^h by lollowing the policy 
of stagnation and drift.

Mr. MUKUNDA BEHARY MULLICK: Sir, ^hen I rise to speak nn 
the (^-operative hudj^et this afternoon, 1 intend to do so in general terms. 
We all know that the Department of (.'o-operative ('redit came to function 
in Bengal under the Ontral Act of 1912. Thereatter a Royal (’ommissiou 
sat on Agriculture which w’as presided over hy no less a person than the 
Earl of liinlithgow', and it was His Lordshij)\s expectation that the 
co-operative moveim'nt would so (levelop in this country that in years to 
come it would not he nec(‘ssarv to form an\ territorial constituency for 

any eh'ction whatsoever hut that th(‘ co-operative societies will he the 
constitueiK’ies in all elections that might he held in this countix. 

Sir, witii the growing needs of society, it was iell by some that the Act 
of 1912 (‘onsisting ot o() sections did not meet the aspiration', and exjiecta- 

tions of the people. It went on in that w'a\ . I luh'r tlu* constitulion Act 

of 1919, w(’ know that this <h‘part iiient was treated as a ]>art ot tlu‘ <h‘])ait- 
iiient of Agriculture. It W’as not given to the la'gislatui i‘ ot the day to 
have any discussion on the activities of the ileiiarlimml , nor was there any 
facility made available to them to offer any suggestion as to how the 

departmental activitii's could be improved. 

Sir, it w'us only after the reformed (’oiistitution came into operation in 
1997, that the Department of Eo-operative Eredit Societies of Bengal came 
to he discussed on the Hoor of the House in September of that year. \’arious 
defects were jxdnted out and various suggestions ^\ele made about its improve- 
lueiit. The subjt‘ct w'as taken u]) b_\ the then (iovtumment with seriousness. 
In .lunuarv 1998 a confereiu'e ot non-otfieial gentlemen taking keen interest 
ill the co-operative movement of the ])ro^ince >\as held. With the materials 
that were then made available to the Governnumt along with the sug-gt*stions 
that were offered by this (‘onference in January 1998. a com]indien'^ive Bill 
was drafted. This w'as ])laced before the Hmisi' in August, 1998 and it was 
referred to a Stdect ('ommittee on which sat amongst otlieis the piesent 
Minister-in-charge of the Department. After two a ears* deliberation the 
Act was passed by both the Legislatures in 194t). In this Act \ou will find 
that various classtvs of societies wa*re thoug^ht of and at the instance of many 
members who took part in the deliberations of the Select Committee, irriga- 
tion societies, embankiiient societies and even supply societies to be able to 
supply the necessities of every house-holder in the countryside w'ere also 
thought of. When the measure came out, it w'as expected that after the 
rules wT>re framed under the Act^ the provisions wT're put into operation, it 
would he of great help to all coneerned. We all know^ that for the co-opera- 
tive movement to develop and to foster it is necessary to have the hone'^ty and 
good wdll of everyone and interest. AVitli that noble object in view the 
oftieers of the department should be so trained that they might 

go round the countryside and inspire confidence in the public 

mind and earn respect and love of those for whom they would 

be called upon to wmrk. The Government of the day spent a 
large sum of money to train up a fairly senior member of the Indian Civil

Service for undertakinj^ this great work for the developnieut of this move- 
ment in the countryside. He came from his training and along with him 
were also trained up a large number of officers of variou.s description to be 
able to help him in this work. Sir. it is a matter of very great surprise 
and perhaps of sorrow to one who is conversant with this movement that 
all these officers are now shunted out of this department. Along with this, 
training firm to the officers, a small comittee ol non-otlieial experts was 
appointed to examine the subject and to find out tin* difficulties of the 
members of the village societies. This committet' gave a report to Hie 
Government and it tran^ipired that the debt of the ine!iil>er.s of the (\)-operative 
Societies numbering about dO thousand was in the neighbourhood (>f Gi 
crores. Of this amount, Rs.dt (lores represented interest and the principal 
amount was found to be in the mdghbourhood ol Us. It crores. A suggestion 
was made that steps should bt‘ taken so that the debts could be lirought 
down within the jiaying capacity of tlu* members in order that in the long 
run the members might be free from their old debts, and at the same time, 
there would be developed a spirit of co-operation in the minds of the people 
that they might get into the habit of self-help and in tlu^' end it miglit not 
be necessary to lasten them with any further debts. With that <d>ject in 
view, Sjiecial Debt Settlement Hoards under tin* Agricultural Debtors Act 
of Ibdb were lornied to (b*al onl> with the debts of co-operative society 
members. We do not know what further action was taken about it.

In the M*ai lollowing - in Ibib a sum of 
Us.bll lakhs was advanced b\ Go\ernim‘nt to tin* Urovineial Hank and the 
mont‘y came back with all tin* interest. Fcading tlu* eflect (d this st(*p 
taken ity tlu* Government (d the <la\ , next >ear a lurther sum ol Us.bO lakhs 
was given. It was inteiub'd that the person who would be calb*d upon to 
uiid(*rtake an\ work in connection with this movement would la* able to hobl 
out their hands of Iov(* and co-operation to the peojilt* with whom tlu*\ might 
be called upon to w’ork. We now find that irom Us.lo lakhs provided for 
the Dejiartment in Ibdb. the liudgeted ])rovision has been increased to Hs.df) 
lakh-, but, as has been pointed out l»\ m\ friend Mi, J . ( . fiuiita, out of 
this amount Hs.'Jt) lakhs is sought to be given to the stall. \\ hat flu^ staft 
wdll do w(‘ do lud kiu»w’ I Gn the contrary, we find that in IbPl-b), an 
expert wms brought in from Madras to g(* into this (juestion. We do not 
know what bis suggestions were. Hut it has been repelled (hat all that 
he could think Vit was to jmt a c(*rtain officer of the Senioi Service at ilu*i 
head, wdiether he has any exjierii'iice ot the mo^ement or not, and whether 
he has any heart in tlu* dev<dopment aspect (d the movenu*nt at all. H(* 
rather feels that any officer w'ill do and uruh*r him will be placed a numb(‘r 
of officers who will be drawing a salary (d Its. 1011 to Rs.loO and these 
officers will be sent out to the countrNhide finly for the ])urpoM(‘ (d collecting 
debts. How thi.s money wdll be c(dlected or wdiat amount of spirit will be 
generated in the minds of the peojrle, iiohody knows; perhaps the procedure 
ito be adopted would he the certificate procedure under the Hengal Public 
Demands Recovery Act. If this is the way of treating this department and 
this movement, atul if this is the w^ay of generating the spirit of love and 
co-operation in the minds fd the people, perhaps the sooru*r the department 
is abolished, the better. It seems that we have now been brought in to this 
stage.

Mr. SHAMSUDDIN AHMED KHONDKAR: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I rise 
to speak out my mind on this demand of a dying department of the Govern- 
ment. T shall l)egin from the point where Mr. Mullick, an ex-Minister of 
the department, left. 

Sir, 1 shall refer to the sheer indifference, callousness and apathy of the 
dej)artment ahoiit rehahilitation of rural credit. I shall take up the non- 
official side of this movement first and I shall show how with a persistent 
short-sighted policy of the Government it has been killed. The Co-operative 
Alliance Limited, a ])owerful non-official organ of the co-operative move- 
ment in this province, has ]>een totally killed. The Ministry which went 
out of offica* by the ruling of the Chair put it under liquidation for no fault 
of it, only for political reasons best known to the then Government and the 
then Ministry. Just before the Ministry went out of office, the then 
Minister in charge of ( 'o-operative Deimrtment passed an order to withdraw 
this order of li(juidation but so(»n after the 1)*1 regime jnevailed in Bengal 
and afterwards this Government came in. Ma\ f know from the IIoiThle 
Minister whether any action has been faktm to withdraw this order of li(|uida- 
tion on the Co-ojierative Alliance!'' On account of this aj)athetic treatment 
to this non-official organ, tlu* most p(»werful journals like the ( 'o-operativt* 
JfMirnal in l*!nglish and Bhandar in Bengali have been st(»pped ami the\ are 
not in circulation. The publicity staff of the Alliance have hemi totally 
li(luidat(Ml. 

Sir, this is not the onl\ instance of the Govtunment killing the non- 
official siile of this movement. Gov(*rnment is trying io (dficialise the 
commilti‘e of managenuMit cd all co-o])erative societies. Then* is a tendency 
and then* is a demand from all sides and all s(‘(‘tions iu the jiioMiice to do 
away with the svstem ol nomination, and. Sir. you know on the n‘C(»mmenda- 
tion of the Uowdands Commission the s\st(‘m of nomination even in the 
Cnion Boards has lu‘t‘n abolished ])\ the Government notifi< at ion. Govein- 
ment issued a bdter to all departments inclmling the Co-(q)erative Dejiart- 
ment that Govt‘rnm(Mit (dficials are not to takt* ottice in autonomous 
co-operali\e bodies. 'I'o m\ surprise and to the sur]>ris(‘ of all I tell the 
House that Governim*nt has flouted this recommendation of that CommisMon 
iind tlu‘ rub* which was made for nomination into tlu'si* hodn's lias been 
amended. Formerly the rub* was that one-fourth of the elei'ted ilirectors 
or three, whichever is less, ma\ be ajipointed by nomination, but that rule 
has been given a go-hv and an amendment has been made recent 1> that to 
the extent of half can be aiipointed. What is the intention behind this 
amendment y JMie intention is to induct a st‘t of ])ersons in the Board of 
Managt'ment of Co-operative Societies so that tlu*\ nia\ always be suliscr- 
vitmi to this Ministry and to the Government. Thus there is an attempt 
everywhi'n* to kill the non-oflicial side ami non-otiicial activities i)t this 
movement. 

Sir, coming to the Budget itself 1 draw the attentii>n ot the House to 
the ('ivil Budget Estimate and the Keil Book and f ask them to see that 
“Co-operation” has covered only haft a page. There is a provision for 
Rs.dO lakhs and odd, not for any development work nor for any other work 
but for the payment of salaries, honorarium and T.A. and so on and so 
forth. This brings into my miml an analogy, namely, the appointment of 
brilliant staff for school without the ;^chool building and other teaching 
appliances. Sir, what these olticers w’ill do^ There was an occasion tor 
Government to revitalise 

fAt this stage the memher reached Jus time-limit hut teas allotrcd to 

conitnue,) 

Sir, Government had an occasion during the abnormal wartime to stabilise 
and rehabilitate rural credit. The Co-operative Societies could have been 
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improved and their finances stabilised. These societies and multiplication 
of other societies could have been utiliseil for the distribution of the essential 
necessaries to the people and thereby could have rehabilitated their finances 
in the mufassal. But instead of doing that (Government by an executive 
order formed Food (\)mmittees and certain committees under jute regula- 
tion to distribute essential commodities t(» the people.

I shall finish in two 
minutes, Sii, what is the scheme ot (iov«‘rnment tor rehabilitation ^ I 
do not see any scheim* whatsoever. In other countries of tlie worhl improvt'- 
ments have been efteeted through (’o-operation so iar as ugncullure, sanita- 
tion. scientific and othei' es'>ential <le\elopment'« are •■oncerned. Hut where 
are the provisions in the Budget here tor siudi develojunents ^ Where 
are the jirovisioiis in the Hudg«*t toi iriigation development y Wlimc an» 
the pIovi^lon‘^ toi collective* taiming on scientific nu'tliody When* arc the 
provisions in tlu* Budget tor tin* imi>ro\ emt*nt ot cottage indusiiies ami to 
inl])ro^e the lot ot \\ea\ers ot Btuigal!'' Sii. \vea\eis ol Bengal lorm a 
substantial jiart of the ])<»puIation who could have* bi'eii n'liabiiilate'd through 
co-of)ei atioii .

Mr. DEWAN LUTFAR RAHMAN: Mr Speaker, Sir, 1 thank \ou tor 
giving me an ojiju)rtunit\ to enter into a discussion on the l)(*mand on 
42 — Co-operation. This is the most negl<‘cle*d Department ((t the (iovetn- 
ment of Bengal — a department run without anv seli«*nie* tor tutuie* di*>(*loj»- 
ment of the eo-opeyative sy.steni. The Co-ofieralive* A(‘t, rule*s ami liye- 
law's are all defective, miser)neeiv«*d and fall far hel(»w' the sfamlard law* on 
the subject of other countries ot the world where eo-ojierative s\stem plays 
a prominent part in the matter ot nation-huilding ami eijuahsing the bd of 
the poor w*ith others. 1 suggest tliat (loverrinient should tak<* immediate 
steps to recast the law on the subject and to bring in .sebeines i((r reorganisa- 
tion of this Department. 

The C'o-operative Central Banks and other rural societies that came into 
existence since the pa.s.sing of the (Vi-operative Art ot liave lM*(*n a 

dismal tailure in every district in Bengal and thost* soeielies have now 
become an engine of oppression to nirul people of B(*ngal. I do not know 
of any Central Co-operative Bank which i.s in running condition today. 
The unlimited liability is one of the causes of the failure of the system of 
co-operation. It ha.s come to my notice that a man borrowed money in 
1914, paid off entire principal Vith interest within two years and died. 
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■ hi« son WM proceeded against in liqtddation proceedings apd 

llglijerlHid to pay the sum borrowed by bis father and now the turn of gr^md- 
iOn to pay has come. In this way the demand and the payment wilrgb 
OP till the day of resurrection. For want of scheme and intelligent 
management more than 3 crores of rupees have been locked up without any 
possibility of recovery. More than 40 to 45 thousand primary societies 
nave gone to liquidation and proceedings contribution are going on year 
to year without realisation. I suggest that Government will pay attention 
to the development planning of the Department according to the sugges- 
tion of Bowlands Committee. Government will also consider if agricultural 
loans can be distributed through co-operative societies to increase the 
popularity of the Department. Under the present system supervisors are 
appointea by Central Co-operative Banks. The business of Central Banks 
being looked up it is not possible for Central Banks to appoint qualified men 
with good pay. If the Central Banks are to be dragged out of their 
submerged condition, I suggest that supervisors are to be appointed by 
Government with a scale of pay. 

With these few words I support the demand. ^ 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. F. M. ABDUR RAHMAN: Sir, the budgeted 
expenditure under this head last year was Rs. 27, 68, 000 of which approxi- 
mately Rs.25 lakhs was actually spent. The additional expenditure this 
year is on account of the proposea expansion of staff in the course of the 
current year. The staff expansion scheme was prepared under the advice 
of Sir Hugh Hood, Adviser to the Department, before the advent of the 
present Ministry. Under the scheme the annual expenditure is expected 
to involve a steady increase over a five-year period, until it amounts to 
a sum of 118.39-7 lakhs. 

The staff will be expanded to include 2 Joint Registrars, 5 Deputy 
Registrars, 41 Assistant Registrars, 21 District Auditors and a staff of 
1,798 Inspectors and Auditors. On my assuming charge of the Department 
I was struck by what I considered the inadequacy of the proposed reorganised 
scales of pay, and accordingly under my instruction the Directorate has 
modified the scheme, and I feel sure that the new scheme will ment greater 
popular support, and ensure a contented and well-paid staff’. The 
inadequacy of our staff requirements may be gathered from the fact th^ 
although our existing stuff' is smaller in many respects than similar 
in other provinces, the number of societies to be supervised and audited 
exceeds 42,000 out of a total of approximately 95,000 for the whole of India. 

The scheme provides for separation of audit work from general Super- 
Vision in accordance with a long established popular demand. This separa- 
tion will, I feel sure, ensure a regular and efficient audit of our oo-operatiyc 
societies in the future, and will remove a very great shortcoming in tw 
administration of the Directorate. Constant and regular audit wUl be m 
best protection against corruption in the movement. I have laid it dowt 
as a principle that recruitment of superior grade-staff for the e^andec 
department, including the posts of Inspectors and Auditors, will mad« 
only with the approval of the Public Service Commission, and tiirougi 
competitive examinations for the clerical and subordinate ^taff. lois 
I feel sure, remove for ever the complaints of nepotism, favouritism am 
jobbery, which have in the past been made against the Department. 

I shall mention another important circumstance. The Directorate ^ 
recently put up a proposal to introduce the startmg of two services for tn 
Directorate, a senior Co-operative Bervice, and a Junior Co-operative Servic 
as in^e case of other departments. If approved, thw will p a Iom wa, 
towfurds overcoming our greatest shortcoming, the lack of trained an 
MjwcMliiied oadrM. , . , 

.k of tke firm intentioB trf the Minwtry to thoroughl y o ro 
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. I alupi now draw a brief picture of the routine woiiing of Dimio^iet 
Phe deiiuaid for credit in the rural areas is conditioned hy the prices of 
igricultural commodities preTmiing at any time. As is well knowU) the 
>rices of commodities have maintained a fairly high level for the past ^ear, 
knd consequently the demand for co-operative credit has not been very 
pressing. But this Government is prepared to meet the demand in full of 
i)ur credit societies where it is known that such credit will be co-operatively 
md productively utilised. In this connection I may mention that the 
Bengal Provincial Co-operative Bank has come up to Government with a 
request for Es.45 lakhs for the current year as against a provision of Es JO 
aims last year, for loans to members of co-operative societies. In 1946, 
the Provincial Co-operative Bank due to its improved financial position was 
ihle to utilise E8.2d‘53 lakhs out of its own funds to meet the demand for 
loans. 

We have not relaxed our efforts in the matter of collection of arrear 
co-operative dues. The collection figure of Provincial Co-operative Banket 
lues rose from Es.25-84 lakhs in 1944-45 to Es. 37-58 lakhs in 1945-46. 
Similarly for Central Banks the figure rose from Es. 56-73 lakhs in 1944-45 to 
E8.77'58 lakhs in 1945-46. The Directorate has, as in the last year, initiated 
and maintained a collection drive tor this year. The loans issne»l by the 
Land Mortgage Banks amounted to E8.2-82 lakhs in 1945-46 as against 
R8.r50 lakhs in 1944-45. Collection of audit cess was the highest over a 
period of a decade and a half, and amounted to Es.5-71 lakhs. 

The collection of arrear co-operative dues has a great bearing on the 
question of rehabilitation of the agricultural credit movement in this 
Province. In 1945 the Government appointed a responsible officer of the 
Imperial Bank of India to draw up u scheme for the purpose. He has 
submitted his scheme which is under examination. The solution of the 
problem of reviving co-operative credit is rendered complicated by tlie fact’ 
that a sum of almost Es.l crore of frozen debt has got to be liquified in 
order to revive the confidence ot depositors in our Banks and societies. Our 
collection drives in the past year, and in this, are intended to take advantage 
of the comparatively higher prices of primary products, to recover as much 
of arrears as possible, consistent with the repaying capacity of the 
borrowers. 

Honourable members will join with me, I feel sure, in agreeing that the 
last world war has left no part of our administrative machinery and our 
rural economy untouched. The Co-operative Directorate was no exception. 
Due to war controls the number of non-credit societies and stores has been 
extended to cover the entire district of Eangpur, and in Kishoreganj sub- 
division a large part of controlled commodities is similarly distnbuted 
through a chain of multi-purpose societies. The total profits made by the 
Eangpur Consumers’ Stores and Kishoreganj Multi-purpose Wholesale 
Society in 1945-46 "amounted to Es.l, 38, 000 and Es.l, 55, 000 respectively. 
We have reason to believe that the profits in the course of the present year’s 
transaction will be vastly more. Many of our Central Banks too have taken 
advantage of Controls and the profits arising from side-business in this 
way have run into mahy lakhs and have gone a long way towards helping 
tile banks to pay off their depositors’ dues. The Directorate has not been 
silok in helping and encouraging the Central Banks in this matter. 

Mention may also be made of the fact that another co-operatively owned 
Eiee Mill has been added this year to our already existing 3 mills, and a 
fifjh one is under construction at Hili in Dinajpur district. 

Out of a total population of approximately 2i lakhs weavers in ^ 
Erovinee, over 1 lakh or neatly 50 per cent, are organised in^ oc-operatiw 
soeietieB. There are 22 huge Industrial Dnioiw or federation of sncii 
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sooietien in di«irieti md 8iibdiid»ioiml headquarters. I shall give 
l^^^gures of PioEts of some of the larger ludustrial Unioas for the year

(6) Malda Silk Union— Rs. 82, 795. 

(7) Tamluk Industrial Union — Rs. 15,000. 

As can be seen the profits from only these Unions run into many lakhs. 
Phe total paid-up share capital of all the 22 Unions runs into the huge 
figure of approximately R8.15 lakhs. Honourable members will, I am sure, 
agree with me that now is the time to consolidate and strengthen these 
Unions, and our future aim is to cover the entire weaving population of 
our province bv a chain of co-operative societies. Recently Government 
have sanctioned an Industrial Centre Schemes, with a view to revising our 
traditional cottage industries, and in order to organise them on progressive 
and business-like factory lines. For this purpose advantage has been taken 
of the offer of an interest-free loan of Es.49 lakhs from the Central Govern- 
ment. It is the policy of the Government that our traditional cottage 
industries can l>e best organised on co-operative lines. This view is 
supported by the recently published report of the Co-operative Planning 
Committee of the Government of India. The Directorate has been instruct- 
ed to examine the report very carefully, and to put up suggestions for early 
implementation of the main recommendations of the Planning Committee’s 
report. The Directorate has prepared and submitted to Government 
scnemes for the expansion of the Co-operative Training Institute and the 
provision of advanced training in co-operation of our district staff and also 
for the members and employees of co-operative societies in the districts. 
The Directorate will also lay special emphasis on the need for popularising 
the Co-operative Movement and its ideas throughout the rural areas. 
Among the other Development schemes submitted by the Directorate recently 
for examination and sanction of Government, mention may be made of the 
scheme to expand the Co-operative Milk Societies’ Union in Calcutta, and 
[to make available to the middle-class consumers, and hospitals, milk at a 
considerably cheaper price. Another scheme deals with the fishing popula- 
Um of the provinoa. It is intended to consolidate our larger Co-operative 
Fisheries Societies, and to organise more societies among fishermen. The 
number of fishing societies have increased from 100 in 1^3-44 to over 600 
to date. We are not unmindful of the shortcomings of ]the primary unlimited 
liability societies and we are considering a proposal for organising primary 
societies with limited liability in acooraance with popular opinion in this 
province. The present Registrar of Co-operative Societies has prepared a 
scheme for organisation of Co-operative Multi-purpose Societies througboujt 
the province, and has placed great emphasis on the recommendations, in this 
connection, of the Royal Commission on agriculture, the Famine Enquiry 
Cmnmission and the views of various other expert Committees and 
Oo-operatora on this subject. I have mentioned in my speech the scheme 
prepared by the Banking Expert foci^the rehabilitation of the credit move- 
ment. We are paying great attention to this matter of credit rehabilitation 
and I take this opportunity of repeating en assurance once previously made 
. on the fioor of this House that tne Government will not fail to honour its 
oommitmenilB in this respect, and in doing so 1 have instructed the 
Dmotorele >.10 take steps to consult the largest possible amount of popular 
OjMttfem in tliis subumi, mi to put a si^eme for uie approval of Qovemmeni 
In fitadng our I>fffii^o|mB<^ut scheaies we a^ 
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fina^nff. The magnitude of the task that we have set before ns may be 
ffaihmed from the fact that in the next flTe years we shall carry eo«operation 
down to every agricultural family in the province. We shall endeavour 
at the same time to include the entire artisan class . under Co-operatives. 
These targets go far beyond anything set anywhere, and more than 160 per 
cent, beyond the targets set by the &)-operutive Planning Committee of the 
Government of India. We stall consider the unprecedented proposud^ of 
reducing the rate of interest on agricultural loan to a figure not exc 
6i per cent. This will be a great inducement for our agricultural i 
tion to become co-operative-minded and will be a measure of great reliotlw 
them. 


Mr. Sneaker, Sir, before I resume my seat I would like to tell 
section of the House through you, that any sjiecific complaint broujrl^ 
against any officer of the department or any society will receive immediaj^ 
attention of Government and they will take prompt and adeauate actioir in^ 
ail such cases, I would also like to assure all my honourable friends that 
any suggestion for the improvement of the movement will receive the 
utmost possible care and consideration of the Department.

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU; Do we take from the answer just 
given by the Hon’ble Minister that they will be always neglecting tha^ 
opinion of half the population of the province in the matter of administra* 
iion of this province?

Mr. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: Sir, I beg to move that the demand of 
Rs. 38, h, 000 for expenditure under the head “8— Provincial Excise" be 
reduced by Rs. 100. I move this to raise a di.scus.sion about excise policy 
of the (jovernment of Bengal. 

Sir, as I rise to speak on this motion a thought flashes through mv mind 
as to what the position was during the Moghul period or during the ‘ihithan 
period, whether there was any revenue secured under these heads during 
those periods. As far as I can remember, I do not find sucli a source wna 
there during those periods. Tapping of such a source came with the advent 
of foreign rule and that too primarily for two reasons. Firstly, to secure 
an increased revenue, but more .so. with a view to demoralise our ptaiple and 
to lull them ink), what I should say. inactivity, so that tliev may not have 
conscience, the> ma\ not develop that sense 'of responsibilit y which they 
should with a view to fight a foreign rule gradually con.solidating its posi- 
tion in this country. There was another object. Sir, for having this source 
of revenue introduced in the Budget. That was to establish excise shops 
predominantly into the working class areas with a view to seeing that the 
working class ot our country never develops a consciema* so as to lie able 
to figlit their emplo\er> tor the securing of their demamls or tor tlu‘ removal 
of their legitimate grievance^ But whatever might have been the motive 
whicli actuated our ( iovernments in the past when it was in the hands of 
the foreigners, such a motive can no longer exist when wc have got a 
popular Mini>tr\ here, particularly so, when such a Ministry is a League 
Ministry, when such a Ministry wants to tran.'.latc into practice the high 
moral principle ])reached by the Prophet', and particularly because of that 
fact certainly we cannot assume that the present Ministry is also actuated 
by the motive which actuated their predecessors. But we hnd that in spite 
of promises given very often since 1937— it was given, Sir, by the then 
Prime Minsiter the Hon'ble Mr. Fazlul Huo, that we are going to have 
prohibition in Bengal— although ten vear.s have passeil since then, we «lo 
not find any progre.vs in that direction of prohibition in tins Province, Even 
on a scrutiny of the Budget presented before us this year we find that there 
is an increased income from this source. That shows tliat the (government, 
the present Ministry, although it speaks one thing, does not try to give 
shape to it. It is not sincere, it is not honest, and it has not the vigour, 
even if it has the honesty, it has not the courage to give its ]»ropoHals and 
programme a shape. Sir, I know the objections that would he raised 
Mainst total prohibition. In fact, they were raised on the floor of this 
Mouse this session in feply to a question put by me. There were two points 
luiaeil. Firstly, that the habits of the people cannot be changed in a day 
^ a moment’s notice, and secondly that the experiments in the direction of 
introducing prohibition have failed in other countries and in other parts 
of the world. The second argument is all the more sinister, because it 
suggests pessimism. 1 would like to .sav that the conditions in other 
countries, (he level of economic and social conditions in other countries and 
those prevailing in our country differ very much. We cannot draw our 
^son from the failure in this direction of other countries, particularly so 
ift the case with Bengal. .1 find from (iovernment reports that the quantity 
of consumption of liijuor is poorest in Bengal. 1 will give the figure foir 
country spirit only. The average consumption of country spirit per hundred 
of population in 1933-34 is as follows: — Bombay 5*9 gallons, Delhi 326 
^jpttoiuh 1 33 gallons, Madras 1-77 gallons' ancT Bengal *49 only. 
This flSwf that the social consciousness of our people is very much against. 
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taking to drinking and is yery much agidail'i^jcoiolism, and the Ministry 
gi thw Province can achieve success more easily, more promptly than the 
Ministries of other Provinces in India. In spite of that we find that other 
Provinces are going ahead. We find that Bombay is going ahead, we find 
that ikadras is going ahead, we find that Bihar is going ahead in this matter 
but Bengal only is Tagging behind. Particularly, Sir, I would ilke to draw 
your attention "to the deplorable conditions in Asansol where the labouring 
classes are composed of simple Santals and Bauris. I have seen that openly 
on the streets and on the maidans men and women without feeling any 
shame are drinking, buying country spirit, buying pachai and drinking. 
That shows that they have no shame.

Mr. NARENDRA 8INCH 8INCHI: Mr, Speaker, Sir. in rising t 
support the motion standing in the name of my honourable frien 
Mr. Dehendra Nath Sen I would like to reouest the (fovernmeut to vie’ 
the problem of pndiibition in a more oomprenensive way than hitherto an 
to draw tiieir attention to the necessity of adopting positive measures s 
as to make prohibition really effective. 1 take it for granted that prohibi 
tiou i^ not only the declared policy hut the actual intention of this (jlovern 
ineut; and I furtlier accept that the> have the goal of total prohibitioi 
throughout the province af> the ultimate objective of their policy. Th 
only <|in*>tinn that arisen in the ha« kground of tliH laudable objective i 
whether the n^ea'^ure^ so far adopted to enforce ])rohibition liave been reall 
effective and have yielded the reNiilts eApected. It ifH however rather strang 
and Nomewhat tunn\ to find a (iovernment swearing by prohildtion. lameni 
mg over the loss (tf excise revenue due to the closure of li<|Uor sbojis ii 
disturbed arctis This, 1 need har<ll\ add. Sir, is not the manner in whic 
the ( foverimierit can make it.s prohibition policy effective in practice. Th 
entire })robleni ol piohibition is nltimatt*l\ a problem of mental, moral, an' 
to a great extent, even ol pli\s.ical, rehabilitation of those sections of th 
community, who are addicted to alcoholism, or to other forms of inioxicnt 
ing drinks and drugs. The (iovernimuit is iberefore calleil upon to take som 
jiositive ('oiisti uct ive measure which could gru<luall\ wi'an away person 
addicted to drink habit from that abominable udtliclion by din*cting tliei 
minds to In^althicr and more innocent t,\ jies oi pleasures. 'I’hc men* (dosinj 
of li(jUoi‘ shops 111 eeitain .selected .iiea.s is at b(*st a negative measure, am 
creatt's mme pioldenis ni its wake than it serves to sidve. The closing o 
hijiioi shops III uiir nr two areas does nnt of ilsidt kill the drink habit. Urinl 
adilicts tind out other a^enues for the satistactioii of their cravings; am 
huge sc.ile smuggling and boot-legging ensues as a matter cd eouisi*, will 
its ineMtabie se(|Uel ol rise in crime statistics and a greatiM' strain oi 
])uldic mnialit\. The dangerous likelihood of sucli deleteiious (‘ff'ecti 
following piohilution is all the gieater when prrdiibitioii is conceiveil ii 
entirely m'gati\e terms, and is hesitant, partial and iricompb‘te. 1 wouh 
therefore like to take this opportunity of pho iiig before the (iovernmen 
certain coik lete and coiistructixe proposals for making prohibition practi 
call\ <‘ftectne b\ supjdementing its juesent hesilanll\ negative polie\ b;^ 
a ])os]tive ndialtilitatorv jirogr’amme. As a first stcfi towards enforcilif] 
[U'ohibition the (fovernment should. I think, ilerdait* a time-target, suv 
tiiree year's, b\ winch the\ would enforce total ]»r<dnbitn»n throughout the 
province. They shouhl simultaneriiislv with tire fixing of this time-target 
take over all kinds of li(|uor ami excise shops in the province under tbeii 
own management instead of leaving tliese out to private vmidors as ai 
present. Tnder the present system the jirivate vendors are prompted tf 
increase the sale of wines and spirits and other intoxicating agents for tliei] 
own gain. 'Fliis must be put a stop to without delay. If the (rovernineii 
take over the management of these sliop.s they could easily bring dow'r 
consumption of wines, etc., b\ gradually re.stricting tlie sale of these stuff 
to a continuallx diminishing »iuf»ta for each .shop, and fr>r each person, 
month by month. This wnulti not be a very difficult mattef as in d years' 
time we wouhl get -jb months tor grailually stepping down the consumption 
of alcohol by drink-addicts. The advice of a hoard of medical ex|»erts may 
with advantage l>e acterl uposL in this respect and they sluruld lie entrusted 
with the preparation of a scheme or sciumle a« to how consumption oi 
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aliit>llol by individual addicts may be brought down witblmt tn^ harmful 
effect to their health. The Government could also with great advantage 
encourage the opening of tea and coffee shops in the neighbourhood of wine- 
shops and induce people by the offer of cheap and wholesome non-intoxicat- 
ing drinks to give up the alcohol habit. It might seem that tea or coffee 
would he a poor and a ridiculously weak substitute for wine. But I can 
speak from my own observation as an industrial employer that the extent 
of alcoholism among workers has in many areas been successfully brought 
down by the removing of wine-shops from the vicinity of working class 
qiiarlers, by the forced curtailment of consumption, and by encouraging the 
starting of tea shops nearhy in their stead. If nt^cessary, the Tea and 
Coffee Marketing Expansion Boards might be invited to give their co-opera- 
tion in the matter. Ways and means should also be found out for providing 
the drink-addicts with other kinds of healthy recreation through the 
Cinema and (lames. Industrial employers and municipalities should be 
invited to co-operate in these matters. If the Government proceed on these 
lines prohihition would nr) longer remain in the status of a desideratum 
but would soon prove to he a realised goal. 


But I am afraid, Sir, the way in which the Government is proceeding 
is not the way of enforcing prohihition. They seem to have a guilty 
conscience in the matter. A policy of prrihihition fits with an ill grace on 
a spendthrift and' harikrupt Government dependent on the large income from 
excise revenue which they can ill afford to lose. Yet the pressure of public 
opinion for prohihition is too strong so as not to allow the Government to 
say a decided “no” to proliihition. This explains their jiresent hesitant 
and dilators policy. But they should reineinher that a comprehensive 
rehahilitatory programme on the lines I have just suggesteil combined with 
^ hold p()licy for enforeing total prohihition thioughout the province would 
in its ultimate effect redound to tlie benefit of the provincial excheciuer also, 
by increasing the productive effieieiic> and taxable ca})acit\ of the large 
musses of men, on whose moral and physi<al ruin tin* jirestoil excise income 
is ha.sed. If the Government cannot saenfice their revenues lightly, they 
should also seriously ponder it they can batten on the riiimms .sacrifice of 
the province s human re.sources through aleoholism and through intoxicating 
drugs. 

ith these words, Sir, I commend the motion of my friend for accept- 
ance b\ the House. 

Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED KHONDKAR: Mr Speaker. Sir. I rise 
to sjH'uk a few words on the (lovernment's pi)lic\ of prohibition and I .shall 
make certain observation.s. Prohibition is a universal cry from all quarters 
and it is a .settled point of Government but the action and achievement of 
the Government towards this direction is ver\ slow and unsatisfactory. 

Sir, during the.se 10 long years of .so-called autonomous (iovernment 
prohihition couhl he extended only to four districts. This time it has been 
extended to the district of Bukarganj and 1 do not think that the honour- 
able members from that ilistrict shall thank the Hoiihle Exci.se Minister 
for the extension of prohihition to that district. The consumption of drugs 
and liquor in that district .so far as I know is less than any other district. 
The Hon'hle Minister has left aside other areas of bigger consumption from 
his consideration and I tell the Hon’hle Mim.^ter that the cooling green 
cocoanut water in the district of Bukarganj is .sufficient enough to cool down 
and sober down the members and inhabitants of that district and keep them 
far away from the hounds of intemperance. 

Sir, the Government ought to have made a comprehensive survey and 
have complete statistics of the total consumption of all varieties of liquors 
and drugs before they could think of prohibition. Without having a 
complete survey and complete statistics oi total consumption the scheme 
would be ineffective. Without a survey and without a well-defined plan of 
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this prohfSf^Q achieveiurm* is misoiuir. n vnrrr wwe* « ffuriTey and Hit 
(Government policy was taken up alter that survey and after a well-definw 
plan, then I think the country would have been dry, the entire provinci 
would have been dry by this time. 

Sir, we admit that total prohibition is not possible at once. It can b< 
achieved by jrraduated dejjfrees. Here I shall make some suf^gestions foi 
the Government. The number of liquor shops, both foreijjn and country 
should be cut down to its minimum. Licences for country liijuor both foj 
consumption and j»rcparation should be cut down to its minimum and opiuu 
should be allowed to addicts only on the system of (‘ards and counons 
Liquor shops oi tliis city Calcutta as well a.s of other bi/j;* towns and big 
industrial areas after their curtailment should be removed from the heart 
of the city ami town their outskirts. 

Sir. the preparation of puchai ami haria and other country liquor it 
responsible for the evil in two way.s. It consumes tin* hanl-earned wage!! 
of the labouring classes and make them po<»rer day by day and tliere is anoth^l 
side to look t(!, tiiat is, in these days of dearth of rice, a gooil deal of rice 
has been wasted in jireiniring these sorts of count r\ licpior only for the 
consumption of the hard-earne<l money of the labouring classes. I would 
request (irovernment to put a stop to tins preparation of country liquor and 
to put a stop to its commercial preparation. 

Sir. it is deplorable to note that this vice of drink is not only prevalent 
among the lahouring classes Init us is known in this House this vice has 
unfortunately made its way among the younger generations of our country, 
particuhirly the student community, (iovernment must have strict vigil- 
ance upon this point and should see that the future generations of our 
country should not he allowed to be demoralised ami to go to tbe wrong 
ways. In this respect iiiy suggestion to the Govi'niinent w’ouhl he that 
Governimuit sliciuld jmt an age-limit at tlie age nt and an\ one indulging 
in drinking below that age should he adeipiatels dealt with and imnished. 
Legislation tcu that shouhl he brought in making provision for dealing with 
these deliiiijuenls udecjuatels and with punishments. It should be treated 
as a criminal offence and particularly should he jirovided witli the jiunish- 
meiit of whip})iiig of juvenile offemb*rs. 

Sir. in conclusion, before 1 .sit down, I want a clarification fiom the 
Hon'hlc Minister on one peunt. In his Hmlget statement Im repeatedly and 
with regret pointed (uit that duiing the riot tlistuihaiices foi .1 short time 
there w'as a loss of revenue of about ob lakbs under lb«* bead “K\cis<**\ Now, 
this anxietv oi the (iovernment for rcvtuiues from this souicc ami llo* desire 
for prohibition srenis to Ik* in cfuiflict. Sir, if one is to 1m* achieved, the 
other sliould he given a go-by; there cannot be both at tin* saim* time. I 
would ask the Government t<» look into the Ininihh* suggestions that I liuve 
made ami try to tiring in legislation as suggested. 

Mr. P, E. C. W. PARISH: Mr. Sjieaker. Sir. in his budget statement 
tbe Hon ble the Finance Minister was at pains to explain that the loss of 
revenue wiiich will result from the intnidiiction of pndiihition into tlie dis- 
trict of Bakurganj will W counter-fialanced by enhanced licence fees oil 
imported foreign li<tuor. 

Xow’, Sir, this aiiestion of Prohibition ha.s been argued for and against 
for many years am! the argument.s produced on both sides are wearing a 
little thin. But in our opinion, .Sir. so far a.s Bengal is conc(‘rn(‘d the cry 
for Prohibition is a political cry and a very^ unreal political cry at that. 

Let us face the facts. Bengal has had a succession of deficit budget* 
and has no reserve funds. The province simply cannot afford to lose the 
revenue amounting to the very considerable sum of nearly Rs. fi crorea on 
an experiment of this kind. The Governments of Bombay, Madras and tbe 
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United Provinces have announced their plans for the inl^aeilrin of Prohi- 
bition on an extensive scale; but these provinces had surolus buo^ts during 
the war years and were able to build up large reserve funds. They are in 
a position to experiment; Bengal is not. 

For, Sir, the introduction of Prohibition is an experiment — there is no 
doubt of that. We have still in our minds the failure of the experiment in 
the United States of America where as soon as Prohibition was introduced 
consumption increased enormously. Smuggling, racketeering and illicit 
distilling flourished to such an extent that eventually the effect on public 
opinion in America was such that the (’onstitution was changed by the 
repeal of the Johnson Act. 

Do honourable members really believe that Proliibition can be properly 
enforce<l in Bengal!*' The size of tlie province, the lack of communications 
and the ease with which illicit liquor can be pnxluced make enforcement 
impossible unless Government are prepared to increase the cost of the 
Preventive Services to an enormous figure. Even then we believe that the 
only result will be that the traffic in li(jUor will be driven iindergrouncl. 
The province will lose nearly Rs. G crores of revenue and in addition will 
have to pay for a huge preventive staff — a loss and exjienditure which the 
province can ill afford at present and be laced at the same time with an 
increase in crime. 

if the Governmenl do decide to continue with their proent policy of the 
introduction of Prohiliitioii into the province by d(‘grees where is the loss 
of revenue to be made uiiy Are the> jirepared to treble the rate ot Sales 
Tax? If so, iloes the Hon'ble Minister believe that traib* in Bengal would 
fiear this drastic increase? We believe that such an incicasc would only 
have the elfect of <lriving trade awa\ from Bengal, ^\'c (‘an see no ulter- 
iiativt* source of revenue tor it is (piite certain that imported toreign liquor 
W'ill not bear any further increases— in tact tlie point ot diminishing returns 
ma> alrcad\ have been I'cachcd. 

Sir, the tact is that if pi'ople want to drink they will drink Lcginla- 
ition will not stoji them. Education on the light lines might ilo so We 
Relieve that the policy of maximum revenue with minimum consumption is 
sound. If (lovernmeiit continue this policy b\ stiu't lu'cncing regulations 
and siijipression ot illicit distillation and at the same tunc cncouragi* a real 
teinjiereiict* mo\emciit providing tacilitn‘s foi workers tor recreation and 
education then we believe that the same goal as is sougiit foi in Bioliibitiou 
inuy lie reached more i|uiekly and with less evil results. 

Sir, I ojiposc th(‘ motion tor rediu'tion. 

Mr. BANKU BEHARI MANDAL: Mr Speaker. Sir. I use to say 
soim'thing with regard to the nature ot the polie\ (hat has bt'en adopteil 
by Government and its lailure to pre\(*nt tbe e<uiuption that is rampant in 
the Excise Department. In (he Imdget estimate we find that (iovernment 
gets an excise K'vemie ot lls. o.Ttt.Sb.tMU) whereas tlie total (‘Xpenditure is 
Rs. fhS,-ll .(KH). The total margin is Us, •'»'». (MMt. whereas (iovernment 

«»pends tor SupeiintembMiee only Rs. -kTd.tMMt. 

Now. Sir. the main inuise of this (‘orruption is rht‘ low scale ot pay <>( 
excise oHiei'i’s. Government appoints graduate Suh*liispe(‘tor.s on a pay of 
Rs. SO to Us. 1‘J0, When a .Sub- Inspector becomes <jld he gets Us. I'JO. 
It is very ditticult for him to maintain his family, give echieation to his 
children, to bear the expenses of tbe marriage eereiuonies of bis children. 
So. Sir. be is prompted to take bribeMrom excise shops. The House will 
be surprised to learn that an excise sfif»-iiis|>ector gets Us. >00 to Rs. 1.000 
per month as extra remuneration. A petty officer is appointed on a pay of 
lls. 20 to R>s. do. With this pay of Rs. 20 it is quite imjM)ssible for him 
to maintain bis family. So be has to take out income. An excise peon 
gets Rs. 100 as out income. Now the question is how to remedy thus. Tbe 
only remedy that I can suggest is to increase their pay. so that if they get 
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a gMtef^moiaii dl |»aj they will not be prompted to take an^ bribe. 
is eTideai from the fact that when an honest and strict officer is appoiiited 
at the head of the department, we find that the excise revenue automatioally' 
increases. The Excise Minister will do well to compare Bengal with other 
provinces in this connection. My earnest request to the Hon ’ole Minister !• 
that he will increase the scales of pay. 

There is another thinjr reg:arding settlement of excise shop. A large 
amount ot money is paid to the authorities who settle the shops. It is proper 
that (Government should initiate certain principle on which shops should be 
settled, so that the authorities will not be able to take money by settling , 
shops. ’ , 

Then, Sir, there is another thinjr. In settlement of shops to the heirs 
of deceased vemlors there is a circular by Mr. (G. 1*. which provides 

that a candidate, heir ot <ie< ease<l vendor, must fulfil three conditions. He 
must he a near ielati\e ot the vendor. He must have ludped the vendor ^ 
<luring his life time. The vendor must have a jfood record. We find, Sir, 
that a man who had lieen conductinj^: a shop tor the last dl) or 40 years, 
ini^ht have t'ertain in‘effiilanti«‘s. hut the de]»a!tim*nl does not ilrive him out. 

As •'Oon M" he dies his heir is dis<jualified l»ecause the %t*nilor had I'ertain 
irre^*-!! Ian ties. 

There is another thiny:. You tak(‘ a new man. ^ on jjive a shop to ft 
<*an«lidat(‘ who is t*nlnel\ a new man and has no e\))ern‘nce in the hnsiness, 
but when >oii try to ^nve it t(» the heir ol the vi*nd<»t >ou will say “yoU 
must have e\per ienc(*'‘ Thoujrh he has ^rot some I'xperieiict* still he f# 
<lepii\ed ot a licensed shop. 

In this w.i\. Sir, theso are the things w hu h make provision tor taking 
blihes toi hlghel authonties So I hojn* the I'Aeise Ministej will consider 
all the-'C tails (Apjilaiisc.)

Mr, W. C. WORDSWORTH: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I claim 
indnlgence for four or five minutes while I shall speak on Prohibi^ fwta 
aa unuaual angle— the hietorid. These great social mwui^a^f m,) | j 
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SiT# ft ipieial intwent for women. Knowledge about them may always lit 
and oannot be harmful. Therefore I venture to speak for theise few 
minutes about the experience of Norway. In that country when' the 
weather was too bad for fishing, men had two occupations; drinking and 
^Jutocking their w’ives about. The w’omen tolerated this for centuries 
l)«CftUHe they had no choice, and they were a sturdy breed. But there came 
a day when the hope of deliverance flew towards them on shining wings; 
in other words the day when they found themselves with the vote. So 
they put their heads together, worked out a campaign, put pressure on the 
g^iiticians, and got prohibition established w'itli very little trouble. Having 
done iJiis tliey looked at one anotiier in sudden consternation. It bad not 
occurred to them before, but now the men had only one occupation for their 
inpare time, and they liad all their time for it. Further the men soon showed 
that they enjoyed the one occupation left to them with greater keenness 
because of their resentment against those who had cut them off from the 
other. Still further, when they .settled down to the new conditions, they 
found that the men had better health and better endurance. Their 
mnscular system was toned up, their eye became clearer, their aim 
•traighter and, to sum up the history of those eventful years, in a single 
sentence, it is credibly reported not a single stroke missed its target. 
(Jjaughter.) The women, therefore, repenting of what they had done, put 
their Jieads together again, they worked out a new campaign, they brought 
coercion to bear on their politicians in the reverse direction, prohibition 
was soon erased from the statute book, and the women joyfully went back 
to the status ante. (Laughter.) That is all my simple stor\ , Sir, ami 
I’^have no moral to draw from it, but 1 give it as a hislori(‘al (‘xperience to 
be Minister in charge of this department who after two years of thinking 
bout it mu.st be wiser enough about prohibition than an> of U'^. 

The Hon'ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, I am in sympathy with the 

r itiinents expre.ssed by a majority of the members who have participated 
the debate and by those of the members who have advocated the introduc- 
tion of Prohibition in the province. 

Sir, I remember 1 told the House last year that Government had adopted 
the policy of gradual introduction of Prohibition in the province and Govern- 
Ittent's aim is to have total Prohibition in the province and in implementa- 
tion of this decision of (iovernment, in the year 19d8 the district of Noakhali 
was made drv. But after the outbreak of war, this province was the base 
kA operation for the eastern theatre of war and, therefore, we had a large 
Unmoer of military personnel in our midst and Government decided that 
tkiy policy of gradual Prohibition in the province should be stayed for some 
Ijnie. So, during the years IIKU) to 1940 there was no Prohibition in the 
^pifovince of Bengal. After we assumed office last year, I decided that we 
•hould have Prohibition in the province in gradual stages and. therefore, 
I made the district of Noakhali dry. This year, in implementation of the 
ima decision of Government, we have made the district of Bakarganj dry. 
D, in Bengal we have now two districts absolutely dry and there are some 
of the district of Tippera and the district of Chittagong contiguous 
4||Hoikkhali which are also dry’. 

/ Sir, I must point out to the House that the question of introduction of 
l^i^ibition bristles with difficulties. Mr. Parish has pointed out that in 
yie^riea this experiment was tried with the result that there was a lot of 
!#!otWging, there was trafficking in illicit liauor, there was distillation of 
jBmit liquor, there was racketeering abd, in snort, there was some amount 
of gangsterism in that country. The net result was that instead of getting 
ftfly benefit from Prohibition in that country, there was lot of other evila 
Wmoh cropped up and, therefore, America had to repeal the Prohibition Act 
was introduced at the instance of Pussyfoot Johnson. 




By tlii I do not mean to say tha| ProhibitioiL is not desiraWo.^ 1 
loan taniv h thal we cannot have Proltililioli til at once tr 
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"jft" ISie pen. We must proceed slowly oautibu^ and mtist 
nwdi^. Prohibition in this province gradually, watch its results, watoh 
ts repercussions and then go ahead with it. We cannot make the entire 
province of Bengal absolutely dry. Of course, there is the question qf 
Calcutta which stands on a different footing. As 1 pointed out some time 
earlier in reply to a question in this House, (^dcutta is a cosmopolitan city 
ind it is reallv a moot point whether any Government has the right to 
impose its will on the nationals of other countries. In this city of Calcutta, 
ipart trom Bengalees, there are nationals of many other countries. Their 
religious sentiment is not the same as our own religious sentiment. The 
Muslims are prohibited from taking any intoxicant but the same docs not, 
apply to other nationals and, therefore, it is for serious consideration 
whether the Government of tliis province ^honld really interfere with tlie 
freedom and liberty enjoyed by nationals of other countries. Ifut that is 
also a vexed question wluch slioiild be tlecided. We should not rush inti» any 
decision with regard to this matter. 

So tar as Prohibition in rural areas is concerned, there is no question 
tiiat we should aim at total Prohibition throughout Bengal, hut we should 
proceed slowl\ and cautiously. iMr, Mihik n'oi*\i»li VAV \ : III

In Bengal the jutsilion is 
this. As NNe do not Nvant toreign domination, Nve do not also want domina- 
tion liy any othei (lovernment on us. We NNant to he indepemhuit and if ) 
we have independence*, we sliall not he exploiti*d by Kngland or by Delhi. 
With all the money tliat is being taken by the ( eiitre, which 1 said in reply 
to the l)udget debate will he about Ks. PMI crores. we will he financially 
stable, and if we are financially stable, nnc can afford to lose tliis (i crores 
of rupees hecau.se we sliall get a return. The return will not he in money, 
hut the return will he in improved health and happiness ot the people of this 
province. Tlierefore, this ti crores of rupees in the interest oi the health 
and happiness of the people we can sacriffee and that will he our dividend. 

Mr. Wordsworth narrated a story — 1 do not know whether it is historical 
or fictitiou.s— of the people of Norw‘ay. He did not give us unv moral, hut 
I find a moral in his story. When the women of Norway had Prohibition 
introduced in the country, the aim, strength and physical well-being of the 
people improved and the women, becau.se they were afraid of heating from 
their husbands, scrapped that Act. But the fact remains that as soon a» 
Prohibition wa.s introduced in that country, the health of the peojile improved 
though there was domestic trouble. Out of fear or out of a motive to mftke* 
themselves secure and safe from their husbands’ beating, the wives had 
Prohibition Act repealed. 

Therefore, I say that if we have this aim and objective, viz., the improve- 
ment of the physical well-being of the people of this province, then it V 
our duty to introduce total Prohibition irrespective of the fact that we shall 
sustain a financial loss. Rs. 6 crores is no consideration. In return for 
E«. 6 crore!^, we shall have the physical— and not only physical but physicaf 
and moral— well-being of the people of this province and that is the goal we 
aim at and. therefore, we must introduce Prohibition. But Mr. Rantk 
ahnuld not be afraid. As I have said, we have not reached any final concl^ 
aion, we shall not interfere with the liberty and freedom of Mr. Parish 
. tha people qf his country. do not want to enforce our will on anybo^. 
do l^AMraat that wb th^U dominate over anybodf. We if iM>t hko 
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to be dominated ^ anvbody eiUier. We wanir to be free an^fi^^aiit 4o 
flee everybody free. That is the point and that is the policy ,l!ffich ;'We 

n se to adopt, but at the same time I should like to make It llear that 
ture when a new Constitution is evolved after June, 1948, it will be 
possible for us to speed up and accelerate the introduction of prohibition in 
ibis Province, because our financial position will be considerably strengthen- 
ed and improved in the future set-up. 

With these words I oppose all the cut motions for reduction of the mailt:

The Hon*bie Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, on the recommendation of 
His Excellency the Governor, I beg to move that a sura of R«. 10,30,000 
be granted for expenditure under the head “13 — ^Other Taxes and Duties'^ 

Mr. fiASANTLAL MURARKA: Sir. 1 beg to move that the demand 
of Rs. 10,30,000 for expenditure under the head “KJ — Other Taxes and 
Duties” be reduced by Rs. 100. My object is to raise a discussion about 
the Sales Tax policy of the Government.

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Mft BASANTLAL MURARKAS I will send an English translatioii of 
my Hptioch. (Thereafter the mem her continued his speech in Hindi, the 
English translation of which is given helow j : — 

I move a cut motion for Ks. 100 from the proposed grant under the 
head “Other Taxes and Duties’' and 1 hope you will fully support my 
motion. 

Tfte introduction of Sales Tax by the Bengal Ministry is an act of grave 
injustice done to the public. The general public will be put to greater 
hanlship by the imposition of this tax. Such a tux is levied by a (iovern- 
iiient f(»r the peO])le and by the people for the benefit of the masses or for 
the betterm(‘nt of their conditions, to increase the productive capacity, eta, 
etc. The standard of living of the ma.sses in such Governments being high, 
the people do not grudge the tax. Moreover tliis is levied on luxury goods 
and on consumer goods the incidence is not more than per cent. There- 
fore, Bengal can, in no circumstances, be compared with those countries. 
The Ministry here have done absolutely nothing for the uplift of the masses. 
They have neither made any attempt to increa.^e the productive capacity of 
the country, nnr have tliey paid any attention to industries, nor done any- 
thing for ilie benefit of the people, wdiereas in other provinces many new 
echemes are devised to improve the lot of the masses. Millions and millions 
of people in Bengal are half-starved, ill-clad, and there ar(‘ neither adequate 
medical help nor milk supply. In spite of this, the Ministry here have 
levitul this tax on the poor masses following the example of other countries. 
But in other countries (lovernments are run for the })eople and by the people 
and if they do any thing wlurh is inimical to the interest.s of the masses 
they are throw'n out of the Government. I'ake tin' ('Xamj)h' of England. 
VV. (’hurchill was at one time one ol the most outstanding hgurcs in England, 
hut his iileas came in oonllict with those of the masses. As a result he w'as 
thrown out of the Government, lost his ])opularity and is now a l>rok(‘n reed 
of a tree. Here in Bengal, the Ministr\, in sj)ite ot the terrible injustice 
(lone by tluuii to the peojile in general, are still in j)ower. 

Mr. MUJIBAR RAHMAN: Mr. Spea ker, Sir, there is no convention 
to speak in Hindi or Hindusthani in this House. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 do not know ot un\ such convi'ntion. There is one 
difficulty that we have no Himli or Erdii reporters to report such speeches. 
It lias, howeV(M', been arranged that he will semi an English version of liis 
spi'ecli for incorporation in the jiroceedings. 

Mr. BA8ANTALAL MURARKA; This tax is called “Sales Tax” buf 
is actually a “Purchasing Tax", inasmuch as the purcha.ser bus to pay the 
tax, thus reducing the buying capacity ol the public. Moreover, traderg/ 
manufacturers (d this province cannot stand in competition with those of 
the otlier neighbouring jirovinces, and Stales, where no such tax exists. 
Ponse(jUent ly ])eopb' living in the border cities <it this piajvime are. in order 
to avoid this Sales Tax, making their purchases from neiglihouring provinces 
and States and are dumping these goods here. thereh> .seriously aflecling 
the industries of this proviiu'e. The people are getting disu])pointed and 
helpless ami if the injustiee done by the Ministry is allowed to continue any 
longer, the inevitable result will In* a revolution. There is a limit to every- 
thing and the Ministry has exceeded this limit and if anything happens, 
they sliovild thank themselves. The people cannot flourish if they are 
required to pay Sales Tax at the rate of Us, 4-11 per Us. IdU. It is simply 
a blood-sucking tax and is md doing any goo<l to any man nor to any busi- 
ness. It lias also affected the ed^ation of the masses. 

There are as many as Ti0,00() small traders in Bengal, who have had to 
employ extra hands only to keep ac'counts of this tax. This reduces their 
already meagre earnings. 

I produce before you. honourable members (showing a cash memo, i a 
wmb memo, issued by the Itengnl Government Press for the purchase of a 
piece of paper coating 2 pice. On this purchase a tax of 1 pice has been 
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levied, repi^senting 50 per ceut. of the purchase price, I therefore request 
the Ho^i'ble Members on the Treasury Benches that, as it affects them and 
their families also, tiiey would be impartial and vote in my favour. 

I also appeal to the European Members of the Assemldy to do humani- 
tarian work jirior io their leaving this *ioil by ea.sting their votes in my 
favour and thus bringing to an end a Ministry whieh is inerticieiit, corrupt, 
and rank communal. 

Mr. RAHMARi ROY; Mr. Speaker, Sir. I beg to move tliat the demand 
of Hs.

The {d)iect ot my moving tin.', motion is to rai>e a discussion about the 
policy of (iovernimuit with reganl to Betting Tax ami Entertainment Tax. 

Sir, the p<dic\ hitberto iollowed by the (iovernment with regard to 
Betting and Entertainment Taxes is leally the policy enunciated and 
formulated by the lormer bureaucratic Government of tiie Britishers. The 
present Ministry oi the (iovernment almost all ot whose energy is spent 
in maintaining their j)art\‘ position in tlie matter of selecting tlieir Whips, 
l*urliamentar\ Secretaries and the Ministers ami the exlemlmg of their 
numbers, can certainl\ have no time in formulating their own policy in any 
matter of vital impmtance including the questmn ot betting and entertain- 
ment taxes. So we find that the present (iovernment is nothing but the 
rubbel.^tamp ot the toimt'i bureaucratic (lovernments. so far as their policy 
about the betting t,i\ and the entertainment tax is concerned. 

Sir, I shouhl like to tell the House that in view of the rectuit statement 
ot Ml. AttU‘e. the Briti-h Prime Minister, whtoi Imlia, ot course including 
Bengal, is (Ui the tliicslihnld nt independence, it is the dut\ ot the (iov«‘rn- 
ment to revise and formulate their own poliey on this hackgrouml. It is 
liigli time that witii the < haiige ot eireumstanees and ])ublie oiiinion the 
( iovernimmt slioiild adju>l tlieir own jiolieies. There wa.s a time when horse- 
i.Ming and gaiiiblnig. a Mee indented iiom the \Vest w.is accejiteil b\ the 
,sub|tMted ])eople on!\ to please tiieii masleis. The idtM then was tiiat they 
vere ( hhot.i Sahii.s aiu\ must tollow the English per)].).*, their Burra Suhihs. 
The time has now (hriaged; the masters an* leaving the country; the sjuilt 
ol Niihp'Ction IS gone; and tieedoiu is dawning uj)on the eountrs. The 
(joveinmeiit sliould think them.selves to be tree ami should adopt a policy 
•which tlu‘y like to puisue in tree Bengal. Ma\ 1 ask the members it they 
like that gaml»ling and Imtting be contimuMl in free Bengali As for 
inyselt 1 must sa\ that I cannot tolerate sueli thing in independent Bengal. 
Sir, the poli( \ in imposing betting tax certainls encourages directly or 
indirectly tiie growtli ot gambling propensities oi human beings. *** 

no doubt about it. It is needless to say that it degrades bumanit\. There 
are tll^)Usand^ ol instances where man> poor, middle cla.ss and rich families 
have brought upon them 1)\ indulging in horse racings and g’amhhng comjilete 
ruins, and ever\day the\ aie doing so tlue to the p(die> oi the tiovernmenl 
to eontinue Iretling on the consideration tliat some amount oi money is 
flowing into the public excbeipier. To me it is a crime but tin* (f(»vern- 
ment call it sports; otherwise tlH‘y cannot levy any tax. Bui 1 .say it not 
a sport, it is a vice and a canker eating inter the vitals of tiie social life. 
Bv levying betting tax the (iovernment virtually aids ami abets a criminal 
act lianibling is alwavs an evil and can in no cireumsUnces lie supported 
bv anv Government unless it wants to elegrade llie moral tone of the peorde. 
So 1 shall appeal to the (iovernmenl that in the changed eireumstanees they 
should stop gambling and bor.se racing at once. 1 know that it will be said 
that gambling instinct i.s inherent in human being. I am one of those who 
respectfully difl'er from this view and hold that human nature is essentially 
good. I am a Indiever in the gocwlness of human nature. Jt is the govern- 
mental and social structure, it is the governmental and social laws that make 
men bad. The bad poliev of the (iovernment in allowing the people to 
indulge in betting, gambling^and racing is making them bad. it is ever 
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iiarmful to the people. So if the Government have a mind to do good to 
.the people at large, they must change their policy and totally abolish 
betting, gambling and racing and the Government should at the same time 
adopt vigorous measures to educate the people of the evil effects of betting 
so that its abolition can be properly effect^. 

IVith regard to the entertainment tax I should ask the Government to 
look at things with a realistic angle of vision. I agree, as others will do 
with me, that to tax the rich and to relieve the poor is a sound policy of 
taxation. But so far as amusement or entertainment tax is concerned, the 
reality is that it is the poor class people and middle (dass people that are 
paying a greater amount of entertainment tax, if you only take into 
account the percentage of persons that daily crowd the cinema shows. 
Ninety per cent, of them come from the middle class or poor people. Hard* 
worked as they are at present, in spite of their economic w^ants they flock 
in numbers to cinemas to relieve their mind.> of various sorts of stresses and 
pressures of life because human existence needs amusement. It is known 
to all that a man cannot live by work alone. He must have some play. 
The rich people have enough of amusement at home. So their number is 
smaller in comparison with that of othei people. Therefore, if you take 
the realistic picture of the things, you will agree witli me that the policy 
of the Government should now change even with regard to entertainment 
tax and the poor and the middle class people should Ite relieved of it. So, 

I suggest that no amusement tux should he levied cm (1 annas, 10 annas and 
one rupee tickets of cinemas; so also with regard to lower class ticket.*^ of 
theatres. Idie tax on higher elapses ticket.^ shouhl con I nine and can he maile 
higher, if the Goveniiiient so desire, in that cast*, only the rich will he 
touched. 

Another point which I like to suggest to the (i()\ eminent in this connec- 
tion is lhat the amuseineiit organi.sed for charitahle ]>ur]>o,ses for the benefit 
of the peo])le at large should remain tax-free, because in reality it is not 
an amusement hut a serv’ice to the humanity. 

With these words I commend my cut motion to the acceptance of the 
House.

Maufvi MUHAMMAD IORI8: Mr. Speaker, Sir. I oppose the cut 
motion moved by the Opposition, but I shall be failing in my duties if I do 
not criticise the policy of Government regarding commercial tax which I 
hold to be not very fair and just. Particularly, Sir, I think the method 
of the Government in lev^dng sales-tax on certain textile commodities, is 
not at all intelligent or wise. It is very fair and good of the Government 
|to exempt certain textile commodities from the operation of commercial 
tax. The Goveniment has been just and fair to exempt certain hand-loom 
and mill-made textile goods, namely, handloom sarees, cloths, 
lungis, etc,, up to a certain standard. But, Sir, it is very surprising to 
note that there are many other textile commodities which are chiefly con- 
sumed by the poorer class ol the people and wliich are not exempt from 
commercial tux. I want to mention a few of them here, namely, cotton 
chuddar, wrapper, napkin, etc., the price of which may be whate^tV little, 
oven a rupee less, and W’hich are indispensible for the poorer class of people 
in cold weather, but >et these goods are not exempt Irom .sales tax. 1 do 
not know the reason as to why these goods are not exempt. I ask the 
Ilon’bli* Minister-in-churge to consider these lor the interest of tlie poorer 
class of people at least and to at once exempt these commodities trom the 
sales tax. 1 also request the Hon'hle Mr. Mohammed Ali to exempt all 
hand-loom made goods helow 20 rupees trom the sales tax, as I think, Sir, 
handloom goods below rupees twenty now-a-days are chiefly consumed by 
poorer class of people. With these few words, Sir, 1 take my seat. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI; Mr. Speaker. Sir, it is very 
interesting to find Mr. Murarka, who is neither a native oi Bengal nor 
conversant with the language of the Province, shedding crocodile tears on 
the floor of the House over the hurd.ship of the people ((’nes of “hear,” 
“hear”, from the Government Benclies). 

Mr. BENODE CHANDRA CHAKRABORTY: Mr. Speaker, on a point

Mr. SPEAKER: I do not find anything unparliamentary. 

Tho Hon*bl6 Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, I wi.sh to make it clear that 
I did not intend to cast any aspersion to the honourable member nor did I 
use any derogatory language. 1 was simply saying tliat it was very 
interesting to fiml Mr. Murarka who did not happen to be a native of this 
Province nor could speak the language of the land shedding crocodile tears 
over the mi.series of the people of Bengal. He had in fact let the cat out 
of the bag when he was dealing with goods worth about lakhs and crores 
and yet he was grudging the payment of a little sales tax. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NARAYAN MUKHERJI: On a point of order. Sir. 
Mr. Murarka is not just now here. He delivered a speech whiih was not 
probably understood by the Hon’hle Minister. Mr. Murarka does not deal 
in goods; be deals in shares. 

Mr. SPEAKER: It is not a point of order. 

The Hon’hle Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: If he is dealing in shares, he is 
a speculator and a capitalist and the more we can tax the speculator and 
the capitalist, the more happy we will be. A sound taxation policy is that 
which would tax the rich in order to help the poor, and there cannot be a 
more equitable form of taxation than the sales tax because it taxes the 
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paying capacity of the persons who can afford to pay. It is a more equit- 
able tax than the income-tax because income-tax does not take into account 
the amount of liability that a man has to undergo for the maintenance of a 
large family and dependants. But the sales tax is one which is not imposed 
on daily necessities of the purchaser. Therefore I cannot understand why 
ihere should be any grievance aganist this very equitable tax 


Mr. MIHIR LAL CHATTOPADHYAYA: Uere is an instance that you 
are taxing one pice from one who is paying only two pice for the purchase 
of a certain piece of paper. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Chattopadhyaya, I Ho not think that is proper. 

I do not like that this sort of running interniption.s .should go on when the 
Hon’ble Minister is speaking. I find that there are such interruptions 
from this side w'hen members of the other sitle are speaking. W hether you 
agree with him or not, that is a different matter, but you must give him a 
patient hearing. You can only question when he is making a statement 
with which you do not agree. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: 1 sunpathise with the members 
opposite. I can understand their resentment because I know that truth is 
alway.s bitter. 

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR ROY: Y ou can say whatc’ver you like because 
an\ amount ot protection can l»e given to yon by tht‘ Sjicaker. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: It must b(> realisial that under 
the Sales Tax Act the essential neces.sancs ot IdV have been exempted and 
all t!ie agriculturists have aUo been exiuiipted. It is a lax on artiides other 
than those considered essential tor t^e jioor man ami the poor agri- 
cultinists ....(.V void. FROM IHK ('oNi.RKss siDF : Wliat almut cloth — ) 
(noise and interruption.s » . 

Mr. SPEAKER: I find there i.s too much ot interruptions, and I can- 
not understand what reason is there tor doing s(». 1 ho]>e a ]»eacetul utiinis- 

phere should be maintained in tin* House, and there should not be any 
unnecessary interruptions from anx (juarters. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: A% regards cloth, doth that is 
necessary for the poor man, has been exempted. As r(‘gards exemption of 
handloom cloth, exemption has also }»een ^iVen to ciTtain classes of haiidloom 
cloth. As regards the point raised bv Mr. Idris, I can assuie him that hiH 
is a point wdiich will be considere<l 1)\ (iovernment s\ mpatlicticaliy. In 
view of sh(»rtage of cloth, even poor persons have got to Imy handloom 
cloth. Therefore it is a question which is engaging the attention ot (ir)vern- 
ment and it will be considered s\ mpathetically b\ (iovernment. But 
Government will not be able to exempt all bandloom productions of liigher 
or better quality; it is only the cheaper jiroduct wtiich ma\ be considered 
for exemption. 

Then, Sir, Mr. Roy has mentioned about the betting and entertainments- 
tax. Government is not encouraging an\ form of betting and gambling: 
it has been prohibited by an Act of the legislature but (iovernment has to 
recognise that the instinct for gamhling is inherent in human beings. 
Therefore it is better to control that instinct u.s far as practicable, and as 
it is not possible to stamp it out altogether, it has been allowed only under 
certain conditions and has been placed in the hands of certain reliable 
persons. It is permitted t(t gamble wdthin certain limits and in certain 
enclosed areas — in the enclosure of the Royal ( alcuttu Turt ('luh. It has 
been said that Government should prohibit even this .sort of gambling 
altogether, but there is a danger of this lietting going underground, and 
there will be all kinds of illegal betting, if not on racing, on other things. 
As members know, there is gambling on .share.s, on rains, and on all 
imaginable kinds of things. Therefore it is better that Government should 
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try to restrict it and it should be in the hands of reliable persons and no 
in the hands of unscrupulous persons. This will make the most out of thi 
human weakness. In the same breath with which Mr. Ram Hari Ro^ 
opposses betting, he says that amusements should be made free of tax 
Sir, amusement is not only a form of recreation but it is a luxur>\ because 
we find that the poor people of the province are not getting even two suqan 
meals a flay. They are famished, and any form ot taxation on any kinc 
of luxury for giving relief to these poor people should not be opposed b^ 
any right-thinking persons. We must give a square deal to those person! 
who are not even at the present moment getting two square meals a day 
Therefore if you tax amusement it is a tax on luxury and should not hi 
objected to by any person who has the interests and welfare of the rurai 
populace at heart. 

Mr. MUNINDRA NATH BHATTACHARJEE: What about the tas 
on betel leaves or pan ? 

Tho Hon’bl6 Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: There are certain kinds of tai 
and excise duty wliich unfortunately are not fd our making and the revenues 
from wliich do not go into the provincial exchequer. 

Mr. MUNINDRA NATH BHATTACHARJEE: lUit 1 am not speak 
ing of betel-nuts but about the tax on hetel h‘aves. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, we are trying to make the 
most of this human weakne.ss and we are getting about 80 lakhs or aiinosl 
about a crore from the betting tux, totalisator tax and the gate-mone} 
from the race course. This tax is realised from the people* of Calcutta and 
it is going to the people of the province, because it is going into the 
provincial exchequer and is utilised lor nation-building purjioses. 1 agree 
that gambling sfioubl be prevented and controlled by (Tovernment. We 
have an anti-gambling Act in the ]»rovince for that ])iirjH>se and any form 
of gamliling and betting other than racing is piobibited and (tovernmenl 
are trying to see that no other kind ed gambling than borse-racing is 
permilte‘d witli an eye t(» jirevent leakage ot (iovernment revenues. 

With til ese words, Sir, 1 op])ose all the cut motions and commend m\ 
motion to the acceptance ot the Hou.se. 

The motion of Mr. Hasant Lai Murarka that the demand of Ks.ll),:h),()(H 
for expenditure under the bead *‘ld — Otlier Taxes and Duties" be reducec:

The war traffic 
m<l non-repair during the period of the war have re<luced the roads to a 
vretch(‘d condition, and they are a stan*ling nuisance at the present moment. 
Sveryone knows, Sir, wliether it is a road in the city of ( alcutta or the feeder 
oads or the provincial highways, the.se are tull of ruts ami ditches, and 
he greatest inconvenienci* is suffered travelling on these roads, and 1 .should 
lay risk is invadved in travelling over those roads in Jfengal. 

Sir, it must l>e admitted, and I do not think that it can be questioned, 
nat roads are neees.sary t(r help trade and industry in the province; roads 
.re necessary from the beailquurters to the remole.st corner for the purpose 
d idlicient administration oi the country; roads are necessary for better 
locial contacts and for other improvements. Though it is ail undeniable 
^t, ^et \Oiat do We tindr' 1 lu* bmlget estimates ilo not take much notice 
d these dire necessities of this province. Sir, I »lo not know whether 
►eeause of the fact that the ( hief Minister ami most of his colleagues now 
ra\el b\ air tlmt tlu'V fiuve got out «d touch with the deplorable condition 
of the roads. Therefore. Sir, there are some (Oit motions which will he 
moved on this side only to remind them about tho.se speeific roads. But 
what pas.ses beyond tine’s comprehension is: have not the present Ministry 
heard of King’s Plan— about 200 years planning for development of roads 
in BenguD I do not mean “planned by the King-Emperor of India". I 
mean h\ a .servant of tin* Public Works Department who had made compre- 
hensive ]danning for the jnirpose of improvement of road communications. 
We do not find un> reference in llie budget estimates or in the speeches 
about that plan. Sir. if the Miiiistrv would care to look at this jdan they 
will flml that they need not be afraid of taking up tho.se works, becau.se the 
details of the plan have been laid down. 1 find that the Ministry is totally 
^King s Plan which w’as matle Bengal and are not doing anv- 
Ihing. \ oil know, Sir, that we receive from the Road Fund a ver\ 
aubstantiul grant, ami it is to our great >hame that this province has not 
been able to utilise the amount that is given to it fnuii tne ( entral fund. 
It has been admitted that Rs. 8 lukh.N out of this ( entral fund remains 
untilised. Why is this so^ There is the policy, the plan and the iletailed 
8r5^t*n there. I think. Sir. one know's that if this road work is 
^ of relief will come to the rural workerf fof.Toad 

Yet w'e do not find that anything is being done. 
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Sir/ there is opf^ad about which We have been clamouring forlrve^ 
long time — the Ifecea-Aricha road. If that road I« built, one could*^ reiwi 
from the other side Goalundo to Dacca, a distance of o‘i miles, in about three 
hours, whereas you have got to spend the better part of a day in going around 
and you have got to pay a company, namely, the L ti. S. N. ( ompany. 
Tested interests ought not to staml in the way now. At least for the present 
the Treasury benches have become independent of European votes. VVhy 
cannot they take up this road, it is very ditiicult to understand. Moreover 
it appears that the Ministry has got a knack of putting the cart before the 
horse. They will jirovitle for estahlisliinent expenses without first of all 
settling the work and the plan am! the policy to execute the work. They 
will pn)viiie for expenses of buying jeeps without providing for the roads 
over wliieh they would run. 1 ask tliat the Ministry must revise this policy, 
must change this jioliey ; they must <]o what is neeessary to he dom» first and 
cannot jms.sihly he allowed to waste their mone\ in providing for establish- 
ment ami staff and not (hung the w’ork. At jiage 4'’)«S of tin* green hook in 
the (h‘tiuled accounts, I sup]>oso there is a eryptie statement. Sir, in this 
connection I ought to stale that the information in the red hook as also in 
the green hook is hec(»ming more and more meagre. It is stated that for 
the (‘onslniction and im]>rovcment of national highways a jirovision is made 
of Its. 1,(17,00.01)0 and odd and then re<*overy from the (Vntnil fund is 
Ks. 1,47,00.000. Therefore it appears that when Us. 1,47,00,000 is 
available this Ministry is providing for Its. 1.07,00,000, 1 mean pn^vision ou 
pui>er, hut there i> no schemi* and i»oliey to execute the work. The roads 
are in a WTetehed condition I hav<* said. IhMijde of this province have 
great difficulties to moM* about and tin* Ministry has no justification having 
the means and having a plan r(*ad\ not to t*mhark u]>on it, not to lake up 
tliat work without (!ela\ . ami by doing so the\ are showing how unmindful 
the\ are of the interevls ol the masses.

Sir, the Rou ble the FinaiU’e Minister in prewenling the Budget described 
the revised hgure ot eight lakhs on Bengal Road Develojniient AVorks as 
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nominal. Thin might well have been described in far more forceful terms 
as a pittance, and we hoj>e that the increased amount budgeted for 1947-48 — 
one crore and thirty-two lakhs — will be used during the coming year, 
and this House will not be faced this time next year merely with good inten- 
tions. Jf the department does not make better progress with the roads 
j»r(»gi:iinme during the coming year, the province will lose the Central grant, 
and this will ol course be a serious matter for the province. We, Sir, in 
tins jiurty liave nt'ver minimised the importance of road development in the 
province and in India as a whole. We feel that tlie efficient and prompt 
carrying out of the Provincial Koad lX*velopment ])lans is of such importance 
that we ha\e decided to move this cut nuUion to draw attention to this 
subj(*ct and to express our disajipointment at (Government's failure to execute 
their road development plan. In particular, the importance of developing 
tlie roads in rural areas is emphasized without roads linking up villages 
with towns, marketing ot agricultuie and other produce is ditiicult, it not 
impoMsihle, and m-w markets cannot he developedi. Koads also lead to travel 
and to people getting to know one another better and are of educational and 
social value. The most jirofitahli* marketing and (ither centres must he 
easily and comfoitaljly reached irom the villages aiul 1 am glad to see that 
some attention is being givcui to the const met ion ol village roads, such as 
a grant of Ks. I lakh f(tr the construction of cciiain roads m (’hittagong Hi'l 
Tracts. The list of road jtrojects us jmhlished doi's ho\^eve^ suggest that 
village roads are being neglected for ]>i{t\ incml highuass and major district 
hoard r<»ads. 

These village roads do n<»t re(|Uire siicli elaborate niaelnm'i'v and mateiials 
as other types oi roads, and theii* is therelore less n^ison jor llieir cnustnic- 
tion not being carried out (jUicklv and (dticienll\, l{<*ceiit c\cn1s m this 
Ih'oMiice ha\e shown llial lack ot c<»miiiunica1ions made the distnhution of 
foodstutVs ilithi'ult III times oi iannm‘ and also ineieastMl the ditfieulties m 
maintaining lav\ and oidei during times of distui lamet's. 

Although in ( lovernmeiit 's Dratt Post-War Hei-onstruction Plan, 
development ot comniuni(*at ions is given high pnont\. il <loes not ajijiear 
that the Depaitinenl aie putting this excellent piinciple into praclne. J'he 
Dt'partmenl , in tact, sei'iiis to lack eleiiientar\ sense ot urgency and imp(»ir- 
aiice ot tluMi \Miik. 'I’he peiiorinaiice in the curn'iit \eai does not encouiage 
much liope that theii more amhitioiis programme foi the e(Uiiing yi*ai ^Mll 
he n'ulised, ami ae cannot accept the ])lea ihat tin* s])i‘ciul ditfieulties and 
disturlu'd {'onditions encountered in tlie eiirnuit \eai explain such ])oor 
resultM~tli(‘ almost comph'te tailuiv* to eaiix out tlu* Roads l*i ogi amine. 

Apart fioin these special ditticullu's, iH)^^e^el, this failure, we consider, 
must he attrihuti'd to inadeijuale planning and designing, and ] would 
reijuest (he Hoii’hli* Ministei to give the House an assuraiiee that sufficient 
staff with the iU‘C(*ssai\ expeinuice and ahilit> lias been piovided to eariy 
out all tile necessaij designing and planning and to eiisuie the full execution 
of the progiamme. I would go further and iiigt* that a special Hoads 
I),., lartment ht* fonneil to ndieve Jhihlic Woiks Engineers, wlio are now 
Jacks of all trades, of this sjieeial type of ^^olk. I would also lequest the 
Hon’hle Minister to give a iurtlier a.sMurance that aileiiiiate muchiner\ and 
adequate tools and mateiials are being provnled to eiiabh^ tlie programme to 
be eompleted. 

The revival of tlie Provincial Eoard of ( omniunicatioiis is urged or the 
constitution of some other advisory hod\ whndi could be of particular value 
in assisting (iovt*rnnient in deciding the relative merits and inijiortance of 
road schemes and in deciding on policy generull> . Such bodies would surely 
assist in the planning side of the work. 

Hefereuce has been made in this House to delays in the acquisition of 
land. J understand that laud for only 81)0 miles of road has been acquired 
so far at a cost of approximately Rs. 50 lakhs. This figure of 300 miles 
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compares badly with the tariret of 700 miles a year set out in the Draft Post- 
War Reconstruction Plan. Is work in connection wdth the further acquisi- 
tion of land well advanced and have the requisite number of land acquisititui 
officers been appointed!" Can the Hon’ble Mini-ter assure ih on this point 
as (Government have attriluited their failure to carr\ out the road pro^’^ranime 
90 far partly to the time taken for land acquisituui jmrpose.s y AVe ft‘el that 
these are all difficulties that should have been anticipated anil overcoim*. 

In tins connection, tlie Kin^^ Ui'port. on which tlie Post-War Hoatl 
plan has been largely based, must not be overlooked and it would be a matter 
L)f interest it the Hon ble Minister (‘ould tidl the House how’ mauv mih*s of 
new road have been eon-tiiuted and how soon the inilea^’‘e nearly db.lMlD — 
under the scheme will be completed’" We ha\e no intomiation as to tlu* 
taijj^el oi road mileaf.O‘ and would welcome intormation on this jKuni also. 

In connection with rejiaiis there !> oiil\ a ver\ small increase in 
prants-in-aid to local bodies, whilst tin- provision lor lejiairs shows a welcome 
increase of 17 lakhs d’his does not seem (*nou^h in view ot the serious 
detiuioration existing'’ in the roatU and local bodies slumld have* beiui j»-iv('n 
iticrcased t.rrants-in-aid . unless (iovernmefit piojiose to take over more of 
these disiiu't roads I'lom ])ersonal experience ot travid m manv parts of 
lIen|,Ml. the roads ate eillo-i oi verv ba<l. and unless more moiu'V is 

made available toi maintenance. t‘ven the <^ojod oim‘s will become bad and 
bad ones will become comph-tel\ unusable.

Mr. SPEAKER: No I have already allowed you b minute>. 

Mr. BADIUZZAMAN MUHAMMAD ILIAS: Then om minute more.

Mr. RAM HARI ROY: Mr Spe *aker, Sir, in the last budget session I 
drew the attention of the (iovernment an well a.^ of the House to the neces.sity 
of the immediate construction oi a bridge ovi'i- the river Mahananda at Malda 
Town. I do not like to repeat what I said on the last occasion. 1 am only 
thinking for how man> \ears I am to ibt the same thing in the Assembly. 
Mr. dogendra Nath Mandul was the then Minister in charge of the depart- 
ment. He leplied on the floor of the House that high jinonty had been 
given to the Mahananda bridge. 

Sir, the public of Malda have been agitating over the matter for the last 
19 or years. Heading juibiic institution'^ like Malda Uar Association, 
Mukteai Association and the Knglislibazar Municii>ality liave taken up the 
matter afresh this y»*ar and have ret{ue>ted the (iovernment to provide 
for tile construction ol the bndgtkin the hinlget estimates of 1947-48. From 
the budget estimates we .see that the Government, callous to the interests 
of different districts, especially Malda, have ventured to ignore the demand 
of the district because they fetd that they have brute majority in the 
Assembly. Here 1 tell you. Sir, that the Mahananda bridge is not the 
demand of a section of the people of Malda, but it is the united demand of 
the Hindu and Mussalman population of the district. The very simple 
reason that occurs to my mind for ignoring the demand is that two of my 
friends in the Government side wdio represent Malda are very docile and 
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not at all turbulent. I, therefore, re<juest Uiein to be so turbulent as to 
compel their Government to accede to the united <lemand; otheiwise 1 do 
not see anj' other way how to rouse this Kumbhakarna Government, I should 
say, from their deep slumber to the foremost need of the district. 

Mr. 8HARFUDDIN AHMAD: Mi. Speaker, Sir, I rise to participate in 
the discussion which has been raised b\ honouiable member.s re^^ardiiijr 
improvement roads.

Mr. MADAR BUX; Sir, nnich has been said rejrardinfi^ the iinnrovemeiit 
and development of roads, and I think a few thing can be added now. 
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Oue very important thing to which I would like to draw the attention of the 
Hon 'hie Minister is the inexplicable delay in the execution of this scheme. 

In lli(‘ <liHtrict of Rajshahi execution of the schemes for the construction of 
roads from Nawhata to Naogaon and from Natore to Singra and other 
pluf'cs had been taken up long ago, hut to our utter surprise we find that 
actually nothing had been done. It is said, Sir, that tenders have been 
calh*<l and in some cases tenders have been accepted, but the complaints from 
the side of the contraclors have been to this effect that sufficient number 
of labourers are not available. Under the ]>resent circumstances we feel 
tliat there is a dearth of these labourers. Owing to the abnormal situation 
prevailing in the country no Bengali labourer is now-a-days available and 
our country jreople sjrecially the agriculturists are not encouraged to come 
to this side in view of the fact that the remuneration that is given to them is 
not alluring. So 1 would suggest that the rates may be enhanced in order 
t(» liring this class of people to do this work. 

Anothtu’ suggestion which strikes me and vvliich I slHOild like to make is - 
that a large number (d nu'U who belonged to llu* ( ivil Vioneer lorce may be 
utilised in this work. It should not be forgotten that the dev'elojunent of 
roads shoubi have the first piioiitx in view of the fact that development of 
other things, smdi as industries, (slucation, ])ubli(‘ hoaltli which are the 
crying ruuul of the country, sj)ecially of the mutassal areas, cannot be 
achievcMl unless we give juionty to the execution of th(‘se schemes in the 
mufassal. So another thing wdiicli strikes me or about which there is 
gemTal complaint is that contractors are given contracts without much 
scrutiny. Iduu’e is nobody to look after the cxei'ution or completion of the 
work. [luge sum of money is spent in connection with these (‘oniracts and 
there is also huge misuse of the money by the confractoi I would 
thendore suggest that a surveillance or work committee consisting of 
inemhers of the locality wdiere schemes are to he taken up should li(‘ ^et up to 
look after the condition as well as the execution of the w’ork undei taken by 
tin* (‘ontrac’tors.

Mr. ABOUS BABUR KHAN: Mr. Speaker, Sir. I have been able to find 
from the speeches of members of the Opposition that there arc points wdth 
which we can agree. It has got to be admitteil that a change of Ministry 
does not bring relief to the suffering public. It is rather the entire outlook 
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in the administration which can possibly hrinjf relief and improvement in the 
condition of the people.

Sir, the manner in 
which the affairs of this iK'partment are jonducted does not afford any scope 
to Schedult‘d Caste and Muslim contractors to come in. ^riien* are 
cantiactors in tliis Department of a ]>enuanent naturt' and they are there 
from gtUK’rations together. 1 know .several contraiMors’ tamilies who art* 
in tlic Department from two t<) thnv generation’.. 

Sir, an earnest mone> fif •*> per eeni. lias to he paid h\ eontraetors as 
soon as tlo‘\ n‘cei\(‘ a louder. I ean sa\ that th(*se eontlaetois are hy no 
means irresponsilile businessmen. Now. sehomes of ^’(1 to .Ml lakhs of rui>ee.s 
iiivolvo a mueh l»ig amount as earnest money and tluuetore the Bengali 
Muslims oi Scheduled Caste> cannot have any o]>porl unity heeause they 
cannot ])rovide sueli huge amount as earnest momyv. Naturall\ the tioor 
of these eontraetors are banned heiore them. There (‘an lie no justitiiuitiou 
for (l.is (‘arnesi moiu'y pies(‘rihed hy (ioveinim*nt. ( lovi’tnnu'nt should 
devise ways and means to ameliorate tin* (‘onditioii of the people ami give 
chatu'es t(» new jteojde for tht‘ eonstrm't ion work and other matteis of this 
Dejiai timuit. 

Sir. there is a <‘li(jue of insisting on lowest t<‘nders Low»*st tt*nders are 
not alwavs good Th<*re an* man\ things which do not me(‘t tin* (*ye and 
these things aie done with tiie (‘onnivaiu'e of pt'rmamuit ofli('ials of this 
Dejiartmoiit . Lowest ti'tuiers do not always pav and they do not always 
prodiK'e satisfaetorv n'sults. So tills bogey of low«‘st teiidiT sbould be done 
aw’av wutli beeaiisi* we liave s(‘en tenders of jxT eeni. to 50 per e(‘nt. h*ss 
than the «*stimai«Ml cost. Am I to nnderstaml tliat th(‘He p(‘0]>1e have no 
toehnieal knowleflge or that tlie\ cannot prepare neenrate estimat(‘H of 
expendituie involviul in an\ jilan or sidieuiey Now, Sir, dm* to tln*se two 
things, namely, earne''t money and Iow(‘Ht tender, .Nfarwunies are coming 
into the field; tln*v were not then* 4 or .5 \ears ago.

Dr. ABDUL AHAD: The Finn )»h M inister for ( oiiimiiiucation and 
Works is over there and I may tell him that the Chief Minute?’ who hapjiened 
to visit my place at Satkhira while travellin^^ on tin* load, mentioned,— "this 
is a ^oid-forNaken place; why liav(‘ \on hrou^^dil nn* hcic"? I .sanl “it is 
the creation of the old Ministr\ who started making: thj> road hut kept it 
half doin*.” It is the road from Nahharan to Satkliiia, half-win in tin* 
Jessore district and lialf-Ma\ in Khnliia distnci Ceop](> of Satkhira liave 
to tr'avel via Jvhulna (ihat to come to Calcutta. If this load > metalled from 
Satkhira via Kolaroa to Nahharan, we will la* able to lo Satkiina in two 

or three hours. At present we are sutlerin^^ ver> l»adi\ on account of the 

bad condition of the road; ])e(»]>]<* fall down into ditches when iravellint^’. 
But this is a ver> important rrnnl because there is no other communicatioD 
to jro to Satkhira e.xcept via llasirhat, Th(‘re i> no oilier road except via 
Naldiaran up to Khulna (ihat direct or up to Calcutta direct. J was driven 
to understand that this road would be taken up b\ tin* Koad Hoard but 1 find 
now that no action has b(*en taken. soon as I came here I bt‘^an 

eniMiirin^ about it and 1 was told that this \ear it would be dom*. Hut 
nothili^r has been provided in the Hud^ret foi this puipose. I would re(|in‘st 
the Ilon’ble Minister that this road via .Nabharan t<» Satkhira should be taken 
up immediately so that jieople may be relieved ot then sulierini; and ma\ 
f(o about conifortaFd> in tiiose places around Satkhira. 

Mr. PRAFULLA RANJAN 8ARKAR: Sir. 1 Ibe^’* to move that the 
demand of Hs. (i.-TJ.bd.OOO for exjieiiditure under the heads “50 — Civil 
Works” and “SI — Civil Works not charged to Uevenue'* be reduced by 
Rs. 100. 

The reason for my moving this motion is to raise a discussion about the 
necessity of converting the existing roads into motorable loads in the district 
of Mymensingh ;— 

(1) Road from Kishoreganj to Rarimgauj, 

(2F Roail from Karimganj to Itna, 

(3) Road from Kishoreganj to Nilganj, 

(4) Road from Nilganj to Tarail, and 

(5) Road from Kishoreganj to Hossenpur. 
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Th« Hon’bie Mr. DWARKA NATH BARORI: Sir, the criticism 
levelled against the l>epartinent mainly relates to the Road policy and the 
Road programme of Government. I would therefore like to explain in brief 
the present policy of Government in this matter. 

I should mention at the outset that the plan for developments of roads 
has been drawn up in a most painstaking manner and every effort has been 
made to evolve a systematic plan on the basis of the monumental report of 
Mr. A. J. King as supplemented by the recent opinions of the local authorities 
including the Divisional Commissioners, Ihstru't Magistrates and District 
Boards. The entire road jilan is a iMl-year programme and consists of 1.200 
miles of National Highways, 2.'hHl miles td IVovincial Highways, (),2tK) 
miles of major district roads, (i.dlH) miles ot other ilistrict roails and 14,000 
miles of village roads. The total mileage is about dO. 1)111) involving an 
aggregate ca]utal cost of iieail\ 120 erores of rupt*es. 

In order that the aims and ()hjects <d the plan may he jiroperly ajipreciated 
it is perhajis desirable that I should defim* the roads that have been classi- 
fied under the five categories just imMitimied. 

National Highwa\s are the main high^\a^s running through tio* length 
and breadth of India connecting jmrts. foreign hig-hwa\s, capitals of 
provinces and <if large States and includes road reijuireil f<*r strategic 
movements for the defence of India (Loud noist* from the ()j)p<»sj(n»n 
Benches. ) 

Mr. PRAVA8 CHANDRA LAHIRY: Sir, is he speaking on the cut 

imdutiis ‘i 

Mr. SPEAKER: He I'i pf(»babl\ ouflining the gem'ral pnncijih's and 
speaking rui the giuieial polic\ . Then I think he uill speak lUi tlu‘ c’Ut 
motions. 

The Hon’ble Mr. DWARKA NATH BARORI: Sir, the Government of 
India has accepted the «*ntire i«‘sponsibilit \ for financing tin* capital cost 
and recurring e\y)endituri‘ on ac<‘ount of these highwa\s. I'rovinciul High- 
\^a\s art* all other main trunk oi arterial roads of a province, connecting 
with the NatKtnal HiglnNavs. or highways of ailjaceiit provinces or States, 
district head(juart(‘r.s and important cities within the piovinci* ami serving 
as the main aiteries (d tiatlm to and from District marls 

Distiicl loarls are tiu* irrarN tiaxersing each ilistnct sroMiig arruis of 
piruluction ami markets and connecting these with one amdher or with high- 
wa\s and railways. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: On a point rf order. Sir. U 

this a rei>ly to the cut motions*' 

Mr. SPEAKER: Please follow* him attentively. If you do not get any 
reply to the cut motions, you can draw my attention to that. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sii, the reply of the Hon ble 

Minister does not meet the points lai.sed b\ the honourable members in their 
8i>eeches. 

Mr. SPEAKER: He i.s not bound to confine his reply only to the speechej^ 
made in this House becau.se be is entitled also to let the House know* the 
general policy of the Government. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Do we understand that the 
Hon’ble Minister is expressing bis own mind or is replying to the cut 
motions? 

Mr. SPEAKER: I think he will satisfy you all by giving replies t.j the 
cut motions. 
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Th« Hon’ble Mr, DWARAKA NATH BARORI: They are again sub- 
divided into two classes as Major I>i8trict Roads and other District Roads, 
according to the traffic expected. These roads as contemplated in the 20 
year programme aim at having every village in all highly populated areas 
within about two miles of such a road and within five miles or so in other 
areas. 

The V^illage Roads are meant for connecting villages and groups of villages 
with one another to the nearest District Roads, main highways, railways or 
river ghats. ( In<errui)tion. ) 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Do we understand that the 
Hon’hle Minister will include in tlie rej)ly all tlie })oints raised by my 
honourable friend Mr. Sbarfuddin Abniad about some roads in Mymen- 
singh district which are very urgent and the im])ortanc(‘ of which roads 
was lully em]))iasise(l by hiiny 

The Hon'ble Mr. MAHOMMED ALI: Wliy does he anticipate the 
Hon’hle Minister’s reply P 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: We are very anxious to know 
what the llon’hlo Minister has to say If lie takes all the time in that little 
composition and if you put the red light on. we shall not know any tiling 
about those roads. I hope those points did not tall on deal ears. 

Mr. SPEAKER. If the House is not ])re])ared to hear tin* rejily of the 
Hon’hle Minister that is a different matter. 1 can at once (dose the debate 
and put the motions to vote, luit if members want to have* the re]>lies of the 
GoveriiiiK'nl and know tin* (iovernimuit point ol M(‘W, I think the\ must 
have patience. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR; It is very important tliat these 
points raised in the speeches should he replual to. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE; We do not object to the Minister 
explaining the gemu'al iiolicy hut wliat we are ap])reliensive of is that the 
Minister may not reply to tlu' points raised by us. 

Mr. SPEAKER: This mutter has already been brought to the notice of 
the Hon'hh* Minister. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Ft i.s not fair for tlie Opposition to 
mak(‘ these eriticisms at this stage. The llon'hle Minister is outlining the 
policy of tiie Ooverniuent and after outlining tht‘ jxdiex he will deal with 
the specific issues, at least major issues that have been rais(‘d. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: WheuP 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: You ju.st wait, hold Miur soul in 
patience. 

Mr. A. F. STARK: May 1 make one suggestion, that in future Hon*hle 
Ministers might make their statements of policy at the beginning of the 
debate so that we may he able to debate them and at the eml of the debate 
the Hou’hle Ministers will tlien lakii the conect course of rejilying to the 
debate, (“Hear, hear” from Opposition benches.) 

Mr, SPEAKER: I fully ai»preciate Mr. Stark’s point. Of course, if it 
wu.s not done at the hegiuning of this debate it is being done at tlie end. 
Tile time that would have been taken at the earlier stage in stating the 
policy will be allotted now. Of course, the suggestion made by Mr. Stark 
will probably be more appreciated by the House and that may be foUow’ed 
in future. 
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Mr. NIHARENOU OUTT-MAZUMDAR: Unless all the issues, as the 
Hon'ble Finance Minister has said, are raised at the bejrinning, and every 
time Government come with new issues, we do not know how many issues 
Government have got to produce before this House. (Laughter.) 

The Hon’ble Mr. DWARAKA NATH BARORI: It must be realised 
that the resources of Government are limited and it is not possible to 
undertake ^Aork on all the projects includeii in the complete plan at one 
time. A programme has therefore been drawn up for execution during the 
Guim|iiennial period commencing from 1!G7-4S. This may be described as 
tiie First Five Vf'ar programme of Hoad l)ev<‘lo])ment. It is comjirised of 
just (iver 4,0tHt miles of roads of different categories and the amount of 
ca]nt:il cost involved is about 2(1 crores of ruiiecs. 

T vlojuld observe in this connection that as flic National Highways and 
the I’rovinci.il Highways are the mainstay ot the whole scheim'. these tw’O 
categories of roads have been given the first prcfenoici' in the matter of 
construction ami the District Homls liavc na'cived the next consideration. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR : How it that the Hon'ble 
Minister took no notice of the suggestion made b\ Mr. Stark or by 
you I •'clf ‘f 

Mr. SPEAKER: Tliat suggestion was for the future. 

The Hon’ble Mr. DWARAKA NATH BARORI: 'riiese will s<*rve to 

link the important villages with the business eenties of riirai areas all over 
the piovince as far as jxissible and also will eonnect them with Subdivisional 
Heailquaitcrs by all-weather loads. Kv«‘r.\ effort will also be made to bridge 
as niaii\ water cliarimds as possible with the limited ri*sonict*H at the 
disjiosal of Go\ eminent . 

Tlie prog! amine of work both of roads and huildings conlempletml 
during' the ciitr»*nl \<*ar ami during the first five \ears has been framed w’ith 
an e\e to tin* reijiiirement of the province hut the actual U'alisation of the 
oiijectivc i.s lu'sct with mun> difficulties. Firstly, the present technical 
persoHiie] of tlie department is far too inadmpiate to cope with the work 
which tlic ]»rogiamnie entails. Tl»e dc]»artmcnt i.s doing its hcsl to tackh* 
the jiiolilcni id iccrnitmcnt (d technical personnel ol which thcic is dearth 
all over India St(‘])s have also been taken to have iiitui trairieil in speeial 
blanches of Kngineering bv sending smtabh* eamlniates over- 
seas tor tills jHii'iiose. At the ]ire.sent moment, howevei, the limit of 
“building load” which the department can b(‘ar has been i cached and it 
has been fouml necc.ssaiy for (lovcinmcnt to <levise means to have some of 
the Imilding projects connected with the »li*vclopiiient .sclicmc constructed 
tbrough consultants, Moref>v»*r, it munt also he rcalisrd tliat all huilding 
materials are in short supply. 

An officer fins recently been appointed to carr\ out the special iluty of 
watching over and facilitating the procurmnent of inatcrials. 4 1 h‘ supply 
position of iron and steel whicli are essential rcipiisiti* for impl<‘inenti!ig 
constructional prog^rainmc is disipiieting ami the position of coal is definit<dy 
alarming. The matter lias however aln‘a<lv Immoi taken up with the (iovern- 
ment of Tmlia, The difficulties before us are many an<l they are of very 
serious nature also. But the House may remain a.ssnred that all possildo 
efforts will be mmle to carry out onr programme. 

Regarding the Motion No. 17 moved by Mr. J . ('. Gupta. I should like 
to observe that out of the Roail Plan drawn up hefore the war ahout 24 Hoad 
Fund Projects wdiich were in progress at a total estimated cost f»f 
R.s. 1.04,00,000 had to be stopped on account of the circumstance.^ created 
by the war. The works have however been resumed after tlm termination 
of the war. Most of the other roads included in the plan have now been 
included in the Post-War Road Development Plan of the province. 
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Regarding Motion No. 31 moved Mr. Bimal Chandra Sinha, the road 
in question forms a part of the Calcutta-Siliguri National Highway and has 
been given a very high priority in the matter of execution, viz., the first 
phase of the first quinquennial road programme. 

Regurdirig Motion No. 30 moved by Mr. Benode Chandra Chakraborty, 
the IV)8t-War Road Development Plan of Bengal includes proposals tor 
construction of all the roads mentioned in the cut motion excepting items 
(2) and (5) — Muktagaclia-Jamalpur Road and Madhupur-Hemnagar Road. 
The road in item (5) cannot be located and cannot therefore be commented 
uj)on while the necessity for construction of the road in item (2) — Mukta*» 
gacha-Jainalpur Road — was neither felt by the department nor was such 
a point raised by the District Authorities including the District Board at 
the conference called by the (’oinmissioner, Dacca Division, for ascertaining 
local ojiinion on the Road Plan proposed for the district. 

It is not however ])ossible to take up works on all the roads included in 
the plan at a time with the limited resources but all these roads in the Post- 
War Plan will be taken up for improvement in their turn. The First Five- 
Year Plan includes proposals to improve Mymensingh-Muktagacha Road, 
Tungail-Mirjapur Road, Shambhuganj-Huluaghat Road and Sliambhuganj- 
Netrakona Road. 

.Next I conic to <lu‘ points raised b\ Mi. Kanailal Dass. 2()-vear Road 
Devc! opment IMan foi Ihuigal inclmles pro|»osa! lo constiuct a liridge over 
the river Damodar. (jovernment are now considering a projiosal for 
constructing a barragc-ri///i-ioad bridge in its place tor whi(‘b the final site 
has not yet been selected. 

The ni'cessiiy tor ini])roving the road between Bonpas and Bliatar 
Stations under the Post-War Road Development Scheme was not felt and 
it has n<d been includtMl in the plan. 

As regards his next iioiiit the section of the Bur(h\an Aram bag Road m 
the Burdwan district is aheady iiiotorahle. The remaining section from 
Buleliandrajiur at Burdwan district border to Arambagh has already been 
included in the Post-War Road Plan for improvement as a Provincial 
Higliway and given high priorit\. 

As regards the necessit\ ef improving the Distriet Board Roatls in the 
Midiiapore ilistnet, I want to suy that the Post-War Road Development 
Plan of this i’rovinee inelmh's proposals for eonstnietion ot roads as 
fidlows : ( 'oiitai-Kliejun Road. Kgra-Painparul Road and Balighai- 
Juleswar Road. It is not, howe\er, p<»ssihle to take iij) works on all roads 
inclmh'd in the plan at a time with the limited resourees at the disposal of 
fioveriiment. The first five-year programme drawn U]) by Governnient tor 
the Mitlnapore district in consultation with district authorities iuclmling 
Distriet Board envisages construction and improvement of about 2V2 miles 
of roads but the roads mentioned are not included in that programme. All 
the roads included in the Post-AVur Plan will be taken up for improvement 
and construction in their turn. 

Regarding (he cut motion of Mr. Rujendra Nath Sarkar I would like to tell 
you that the Post-AYar Road lX*veIopment Plan ot the Khulna district 
includes a proposal to improve the road to Provincial Highway Standard in 
the first five-year programme of Post-War Development Scheme which will 
commence from 1947^8. The actual work on the road will he started a* 
soon after completion of the necessarf preliminaries regarding survey, land 
acquisition, etc., as the resources available with Government in men and 
materials would permit. 

As regards the point raised by Mr. Haripada Chatterjee I would like to 
aav that the road in question has been included in the 2(1 year plan of Post- 
AV^ar Road Development for Nadia district. The first five-year programme 
of Nadia district incorporates proposals to improve and construct about 2lHl 
miles of roads of different categories. 
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I appreciate the iaterest and anxiety shown by many honourable 
members for the early improvement of a large number of roads individually 
named by them. I shall be thankful to the Honourable members if they 
kindly agree not to insist on my making specific reference to all of them 
individually. I can, however, assure them that I have examined the case 
of each road and I have found that barring a few roads of minor importance 
the roads named by the honourable members have been included in the Hoad 
Development Plan and a very fair proportion of them have found place in 
the first five-year programme. As to Dacca-Aricha Uoml, 1 would mention 
that although its construction presents great ditHculty from the point of view 
of drainage and public health the question of selecting a suitable alignment 
is being seriously pursued. I should also like to mention that the project 
for tile construction of a bridge over the Damodur at Hurdwan has been 
includeil in the Road Ih'velopmcnt Plan. It ha.s md yet been ])o.ssible to 
selec t a suitable site for the bridge as we are now consnleniig a proposal for 
having a bndge-cum-barrage over tlie Damodar. 

With these remarks I oppose all the cut motions and commend my motion 
for acccjitanre by the llou.se. 

Mr. SPEAKER: As m:in\ as IT cut motions have liccn ihovcmI on tills 
grant.

Before I place the programme of e\p<*nditure of the current )ear before 
the House, I think, it would not be out of place to mention that tluring the 
last \ear as soon as there was any re])ort (d' distress from any district, relief 
was rushed into the alfecte<l areas at once and mv fri(‘nds from Bankura, 
Bakergaiij, llooghls , Midnupore, Mymensmgh, Nadia, Noakliali, Pahna, 
Rangjmr, Tippera and 24-Parganas and also Chittagong will hear me out 
that on a very liberal scale relief was given to mitigate the suffering of the 
})eople. 

From this year's pro\ision it uill he seen that undei the head “Salaries 
and Kstahlishment”, we have piovided a sum of Rs. 45 lakhs. It will appear 
to be a voi\ large sum provided for this purpose, but 1 would like tt) bring 
home to the honourable members that under this head expenditure on the 
following suh-heads is also included : —

Expenditure on account of tran.sport charges in connection with distrihiition 
of relief supplie.s and the jiayment of the selling comiiiission to dealers 
undertaking on behalf of (bn’ernment, the operation of cheaj) grain sluip-s 
w’ill be met from this head of “Establishment an<l Contingent ’ charges. It 
vrill thus appear that actual expenditure on staff and estahlishment is not 
out of proportion to the amount of work involved. It is only Rs. 13,12,500, 
i.e., 4*5 per cent, of the total relief expenditure. 

We have provided Rs. I,20,00,(t00 and Rs. 30,00,000 under the heads 
“Gratuitous Relief” and “Miscellaneous (Te.st) Work.s,” respectively. In 
this connection, I may point out to the hoiiourahle members that if, at any 
time it appears that tlie amount provided for under these heads, is inade^piate, 
Government will provide more money so that the people, in distre.HS, may 
not suffer. 

Let me now turn to the budget estimate of Rehabilitation Programme for 
the coming year. A sum of 95 lakhs of rupees has been proviiled on this 
account. Out of this amosint Rs. 20 lakhs is for running Central Destitutes 
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Homes and the balance of Rs. 75 lakhs is for peraanent orphanages. At 
present 36 Central Destitutes Homes, now functioning and the total number 
of orphans accommodated there is 3,300. It is very likely that most of the 
Central Destitutes Homes will have to be retained during the next year. 
Endeavour, however, will be made to curtail their number as far as 
practicable. This accounts for the total demand under the head 
“54 — Famine”. 

Mr. SPEAKER: May I point out to Dr. Prutap Chandra Guha Roy that 
the motion as framed by him is so vague that it is difficult to bring it under 
tliiH head “Famine”!'' It looks more like a motion under (!ivil Supplies 
Budget.

discussion about the maldistribution of relief in the. Hood-a fleeted area of 
Sutkanea in the district of ( hittagdng. 

Satkanea suffered ver> badl> during^ the fio()d.s of 1040. Hanguhia also 
suffered At that time, .but f(vr some reawni'dl#'' Government seems to have 
l<een a little more kind to Rangunia tbiii to ShtVanea. Rangunia got tub^- 
wells fairly quickly in consultation with the village people — after all, they 
are the ones concerned. The wells were tested and measured and were found 
satisfactory. For some months no tube-wells were sunk in Satkanea. . 4( 
saw the lifinister for Rehabilitation once on this matter. After that, some^ 
wells were sunk, but, unfortunately they were not sunk in cimsultation with* 
the villa^ people nor were tliey measured or tested and the result is that 
half of those wells are already dry. The Ministe)- for Finance has told us 
that he is going to see that all the wells that are out of condition will be 
Vi^puired. But I ask him why should new wells need repairs so quickly, 
tt they 'had been properly dbne, there would have been no necessity for this. 

* « 

In Nnlua ^'here there are many fishermen there is no arrangement for 
drinking water and the jieople of that village asked many times to have a 
tube- well sunk, but none was sunk there with tha result that in a place of 
about 3 equare miles with about a thousand families there is only one well 
that well is now ruUning drj. 

Thfu,,l want to bring to vour notice the small building loan — mind you, 
wot aigift-^f R«. ff to Rs. ifrior buildin^houses "or dten huts. What can 
W^au^hu^^Wlth Bt. 5 or Es. 1(V towaf& RuiMttg hffuseT Corrugated* 
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iron, of course, would have been out of the question for a man who freta a 
loan of R«. o or Rs, 10 for builtlmj? a house. Very few sheets of corrugated 
inm ever reached the village.*! an<l the.se villages have sometimes a thousand 
families in them. 

Then, the middle-class iH*ople also are very hard hit. Some of them still 
have no proper shelters and they want bigger loans from the Government. 
They want loans at per cent, that can he repaid from o to 1(1 years. This 
matter is a very urgent one. 

Then, in January and the beginning of Fehruar> . rice was being sold 
between IS and 2,^ rujM^es a muund. This is a ver> high rate for people who 
had lost s(» much a few months before. Tliere i.'. a long strip of land which 
was covered with sand — not silt, I mentionetl tliis in mx speech some 
months ago. I mentioned it also to the Minister when I saw him, hut up 
till n<»\x n(»tliing has been done Ip make that land tit for cultivation. 

In Satkania there are very often floods, specially in North Satkunia. and 
the people are an.vious to make their floors of cement at least s!> that they 
can feel that they have something against floods cuniing again, ('ement and 
corrugated iron ar«- jinicticullx imiK»Ksihle to get. 1 know my own hou.se 
has been under repair fr(»m November last, hut still 1 am unable to get 
cement unless 1 am content t(» buy it in tin* black market, I would ask tlie 
(iovernmeiit tn see that a jiroper supply of eorrugated sheets and cement is 
sent to the (’hittagong district at controlled rates. 

The peojde at Satkania have drawn up a scheme— tiai teclinical for ,ine 
to exjilain — hut 1 think the sclomie has been stuit to Government. It is 
too much for the |»eople of Satkania to manage it alone. I would ask the 
(iovernineiit to take up this scheme and jirevent the manv floods that coipe 
on to Satkunia. After all. it would he much better to s]>end money oK,' 
preventing floods than giving relief which nidiody likes to take.

HU8AN ARA BEGUM S Mr. Speaker, Sir, famine is nothing strange 
or unusual in Bengal, where epidemics and Hoods are so common. But the 
Great Famine of l!)4d presented .such a devastated spectacle that the whole 
world was terrified hv its conse<jUence. This Famine has opened a new 
channel of work for both the (iovernment and the Belief organisers. In the 
beginning the i)r(ddem of famine was an emergency. But now it has 
develojied into a big problem which needs consnlerate planning and persever- 
ance of work. 

After tin* completion of the emergency period of Belief, the question of 
rehabilitation arose. It is no doubt that the Government came forward on 
this occasion and rend(‘red all possibU* assistance in connection with general 
rehabilitation of the distresst'd masses. But much yet has to be done. A 
haphazard relief —a few morsels of food to the starving jieople— a few yards 
of cloth to the naked — and some do.ses of medicine to the ailing, is no proper 
fjolution or remedy. 

1 have seen that after the establishment of the Dej)artment of Belief by 
the Government of Bt*ngal. the homeless and hel])le.ss destitutes were 
collected and deposite<l in some camps t)r other, and after a month or two 
they were repatriated to their native districts, where there was no permanent 
provision made for them. Many of the destitutes repeatedly returned to 
Calcutta after repatriation, apparently for no other rea.son, than that thev 
were not providen with means for a smooth livelihood. 

Some attempts have been made and much money has been spent by the 
Government at making technicians of the destitutes, but this has not for- 
mulated as no proper technique was displayed in planning to the Formula 
of Rehabilitation. 

From the Famine and Statistical Reports it appears that women and 
children have been the worse victims, and have suffered dreadfully. 90 per 
cent, of the destitutes who succumbed to their agonies were women and 
children, The League Government of 1943 started the Relief work as an 
emergency measure, the relief work was completed within a short time. 
But the distress of the helpless women and children in the latter part of the 
retittf onmpaign could not be permanently allayed. 
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On principles of Islamic and lately the modern democracy the distressed 
masses are the liabilities of the State. Hence it becomes the duty of the 
Government to see that the causes of distress and famine are permanently 
removed. The problem of the real remedy for famine consists in forming? a 
perfect planning Scheme, which will no doubt be a heavy drain on the 
rrovincial Exchequer. It will not be a burden on the nation if sufficient 
taxes are levied for improving the general condition of the distressed and 
famine-stricken masses permanently and in all p(»ssible ways. 

It would be possible for the Government to formulate a constructive 
plan for the solution of this problem through the co-onlination of the 
legislators and the administrators for the general uplift ment id the distressed 
and famine-stricken masses (who are involved in or arc susceptible to be 
involved in famine) on a jx'rinanent basis and thereby protect them from 
degeneration. 

Sir, in my humble opinion a new start .should he made in this direction for 
the alleviation of famine sufferers of Ileugui uiul I would suggest that a 
Board of experts ('omprising of experienced administrators, and leading 
relief workers be formed to find out a better solution for tins most burning 

i iroblem which is eating awa\ at the very core of the population of the 
Province. 

In (»rder to work out this prohlem, I reijuest the Hoirble Kelief Minister 
to take into consideration a number of allied problems, viz., (1) sufliciimt 
protection for the areas susceptible to recurrent Hoods, (2) ])ro])er irrigation 
for tlic areas bearing gnod noil foi harvesting, (d» permanent relief for 
heljiless women and children.

Mr. SATI8H CHANDRA BOSE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, our first, liest 
country Bengal was once, not vei\ long ago, a luml of ])lcnt\. But today 
.she Is a land of sonows. The cxpernuici* of tlu* last great devaslating famine 
has burnt into our memory, but (iovernment df>cs not seem to be a bit 
wiser b\ the exjiericnte. K\cn now we find that thici* public enemies now' 
bold the field m this lia|dess province. The liist i.s complacency which .still 
fills the official mind. The second is (corruption ami graft and inefhciencv ; 
and tiie ihinl is hlack marketing. Tin* re.sult i.s while it is declaied that this 
province has plenty of stock, but in actual experience ilie masses find little 
to eat. AVe have be(‘n advised and we iiear empty platitudes lighten ,\oui 
belt. Well, the mas.ses lia\e been lightening their belt since the lust thr»‘e 
years, but their stomachs have g-ot so shrunken that the belt tightened 
ever so much will remain sla(*k. Now, Sir, when it is di-elared that this 
i.s a surplus district and that is u deficit district, we find in actual ex])erienee 
that the deficit districts do not get any supj»l\ . Kveii from adjacent thanan 
which are surplus .subdivisiruis rice doe.s not move and even if rice mov(*s, the 
poor, those who are classified as Cla.ss til ration eaid-holders, do not get aiiy 
supply. AVhen rice comes, it is taken by Clas.ses A and B and it disappeurs 
in a moment and then w'hen it comes again it again disatipears into the 
bla(‘k market. 1 say most einphaticull\ lliat it is the duty of the Govern- 
ment tit f.eed tin* peojile. ('lass 111 ration eaid-holders must lie fed too, hut 
if Government cannot feed the mu-sses it has no right to exist. Therefoie I 
would ask Government to give gratuitous relief to those peoph‘ who do not 
get their u.sual .supplie.s of food, clothing, coal, etc. If things go on like 
this, the people, the masses will die like Hies due to starvation and mal- 
nutrition ami other causes. Therefore, it behoves Govenunerit to be alert 
and feed the people by op«xiing gratuitous relief centres in larger number-^ 
so that the person.^ m indigent circuiUHtance.H may not starve for want of 
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food. Tliere may be plenty of Htock but if the poor find nothing to eat 
what will hap[)en U) tiiem. Is there going to be a reijetition of the experience 
of the last devastating famine!'' Certainly not. Today the people, the 
masses will not take it lying down. They will rise and revolt if they 
cannot get food to eat. I hope that gratuitous relief centres should be 
actually opened so that the ])Oor mav be fed out of the rice supplied by the 
Government. I am giving a timely warning to the Ministry that they 
ought not to trifle with the lives of the poor, any longer. If they do so, 
the effect will be disastrous. 

Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED KHUNDKAR: Sir. much criticism has 
been offered by my honourable friends opposite against this Ministry. They 
termed this Ministry communal, the budgetary provisions communal and 
even this matter of relief ctmimunal. I have taken m\ stand today to give 
some reply to the charges and 1 would say that these criticisms are not 
based on facts but they have been made for jiolitical purpo.ses. The other 
day we heard that relief measures frir Noakhali and Tippera sufferers were 
not adeijuate. (iovernment came forward with their figures and statements 
for the information of the House. We were glad to see that enormous 
amount from the public fund was drained out for these two districts and 
relief was distributed very liberally not on one item hut for many items. 
Huch as building grant, hearth grant, diet grant, so on and so forth. What 
is the actual position? My honourable frieml, Mr. Mujibar Hcthman of 
Noakhali gave us a picture that relief was given ver> liberally there but 
that there was dishonesty in the receipt of this relief. One family was 
shown in the list as H or 10 families; with a bogus and fietitious personnel 
and relief was taken for 8 or 10 families although truly speaking there was 
one family only. It is not only dishonest but also criminal rnisajipropna- 
tion. I would ask the Hon’hle Minister for Relief to ^ee that the machinery 
for distribution of relief in those districts be not duped in luture. Sir. 
Dr. Syamu l'r(»sad Mookiujee waxed ehniuent tlu‘ other day when lie criticised 
Government for discontinuing Refugees Camps. Government assured him 
that if there was need for them they would be continued. 1 have got 
information that oorrupiioii, mal-administration, nepotism and favouritism 
are prevailing in these camps. 

Sir, here 1 shall cite instances to substantiate my point. I have got 
infonnution of one Refugee home at Howrah where the manager is a cinema 
actor who cures more for his pleasure than for the well-being and welfare 
of the inmates of the refugee home. Kven a doctor in charge of the eamp 
who is the son of a very rich man is living there with his family including 
his father and they are all taking their food in the Government refugee 
eamp. Number of bona fide refugees in the home has (-ome down very much. 
There is n number of refugees fictitious names mid the authorities of 

the refugee camp, oiif of fear of detection, have kept up the number by 
admitting strikers of the Tramways who are getting daily hospitality in 
that refugee home. I am told that even the employees of the Bengal 
Laundry have been there — I am not sure whether in the capacity of servants 
or us guests. This is the picture of this Refugee Home. Now, I would 
ask my friends opposite to consider whether these refugee camps should 
not be litjuidated and whether there can be aiiv need for the continuance 
of these refugee homes. Sir, this Ministry has been termed communal. In 
a single year, I mean, 194f»-47 about 4 lakhs of rupees has been given by 
this Ministry to extremely communal organisations exclusively for relief. 
Sir, I am quoting here the figures ^ind names of the organisations which 


received grants for the year 194(M7T

Sir, so far as my 
information goes there is corruption and maladministration all through in 
the matter of distribution of relief by these organ iiiiut ions. 


Mr. MANDRANJAN DHAR: What about other organisations of which 
you are a votary:' 

Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED KHONOKAR: I understand from reliable 
•sources that there h no account of expenditure and no muster roll or voucher 
is kept. The expenditure and distribution ot relief of these organisations 
are ratlier arlutrar\ aiul the> are ilone at their sweet will. Sir, so far as my 
intoiination laigi^ sinus of luoiiex are spent- - rat her luis-spent or mis- 

appropriated — by these organisations without proper scrutiny. 1 w'ould 
like to tell the House another thing. It was my impression as well of many 
others that the milk which was distnbiiteil way of relief to the iioor and 
the famished babies and nursing mothers was su]>plied by the Red (Voss 
Society hut my information, which is a definite one, is that all the milk 
that was su]iplied was procured by (rovernnient at Giivernnient expense. 
Sir, here also the distribution was »*arried on b\ a .set of organisations like 
those I have already mentioned. Ma\ I know' from the Hon’ble Minister, 
who has been termed coinmunal, wh\ this (ioverninent gave so much 
indulgence to tliese coinmunal organisations in the matter of relief!^ Why 
have they given so much money to theml'' Then. Sir, milk distribution 
canteens and centres have been opened throughout Bengal and I can tell you 
that !)(» /hr nnf of these ('eiitrcs uiid I'aiitccu.s arc being iManag(‘<l by the 
Hindus ;iiul the reciiueiits fioiu these centies ami canteens are also !fll /nr 
nnf. Hindu — (At this >ta^e the nieinhci ieachi‘(l his tinic-hinit but was 

allowed to conclude lus s])eech) If in spite of all tins the Ministry is 

called coinmunal. if we who have approveii these things being on the side of 
Government are called communal, I would then say that comiiiunalism is 
inherent in the minds of my friends opposite and they may be called as 
rank communal of the worst order. 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. F. M. ABDUR RAHMAN: Mr. Speaker. Sir, 1 will 
reply to the comments made by the honourable members in the order in 
which they have spoken. 

l>r. Protap Chandra (iiiha Roy has said that we spend very large sums 
of inone> on establishment. He has said that we are spending 4 » lakhs 
on establishment under the head “Famine That is not correct. "1 he 
actual expenditure on establishment under the hea<l “t amine” cfuiies to 
Rs. Id.l^.oflO which works out at 4 o per cent, of the total relief ex|»eijditure. 
So 1 sliould say that the charge he has made is based on mjsconr»‘]>1ioii. He 
has said something which is far from truth and peiliaps he has been mis- 
informed Willie making the demand 1 have ch*arly sliown liow' the sum 
of Rs. 4o lakhs i'^ going to ]>e spent on different heads. He has also raised 
several other points in his speech, but they are mostly concerned w'itli the 
C'ivil Supplies Departtnent. At the same time I ran assure him that the 
Relief Directorate is aware of the fact that comlilions in the province are 
not very good. an<l so far as his district of Fandpur is concerned, the price 
of rice there i.s going very high. This fact has alread\ been brought to our 
notice In the District Magistrate of Faridpur. and we have, in our turn, 
brought this fact to the notice of the Civil Supplies De]>artinent . I may 
inform the Hpuse that iiiiiuediutely after the Budget session I propose to go 
to Faridpur to see things for m>self and to make adequate arrangements 
for relief, if necessary. 

I shall now deal with the points raised by Mrs. Nellie Sen Gupta. So 
far fis the condition in Satkania is concemetf, she had seen me before and 
asked me to do sometbing for that area. I have tried to accede to her 
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ao far aa possible. I wrote to the District Magistrate to do the 
needful, and I hope something has been done by this time. So far as her 
other points are concerned, these mostly relate to the Civil Supplies Depart- 
ment, for example, supply of corrugated iron-sheets and cement, in which 
the Relief Department has no hand whatsoever. 1 would advise her to 
refer these matters to the Civil Supplies Department. 

With regard to the remarks made by Mr. Bhattacharjee I can assure him 
that as we did last year as soon as we heard that there was any trouble or 
distress anywhere, we shall do the same thing again and rush in supplies to 
Mymensingh, if necessary. He has also suggested for the distribution of 
dry doles. We did it last year wherever we found that it was necessary and 
we shall do the same thing over again if we find that this will meet the 
situation. 

So far as the suggestions made by Mrs. Husan Ara Begum are concerned, 
I am grateful to her for her kind words of appreciation. She has made 
certain suggestions which Government will consider very sympathetically. 

Mr. Satish Chandra Bose has made certain suggestions some of which 
relate to tho ('ivil Supplies lX^])artment . So far as the Relief Department 
is concerned, 1 can assure him that we shall df» our ver\ best. 

So far as Mr. Shamsuddin Ahmed Khondkur’.s ])()ints aie concerned, I 
can tell him that what he has said about tlie Howrah Relief ('amp is to some 
extent true. I wanted to close down this camp from the loth of this month 
to which there has been a lot of o^iposition. The other day J)i‘. Syamaprasad 
Mookerjee brought a hunch of letters and read out extracts from them in 
support of his contention that these camps should not he closed dowm imme- 
diately. To satisfy the Opposition the (’hief Minister ha*^ projjosed to hold 
a conference with the leaders of the Opposition day attei tomorrow and in 
that conferenc'e it will be decided when the.se camp.s arc going to he chrsed 
down. With regard to certain complaints that he has made, I may tell 
him that these things happened before the present Ministr\ came into ofhee. 
As soon as we came int<> office W'e have thorouglily o\crliaulcd the Relief 
Directorate so far as (,'aleutta is concerned, and 1 ho]>e in future tliere will 
he no occasion for such complaint. Besides, the Finance Department has very 
kindly apjiointed an officer of the office of the Ac’couiilant-( leneial, Bengal, 
and he is now in charge* of account.s. He is going to audit the entire 
accounts of the Relief Ihrectorate and 1 liope there will be no e'omplaints 
in future so far as the accounts of the Relief Directorate are concerned. 

With these few w'ords. Sir, 1 oppose all the cut motions and commend the 
motion which 1 have moved.

The Motion of the Hon’fde Mr. A. F. M. Ahdur Rahman, that a sum of 
Rs. 2,90,00,00t) lie granted for expenditure under the head "54 — Famine" 
during the financial year 1947-48 was then put and agreed to.

Mr. BIMAL OOMAR CHOSE: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 
to explain the reasons w'hy there is a difference between the lowest tendered 
rate and the scheduled rate computed by the Government official concerned? 

Dr. BHOLANATH BISWAS: From the point of labour and other 
ihings, the Superintending Engineer is the best authority to consider and 
he is the person to settle the whole thing. 

Mr. ISWAR CHANDRA MAL: Will the Hon'ble Minister be pleased 
to give an idea of the analysis how the rate was arrived at ? 

Mt. SPEAKER: That question does not arise. 

Mr. NISHITHA NATH KUNDUt With reference to answer (&)(t) 

(ii) will the Hon'ble Minister plea^^e enlighten us whether after acceptance 
of the tender there was no work or there was some work after acceptance? 

Dr. BHOLANATH BISWAS: There was no work in lime brick work. ^ 

Mr. BIMAL OOMAR CHOSE: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 

state if he is aware that there is a difference between the scheduled rate 
"hud the lowest tendered rate? 
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Or> SHOLANATH BISWASs ^metimes accepted bat aom^timea not. 

Mr. BPEAKERi I think we have been on this question for long. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR GHOSEs I am sorry the Minister does not answer 
my question. As you will see Rs. 51 is the scheduled rate and the lowest 
.tendered rate is Rs. 45, and I have been trying to tind out as to why there 
should be this dijfference. The Minister has answered always something 
different. 

Dr. BHOLANATH BISWAS: Sometimes there is difference, sometimes 
there is not. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: But all the time there is difference 
between the question and the answer ! 

Mr. SPEAKER: I think we have dealt with this question sufficiently. 
We can pass on to the next question.

The Hon’hle Mr. SHAMSUDDIN AHMED: {a) Government have decided 
for the firesent to appoint a Board of Conciliation to investigate into condi- 
tions of work in the cotton textile industry. 

(h) Govemment agree as to the desirability of introducing in the Provinof 
the scheme of profit-sharing among the employers and employed, but other 
things are more urgent — for instance a ininimuin wage. 

(c) Yes. A Labour Advisory Board, in which both employers and workers’ 
organisations will be represented, is under consideration of Government. 

Dr. SURESH CHANDRA BANERJI: Will the Hon’hle Minister be 
pleased to state, with reference to answer (a), whether he really means the 
Board of Conciliation or the Committee of Enquiry as desired in my 
question ? 

The HoiPWe Mr. SHAMSUDDIN AHMED: In the answer I mentioned 
Board of Conciliation. 

Dr. SURESH CHANDRA BANER4I: Then my question has not 
answered, I really wanted t4Jikno|r about the appointment of a Comihittee 
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of Enquiry and the Ilon'hle Minister says that GoTerninent has decided to 
apJKjint a" Board of Conciliation. My question was not about a Board of 
Conciliation. 

Mr. SPEAKER: The same purpose will be served. 

Dr. 8URESH CHANDRA BANERJIt The Committee enquires and the 
Board of Conciliation conciliates. These are absolutely different {unctions. 
1 am afraid it is a mistake, a bona fide mistake. 

The Hon*bl 0 Mr. SHAMSUDDIN AHMED: I may tell my honourable 
friend the answer. The Govtonmenf of Beni.’‘al iield a private conference 
very recently ami a committee has been appf»inted which will po into the 
wuf^es (piestion and otluT thing's and then we will see wliat should be done. 

Dr. 8URE8H CHANDRA BANERill: Y (»u mean to say that you will 
appoint a Oimmittee of Ihopiiry ^ 

The Hon’ble Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: That has already been 
Hpjiointed. 

Dr. 8URE8H CHANDRA BANERill: Will the Hon hie Minister be 
pleaserl to .state why the fum’tion of this committee is jroin^^ to be limited 
to cotton textile industry only!' 

The Hon'ble Mr. 8HAM8UDDtN AHMED: It would be industrywise. 

Dr. 8URE8H CHANDRA BANERill: The answer mentions cotton 
textile industry. So it i.s a mistake. 

The Hon'ble Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED; No mistake After all it 
ilepends upon the terms of reference whether a Board of Conciliation or a 
Oommittee of Etojuiry should be appointed. Tlie terms of reference that 
nre ^iven in the Board of Conciliation refer to all the points that you have 
raised. So it amounts to the same tiling. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR ; Will the Hon'ble Mlnl^ter be 

pleaseil to state whether it is the intention of (rovernment to appoint 
similar Bourils of Conciliation for every single iudustiy? 

The Hon'ble Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: Yes, we have already 
appointed a Committee of l''.n(|Uirv for cotton textiles and jute and for other 
iiidu.stries, of course, committees will be appointed. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Will the Hon'lde Minister be 
pleased to state whether the functions of the Board of Conciliation will be 
confined to concilintiiifi: the points referred to it or will it take the initiative 
to institute enquiries and investiu-ation into the labour conditions? 

The Hon'ble Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: lor the time bein^r it will 
enquire into the wa^o.s (juestion and all other tilings and after that the 
committee will also enquire and try to conciliate on matters that arise out 
of the dispute between employers and employees of the different industries. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: What will be the composition 
of the Board whu'h the Government have decided to set up? 

The Hon'ble Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: It will contain representa- 
tives of employers and employeevS. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAniMDAR: Will tlie Hon'ble Minister be 
pleased to state as to how lonpr Government will take in frivinj? effect to his 
answer (c) that a Labour Advisory Board is under consideration of Govern- 
ment ? 

The Hon'ble Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: Very shortly, within a 
moath’a time.

The Hon’ble Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: Yes, that will be con-

Bogra and Bakarganj 
have consented to provincialisatioii of the health services ami for the present 
it IS proposed to jirovincialise the health services of those District Boarils 
only ^^hich have consented or do con.sent in future. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: Will the Hon hie Minister please 
tell u» lu)w does he reconcile his au.swer (c) with (d)? He says there has 
been no sidieme formulated but at the same time he says that in certain 
district.s the health services will be provincialnsed. How does he reconcile 
these two? 

The Hon'ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: What is meant actually is this, 
that the .scheme has not been finalised yet but the matter was put before 
a conference of Chairmen of District Boards and it was the opinion of the 
conference that there should be no provincialisatiou of health services, but 
then Government decided that provincialisatiou slionld be taken up only in 
the districts where the District Boards are consenting parties and according- 
ly the District Boards of Bogra, Bakarganj and Darjeeling have agreed to 
tlie introduction of the scheme envisaged in the Bhore Committee’s 
recommendations. 

Mr. 8URE8H CHANDRA DA8 CUPTA: tc? 

Public Healthvflii fVni Minister District BoartU^ Chairman ? 

Mr. 8PEAKER: That does not arise. 

Mr. 8URE8H CHANDRA DA8 GUPTA: ^ xm cn

Tht Hon’bit Mr. MOHAMMED" ALI: In the Conference the Vice- 
Chairman represented the District Board of Bogra. 

Mr. BADIUZZAMAN MUHAMMAD ILIA8: AVill the IWble Minister 
be pleased to state if he is aware that tke District Board Cl^rmeii s 
A.S 8 dliiation has decided that they are not in favour of proyincialisation ? 
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Th6 Hon’bta Mr. MOHAMMSO ALI: I wonder if the honourable 

member was paying attention to me when I was replying to a question put 
by Mr. Nishitha Nath Kundu. 

Mr. BADIUZZAMAN MUHAMMAD ILIA8: Will the Hou'ble Minister 
be pleased to state why he insists on provinciulisution in spite of that!^ 

The Hoil*ble Mr, MOHAMMED ALI: We are not going against the 
wishes of the Chairmen of District Hoards. We are introducing this 
scheme only in districts where the District Boards agree to the introduction 
of the scheme. If onl^ the honourable memb(*r sees the answer and pays 
attention to the replies given to the supplementaries, he will not waste the 
time of the House. 

Mr. BADIUZZAMAN MUHAMMAD ILIA8: Will the UoiCble Minister 
be pleased to state if it is a fact that the District Board which will not be 
provincialised will not get any benefit from the .scheme? 

The Hon'ble Mr, MOHAMMED ALI: Naturally. If the scheme is not 
introduced in any district how’ can the district get any benefit? If tho 
honourable member thinks a second before he puts a question, it will save 
the time of the House. 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: AVill the Hon'ble Minister be pleased 
to state witli reference to his reply (nl. viz.. “Certain proposals in this 
respect are now under consideration of (Government” whether that 
includes the consideration of provincialising the executive po.sta 
of the District Boards as recommended by the Hoiv lands ('ommittee? 

Mr, 8PEAKER: The reply is there. The proposals relate to the health 
services. 

Mr, BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: No. Sir. My question is with 
reference to answer (a) that certain proposals are under the consideration 
of (to\ eminent regarding provincialising (‘ertain servict's. I am asking 
whether the (|uestion of j)ro\ incialisation of the exei'utive services as 
recommended by the Howlands Committee is included. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Ans^^ er {h) states that the projm.sals at present relate 
to the iiealth services of the Distrut Boards. This is the only service which 
is umler the consideration of (Government now. 

The Hon’ble Mr, MOHAMMED ALI: No, Sii. 1 mas be pennilted to 
explain this. At present (Government propo.se only to provirn ialise the 
health services and that only in districts wliere the seheim* will he introduced. 
That is witli regard to tlie Bhore Committee’s recommendations. The 
honourable memlier speaks of a recommendation of tie* Howlands (’nmmittee 
where it has been recommended that certain exeinitive posts also ot District 
Boards sliould he jiroviiicialised and that the District Board shoubl he 
liquidated. This practically is the recommendation ot the Howlands 
(’ommittee and all the recommendations of that (’ommittee are under examina- 
tion of (jovernmeni. No decisions, eitlier final or tentative, have, been 
reached. 

Dr. 8URE8H CHANDRA BANERJI: Will the Ilon'hle Minister ho 
pleased to state whether (iovernment has .sent any circular to the various 
District Bqards asking them as to whether they are are willing to have 
their health services provincialised or not? 

The Hofl’bte Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Yes, Sir, we referred the matter 
not only to individual District Boards but also to the A.ssociation of the 
Cliairmen of District Boards and this matter lias been before the District 
Boards individually and collectively for a number of years. 
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Mft At F. STARK S Will tlie Hon’ble Minister be pleased to state if it 
is net proposed to jfive effect to the recominendutions of the Bhore (‘ommittee 
and the Howlands (.’oniniittee unless the District Boards a|?ree? 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: No, Sir. That assumption is 
not entirely correct. But so far as the miestion of provincialisation is.con- 
ceriK'd it was felt by Government that it the District Boards did not agree 
it was no use and it would not be proper for Government to thrust a scheme 
into particular districts where the District Boards who are representing the 
peoj»le do not agree. 

Mr. A. F. STARK: AVill the Hon'ble Minister be pleased to state if it 
is a fact that it is difficult to raise standards of public health services in this 
ih'ovince f)r to cope with barge scale epidemics so long as tlie public health 
nervi(>eM are under bx’al bodies ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: That is strictly speaking a matter 
of (»pinion and I entirely agree with the honourable member. 

Mr. BADIUZZAMAN MUHAMMAD ILIASr Will the Hon ble Minister 
be pleased to state whether the employees of the ITealth Departments of 
District Boards which agree to the scheme will be absorbed into Govern- 
ment service and will be treated as Government servants? 

Th0 Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: The ordinary implication of the 
word "provincialisation” means that their services will be transferred from 
Districts Boards to Government service. This is the ordinary meaning of 
an ordinary word. 

Mr. BADIUZZAMAN MUHAMMAD ILIA8: 1 wanted to know 
whether the present strength of the Health Departments of the District 
Boards will be included as Government .servants. 

Th0 Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: If tlie scheme is introdure<i in 
any distri('ts not only will there be a necessity of retaining as many po.sts 
us now exist but there will be necessity of creation of a larger number of 
posts. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: Will the Hon’ble Minister please 
tell us why before formulating the final scheme Government w^ant to 
provincialise Ihe health services in those districts which have given consent? 
What is the reason? Without formulating the final scheme why do Govern- 
ment propose to jirovincialise the healtli services in those districts which 
have given consent? 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: The scheme, though not yet 
finalised, is tliere. Government ha\e teiitati%el.\ aiMepted the scheme, hut 
Government < annot give final shape unless tiovermiient knows in what areas 
thev are introdui'ed. Now that the position has been clarified three districts 
will come in and the (ioveriiment scheme will be based on that basis. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: Do mc take it that even where there 
will [le a large number of districts which do not agree to provincialisation, 
the unif()rmit\ in (he IVovinee will ]»e destroyed ami only those districts 
wliich will agree to provincialisation will be uiidei Government? 

Mr. 8PEAKER: That has already Iteeii repliefl ti>. 

Mr. NISHITHA NATH KUNDU: > I mean to say that if there be anv 
District Board which does not agree * to the provincialisation of health 
servicevS, there will be provincialisation in other districts which will agree. 
I want to know if Government will almndon the sidieine then. 

Mr. SPEAKER. That is clear from the answer. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: May I clarify. Sir? 
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Mr* SPEAKER: It is not necessary. You have stated more than once. 

Tlli Hon’bte Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: I want to clarity the i>o-^iti()n 
a little more. There is no fiue^tion ol ahamloninv: the scheme. I aprree that 
there will be to start witii no unifomiity» but it is Government’s tTfiu 
conviction that it the scheme be introduced at least in three districts of the 
Province, the people will be able to understand and realise the benefits 
conferred on them by the introduction of the scheme. Then there will be 
a desjre from all other districts for introduction of the scheme and Govern- 
ment feel that the l)i>trict BoanG will be forced to ('lUne into the si'heme 
because the pressure from the p(‘ 0 ])le will be so preut that no District Board 
which a democratic ho(l\ will be able to resist that demand. Therefore 
Government feel that this will practically he a thin end of the wed^re. I 
apree with the honourable member that District Boards are reluctant to 
part with ])ower and admmisti ati\ e control o\ei public health department, 
and tliat is why they are at present reluctant. But it is (Tovernnieiii’.s 
firm (onviction that alter the introduction of the sclieme the people at lar^fe 
will realise the henefits that will cmiie from the scheme anil the hands of 
the District Boards will he forced and the whole scheme will then he 
introduced in the Province. 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Will the lloiride Minister be pleased

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: I am afraid I have to ask for

Mr. RADHANATH DAS: Will the Jlondde Minister he pleased to ’state 
why these d districts only, namely. Daijechng, Bogra and Bakarganj, have 
been selected for firovincialisation I-' 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: I wonder if the honourable 
member was sleeping when thus question was answered. 

Mauivi AKBAR ALI: Will the Hon’ble Minister he pleased to .state 
if he is aware that by this <liarchi<al s\«.tein of cftntrol over the health 
services, the District Boards \m 11 lose their cfintrol over the health officers!*' 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: V es, if the health services are 
provincialised, the health offi<'ers will rieces.sarily he unfler the direct control 
of (iovernment an<l they will he (joveriiment offii'ers and will no longer he 
oflScers of the District Board. 

Mauivi AKBAR ALI; Will the Hon’ble Minister he jdeased to state, if 
the Government takes over the dual control over the health officers in the 
districts, whether the District Boards will not he in a false po.sition with 
regard to health and other matters? 
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Mr. SPEAKER! That is a matter of opinion. What is your question? 
. n are a^^(^ing I think. 

Mauivi AKBAR AL.I: My question is that if this diarohical form of 
administration is introduced the District Boards will lose some influence 
over the health officers. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Do you contemplate the present administration or the 
administration after provincialisation ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: He speaks of the administration 
after provincialisatioii. 

Mr. SPEAKER: It is now time for prayer and I would adjourn the 
House just now. 

Mr. TAFAZZAL ALI: There are still 2 or 3 minutes — 

Mr. SPEAKER: No, 5-30 is the prayer time. You can however put 
one question. 

Mr. TAFAZZAL ALI: In view of the answer that after the health 
services are provincialised riiui h money will he .spent over the Public Health 
Department, doe.s the Hon’hle Minister think of the feasibility of spending 
, this amount of money through the District Boards and see what results 
, it brings. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: This very question was also raised 
in the Conference. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Member.H here are not suppo-^ed to know what questions 
weie raised in the Conference. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, I lorgot that point. As you 
were present there I was going with that background, but the same question 
was raised there. The point is this. At the present moment the District 
Boards have the primary re.sponsilulity for looking after the public health 
of the distrii ts but Government feel that they are unable to discharge that 
resjmiisihility because of paucity of funds. (lovernment have also their 
*^own staff in the districts and they spend money tliere for their own officers, 

* .namely, Subdivisional Health Officers, Health Assistants and Sanitary 
. Assistants. That is a dual system which is not working satisfactorily and 
^ there is wastage of money because there are at present two estiiblishments. 
Therefore after pro\ inciulisation when the health services will come under 
"one control the amount of money that is spent will be much better utilised. 
Apart from that, another asjiect of the ((uestion lias not been realised. It 
18 that both the curative and preventive sides will he amalgamated as 
envisagerl in the Bhore Committee’s Report. At present the curative side 
and the preventive side are separate but after the intnuliiction of the proposed 
scheme noth the preventive aspect and the curative side of the scheme will 
be amalgamated and co-related in a nnudi better manner. 

Mr. TAFAZZAL ALI: I can put volumes of supplementarj^ questions 
but you will not allow me, Mr. Speaker. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I hope you will riot convert this House into a District

DEMAND FOR GRANT. 

Central Adminietration— General Administration. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, on the recommendation of 
Bis Excellency the Governor I beg to move that a sum of Rs. 2,53,72,000 
be granted for expenditure under the head “25 — Cfeneral Administration — 
General Administration”. 

Mr. HARIPADA CHATTERdEE: Mr. Sneaker, Sir, I beg to move 
that the demand of Rs. 2,53, 72,000 for expeniiiture under the head “25 — 
General Administration — General Administration” be reduced by Rs. 100. 

I move this to raise a discussion about the general policy. 

Mr. MIRZA ABDUL HAFIZ: Sir, may I suggest one procedure wiiich 
may be adopted if you consider it to be satisfactory. This procedure was 
followed bv your predecessors, Mr. Azizul Iluqiie us well us by Mr. Syed 
Nausher Ali. The procedure is thi'c All the cut motions would be moved 
at a time one after another without delivering any sjieech and after that 
honourable members would participate in the debate. I think that would 
have been a better procedure if you would be pleased to accept it. It is not 
difficult to adopt that procedure. 

Th6 Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: May I also suggest that that would 
be a better procedure. Sir, at the present moment memliers from the 
Opposition move the cut motions and gentu’ally speak on them one after 
another. The debate is always led Ity the Oppo.sition and then members on 
the (iovernment Bench speak one after tlie otlier. The previous practice 
was better because that would have allowed a more balanced debate. If 
the practice of allowing one memlier Irom the Opposition and another 
member from (Tovernmcnt side and so on is accepted it would lead to a more 
balanced debate 1 think the suggestion of Mr. Abdul Hafiz may be., 
accepted. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Some of tlie motions are not deliated at all. 

Mr. MUHAMMEO I8RAIL; Kir. as .soon as a cut motion is moved, 
it becomes the property of the House. A inemher may move a motioik 
without any speech. Any member can speak on any motion moved in th« 
House. 

Mr. SPEAKER: So far as members from the Government side are con* - 
cerned they are not prejudiced in any way because all the motions are moved 
and then members from (TO^ernment side get ojiportunitx to discus.s the 
motion.s as well as deliver .speeches generally. 

Mr. MUHAMMAD ISRAIL: There is this difference that if all the 
motions are moved then the entire thing is before the House, and the 
members speaking from the Government side can sneak generally on all 
or any of tne motions that have been placed before the House. But if one 
motion is moved, he can speak only on the motion that is before him. 

Mr. SPEAKER: You have not followed me, Mr. Israil. These motions 
are moved by the members in whose names they .stand and then they support 
the motions by their speeches; and then members on the Government side 
get opportunities to discuss all or any of the motions as thej like. 

Thi HolPilIt Mft MOHAMMED ALI: But then there will he no balanced 
debate. 
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Mr. MUHAMMAif^fiftAlL: Before a motion is mored, a member on 
tlie Uoveniiricnt side cannot deliver a speech. For unless a motion is moved, 
it cannot become the property of the House and no debate can take place 
on it. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I could not follow you because 1 have been repeatedly 
saying that all the motions should he first moved by the members in whose 
names they stand and then they will speak in support of those motions. 
Afterwards members on the other side deliver their speeches. So they 
LO't opr)f)rtunitv to discuss all the motions or any of the motions a.s they 
like. If I call upon a mem])er from this side ((government side) before 
these motions are moved, 1 feel that they will he prejudiced because they 
trill nf)t be able to touch upon all the motion.s. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: The only disadvantage in that 
case is that after, say, eij^ht members from the Opposition have spoken, 
five or six members from the Government side have to speak one after 
another. But the practice bdlow’ed previously was advanta^yeous in the 
sense that members from both the sides could speak alternately. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Advantai^eous to whom V 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: For the whole House. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Not lor the whfde House, because a member in whose 
'^j|,name a particular moti«m .stan<ls dues not pet an opportunity to discuss ami 
explain liis motion. If that procedure is adopted, he may not have an 
0[iportunity to explain his motion before the other side pets an opportunity 
to criticise it because there may not be any time at my disposal to allow lam 
to do so.

Mr. BIPIN BIHARI GANGULI: Sir, I support the previous speaker. 
One most unwelcome feature of the Budget is that it imposes all sorts of 
burden on poor i>eople, be they Hindu or Muslim. The Muslim League has 
reaned by the patronage it has received from the British Government. The 
Budget of Bengal, is it of Hindu or Muslim, — is it of the Muslim League 
or the Hindu MahasavaP It has been declared that the Budget has been 
prepared in accord an(ie with the principle and plan of the Muslim League. 
The social and economic system has*" been thrown out of gear and it found 
expression in the food shortage, general discontent, industrial unrest and 
communal dissensions. The entire structure is shaky and stabilisation is 
the call of the hour. Education, prohibition, agriculture, public health 
and industries each one of the items has not received its share although 
some of these had improper leanings for corruption and nepotism. 
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The Budget of thfu of communal Gk»irh|n^^t o«uld not be expected 
to be of a progressive kind which should have aimed %i the uplift of the 
peasantry and labour. These servants of the people who are paid Jiy the 
people, masquerade as masters of the people. Sir, I shall give you one 
instance how communabminded administration happens to work. Sometime 
ago in Dinajpur district, three Subdivisional Ofhcers in three subdivisions, 
one Deputy Sujierintendent of Police, and one District Controller, all of 
them Muslims, were simultaneouslv in (ioverumeut service. Hindus did 
not have any objection to that. Mr. B. K. Acharyya, I.C.S., was posted 
at Diuajpur as D. M. and this posting was gazetted on the P2th December, 
1946, and he was due to join on the 14th December, 1940. But to our utter 
surprise this order was cancelled and Mr. H. Turab Ali, I.C.S., was posted 
at Dinajpur as District Magistrate. Within the space of these two days, 
the arrangement was changed. Mr. B. K. Acliaryya, who is senior to* 
Mr. H. Turab Ah, was posted as an Additional District Magistrate at 
Krislmagar with Mr. Nasiruddin as District Magistrate. All this transfeVi 
posting, etc., were not followed according to good principle, economy ot 
decency. This has been done as if it is only a household business. In this 
connection, 1 have got documeiitarv evidence of good faith of a member of 
the Muslim l.eague. A confidential letter written hy an M.L.A. to the 
Chief Minister is with me r(‘(|uesting him to send a Muslim District 
Magijitrate in place ot a Hindu wliose name was already gazetted. 

Not only that; the poor labour and peasant’s representative Ministry' 
witli their satellite udministratne machinery are fed hy these poor people 
to kill them, to shoot them and even it is reported to dishonour their women 
a> in Susaiig. Dinajpur, .lalpaiguri, Ba.sirhat, etc. Tlie Civil Supply 
Department has lieen created not tor the supply of anything at a cheaper 
rate to the civil j>eople hut to the privileged persons, who become fat- 
bellied haMiig to help hiack market. The Budget of the (iovernment of 
Bengal should have Iuhui used specially in development and constructive 
work. The whole agriculture of more than twelve unions of Baruipur, 
Sonarpur. Bhaiigar and Canning 1C S. is doomed for want of excavation 
ot the Piyali and Bidyadhari rivers. The Scheme is lying with the Oovern- 
nieiit. Tlii'i should at once be taken up. The wdiole agriculture <»f half 
of Kulpi P. S., Diamond Harbour subdivision becomes doomed for not 
iiaving constructed any gate upon Jhikunu. There is a great movement 
going on for the same. Khas-maliul officers and S. !).()., Diamond Harbour, 
many times vi.siteil the place; but the poor people inliabiting tliai locality 
are poorer today, there is none to look after them. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, many peasants of at least ten districts have been 
tortureii, killed or put into prison. These they are to endure only for tlin 
demand that they will not die without food a.s before. What has happened 
in the industrial belt, in the Municipal constituency from where IHm’ble 
Mr. Suhrawardy and myself have come to the Assemoly)^ Tlie half-starved 
workers, times without number approached the authority, Hafiour Commis- 
sioner and Hon’ hie Labour Minister to have their runes redressed. This 
Ministry, the representatives of dying Bengal come forwanl to help the 
capitalists, the millow'ners with guns, .so that the strikem may be demoralised 
and the .strikes may break up. I have lots of documentary proof and from 
mont of them 1 personally know that the repression up till now* is going on 
initiated by the Police for w'hose service to the people, huge amount has 
been budgetted. 

At Paha Bengal Knamel Works, the workers went on a legal strike. 
But the S.D.O., Barrackpore, served an externment order upon the President 
of the Labour Union without any cause whatsoever. This is the puhlic 
pervice of the type S.D.O. does and a fat budget is kept for him ; in spite 
of reiH»ated representations to the Labour Commi8.Hioner and to the Hon’ble 
Labour Minister even when I personally came to him, the strike w'ent on for 
more than two months and cases had been instituted against the workers. 
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me Police' i« taking rery active- part in unnecessary prosecution. What 
ha ripened nt Jus Alexander at Kidd^ore? The owner granted leave for ten 
flavs according to the amended Factory Act and next moment cancelled it. 
So the workers went on strike. The Government took the side of the ow ner 
who broke the Government law in not granting leave to the workers, ihe 
Police arrested many persons, prosecuted eve* I)r. Mrs. Maitryee Bose, 
an eminent Labour leader of the country. The strike had been called olf 
by tla* intervention of the Hon’hle Labour Minister but yet the prosecution 
case is being conducted by the Police. 


Next thing, Sir, in my constituency which is also llon’ble Mr. 
Suhrawardy’s constituency, the Garden Reach Municipality, the District 
Magistrate, 24-Parganas, has broken the first term of settlement after 
their recent strike about tlieir strike-pay. The workers were assured that 
their case w'ould he judged in tlie light of previous settlement when they 
got strike-pay. Now they are being retused their pay, another strike is 
threatening in near future. Sir, the .strike of Vanastu Factory is continuing 
for more than two months. Similar strikes are continuing in Texmaco and 
head ottiee of the Birla Brothers. Dock strike has created wide-spread 
alarm. 


Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. (ianguli, your time is up. I don’t tliink I can 
allow you more time. 

Mr. BIPIN BIHARI GANCULI: I have finished. Sir. only a few 
words . 

These are not only examples; tliere are many othf'rs including the 
Tramways (’omjmny, Limited Everywhere the eminent failed to support 
tlie cause whicli they presumed to lejinvsent. K\eiywheif‘ the Government 
is failing to do justice to tlie workers and peasants of Bcuigal.

Mrs. NELLIE SEN GUPTA: Sir, 1 beg to move that the demand of 
B?*.

— ftencral Administration” be reduced bv IN. HMt I mo\e this to ruise 
a diseussion about the insecure e4»nditir»n of the minority eommunily in the 
town of (’hittagoiig and its neigbboui Innxl . 

‘Jfitli Januar> was de< hired a hartal in ( ’iiittagong because tliere were 
arrest.s of Mu.shni people in Laln»re. Muslim volunteers w'ent along' and 
rmiuested tiie girls who were on their wa> to the Xamlankaimn School to 
jtun the procession. There was an agreement between the Secretary and 
the volunteers that there sluMild la* no classes, but the Professor said that 
being the guardian of the students he could not allow’ them to join the 
proiession. The same thing happened in the Khastgir CiirU’ School, ami 
»o far as I could find out I do not think there was any disturbance. There 
was some little excitement which was quite usual, but I do not think that 
there was much discourtesy shown to the girls. I am mentioning this to 
show that I do not grumble without reasons. But in the matter of the 
boys of Municipal Schools it is a very different matter. The volunteers 
went there, belaWureil the hoys as well as the masters. I saw some of the 
ma.sters and I saw some of flie Imys. There was a threat also of stabbing. 
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Fjoni thert* volunteers went to the Court to what is called the English 
Kooni, the lle<’<jrd R{>oni. They tore the records ot the hies and destroyed 
tliem and there again they helahoured the Hindu clerks. A Muslim 
SuhonUnaie Jmlge was also roughly handled. No complaint seems to have 
been made by those in authority against these actions. It seems this sort 
of thing is to be quite an ordinary thing in Chittagong. 

Then I have to mention the matter of Muslim League leaflets which 
are being distributed hi (diittagong. These leaflets say that Hindus are 
out to destroy the Muslims and that the Hindus are out to do all mischief 
that they ('an to the Muslim people. Other leaflets are very insulting to 
Mahatma Gandhi which naturally the Hindus object to most strongly. 
Other leaflets which i»re being circulated are certainly not to create good 
feelings between the Hindus and Muslims. On the 17th and 18th December 
Mr. Suhraward,\ visited Chittagong. The leaflets were going about on tluit 
day. It is (jiiLte jiossible that Mr, Suhrawardy did not see tliem. It is also 
possible that they viere issued in his honour, 1 would ask him to direct 
the people in charge ot ('hittagong to sto{) tlie circulation of tliese 
mischievous h‘utlt*ts The village peoph*, I still say, Sii‘, do not want to 
(|uarnd with eai h other, lint these leaflets nia\ ennite a g’leut deal of 
troulib*. It th(‘ Hon’ble Minister tells me that th(*v want Pakistan and 
that tliey ar(‘ going t(» get it. tluoi he must show how (i- get it and decide 
how to act. H the Hon’hle Minister says lliat the\ want the very best 
feelings betv\e(*n Hindus and Muslims. I must say, Sir, tliat it is a very 
straiigt' way to hav(‘ it. 

Now. Sir, I liave to tak«‘ you back to H)42 l‘'ebr\iar\ when -lo.DOO peojile 
of Patenga and South Halisabar uere asked to mo\e fi'om their lands witli 
all that tlH‘\ had — their valuables, tbeir clothes, then families including 
cows, phuiglis. ete., and other implenuoits witlini 72 Itoui^. 72 hours i^ 
not a long tune lor families to remove tbenistdves. But iht'se ]>oor peojile 
did not even get 72 hours. They got 21) hours, one ilay and five h(»ur^ to 
get awa\. It was not pfi.ssilile for tluon to get away within ^uch a short 
time, I'Nen Go\ernim'nt recognist*d this and th(*> promised to look after 
wliutev<‘r tht'se people had to leave behind and the\ also ])roiiiised that ilie 
people would n*turn to Cliittagong in a short time. know, Sii, that 

it was not possil)b* for them to reurn before four vtnirs. In January IflJti 
some people came back. They commenced to build their small huts with 
the result that in less than a montli they were ousted again from there. 
Tb«*y bad nowhere to go. They stayed on the bank of the river and in 
(Jiittagong in January it was bitt<‘rl> cold and ue ran fully understand the 
miseries of those poor people. I want to ask Government wbv they bad 
no committee to en<juire into the compensations to be paid to tliese people 
for the loss of their goods, for the loss of their lands, for the destruction 
ot their houses, tor the lo.ss of their ploughs and other implements. Sin(?e 
then some people have gone hack to Petaiiga. But what is the condition 
of the lands wliieh they liuve got hacky It is covered h\ jungle.s and they 
have no implements and it is impossible tor them to curry on jiroper 
<*ultivatiun. I would ask Government what they are going to do about the 
land which was sold for arrears of revenue or rent and of land.s which they 
promised that they would take care of. Anti-malaria oil was spread all 
over the lands, hut it does not .seem to he good for growing of paddy, or 
for drinking water. The military could make arrangement for drinking 
water, but tliese people cannot. 1 want Government to make arrangement 
for gotul drinking water for tliese people, for medical aid, education for 
their children. I want to know what is going to happen to people who 
have got hack their house.s hut no land, and people who have got their 
land hut no liouses. What com{>en.Hation is Government going to give to 
these people to buy clothes, medicine and to build hou.ses for them? 
(Applause.)

Sir, I sliall ctune one 1»> one to the points that have Iwmii raided 
hv m\ trieiids on the otliei side. It has heeii said that on 2tith Si‘]»teml>er, 
194<J. a train daeoitv t(»ok place. The fig'ures that were uvuilaide on that 
da> were o killed ami 14 Muslims injuierl — (d the kilhul d were 
Muslims and '2 Himlus. My friend wants us to believe that it was all done 
by Miislhiis. Not only that. Complaints have been miole agaiiiHi Mr. Idria, 
Mr. Zakir Hossain. Mr. Torah Ah, Mr. Attab Ali, Lawyer Magistrate and 
Mr M ir Ho^-sain. Sub<livisi<inal Dfheer. Not less than *19 cases were started 
against these otiicers. 1 live in Dacca town and I am a practising lawyer 
there and I know much more than anyhi>dy else in this House of the 
occurrences at Dacca. < “Question ' from the Opposition henches.) I tell 
you that 39 lasccs were instituted against these oftteers. An enijuiry wa* 
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held aiid bj judicial enquin* it was found that the officers were not jfuilty^. 
Whatever they flid, they did in their ri;fht of private defence and for the 
|>revention of offences. 

Now, Sir, my friend has referred to the police activities in Tej^^aon and 
Kerani^'^aii) which is niy constituency. Doe.s he know' how many Muslims 
are still detained in Keranifranj and Tejj^aon in the hajat and how many 
Hindus are there h Hoes he know how many Muslim houses have been 
burnt ami h«>w many Muslims have lieen killed in Kerani<,^anj by the 
members jd' tiie commuiii1\ of the other side!"

Sir, with these words, I raise my voice of protest aj^ainst this wronjrful 
assertion by members on the opposite and T take my seat. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: Sir, 1 to move that the demand of

—“General Administration” he reduced h\ Rs. 100. The reason for moviiiir 
(his motion is to rai>e a discussion about the .salary and eonditioiis of 
employment of emjdo\ees in the A^stMiihlv Department. 

Sir, th(‘ sul).)ect-inatteT of my motion wa> fairl,\ adecpiately discussed 
the other <]a> when (wo (luestions were asked and answered in tliis Hoine 
beurin^»- snhstantially on tlie same subject. 1 would, tlierefore, today only 
restate the main points invedved. 

My first point was raised the other day on a iioint of privile;re h\ my 
hoiiimrahh* friend the memher tor 24-Rar^mna> (South I'.ast) The Assembly 
Department has Ikhmi hroufrht umler the eontroi of the* Government in its 
Home (( 'oust itution and h'.lei’tions) Department uneonstitutionallx and 
.surreiditiousl V. d'his was done h> a (lovernment circular issued, as far us 
1 understand, on tlie Ht April. llklT, which framed nile^ f<»r the control of 
the Assembly Department at a time when the Speaker was not elected and, 
therefore, without any eonsultation with the Speaker or with the Assembly 
although under tlu‘ constitution (iovernment liaNe no rij^ht to frame riilc'^ 
for controlling*- thi‘ Assembly Department. Thi> '>hould he evident from the 
fact that tiiis House is a f>ody which is sovereijrn within the limitation 
impost‘d upon it by the lOdb Act. It is tlie authority which le^yislates, 
votes suiiplies and eoutrols the Executive. The Speaker, I submit. Sir, is 
tt servant not of the Government hut id this Assembly and is subject to ao 
outside I'ontrol. The office of the Assembly is not a (toverninent dejiart- 
ment, nor its employees Government servants. 1 su^uest, therefore, that 
there is no reason why tlie A.s.seml>l> should he hroiipht under the control 
of the Government. To su^^^est ((» the contrary, to say for example that 
the Speaker and his officers should In* subject to the control of the Govern- 
ment would mean in a most vital sphere of public administration the 
introduction of control by the executive over the legislature, which will he 
0 very danyrerous protmsition. I further submit that the now’er that is vested 
in the (ioveruor under section of the Act relates only to the Provincial 

Executive nml not to the Provinciiri Lejjislature. Apain section 241 of the 
(:loTernnient of India Act also dtK»s hot apply to the employees of the Assembly 
Department, nor to the S|>eaker. Time will not ]>ermit me to elucidate thift 
jmint further, but I will only sav this that I would stronjrlv urjre utmn you 
to thrash out finally and fully this issue with the Government without any 
delay so as to restore ^he prestige and independence of this House as also 
of its officer!. 
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My second point, Sir, relates to the emoluments iuclinjin^r the i^eatihn 
of dearness allowance to he paid to the employees of the AsseitlSIy Depart- 
ment. This question was fully discusst*d tlie other day in this House aiulf 
1 do not wish to say anythinj^ more than this that }>eudinjr the disposal of 
this matter in the way indicated hy you the other day after consultation 
with (jovernment, \ou will see to it that the employeo.s of this department 
g-et what they are entitled to jjet under rule IT of the Assembly Department 
Rules. I would also submit that you would hear in mind the question of 
oherin<r them suitable compensation f«>r the loss the) may have sustiiined 
in the intermediate jieriod. 

My third and last point is the question of fillin;: up the present post 
of the Assemhl) Lilirarian. I umlerstaml that an advertisement was pub- 
lislied in tlie ( nlruttn on. I believe, lht‘ It»th danuary last inviting 

Kir, that 
ol all persons the llon’ble the t'hief Miiu>ttT could be so un^mllant as to 
treat th(‘ case oi a lady with s\ieh scant eousideration. ((Vies of “Shame, 
Siiame" from (’oneness bemdies). I say. Sir. for the information (»f the 
Hdudde the (’hief Miuisler that I ('ould m>t ima^nne that of all jiersons the 
Jion'ble the I'hiet Mini>ter should be so un^mllaut as to treat the ease of 
a lady. namei\, tlie ]»resent A»embl\ Kibranan with such si'ant consideration. 
The prcNenl hbranati po,->st*sse‘% all the r<M|uiNite qiialitlealions and has also 
been di^^•ha 1 liei duties a*' a Librarian What 1 would request the 

rinet MiniNler to do i> thl^ : He slnmld remed\ the injustna* that is beiijjr 
done to her with a vi»*w to enable the l*ubli<- Service Commission to cntcu’iain 
and consider her applnation .iNo alone' with otlier applications in the matter 
ot fillniir up the jHist of librarian.

Mr. JYOTI BA8U: Sir. I bejr to mo^e tint the demand of Rs. ‘2.od,7‘sf.OOll 
for expenditure under the he.ol ““•*> tieiieral Administration —( ienenil 
Adininist I at loll ' be ledmoMl by Rs ItMI. I move this |«» rais(‘ a diseussiony 
about the tailure ot the tiovernment to leiuove the present District 
Ma|.Mstfatc. Ml. Ha-lin. horn Mvimoisinvdi in ileteieiice to pojuilar ilmiiaml. 

This demand for tlie removal of Mi. Bast in is the demand of an ojiprertsed 
humanit) in IfeiiLMl and it Hnds a read) eidio in the hearts of all Ren^’alis, 
because Mr. Ihisiin is not onh an individual; he represents that malevolent 
and blood-thirsty t\pe of otticiuls who today in Diiiajjmr. Jal jiai^niri, Ranw'- 
pur, Khulna, Midnapore. *^4-Parjranas, etc., are burning- and flestroyiujr 
kisiin homes, are killintr hiJutn men. women ami children bv the dozens and 
lootinc' their projierties. Mr. Rastin is, if 1 may use stroni.t' laii^^uaj^e, a 
finished roy:ue from Oxford. 

Mr. A. T. MAIHARUL HAQUE: (ln a point of order. Sir. Is tt 
parliamentary to use the term “ro^rue” about an olticer?' 

Mr. SPEAKER: He is not pn-sent here to detend hmi.self. Mr. Basil, 
you cannot use stronjr laiijrua^'e af^uinst an officer w ho is not present her© and 
cannot defend himself. 

Mr. JYOTI BA8U: All rijrht, Sir. The ('liief .Minister is here, and he 
ulwayii jifallaritly ilefemls bis police officers and Distiiet (Mficers, I'liat is 
why I used that strong; lanjruajre. 

Mr. SPEAKER: That is a personal attack. You should consid<‘r that 
the person a^ain.st whom you make the aitack is not present here and he 
cannot defend himself. 

Mr. JYOTI BASU: This officer, before he started his head liuntinj:^ in 
Susanjf, l»eeause a tribal ex|»ert here, and in his voun^f Oxford days he 
learnt anthrotwlog-y I believe. Before he started heail huntintJr expedition 
thbi officer through a miasma of lies and deceit tried to create the impression 
that kisans and Hajunys^ {)ea»ant Hajanas w'ere in rebellion. I have {jot 
IhiB from two British offic^ri^ who hatJ at the point of Bren j?un« directed ma 
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to" a polire-station. When I aakerl them why they were there, thev told 
me they %ere there because they were told of a Hajang rebellion. hen I 
i!«aisked them whether they had seen any sij^ns of this rebellion of the limns, 
they plainly told me “not vet”. They were there for .iboiit 21 days by 
then. This Magistrate installed the Eastern Frontier Rifles in that area — 
fhe Eastern Frontier Rifles which ha.s always i^erpetrated sava^^-e crimes 
a^^ainst all peoples’ movements in Renpil. This lead has been followed 
everywhere in of her districts of Iten^al where similar atrmdties are takin^^’ 
placit a^fainst the people.

Mr, Riip Narain 
Roy is an M.L.A. A^miu 1 repe*at all this has happened in spite of the fact 
as I have stated once that there was no violence on the part of the hisans, 
not a siiiKle thinji; has been looted by them n<»t a siiifi^le joted^r has been 
killed. AKuin I rejieat none of their mothers, wives and sisters has been 
dishontmred Ijy the lisuna, and yet in the name of lawlessness and disordc'r 
we find Mr. Suhrawardy’s officers creating havo<’ in the countryside. All 
this because of the simjde demand <»f the t^'hhnfja imn'ement and that ihe 
tanld system must ^mi. At best it is a matter for the civil courts. Rut I 
have yet rtueived uo answer either from the Hou’hle the Thief Minister 
or from any other Minister for that matter us to what thev intend to do with 
the Rarjxadars Rill, — because they have not the eoiirajre to tell me that they 
will not proceed with it or they will preweed with it. because they know 
the answer they will from their own Muslim lu.<<nis, from their own 
men.

So the oHu‘(M"‘ head hunting e\p(‘di- 
must continue. 1 appeal to liim that his lieatl huntinfr must stoj> and 
for all tluvse oflicers must he tau;;ht (hat the\ canmd carry on this in 
this fair land of Ren^ml. 

Mft Cl P. C. WADE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, tlie Kuroptain Party has an 
|UUU> oemisioiis uiyred (lovernmeiit to ;»ive full ellect to the rectunmendations 
of the Rowlands Tommittee. I will he m.ikin^^ further leferem'es to some 
of these ree»)mmeudatioas. but would firs! of all suj.rj.rest the desirability of 
Ciovonnuent placing the full pi< tiire oi theii Huul development plan liefore 
t^i.s House, so that we can be in a better piKition to jiidj^e the value and 
importance of (bis pro^rramme. A study of the Red and Rlue Rooks fail to 
p*ive any complete and final picture of (his important matter AVe wcmbl 
also Mijr^est tliat advisory bodies mijrbt be established in the distriits to 
asvsist tlie exeiution ol the development proirramme. This was one of (lie 
recommendations of the Rowlands Tommittee. 

Now. Sir. I wish to deal briefly with three points arising out of thi.s 
(lemaud. First of all. the future of (lie (Jovoinment services in Renjrul, 
I hone that the HoiThle Thief Minister will amplify hi" answer to a question 
on this subjeet last Tuestluv and explain Government’s plans with rep.ird 
to the future reiTuitinj; of tlie civil and police services. The Hon’ble Thief 
fillister eontirmed that Reiijfal intend" to recruit its own officers and will 
Hot take part in any all-India service, and jrave reasons for this decision. 
We feel that this is a rejjrettahle decision because an all-India service is 
likely to offer j?reater opportunities and ^rreater seciiritv of service and 
therefore to attract the Wst men. It i« mast important, therefore, that the 
Bengal Government should offer the most attractive terms possible for its 
own services. It ia only by doing tiiis that the best men availalde will be 
'Obtained. 
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^ lu view of the decisiou n6t to part iu the all-Iudia services it is 
ftil the wore important to ensure that Benjfal’s civil .servants must W aide 
to do their work without tear or favour, and without iHilitiral hlfluences. 
Government servants are heiu^* inereusin^ly subjected to political pressure! 
at the present time in the exercise of their duties. If they do not siUMnuah 
to tliat pressure, there is every prohahility that their prospects will bj 
adversely affected and the next stej» inu\ well he their transfer to som« 
favourable post. 

The Rowlands ('onimittee considered this matter and made some important 
recommendations in this coniUMtion which have so far lH*en i^rnoreS by 
Government. They recommend that Ministers shoubi have no hand in tm 
appointment or po>.tiny of an> t)fficer helow the status of Secretary or 
of a Department, or Deputy Secretary and Deputy lleiol. Unfortunately, 
much valuable time of Ministers heinj^ o(‘cii|iie«l with su<di siihordiuate 
apiiointments. time which would be ^a^ better useil in dealinjf with (|UestioU0 
of policy and prolilems of theii Dcjnirtmenl. \\'e feel that first (dass men 
will not lie recruited il tiie\ are not protec'ted a^'-ainst politii’al pressure. 
C'onld tlie t'hiet Minister .state bis (iuvernmeiit .s intentions with reiu'urd to 
this matter y 

Two other important recommendatiiUis of the Kowlands (\)mmitte(*, 
which in (lur ojuniun *.houi(l he adoptt'd witlumt nn\ hcsit.ition, are first the 
recomniendai ion that the Puldic .Service Uommission should not ordinarily 
la ii'^ked to sUL'C’e''t the name> of more candidates th.m there are vacancies, 
and '.econdl\ tliut the ( 'ommission’s annual re|M)rt should la* jiuhlished in, 
toto In icpl\ to (jiiestioiis Ikuu these Remdu*''. w ♦» luue lieen told in the 
pa>t that the fir-'t of these pnijios.ds is uiuler «■un^lllel'atiou, and that the 
hetoud net‘(l^not he accepted for the present 

Siirel> the fir>t refommendation is an essential om* if the rommission's 
recoininetidafions are to het ome effective and theie can be no justification 
for the (.'ommissiou heiu^^ aske<l to .su^j^est tlie names of more cainliilute® 
th.ili there ale v.oMlieie^. 

There cun al>o he no justification for not puhiishin;r the I’uhlic Servit^ti.. 
C'olnlnl^^ion S annn.il report in full, ami the letusal to do so immediatuly 
lai'^eN s^^plelon in the mind of the ordinary man tliat (iovernment have 
sometlun}^ to conceal. 

1 siiall be ;rlad it the Hon’ide (diief Minister would deal also with these 
two reiummendations in his reply. 

A further point is the (juestion of partitioning^ certain districts. The 
Di-trict Muj^islralc, who has had adfled to his alicadv heavy rcsponsihilitiei* 
the responsibility tor exerutmn of the Develo[>ineiit pio|.rramme, niujit 
obviously have a maiia^’eable unit of ailmiriistration. and some of the iireseat 
districts are much too lari^e. I refer in particular to the (Ustrii'ts uf 
Mymeusiiijrh. Mnliiapore. Rakar^^’anj and Dacca. As lonw' ayo as IDld these 
districts were considered uiimana^reubl\ lar^re hy the .Vdministrafive Knquiry 
Committee of that year and since tlien their pofuilation and imjiortance Wve 
greatly iucreaseiL How can efficient admiiiisf r.ifion he expected in sucit 
huge districts y Do (iovernment intend to give effect to this recommendation, 
and if so, when!" 

Thirdly and briefly. I would emphasize the necessity for expanding the 
activitie.s of the f/oeal Self-fioveniment Department as regards supervision 
over and assistance to local bodies. We teel that the Department of Loc'fl 
Self“( iovernment should be seiiaratecl from that of Pulilic Health. The 
existing Department is not able to give adefpiate attention to laical Self- 
Govepineut as its energies and atti^titions are absorbed by questions of 
Public Health. Both subjects are of vital iiu[K>rtauce and should receive 
equal attention. 
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The ^reneral staudard of LocaV Seili!^rni5elit is low ancfls not k$epinff 
with the eipansion of Local SeiWovemHient in other parts of the 

4 orid. i shttll he ^dad if the Hou’ble Chief Minister cmild tell us what 
rtibn w proposed to raise this standard. 

^ Mft FAKIR ABDUL MANNAN: Sir, If we cast a p:luiH’e at the Budg^et 
^Tid that the cost of this Department is ^roiii^r up hy leaps and hounds. 
In the u*ar 194M-44 the expenses under this head “(reneral Administration*’ 
w’ttslts. 1 and it lias in the present year increased to Rs. 2,98,74,(100. 

We fitid that within a short period of 4 years the expenses of this Department 
become double, but has the ethciencv of the ailministration improved 
proportionately? I do not here })ropose to relate to the inefficiency in '.he 
fetrict offices. Sir, if you look to the Secretariat there also you will find 
tl^t the e.vpenditure has become ilouble. In 194d the expeiuliture there

Mr. SPEAKERS Y ou will speak for three minutes. 

Mr. MAHAMMAD OWAIS: Sir, I shall speak a few points about the 
coipmunaltiovernment as alleged by my friends on the other side I shall 
spook m, the unhappy incident of Studpur. On the day of the immersion 
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ceremony of the Goifdees of Learningr, the Mueliui iitudents anticipated that 
an unhappy incident will take place, because it is not any other ceremony 
but the immersion of the Goddress of Learning. In previous years 8 to 10 
licences were issued for the Goddess of Learning — .Saraswati, but this year 
there were 32 images of which 24 were licensed and 8 unlicensed (Mr. 
Nihakjendu DrxT-MAzrMDAR : You broke all the surplus unlicensed images P) 
When the procession of the immersion ceremous of the Goddess of Learning 
came before the mosque, the Police let the 24 images pass which had licence 
and stopped 8 images which had no licence. Instead of a clash with the 
Police the processionist* attacked the mosque there. There were a few 
Muslims who assembled there in order to say their prayers. At the same 
time the processionists took part in looting Muslim shops in the Saidpur 
town. -14 shop.s were looted and at the same time fire and arson took pla(‘e 
and 140 Muslim houses were burnt to ashes The S.D.O., the D.S.P., 
Inspector of Police, and the Suh-lnspector were present there, but they did 
not even fire a Idank shot to disperse the mob. Afterwards on the day 
following when the innocent Muslims heard these things and wore coming 
towards t jilace of occurrence, about one and a half miles distant from 
vsaidpur, tne Polue went and opened fire on the inno(‘ent and unarmed 
Muslim.s who were coming to .see the conditions of their brethren. And 
what did the Police do*' They oneiied 4!) rounds on tin* innocent Muslims. 
Hud they not lM*en 4H, tin*} wamld not have fin'd 411 roiimls on the innocent 
Muslims. 1 drew tin* attention of Hon’ble the ('hief Minister to the incident 
ami I was told tliat actum WfOild be taken, but I have got the report that nj) 
till now no action ba^ been taken.

I do not know exactly what is the position of the Hindus who tr# in 

minority in Eastern Bengal. I think their condition is almost like ours 
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Bengal. I do hope therefore that the Govefnment will do away 
with joint electorate policy and introduce immediately separate electorate 
in the local bodies in order to safeguard the interests of minority community. 

Mr. MADAR BUXS Mr. Speaker, Sir, the last War gave us an excess 
of mi.sforturip as well as fortune. People in major parts of the districts 
got extra fortune and they were rolling in luxury. Money came like 
anything, but Sir they did not know how to keep that money. 

Sir, the la.st unfortunate flood has devastated their paddy fields, they 
have no food to eat and they are now thrown on the street. Only the other 
day Uie very people who were rolling in wealth and luxury are now forced 
to beg on ac:ef)unt of the unforeseen accidents and calamities. These people 
ie(jujre protection in the hands of Government. They should be taught 
economy, they should be taught thrift, they should be taught how to keep 
their body and soul together in times of scarcity. A large number of people 
has now become very reckless ; they do not know how to save some money 
and it would therefore be the foremost duty of the Government to take up 
this matter into their serious consideration and set up a committee to 
enquire into the conduct of these people and see if any system can be 
introduced to make these people ec^onoiiiic.al so that accidental circumstances 
mu} not lead them to lui.senes and eomptd to e.ill tor Govei niiUMit 

help in every respect. 

Sir, charges have been bud against this (rovevnioent ib.u every v\ here 
there is oommunalism. I admit that tliere is communuhsm and this un* 
fortunate communaiism is poisoning the very administration. Why? It 
IS only on account of the fact that 75 to 80 per cent of the officers belong 
to the community of the members of the Opposition and thev are comraunal- 
Tuinded (Tries of “hear, hear” from the Aluslnn League Benches), 
Honourable members of the Oppositu^u have emphasised the necessity of 
doing away witli communaiism and I also join with them in emphasising 
with greater force the necessity of getting rid of this communal administra- 
tion because the only solution lies iu the eiiforcoTmuit of the (’oinnniiial Ratio 
Ruh's ID the strictest possible term.s.

With re^'ard to Dacca, the le.s.s said the lietler — the less said by my 
friends opposite, the better A^ain I would request the Prcs.s not to publish 
what I am etatirii' because it may ^ive rise t<> serious repercussions outside 
this House Sir, there were four .sperifii fieriods of lawles.sness and in the 
space between the different .specific periods of lawlessness there was a lull, 
but each lull was broken by violence from the Hindu .side. (Ihi. vSt'RF.sii 
Chandra BaMuHJI : (Question } (Uproar ) 1 did not like to refer to what 

look plat'e at Dacea becau.se I wa.s hoping' that ifood relationship would he 
estaldisbed there between the two eommunities. But an honourable member 
has referred t<» Dacca and as it will tjo down on record, it is just as weH 
that people ^liould know wloit )ia#t actimllv taken j»Iace. One can understand 
what took place tht re when I refei the Imnourabfe memiiers to the facts one 
by one — again I a^k the iVess not to take noie of if — I .state this becauHe 
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I received daily reports and was watching the situation that it was the Hindus 
that started iriurdering for the first time Muslims women and^ children. 
I ask the honourable members opposite to hide their heads in shame. 
\owhere before had there been any such instance where women and children 
were niuKled out for murder as haa taken place at Dacca and it is on account 
<>i that that we have imposed for the murder of women and children 
M times the municipal rate as collective fine which has upset very much my 
honouralde friends opposite. Anyw'ay the religious edifices that were burnt, 
there were 20 mosques that were damaged and of them 9 were wholly 
demolished. As to Hindu temples, 7 cases have been reported and in not 
one case has u temple been demolished and the last case of which a ^od deal 
made was that somel)od\ threw a burning rag in the temple which 
scorched the face of the idol and the rafters of the temple. Whereas if you 
go - any one in thi.^ House can go and .see now— you will .see lor yourself 
how these m().s<jues have been absolutely demolished and razed to the ground. 
It does not lie in the mouth ol my friends oppo.site to talk about Dacca and 
that the Hindus of Dacca have been badly treated. I do not think, Sir, 
that I need go more into the details of what have occurred there. It is 
solely hecause the honourable members opposite are responsible people and 
the lionourable members on this side are also responsible and they will not 
be iuriamed, that I have placed these facts before you. But I do request 
you that if you do make criticisms, let them be valid, let them have some 
substratum of truth. 

(’omiug to the matter of the officers and the e.stablishments relating to 
the Legislative Assembly, I need hardly inform the House that the prestige 
and indejiendence of the House is by no means at stake. So far as the 
ofiicers are concerned, I do not know what is there behind their mind, but 
I do think they have been trying their best to place themselves on the same 
level as the (loverument officers — as those belonging directly to the Secretariat 
aud under tlu‘ orders of the Ooverniiient of Bengal. I will not pre.ss this 
matter turther because very shortlv we are meeting at a conference for the 
jiurpo.se of discussing the emoluments of the otlicers of the Legislative 
Assembly. 

Sir, Mr .lyoti Hasu has spoken very violently against a particular officer 
of the ( iovei nineiit. I was intending to meet his remarks in a spirit of 
(‘ordialitv, but utter tlie somewhat rude — I would say, wmrse than un- 
paihamentarv — remarks which have l>een made by him I do not propose to 
d<*al with the points raised by this honourable member I wish to tell fhe 
House that it will ahvavs be my jioliev here tliat if anv honourable member 
d(‘sin'S an answer and dt‘sires any j)oint8 to be met. 1 expect that he w’ill 
stuti* Ills ease in the House in a manner in which it ouirht to W debated in a 
Jjegislative Assemblv. 

As rcgarils the report of the Rowlands (’oinmittee. I am sorry that the 
homuualile niiMiibers .Nittiiig oppo.site, 1 mean the member? of the Kuropean 
(iroup. are still clinging to the tetish of the (roverument of India services. 
Sir. It w l(»gu‘al that it we hope to have an iiulejiendent Bengal . the servn*es 
ot Bengal should l>e rut awav from the all-1 ndia st-rviee^ It is far better 
that till’ otlitt'rs of Bengal should look to this liuvernmeut, good or bad; 
whu'h will be supjMUted by the people of the ProMuce, rathei than look 
to a (foyernment absolutely outside this Prov.nce that may jirobahlv have 
the backing (*t a hostile part of India lA Vok k: frieiuilvi. I think those 
who understand politics will be able to understand what I am driving at. 

As regard.s future recruitment it will be done by the local Provincial 
1‘ublic Service (\>mmis.siou. aud I hope that the tenn.s that we will offer 
will be sueb as will attract the bs'st people to Bengal. My friend has 
referred to political pressure. I do not know where he ha? got it from. 
Probably be has read — what sh.ill 1 call it? I won’t name any particular 
paper — presumably he has referred to some of the so-called nationalist 
papers. Sir. I claim that no political pressure has been brought to bear 
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upon any Government servant. As a matter of fact I think that the 
honourable members have seen that Government servants have been allowed 
to have their say fully without any action being taken against them. They 
must impartially judge the patience and consideration with which this 
Ministry has treated its servants. I will be prepared to say this that T 
shall certainlv not allow any action of any Government servant to pass us, 
if there are definite charges and statements regarding favouritism or cora» 
munalism or injustice, but I have to be satisfied that there is some such 
charge. No political pressure has been brought to bear upon any officer 
and that should be sufficient. 

rptill now we have not been able to accept the report of the Rowlands 
Committee upon the point that the Public Ser\ice Coiniiiission should suggest 
the names of as many candidates as there are v.icancies. It has not been 
necessary for us to differ either from it because the Public Service Commis- 
sion. as a rule, only submit the names of as many candidates as there are 
vacancies 

As regards the puldication of the report tn toto I am sorry that 1 have 
not had time to con.sider the point, beeause the matter has not assumed any 
very i:reat importance As a rule (fovernmeut have not differed from the 
Public Service Conumssion (Cries of “(juestiou ”, “question” from the 
Opposition Penches) and it is not therefore iiecensary to place before the 
House any such facts which (lovernment desire or may desire to conceal 

The honourable member has also referred to the partitioning of certain 
districts which are unwieldy administratively Sir. we are enquiring and 
lookiQg into the matter more clonely than merely from the point of view of 
partitioning of certain <listricts. There are man\ ailministrative units that 
need be sefiarated and amalgamated for better administration and the final 
adjustment will result not onlv in the jiartitioniug of certain districts but 
I hope in the setting up of administratively possible units which can be 
looked after by a District (tfficer properh . 

I do not think tliat there is any other point which calls for further con- 
sideration in the House. There ha.s been an increase in the cost of this 
Department, but 1 think the hon<mral»le members ought to know that the 
pay of most of the ( lencal staff— -not so much the pav of the higher staff—* 
and pav of the menials has been increased considerably and it means eon- 
siderable increase in the cost of the administration. It will be my duty to 
take note of the constructive remarks which have been placed before us from 
various parts of the House and thereafter to consider the advisability of 
accepting or rejecting them. 

Sir, I ask that the House do vote this grant.

Sir. in the juesenl hudj^-et an adilitiona) sum of Hs. d lakhs has no dould 
heen provided for the eilucatiori of Scheduhni Castes, thus niakin^.r altoifidher 
a sum of Rs. Ill lakhs availahle for the ediK’ation of Scheduleil Castes, 
Tlie Hon’hle the Finance Mini.ster wliile presenting the Hudj^id was perhaps 
prou<l enough to mention it in his statement hut there is a #rulf of difference 
hetweeii budj^etin^^ an amount and ^ivin^^ efl'eit to the proposal in tlie 
budpret. Sir. we <lo not doubt that tin* rmmey will l»e sjient. hut wdiut I 
intend to stre.ss upon is that there must he some ameliorative scheme for 
the use of the fund and that the fund should he increased hy amdher d lakhs 
for capita] expenditure for npeninjf new' .schools and cfdie^fes. 

Sir. I shall now attempt to show how the fiovern merit have failed in 
adoptinir adequate measure for the spreading fd eduation amonKat the 
Scheduled Castes in spite of their providmj^ a certain sum in the budffet. 

Generally, Sir, grants-in-aid to Scliediiled Castes institutions, stipends and 
scholarships to Scheduled Castes students, grants to Scheduled f’astes Hostels 
and Furniture and Library grants are the main features of the Scheduled 
Caste.s E<lucation Fund, fiut the way in which money has heen distributed 
under these suh-heads shows that there is no welLtliought-out scheme before 
the authorities. I don't deny. Sir. that Scheduled Castes people have 
derived any henefft but there has been more waste than proper use of the 
money of this fund, or rather distrihution of favours and nepotism. There 
are yet a large number of Scheduled (.'astes institutions all over the province, 
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both J'nd Hij?h English, recogniHe<l. But they have not 

been favoured with any arrant from this fund. In my own district, Sir, 
there are as inanv as six recognised High English Schools and about ten 
M. E. schools organised and manage<l by and intended for the Scheduled 
Castes. But in spile of repeated prayers they have not lieen able to get 
an\ grants from tins fund. J was told the other day by a promoter of a 
Scheduled Castes institution that he wa.s asked b> the authorities to come 
through certain political organisation if he intends to secure a grant from 
the Sclieduled Castes fund. Again instifufions of the same standard and 
nature are not getting t‘(|uai and uniform grants. This i> unwise and 
diseouraging. 

Next I propose to turn to stipends and scholarships. Here also, Sir, 
the saiiM* story rejieats. Ueall,\ poor and meritorious .‘•tudents are not 
getting tile benefit. This is being exploited by the opportunists. The 
same thing hapjiens in cases of grants foi furniture and library. Of all the 
Scheduled Castes hostel affairs have attracted oui attention most Beside.s 
grunts to Scheduled Castes hostels in the mufassil, (ioxernmenl are 
imiintaining several Lo.stels foi Sidieduled ( astcs m this (‘it,\ . Heic. Sir. a 
X’er\ amusing thing is going on. \\ ht‘io*vt*i anx SchiMluled ( a^te student 
admission in the hostels .some interrogatories are put to him. namel\ ; — 
Are you a memher ol the Selieduled Castes Federation:' Do \ou belong to 
Faridpur oi Barisul And il th(‘ answer be in tin* aflirmative. admission 
is allow»*d; otherwise the aiithoiHies liohl out tin* “Nt* admission" ])late to 
tli<* student s(*eking admission It seems that the Scheduled C.ist(*s Educa- 
tion Fuiifl IS a concern of the “ Mandal-Baion iV t o.".

Then, Sir. wliat is most imjiortant is the cmistitiition of School fioards. 
It is ratluT a painful tliin^'- for Us. init it is <mi dutv to refer to the consti- 
tution of School Hoards. It is latlier arifUlier institution for propavTiitinff 
tlie purpose of a particular jxditical or^raiiisation Tou will not find any 
expert in the Scliool Hoard. The Sclowd Hoard deals with the »*dtif‘ation 
of youiijf ho,\s. Then there is no representative of the ininoritv eom- 
munities in the Schord Hoards. I tliink (he Hon hie Minister foi Kducution 
will consi<ler that at least two niemhers of (he let^islatiire ladoii^fin^’ Pi tlie 
minority communities sliould he reprcsmilcd in the School Hoards, hecause 
they are the people wlio arc in touch with the areas and ahle to (ell what 
are the needs and requirements of the jnimui> scliords. 

I viP speak a few’ w’ords in rejrard to onniarv text-lmoks. In our school 
days the primary school text-hooks were iH'fter than they are now and ^ave 
morals; such as Pratlunuhlunj aud JJiiiohhHij: smli moral teachin^es are not 
to he found in the present day priinarv text-lwroks. What is the reason. I 
would say that British Government in the past have not paid any attention 
to eradicate social evils that prevail in the country. I feel that the caate- 
system of the Hindus is 'bne of the worst evils of the country. It has dona 
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a« much halto a« the British Imperialism. The British Imperialism is 

g oing away, but I am afraid, the caste system is not. An attempt should 
e made to abolish the caste system, and the primary school books should 
contain writings deprecating the caste system, so that voung bo^s may 
feel that it is not desirable to have suCh a system. Unless by tM, and 
such other means, the caste system is abolished the Hindu society is bound 
to perish. It is the duty of the Oovernment to try to abolish the caste 
system. The British have not tried to abolish the evil. 

Then the primary school text-books should contain writings that promote 
the restoration of good feelings between Hindus and Muslims. 


Now 1 come to the administration of the Scheduled Caste Education 
Fund. I oppose the construction of hostel for Scheduled Caste at the 
expense of Government. There should be one hostel for all communities 
of the Hindus. 1 am waiting for the day when there will be one hostel 
both for Hindus and Muslims, but I do not know whether it wull happen 
in my life-time. There should be no money set apart for such sectarian 
works. My friend, Mr. Sarkur, has spoken with regard to the Scheduled Caste 
Education Fund. I say that (ioveriiment should not spend money for the 
construction of hostel for Scheduled C’astes. If caste-Hindu boys o!»ject 
to the living of Scheduled Caste boys in the same hostel, they should be 
driven out of the hostel. 


The Government should also see that there should be more primary 
school teachers and that no seats are reserved for Scliediiled Castes. 

1 should like to say a few words with regard to female education.

Scheduled Caste Education Fund, Adult Education Fund, but we have 
not got education fund for the females. Here in a house of 2’)0 members, 
I see onlv three or four or five ladies. I am certain a da> will come when 
the nuinW of women and the number of men in this House should he 
equal. I feel that the female education is a greater necessity than the 
eaucation of boys. Unless there is female education the conditifui of our 
country will not improve. I think there should be a separate fund for 
female education. 

Then I find an allotment of Us. 1,0(M) for Scheduled Caste Parliamentary 
Secretaries. 1 think the only purpose for such an allotment i.s to placate 
the Scheduled Caste members of this legislature and nothing more. 

With these few words I commend my cut motions for the acceptance of 
the House. 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA SINHA: Sir. 1 beg to move that the demand 
of Rs. for expenditure under the head “37 — Education — 

General*' be reduced by Rs, 100. My object is to raise a discussion about 
the Provincial Text-Book Committee and its policy. 

I further beg to move that the deu^nd of Rs. 4,21,24,000 for expenditure 
under the head “37 — Education — General" be reduced by Rs. 100. My 
object is to raise a discussion about the sixteen cases of supersession on 
communal and other unfair grounds in the Presidency College, Calcutta. 

In moving the cut motions I would like to draw the attention of this 
House to the fact that the Provincial Text Book Committee is a purely 
nominated bwly, the function of which is to advise the Director of Public 
Instruction in "the matter of selecting text-books for primary schools, 
maktabs and madrassahs. Sir, as at present constitute, this body is 
composed of a few nominAed persons and a few officials M-ojftcio. But, 
Sir, the working of this body has been sufficient to prove that the bodv 
cannot come out of communal Itnee in the selection of text-books and 
rscommend books on communal lines. It is, Sir, a matter worth taking 
note of that though it is a recommendatory body, it is assuming for itseH

powers which even the D. P. 1. cannot dispute. I refer to a case which 
happened at the time when Mr. A. K. (luuida was the Director of Public 
Instruction. The Text Book rommittee suir^esteti that thei'e should be no 
mythological stories in the text books. This pro|K>sal which was mooted 
by the Muslim members was stoutly opposed by the Christian ‘ Missionary 
representative, and even by Mr. Chanda (Mr. Muhammad HABi«ri.i.A Chow- 
DHTRY : no). — I.<et the Muslim Leufruc Swretary who is present here 

and whose bounden duty it is to deny, prove if it is not u fact, and in spite 
of Mr. Chanda and the Christian Missionary’s op|H)sition this proposal waa 
supported by this (iovernment and (ioverninent turned down file 1>. P. !.*• 
recommendation. That is the composition ami |K>lic\ of the Text Book 
Committee, ft has completely failed to discharge the duties entrusted 
to it. It has selected text hooks which have falsified history, deg:rade<l 
lun^uajre and distt»rted younj? minds f(»r whom it prescribes hooks. 1 could 
havf cited many instances and j?iven you any nurnl)er of examples of these 
allegations which I am now mukinir, hut t<»r the present I will mention 
only a few. 1 refer to the hook by Muulvi Mu]>arak Ali. The Book is 
Maktiib’Madrassnh Sahiti/a, Prntham Wut;;. I (juote a line from the book 
which i.s oiitraj^euua to the sentiment of non-Muslims: *‘*nw CWntH*!! W’t 

W e do not dispute that tjmiraii miifht he the hook of a 
true relii^KUi accordinif to some, hut it is alter all oiilra^reous to the senti- 
ments of iion-Miislim> to force them to read tliat the reliifion of the Quran 
is the onl.\ trm‘ relii^non for all. Then. Sir. 1 would ifive you an example 
how lan^»'uairc is distorted and culture ileirraded. 1 refer to the hook 
Prahnndo \/aln h\ Khan Hahadur Kazi Imdadul Ihi(j, I ipiote one sentence :

Jakut on his Muslim sulijecis and one tax 

called lizia on tia* non-Muslim suhjei't.s and Jizia was a fair and 

cijuitahle tax. flow far this is a corris't liislor\ I leave it to the nn‘mlter.s 
to judge : 

Sir, in tins way the Text B(»ok ( ommittee recommends hooks whieli by 
no ■stretch ot iniagin.il ion gi\e fair or lamest inferjMi'tation ot his|or> or fair 
and aerurate repieseiitation of language and iliis is hiong done in a period 
when pnmai> schools are being fast replaeed h\ Mnktahs, I have it from 
u question answered on the floor of the House* thai in lUff), lO.IMMI and odd 
Hindu students wen* being foned to read in Muktalis and wen* forc’ed to 
undeigo training not onl\ in religious p)jilosop)i\ luit also, al least in the 
one teacher schools m Muslim rituals, iheie laung no juovisam foi alter- 
native arraiig^cnient in religious instnieinm for the othn eomiiiunif v . Tliat, 
Sir, is the background in whicdi tiiese text hoetks are hc'iiig prescribed and 
being forced on the* minds ot ycjiing men who are [ir<*paiing for the indepeud- 
ence of Bengal. 

Sir, my time is very .short. I turn to the suhject-miitter of my other 
cut motion. The subject-matter of my other cut motion i.s the large niiinher 
of cases of supf‘rse.ssion and unfair discrimination that have taken place in 
the Presidency ('ollege — my own college— on Tinfair and communal groumU. 
Sir. it is well-known that there arc three irnnortant Government cadlegen 
in Bengal —Presidency, ( hittugong and Haishahi. Though not u prescribed 
rule, it was the convention followed for oges that one of the PrincipaU of 
these college.s would be a Hindu and the other two might be non-Hindus— 
might ^ Muslims, (’hristians. Europeans or anything like that. But, Sir, 
at present all the three* posts of Principal belong to the Muslim community. 
28 ^ 
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Tben, Sir thifl is reflected also in the composition of the staff and the 
appointments and supersessions recently made. I refer particularly to the 
changes that have recently taken place in the English Department. After 
the retirement of Dr. Snkumar Banerji, Professor 8. X. Maitra, whose 
position on the English staff was next to Dr. Banerji in age, eminence and 
length of service, was put in his place, but some time after Professor Maitra 
had to go. and yield place to Mr. Ahmed Ali who, by the way, is a non- 
Bengalee and Mr. Ahmed Ali was declared the Head of the Department, 
in spite of the fact that the Ooverning Body and the Principal unanimously 
protested against this unfair intervention by the Government and said that 
it is not the duty of the Government but it is entirely in the hands of the 
Principal and the Governing Body to declare who should be the Head of 
the Department. Then, Sir, this Mr. Ahmed Ali, though a non-Bengalee, 
has not been compelled to pass the test in Bengali, though 1 may mention 
that even as late as 1934 a European member of the I. E. S. was dismissed 
on the ground that he failed to pass the test for Bengali. In this way 
it goes on also in the History Department. Mr. B. C. Mukherji who had 
been officiating in place of Dr. Itabman wdio had been placed on deputa- 
tion to the Secretariat was replaced hv Dr. A. W. Malimud. Gu Dr. Rahman 
coming hack it w’as not Mr. Mahmud who went out but Professor S. C. 
Mazumdar, one of the most pojmlar teachers of the college with a record 
of 25 years of service. 

In tliis way 1 can mention any number of cases, but the time at my disposal 
is very short and I would draw’ the attention ot the House to another 
grievous wrong done to the l^residency Collegt'. After the riot Govern- 
ment has been pleased to provide conveyance for the Muslim staff and 
students but not for the non-Mu.slim staff and students. Recentl> . Sir, 1 
understand and 1 say on unimpeachable uutlif)rity that arrangements have 
been made to convey Hindu girl students and Muslim ho> students in the 
same bus — in the same eompartment — to the Presidency College, tlnnigh 
no arrangement bus been made for the other Hindu staff' and students. 
This is, Sir, to say the least, monstrous and atrocious and unthinkable for 
any person in his senses. G'ries (»f “shame” “shame” from the Opposition 
hencnea.) That is the latest wrong done to the Ihesidency College. I do 
not, Sir, jnentioii how a Muslim Hostel is ])roposed to be conshueled 
within the precincts of the Presidenc\ College and so on ami so forth. But 
I say this that if you want religious education, you have your Korun 
Schools and Mudrassahs, if you w’ant religious-cum-secular education, theVi 
you have your Madrassah, Muktab and Islamic Colleges. Then what 
18 your moral right to eneroach upcui the onlinary facilities for secular 
education provided not entirely by the Government. — for, after all, even 
the Presidency College, you must remember, was started as the Hindu 
College by tbe grants of Dr. Dwarkanath Tagore and others. What right 
have you to curtail the general facilities for secular education in this way 
and impose communalism on a fair institution with a great tradition? 
(Applause.) 

Mr. MOHINI MOHAN BURMAN: Mr. vSpeaker. Sir, I beg to move 
that the demand of RxS, 4,21,24,tKR) for expenditure under the head “37 — 
Education — General” be reduced by R.s. KM). The reason for moving 
this motion is to raise a discussion about want of policy and scheme 
regarding the expenditure of the Scheduled Ca.stes Education Fund. 

Sir, in rising to speak a few’ words about my cut motion I am very much 
ahooked when the picture^of the pitiable condition of the Scheduled Caste 
people flashes in my mind. I cannot even for a moment forget the extent 
of their appalling poverty. Sir, imagine the condition — how’ colossal 
their ignorance is, when even 2 per cent, of these people do not know how 
to read and write. Considering only this fact anv Government worth the 
name cannot but spend any amount for raising ttiese people from such a 
kmentable condition. 
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Sir. the other day in reply to the general discuasion of the budget, the 
Hon’ble Finance Minister atresned very niucli emphajtis upon the amlitional 
provision of “) lakhs for the current year and compared that figure with 
that of the Muslim Education Fund on {Hipulation basis^ alleging that the 
Scheduled Castes population form one-fourth of the Muslim }H>pu}ation in 
Bengal. But I regret to say that the idea of the Hon’lde Finance Minister 
about the Scheduled Castes inipulation is absolutely wrong. Sir. their 
number is and tney form more than one-fifth of the total 

[KJpulation of the province and their necessity id education is far greatt^r 
than that of any f>ther p<*ople of Bengal. The provision is undoubtedly 
very meagre and (juite inadequate to meet the crying needs in view of their 
litter backwardness in education. 

Sir, however petty the amount might he it is weleome no doubt, hut I 
may point out in this connection that the fund should be spent with great4>r 
caution and care and with a greater sense of responsibility by those who 
are placed in charge of the scheme inasmuch at* reports are often received 
legaiding their wastage and ineftieient spending. 

Sir, 1 am re;tll\ pained or rather surprised to find that instead of making 
the amount of additional o lakhs a recurring one what Jed the Uon'hle Finance 
Minister to make this provision for the ('urrent year only. Is it for the 
political end oi for the consideration of certain Scheduled ('astes members 
joining the Treasiirx nench(‘si' If the Uon'hle Kinanec Minister feels 
:nore for liis |M»liti<al gain. whi<*h I apjirehend, than for their real uplift, 

I think it would undoulitedly he a great blunder on his part. Sir, I regret 
to say that the present Ministr\ has not in the least paid an.\ attention to 
the Scheduled Caste education. One fact I like to point out is that we very 
often recei\e coni])laints that the student** do not get their stipends in time 
not to speak ot months hut even aftiT a >ear am! so on acciuint of non- 
puNineiit ot tuition tees their names are struek off and they are drifted 
to the darkness nf ig-norance. The \er\ purpose is thtuehy tlefeated and 
on one hand the moMe> heeoine.s lap.sed and remains unspent and being 
compelled to leave the school the stmlenis become hunlen of the society on 
the other liaud. 

Sir, there is a provision for overseas stijiends for a certain number of 
Scheduh'il ( aste students. But v^henever an^hody applies tor the same it 
is a general er\ that the petitions are rejected on the frivolous ground of 
inefficiency and the allotted uiuourit remains unspent in this respect too. 

At present the League Ministry is very much busy or rather particular 
about the Mtislem etlueation only neglecting the fegitimale clainiH or 
interests of others. Sir. we want to know how long will yon neglects 1 
reejuest the present Ministry not to indulge in this criminal neg-led any 
more. I ask them to come forward with a clean hand and fjious wish to 
educate the dumb millions who are actually gioping in the darkness of 
ignorance. 

Sir, hostel accommodation has become one f>f the great problems, 
now-a-days, for a very large number of students; and for want of cheap 
and suitable lodging many student.s, in these hanl days, have to put a slop 
to their learning. So the (jovernment should open a few Scheduled f’aste 
hostels at an early date. 

Sir, in order to ameliorate the condition of the Schfwluled Caste jwople 
I like to draw the attention of the Minister in charge of EiJucation to my 
following suggestions : — 

(1 » To make the Scheduled ('aste fund a recurring one. 

(2) To constitute a strong Scheduled Castes committee consisting of 
M.L.As. and M.L.Cs, 

63) To construct % well-thought-out scheme for the disbumement of 
the fund by (he said committee. 
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(4) To follow strictly the resolutions passed by the said committee. 

(6) To distribute a large number of stipends among the Scheduled 

Castes. 

(G) To open Scheduled Caste hostels in Calcutta as well as in mufassal 
areas. 

(7) To introduce immediately free and compulsory primary education 

all over the Province. And lastly, 

(8) In order to drive away illiteracy the Cabinet should at once 

introduce adult education among the Scheduled Caste people. 

With these words, Sir, I commend my motion to the acceptance of the 
House.

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMOARs I am talking about the Toh 
which are meant to impart religious education to the minority community 
of this Province. Sir, in total only Bs. 1,45,74G used to be spent for 
religious education of the Hindus of Bengal including that of the 
Scheduled (’iistes for which there is no dearth of crocodile tears in the eyes 
of the Muslim League Ministry. Government, as I said, paid not more 
than Rs. 74,204 only. As against that if you analyse the figures spent for 
the purpose of Muslim Education what would it come to. Unbelievable as 
it may seem at the first sight, but the colossal figure stands at Rs. 19, Vi, 710 
as against, imagine, only Rs. 1,45,740. Be it noted that the entire money 
spent for the communal education of the Muslims is contributed out of the 
public funds. Sir, this is a very revealing state of affairs and the figures 
relate to those prevailing in 19-hS-i9. In the ct)urse of this nearly one decade 
these figures have been multiplied many-fold and you may. Sir, imagine 
what the state of affairs has come to be at the present day. AVe are not in 
possession of the latest reports; they have not come out yet. It will need 
a regular research work if the present position is to be understood by 
anybody. 

Mf. MIRZA ABDUL HAFIZS The honourable member is misleading 
the House. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: No. the figures are culled 
from Government reports and before the honourable member depending on 
his ignorance called the figures misleading it would be wiser for him to 
keep mum for the time being. I do not object to even larger sums being 
spent for communal education of the Muslims, but Sir, ] submit that the 
Government has got no right to squander away mone> like this out of 
public fund for the purpose of aggrandisement of one particular community. 
The members opposite were .so vociferous about communal ratio in every 
thing in season and out of season. It the\ thought of appl\ing eommunal 
ratio in the amounts to he spent on education tlc'V would have felt ashamed 
to see tliat (heir eommunal ratio so tar as the figure for minority community 
is coucernerl lias come down to less than Us. I lakh as against nearly 
Ks. 20 lakhs spent on Muslim edueution. This shows that the Government 
wliieh is the custodian of puhlii* funds is not utilising these puhlie funds 
in the interest of (lie <*dueation ol the peojile at large. But the (jovern- 
ment ridden h\ the Aluslim League Alinistcrs are ])ilfenng the ])ui)lie tunds, 
defalcating (he ]iuhli(‘ fumls and utilising them for tlie puriuise of self- 
aggrandivsement of the majority eoiinnunit\. What is the result? You 
will find that there is a huge provision for .spemling for the ])urjK)se of 
developing a Muslim ('niversi(>. in mder to convert the Islumia (ollege 
into a Muslim Universi(>. I do not see any reason wh> this money could 
not have been spent for the purpose ot developing a scientific in.stitution, 
an institution for imparting scientific ami technical knowledge to all the 
stmlents ot Bengal who wouhl come forward for the development of the 
Urovince as a wliole. If the\ are so keen ii])on imparting religious educa- 
tion there is no har to getting contrihutions from the Ispahanis. the jute 
profiteers and many other war contractors win* made mone.N at the cost of 
oO lakhs of lives of tlie })eople ot Bengal. Tliey can he asked to make 
donations tor religious education at least us a halm to their conscience. 
What I definitely say is that no liovernment which claims to be recognised 
as a responsible Government has any right to scjuander aw*a\ public funds 
in this manner. This is nothing short of eriminal misappropriation of 
publie tunds by a coterii^-ridnen Government in order to carry on their 
w’ork of nepotism and furtuiritisin in the name of tnlucatitm. AA'hat has 
lieen the result? 1 feel asliameil to say that even in the mind of young 
students wliose mother tongue is Bengali, even in the mind of young 
students wdio ought to be proud of being the sons of Bengal, and 
who ought to have Wen proud of the great math poet and philosopher, 
Br. Tagore of revered memory, there is that incredible communal poison. 
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find in the educational institutions such a poisonous frame of mind has 
been created that even on the Birth day anniversary’ of Poet Tajroi^, Muslim 
students acre instigated by the Muslim licagite to carry on prtiteat and 
demonstration. Is it not unworthy of the Muslim students to show 
disrespect to the greatest Poet before whom the world bows its head in 
veneration? Sir, this is the result of Muslim Ts^ague’s policy in educational 
matters. On the other hand, what do we find in the Biswahharati? Sir. 
you will find that in that great institution of ahieh the world is pitma 
today Poet Tagore — that vi.sionarv, that philosopher — created a ('hair for 
Islannc culture and study. But. Sir. you will find that the eonimimally 
t>erverse mentality of the Muslim League is such that you cannot show me 
a single ln^tance of an institution, founded by a Muslim whose mind is so 
:'ominunally-ridden with the Muslim I^eague mentality . to have ullowtMl or 
Pounded a ( hair for the stmly of Sanskrit or for tlie preservation of Ancient 
History and Culture of India. 

Sir, down the sli]>perv incline plane of ('oinnunuilisin lies the way of 
[‘hanging the Muslim miml which is sought to he hardened by these hangmen 
!it intellect that is repiesfiited hv the Muslim League Party, who. in the name 
)f eilucatioii carry on tlieir gangster met hod of pilfering out of public fund 
lor the juirpose of jiniNtiiutiiig the intcllci-t of the youiigt^r generation of 
Muslims in order to t'reate the field for their civil war. Sir, li the work of 
huilding up the nation, if the work of huilding up a bright future for (he 
Province had )>een in their view, they v\ould surely liave desisted from 
tills path. 

Sir. let me sound a clear note of warning today. This talk about 
subsidising Muslim edu(*ation will not cut ice any longer. If, Sir, in this 
Province any people needs subsidy for ailvaneement in education, it is the 
tuo crorcH ot Hindus ^\ lio are styled by the Hrilishers as the Scheduled 
Cartes alio have heiui steeped in ignoraiu'e and hiul no (‘ducation for the 
last tMo ceTiluiies And noM- the Muslim League think that they can 
perpetuati* the division among the Hindus following tlie British practice. 

It iH (lie tv\o cioies of Hindus, the Scheduled Castes includeil, who need 
moie money for then edm alion. By a paltry sum of five lakhs the Sehedub»d 
( astes cannot he bought off or lu* made their slaves m the game of politics 
h\ the la*agin* Miin-try. The Bengalees will comt»el the communal 
Min Htry to come to the light ]»ath in (he interest of Bengal and rectify 
themselves. 

Mr. JYOTI BA8U: 1 1 >eg to move that the demand of Its. 4, ‘21 ,24,000 
for exi»enditure under the head “37 — Kiliication- (iencral” he r4Mluce<i by 
Hs. H)tl. The reason for moving this motion is tf) raise a discussion about 
th(‘ failure nf the (iovernment to iiitrodme coiiij>uls<»rv fr<‘e primary 
education all over the Province. 

Sir, in moving thi" cut motion I would like to draw the attention of th« 
Hon ble Kdmaiion Minister lo a few revealing facts which came to my 
notice from the Report id Puhln Instruction in Bengal in 1040. Ther« 

1 find that as far as primary edu<ation is concerned, in c lass I about l^ lakhii 
of students entered that year hut in the 4tli class I find (hat only one lakh 
and 01 thousand remained, that is, alwoit 13 lakhs liad to leave their achool 
hv the fourth year, and the Hon hie Minister would probably be interested 
to know, if he ha.s not yet seen these figures, that as far as Muslims are 
concerned, in the first year about H lakhs got admission but in the fourth 
year only 30 thousand remained, that is, about 7 lakhs left school before 
1 ‘eacbing the fourth year. Similarly , as far as higher education is con* 
cemed, from class VII to the B.A. class, about o lakhs had to leave their 
school and college. (The Hon’ble Mr. Saivku Mi azzamuodin Hosain: 

I have got the figures and I know it. ) The Hon’ble Minister kioiws it. 
Now, I do not know what the Hon’hle Mini.ster attributes this to — but I 
think that this is ilue to the poverty of the students which is not a matter 
of interest, I think, to* the Muslim I>eague Ministry at the moment snd 
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because the students know that thej* have a very uncertain future because 
there is no parallel development, all-round development of industry and 
agriculture. Secondly, Government finds it difficult to find any solution 
because without the support of the people a revolutionary scheme of 
education cannot be put into effect in our country, but the Ministrj^ is not 
concerned with getting the support of the people, they are mightily pleased 
with themselves with the support of one section of the higher class of 
Muslims. Thirdly, the Government has no bold policy and therefore it 
ah'^uys says it has no money because there is no policy of nationalisation 
oi industry and apiculture and so on. Government is at the same time— I 
hope that is also known to the Hon'ble Education Minister — spending lakhs 
and lakhs of extra money on the police to suppress our people. Therefore 
the (joverninenl finds no money for the Science College or for the education 
of the ordinary sons and daughters of Hindu and Muslim and Scheduled 
Castes people. 

There are about 120,000 primary teachers in our country: The Govern- 
ment has announced some increment in their wages. It is not aece])tahle 
to them and they are right. No human being can accept the wages offered 
by the Government. They wanted Its. oo and Ks. O'j for untrained and 
trained teachers per month hut the Governnient is not giving them that 
wage. The Government has offered them Its. It.s. 24, Its. 20 and so 
on miserable wages for school teaclier.s who are supjjo.sed to train vouug 
students. 

The Government, T am told, has a scheme (d organising 4o(l primary 
school.s hy the fifth year — it is a Five Year Plan — and 4 training colleges 
and oO model schools. Put the Sargent Scheme has told us that we need 
about o(),0()0 schools ami 2oO.(HI() teachers. J do not know what the 
HotPhle Mini.ster thinks about that. The expeiidiliiie. of course, will lie 
about 07^ crorcH witii 10 crores recurring expenditure. That money can 
be found if they stop giving money to the pidic'e and it thc> do a little hit 
of nationalisation of industries, hut tin* Ministry cannot do tlies<* tliing.s 
because they do not have the support of the peojile, oidinar\ common 
people — Hindus, Muslims and Scheduled (’:istes — ot oni countrv. 

La.stly, the Governint^nt, 1 think, has no policx of education either for 
the Mussulmans or for the Hindus, hut at the same time the (iovernnient 
has announced to make a show to the Muslim stmhuits that rupee.s ten 
lakhs are going to he spent for them. (M course, the Ministrv have done 
80 much wrong to the peasants, to tlie w(»rkei>, h<>th Hindus and Mussal- 
mans, that tliey must get .somehodv’.s support and therefore the \oinig 
Muslim students are souglit to he misled h\ sliowing this figure that certain 
special »mount.s are being spent foi them ami their hostel. Hut I am sure 
when we go to the Muslim student** and tell them that they need not he 
takiui in. bluffed by the Government in this maniii'r, thev will umlerstand 
it. 1 also believe that the Government dia*s not know how to spend this 
special .sum for the Muslim student** — whether to send them to England, 
America and other (!ountrie.s or to spend money here on religious education 
for the Mu.Hsalman.H. There is, it seems, a quarrel inside the Muslim 
League as to how this money is to he spent. 

Therefore, 1 commend my motion to the acceptance of the House. 

Iif« W* Cl WORDSWORTH* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I propose to make a few 
ob8er\'ation.s about various matters in this field, and the House will know 
that they come after a very Imig and affectionate study of the problems. 
We have here 18 pages full oPeuts, about 228 proposed motions, and man> 
of these contain 2, 4. 6, 8 suggestions. From these pages we could make 
at verj’ reasonable treatise on fbe condition of education in Bengal twlay. 
It is according to our fashion that we put them all down in the wav of 
eomplaints, »o that a visitor from afar might think that there is notLing 
satisfactory at al) in this Province, but if we had another day to discuss 
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wbat is being done, then, I think, we could put up an equally satisfactory 
list of what is being done. The outstanding fact— -and to me, an astounding 
fact — i.s that whereas 20 years ago we luanagtHi with a budget of about 
130 lakhs we have now 4A crores. That is to me stupendous. 1 do not 
think the Ministry of 20 jears ago could have managed to spend anything 
like this money, I hope that our Minister will Iw able to. There is a lot 
to be done for which he has no money, it will be deplorable if anything 
is not done for which he has money. Xow it is unfortunate that in India, 
nor merely in India, education, which is the making of citijuuis, is alw'avs 
regarded as an inferior iK'cujnirnm. We regard our teachers, esfieoiallv 
our school teachers, as workers td a very infernir kind, and we have had, 
and periiaps read, references in the <liscussi(»n today and in our agenda to 
the condition of pnmar\ .school leaehcrN. When I was in that department, 
I several times had to work out schemes, and we never could do anything 
because the scheiio's that seemeil to be at all reasnmible came to — 
remember the figure — at least Hs. 21 crores. That was 2tt or 24 years ago. 
That would not do toda\. How aie W4' to Hiid iimtiev ^ t)in sympathy for 
the priman school t<*ach(‘rs is a magniH<*cnt thing, ami it is out of tliia 
we ma> hope some day or olhci to impn>\e then lot. but Hengal sufTers 
because it is a migiity i‘rovin<a‘ with imarl) ev<*rybody living in tlie villages 
wiiere inctime from rate's is insiginticaiit . I do not know wdiat W(* can do 
tlu'ic. hilt for >eais ue hav<‘ said tin* .sunn* thing, and read the same thing. 
Now local bodies Inive a part of the n-sponsiliilit v, but we know that )o(‘al 
bodies cannot c.ur\ this respoiisihilit \ , and I tliink our s\Ht»‘in of local 
self •go\ tTiiinent sufleis from the natuie of its inception. I beli«»v«' tlint its 
beginiiing was sninet hing after tins kind. A liieiilenant-l i(»vernor Went 
into some offices in ( Inc Street and <‘lsewln‘ie and found that (heir Heads 
kept their ta])les (pule clear. H«* g’oi the impiession (d’ uonderliil industry. 
(Lauc-litei . ) He tound that tins was done by sending to them in other 
rooms all the woik that eann* in. Tfi.il impressed him, and gave him an 
idea toi cariuiig on the local administration of tins counlr\. wliieli was 
ali'ea<l> begun in Hengal in tin* wa> tin- Jlistriet Magistrate earned on. 
What was alread\ being (b«ne b\ the Distiict Magistiali* is now la*ing doin' 
]»\ the new bodies, district boards and nninicipalitii's. They were criMited ; 
duties wen* thrown upon thi'in. and it was never realised bow heavy these 
duties, tliese burdens would be in a few years. Kesoiiri’es lia\e nev«*r come 
up to our ne4*ds If tin* Ministei could <lo everUhing we would like him 
to do. if lie eoiild suddenly appeal as a iair\ waving a magic wand and 
satisfy all our demands, we should hav<* nothing at all to do, and I suppose 
uniler biological {ninciples we shouhl soon fade away as la*ing no longer 
needed in tin* struggle for evistem***. ( Langbt**! . t Hut we do not want 
progress as rapid as that. The only pait (liat is wanted to fa<le away i« 
my part h(*re, ,and we are not called upon to tade awa\ in less than 15 
months. We shall have time to discuss f}n‘se things again, 

I wish to say a word about the Handit class. The> an* legarded ttM 
unimportant, a.s outside the main stream ol culture and islucation, vet their 
culture is, as a class, valuable. An old saving tells us that studies pa«a 
away into character; they do not alwavs j>ass away. I'lie {'audit cla«H“— f 
speak as a very incompetent ijH*mber i^f tin* Sanskrit Association — the 
Pandit clas.s has the culture of learning and the cultun* of character, and 
for both reasons they are a valuable <*lemeiit in our social system. I do 
not believe that any Pandit of our town has burnt a (ram car or any students 
of to^ have thrown bricks at the pidice. (Laughter.) They have their 
own standard of behaviour, and this is closely associated with their tradi- 
tion and the culture of their learning. What I say about them I will also 
Bay about those who correspond to them in Islamic learning. Value comes 
to us not only from the main stream of education. It can come from many 
directions. 

Next I would say a word about the Calcutta Commercial Institute. The 
only one of its kind in this Province and in Assam, it is supposed to give the 
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highest business training; it teaches up to a ver^* high standard. It trains 
men to become registered! accountants and competent men in banks, and it 
does much else. Yet because it is classed as a school it is treated Tery 
shabbily, and we have the ridiculous jK)sition that pupils there are men who 
come to be ra8<le into accountants and bankers, men — pupils — come who 
have themselves salaries that the teachers cannot Iiope for. I will not say 
more about this, but I would ask the Hon’ble Minister to do a lot of think- 
ing about it. Eight years ago a committee w’as formed with Mr. Younie, 
a well-known Calcutta business man in its Chair. It reported, recommended 
great changes, great improvements, but nothing has yet been done. That 
was 8 years ago, and this is the only large, important business school in 
the whole of Bengal and Assam. 

1 would like to say a few words about girls’ education. First of all, I 
object not merely on the ground of language. Government sometime uses 
the term “female education”, but it is not female education. Education 
(hat w'e give girls is very masculine education (laughter), because they 
insist f)n ignoring feminine options and on doing what boys do. 
(Mr. MrH.\MM.\i) HAinurLr.AH CTiACDiirHY : They begin to picket I) Girls’ 
education in India and everywhere suffers from the Queen Victoria. She 
once told lier Prime Minister Disraeli to stop all this nonsense of higher 
education for girls. AVomen f)ugiit not to be educated furl her than to make 
them comfortable compunions for their husbands. Anything more would 
lead them astray. 

(At this stage the member reached the time-limit.')

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes 

Mr, W, C. WORDSWORTH: Thank \ou. I »‘nd with a reference 
to a motion that Mr. Dutt-Maztiindar did not move, one (liat startled me. 
He w’ent back into the most primitive ff)rm of commnnalism that the world 
has seen. He suggests not onl,\ diftVnmt rf)mmuuities hut different 
universes for men and women. He demands a separate university tor 
women. Wliy^ I speak from a great deal of (‘xperimice, I am not luiast- 
iiig of my expiTience us an educationist, luit that experience has lieen 
enriched, widened, deepened by two dnughlers, three sisters and a variety 
of nii'ces all of \\ hoin liave Immui afflietiMl by higher eiliu'ation; (laughter). 
So I know that women do not all go to colleges ami institutions in search 
of learning. Tlu*y <lo not go t<» colleges and universities in search of 
learning ])rimarily hut as a secomlarv aim. They go in seandi of oppor- 
tunity to urove that they liave better brains than tlioir brothers. They 
generally do pn>ve it. Now it mav he that Mi. Ma/.umdar put in his cut 
motion us a techie defence (»f a man who sees tlial luau is going to he 
swept uwa\ i)y the rising ami superi<>r ahilit\ of women So long as we 
work in tlie same institutions women will show their intellectual superiority, 
and wdien they look round and sec. as astronomers and metaphysicians 
suspect that this earth of ours has been set apart as the lunatic asylum of 
the planetary s>stem

HUSAN ARA BCCAM: Mr. Sp€*aker, Sir, I crave your indulgence in 
order to draw the attention of the HoiCble Minister of Erlucation to the 
pressing problem of re-organisation of girls’ education and women’s services 
in the l^ucation Department, which has a very important bearing on the 
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question of improving the condition of women^s and girls’ education in 
Bengal. The Hon’ble Minister of Education, I am sure, has well studied 
the problem and has also his own plans. Yet as one who has spent all life 
in the cause of women’s education and their social amelioration, I beg to 
offer a few suggestions. 

In Bengal tliere is no woman officer in the Education Directorate to 
represent the needs and requirements of the women’s education. I 
strongly feel that for proper administration and control of girls’ and 
women’s education there should be a Deputy Directress who will advise 
the I>irector of Public Instruction in all matters relating to the women’s 
education and in order to assi.st her in her work there should be a Committee 
as 1 had suggested in September last consisting of women educationists 
representing all shades of opinion. 

Bengal can boast of the greatest number of women graduates in India. 
Women of Bengal have already been the pioneers in the field of girls’ and 
women’s education. The w’omen educationists of Bengal are willing and ^ 
anxious to shoulder the responsibility and offer co-oi)erati()n. They know' 
their owm limitations and their drawhaoks and yet they are not blind to the 
immense strength and dormant efficiencv which they possess and they w'ill 
utilise whenever necessity arises. 

If Oovenimeni is willing to form a Committee of w'omen educationists as 
proposed to assist the E<lucation Department. 1 tliink there will )>e no lack 
of co-operation from the public. 

Girls’ and women’s education has been progressing ver\ quickly and 
at this stage 1 think it is vcr> desirable tliat a imieb larger staff of 
Inspectresses should be appointed tor pro])er control am] su])ervision. 

I have not a very comprehensive i<lea (d the progress made by 
Educational Institutions ol other communities. But 1 can speak wdth some 
confidence as regards the Muslim girls’ education in the Presidency 
Division. I have collected the figures and I find that duiing the last ten 
years tlie Muslim Girls’ Secondary Education has imnlc apj)reciable 

P rogress. Iti Htdtl there were onl\ three Muslim giils’ secondary schools, 
n the number rose to ‘J7. 

In Bengal w'e have only one High School for Muslim girls. 1 strongly 
feel that there should be one more High SiIhhjI for Muslim girls iu (.’uleiitta 
and tw'o in Dacca. 

Regarding the two High Schools for C'ulculla, I propose that there 
should be one tull-Hedged High Schoid for liengali, and the other for Urdu, 
so as to enable tiie girls t(> have a proper education in tlieir motlier tongue. 

(hir most burning problem is trained tetieliers tt) niefd the growing 
demand of education. The Muslim Female Training S<dio<d in (alciitta, 
which is the only institution in Bengal for Musliui women teaidiers, is verv 
insufficient to cope with the demand, and has a very limited aeeoinmoda- 
tion. Originally it had lo seats. The number was raised to 2b in 19.%. 

I propose that this Training School should be enlarged so as to make 
provision for training of 100 teachers annually. Also a similar Female 
Training School should be established at Dacca. With these two Training 
Schools in the Province tlie Government will }»e able to meet the growing 
demand for teachers and thereby give an impetus to the cau.se of girls’ 
education in Bengal. 

Hostel accommodation lor Muslim girls in ('alcutta is another urgent 
problem. 1 hear that a large number of girls coming from the mofussil cannot 
take admission into the schools and colleges in Calcutta for want of proper 
hostel accommodation. I therefore propose that a hostel should be started 
in Calcutta for the accommodation of 200 girls. Moreover there is crying 
nt»ed for auitnble hostel accommodation for all stages everywhere the 
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Presidency. There can be no question of the fact (hat cla8«i*teachin$r is 
only a part and a perfect part of education, and this has to be suppJemeuted 
by regular domestic life. 

It is disgraceful that Muslim girls should be placet! under the control 
and guidance of non-Muslim sut»eriiitendents in hostels. The sort of 
training that Muslim girls generally receive in hostels under Muslim super- 
vision still reouires vast modification and improvements, and the state of 
things in non-Muslim superintendence becomes all the most disgmceul by 
contrast. 

I should alM) stress the need for preparation of text-books suitable for 
Muslim girls particularly whose motner-tongue is I'nlu. I propose that 
this question should be examined by the proposed CommittiH* of Women 
educationists. 

For the encouragement and advancement of the educationally backward 
girN especially of the jMJor and meritorious girls, s|M*cial provision for 
stipends and scholarships should be iiuule on u much larger scale than at 
j)ie>ent which barely fulfils the necessity, and cannot quench the thirst of 
knowledge that is now prevalent among de.serving students. 

Hengal tliough claiming to he the premier Province of India cannot 
den\ the apath.\ in improving the status of their teachers, who are the hack- 
hone of the State, ami it is through them that the light of knowledge 
p(*netrates the human mind. 

Taking the general pa\ of the wlnde of India I cun say with confiilence 
that Bengal is the onl\ Provinci* with lowl>-paiil teachers. It is mostly 
fi>r these reasons that we have lo.Ht man\ efficient and (‘apuhle educationists, 
who jiave gone to other provinces for their services. 

I will not go into the details of the scale <»f jmy in comparison with 
(ttlier provinces at present, hut I shall confine myself in requesting the 
Hon'lde Minister of Education t(» look into tliis matter and make provision 
for an increase iti the sular\ of teachers. 

Moreover due to the low scale of puv it is difficult to secure the services 
of teachers of respectable standing, wbo would rather stay at home than 
accept such a low scale of pay. The result is that most of the posts are 
filled up b\ others. 

A special stress should also be laid on the chunicter arul discipline of the 
teachers, as it is ver> incumbent that these points sliould he carefully looked 
intf), as it is in their hands lies the moulding of the future generation of 
India’s destiny. 

The demand for Muslims’ female education at present is in rleep contrast 
with the apathy a few decades back. Now the\ have awakened with a 
vigour, and the ileinaml has increased enormously in these ilays. 

It is a fact that up to recently the majority of the Musliius were much 
prejudiced against tlm mo<iern system of education for their girls. But now 
the outh)ok has changed and they are coming in lieniendous numhers for 
education. I am afraid tlie (loverninent has not been able to keep pace 
with their demand. It must he admitted however that the average Muslims 
df) not see eye to eye with the system of education for girls; that is also a 
controversy in the press now-a-days. They do not really want that their 
women should give up the imrthth and the sanctity of their homes according 
to the Shariat (the law of Inlann. Hence they want a system of modern 
education in conformity with their culture and tradition, tiovernment has 
to meet this situation which sliould no hmger be left in abeyance, and it is 
our demand that (jovernment Nhould not ignore this most important pnddem 
with carelessness and disregard. 

I do sincerely' hope that the Hon’ble Minister of Education will accede 
to mv humble request antf the Oovemment will set up a Committee at once 
29 
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to draw a acheme and thereby aojTe theae problems, and any other that may 
arise for the advancement of women’s education and devise effective means 
for the spread of modem education amonj^st the Muslims. 

Mr. EBRAHIM KHAN: 1 would say a few words about the dark 
picture which the budfi^et presents before this House. I find a traditional 
lack of policy rej^arding the proper upkeep of non-fTOvernment Art colleges 
and non-Government Secondar>* institutions of this Province. The real 
education work of this Province has long been carried on by these non- 
Government institutions, but from the beginning of the modern education, 
Government have systematically meted out a step-motherly treatment to 
these unfortunate institutions. One instance of this may be found in this 
year’s budget; Government has provided for an expenditure of Ks. 22.2o,900 
for (iovernment Arts Colleges; while for a much larger number of non- 
Government Arts Colleges, Government has provided only Rs. 8,(19,000. 
Sir, the teachers of these institutions have long been passing their days in 
starving conditions; things have now become so acute that it is now very 
difficult to find teachers to run these institutions. Prices of the daily 
necessities of life have gone uj), but the pecuniary condition of these teachers 
remains where it was twenty-five years ago. The position now is this that 
unless a substantial and immediate grant is specially made ff)r the teachers 
of these institutions, either these institutions will have to be closed or they 
will have to be run by inefficient, ill-qualified and discontented staft'. In 
either event it will spell disaster to the educational future of the Province. 
I, therefore, earnestly appeal to the Hon'ble Minister of Education to make 
an immediate and substantial provision for these educational institutions. 

1 next refer to the adult literacy scheme. We have long heard of adult 
literacy campaign, but it has remained an ideal of dreamland, and there is 
no indication whatsoever in the budget <if any prospect of an early realisa- 
tion of the dream. Then again 1 turn to the questicm of female education. 
That is us neglected as before. One instance is that in non-Government 
colleges of the amount which the (ioveriiment has provided for exjienditure 
the amount for mule education is 91 T, while that lor the female educuition 
is only for 8‘d per cent. That is the po.sition which is intolerable and 
cannot be permitted to continue. After presenting a budget of this kind 
no Education Minister in a Western countr\ would find a quiet home at 
the end of the meeting, 

Sir, 1 would next point out that in the educational budget there is no 
provision for any kind of military or semi-militar\ education. We have 
got money provided for Fine Arts (\dleges and even for musical institutions, 
but none for military training. I hope the Government will soon recognise 
the necessity of imparting military training to the \outh of the country, 
as time is coming when a gun will be found more useful than a pipe. 

Sir, I now turn to the other side of the shield. I sincerely congratulate 
the Hon’ble Minister of E^lucation for what he has recently done for raising 
the scale of pay of the primary school teachers of the Province. Of course, 
much remains yet to he done and 1 hope this will he regarded as only the 
first step and not as the last step, and actions will be taken as early as 
funds permit to provide further money for improving the condition of the 
primary school teachers who have so long been neglectetl. 

We have further beeiT assured bv the Hon’ble Minister of Education 
that he is bent uism making a beginning of intrtwlucing free and compulsor>- 
primary education. Of course, the machinerv which he pniposes to .set up 
for enforcing the scheme is extremely slow, but still one feels the 
eonsolation when one thinks Uiat in respect of the compulsory primary 
education of which we used to hear from press reports in our scnool days, 
ulter so iuaa> years some definite steps are going to be taken for introducing 
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it in our lawwl. I hope it wiH he poasihle for the Ministry to out short the 
period which they pn)j>o8e to take for the intr<»diiction of ooinpulsory 
primary education. 

There is another good feature of the education budget of this year* 
namely, increased grunt which has been given to scientific and ugriculturai 
education. This side of education lias long lHH*n neglected. An increased 
grant in these respects will nieaii that we can expect a set of specially 
trained scientists and industrialists who will nuuild the future of the 
province. 

Sir, I would next refer to another good feature of the hinlget, viit., the 
s]>ecial provision for the educatn>nal adYunceinent of the backward .section 
of the people. It is the sacred obligation of all respoimihle (Troveniments to 
make such provisions so that the stragglers may <’ome up to the line and 
all jjeojde may begin thcii onward march towards independence. 

Sir. I know the creation of a fund like Muslim Kilucation Fund haa 
.stirred tin* resentment in the eainp of the «»ther side, hut 1 think the t|Ues(ion 
should he looked ujton ir«»m another angle of vision. Regarding the 
hiU'kward sei'tion, l>e the> Hindu or Muslim <»r Christian or of any other 
taitli. It is the saeie<l dut> . nay it is the elementar> tihligation of any 
enhghteneil (i(»\ eminent to .sta* that sindi haekward section get sufficient 
educational eiicoui agcimuil so that the entire people may within the 
shoitest possible time )«> brought to a line ainl advance together. 

With these woids, Sir. I ac(‘onl my support to the hmlgel.

Mr. SPEAKER* 1 liiink I shmihl bnn^r tu the notice of the House that 
usually we work for three hours. To<lay I propose to work for 3 hours 
and u half, but there is a big list yet before me and if 1 go on allowing 
every member to sjieuk 1 think we shall have to sit up to 2 p.in. only tor 
the item which has been taken up. There is anothei item, that is, Educa* 
tion — Anglo-Indian and European. So, let me .know the desire ot the 
House whether the House propo.ses to sit longer than 3A hours. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the Opposition 
has been allowed bb minutes today hut the (iovernment su]»porters have 
been allowed more than bb minutes. 

Mr. SPEAKER. Therefore 1 have brought it to your notice. At 
12-20 Mr. Wordswortli begun to .speak. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Mr. Wordsworth is a supporter of 
(iovernment, he doe.s not belong to the Opposition. 

Mr. SPEAKER • From 12-20 to l-2b Oovernment party has been 
allowed. So 1 am bringing it to \our notice. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: The Opposition has not been allowed 
sufficient time but the (iovernment suppiulers have been allowed much 
more time than the Opposition. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 think tile Him'lile Miiiiiiter .■hnuKI speak non-. 

Th. Hon'bl. Mr. 8AIYED MUAZZAMUDDIN H08AIN: Sir. criticisms 
have been levelled ugaiu.*it (iovernment that no contributions have bt»eu given 
to the Oollege of Science. 1 have already explained it in connection with 
another cut motion the other day as to wh> (iovernment was compelled to 
stn-ap that alUiuugh it was in the original programme. I t^aid at that time that 
we had to scrap many of <nir useful schemes because we had to go in for 
giving larger scales of pay to the primary school teachers and also we are 
oontemplating the introduction of free pnmar\ education in Bengal. It 
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lias been said that we are not paying any attention to the soieutifio education 
at all and there must be some object in it. That is not at all true. Sir, 
because I may at once say that even for the Jadavpur (olleRe, which is not 
even a recognised college, we have allotteil lakhs of ruj^s and also a 
recurring grant of Ks. 40.00(» for the next four years. Sir, it has been 
said that out of the money only Rs. I lakh has been paid. I do not know 
that. The sanction stands there and we are going to nay Rs, d lakhs and 
a recurring grunt of Rs. for five years for the advancement of 

chemical engineering in that particular institution. 

Then, Sir, we have uIm) contrihute<l, us has heen referred to hy Principal 
Ihrahim, and paid sufficient attention to the scientific etlucation. \Ve have 
allotted about Rs. 4 lakhs (or improving flie lahoraftiries in (fovernment 
colh'ges and another Rs. S lakhs far improving the laboratories in grant- 
in-aid colleges. We have pan! .sufficient attention to the need of tlie 
engineering colleges, because we know that unless wt‘ develop engineering 
education in the iVovince \\v cannot keep pace with the time, we ciinnof 
reall\ indiistnulisc the country as well as we like. We arc in addition 
sending a very large nuinher of young men ul>road for education in different 
technical branches in order that wlien they ctone l)ack they may take upon 
them>elves the responsibility (»f industrialising the country. 

Sir, stuue of the members fnun the Sciieduled Castes have referred to the 
contribution, allotment ami distribution of mone\ to the eanse of Scheduleil 
('astt‘ education. Sir. an alh»tmen( of Rs. o lakhs was imuh', us already 
state<l li\ some members, in the \e.ii Pt.'hS-'Pt. Fimn that time it is being 
continued evt‘r\ >eur and for the distiihution of that money a ('ommittee 
was formed in the year l}M4-4*» and that Committee is responsible for the 
ilrstrihution of mone\ . I ma\ say that the Connuittet' drew uji a sehenu* 
last \ear according to which Rs was allotted to he sptuit on stipends 

to be given to the poor and meritorious students ot the community reading 
in the s('ho(ds and colleges, and Rs. I.17,4'..ht to he spent for grants-in-aid 
to S('he<lubMl Caste serondar\ sidueds H. K and M. K. -Rs. for 

furniture, etc., for these schools. Resides, this Rs. 4H,tHM) js being spent 
annuall\ in connection with hostel aoeoinnuMlation for Selieduleil Caste 
students reading in sclomls and erdlege.s. An additional grant made for 
the next finan(“ial year is Rs hikhs as already stated. Tliis also will he 
distributed according l(» tlie recommendation of the Scheduled Castes 
Education Committee. So, .Sir, if there is an\ defect, it is due to the 
recommendati(»n of the Coiiimitlt>e. If the members so wish and if they 
want that there should he some more udditierns to that Committee, 1 am 
Cjuite prejiared to accept the proposal ami 1 shall he glatl to add a few more 
niemlrers to the Committee if the ( ongress Party so desire. 

Tiien, Sir, as reg-urds the Text Rook Committee some allegations have 
been made. It is said that the Text Rook Committee is guided by com- 
munal principle. It is not at all true. In the Text Rook Committee f find 
there are -12 members of which Cl are Hindus, 11 Mushnis, fl Christians 
and 2 Scheduled Ca.stes. So the majority of memheis (»f the Committee 
are Hindus. I do not understand. Sir. how if an\ thing wrong has heen 
done, it can be thrown on the shoulders of the Muslims ami said that it 
has been done on coniinunal basis. 

As regards the Presidency College it ha.s been said that there hud been 
superse.ssions in lf> cases, but I do not know why the honourable member 
who moved the cut motion could not mention any particular case where 
anyorfe was .superseded. All that was mentioned was that certain professors 
were transferred and certain rither professors were placed tliere. As regards 
those cases I want to say that that was in the ordinary course of things. 

In the case of promotions I must tell the Housi*, and the House is 
certainly aware, that no promotion takes place except with the recomniemla- 
tion of the Public Service Commission in B. E. S. and so it is not the 
Minister alone who can do anything in the matter of promotion. 
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It is Haifl that rlurinff the disturbances the Muslim boys were taken to 
the colleg’e by cars but the Hindu boys were not so taken and some Hindu 
ffirls were taken in the same car as Muslim boys. The Muslim boys 
ai>proaohed for the supply of conveyance and they were supplied with cars. 
If similarly the Hindu boys had approached for conveyance, certainly they 
wf)uhl have been supplied. But probably because the Presidency College 
is situated in a Hindu area the Hindu boys did not require it and so they 
did not approach us for conveyance. If they had approached, certainly 
the same facilities of conveyance would have been given to them. 

Next I come to adult education. For adult education we have made 
allotments in our development programme and 1 think we are going to carry 
it out according to the programme. 

Sir, it has been said that survey school has been transferred from Bankura 
and that is also from the communal ]>oint of view. It is absurd to think 
that when a school which was transferred dining war period is being re- 
transferred t<j its original jdace. it is done on communal considerations. I 
do not understand how the honourable gtoitlemen having sense of 
responsibility can think it so. Jf there is reall> a demand for a survey 
school, in West Bengal I am (juite prepare<l Kj consider it, but 1 will have 
to ascertain whether it is going to be a permanent one. 

Then about secular ejlucation it is said that this kind of tslucation is not 
being encouraged. It is not at all true. I <lo not think there ha.s been an> 
new denominational institution starte<l in the course of this \ear nor there 
is any indication of an> being started in the near future. Hou can it be 
said then that sei'ular education is not being encouraged-^ There are 
dtmominat ional institutions which are in existence lor ditt'enmt communities, 
ami llu\N will (!ertuinl\ continue. The\ will continue, be(*ause the> aie 
necessary for jiarticular communities. It is said that the amount allotted 
to tois is limited to only Us. 1,48,000. We know it is tine, because the 
number of students in t(>I> are ver\ small and there is no demand for 
increasing grants-in-aid for toJs. If any body had ujqiroached, we would 
liuve certainly considiued the case. The number (d students in denomi- 
national madrussahs are more than four or five times the number of students 
in ftfh. 

Attention of (lovernmeiit has been drawn by several resolutions for 
introducing compulsor\ education in Bengal ami 1 am glad that from all 
quarters such a demand has come. The cut motions aKo show that the 
W'liole Hou.se is united on tlie jioint that comjuilsory primary education 
should be introiluced in Bengal as quickh as fiossible. 1 am glad to be 
able to say for the information of honourabh^ members that we have for 
ourselves decided to introduce free and comjuil.sor\ j)iimar\ education in 
Bengal as early as possible. We propose to start compulsoiy education 
from this year and it will take o years to cover ]th of Bengal. But .Sir, I 
have to warn tlie House of one thing. The scheme has to be financed from 
the (fovernment of India Ih^velopmeut Fund and so I am a bit apprehensive 
because we have not been able to follow exactly the lines indicated in the 
Sargent's report. The (iovernment of Imlia may raise objections as to why 
Sargent's recommendation were not followed. 1 think m\ hands will be 
strengthened if all the partie.s in this House say that they all require it in 
spite of the fact that it d(H*s not exactly conform to Sargent s report. 
According to Sargent’s report if we are to introduce compulsory education 
it will begin after 20 yei 4 |:s. We can never in that ca.se expect to reali.se 
our object within a ivasonable time. So, what we have done is that 
according to tlie existing rates of pay we are going to introduce compulsory 
edncation in }th of the Province as an experimental measure ami see the 
result after o years if we find that our financial condition is lietter — I hoi>e 
it will be better when the different development project which we have 
^dertaken will materialise we will In? able to cover the whole of Bengal 
in 10 or 16 years.

1 am 
fflad honourable member!* will t»trengthen my liamb ami there will Im» no 
luck of united efforts. 

I may now tell the House about the huge wastage in a primary school. 
We find that in class I we ha%'e got o8-7 pt*r cent, studeuta in primary 
schools, in class II it comes dow’ii to l!t per cent, in class III 12 jH*r cent., 
and in class IV only 8 ?! i>er cent. So. you can see that we ht*gin with 
.')8'7 per cent, and come down to an insignificant figure, namely 8*9 per cent. 
Unless compulsion is enforx'etl we will not be able to prevent this huge 
wa^te. Most of the stmleiils h*ave from cla.ss 1 and they do not get such 
educuti(m as might entitle them to call themselves literate. So this huge 
waste not onlv ol man power but also of the mtmey should be stopjMMl ny 
intHMlucing education on compulsion basis. 

So far us Madrasah education i.s concerned we have already provided 
Mitticieiit funds thi.s \ear. 

itegaiding girls' education 1 ma\ inform the House tliat we have given 
f>articulai attention to this as|HH't of the ((uestion anti (iovernment is going 
to have a separate Inspectress for Muslim (lirls* eclucation. and she will 
exclusively look after the Muslim girls* edmation. AVc are also ctmtem- 
plating to appoint a separate inspectress for Sclieduled (^uste (iirla* 
education. \Ve are going to have an Inspectress in each district. We 
have made provision for the education of backward communities of every 
nationality liecaiise vve consider that it is the sccrod duty of (lovenuiient 
tt> help the weak an<l the ignorant. We have ahso made sufficient provision 
for the education of .\nglo-Indiiins beranse their requirements are of a 
(litt'erent nature and should be met by (iovernment. For the education of 
hwlian f'h^i^tlan.s wc pnqnise to make provision and w'e arc considering the 
matter.

recommendation of His Kxcellenr> the (lovernor, 1 heg to move that a aum 
of Us. Id.oO.SIMI he granted for expenditure under the hem! ' ‘dT — Education 
— Anglo-Indian and European”. 


Mrs. E. M. RICKETTS: Mr. Speaker. Sir, in rising to make a few 
general remarks on the grant for Anglo-Indian education, 1 would like to 
remind the House that the position of my community with regard to 
education is different from that of any other community in India. ()ur 
verv exi.stence depends on the grunting to us of specific educational 
facilities, and anv move to deprive us <if these facilities is a move to 
exterminate u.s. I cannot believe that at a time like the pre»4ent, when 
every community in this vast sub-continent is anxious about its future, 
anyone would wish to add to the anxieties of a numericall\ ^^eak but loyal 
and useful minority by begrudging it the elementary right to run separate 
in.stitutions for its children, purticularl\ as this right is enjoyed by ^v*»ry 
other Indian community and is indeed being extended lather than curtailed 


in any direction. 

I have already on a previous occasion reminded the lionourahle memberii 
that we, as a landless community, have to dejs-nd entirely on service for 

our livelihood and as trained prsonne) is essential to the progress and 

pro.speritv of Bengal, as an Indian rommunitv we iiiHist on exercising the 
right to ‘choose the type of training we wish to give our children as a 
preparation for service to the land of their birth. Although m our schools 

the culture and stvle of teaching is in keeping with our traditions and 

history, our leaders' have for many >ears insisted on the need of orientating 
the'onginal system, in order to keep our children abreast of the rising 
wave of natio‘nalism. and today in spile of the difficti ty of deciding on 
the most suitable vernacular for our schools in Bengal, our children are 
encouraged to be bi-Ungual and all our progressive educationists are 
devoting particular attention to the improvement of the methods of language 
teaching and to the practical training of our children to lie good citixena 
of India. 
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Over and above this, we are determined to do everything in our power 
to imbue our youn^ people with the ideal of service, so that our community 
may continue to give generous and devoted service, not to anyone Govern- 
ment or ruling power, but to our Motherland. 

Because of our eagerness to learn and our habit of co-operation, money 
given to us for educational purposes can never be an unnecessary expense, 
nor can it exceed our deserts, for although as a community we pay 
comparatively more income-tax than any other single community, we have 
no institutions similar to the Municipal District Schools maintained by the 
authorities at considerable cost for other communities. Moreover our own 
schools serve the rest of India, almost as much as they do us, because the 
percentage of Anglo-Indian children actually catered for is much below the 
reserve of bl) per cent, since Armenians, Jews, Parsis, Europeans and 
occasionally (’hinese ami (dhers who have adopted our style of living and 
dress,' come in on our quota. As a result of this my attention has often 
been drawn to cases of our own children being unable to obtain admission 
to man> of our more popular schools. As a point of fact therefore we are 
still in need of more and larger schools, which of course means bigger and 
more generous grants. In spite of the repeated efforts of the strong ami 
the p(>werful to deprive us of a place beneath the Indian sun, we continue 
to believe that our rights will be safe-guarded and will alM-a>s receive due 
consideration, for a nation that is striving for its o\mi freedom and salvation 
cannot deprive a small minorit\ of a share in tlo‘ present, or a hope for the 
future. We are happy to see that in accordance with the pletlge given 
during the last budget session. Government have provided an amount in 
excess of the statutory minimum for Anglo-Indian Education in this budget, 
and we are grateful for this. We would reiterate however that a statutory 
minimum fixed many .\eur8 ago, when the jmrchasing power of the rupee 
was much in excess of what it is toda> , hears no relation to our current 
requirements and we like to believe that our urgent and pressing needs have 
at lust been recognised — jieihaps for the first time since litJo. With our 
innate optimism we consider this a happ\ omen in an uncertain future, hut 
nevertheless whilst thanking the Hon ’hie Minister for liis sympathetic 
treatment, we would like an assurance from him that our needs will (ontinue 
to receive the generous consiileration of (fovernment. and we would remind 
him that Anglo-Indian parents still have to meet scliool hills quite <lis- 
proportionate to their incomes in spite of Government grants to our schools, 
and in the next budget we would like to see provision for bigger grants to 
Anglo-Indian schools and, in particular, to Anglo-Indian orphanages. We 
have many schemes for improving the lot of our own people, and through 
them the lot of the countless millions of Bengal still awaiting the priceless 
boon of literacy. He realise that at present the need of our country is 
neither destructive criticism nor idealistic suggestions hut effort and co- 
operation and we ho|)e scmn to be in a juisition to offer our help to (iovern- 
ment for further scicial service. With more iuone\ and greater facilities 
we are determineil to he even more useful to the India of the future than 
we have been to the India of the pu.st. 

The HOfl’hle Mr. 8AIYED MUAUAMUDDIN HOSAIN: Sir, we are 
conscious of the special needs of the Anglo-Indians and we will continue 
to he sympathetic to the particular needs of that community, as we have 
been in ref^pect of other minority communities of this country. That is all 
1 need say. 

I now commend my inotwn for the acceptance of the House.

Obituary Rafarenoe. 

Tha Hon’bla Mr. H. S. 8UHRAWARDY: It is. Sir, with great regret 
that I have to place before this House the nudancboly news oi the passing 
away of Dr. Azizul Ilaque after a smblen illness. He was. Sir. at tne time 
of hi.N death a member of the Hengul Legislative t’ouncil, but previous to 
that he bad held liigii offices which were a tribute to the versatility of his 
geniu.s. He was the first Speakei under the new ( onstitution of this Legis- 
lative Assemblv, a \hce-( hancellor of the ( alcutta Tniversitv, High (om- 
inissioner for India in Knglaml and thereafter a member id the Viceroy’s 
Executive ( ouncil, in all of which nlace.s he uciniitted himself not Only 
creditably, but raise<l the status and prestige of India and ol lieiigul. He 
w.is. Sir, a^ all of us know, a iiu»st ardent worker, and he never could find 
peace unless lie Mas working at something constructive, -lust before his 
death lie had finished completing a bistorx of the life of the Prophet and, 
us a matter of fact, the clo.sing id the lust ('hapter of that hook synchronised 
with the closing (d the last chapter of his life. As all td us are aware, Sir, 
he w.i- of vei'\ genial temperament, a good tnend ot wiile and liberal out- 
look. He had studied the proldeiiis ol Ifengul, particularly of rural Bengal, 
Mith an a^Mduity which was a second nature to him. His services at this 
criii(‘al juncture ol oui political histor\ Mould have been most valuable, and 1 
am sure. Sir. that everybody in this House w'lll feel that bis pansing aM'av 
has been an irreparable loss not only to the nation to wliirb be belonged, 
but to the entire country. Sir. our hearts g«> out to those members of his 
family wliom he lias left behind, and 1 am sure that they M’ill find some 
consolation in the tact that all of us mourn Miib them tlie passing uM'uy 
of a man m Ho Mas truly great and rose to great emineiK’e by sheer strength 
of character, industry and ability. 

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR ROY: Mr. Speaker, on behalf of the Congress 
Assembly party I join in the tribute paid to I>r. Azizul Haijiie, by mv 
honourable friend, the leader of this House. Dr. Aziziil Hu(]ue did not 
begin his life with anv special advantage. He lia<l not flie advantage of 
wealth or, M'hat is called, family inflneiice. Buf bv sheer ability he raised 
himself to some of tiie highest |M>sitionH in the puldic life of this country. 
From the Presidentship of his village union board be raised himself to the 
position of one of the Ministers iu the Bengal Cabinet, then of High Cruii- 
mi.s.sioner for India, then a member of the Executive Council of the Viceroy 
and Vice-Chancellor of the University of Calcutta. But, Sir, we in this 
House shall chiefly rememWr him as a very successful and great Sneaker. 
He was elected to that high office as a party candidate, but soon he won 
the esteem and, what is more valuable, the affection of all the iiiemlM*rs of 
this House. 1 reniemVier, Sir, with pain that I met him for the last time 
accidentally because unfortunately owing to the atmosphere prevailing in 
the province, we. politicians, who differ politically, have very little chance 
of meeting each other socially, but I bad the privilege of seeing him for 
the last time on the day when he had the attack. I appealed to him to come 
out of his present retirement to active public life on the side of sanity and 
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balance. We talked most regretfully of the prevailing insanity of communal- 
isra that bus attacked our province. I remember in reply to that he smiled 
patheticallv. Little did I know then, or little did anybody know then, 
that he will be taken away from us so suddenly and so soon. 

Sir, I again join in the homage paid to the soul of Dr. Azizul Haque, and 
I pray, may his soul rest in peace. 

Mr. W. C. WORDSWORTH: Mr. Speaker, Sir, on behalf of this sec- 
tion of the House in the absence of its Leader who deeply regrets that he 
is unable to be here for this occasion, I offer my few words of appreciation 
for our dead companion and of sympathy for those most deeply affected by 
his loss. We have known him for years in this House and outside of it. 
Many of us knew him for years before he came into this House. We have 
admired him, his energy, ability, fairness in controversy as a member of 
the House, as a Minister under the old condition.s, and as a Speaker who 
set a firm and admirable basis on which this Assembly could build up its 
traditions. He found time for arduous work as the Vice-Chancellor of a 
C alcutta University, and there some of us were intimately associated with 
him, and we could see the same ability, energy, industry and desire for good 
that he showed in all work that he did. Had there been nothing more than 
this, it still would have been an illustrious career — a remarkable proof of 
the way in which a man under the conditions in which we live and work 
can. by developing his abilities in the opportunities that circumstances give 
to him, rise to heights where he can do great service to his country. There 
was more to come than this. He was selected for the remarkable 
responsibility of India’s representative in liOndon and from that he was 
called away to membership of the Viceroy's (’ouncil to take his part in the 
Government of India, the highest post to which a subject can aspire. There 
too we have seen his work on a large scale. We have seen the vigour, the 
ability, the courage, the lion-heartedness with which he has always carried 
through the responsibilities entrusted to him. His career will be material 
not only for school-boys but for maturer studies for a long time to come. 
The school-boy of Santipur and the student of College Stpiare will be pointed 
to as an illustrious example of what can be done. So much for this party. 

1 would like to say a word in a more personal sense as one associated 
with him from long before he became well known. He was among ray early 
students, and at Presidency College we became very good friends, interested 
very largely in the same pursuits. Whenever I went to Krishnagar I met 
bini and 1 knew of the energy and keenness with which he was studying 
the social, economic and political a.spects of his environment. The Act of 
1935 has had many consequences none more notable, I think, in a personal 
sense than that of this school-boy of a small Bengal town, Santipur, who 
was called to the highest responsibilities in his own jirovince, in his own 
country, and to a high and dignified responsibility in my country ; and be 
had the time and the energy also to make his mark on the educational 
thought and memory of Bengal. 

I offer the tribute of these words to the memory of one who was great 
in many capacities and who, to many of us, was a very great friend. 

Mr, SPEAKER: Ladies and Gentlemen, in associating myself with the 
feelings and sentiments expressed by the leaders of the parties and groups 
on the sad and sudden demise of Dr. M. Azizul Haque, I feel it my duty 
to offer a personal tribute to him. 

When in 1937 the new Reforms were ushered in and a new post of the 
Speaker of the Assembly ivas created, the task of making regulations and 
of giving correct guidance on the lines of parliamentary procedure fell on 
him. This onerous duty he discharged very ably. 

Dr. Aiiiul Haque was born at Santipur in the district of Nadia in 1892 
and received his early education in the local Madrassa and the Municipal 
School. He .won scholarship after scholarship which enabled him to finish

hii academic career in the Presidency College and the UniTewity Law 
College, Calcutta. In 1915 he joined the Krishnagar Bar and shortly after* 
wards was appointed Public Prosecutor of his district. From his position 
as a mofussii lawyer he rose to a i> 08 ition of great eminence by sheer dint 
of merit and held most of the high and distinguishe<l appointments that an 
Indian could aspire to have. Under the Reforms of 1919, he was Minister 
of Education of the (Government of Bengal. The new Reforms of 19d7 saw 
him us the Sj>eaker of the newly constituted liCgislative Assembly. There- 
after he was appointed as High Commissioner for India in London which 
post he relinquished when he was appointed a Member of the (lovernor* 
General’s Executive Council. 

As a district lawyer be entered the political field and serveil various local 
self-governing bodies in the district. He became the Vice-Cliairman of the 
Nadia District Board and ( hairmun of the Krishnagar Municiimlity which 
offices he held for a number of years. He entered the Bengal Legislative 
Council as a member in 19*iT. lie soon made his mark there by the great 
interest that he took in tlie economic tlevelopment of tlie country. It was 
he who first intro«iuoe<i the Bengal Money-Lenders’ Bill in tlie olil (’ouncil. 
In tlie debates of the Council lie had shown jutdound kiH>wledge of the 
intricate problem of the wuterwa\s and economics of Bengal. 

He was the only Indian member from Bengal to the Franehise (’ommittcc 
presided over by Lord Lothian. He bad served various official and non- 
otticial committees including the Bengal Banking Kmpnry Committee, Jute 
Enquirv Committee. Bengal fbaird of Ec<»nomic Kmjuiry, Retrenchment 
Committee and the Bengal Board of Industries. As an educationist he lias 
rendered great service to the educational upliftment of the country. He 
was a member of the Central Education Advisory Committee, Calcutta 
University Re-organisatioii ( omniittee. Muslim Education Ajlvisory Com- 
mittee and the Kamal Yar Jung ( omniittee of All-India Muslim Educational 
Conlerence. He was for some time Chuirmun of the Eemale Education 
Sub-Committee of the Central Advis(>rv Board of Education. His scheme 
of primary education is still the scheme in force, lie organised the Bengal 
Education Week for co-ordinating the kiH»wledg»' of the school teachers 
Ithroughout the province. During his Ministry, sevio'ul important stdiemes 
were undertaken f<»r the educational udvanceiiient of the backward classes 
such as introduction of a new Education Service Regulation which Hied a 
larger proportum of Musliiii teachers and provision ff»r more free-studentship 
for Muslim and Scheduled Castes in (iovernnient Colleges and Aided 
Schools; special science scholarship for Muslims; creutitin of overseas 
scholarship for Muslim students from Mohsin Fund ; Financial assistance to 
Muslim otticers for foreign eilucation from Molisin Fund; a scheme for the 
survey of girls’ school, appointment of an a<lvi,sf»r> hoard tor women’s 
education and the provincialisation of the Sakha wat Memorial (Girls' School. 
Physical fitness of the students and vocational training of the students were 
not al.so neglected. During his administration u ^\Mtem of (*om]mUory 
tiffin at (jrovemnient schools was introduced and an Agricultural Institute 
was established at Rajshalii. 

From 19*18 to 1942 he wa.s Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta I’niversity 
and was mainly re.sponsihle for the establishment of a ( hair for Islamic 
History and (Culture in the University and was himself apiminted the Head 
of the Department. The University in recognition of his services conferred 
on him the Honorary degree of Doctor o| Literature, 

As Speaker of the Bengal Legislative AsHemhly, he gave some very 
important rulings on the interpretation of the Government of India Act, 
19*15, ami has laid down the lines on which this Assembly is still working. 
A.S he rose from one l^igh office to another, honours and distinctions were 
conferred on him. He was awarded the title of Khan Bahadur in 1920 and 
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C.I.E. in 1937. He was created a Knight in 1941 and K.C.S.I. later on. 
All these honours he renounced at the call of the Muslim League which 
party he belonged to from its early days. He was a scholar and has written 
several books but above all he was a gentleman and only those who knew him 
personally could have any estimation of the sterling qualities of his head 
and heart. He w^as truly a people’s man. Of him it could be said that he 
could walk with Kings and yet not leave the common touch. His death at 
this moment is not only a stunning blow to the Muslims of India but to the. 
whole country for he was truly one of the great Indians.

Sir. ill a deltaic country like Rengal with so many mighty rivers and 
innumerable water clianneU the problem of irrigation is the most vital 
problem. The once pro'^perou*' c<mnti\ Hourisbiug with trade, agriculture 
and industries is fast deteiioruting. The floods of tlie niiglif\ rivers create 
a havoc in certain parts of the country while the water elianneis having drieil 
U]) the prospect of a good harvest is ruined for failure of timely rains and 
for want of proper irrigation facilities. The result has been as serious a* 
it could pos.sihly he. Thus more and more lands are lying barren, produce 
of food-grain.H are dwindling down and incidence of malaria is on the increase. 
In the decaying ilistrirts the flood-ridden, malaria-stricken and famished 
people liave been reduced to such a state that they are unable to curry on 
the agricultural operations themselves ami are obliged to have^ the land* 
cultivated liy hired labour imported from outside the province. Thu* large 
sums of moiie> are being annually drained out in the shape of agricultural 
labour. To realise the seriousness of the situation, 1 would now only say 
that Bengal is perhaps the only province where still 70 per cent, of the 
police force are recruited from outside the provinct' and the decaying 
districts of the province are perhaps the unique of its kind where the majority 
of the actual tillers of the soil are foreigners. It is a most significant fact 
that in the decaying districts like Burdwan and Hooghl> there has been an 
alarming shrinkage of over 40 per cent, of tlie agricultural iands during the 
last fifty years. So, Sir. the irrigation is the most important prohlein for 
this province. The time and the tide of the mighty rivers wail for none. 
Much time have been wasted and the vast water reMiurces of this province 
have been allowed only to create havoc and to flow down to the sea. With 
the proper utilization of these immense water resources various industries 
could have been developed and electric energies generated, vast areas 
irriguttnl and malaria could have been washed out of the country. I submit, 
Sir. that the irrigation problem is the most important of all prohlems, 
because it will strike at the very^ nmt of all problems. With proper drainage 
and irrigation facilities we can make the people prosper physically and 
economic^ly. 

Sir, we are about to attain our independence and to be truly independent 
we must make the nation healthy and wealthy. By the successful execution 
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of our irrigatiott problems we will aohieTa tliis end; alb 

are productive and remunerative; every embankment we conBtrwt we siiTe 
an area from flooding, and thereby provide a good harvest. Every water 
channel we re-excavate, we provide good irrigation facilities to that area, 
which in its turn help in growing more food and to improve the health condb 
tion of the people and thus make them more healthy and wealthy. In such 
useful adventures of great national importance and value I appeal for tlie 
active co-operation and fullest suppoft of the honourable members of all 
sections in this House. I do believe that we can achieve real success in this 
respect only if we realise the seriousness of the problem and unitedly strive 
for it. A comprehensive scheme for the whole province is to be drawn up 
and we should put all our heads together for the purpose. At present 
Government spends about one crore of rupees for the embankments. After 
the great Damodar flood in 1943 Government spent over lls.3() lakhs for 
immediate repairs and about 2 crores of rupees for the new construction of 
the embankments besides the costs of relief, and rehabilitation. But, Sir, 
the embankments are but the make-shift arrangements which for the time 
being save the country from inundation but it is never a permanent remedy. 
In many cases owing to continued silt deposits the level of the river-bed is 
in fact higher than the level of the countryside. So in a heavy flood even 
if a portion of the embankment gives way then the wlu)le area is inundated 
resulting in a great havoc. The real remedy lies not in the maintenance 
and construction of embankments but in improving the water channels and 
in execution on proper lines the w’ell-planued irrigation schemes. Preven- 
[tion is no doubt better than cure. The irrigation projects are guaranteed 
remedies to remove manv of our present miseries. Sir, before I go into the 
details of the budget, 1 should like to say a lew words about the main 
problems which we are called upon to deal with. One essential distinctive 
feature w’hich marks out Bengal from the rest ol India is that Bengal is a 
riverine province watered by the mighty rivers which have their origin 
outside the province. These mighty rivers carry a vast volume of silt which 
is deposited in course of the journey to the sea. The volume of the silt has 
helped jjto build the deltaic portion of the province and the deltaic region has 
its own peculiar problems. The obvious solution of all these lies in the 
conservation of the monsoon rainfall and its controlled release and distri- 
bution and the river conservancy w'hich again has an inter-provincial aspect. 
Thus the solution we have got to work out calls for a very careful and 
detailed investigation from the various points of view and for a careful 
co-ordination of the various activities of various nation-building depart- 
ments of this Government and of other Governments. 

Our limited financial resources, exce.ssive labour rates, prohibitive price 
of materials, inadequate supply of tools, plants and materials, and last but not 
the least the dearth of technical staff all combined to very greatly retard 
our progress and activities. The Government of India pays A of the cost 
for projects under the Grow More Food scheme. I submit each uud every 
scheme — minor, medium and major is a project in favour of the “Grow 
More Food” Scheme. There are areas where there is water, water every- 
where, no land to plough. Sir, many instances are known w here either by an 
embankment or by a drainage channel a large area can be rendered as good 
agricultural lands. “Grow More Food” ('anijutign in Bengal can be made 
tnily successful through irrigation projects. 

I shall now proceed t<4 discuss the broad features of our plan and 
programme. In spite of -the limitations which I have already mentioned, 
we nave in our programme the great Damodar Multi-purpose Project 
originally formulated by the Burdwan Committee with Maharajadhiraj Sir 
r. C. Mfahtab of Bui'dwan as rhuinnan. the rough estimated cost of which 
stands at Rs.oo crores. The scheme envisages flood protection, irrigation 
facilities for about 8 lakh acres and electric power ot about k.w. 

which would be available. 
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0 ^ te^n ft flow of ftbout 2,000 otmecft would be ftTftilable 
)u tb© lowtr Bamodar rirer aud a portion of tbii flow mfty be utiliaed for 
water^upply purpose. In fact it ia baaed on t^e Tenneaay Valley Atttborily 
project modified to suit our purpose. 

The navigation scheme would establish navigation facilities between 
Calcutta and the Coalfields. 

The question of financial allocations between the Governments of India, 
Bengal and Bihar us also certain other questions, e.g., setting up of a 
machinery for execution and thereafter, s^ministrution of the scheme now 
await final settlement. The entire cost will be met from a loan which will 
be raised by the Centre. It is expecteil to l>e a very paying and self* 
^pporting concern. I ho|>«i it will be oossible for me to come before the 
Pouse with a detailed account of this scheme in no distant future. 

Another major scheme which has been put in hand is the Mor Irrigation 
project which, when completed, is expecte<i to command an area of l,24il 
square miles. The scheme consists of two parts. Part I relates to the 
construction of a dam at Messanjore in the district of Santul Parganas ih 
the province of Bihar and Part II provides for the construction of a barrage 
and a canal system within the province of Bengal. While work on Part Xl 
of the scheme estimated to cost Us. has lieen starteil, it has not 
been possible to take up Part I of the scheme, as the necessary permission 
of the (iovernment f)f Bihar has not yet lieen receiveil. Tlie mutter is under 
negotiation with them. 

Tlie net irrigable area commanded by Part II of the project is expected 
to be .»!).’), (KMI acres in the di.stricts (»f Birbhum. Murshidabad and Burdwan. 
The sclieme will be a productive one. 

Another important scheme which I must mention is the proposed Teesta 
Dam and Barrage project. It holds out an attractive pros|»ect. Besides 
control of Hood and irrigation facilities, the scheme is expecte<l to provide 
for generation of hydro-electric power for industrial and other developments. 
The scheme also includes the resuscitation of most of the principal rivers 
of Xorth Bengal. Investigations in connection with the scheme are already 
in pr«>gre.s?^ and a sum of for the purjK»se has lieeii provided 

in the budget. 

The question of improving the decadent areas of the Ontral Bengal haa 
also been under the serious consideration of the Department. Attempt at 
improvement f)f one isolated river or the other will not pnwluce the desired 
effect. Experience has shown that the problem of the area does not admit 
of any piecemeal treatment. A ooinprebensive scheme is necessary. With 
iXhis onject in view a plan for the construction of a barrage across the Ganges 
river is under contemplation. The investigation work is in progress. 

Necessary data are also being collected for ihe preparation of major 
multi-pun^se schemes in East Bengal, such as the Gumti, the Someswari, 
and the Karnafuli Projects in the districts of Tippera, Myniensingh and 
Chittagong, respectivelv. The Brahmaputra Barrage scheme is another 
important project which is receiving the most earnest attention of the 
department. A special division with subdivisions thereunder has been 
opened for this purrose. The projects will combine irrigation, flood control 
and generation of \vdro-elec tricity. Estimates have been prepared for 
undertaking contour survey of the North-Eastern part of the Mvmensingh 
district ana of the Feni subdivision of the Noakhali district, ^tops ^ve 
also been taken for the collection of hydraulic data of the principal rivers 
of the Dacca and Chittagong divisions. 

Draimife congestion in the areas in the suburb of Calcutta bas beocme 
« almost an aanuaT occurrence. Moreover, the City of Caleutta is bound lo 
expand fnr beyond its.*|wetent limits. It is ihei^ore necessary that ijkk 
vast water-logged areas around Calcutta must be reclaimed at an mmf 
90 
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d»te. But the problem of watef-logging in the area, 4s many of you know, 
is a very intricate one. With the object of tackling the problem efficiently 
iSnd of devising a comprehensive scheme for removal of drainage difficulty, 
it has been decided to prepare a “Master Drainage Plan” so that the problem 
can be solved satisfactorily. For this purpose a sum of Rs.S lakhs has been 
provided in ^he budget. 

You will all agree, Sir, that it is not always safe and proper to launch 
on a scheme, particularly a costly scheme without being assured^ of its 
results. It is necessary therefore to have model experiments of a scheme 
carried out in a well-equipped and modem laboratory of special type before 
actually executing a costly scheme. With this end in view, we have already 
established a River Research Institute at Baranagar and we propose to 
expand it into a more commodious and well-equipped laboratory. For this 
a sum of Rs. 4, 24,000 has been provided in the budget. 

Besides these, a number of development schemes — Irrigation, Drainage 
and Planning — are proposed to be taken up during the next year and provi- 
sions have been made for them. 

Besides the major Irrigation projects, 973 smaller Irrigation projects 
involving a total cost of about Us. 40 lakhs have been undertaken in all the 
different districts. Some of the projects have been completed while others 
are in progress. Tp-to-dale more than Us. 30 laklis have been spent. In 
addition to this, 199 projects under the “Grow More Food” Schemes have 
also been undertaken at a cost of about Us. 1,40, 00, OIK). By these schemes 
about 8 lakhs of acres of lands will be benefited and irngate<l and the 
increased yield is expected to he about oO laklis of niaund.s of foodgrain.s. 

Thus all our major irrigation schemes are. in fact, multi-purpose schemes 
which will improve the communication facilities hy making the rivers 
navigable, guarantee proper irrigation facilities which in its turn will 
guarantee tne production of foodgrains every year without a failure and 
very greatly improve our food problem and famine will be a thing of the 
past. It will immensely improve the health condition of the people and 
malaria will greatly disappear and the floods instead of creating a havoc 
will be fully utilised for useful purposes. Lastly, the water of the mighty 
rivers instead of being wasted by nowing down to the sea will be utilised 
for generating power for electrifying the entire province with cheap 
electricity and for developing our industries. Thus it will go a great way 
in making the whole nation healthy and prosperous. 

Sir, in such an endeavour of such a great potentiality and of great 
national value and importance, I appeal for the help and co-operation of all 
eections of this Houvse.

Mr. SPEAKER* Notices of cut motions are received and these are 
printed in a consolidated l>ook. Selections are made by different parties and 
different members as to whether they want to press any particular cut 
motion. A large number of members do not press cut motions but speak 
on cut motions. Members aho move cut motions will try to conffne tuein» 
selves to the subject matter of the cut motions as fur as practicable but if 
any member wants to make any remark he is entitled to do so. 

Mr. ABDUL HANNANS Mr. Speaker, Sir, the constituency I represent 
is Meherpur. Though very near ('alcutta it is far away from modern 
civilisation and culture. The present amenities of the world liave been 
denied there. There is no rail nor any navigable river nor any good roail 
in the subdivision. There are three rivers of which one is dead and tm’o are 
dying. The river Bhairab which runs through the centre of my constituency 
is now a dead river. During the time when the late lamented Maharaja 
Khaunisli (liandra Ray Bahadur of Nadia was a member of the Executive 
Council of the Government of Bengal he managed to sanction certain 
amount for excavation of the silted up mouth of the Bhairab and for joining 
it with the Jalangi. As a result there was improvement of a large part of 
the subdivision. But after that (jovernment din not s]>end u single farthing 
towards the upkeep of the canal between the Bhairab and the Jalangi and 
the mouth of the Bhairab became again silted up and is being cultivated. 
The river is now full of water hyacinth and has become sources of malaria. 
The two other rivers which have been dying are Maibabhnngu and Jalangi. 
The attention of the Government wos drawm times without number but the 
Government is determined t(> turn deaf ears. There are many hih and duhan 
in the subdivision full of water hyacinth with stagnant water without an> 
outlet. These have become the aWle of mosquitoes earning genns of 
malaria among the ill-fe<l poor people of the subdivision. The (iovemment 
is busy in spending lots of money towards Civil Supply Department hut they 
are callous and indifferent to this very important siae. Owing to the dying 
condition of the rivers the business of the subdivision has become standstill. 
Some amount though small is sanctioned every year for the development of 
the rural area but those who claim to be representatives of the constituency 
are not consulted as to where the works should In* done. Official favouritism 
prevails there. 

Government speaks of grow more foo<l but they shut their eyes Vi 
thousands and thousands of acres of land lying uncultivated in Inlt ana dohrtt 
for want 0 ! outlet. They are going to acquire waste lands bnl they are 
not paying any attention to these things. 

The present budget is hopelessly disappointing in this respect. Govern- 
ment is responsible for so many lives dying of malaria and other epidemic 
diseases in the subdivision. 

For want of good roads and rivers trade has become s thing of the past. 
People cannot make two ends meet regularly. 1 draw the attention of the 
Government not to plat with the fate of of the subdivision nor to 

become indifferent to the well-being of those people.

Mrt NAWAilESH AHMED: Mr. Speaker, Sir, it is a privilege and 
with consideruhle concern that 1 rise to take part in loday’a discUhsion on 
irrigation. 

Sir, the Irrigation Deimrtmeni is a very happy departnient. It is a 
department which has iinniortuliaed most of our rulers. We have 
Koualdshu}' Dredger, Anderson Weir, Bejoy Cut, Ohuznavi Cut, and so 
on and so forth. But it is a (question before us what amount of gotal we 
have received from them. These have proved unproductive taxation on the 
provincial exchecjuer. 

Sir, as far as this department is concerned I see ii nresents a budget 
which is most unsatisfactory. The amount earmarked for Irrigation, 
Embankment and Drainage in this year's budget is extremely insumcient 
and insignificant for a vast province like Bengal with innumerable rivers and 
waterways which are djing or dead. They are to be reclaimed and a large 
number of bunds are required for protecting the people against floods. 

Sir, we know that our Government have started the “Grow More Food" 
Campaign throughout the country to encourage the people of this province 
to grow more crops, and discourage them to keep cultivable lands fallow 
with an aim in view to make Bengal independent. 

Sir, our Government have forgotten that to make this programme a 
success the land must be made fit for cultivation. Rivers, which were in 
fiow, are now dying or dead, canals silted up, for want of reclamation lauds 
are left uncared for. Generally the i^ple of the country have to deiiend 
on rain for agriculture; when rains fan the agriculture of this province fails, 
Beault being this, Sir, i urge this t^int that the rivers, canals, khals should 
be reokiined so that water-logged lands may turn fit for agriculture, au4 
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doiiof nuBi water may get outlet for flowing downwards, ffei Ifadia die* 
tiict moft of the rivere, namely, Bhairab, Kumar, Jamuna/ Matabhangft 
Ichamati, Haidar are in dyin^ conditiona. Bhairab, Kumar, Jamuna 2^ 
police-station Highat, EAngar in Eanaghat police-station are dead or beco^ 
permanent sources of Tarious diseases. If these rivers are reclaimed, thi 
lands on both sides of them may produce best crops and moreover stagnant 
water may get outlet. We have heard that there was a scheme to reclaim 
Jamuna but alas that scheme has up to this time not been materialised. 

Sir. in answer to niy question re^anling Bejoy and Oaznavi cuts the 
Hon’bie Minister has said that there is a Central Bengal river scheme before 
the Goverament and these two cuts will be taken up when the scheme will 
be inaterialised, but the time is unknown. According to the Hon’bie 
Minister’s answer I am to go to my constituency and advise the poor people 
to wait for better and bright days which the Government have arranged for 
them. 

Sir, may I request the Hon'ble Minister on his way to Darjeeling to see 
|he condition of the rivers on both sides. May I ask the Hon’bie Minister 
in the meantime what the people will do when during rainy season the culti^ 
vated land on both sides of rivers and khals is overflooded with rain wateE| 
and gets water-logged and the new standing crop is damaged and thereby^ 
great loss is sustained by the cultivators. I request the Hon’bie Minister 
to take up the work and thereby save the people. J- 

Sir, in conclusion, 1 may add that there was a scheme last year for some^ 
minor irrigation works in the Nadia district and Rs.3,()00 was sanctioned for 
that purpose but the work was taken up in the month of February with 
definite instructions to execute the work within a month. But we find that 
practically no work was done and still some money was spent. We do not 
know how the money was spent. 1 request the Hon’bie Minister to see 
that the revenue of tnis province may not be spent in this way without 
resulting in any good to the people of this country. 

Mr. SHYAMAPAOA IHATTACHARdEE: Sir. in moving this motion 
1 would like ]to say that I do not know whether the promises made are 
sincere, but I find that the Government spends a huge amount in irrigation. 
We are in the dark as to the purpose and utility of this expenditure. We 
now hear of new projects for excavating canals such as the Mor scheme, 
Teesta Valley Scheme and other projects and plans, but the natural canals 
are being neglected. The rivers Bhagirathi and Jallanghi are the two main 
branches of the Ganges and those original channels are dying out. The 
Nadia river division is there mainly to look after these rivers. But in spite 
of all this they are gradually dying out. Sir, these rivers were once 
navigable Ihroughout the year, but now-a-days people hardly require any 
ferry l>oat to cross them. These are the two main streams in Western 
Bengal over whose banks all the prosperous towns and villages of West 
Bengal which can boast of past heritage of culture and civilisation and trade 
and commerce grew and flourished. But their conditions have become 
deplorable. During 9 months in the year they are completely cut off from 
their sources and huge shoals are formed barring all flow of current. 

Sir, the attention of the Government was sought to be drawn from time 
|o time and memorials were submitted to Their Excellencies but in vain. 
Lord Ronaldshay, once the Governor of Bennl, in reply to a memorial 
submitted, told the people of Murshidabad that it would not be possible to 
improve the condition of (hese rivers, nature alone would help them and 
left them )to their fate. 

Alter the construction of the Hardinge Bridge there has been a tendency 
of the Ganges to bypass the bridge and once more flow through its old 
channel but we may nave to wait for decades before Nature Items her atten- 
tion and the point for our consideration is whether it is not possible to effect 
any penhanent improvement of these rivers by human action. To be able 
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lo utilise these natural adTsntages it is necessary to improve the carry* 
||g capacim^f these channels and provide suitable outlets and distributary 
Ihannels cl iBequate capacity and other facilities for spill over the country* 
ii|e without let or hindrance as far as possible. Maintenance of embank* 
lUents for cultivating the low lands or erecting of railway bunds prevented 
free flow and forced these rivers to deposit silts in the riverbeds instead of 
in the spill areas» reduced the velocity of flood water and led to their 
deterioration. 

The dry-weather flow is constantly diminishing and as a consequence 
except during the high floods they are reduced to stagnant pools — a good 
breeding ground for mosquitos which cany*^ death and destruction to thousandc 
of inhabitants every year. 

In the opinion of experts the principal causes of deterioration are mainly 
these— 

(1) Deforestation of the catchment basins both in the offtake and 

deltaic regions. 

(2) Large drawing of water by the canal system in the upj>er reaches 

of the river for purposes of irrigation. 

(3) Erection of embankments in the spill areas and conseouent deposit 

of silt in the riverbeds which is raising the beds of the rivers and 

is leading to the formation of huge shoals at their offtakes which 

affect their dry-weather flow. 

The remedies 8Uggeste<l are — 

(1) ('ontrol of catchment basins. They should not be deforested or 

leased out for the purposes of grasing and habitation. 

(2 ) Embankments should not be allowed to be raised at the sweet will 

of the owner of the soil and there should be more outlets in the 

Railway bunds. 

Sir, there must be an inter-provincial body to control the river system 
and there must be co-ordination between several provinces and states as the 
main stream the Ganges flows through them and a river cannot bo 
treated piecemeal. This gift of nature should not be allowed to be mono- 
polised but should be equally distributed amongst all the riparian owners. 
Sir, it is a matter of regret that schemes have been drawn up by Govern- 
ment in the past with the help of experts but all these now rest in the sacred 
archives of the Government. I would enquire of the Ministry as what had 
become of the— 

(1) fate of the suggestions put forward by Mr. Willcox, the Engineer 

of Nile Valley fame; 

(2) where is the South-West Bengal Drainage Scheme; 

(3) The River Training I.*aboratory started and sponsored by the last 

Ministry. 

We are a^in hearing of another River Training Institute but we are 
afridd that w'lih the change in the personnel this also would meet with the 
same fate. There should be a continuity. Such spasmodic nnd haphasard 
way of dealing with a problem of such a vast magnitude may be to the 
advantage of tnose who waste their time in reading and counting the waves, 
bul it means min to the people of Bengal. It will be height of folly if the 
Government abandons all hope of improving the condition of these rivers. 
It will be disastrous^ot only to the towns and villages outlying on their 
banks but it will spell disaster on the part of Calcutta which is gradually 
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bding silM up. It is high time that the Ooremment 0hoii]4*£Di up to tue 
iuggeAtioiM of experta and try to utiliae theae natuml reaouroea ^y harnessing 
their energy and help in the creation of a healthier and happier Bengal. 

Mr. TAFAXZAL ALIS Sir, the Hon’ble Minister of Irrigation has 
placed before us a very ambitious catalogue of the proposed and current 
activities of the Government of Bengal. 1 certainly wish him God-speed 
in what he proposes to do in Bengal, and in fact after the introductory 
speech of the Hon’ble Minister very little is left for us to say. The Hon^ble 
Minister has referred only to one aspect in discussing the irrigation problems 
of Bengal, namely malaria, which he thinks can be prevented by proper 
irrigation work in Bengal. Sir, I want to point out that apart from preven- 
tion of malaria a theory so well propounded by Dr. Bentley, sometime 
Director of Public Health in Bengal, and another eminent person in India, 
Sir William Wilcox who spoke in the same strain about inigation system 
in Bengal an<l agreed generally with the views of Dr. Bentley, there are 
other factors also which concern irrigation. Proper irrigation certainly 
enriches the soil and also provide fish in abundance for all, prevent 
congestion of the rivers and facilitate navigation. Sir, I quite realise that 
Bengal is not primarily an irrigation province like the V, P. Punjab, or 
Sind. In fact, when I went through tne Budget I could not find a single 
productive work in the schemes of work proposed to be undertaken in 
1&47-48. Of course there are some* development schemes which are 
expected to be taken up, as for instance, the Mor Reservoir Project. That 
only goes to show the difficulty of irrigation work in Bengal. In spite of 
that I realise tliat there are problems in the province akin to irrigation which 
have also got to be attended to with care; otherwise I am sure, Bengal will 
face a greater disaster than she had ever faced in the past. Sir, one of the 
honourable members who has spoken before me has complained that West 
Bengal is receiving step-motherly treatment from the Government of Bengal. 
Sir, without meaning any disrespect for my friend, I find from facts on 
paper that in fact the truth lies on the other side. The Hon ’hie Minister 
who has enumerated all the proposed activities as w'ell as the pending 
activities of the Government has referred to the Damodar Reservoir Scheme. 
He has also referred to the contemplated .scheme of the Government of 
having a barrage on the Gunge.s. I am sure all these projects will involve 
expenditure of crores of rupees. Mv honourable friend may have a grievance 
against any particular officer of tbe Department; if he is not competent 
enough he will not be able to execute works as efficiently as we all desire, 
but it cannot be said, after looking into the facts carefully, that West 
Bengal is really receiving a step-motnerly treatment from the Government, 
far less is West Bengal being sacriticed at the alter of a Pakistani Government. 
I think these facts negative the charge levelled by my honourable friend. 
On the other hand, I will ask the honourable memWrs on all sides of the 
House to look to what is happening in East Bengal. I can point out, Sir, 
without any fear of contradiction that there are about 1,700 or a little over 
1,600 miles of embankment in Bengal. My honourable friend will certainly 
be amused to know that about 95 per cent, of tbe mileage lies in W^t 
Bengal and in East Bengal there is only the Uumti emoankment which 
presents a problem before the Government of a very complicated nature. 
Much has been said on the floor of this House as well as outside about the 
Gumti embankment. There is one portion of the Gumti embankment which 
is considered to be the non-Govemment portion. The rush of flood is 
unfortunately always on the iIbn-Govemment portion which is very very 
low. The rwult is that people, Hindus and Muslims, of about 300 square 
miles have jfco suffer from the ravages of tbe Gumti floods year in and year 
out. In spite of all efforts by members of all parties notiiing tangible wuld 
be done about raising tbe level of the non-Govemment portion of the Guma 
omblUDdunent. I may, in this connection, inform this House certainly Ae 
QolWmmenjt deserves every credit for having done this — that on the 19th 
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March, tha Hon'ble Mr. Suhrawardy passed orders for raising the non- 
Govemment portion of the Guinti embankment for which he deserres 
congratulations. 1 am afraid my friends in the Opposition may not like 
to congratulate the Hon'ble Chief Minister for this bold step, but I think, 
my friend. Mr, Dhirendra Nath Dutt, the Deputy I^eader of the Congress 
Parliamentary Party, will certainly join with me in congratulating the 
Hon'ble Mr. Suhrawardy. 

Sir, there are other problems so far as East Bengal is cont'erned. I do 
not know what time has been allotted to me. Sir. in the district of Tippera 
many rivers have died. Resuscitation of Titus and Dakotia is very very 
necessary. When the Maharaja of Cossimbaiur was Minister of Imgation 
I and a member of the Upper House who is an eminent Congressman, and 
the Leader of the Opposition in that House, Mr. Kamini Kumar Dutt led 
u deputation to the Muhuraja of Cossiiubazar about re*excavution of the 
rivers Titas and Dakotia. Very encouraging promises were made on behalf 
of the Government but nothing was done in order to remove the didicultif^ 
of the people of Tippera. Sir, with regard to the river KornafuU the posi- 
tion is the same. This river caused BcxhI last year and its dredging should 
be undertaken as cjuickly as possible so that recurrence of flood can be 
prevented. 

Now, coining to tlie district of Noakliali, you will find that there are 
ftbree rivers in the Feni subdi visum, namely, Muhuri river, Siloniu river 
and Feni river, which are causing trouble. Government have comprehen- 
sive schemes for the previuition ot floods and for the resu.si’itation of dying 
rivers in Ea.st as well as West Bengal. These sidiemes shoul<l be under- 
taken as soon as jiossible; otherwise it will be impossible to save the face 
of Bengal. Sir. 1 will take you us far hack as ITtM. In 1772 after the 
ac(]uisition of Dewain of Bengal by the East India Cruupany, Major Henuel, 
was commissioneil to >urvey the rivers of Bengal and prepared and a map. 
If YOU w’ill look at the present map of Bengal and cfunnan* it with the map 
of ^lajnr Reiiuel you will find what terrible and horrible changes have now 
taken place on the soil of Bengal. Many rivers in the West and in Central 
Bengal which at (me time ummI to bring prosperity to those parts of Bengal 
have died to a point almost beyond reclamation and many rivers in East 

Bengal are also dying in the same manner. H timely steps are not taken 

(idt tlnn Kttif/c the time limit irtiA rcochcd.) 

Mr. TAFAZZAL ALI: Sir. may I have five minutes more? 

Mr. SPEAKER: I can give you two minutes only. 

Mr, TAFAZZAL ALI. I think the Hon'ble Minister will pay attention 
to this problem. As far back as llldO a Committee was appointed, namely, 
the Hopkyns Committee, which made certain recominendations to tno 
Government. Personally, I appreciate the suggestions made by that ('om- 
mittee with regard to the establishment of a Waterways Trust. We hetiitl 
in 1937 eome noiae about legislation for establishing a Waterwayii Truiit, 
but nothing baa been done in that direction by Government up till now. I 
think Government will take up the question of legislation for the establiah* 
ment of a Waterways Trust as quickly as possible. The C^ommittee nlao 
recommended the establishment of certain district committeea which, in my 
opinion, should consist mainly of non-officials and the duties of those dis- 
tinct committees will be to co-ordinate local effort and to establish closer 
connection with the Irrigation Department of the Government of Bengal so 
that the needs and promems of particular areas may be placed before the 
Government and in order to prevent departmental delay a central committee 
should also be brought into existence. 

Now, Sir, I do not think that thetn* committees should come into existence 
merely due to the pleasure of the €lovemment. I suggest that these com- 
mittee should be statutory committees owing their existence to statutee 
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r ««d bj Ibis Houie bo that their advice may at least appear to be valuable 
the Gfovemment. The Hon'ble Minister for Irrigation will certainly do 
well to take immediate steps for the establishment of a Waterways Trust, 
of a central committee and of district committees for harmonising the efforts 
of the different parts of the province. 

(At this stage the member having reached the extra-time-limit resumed 
his seat.) 

Mr. NItHITHA NATH KUNDU: Mr. Speaker. Sir. 1 nse to speak a 
few words in support of my motion already moved and in support of the 
motion moved by my frien<l\ Mr. Khagendra Nath Das Gupta. Sir, the 
Hon’ble Minister placed very attractive and nice schemes before us, as usual, 
and held out high hopes in our minds. But, Sir, I agree with my friend 
Mr. Mihirlal C’hattopadhyay that there is nothing to be elated because there 
is very little chance of these schemes materialising in our life. The Hon’ble 
Minister admitted that the question of health and wealth is inter-related with 
the question of problems of his department. Sir, he would have done better 
in the circumstances to ask us to go to bed early and to rise early because 
his schemes will not materialise. If we go to bed early and rise early, we 
shall l)e healthy, wealthy and wise. 

Sir, construction of irrigation, navigation, embankment and drainage 
works are the most important but the most neglected items. Since the 
time the British assumed the charge of the administration, no due and 
proper attention was paid to these directions and as a result the floods are 
creating havoc very often. Water-logged areas have immensely increased, 
natural water channels, existing embankments and drainages have gone out 
of use or are silted up or are dead or dying. In consequence health of the 
province has alarmingly deteriorated, pestilences and epidemics are rampant, 
fertility and productivity of the soil have gone down to the lowest level, 
and working efficiency of the labourers and peasants has very much 
impaired. Peace, prosperity and happiness are therefore away from our 
homes. 

The policy and attitude of the .so-called popular ministry or their 
predecessors though given nmre and more powers by the successive refonned 
Acts did not change very substantially. Due to continued negligent attitude 
of the successive Governments, the problems of irrigation, embankment, 
navigation, drainages have assumed .such a great proportion that it has 
become impossible now to cope with the task, so much so, that even if the 
entire revenue is allotted and spent under these heads most of the things 
will remain undone. 

I^t us critically analyse and examine the question. The earliest docu- 
ment is the Embankment and Drainage Report of the Government of 
Bengal, Irrigation Department, for the year Bengal, Bihar and 

Orissa formed one administrative unit then and the total expenditure 
incurred during the year on embankments and ^Irainage works amount^ to 
Rs.4 lakhs and odd, a ridiculously inadequate allotment, though there were 
floods — some very high and some of ordinary cliaracter — in a very large 
number of rivers in Bihar, Orissa and Bengal. Three districts, namely, 
Bogra, Pabna and Mulda were affected in the North Bengal but nothing 
was done |here. 

Next is the report of the Drainage Committee, Bengal. Presidency Divi- 
sion. The Committee was appointed on the 2<ith March, 1906, for the reason 
that an advance might W nuWe in the formulation of practicable drainage 
schemes by examination of the conditions of the division in which gradual 
changtM in the many channels of the Ganges delta had prejudicially affected 
extensive areas and also for the reason that obstruction of drainage bad 
usually been held to be a factor giving rise to diseases in ^ngal. The 
meittbers of the Committee visited several places, gathered elaborate 
•tatistios, examined the conditions of the rivers and arainages and the 
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nature of obstructed drainages. They made reme<lia) suggestions, dealt with 
failures and successes of experiments made and conditions of rivers ana small 
streams. The conditions of rivers and small streams in Murshidubad, Nadia, 
Jessore. Khulna and Foridpur have since then worsened, perimi of 
navigability being further shortened and in some cases watercourses becom- 
ing fordable for the greater narts of the year. Slightly earlier during March 
and April 1904, Mr. G. iiaconachy deliveretl a .series of lectures at Sibpur 
Engineering College. His elucidation of theories were most scholarly and 
he discussed the good and had effects of drainage aohemes, mentioning as 
examples Argowal C'ircuit in Midna^H)re. Chullai Bhil Scheme in Itajshuhi 
and Pabna, Charoikul Swamp in >adia, Magruhat drainage scheme in 
24-Parganas. He also indicated briefly the main points which had to be 
enauired into when investigating schemes for Hood drainage. Agricultural 
uno health prospects in areas near ulM>ut Challan Jihil have also deterioruteti 
eince 1904 and none showed any inclination to reap any l>eneiit out of the 
colossal works Mr. Maconuchy did in preparing Ids discourse in regard to 
problems connected with flood drainage. In the two volumes of the 
“Triennial Review” published by the Government of India for the years 
1919.21 and the nece-ssity of irrigation was ascribed to the cluef 

characteristics of the Indian rainfall which are its uneouul distribution over 
the country, its irregular distribution throughout the seasons and its 
liability to failure and serious deficiency in conseijuence of which over a 
great portion of tiie Indian peninsula successful cultivation cannot be 
assurer! for anv considerable period unless facilities are available for the 
artificial watering of the crops when necessaiy. The review for years 
showeil moderate irrigation, navigation, drainage and unti-maluria 
works and flood, remedial niea.sures and town protection works in West 
Bengal alone. When I say this I do not mean that everything that was 
to Ih* done was <lone there in the West Bengal or that irrigational works 
were exhausted there. North and East Bengal are totally ignored with 
the exception of scanty expenditure of Its. 18,4-11 for the protection of 
Kurigram town from erosion by the river Dbarla though from a i>erusal of 
the report on the rainfall and floods in tlie North Bengal (187i)-l92%) 
compiled by Mr. P. ('. Mahalanohis in 192-1 we find that the normal rain- 
fall in this part of the province, unless supj>lemented by artificial sujiply 
of water by proper irrigational projects, is cjuite inadequate fi»r raising any 
crops. Obstructed drainage, ab.sence of navigational works and silting up 
of streams and rivers in the North Bengal areas have not only made water- 
W'avs fail into disuse but have made trade and business to suffer and heultii 
an(i fertility and productivity of lands to horribly deteriorate. We further 
find that during tne 52 years’ time from 1H79 to 1922 there occurred 2-5 
floods and all the districts without a single exception in the Uajshahi DivjV 
aion were affected. The flood in 1922 affected 4tM) square miles in Bogru, 
l,2tK) square miles in Rajsliahi and small ureas in Pabna and Dinajpur. 
Crops were heavily damaged, large number of bouse, s, cattle, and other 
domestic animals were washe<l away and consiilerable lr>ss of human lives 
wa.s also caused but yet the North Bengal districts remain unattended. A 
sum was allo'ttesl for contour survey in the North Bengal districts hut I 
think no substantial progress has Wn made in that direction. Minor and 
haphasard irrigational and drainage works, in the absence of comprehensive 
achemes and contour surveys, were, therefore, taken un in some of the 
districts with uncertain and unsatisfactory results. Public money has 
been wasted without conferring benefit proportionate to the amount spent. 
The little benefit that might be derived out of the works will not last long 
as ^he drainages have already begun to silt up for want of recurring allot- 
ments for the upkeep of any one of them. In certain cases, the works have 
worse effects as well as in'Malda and Dinajpur. 

In narrating the history of the irrigation, embankment, navigation and 
drainaga works, I have shown that nothing substantial and practical was 
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done in that behalf except huge waste of public money in appointing com- 
mittees and commissions one after another who submitted reports, gathered 
data and statistics, offered suggestions and formulated schemes, sometimes 
valuable, only to be forgotten and lost in the archives of the Government 
Secretariat. 

Sir, if you examine the budget statements and allotments for the years 
194G-47 and 1047-48, you will find that there has been no improvement in 
the stereotyped and '.ndifl'erent attitude of the Government and you will 
also find that the scanty allotments provided for in the budget remained 
unappropriated and schemes were either abandoned or not implemented. 

Sir, in the year 1040-47 only 5 per cent, of the total revenue was set 
apart for this department and this year there has been an improvement of 
1 per cent. 

1 will name those schemes the provisions for which remained unspent. 
Minor Provincial Irrigation and Drainage projects — Its. 5, 80, 000 has not 
been spent. Relief and Rehabilitation Irrigation Schemes — 118.1,10,000 
has not been spent. Excavation an<l re-excavation of silted up small irriga- 
tion and drainage channels — Rs. 1,88, 000 has not been spent. Exten.sion of 
irrigation facilities by construction of wells, etc. — Rs.7ti,00t) has not been 
spent. Collection of hydrological data (gauze and discharge observation, 
etc.) — Rs. 1,18, 000 has not been s]>ent. Emergency Irrigation Works 
(“Grow More Food” ScheiiieM— about 1 lakh has not been spent. Navi- 
gation — new works and works in progress— Us. 40. oOO has not been spent. 
Widening of the bed of the Kaliaghye river — Rs. 1,04. 000 has not been 
spent, irrigation for rehahilitation — Rs.l .70.000 has not lieen spent. 
Navigation for rehaliilitution — Rs.20.o.’».(;00 has not been spent. Re- 
excavation of derelict irrigation tanks — Rs. 10. Ob, 000 luis not been .spent, 
and now the project has been altogether given up. 

In conclusion, I submit that there is no dearth of data oi‘ statistics or 
suggestions or schemes, but there is want oi sineen* and capable persons 
at the head. Please imhilie the spirit ot .service and you will serve your 
country and (’ountrymen very well. Do >ou, Sii, yet ask us to congratul.iti* 
the Ministry for their performance? 

Sir, with these words 1 commend iriy motion for the acceptance of the 
House. J (H Hind, 

Mr. ALI AHMAD CHOUDHURY: Mr Speaker, Sir, I rise to support 
the motion for demuml in question and in going to do so I like to speak a 
few words on the subject. Sir, we know it very well that Bengal is deficit 
sin all kinds of food supply and we are crying for “Grow More Food” every 
now and then but we do not make any provision for growing them by 
making all the cultivable land fit through introduction of irrigation as have 
been done in other provinces. We are to look out to the sky (luring drought 
and flood for our cultivation. It is very regrettable. We neglect the whole 
department though it is so vital to u.s. Whatever poor amount is spent in 
the mufassal of the provinc>e in the name of irrigation it is also spent in 
vain in almost in all cases. I will give here a story, nay, a true fact in 
Chittago^. A scheme was taken up to improve the drainage of Gam Luta 
Eeranja Ehan in police-station Potiya last year. Money was sanctioned — 
a huge money, but what was the result? The contractor did not undertake 
the work in the workiuff season. When rain started he employeil some 
Insurers to clear the sides of the canal. I brought the matter to the notice 
of the ^ief Engineer here. ^He tried to get tne work done quicklv but 
local officials of the department conspired with the contractor not to do the 
woHt bnt to get the money in full by doing very small percentage of work. 
Tiw Chief Engineer consequently failed to get the work done. How can 
h# do anything? WTien he was trving the rain started then, no earth work 
Was possible as the whole canal became full with water. If you look to 
j&e papers you will see that the work has been satisfactorily dona bu| in 
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reality you will see that the whole patlily field remains as unimproved as ever 
Jbut the money has been spent and gone to the pocket of the contractor and 
|he local officials as arranged. 

Two other schemes were taken up long, long ago» namely, the Hunger 
scheme in Satkania police-station and Dhurung Khal scheme iii Fatikchari 
police-station. The work was started but subsequently stopped after s|H*nil- 
ing a considerable amount. The whole department has become corrupted 
due .to lack of supervision by the higher authorities and competent Minister* 

The progress of the Karnafully Major Project is not satisfactory. The 
river Karnafully has become shallow due to accumulation of sands for want 
of proper drainage of ruin water due to training of the river mouth hy the 
Chittagong Port Authorit^e^ and Karnafully Hail way Hridge. I have 
brought these facts to tlie notice of the Ilon'lih^ Minister to .sii\e ('hittugong 
from repeated flood and <lestruction. 1 think the Hon ’hie Minister has 
understood the gravity of the .situation and sltould depute some s|H‘ciu 1 otlicer 
to .see the immediate improvement and druinugt' of the river 

^ Sir. we do not gnulge that a big project is under experiment throughout 
VVe.st Hengal but at tlie same time we are very sorry to .si'e the step-motherly 
treatment acoonled to Fast ileiigal. The Feni .subdivision in the district 
of Noakhali liu.s become a constant sour«'e of alaiin dm* to repeated flood 
but we find no .scheme to prevent the recurrence (d such ffoial. The (iumti 
scheme is Wing neglected every veur. The (iharal Klial in rinltagong has 
been completely blocked by sand from Sangbu river during the last flood 
and due to that about ‘Jl st|iiare miles of paddy land bus turned into a waste 
land nt a los.s (d about two thousand maunds oi paddy anmiall,y . Hepealcd 
representation has failed to draw the attention of the dejmrtinent sinci' last 
one year. Tlie river Matliamuiiuri in (’ox’.s Bazar stamls in immediate need 
of improvement. 

Sir, what we re(|uire for flie moment is a bafili of active young revolu- 
tionary w(>rkers (pule selfless and dedicated to lb«* cuust‘ <»f the luotlierlund 
who yvill not hesitate to risk all comfort and luxury for all-round improve- 
ment of Bengal. 

The ( entre is hostile t<> us, our sister provinces dominafed by reactionary 
elements are .similarly hostile. We have got no other alternative but to 
stand on our oyy n legs. Sovereign Ibikistun in Bengal is no more a dream. 
Let us be piepared. 

With these words I take my seat.

Mr. SYED ABDUR RAUF: Sir, I participate in tliis (liNciisMinn with 
a view to place on record our jfrievunces against (Joverninent for inakintf 
no provision tor the re.su.scitation of tlie dyin^ rivers in our <li.stnct of 
Jessore. Sir, Je.ssore is known to he a fever district and its principal ri^’era 
have all come out from the Mathahhanjra and the .laluniji which How in .the 
district of Nadia. Sir. when these rivers were living and flowing it hroufylit 
prosperity and happinesM to the teeininjf Indians of the soil. It hroujifht a 
flourishiujr aj,friciiltiire an<l cominerce; heautiful towns j^rew up and more 
pojiulou*^ and prosjierou.s villajres were found every where in itlie district, 
!>ut in an unfortunate nionuMit. Sir, the Kastern iWnjral Railway line was 
coiiNtructed and tlii> line laii parallel to the rivers .falan^^i and MathahhanKa, 
and at the mouths ot these livers hnd>:<*s were constructtMl hy th(‘ railway 
company. These* hrid^res w(*re .shallow and narrow and perhaps the (ompany 
in onler to minimise the co>.t constructed .such .shalloAi ami narrow hriilges 
with the connivance of this (iovernment. Now the conse((uence is that in 
the course ot a tew year-^ the mouths of these rivers Wi‘re silted un and 
ultimately these rivers died. Sir, with the death of these rivers all sorts 
of miseries have come out in our district. Malaria, cholera and all fell 
disea.ses are rampant in our district and takinjc a heavy toll id the teeminijr 
population of this district. In the course of few years the numerical 
strength, or rather the population of the district has hc»*n reduced hy lakhs; 
not hy hundreds but by lakhs; Sir, so miicli so that from IH lakhs if came 
to he 14 lakhs. Now, Sir. the miestion is whether tin* people's (tovernmenl 
which is now estahlislied liere in the piovince, will also he adamant as the 
bureaucratic (iovernment which was before. Sir, the noble sons ol the soil 
w'ere not unmindful of their duties. They kept on ajritatinn: .since 1!M!) 
till the a^''itation became ^^rave and (ioverniiient had t<i build some cuts sucli 
as (Riuznavi cut, Rijoy cut and Sirish cut. The (iliuznavi cut and the 
Rijoy (*ut were .successful hut the Sitisli cut was altoi^ethfi unsu(‘cessful 
cut. Although a .sum of rupees two lakhs was spf*nt iar this s(’lit*ine hut 
unfortunately not a dro]) of water came. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Y our time is up. 

Mr. SYED ABDUR RAUF: fhie minutt* more, Sir. Although a sum 
of rupees tw'o lakhs was spent not a single drop of water came. This, T say, 
is a monumental scandal of the Irrigation Department, and I ask the present 
Goverpment to hold an enquiry as to why this rut was altogether unsucce.ss- 
ful. I draw’ the attention of the present Government and say that it is the 
people’s demand, it is the demand of about 18 lakhs of people, and they 
are crying for water, water and we want water from our ^pular Ministry. 

Mr. DHANAN40Y ROY: Sir. T wish to say a few words on the cut 
motion of mv friend Mr. Ganendra Ghandra Bliattacharji. It is the proud 
privilege of toth of us to represent a small section of people in this House. 
31 
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Bengal has a peculiar and special problem of its own, over and above the 
larger problenjs which are engaging the serious consideration of our leaders. 
It is the unique problem, Sir. The question is of life and death to the 
peoj)Ie we represent. This problem is urgent and of imperative necessity, 
namely, the resuscitation ot dead and dying rivers. Sir, planning is the 
order of the day— planning of difterent rivers, planning of short-term and 
long-term, planning tor agricultural, industrial and irrigation uplift of the 
country, planning for public health, and now every Government is thinking 
in terms of planning. Our Government has also prepared a plethora of 
plans, but to our great misfortune, if not to our undying shame, these are 
not calculated to revive the glory of the industries for which we were onc^ 
famous. The rivers which once brought us health and wealth and plenty 
through flourishing trade an<l commerce, liave remained neglected as 
ever. 1 h<* plans of the llengal (jovernmeiit have onl_\ fine end in view 
and that is to provide a %vide range of emjiloymeiit tf) a i>artieular section 
of the people of this country. Sir, I would very much like to refer to the 
Blue Hook jmhlished h\ Government; thi^ voliiine has been published to 
show how many new posts are going to be cn^ated iindei each seheim* Imt 
it has not a word to show how the dumh million^ of this ill-fated eoiinlrv 
are going to be affected by tliese jilaiis. I (pute apjireeiate. Sii , the 
tremendous anxiet\ of a communal Governmenl a^ o]>)»os(*d to a ])art\ 
Government fo jirovide (Miiploxment to a*' luaiiN iiuoiiber*' of its conimunity 
as possible. Party Governments, Sii, have to look after the well-being of 
the people in general as the people can make ami unmake tliem. Iba a 
coinniunal GovcTiimenf iin<b‘r the present s,\stt‘m ha-' a jieitietual majoiitv 
and the members of the Governmenl ha\e no incentive Avhatsoevei to look 
after the well-being of that sectirm of tin* peoj>h' who have not. nor can 
have, any say in the constitution of flu* (iovernment. 

Sir, I do not deny the iiecessitN or the urgenc\ of the establishment of 
medical colleges, agricultural colleges, engineering colleges and such other 
colleges, and 1 am fully alive to the necessity of ])ioviding emjiloyinent to 
people who are clamouring for jobs but what 1 do condemn is the lack of 
imagination of those who have been entrusted \nth the sacred duty of look- 
ing after the eecuminie uplift of the country. 

The rivers in Kustern liengal are either dea<l or fast dying out with the 
result that prosjierous ami healthy villages an* now in the gi ip of iiialraia 
and destitution. 

The present budget is a deficit budget. 1 Wduhl certainly have eiuigra- 
tulated the Govennm*nt for liaving the boldm’ss ami efuiruge of presenting 
a deficit budget if 1 found that the deficit was due to the jirovision fi>r well- 
tliougbt-out plans for the rehabilitation of the peojile in general, for the 
removal of jioverty. for the resuscitation of the livers whose decay has eauseil 
untold sufferings to the jicople.

Sir, the death of the river Hrahmaputra. the deea\ of the rivers Sitalakha, 
Dbaleswari, Huriganga, Hangsai and Ichhamuti in Dacca district have 
bought about economic ruination of a ver\ large section of the country 
wbicn was once reuownetl fur it.s prosperity and health but this bad no 
consideration at the ha^ds c>f our (iovernment

Mr. RAJENORA HATH SARKAR: Mr. Si>eaker. Sir. I rise to support 
the cut motion moved hv my lumounihle friend, Sj.

Sir, the failure of the Government to make an early comprehensive 
survey of, the rivers and drainage system of West Bengal have brought 
manifold mischief. The river probteins of Bengal are very complex and 
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Tital and they demand qnick and immediate solution. For with theae 
problems are linked the problems of living of the jH*ople of the nrovinoe. 
Sir, the work of the Irrigation Department is no doubt vast. I sha*' lirst 
c»»nfine myself oniv that side of the work that involves (he ear and 
maintenam'e ot embankmeutfl. Here also Government have hopelessly failed 
to effect any ai»preciable improvement for want <if auN ciunprehensive survey 
in the matter. 

Sir, the (luestnm of eare ami mainteiiamv of einhaiikments is a knotty 
problem and if any earl> solution eannot be arrived at. it will continue 
endangering thous.uuls and thousands ol lives ot tlie j>eople of tiie pnivinee. 
In two ol the disliicts ot West Bengal, namel> . Khulna ami ‘J 4 -I*argunuii, 
i)eO})le have been iinahle to tackle tlu* pioblem oi emhankments ftir their 
lands in the Sumlaihaiis area covciiiig tliousands and thousands of acres, 
and in most lascs (‘arc and maintonaiu'c ol cmhunkmcnt aic a (‘omlition 
precedent to laising (d crop,*, m thi- lands.

Bengal. \iz., tin- Kumar, Nabaganga. ('hitia, Bhuiiab, Bi‘gahati, Kapotaksha, 
lehhariiati and iirtua and man\ othri navig^ation e.inaU m Khubi 1 and oth(*i 
districts des<*Mr immediate atlmitioii oi tin' (ioveinmrnt d h« ii\ers Kapo- 
taksiia.

.Sir, a comprehensive survey of the rivers am! driiinage systein of W’est 
Bengal is very urg(‘ntly rieceHsar> and cannot wait. For it affects the 
health and wealth ot thousand.s and thouHunds of peojde on both Hides of the 
rivers concerned. 

Irrigation, Sir. is one of the best w’ays of bringing aViout improvement 
to those districts of Bengal which suffer from iria<le(|uatf‘ and irregular 
supply of w'ater. It also benefits those diHtncts too which have rink of 
losing their good crops by The health of the people can bt? improved 

by giving effect to exixrt scliemes in this direction by which communication 
and trade can certainly Ik* iKOiefited. 
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Sir, if the people of the province cannot be saved from the dan^irers of 
tf»e rivers and ii the gifts of rivers cannot be made available to the people, 
whnt is the gfMxl of maintaining this department at the cost of huge sums 
trfuij tlie juiblic exche(juerJ'

The Hon’ble Mr. TARAK NATH MUKHERJEA: Mr. Speaker. Sir, I 
have listene<l witli great intere.st and care the observations made by the 
honourahle members but within the very limited time at my (lisjxisal it is 
not possible for me to answer to all of them. But. Sir. I feel extremely 
grateful to srune of the meml>ers for their many useful and practical sugges- 
tions Sir, it is really very gratifying to know that all tin* honourable 
members have fully sujiported my contention. 

Sir, I feel greatly encouraged that all realise the great value, imjiortanc** 
and urgency of the irrigation schemes. But, Sir, as it is not possible tor 
me to answer to all the members, may I mo.st earnestly and respectfully 
reiiuest the honourable members to meet me and discuss with me regarding 
the different projects in which they may feel interested and thus give me 
the benefit of their experience. 

Now', Sir, regarding tin* cut motion of Mr. Annada Prasad Mandal. I 
w'ould only submit that under the Development Act the Damodar ( anal was 
constructed at a cost of about Hs. 1 ,24,00,000 and that it has given great 
benefit to the people cannot be denied. It is an admitted fact that in this 
Damodar (’anal area the outturn of crop has been guaranteed and there i«» 
no failure of crop and accordingly it has been provided that tlie total amount 
of w'uter rate may be as.ses.sed up to the half of the increas(‘d net profit. 
Sir, as a result of experiments during the last six years, it has been found 
out that the average actual net increase in the outturn of padd\ per acre ot 
this area is about maumls and about 2d maunds of straw is obtained 
from this area. According to the actual price now prevailing in the countiy. 
the pri<*e of SA maunds of paddy and 2d maunds ot straw comes to about 
IIh.( 57 and according to the Act in this particular area, not more than 
Us. 0-8 can be charged as water rate. Hs. 5-8 per acre means Hs.l-ld-4 
per and anyone who has any idea of that an*a will bear me out that 

the actual md increase in profit in that area is many times this amount. 
If the ]n*ople (d that urea refuse to pu\ this tax, I would submit that that 
will greath hamper our future activities either tor extending this canal or 
for executing similar other ]»rojects. I hope. Sir. the leaders of })ubH(^ 
opinion in that area will kin<ll> realise this fact and will induce the jieople 
to pay the water rate asses.si*d in this area. 

Regarding the defet'ts in the irrigation jirojects in Nadia district and 
other ml joining places. 1 w«)uld at present onl\ submit that these siheines 
are all eoxereil l)\ the (tange.s Barragt‘ Scheme and I am sure the House 
will agree that piecemeal irrigation projects can never prove succi*ssfiib 
I am sun*. Sir. that when this (ianges Jbirrage Scheme will come into effect, 
all tlii^e i^roblenis will be solved. iDr. J*u.\T\r riuxniu (irn\ Roy ■ 
.\fter how many yearsyt 1 ho|)e. Sir, it will be possible tor the (tovern- 
ment to ]»lace before you a detailed scheme for all the irrigatnui projects in 
the next budget se.s.sion of the House. 

Regarding the cut motion of Mr. Mihir Lai (^hattopadhyaya about the 
Mor scheme, 1 have alreaif^ stated in detail about it. The scheme is already 
in progress and the reasoi^ why Part 1 ot the scheme, viz., the construction 
of the dam. has not In'en possible to be given effect t<). is that it is entirelv 
due to the dilatory procedure adopted b> the Bihar tiovernment, I hope. 
Sir, Mr. Mihir l.#al ('hattopadhya\u and his l^eader will be kind and gocei 
enough to help Government in solving this trouble by inducing the Bihar 
Government to readily agret* to our proposal so that we may make headway 
in this direction, I am grateful. Sir. tnat Mr. Ghattopadhyaya has already 
taken up this task. 
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Regarding the motion of Mr. Khagendra Nath l)»a Gupta on the irriga- 
tion of North Bengal, I have already stated that we exj^t that the Teesta 
Valley Scheme, when given effect to, will solve the irrigation proldeauM in 
the whole of North Bengal and, l»esides that, it w'ill give sutticient supply 
of electric energy for various useful and productive purpose.^. 

Regarding the cut motion of iny friend Mr. Nishitha Nath Kundu, I 
have already stated that due to variou.s factors, it has not been nossible to 
make sub^tan^ial progress regarding some of tlu'se schemes, the retison 
being the de.»rlh ot materials, dearth of Uads ami plants and dearth of 
technical e\pt*rts, on the ime hau^l, and alsi> the (d»structionist pt)licy in the 
case of others. I know of instances where even to leniove a cross-bar 
hunti criminal proceedings were instituted against ottu'ers. 1 know* of 
instances where irrigation projects were stopped because bits <if objection 
were laiseti and suits were filed in court in the matter of land aequisition. 
This along with other reasons wdnch have already heeii stated are maioJy 
responsible for the delay in some of our works, but I bopi* it will n«m’ be 
possible tor us to make bea<lway in all th<‘se works ami exjiedite these works. 

Reirarding tht* improvement of livers in l.ast Bengal, we have already 
drawn up a eomprtdieiisive scheme foi the Brahmaputra river ami also for 
otliei ri\ers in different tlistncts of Dacca, t'hittagong and otlier places. 
It is not possible to dilate upon tbesi* in details now. 

Regarding the i omjirehensive surve\ of the nver diainage system in 
West Hengal. as I have alreads stated, we expect that tin* DaimMlar Scheme 
and tlie Miir Selieme will go a gr»‘at wa> in s<dviiig the irrigation prohlcniK 
(d West Bengal. I think I need not repeat and state in details ahout all 
tliesr tilings I hav(^ not givaui a n»sy pieture, as soim* members have said, 
but I have given a true pi<'tuie wlinh is m»t n>s\ but a gloomy one. 

Lastl\ . I can assure the House that whatever mii.v have b<*en the ease in 
the past, tlie jiresent ( ifiveriimeiit is determined to make a headway and to 
]Uoceed with the woiks most earnestly and henousl\ . The present (Govern- 
ment (bie^ not htdieve in tlieor\ but it believes in action and, 1 hope, by 
oui own action, we will lu* able to prove that we an* determimMl to srdve 
(Oil irrigation pndilems which, I am glad t<» sa\ . the wlnde House realises. 
Is the most important ot all the pnd)lems. 

Sir. with the.se few words 1 oppose all the cut motions.

1 wuuhl refer hist to tile est aldishiiieiit of tfje .Seed M ulllplnal lOIi KanilH. 
It must he known to the imnourahle mtunhers that one ot tin- most ettectlV(‘ 
wa\s of increasing; a);i icult ui ai production is the Use (d j/ood ijUalitN seeds. 
In Heiif^’al our research workers ha%e c\o)\ed impio\(*d varieties ot piiddv 
and jute seeds hut we ha\i* not \et heeii .ilde to make those seeds availahle 
to the pi'ople in anv hir>ri* iju.intil les. We have in the past diHtrihuted 
seed.s ot ihtterent crops hut tliey were sei*<is whicli «e could not call ^ood 
ijUalily se«‘ds exce]»t in a li‘W cases. Tlie tusk ol siipplMii^; Heeds was 
undertaken more as a rnc.isure ot reliei than as a measure ol A ji^riciiltunil 
DtA-elopineni. All tliat we ha\c done so tar i.s to ]>focure food^rairiH from 
the puhlie and to disirihule them as seeds alter subjecting; them to a 
perminution test. W'e luni- ^ot small deinMistr.ition tairiiH of our own and 
we have been >;ettin^; small ipiuiititieH of j;oo<l (jUaht\ seeils from that 
source hut tliex couhl not meet »'\eii a traction of the demand. The 
eHtahiishineiit ot Seed M ultipiieaf ion Farms should not he delu><*d any 
further. Our idea i' »o iiave alto^;ethei „*!) Seed Multiplication Farma. 
One of these farms whicli will he i>rirnanl\ devoted to multiplication of 
Jute Seed.s will he acres in area. Every other farm will he more or 

less 2()0 acres in area. These tann.s will W linked to registered grower! 
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of class A and class B. Tlie seeds produced at the farm will be given for 
further multiplication to A class growers and the seeds produced by A class 
growers to B class growers. It is estimated that it will become possible 
to cover the entire countryside with good quality seeds within four years 
after the establishment of the faniis. We shall of course continue to 
distribute comparatively small quantities of seeds available from our own 
farms. 1 may mention here that land for five seed multiplication farms 
has already been acciuired and cultivation, etc., started. We are proceeding 
ahead with the estaoli.shment of other farms. Our progress is slow due to 
the difficulty in getting materials for putting up buildings, equipments, 
etc. It is hoped to make these farms paying. The Works and Buildings 
Department had already too much work on their hands and it has therefore 
been found necessary to have a separate Works and Buildings Section under 
the Agricultural Directorate. Simultaneously with the drive for the 
establisliment of these farms, we have discontinued purchasing seeds of 
staple crops, the genuinene.ss of which w’e are unable to guarantee. We 
propose to restrict our activities in this direction to the distribution of 
vegetable seeds and seeds of todiler crops which have to be imported from 
outside Bengal. It would perhaps be desirable for me to indicate here that 
we are trying to grow seeds of certain types of vegetables as would run to 
seeil in tlie jilains of Bengal at Rrishnagai. 

The other metlnal of increasing agricultural jiroduction is the use of 
manures. This method is estimated to increase production liy at least 2d 
per cent. We have particularly concentrated on popularising difl'erent typ(*s 
of manures among our cultivators during the current year. \\'e propose to 
increase our activity in this direction still iurthei. Boneineal which was 
seldom used as manure until two \ear.s ago is now very much in demand 
and we feel that we should be able to consume within Bengal all the bone- 
meal which IS manufactured here. The Bengal cultivator has also taken 
very kindly to artificial fertili.sers. We have distributed nearly lo.(M)l) ton.> 
of Ammonium Sulphate during the current year. We hope to take in 
double the figure jirovided supplies from abroad are iorthcoming. The 
honourable members may be interested to hear that for the first time this year 
w*e are distributing fertili.sers direct through our seed stores and not through 
the linneriai (’heinical Industries. This will result in undoubted econorn.v 
and wider distribution of the fertilisers. We liave also been trying to 
initiate the villagers in the use of compost and green manuring. We have 
to continue increasing the pace of our activity until the service of the 
department reaches every grower in every village of this big Province. At 
present the activities of the Department are on a very much restricted scale. 
For carrying our message to the iloor steps of tlie grower we want a much 
bigger organization, inuiined by men properly trained and inspire<l with 
sympathy for the cultivators. Bengal has, more than any other big 
Province of India, neglected in the past the provision of facilities for giving 
technical training iii Agriculture and animal husbandry to the sons of the 
eoil. I am trying ni\ best to make up for this ileficiency. We have to 
re-organiae and expand both our agricultural schools as well as tmr agri- 
cultural college. We have provided fund.s in tlie binlget tor the purpose but 
the auiountvS given indicate oiiIn the stage of progress which we hope to 
attain during the coming year. Actuall\ bigger sums will be required lo 
give effect to the complete schemes. The fact is that our progres.s in 
iniplemenling the.se .sciiemes is being retanled by the scarcity of building 
materials. Aiiyw’ay we are laying down •'ound foundations and tlie good 
superstructure will arise iu^due course. We have made provision for send- 
ing 14 boys abnnid for leclinieal training during the coming year. We 
selected 14 hoys for the same purpose during the current year. Some of 
them have alread> left for foreign countries. Dther'^ are awaiting allot- 
ment of passages, etc. In a few' years' tune Bengal will have a fairly large 
number of exjierts of its own and there will be very little occasion to get 
technical men from elsewhere as has l>een the case hitherto. 
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ProTision has also beon made for the establishment of thana seed stores 
all over Bengal. We have already got 22(> seed stores but they are all 
located in hired buildings which are really not suitable for the storage of 
gootl seeds and manures. We hope to have one seed store in each tnana 
at the en<l of the coming five years. The term “setMl store*’ is really a 
misnomer, us it might imply as if from these stores only seeds are given 
out. In fact from these stores we distribute seeds, manures, and agri- 
cultural overseer whose duties include giving advice to cultivators on all 
matters jiertaining to crop and animal iuisbandry. Where he cannot give 
pn)i>er advice himself, he reters tiie person seekii»g his ailvice (t> the 
appropriate person on the higher level. 1 have visited several ot these 
stores during the course of my tours ami wliile I cannot claim (hat they are 
all working efticientl\ I teel that they are rendering u.seful service. These 
stores are gradua]l\ becoming the (‘eiitre** ot all oui extension activities. 
As indicated alread\ we are expanding oui uctjviti»‘s in various directions. 
For this extra stafl has to he appointed The pit\ is that we do not always 
get sutticient number ol properl\ t|ualitied men. We have then to slow down 
our pace pertorce 'Fbe current \ear saw (he anmlgaimition of the lK»velop- 
inent department with the Agricultural Directorate. There were consider- 
able economies which resulted from this amalgamation. Moreover, the 
Agnculturiil Directorate got additnmal manpowei which is being utilised 
ioi inteiisifitMl projuigamla. The Assistant Inspectors ol .liitt* were kept 
engagetj in running the wint«*i \t‘getahle .seedling (entres. During this 
winter we ran aN nian\ a*, ddll eeiilres all <»\ei Bengal. Wo can claim that 
this scheme re*.ulte(l in -tiiiniiatiiig increased v«*getahle produetioii in this 
jirovince. 

I do not want to gi» int(k fuithei details ol the woik wliich we propose 
to do in the i-oniing year in regard to hoi t leultural development and the 
developiiHUit ol sugarcane It should he sufli<Ment il 1 tell > oil lliat we are 
trying to work tlie great potentialities in these liehls to the lullest extent 
possible. 

Crop liushamlrv .md animal hushandrv go iiand in hand. Agriculture 
cannot prosper unless our cattle inipiove During the war \ears our province 
suffered a lot due to the depletion ol its cattle wealth. It is our policy to 
give the cultivatoi a good dual puriaise animal. Years of researcli have 
produced one definite result. It is (hat the Hanana hriaul ol cattle provides 
tlie answer to the cultivator’s reipureineiit.s. We could import very few 
hulls for upgrading our cattle during the war vears. We are im])orting HCM) 
hulls during the current vear and u slightly highei ininiher during the 
coming year. AVe have learnt a lew le.sscms from our jiast experience and 
we are now putting the hulls in concentrated areas of iliffereiil iliMlrifits 
rather than spreading them all over the place. The caretakers of hulls am 
selectcfl witli care. Each one ot them is given Hs i pel mensein by way 
ol miiintenance charge lor the hull. Kvj*r\ caM‘takei is re<jUir«Ml to grow 
at least one acre ol fodder crop. The pn»gcn\ of tin* Imlls an* careftilly 
registered. The work of upgrading the local cattle js thus proreedinjaf 
slowh Imt s\ steinatically . Every “cruh hull in the cnmaMitrated urea IM 
castrated simultane«»iisly with the jdanting ol a p»*iligiee hull. It is not 
our intention to continue importing' hulls loi tin-, wairk from outside lor 
all time to come. As is already kne^wn to the honourable memhers of the 
House we are engaged now in setting up the livestock hreeding-ciim-reHearch 
station at Hannghata. W’e hope to start tiie actual hreeiling on this farm 
in the coming year. W'e should Iw supplying Imlls Ironi this tarm every year 
once it gets going properly. Provision has he«*n made in the budget for 
completing the huildings, staffing, etc., of this tarm in the coming year. 
WV also propose to take effective step tu <onserve our existing breeding 
stock. This |H to |»e achieved h> the e«*tahli-hmenf of a farm for the sulviige 
of dry eows from ( aicutta. If is our |Mdicy to eneourage good local breeds 
wherever available. We have only two tracts which can |>rr»vidc good local 
breeds. Due is the hilly area round Kaliinpong. and it will lie noticed that 
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fiteps have be«i) takon to esfahlisli a fanu at Kaliiiiponp for work on Seri 
Cattle. The other tract wliieh looks promising is the Chittagong district 
and ue [oopose setting up a breeding tarm for work on the local breed. 

It is natural to turn to poultry from cattle. Bengal leads in this matter 
most <tther j>rovinc<*s. We have set up five hig poultry multiplication 
centies. We are now in a position to supply thousands of higli grade birds 
and eggs to the cultivators. I lielieve that we could «lo w'ith more of such 
farms. 

It would make a long stor\ if 1 were to enumerate all the schemes a.s are 
receiving our attention. All tliat imjuesses me most is the tact that our 
jirovince possesses the richest soil in Imlia. We can grow almost any known 
crop on our lands. We have tailed to utilise our natural resimrces to the 
best advantage due to lack of inttuest in agriculture. I see iiov\ an .iwaken- 
ing and I welcome it. I would like it to grow so that Agiicultural develop- 
ment comes to he treated as the item of work possi^ssing tlie liighest jiriority. 
The ilemands 1 am j)Utting forward to(ia\ are high compared to what the.\ 
used to he in the |)ie-lamiue t>eriods hul they are actually low w'hen one 
considers the gigantic proportion of the agricultural pi-ohleni. I am not 
pitcliing them higher .cs 1 ha\e not \et got the reijuisite human and olhei 
materials. All ol iis wouhl. 1 believe, like to sih* these dmimmls increa'>e 
in size a.s soon as we aie assunsl lh<*n proper ulili'>alioii.

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: The iiKttion of my friend Mr. Mandal 
whifdi f rise to support einhraceM all food crops but time will not permit me 
to deal with anything but our stajde food crop, rice, and that also in its 
jirodiiction aspect only. The annual jirodiiction of rice in Bengal estimated 
at an average of HI lakh tons over the period 11)28-1942 wa< short of our 
reijuirements practically evei since 19dt>. Yet strangely enough it was 
m)t until imports were cut f>ll from Buima and a shadow of the famine 
sjirawled itself over Bengal and other areas that the movement for the 
“Grow More Food” Campaign gatheied iiufJetiis and even then at the 
instigation of, and the financial subsidisation li\ . tiie Government of 
India. Three full years have elapsed since then and what have ^^e 
achieved Y 

Our food reijuirements, say in 194(i, may be coni]»iited as folhiws: —

Ot 
the 109 lakhs umler agricultural tlcinoiistratioii and projiaganda lOl laklis 
are uccouii(e<l foi b\ the “Grow More Food " ( ampaign. There are eertaiu 
traits about this exjienditure to which 1 would like t(t draw \(»ur attention.

Jn the tfiirtl place, about Rs.2o lakhs were sfwnt liy (iovernrnent on 
distribution of seed- in I94<»-47. This would have certainly constituted a 
desirable eX|)emliture Imt there are two facts to he considered. E’imt, an 
is well-known, s«-eds are not at all profrerly distributed. Secondiv, there is 
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ample scope for misappropriation of public money. If honourable members 
will refer to page 142 of the Appropriation Accounts for 1944-45, which was 
recently circulated, they will, Sir, find out how (jovernment have sustained 
a loHH of about lakhs under the scheme of distribution of wheat seeds 
in 194-144. I may also add that even as early as 1938, the Bengal Rice 
anil I’addy Enijuir>' Committee observed that departmental work in connec- 
tion with distribution of seeds “has been hitherto most perfunctory and 
inadecjiiate”. Things unfortunately have not improved even now. 

Kveii this rather cursory examination of expenditure on the “Grow More 
l\)o<r’ ('arnpaign will provide sufficient grounds ])y way of explanation as 

why the campaign has not yielded any result> whatsoever. Yet, the 
problems of agricultural improvement are only too well-known and have 
already been discussed ad iiausrujn. In so far as increase of production of 
food crops is concerned, the Final Grains Policy Committee presided over 
by Sir Tht^odore Gregory pointed out that this could be done in three ways, 
viz., (a) increasing the output of existing areas by intensive cultivation, 
(h) replacing unwanted crops by food crops and this is the object of the 
Bengal Jute Regulation Act of 1940, and (o bringing fresh lands under 
cultivation. First as to >ield. It ih dejilorable that the yield of rice per 
acre in 1945-40 was 91-5 lbs. in Bombay. 8(il lbs. in Madras. 852 lbs. in 
Assam but only 800 lbs. in Bengal. Fnited Provinces and Bihar and Orissa 
have lower yield but I do n<»t tliink it will be Government's contention that 
they are competing for the lowest position. It ma> interest honourable 
members to know that Dr. Burns in his “Memorandum on Technological 
Possibilities of Agricultural Development in India ” states that, at a conser- 
vative estimate, the yield of rice can be increuMal b\ thirt\ jici cent., viz,. 
5 per cent, by using improved varieties (d see<l.s. 29 pei cent. ]»y increasing 
manure and 5 per cent, by protecting from iH'st-. ami diseases, lie adds 
that there should even be no difficult^ in increasing pi-eseiit average outturn 
by 50 per cent., viz., 19 pei cent, by variety and 49 pei ccmt. by manuring. 
An increase of even 19 to 15 pei cent, in \ield would make Bengal self- 
sufficient in rice even without any extension <>1 cultivation. In actual 
practice, however, the yield i>er acre in Bengal shows signs of decline. 

As to bringing fresh lands under cultivation. The cultivable waste 
other than fallow^ in Bengal is about tl million acres. Its problems are also 
well-known. The primary mnds are irrigation in B'estern Bengal and some 
districts of (Viitral ami Northern Bengal and adeejuate drainage facilitie.s in 
Eastern Bengal and several districts in ( eiitral and Northern Bengal. As 
to Irrigation, the Royal ('ommissun on Agriculture observed in 1928: 
“No general surve\ of the irrigation jmssihilities of Bengal has yet been 
made*”. And 1 belie\e the position remaiiiH much ihv same even after the 
lapse of 2 more decades. Practically nothing again being done to reclaim 
vast water-logged wastes which are expanding due' to the meandering and 
decay of rivers and wrong alignment ul loads and railways. ' 

Time will not permit me to do more than ju^t mention a matter of 
great importance on which the Famine Kn<|Uiry (’ommis^ion had laid great 
emphasis, viz., the imperative necessity of increasing tlie supply of protei*- 
tive foods such as pulses, milk and fish. Incidentally, could the Hoii'ble 
Minister enligliten us if Mi. Elnihirst. wliose services Mr. Casey had 
requisitioned, had formuhiteil any worthwhile scheme or policy, and if so, 
what has happeiietl to ihath As to the ilevelopment programme ot the 
Dei>artnient, it iloes not iiudude any sub.stantial selieme for either improve- 
ment or the exte!isi<»n ot production ot rice. Further, as I have alreadv 
explained in another context the B<*ngal (iovernment wouhl do well not to 
rely too much upon curtaining OiUral a.ssistniice for financing their develop- 
ment projects. Honourable inemfkers may also be interesteil to know that 
the Government of India have already warned the Bengal Government that 
their proposed development expenditure is beyond their resources. Look 
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wherever you will. Sir, into the Afrricultural Budjret. you will hanlly dift- 
cover any indication of a compreluMisivt* policy or plan. The department 
lacks any purposeful drive or projrressive direction. Thi.s is probaldy due 
to the fact that the Director -of Agriculture is not a technical man and can 
therefore have but little appreciation of the urgent need as also of poten- 
tialities of projects of scientific iniproveinent. It inu\ be that the (foveru- 
inent are not interested in these questions. All tliat they care for is the 
multiplication of jjoats and MuHliia (Officers. Thio the Director is doin^ X’ery 
efficiently. I do mit know ahout the domicile of the jfouts hut man\ of the 
Mu>lim officers. I understand. — and my friends opposite slnuild take note* 
of tlii^ — have hi‘en lecnnted from other IVovineeN. 1 understand that all 
the j postn in the Heni^al Agricultural Sfivice hlh*d up hy dirci’t appoint- 
m«*nt since Ajiril. 1!M(1, have j^one to non-lien^ralis. Inelusive of the Director 
a lar^H* niimher ot Muslim ofheer'* in this depaftment has had this 
unfortunate effect that the a>;i n ulturul n«‘e4ls and ]»riddeni'» of this province 
aie not full\ *i[)pl eelated It is nu \>«iiidet that the Dlieetor is not in toiiell 
with the juilsf of ilu* eoiint rvHide. So <*n>j:r4isMMi is he in lU'livities olio*!’

Mfi FAKIR ABDUL MANNAN: Mr. Sjnmkei, Sir, ei^jrhtv [lei rent, 
of the population ot this |»io\ince uie ui^rieultui ists Tlie aim and fdijeet 
ot all la\i and h‘^i.slution is to do the ),(teutest ^ood to the greatest nuiiiher 
hut untortunatel\ the agriculturists of this pioMnee iiave always been 
nej^lected. Even today w-e fiml that not even the five |»er cent, of the total 
budgeted estimate is ^min;; to he s|M.nt fnr the improvement of the lot of the 
agriculturists who have heconie so poor. N()W'uda>s the average agncuJturisi 
carinrit even, inspite of his hard work for the whole da\ . Jiave two ineulM a 
day to keep hi.s bo<ly and soul togetlii’i. 

The Agriculture Department came into existence manv >ears ago but, 
unfortunately, some foreign experts were placed at the head of lh«* depart- 
ment but the result v^a.s not as ex|>ected. "I’hes#* experts could not under- 
stand the intricate pndileiiis of the country and um such no improvement 
wliutsoever could l»e made in the department. < If late We find that some 
extensions have been made in the departn ent. A large number of offiirers 
have fieen afisorbed from the .Jute Itegulatiou Department but these officers 
have got no training whatsoever and as a re.sult they are pnlt■tical)^ of no 
use to the agriculturists. These offieers should l>e trained in small hatches 
during the off .season la'cause the service# of these officers are not ulwav.s 
required in the mcdtissil. More<»ver, these offic'ers are ver}* ilLpaid. Thev 
have got no office and ws such tliey rantiot discharge tlieir dutie.s properly 
and they also do not know whether they will be retained because* they have 
not been yet made permanent. 
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We find that research is goin^r on in this Department for a very long 
time hut the result of the researches cannot reach the villagers — the 
cultivators — wJio should have been benefited by them. There is no proper 
machinery lor giving the illiterate cultivators the necessary knowledge 
about the research work that is being done at his cost. Proper propaganda 
work should be taken up by this Department, especially by the officers who 
are in (lirect touch with the real agriculturists. The poverty of the agri- 
culturists means poverty to the largest* number ot people in this country. 
So, unless the condition of the agrciulturists can be improved there is no 
h(jj>e for the improvement of the Proviiice as a whole. 

Further, we see that there is no proper supervision of the work of the 
officers who are in direct touch with the villagers. There is one set of 
othcers w’ho sit only vn the office and they work out their schemes on paper 
without knowing what will be the ultimate result of their w'ork. But the 
other set wlio are in constant toucli with the agriculturists have gr*t no 
special knowletlge about agrciulturc. Soil survey which can be said to be 
tlie A, B, F of agriculture lias not \et been taken up on any scientific basis 
in this country. The agriculturists are illiterate and do not know what 
crops will grow more on what land and what crop will give the be-t 
economic return. So it is necessary that research and soil survey should 
be taken up tm scientific basis and it sliouhl be done wdlhoiit delaj'. 

As regards seed distributi<ui. as lias been said, it is not at all satistactoi v. 
The area of a f liana in the niotussil is so lug tJtat i*verT t liana covers an 
area of more than one hundred scjuare miles Tlie otfu er- who sit in the 
tliana with tin* seeds <1() not go to tin* localities eoncerneil ami as sucli the 
agriculturist who resid(*s in tin* distant (‘oiiiei does not know and cannot 
take the set*ds.

I would ask the honourahle memhers to c-ast their nimds hack to the 
position at fliis time last \eai Tlie Ihdeiiee of India Itules were still in 
force. Tlie pi ices of jute and jute poods were still eontrolleij. Thiui in 
March like .t hidt from the him* eaine .in annoumemeiit tliat on the dlst 
March the state of emerpenex would teiminate. At lh.it time the pnecM 
of jute were eonfrrdled as f sjihI. Forward huHiiio's w.is pomp on in the 
normal wax in which jute hiisim-ss j.. usii.dlx londm te«l 'riiuf meant that 
husiness xvas heinp lione for several months .dmad ami :dter enierpenrv 
passed on the dlst M.irch. the control of prnes would lapse on <li<. .’iOlii 
Sejitemlier. The rioveriimeiit xxere asked for a ijeelaration of prdiev. hui 
none was forthconnnp. Thex had fixed the (pKita of sowinps at eipiil anmiH 
of the standard acreape. Now tin* n.itural rorollarx ot the control of 
production lias heen the r-ontiol of pfK<‘s, hut the ( rovertiiuent of Bf*npul 
fail<‘d to make any declaration of policx. In .lulx representatives of the 
x\'hole trade and indiistrx met tlie f'liief Sliiuster. fit* jironiised a der hiration 
of policy hv the end of July. Kml of Julx came hut no <lerlai,itioii w’a« 
forthcominp. Kml of Auptisf came; still there was no de<laration. At thin 
time husiness was at a standstill At the end of .^epteinher fioxetiiment 
announced tliat thex had decided to allow the eontrols fn lapse. ]'rice« 
iininediatelv rorketed. The prower*^, it is true, henefitted, and thev pof 
higher prices. Bu< whose expense? To hepin with at least it was at 
the expense of those enpaped in the raw jute trade. Thounands of Bengali

and otlier merchants have been ruined by the policy of Government. Crores 
of rupees have been lost. It is no advantage to the province to transfer 
money from the pockets of one section of the people to those of another. It 
merely impoverished one section for the benefit of another section, and in 
the long run the province suffered. That is what the Government of Bengal 
did. 

Now, Sir, I turn to another aspect of the matter. Long before the end 
of the war it was obviou.s that at the conclusion of hostilities there would 
be a great demand for jute and jute goods. It was the duty of the Govern- 
ment of Bengal to be ready to meet that demand, ])ut what did the Govern- 
ment rlo'' Iney cut down the supplie.s, so that Bengal was unable to reap 
the pHifit because she had not got the goods. In the mean time those 
countries whicli were forced hy war comlitions to use substitutes are being 
cfunpelled to develop and continue their use — compelled by the Government 
of liengal to use substitutes for Bengal’s jute. I know, Sir, that talk of 
substitutes is regarde<l in Government circles u.s a bogey to frighten children. 
But tlie threat of substitutes is real. Every country in the world during the 
war was using substitutes of some kind, and they will continue to develop 
these substitutes as long as the (iovernment raise tliese prices to artificial 
levels, and jute goods will find very difficult to compete at present prices 
with these substitutes because the (Tovernment of Bengal has taken away 
jute’s natural advantage of cheapness. Moreover, if those countries which 
have developed these substitutes find that jute goods tall to a price at whicii 
they are again competitive, these countries will not hesitate to shield their 
own products hy protective tariffs. The policy ol tlie (iovernment of 
Bengal is therefore one whudi is inipenlling tin* very existence of the 
industry and all that de]»end.s on it. I know, Sir, tliat it will be argued 
tfian an increase in the area under jute will reduce the suppU of rice but 
ib(* effect would f>e so small as to be negligible. An inciease of one anna 
in (he jute acreage would iiieaii a loss of about (id, 00(1 tons of rice if all the 
additional land ]ui( under jute were rice-land hut much of it would be land 
unsuitafde for rice-growing. Moreover, as has Ixmmi pointed out ])\ various 
(’omniissious, (here is no hope of making Bengal self-siiiiporting in rice 
prodmOion h\ any possible incrmise in the acreage under net* at tlu* expense 
of jute crops. It call onl^ he d<»iie hy improved agriculture to increase tlie 
viehl of rice which is at present the lowest in the world, and it can onl^ 
lie improved by improviul method of agriculture and improved see<L The 
I)ej)aitment of Agru'ulture have tailed in their pnmar\ duty of jiroviding 
better iiuality of seeds s«» as to ^e( a better yield of rice. “Grow More 
Footl ” (’ampaign lias been the policy of the Government, but it has proved 
u failure, and the de[mrtmeiit seek-s to conceal that failure by taking land 
from jute cultivation and this is the only way in wliich the> can show an 
increa.se in rice jirodiiction. That is a suicidal policy. I^et the department 
concentrate on supjdying improved seeds to the cultivator and sto|» trying 
to ruin the jute tnule and indus(r\. 

Then, again, there is the question of revenue. Tlie Kaw’ lute Tax and 
the Jute Export Duties are piofitafde sources of revenue but the p<dicv of 
the Government of Bengal has so reduee<f the exports that it has endangered 
the revenue and it has i>een necessary to raise the rates of export tax. 

Lastiv. but by no means of least importance, is the question of employ- 
ment. The artificial scarcity created bv the Government is such that there 
is .some doubt as to whether all the mills can keep working. Indeed, if it 
were not for the restrictions imposed on the export of raw jute, it is certain 
that .some mills would have. To close. The ouota of sowings for the current 
aeason has Wn fixed at eight annas of the standard acreage. That is 
inadequate. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Your time is up. 

Mr. H. A. LUKE: One minute more, Sir. It is not enough to meet 
the export demand and keep all the mills in India supplied, and, if there 
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should be any adverse circumstance of nature such as drought or flood, it h 
exjmrts will have to be curtailetl further or some iuiIIa in India 
will have to stop working. Either courNe would W disastrous. The policy 
of the (iovernment cvf Bengal whether looked at from the near point of view 
or w’lth regard to the more distant future. i> leading to disaster which will 
involve not only those engaged in the jute trade and industry hut the gniwers 
as Tvell and, ultimately, the whole pro\ince. e, therefort*. urge Itiat the 
errors which have been committed be rectified before it is too lute, and 
Government increase the quota for the current vear b\ two annas making 
ten annas in all. 

Mr. MANORANdAN DHAR: In view of the (Tiinina! callousness, and 
stony. unresiKinsive and pei verse attitmle of the Ministry towanls the various 
demamls daily voiced tnuii this ^ide. <me does not feel much enthusiastic to 
raise any issue here knowing tin* fate that usiiallx awaits siich issues. It 
i'' an e.\tremel\ ihqdoiablc po,*.i!ioii Still our dut\ to the peopli* impels 
U" even in this unea-.\ and uncouth atmosj>here to give voii'c to the real 
and vital grievaiues our people are siifleniig tnun. Now I am going to 
raise a disf‘Ussi«»u about certain piobleiiis tliat relate to the da\-to-duy vital 
neeils ot the peas.mii \ . tlie < ultivatoi s, the men btdiind the plougli, about 
whom tills Ministr\ pietemU to have some sympatliv and soli(*itude. Sir, 
it will not be an over-statement to sa> tliut to promote the prospiTity oi 
agriculture cattle ]>bi\s a vei\ important pint. Kvci.\ attempt must be 
made to save tlie (‘attle wealth trom damage and deterioration. The 
iiujioitance (d the need of the agrieult unsts foi an adi'ijuiite siqiply of good 
maiiuie, and good pbmglj I'attle, eaiinot Im* overestimateil. t'altle is the 
very iouiidation n{ agiicultuie As Mahatma (iandbi saui “cattle is the 
motbei (d pritspent \ “ . ( (ov gives us milk and manure wlien alive, unit 

att(‘i death, hides and iemes and otliei manures and products. W’lmt is the 
coiidilion ui cattle in this countivy Sir, trom the t'ensus it will appi'iir that 
this cattle Wealth is deiicasing. paitU'ularK in Bengal II we evamiiie the 
comp.iralive reconls of ( eiisus B»«port. since we will see that in tlie 

course of ten vears ending lltdl. tlicie has been an increase ol this cattle 
tlirougluuit the wludc oi India, except Bengal, and during tlie last 
(piimiueninum ending lllfH. as tar as I rememi>ei. it was t(»und that eattle 
Wealth was deeieasing m Bengal aiul in two other piovinces; whereas, in 
all oth(*r [irovinces theie was all increase. That is an alarming prospect. 

It anyhod\ w*ants to anodioiate the lot <d tlie peasantry and miltivators, then 
none can ignore tins vital puddem which is <d very keen interest to (hi‘ polugh- 
meii. In India ctticient lultivation di*|»ends largely on the capaeily of the 
plough cattle and cattle are the only source of poyx’er available to the 
cultivator So, Sir, yviiat is being done by tliis Ministry for imiiroving the 
(’ondition of the (’uttle wealtlil" Sii, tliere is nn statistics to he rein'd upon 
as to the number ot cattle. If wc examine the All- India figures of cattle 
products and cattle wealth, wc find it to he tf» the extent ot one thousand 
crores of rupees. 1 do not kiioyy ot any othei iinlustiy yvhn h yndds such a 
largi' wealth. When I look through tin* budgetary provision I find the 
same old stereotyjied provision foi some possihh* live-stoe|c <*enfres here and 
there, and other haphazardly taken small me.isiiie'. I see no provisnm lor 
soil improvement and no jirovision to impntye tlie catth* wealth in our 
country. 

Sir. next to cattle. I come to the question of maniin*. Next to the 
provision ol ade([iiate suppl\ of water, use of manure is the most important 
me^iiis of increasing the yield of crops. The use of fertilisers, tlie use of 
manures, has got to he extemled if (he fertility and the consecjiient producti- 
vity of the land have got to be inrrease<l. These are commonplace vet 
essential things. \o popular ministry worth the name can ignore the^e 
problem**. But what are the provisions that have been made in tiiia 
budget?" We find notliing. When I examine tlie figures I find, tliere i<» 
anly a provision of fiv* lakhs of nipeea for manuring and out of that aWiut 
2 lakhs go to the establishment, and other sums have been di.stributed in 
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driblets under two or three items which are not much effective. So they 
are tinkering with this problem. This problem cannot be tinkered or trifled 
with. The whole picture must be looked at from the standpoint of a parti- 
cularly comprehensive outlook of doing real good to the people. 

Sir, another factor is that the supply of fertilisers must be so arranged 
as to make it possible for the poor cultivators to have these manures in all 
parts of the country and at as cheap rate as possible. And then, the 
munurijil problem of India is the problem of deficiency of nitrogen in the 
soil. Phosphates are also needed and this problem must be approached 
scientifically. So steps should be taken to increase nitrogenous manures. 

There are several forms of manures which may be produced and these are 

(o) turmyard manure, (//) compost made from night soil and refuse in 
urban areas, (r) conijmst made from village refuse and other materials, (fl) 
oilcake, in green manure, (/) bonemeal, fish manure, etc., {g) chemical 
fertilisers and all these things. But I do not see any provision in the budget 
or any j)lan or ))rogranime j)laced before the House h\ the Minister wbicb 
indicate that they are going to .seriously tackle this pndjlem which means 
a great dea| in a country where the necessity of increasing the productivity 
of the soil is so great. 

Then. Sir, I come to the (juestion ot cattle insurance. You know, Sir, 
people borrow mone\ . jmrebase seeds and manures and cattle and t}ie\ invest 
their all in the fiebls but before the harvest-time comes, very often natural 
calamities take place. The cattle die, c\ clone comes and everything is 
spoilt. So then there is no jirospect before the cultivators but a bleak 
future — cheerless and full of uncertainties. Over and ab(>ve all tbe.se tilings 
there is the <|Uestion ot crushing indebtedness and in Bengal Agricultuial 
Indebtedness e.xtends to roughly about 97 ciores oj iu])ees.

cultural indebteilness in Madras stated that there are two causes of indebted- 
lies.s— hrstly due to cattle epidemics and crop failure and set'ondlv natural 
calamities, naniel>, inundation, cyclone, floo<l. etc. To protect ‘the ooor 
cultivators against these unfore.seen hazards the onlv tiling that is necessarv 
i» crop insurance and cattle insurance. There is need of .some sort of saft- 
guards against the.se risks. Mr Nalini Banjan Sarkar. the ex-Finance 
Alinister ol the (lovernment ot Bengal, di.scussed and dealt with this <,ues. 
ion <in various occasions. In the ( eiitral Asscmldy the (.ther dav. I was 
looking in the papers, that this ijuestion was laised in connection ‘with the 
discussion of a resolution by Mi. Xarayan Murti. This iiuestion of agru 
cultural insurance was abso rai.sed in rniti‘d l‘rovinces. It has also been 
ConsnlertMl in several Western countries. So. Su. to tackle this agricultural 
problem, to improve the lot of the peasantiv. theie mu-t be some sort of 
insurance against these inevitable risks to the cattle and crops.

So it is a pity that these agriculturists are 
neglected. Sir. we have onl\ a hp sympath\ for these agriculturists. We 
say (hat they are the hackhone of s<Huel\ . Really they are the hackhoue 
i everyone of us suck the hlood ot these poor ugricultiiri.sts. 

V\ itUout these agriculturists we have no place in thus world. They are 
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simple and ignorant people. They have no education, and it is well known 
that everyone cheats these fellows. Tlie pleaders, the jotedurs, the luinindars 
and all others— each and everyone — cheat these fellows (A voiCK from thk 
( oxoRKSs Hk\chf.s : tven yf)ur Minister.** cheat theiu.i (h)vernment savs 
that it wants to grow more food, hut how is if that (T(»verninent wants to 
grow more fcKxl unless the (iovernmeiit comes and helps these [leople in grow- 
ing more fmul. tiovernment shonhl educate them; (ioveniment should find 
out wa>s and means as to how to grow more fooil. The ngriculturivsts have 
got no cattle. Even the few that they have got are not fit to plough the field.

After the gi'eat ♦*\p<*nments of Sn Ail»ett flo^^ard and other 
AA’estern Savants it Inis be<*n juoved that cattle js siijietior to eng^itie for 
ploughing tin- land which causes soil (h-ea\. and compost manure id which 
COW' ilung and mint* form tin* main part is supcinu tr» artificial feitilizerH 
which cause soil decav as well .is tl«*vehip soli ami plant disease. St». Sir, 
cattle will «*ver jrlay a imrst piomim-nt p.nt in tin* eeonomx <d this comifr>. 
It Is tiul\ ('ailed us l|je m<»th«*j oj piosperilv. .is the ^'ivei of milk, as (he 
jiroducer of cattle foi jdough and cart and piodmei <d niaiiuie. and from 
the religious standpoint also it is therefore .niored botli b\ iht* Hindus and 
the Malnuiiedans--the Hindus eorisnlei it as tin- (*m)dem of oneness of animai 
cteation and the Mahoniedaris adore it as the saried tdiject of roligioUH 
saefihee. 

For ever\ two human beings t}n*rt* is run* <'attb‘ in India as well as in 
liengal. As my friend Mr Manorarijan Dhur has said, tire annual ^alue* 
of <‘ow product and cow* labour is |{s.l,(MMl <rores, but in spite rd tins result 
one should not be happy because ilie cow in India is the most dt*graded, the 
most uncared-for animal. It is most underfed and undernourished and the 
condition of the Bengal cow is the worrit in India and the condition of cow« 
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in WVmterij Bengal is worse than that in East and North Bengal Wause 
West Bengal has to depend upon imported cattle only from Orissa which has 
worst stock in the world. This is the position in a great part of Midnapore 
and southern part of 24-Pargana8. Famine and War have also made havoc 
upon the cattle population and the cumulative result of all the factors today 
is that an average cattle does not give more than half the work it used to 
give in pre-war times and an average cow does not ^ive more than half the 
milk it produced before. Thi.s is the pitiable condition in which the cow 
has fallen in India. But what has Government done for this? It has done 
nothing. Stud bulls are rarely found in the villages, specially in Southern 
Bengal. I have seen with my own eyes that a villager is roving in vain 
from village to village with his cow in search of a stud bull or is trying with 
a stunted bull. This ha^ rendered very many cows sterile in rural areas, 
but what has the Government done in this vital matter. It has done little 
or nf>thing. 

There is no planned jjrogramme before the Government to improve the 
cattle. For the improvement of the cattle wliat are essentially necessary 
are these, that every police-station should jmssess one cattle breeding farm 
in which best bulls of Hariana breed or other good breed should be kept 
and maintained at Government cost for utilisation by villagers for stud 
purposes. In no case stud bulls should be given to a villager for his keep- 
iiiff because then the stud bulls will be rendered useless like many country 
bulls. And experiments should be made in cross breeding w'ith Hariana 
bulls and results made known to tlie villageis and experiments sliould be 
made, research work should he made for the discovery of cheap and ethcieut 
cattle fodder and the results ma<le known to the cultivators hy Bengali 
leaflets. Also free pasture should he provided lor every village. Govern- 
ment sliould secure lands and convert them into pastures and maintain them 
and should initiate the villagers in collective farming on ('o-f)perative lines 
so that the villagers may he relieved of the louden of keeping cows 
individually. The position of the cows is this due to the negligence of tlie 
Govennnt'nt, The (‘ow has got degenerated in breed or on account of the 
poverty of the people tin* cow^ has become underfed and undernourisheil. 
The underfed ami undernourished cows give less work, give le.ss product 
which make the people poor who in their turn become less alile to maintain 
the cow. Thus goes the vicious circle. Government should intervene to 
remove the vicious circle and restore harmony. It should help in restoring 
improved cattle. Improveil cattle will mean better breed and will make the 

i ieople prosjierous ami they will he able to give lietter feeding to the cows. 

n short, Sir, in tlie words of Mahatma Gamlhi we have to turn tlie cow 
into giver of plenty instead of being giver of scanty which is due to the 
criminal negligence of the (ioveinmeiit. 


With these words, Sir, 1 comiiieml my motion for the acceptance of the 
OUvse, 

Mr. JYOTI BA8U! Mr. Speaker. Sir. I feel that I shall he failing in 
/my duty unless I raise my voice with regard to the agricultural policy ot 
the Government. 1 shall remind the Hon’lile Minister tiiat the British 
' Imiwnalists of India invaded our villages, destniyed the village communitie.s 
amt set up a British landed system, created zemindars but British 
Imperialism saw to it that nobody is resiMuisibie for improving our land, 
for looking after our waterways and canals, for supplying manure and rattle 
to our Kivsaiis, and so on. That is, in short, the misery of the people of 
Hindusthnn, the misery of the people of Bengal, It is worthwhile remem- 
bering this because a popuhir ministry worth the name would at once start 
creating an onler of things which at least existed l>efore the Britishers came 
to India, if not a Wtter earned s^-stem. But I am also aware of the short- 
comings of this Ministry. By now we are certain that the Ministry is unable 
to adopt any radical measures liecause we find even a small benefit like the 
Bargadar Bill—whicb I mention again, and some of the Jotedar friends of 
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course are smiling at it — is u measure which the Ministry couhl have iwssed 
to benefit lakhs and lakhs of our Kisans. The Ministry did not no it, 
because it is afraid of the jotedars and it is afraid that things may go wrong 
with them. Because they at the moment after they have been elected tliink 
that they have no duty to the people,— to the Hindu and Mussulman Kisans 
of Bengal. But I should have thought that with regard to small measures 
the Ministry was in u iiosition to adopt bold mdicv and it has the power 
to do so and even for the sake of its party policy. ht»wever narrow it may 
be, I thought that it would take certain stri«les for the uplift t>f the masses, 
but I find they have done practically nothing. 

I shall not refer to the irrigation scheme of the tiovernment. It has 
been referred to by members on bnth siiles of the Hou^e. They have told 
us that there is no comprehensive irrigation policN . no pro<luctiye irrigation 
scheme. We see that tlie kisans - the Ministry knows about it — that the 
kisans, at least 40 or oO per cent, ot them are Ixuind down by a heavy debt. 
They are born in debt, thes live in debt and they die in debt Hut 
unfortunately the Ministry does not think about it, and ihe> do not make 
arrangements for inteiest tree loans to the kisans for suppl\ oi laittb*. for 
supply of ploughs to the kisans, for suppl> of seeds to the kisans. I hu%'e 
found in Jalpaiguri and other pbu es that there existed a s\ stem on pat>er 
where the jofeiiars are supiiosed to su]>pl> cattle and other things to the 
bargadars, but the jotedars never keep theii contra«'t. the\ never keej) thcT 
wonl. They do not give it. I d(» not fiml the Ministr> doing anything 
about it. I do not find the Mini'^tiy .sending their oolicemen to arrest the 
jotedars. 1 ilo not see it. That is how the bargailars in all these plaees 
are virtually .slaves of the joteilars. Phe ]Ministi\ does not think it wortii 
while to free them from the shiverv , to make tlo*m free men in a free land. 

Secondly, 1 fiml ])eusants. 4<l to oO pci cent, of them are not heiiig given 
any protection against eviction tnuii tlieii lands. 1 he\ are being ejected 
from their lands da\ after da\. hast Bengal. North Bengal, West Bengal 
wherever we look we find tliat they uie heing ejta'tetl iiom tlieir lands. 
Tliere is no protection for them. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr Basu. you are speaking more on land s\stem than 
on agriculture. Agricultural budget has got notinng to do with it. 

Mr. 4YOTI BASU: Because It Is intimately (onnecled. W’lieii I speak 
on one item I cannot only toi'«i the blame on one partifMilar Hon Ide Minister 
hut on the Ministry as a whole ami therel«>ie m\ point is to s|i(»w that it is 
inijiossihle tor the Minister »>t Agrieulture to do an\ thing unless at the 
same time they sit in the ( abinet and see to it that ail these meiisures wlm h 
I am mentioning here are done hy the Ministr\ as n whole It is nnjx>ssihle 
for any Minister to do it singlv. 

The Hofi’ble Mr. SHAMSUDDIN AHMED: M> inend is exliausting 
his energy. He .should have stored it up foi use in tlie pntper jdace. 

Mr. JYOTI BASU: I can tell the Hon’ble Mr. Shamsuddm Ahmed that 
I have .sufficient energy left to deal w ith the ]»oli( y of the Hon hie Ministei 
and also the policie.s of all the Minister*^. 

As 1 have said other facts have been mentioned about rultivahle waste 
lands, Nrrthing has been done bv tlie Ministrv with rcganl to it. Members 
on both sides of the House have also mentioned the point that we have a 
verx' low yield of paddy in Bengal, but 1 do not know what the Ministry 
suggests doing almut it. I think that they have no iilans to do anything. 
They have some agricultural colleges and sclumls and we are fold that 
certain other agricultural schools and colleges are going to he built and for 
the lack of materials they are not being built, but I know' of certain erd leges 
which today exist in Bengal. I would like to know from the Hott’ble 
Minister what tho.He students who are taught in Dacca and other plaO0i do 
after they pass from the agricultural schools and colleges y Because of ihii 
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kind of agricultural achemes these students are wasting their time. Nothing 
can be done. Therefore it is merely a show to build schools and colleges 
without tackling the real problems of the agriculturists. 

In the end let me mention that I live in the hope and faith that today the 
peasants, our kisans are rising. They have risen from their agelong 
slumber. Ministry or no Ministry, if the kisans are not going to Ih) 
supported, if the tisans are not going to be benefited by this Ministry then 
surely — as you see today they prefer to die on their feet than live on their 
knees, and I have sufficient faith in kisan humanity — I believe that they 
shall rise sooner than the Ministry thinks and sweep away all these obstacles 
that are before them and see that these measures are gone through. 

Tha Hon’ble AHMED H08SAIN: As the time at my disposal is 
very short and the time is a little late I will restrict myself to some of the 
principal points which have been raised by the honourable members. First, 
I would like to deal with the points which have been raised by Mr. Luke 
about the desirability of increasing the jute acreage. Sir, jute acreage is 
being fixed every year after computing the jute demands from foreign 
couiitties us well as from this c(»untry. This year we have — the lioiiourabie 
members will excuse me. I am sufteriiig from a hoarse voice. (Cries of 

from the Ojipositioii Benches.) I do not 

want to do that because I think 1 can unxliow express myself in English. 
Now, about the desirahility ol increasing jute acieage, as 1 have said, every 
year jute acreage is determined after (‘omputing the demand which is there 
for jute. This year we also eompute<i the jute (huuand and we have given 
an acreage oi eight annas. In fixing the acieage tlie jinncipal thing we bear 
in mind is the demand of the crop ami next to that we also tlnnk about food 

crops. If we put more acreage umlei jute, there is a eoiiseuueutial diminu- 

tion ol acreage under food crop. He has mentioned alxuit *the price of jute 
during the last two years, liiiring war years price ot jute was fixetl by 
Ordinance, both maximum and minimum j»ricps were fixed, which means 
Oovmnment thinks that the agriculturists of Bengal suffered a lot due to 
that control of price. Price of juie was fixed at Hs.17 maximum and at 
Bs.lo minimum. As a mutter tact the eost of cultivation of jute ro.se 
highei than that and had reached Us. 20 to lCs.2o. On the one hand the 
capitalists were making huge profits out ot manufactured goods; on the otlu r 
hand the cultivators of Bengal were suffering a gi-eat deal. Government 
thought it its duty, as soon as war was over and as soon as the Defence 
of India Buies lap.sed, to do away with controls and to give neces.sury relief 
to the cultivators of Bengal. Sii , every time the ouestion of jute acreage 
is raised, the bogey of substitute is there. We tliink it is a bogey. If the 
(piestiou of substitute comes, Bengal cultivators aKo cun substitute otlier 
crops in place of jute. Bengal soil not le.ss fertile than any soil oi the 
world. So we cannot consider the matter from the p(unt of view of substitute 
only. Mr. Luke has also allmhxl to the failure of (fovernment to provide 
good departmental .seeds. As 1 have already said iii my intronuctf>ry 
speech, (l<»verument has not been able up till now to establi>li sufficient 
seed luamitactunng farms to siippl\ .>eed reijuireinents of the cultivators 
of Bengal. We are proeee<ling in that <lireclion, and we propose to put in 
operation four .^eed niultipheation farms. Tins year we have got 25 
thousand mauml.s »>f pa*ldy, 5 thousand niaunds of avis and 2t) thousand 
maunds of seeds. Ev(*n under the present conditions we hoiu* to multiply 
and distribute good see<ls next >ear to tlie reijuireiuents (>f the cultivators 
as far as possible. tl)r. Pijotvp (h ha Hoy: AVill they germinate 

at ullJ'i Yes. Formerly seeds were purchase<l in o|>en market. The 
de[mrtment could not guarantee the genuineneH> of the seeds. Tliey were 
les.s productive and .some even proved failure. The honourable members will 
be glad to know’ that soon after ussuming office I had discontinued this 
practice, and Government w'ill not distribute seeds other than departmental 
aeeds. 
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Sir. Mr. Ishwar Chundrn Mai ha.’* apoken about tht* desirability ol 
propaganda by the Department. We did propaganda by leuHets. llesides^ 
we have “Knshi Katha", which has a good circulation, tlie pn»sent circula- 
tion being HtbtMK) copies. That is exclusively devoted to agricultural nuitter* 
and information with regard to seeds, fertilizers, etc. Tins serves the 
purpose of propagamla to a great extent. He has alstt alluded to the fact 
that memliers canioit ap]u*oach the Ministei. I can sav that v\ believer any 
member wishes to approach with any suggestnm. speciall\ an\ stJine construe, 
tive suggestKUi. the> are most weicoiui* and get all attenti(»:i Sir, he has 
also dealt with the fall of revenue. That subject is dealt with by the 
Revenue Department.

By propaganda and deiminstration such a great demand has 
been stimulate*! for all kinds of fertiliwrs that fiovernment are finding 
themselves unable to meet all of them, but we are <loing the best possible 
in circumstances in which there is a great shortage of oil cakes in the 
province. 

Much has been .said aliout the improvement of cattle. The improvement 
of cattle ilepends on many factors, one of wheih is the cultivation of fodder 
crops. Be.side.s there is nn excess of cattle in our province. S*»me honour- 
able members have spoken about tbe district of Midnafwire. I had been to 
Midnapore on a tour and seen tor myself that one farmer keeps HffI to 2(It| 
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cuttle. But thin cattle has assumed the size of goats. (Mr. Bimal Comar 
Ghosk: That is because of your goat multiplication scheme. Oaitle is 
now being converted into goats. ) He can keep two or three cattle but he 
keeps a hundred. This cattle accumulation under one ow'ner must be 
removed. He has also spoken about the policy of Government in the matter 
of improvement of the breed of cattle. As a result of an experiment carried 
out bv (iovernment it has been found that the grading of the local stock 
with Sariana bulls is more suitable and consequently v,e have distributed 
Hariaiia bulls in the districts- of Murshidabad, Malda, JaJpaiguri and 
Faridpur. 1 had been to all the districts and seen wdtli my own eyes that 
there has been a great improvement in those selected areas. The "honour- 
able memi)er has sjjoken that in southern Bengal it has been a failure, but 
I can say for his intormaion that Government has not yet introduced Hariana 
bulls in the southern Bengal. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Your time is up.

The Hon*ble Mr. AHMED H088AIN: Some honourable members have 
allmled to some cornijition ot the Agriculture l)e])artment. (A voiCF : 
Cent per cent, i-orruption . ) Some honoiiralde members have allude<l to 
corruption in the Agriculture Ih-partment. As tai a.s mv experience goes, 
most of the corrujition arises out ot the juiichase (>i seeds and distribution 
ot seeds. The honourable members will be ^lail to know that the de])art- 
ment have already started proceeilings against .some otticers and there have 
been several suspen.sion ot (dticers and \\t‘ ai»^ taking stringent measures to 
eradicate this evil.

The Hon’ble Mr. AHMED H08SAIN: Mr. Speakei. Sir. on the 
recommendation of His Excellency the <h)vernoi I heg to mov(* that a sum 
of R.-'. 1 (».(>(), (KIO he granted for expemliture under the head “41 -Veterinary”. 

Sii. the objective of tin* Vetennar\ Directorate is }»rnnaril\ to secure 
a healthy cattle population lor the cultivators hv prev<*nting and controlling 
oiithreaks of epidemics and arranging toi tlie treatment of cattle in 
hospitals and dispensaries. Animal hiishandry is as neeessur\ to piuijer 
agncultiiral planning as a cn>p hushandry, Imt unless animals are ensured 
ugaiii'^t diseases it would he usele^^ tixing to improve their breeds oi their 
qualities. I nfortunalel\ tinaneial handicap has stood in the way of tlie 
adoption of pri>per measures toi t*)iidenne eontiad and treatment ol diseases. 
The Royal ( ommission on Agriculture recommended that there .should he 
one Veterinarian toi cver\ ‘Jo.tMMt aniinaU Tliis will givt* an nh*a of the 
staff that Wi‘ need in this proMiice to c«U)e wilii cattle diseases and generally 
t<» look aftei their weltare e\en it we allow toi the useli'ss cattle stock out 
of the ‘J'l million cattle population ot Hengal. As honourable members aie 
aware, we have m.ole <‘onsidei .ible progress in the nf.ittei of epnlemw 
control since IDdH wiieii tiuvernineiit took over the entin* financial 
responsibility toi itinerant vets Inmi the local bodies. Then number, how- 
ever. Is entirely inadequate tn n*<[Uirenients. there being only 14d ititKMant 
Neteiipaiy assistants in the jmoince at joesent. An imiease in the nuinbm' 
nt this stdi0 must therefore recel\e j»ie<eden<e n\el othei schemes of the 
Diiectorate. \\ itli a view to this we .ne expanding the Hmigal \’eteiinury 
( olit'ge so as t(t produce StI passed graduati*s a year \b*leiinar\ ^•ducafiou 
has not proved as attiai'tne as it slioiihl be ami (iovernment ba\e tlier»*fore 
Ham’tioned giant <d stipends to \eterinary students on a ^ery generous smile 
so that ea< h deserMiig^ eulididate is not only assured ot a stipeml foil all 
candidiites are assured of Employ inent on the sueeesstul completion ot their 
courses ol study Tmler the development plan ot tlie province wi^ hone to 
gnc effect to a s<dieme during the next year undci wliich there will tie a 
\ctennar\ hospital at tfie hejniquai ters of each subdi visum with an itinerant 
vet attaelieil to it and the iiumfiei of itinerant veterinary assistants in the 
outlying tliunas will he considembly increased. Provision is also being 
made for posting a field assistant to each tbana beatiijuartei s and tor iittach- 
ing a small dispensary t<i each itinerant vet in the lural areas. VVe hope 
that this scheme will as.sist in dealing with outhreak.s ol epulemic <lisease« 
and treating ordinary ailments of catfie on a comprehensive scale ami hy 
tiie end of the first five years to wliieh the sclienie will run cattle epidemicf* 
will he brought entirely under contiol. 

For treafiijeiit as well as coiitnd wa»rk we require a much larger supply 
ot vaccine and Hera. The Rengal V«*terinurv Vaccine Section has therefore 
been reorgaiiiaed as u Research Institute am) a sum ot Rs.*;!,‘J7,<MHl has lieen 
provided in the next year's budget for the purpose. 

I am aware that the fruition of the scheme iiist mentioned will take some 
time fmt in the meantime we are not setting idle. We have already trained 
a numfier of field us.sistants who are fieing deputed to areas where caltlo 
diseases are particularly rampant. In some districts where cattle diseases 
have hecoifie almost emieiiiic, e.g., MymenAingh and Tippera, we are send- 
ing special s<|uads of lusiiectors and field assistants. SjHfCial treatment 
centres are also being openeii at various outlying places. 

A special scheme of some importance of which I am sure the honourable 
members will be glad to hear is what is referred to as a mass inoculation 
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gclieine. This scheme aims at creating an immune beU — hive to ten miles 
— f)n both sides of the cattle routes connecting the province with other 
provinces. We shall be greatly assisted in this tusk by the Bengal Diseases 
of Animals Act, 1!)44, which has been enforced in the province. 

ilembers will also be interested to hear that three veterinary hospitals 
are being oj)ened in the (alc^tta urban area. For this Rs. 47,01)0 has been 
earmarked in the budget. 

Roultry is an economic asset of the cultivator inferior in importance only 
to his cattle. For the first time steps have been taken to produce on a large 
scale vaccine for that fell disease of the poultry known as “Ranikhet” 
ilisease. A poultry vai'cine institute has been sanctioned for the purpose 
and the necessary staff has als^» be<*n sanctioned for inoculation of birds. 

We reijuire a liighly tiained staff' for many o{ the superior posts in the 
department and for this purpose stipends are being given to students tor 
training abroad, uml also at the Imperial Veterinary Research Institute at 
Mukhteswur. 

I will not trouble the honourable ftiembers with further details at this 
stage and would reipiesl their assent to the demand which I have already 
moved.

Mr. CHARU CHAHDRA BHANDARIs Sir. I beg to move that the 
demaml oi Its. 10, til), 000 for expenditure under the head “41 — Veterinar\ '* be 
reduced by Rs.lOO. 

The reason tor my moving this motion is to raise a tliscussion about (<m 
the udministration and p(dic\ ot the dejiartment. (/m the tailure ot the 
Government to lake effective measures lor the prevention ot cattle epnlemics, 
(c) its failure to provide for veterlnar^ ho.spitals m rural areas, and (</> its 
failure to take effective measures for the iiuju’ovement and tlie breed ot 
cuttle. 


Mr. RAJANI KANTA PRAMANIK: Mr Speaker, Sir. the (rovernment 
of Bengal have been showing criminal negligence in resp^^ct of depletion of 
cattle. The p<»sition of cuttle in the province is miserable. This fact, I 
believt*, is well-known even to tiie self-comj)lacemen( Ministers and their 
supporters in this House. The number ot cuttle in the rural areas is todav 
much less than it was even in previous years. In many parts of Bengal, 
cattle have become scarce to such an extent that agricultural ojierations are 
well-nigh impossible to be carried on. There is a definite proof that large 
ureas of cultivable land have not lieen brought under the plough for want 
of plough-cattle. Sir, in these days of scarcity of food, this is a serious 
mutter wdiich should have been taken notice of by any ministn- except of 
course, the present one. As regards milch cows, the position is extremely 
dangerous. Milch cows are rare sight in the villages, and milk is a thing 
rarer still. Even mothers and babies who are sorely in need of milk seldom 
get any in the villages. The little milk that is available can he obtained 
only at an exorbitant price. Jfhe sufferings of mothers and babies, the tales 
of woe of the diseased and convalescing patients are loud condemnation of 
the present regime. Draught cattle are also e<|uall> scarce as other types. 
Particularly, during the lust few years, there has been a progressive deteriora- 
tion of the euttle wealth of the province. But the Geiverniiient api>ear to he 
obliviims of this important aspect of Bengal’s life, and they have, instead 
of making any attempt at improvement of cattle, allowetl unrestricted 
slaughter of young and useful cattle. 
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This applies more strongly to the caSe of Midnupore than anywhere else. 
The terrible evelone of 1942 w’us responsible for tlie loss of thousands of 
cattle in this district ; the district hii-i not yot tully recovered from the effects 
ot that havoc. During the latter part of war. prices of cattle soured to great 
heights and people in their distress sold away their cattle. So this district 
has been suttenng from acute scarcity of cattle with consequent loss to 
agriculture and health of the people of the district. To intensity our 
miseries, exp(»rt of cattle from this district has )»een going on uncliecked. 
Sir. it only useless and worn out eattle were sold away and e\p(ut«Ml, I would 
have nothing to eoinplain (in economic grounds, although that certainly 
hurts the religious feelings oi a large .sec tion of the people. Hut not only 
u.seless ov old and worn out cattle but y<uing and u.seful cattle have been 
slaughtered nr exported tor the mirpo.se.s of shiugliter, ami no atfempt tvhat- 
soevei has ln'cn made to sii>p tills loss (d t*cnnnmic wealth, (iood, young 
and nnli ii cattle ait- heing (‘ontinuously exporleil from the countiysnle to the 
town^ to fefMl the h**ef-eating population. I havt' inystdf seen >oung cattle 
heing expoited h\ the railwaxs und tlie waterways. 1 believe, laws have 
heen there [irohihiting sl.nightei and export of young and good cattle, but 
.sueli law.s had man\ looplodes and the hutehers and exporters had always 
e^aded the jirovi-sion s of the laws with im|»unity. 1 wmihl urge iijion tlie 
Ministry to take iiume<liate stt‘ps foi the improvement of I’attle hen* and, 
as a pn*lniiinar\ steji. to issiu* stiict orders foi prevention of slaiighler ot 
\ filing and useful eatth-. 

Sir, with these words I commend m\ motion to the ai'cepiance oi the 
Hoihc. 

Dr. ABDUL AHAD; Mr. Speaker, Sir, the ^'et(•^lnarv DepaitmenT in 
lleiioal Is the rnosf neglected ami liadiv managed department and is v(*ry 
iinii li interior in devehqunent ami in pracln-al purpose to those in other 
ma)or ]trovniees ot India. The top-heavv offic'ets do very lllth* practical 
Work tor the diimii, fiegeiKuated and indiseniiunale-hred eattle of Itengal. 
The veterinarv oflicers ate more foi their loiitine <dfiee woiks than lor any 
ot tlie practical works tor which then suhordiiiates are iilwayM lacking 
guidance and a.sking fiir help. 

Tlie poverty-stricken veterinary assistant.s of Bengal can hardly do any 
justice tfi the millions of sick and epidemic-stricken animals of Bengal while 
tlieir shoes are pinching s»i hadiv all the time for want of adeiiuate 
remuneration. \ (‘teniiarv surg-eoiis sliould in* more in numh*T“Ut least 
one in «*ach thana. if not in unions and they shonh] he jirovided with sutticient 
remuneration as is done in other departments. They teciuve very jmor pay 
to maintain themselves m these liard da\s. A A’et, «tn an average, has got 
to do the Herculiaii work of hmking after tlu* well-heing’ of U lakhs to 2 
lakhs heads of cattle and his jurisdiction extends to 8ti() to 1,001) .square 
miles. In blnglund, the t'ontinent and other ('onnfries. onr* \ vt js in charge 
of ] A to o square miles and he has about o,000 animals 1 (j look after. In 
the fiinjab one Vet has ahouf -fOO to oOtl square miles in his jurisdiction and 
has got to look after 40.001) to oO.tlOO heads of cattle. They are still better 
off than those in Bengal. Their students receive four years’ college training, 
ffdlowed b}' one year’s post-graduate ami practical training. Madras is also 
well advanced in their veterinary training. 

Sir, the Bengal cattle are getting degenerated day by day. The> are 
no l>etter than the up-country goats. lias the (iovernment thought over 
the matter and found out some means of preventing it? Government should 
provide more breeding Imlls ami stop indiscriminate hreerling .and 
they shoulil also pi«*vide more substantial food ami fodder and grazing fields. 
Last but not the least important is the animal .show. The.se animal show^s 
should be perpetually carried on from one place to another as the season 
permits. In the fontinVnt. owners of best animals show their good speci- 
mens in different shows and continue improving the saiil animals or their 
descendants til) they become champions. Animal shows provide great 
33 
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BtimulatioD to the breeder as well fts encourage the cultivators to be kind 
urifl generous in looking aiter their pets. It does not cost much to the 
Uovernment treasury by way of presenting ten or twenty rupees to the poor 
but proinl jiOHsessor of a good animal but it does cause some heart-burning 
to others who try their best to defeat their neighbour at the next show. 1 
hoi)e our Hon’ble Minister will be up-to-date by introducing animal shows 
and lairs in the remotest corners ol villages of this province. 

Sir, we should have a Veterinary Council as in other countries. There 
is a Medical Council under the (iovernment patronage. Why should not this 
departmetit have similar arrangements for the progress of the domestic 
animal kingdom I' There should lie more Veterinary Colleges or Schools and 
they should be affiliatt*d to the Cniversity as in other countries. A Veterinary 
Council is urgently needed for the Vietter handling, organisation and improve- 
ment ol the department. 

The presiUit Veterinary College recpiires thorough overhauling and better 
management. The senior students of the College should be attached to the 

i uaetising V'ets during their hcdiday period s<i that they may actjuire jiractieal 
[iiowledge better under the g“unlance <»! the vetennar,\ exi>erts as is done in 
England. The present Veterinary College should h.ive lour \ ears’ training 
ami there sh(Hild be another Veterinary School at Dacca with two \ ears’ 
training in vernacular, if not in English, to meet the heavy (bunands ot Vi*ts 
in the mofussil. At present the vetennarx help vto'x much inade(|Uate in 
this country. Cnless we have moie V<‘ts in tin-' countrx. the existing 
veterinary help will be like a drop in the (•(•(•an. 

Sii , Hengal should have a Veteiiiiarx douinal tor the benefit (d the peitple 
all over the country as we find in lielaiid Ireland was (juickly separaleil 
from England and the\ have their own .sepaiate journals and otiier things 
lor themselves. 

Sir, this department is totally mismanageil as can In^ se(*n from the 
Finance Minister's statement that Hs 7 lakhs will lie spent to salvage some 
olid dr\ ('((Ws and buffaloes from Calcutta. N this leii a gross misu>e ot 
public money that one animal will cost IN.l.ddd ]»m annum whereas many 
of (heir (loidois do n(»t get the same i>a> trom the (iovernment for then (twii 
living y d'here are thousands (d valuable cows dying tor want of food and 
proper treatment in the moiussil and mine to devise better means toi then 
Ujiliit. It seems the oil> bead gets the oil most. 

There is another niKsu.se ol public money tor giving effect to the Harin- 
ghatu Ncheiiie wlueli could have been easily s]»read out in five diMsinicai 
centres for the real improveiin‘nt of the different breeds in different soils 
and (dimates of the jirovince instead ot tniilding such ])alatial house.s lor the 
top-heavy officers and the luxuriously brought up aiiimuls. 

Mr. CHARU CHANDRA BHANDARI: Sir, as I have said before, 
cattle plays a most imjiortant part in tlie economy of oui country, but its 
condition is most mi.serable and tbe Vetennarv IX'iiartinent is the most 
neglected dejmrtmeiit of the (b)vernment. How the Uovernment is 
criminally negb*cting it will api>ear from a compaiison of the expenditure 
under diftVnmt (fovernment beads of department. 

Sir, under the Veterinary Department a little over Rs.17 lakhs liu.s been 
nrovided for the coming xear while under 1‘ublic Health and Medical Rs.o.V) 
lakhs has been provided. Taking two human beings for every head ot 
cattle and judged by the monetary .standard, cattle i*« receiving one- 
sixteenth of attention thab*buman beings are receiving in respect of health 
and medicine at the handji of the (foveriiment. Then. Sir, out of Ks.jfJ 
crores provided for development prograiume.s only 2.74.(HMt has been provi(bsl 
for development |>rogramine under tbe head "Veterinary”.

Mr. Speaker (the Hon’ble Mr. Ntrcl Amin) in the Chair, 8 Hon’ble 
Ministers and 18*0 members. 

Statement by the Hon'ble Mr. H. 8. Suhrawardy, Chief Minister, regard^ 
ing present disurbances in Calcutta. 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: I am sure that the , 
honourable members of the House would like to know something regarding 
what has taken place outside. 1 regret, Sir, to have to report that there 
have been incidents of communal nature in several parts of Calcutta. It 
appears that the origin was due to a grave mistake, and due to false 
rumours. There was an incidtuit which ajipeared in the papers this morn- 
ing about women ami children having been murdered in a brothel some- 
where. S(jme ])er.sons of a particulai- community took into their heads to 
consider that this murder was of a jkt.soh heloging to their own coiuniu- 
nity. Whereas, as a matter ol fact, the nuirdei was m res]»ect oi a person 
belonging to the other community. On thi.s rumour conflagration started. 
Fortunately when the disturbances going on tlu‘ point* arri\ed on 

the scene, and although there were an incnh‘nt or t^^o, gciierall\ ^peak- 
ing the timely action of the Police S(‘rgeant .saved llic situation and al.so 
saved a number of lives. Since then the situation ha.s <h*teriorated. and 
incidents have occurred in various parts of the cir>. I had been round 
the city myself ami 1 found that to a ver\ largt* e.vtent tin* normal signs 
of such communal clashes are apparent. namel.\ . reliance on false rumours 
and panic from both sides, although there does not seem to he any 
attempt ma<le hv either one jiarty or the other to attack. As a precaution- 
ar,A measure it is jiroposed to place a cvlrfe^\ from (i o'clock onwards in the 
Burrabazar ami .lorasanko thanas and tlie curlew will last till 8 o'clock 
tomorrow morning. I <lo not wish. Sii, to jilace Iwfore the House the other 
incidents which have come to our knowledge; 1 onl> wish to say that the 
police are alive to the situation, that the jilace is being picketed, and 
important places have been picketed, that jiatrols are im>ving round 
(/alcutta and that armed police are out. (joveriiment. Sir, propose to 
take very serious steps and ver> drastic steps, and although there may 
he mistakes here and there. I hope, generally speaking, in order to bring 
the situation under control, if drastic steps are taken, all sections of the 
House will support (tovernuient. We cannot afford to have another 
couiriiunul conflagration in (\ilrutta and Government propose to take all 
possible steps to bring the situation under control. 

Sir, may I request that questions may be held over for today, so that 
the business of the House may be transacted soon, and the members may 
be able to return to their homes while there is yet light ?

I only bring this 
matter to the notice ot the Ilou'hle (‘hief Minister so that he may take 
drastic steps in tliat dirt'ctum. My leader is .shortly coming. After he 
has ain\e<l. he ts fully .i\vait‘ of the situation, he will luue eonsultation 
NMth the t hief Miuistei ami <leeule the course that ought to be taken in 
or<lei to put an end to the meiiacr .ilieudy setting in in the city of Calcutta.

A fsMoat ehan^o* lui'i eome over tin* rnivome. and noaih all tim 
countries of tho world are deopl\ oii^-ioshimI with ohalkin;; out iho future 
ot then (‘ountM . in which tin* a<Kanoeinent ot tho wonioii and ohihlron 
ha\e their special attrition. But alas! India is •.till in tho hack^routnl . 
The vitalitx of the Nation is wastin^r awa\, due ti' Infant mortality, and 
mothers with broken health, whose enerjjy has heon sapped awa\ tor want 
of jiropei nouMshment and poverty. 

J/a/c’r;ji^,i/ — Thin is the most iiiijiortant pKddein in a woman s life, on 
which generally haii^^s the thread of iior exntenco, winch nia\ snap awu> at 
the slipfhtest breeze. A woman, a niothor. whom everv rolij^ion adores as a 
sacred being. There is no oueiition of the in*h or jiooi . 'J he high or low 

of statusi or dignity the only woid is “M<»ther . A won! that everyone 

who has been blessed w'ith mother’s love remeniber.s with veneration. 

Sir, nature has best<jwed an equal ftK*ting tri ail women, but 1 may Ixi 
pardoned for giving a brief jucfure of tlie contrast betw’een the rich and 

poor. When a woman of the wealths class is to become a mother, pre- 

parations on a high scale is made for the reception of the newcomer. A 
cabin in some nursing home or hospital is engaged or some highly qualified 
doctors are engaged long before the advent. In fact she has every 
comfort that money can obtain. On the other hand, when a woman of the 
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poorer cla»« i» in the same condition, she has not even sufficient nourish- 
ment, nay, ieaving nourishment aside, she does not even get sufficient food 
to eat, am] to feed lier other children, which Nature has generously 
bestowed on her in more numbers than her wealthy sister, and when the 
fateful hour arrives, she has not the means to face it. The only hospital 
for women (Lady Duft'erin Hospital) has scarcely any bed as the popula- 
tion of Calcutta has increased to such an extent that the authorities 
cannot juovide beds according to demand and necessity. Midwives cannot 
be liafl, as she ha.s not the means. The last resort is Dais and they too 
are now very scarce. Jii the majority of cases of hustee dweller.> the poor 
moliii'r has to pawn her jewellery (if she has any; or her utensils. This is 
the first .stage of the ushering in of a human ])eing in the world of the poor. 

Sir, what a vast contrast between two women in the same stagt ? 
One lias every luxury at her command. The other, though a motlier, is 
deided tlic necessities oi life. The poor woman, often a deweller of the 
hustees, has no facilities for meeting this great eraergencv. There is 
scarcely any ac(!onmiodation in the ho.Npilal>. t)ne in a hundred can get 
a bed. Nor is she in a position to call a trained midwife, neither can she 
afford to ]uiy the ordinary untrained Dai with ])eace of mind. 

The Calcutta ('orporation have opened free Mid wives’ centre.s ff)r poor, 
hut that is not sufficient to cope with the present demand, as the popula- 
tion ot Calcutta has increased li^ leaps and hounds. The lot ot my poor 
sisters of the hustres i.s inde.scrihahle. A small family, all living in the 
same room, which i^ more f>f a hovel than a room, with no ventilation. It 
i.H a slee])ing, sitting-room generally a kitchen «-oinl)im*d in one. 1 have 
been around the hustcfs and have lieen .shocked to see tlie state of life A 
whole taniily in one room ! Here lu these miseralde ''Urroumlings a 
huinan-lu'ing is uslieied into existence. In these environments there arc 
many sc]itic ca.sf's of the women and teteiius among the inlants, vn hich 
is inainl) due to the dearth ot sanitation. The majontx (d these siitferers 
succumb to these dreadful disease. 

1 tlierefoie r<Mjuest the Hon'hlc Mini.ster to establish Maternit\ hospi- 
tals in tlie northern, sontlicrn and central parts of Calciitta. and theielt\ 
save the livt*s of tlie })oor women and ehildren from desfnudion and deca^ . 
I als(» piojMise that (foveinment .should also (tpen lentie.s loi Midwives to 
give free advice and attendanee to cases of e\p(*(t.inl motheis whem*ver 
tlie> are called upon to do so. Thes(^ sei vices slioiihl be reserved s(del> 
for the liustvv dwellers and the pooi women on tlie system of the ('oipora- 
tioii of Calcutta, and l)icfcb_\ save the lives ot tlicse woinen tiom immatme 
death and destruction. 

The necessitii's of lit<‘ are imnaaising da\ b\ da\ Sir. 1 implore you 
to give a thought to the miserable lot of thcNC human-beings wiio are al.so 
mothers, builders ol tlie future nation. 1 will not mention the names of 
tlin>e countries where the State have given sjiecial facilities for women 
and ehiidieii. The stjitc t(u>k charge ot the children, .iml it is tiiev wle* 
have won the war, and thereby re])aid then country with their li\es and 
vietor> . 

During the Islamic jieriod oi the Khalits the State provided through 
the Htutui-yt ill tor the nursing mothers, and also for the infants when 
tlieir inotfier stoppial nursing them. Sir, there is no Baitul-Mal here, hut 
there is a (iovernmeut wliose dut\ it is to make jirovismn for the poi>r 
t‘\|*eetant motheis, and the babes in the earl\ stages of infancy. 

There i.s a great liemand tor a nurses' hostel with purdah arrangements 
when* Mushm women of respectable families can have an opfxirtunity of 
atudying this most vital problem, the nursing of the sick, and take part 
in the future development of the roiintr\ . 1 am tliankful to the Hon’hle 

Miuistei for having set apart a sum for female nurses. May 1 request the 
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Hon’ble Minister to take into ('onsideration the condition of my purd4ih* 
nasheen sisters who are unable to onenly compete with others, and thereby 
give tliem an opi>ortunity with facilities to take their part in the field of 
nursing y There are many women at present who wonhl willingly 

grasp this opportunity. I would admit that the Muslim women did not 

take to nursing, as there was no proper arrangement or facilities f«>r them. 
The nurses in India were ftist ( hristian Missionaries and gradually it was 
taken up h\ others. I will not mention anything turther, hut shall confine 
niy'«elf to the need nf Muslim nurses. In my opinion there shouhl be train- 
ing centres with hostels, on the lines of the Hyderabad Hospital tor 

womioi. oi the ’rihhna ( i>llege of IKdhi. wlu*re girls and women «)t resjiect- 
able tamilies have training amidst Indian en\ ironmeiits, I thendore 
request the Hon'lde Minister to give this matter his serious attention and 
thereby make pr(»v!sion'. tor these two most important problems.

Mr. W. C. WORDSWORTH: Sll, wj.en we relief t hf.w tew are aide 
to j)ass thiough tills hie, and out ot it. witliout the skilled lielp ot dficlors 
and nurses wi* ha^e in* iioed to .iigu** about the lief'il ot that skill. We 
want much of it as jM*s«.iidt* Wc want all v\f can get ol tlie lilgiiest kiml, 
thoiigii f(jr teinp*irai\ le.isoiis we liavr to acc**pt stages ot training both 
foi the professions cd doctors ami nursos, I hat I h«'heve is only a iemfio- 
rarv convenience against wIihIi opinnoi is alreafl\ rising. laist \ear. Sir, 
when the Minister t*dd us what he propos***! to <lo with the huildiiigM, 
equipment and all tlo' opportunities hdt hehiml liy th«* Arrniff*» ot Of-cupa- 
tion i*n then departure our hearts wainied t<i him tor his alertness and hi« 
genenisity <*f feeling. I find m\ own cofding a little, when on flnving 
past when we look at the Lake Hospilui 1 hi*e in that huge hopsiul haiflly any 

gigu, I may say no sign. — f»t activit\ tow arils realisation ot what ho 

intended to do ami not even that |H^aceful dignifieil culm that we exfiect 
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assofiated with a hospital. I have no opportunity nowadays of seeing 
the mufassal, but friends tell me that hospitals in the mufassal are .either 
being abandoned or disregarded, and very little is done for their equipment 
or improvement. Then again there is very little evidence of the intentions 
for the training of nurses being turned into activity. Skill of this kind 
is nf»t to be improvised; it must be procured and obtained by careful prepa- 
ration, and 1 should like to see the Finance Minister’s efforts shared by 
everybody working under him. We know our needs as a province. We 
have fdten discussed them here and elsewhere. The Bhore Report has 
come to give us a line along which we should march with unflagging 
determination. Agriculture and Medicine in the widest sense are 
inseparably connected as the basis of our physical welfare. Yesterday 
we (liscussed what is wrong with agriculture, eveiy thing; today wv discuss 
what is wrong wdth medicine, and this hook of cut motions shows a ver>f 
wide appreciation of what is wrong. But what is wrong is insufficiency, 
dehcieiicy. We want more of everything before we can regard our.selves 
as a people prtqierly equipped against the inevitahh* accidents of our physi- 
cal life. We have not enough {(hmI — that was emphasised yesterday. We 
Jbave not enough care, not enough attention to tlie other conditions for 
health. And \et we shr)uhl he ungrateful if we fail to note what purpose 
the Bed Book shows for the improvement of out ])rovince. If the Minister 
is jihle to spend the morie\ tlien* set out. tlieie will he considerable impiove- 
meiit. 

1 should like to say a few wonU moie about niir'^ps We liave the 
Bhore Ih'port and wa* have an article that I rcfeiriMl to last year in the 
journal of the United Stuvices Institution ot India for A])ril lft4<i. h\ a 
Matron, Miss Hinclie\. It is calleci “Wanti'd, an Indian Nursing 
(’nisade”. Tli(*re tlie salient facts of (In* situation aie s('t out inipressivel} . 
We w'ant nursi'S. But we must sliow that wt' want tlieiu, we must show 
that we want them h\ offering them reasonable t«*ims. comfortable condi- 
tions of living, we must treat them in t‘ver\ wa\ as educated juofessioiial 
women ought to he treated, women doing somo of tin* licst woik in the 
world. We should reward them ac'coiding to that status, and h\ leward 
I do n<»t mean onl\ pa\ , 1 mean all the con<litions of then life. We should 
treat thmii with ever> courtesy uml considtnation and not. as has often 
been c(»m])lained, as menials doing humble and almost despicable woik. 

India has toila\ nurses. I'lie Bhoie Kt‘{)oil contem]dates ollJKM) 

at the end of d(l years. India s needs according to the generally accepted 
formula is 778,t)(MI nurses. We shall not se(‘ tluKse m our lif(* time as an 
assembly. AVhat is wanted, says Mis*. ITinchey, is a nation-wide crusade. 
In the cities we have a few nurses, lu the countryside v«'ry few. but in the 
cities — (Nilcutta, Boniliay, we find that most ot the few nurses, specially 
Kuropeaii and Anglo-Indian, look to private nursing rather than institu- 
tionnl employment, a very large part of the reason being that there is 
very little institutional employment to attract them. A nurse in private 
employ is in a wav doing much less than slie might. She is giving up to 
one well-to-«lo sufferer the care ami devotion, and skill tliat in a ho^^pital 
or other institution she would he giving to man> poor. We should keep 
that in mind as a fonmila on which we might improve our conditions 

When I say more hospitals, more nurses, more skilled nurses, better 
treatment ft>r our nurses. I need not rejicat what I have already said. T 
sometimes hear it said that in the conditions of life in India there is sufli- 
oieut nursing capacity; tlu^^ devotion, and care in domestic life are so great 
that we need tuKe less thought of skilled, trained nursing than other 
countries have to. Now, we all know the devotion and care that India has, 
arising out of natural domestic affection, hut that is not enough in these 
days. In the last half a centuiy or so doctors have introduced a large 
nunilier of very unpleasant and dangerous diseases of which until recently

we dill not know even the names; to cope with these simple, miturnl devo- 
tion is not enoiijfh. e must iiave trained skill, and no country can l)e 
regarded as equipped for modern civilised life until it has a sufiiciencv of 
that skill. 

I now ask a few* que*'tions which others can dehate. Ilow long has 
India to wait for district nursing services, how long for a district medical 
service, how long for district hospital and liispensing services, how long 
will ( alcutta or Bengal have to w'ait tor an adeipiatc hospital for chihlrtMi, 
how long w'ill ( alcutta have to wait for an Orthopaedic liospital or Ortho- 
paeilic department for children, how long for an Opthalmic hosnital, how 
often have w*e to hear of the agon\ of little childrtMi losing tlieir sight 
hecause it is impossible at the monoMit to find care for them, finally 1 think 
a lug city like this I'annot icgard itsidf as oiopcrly served and equip[ied 
until it has a hospital oi a Iloim* foi mcurahlN afUicted clnldren. 

Mr. AMULYA CHANDRA ADHIKARI: Mr Speaker. Sir. the 

diseussKui ot the last few d.ixs «»n th»‘ Bmlget Kstnnate tor the year liOT- 
4S ha«« reveah'd a inentalitx ot this eonmiunal class Ministr\ which inifuds 
iis fit flunk that all our suggc>tion''. however. I'onsti uctivc shall he intthing 
hut crying in tli<‘ wilderness The othei da\ one of the Parliamentary 
Secretaries m reph to a ijuestion w.is heard to sn\ that public opinion of 
thi'* province was rctiei'tcd in tlic ]»opular Ministri A jiopulur Miinstrv 
iioh*ei| ! tile Ministrv which is tiddiing vilien the j»eople of Bengal, hofli 
Hindus ,ind Muslims, aie d>ing of hungei and pestilema*. 

Sir, tlieie is no statistics to show tin* nutiihci of pcoph* of this 
urifoituuatc pioviuec who die without am licatment or due to had medical 
treatment. But it m.i\ he piesumetl that a}»out 7'> per cent of the deaths 
are due to want of aii\ tnaiimeiit or due to had mraln'al treatment. I 
come from a rural <-onstitucne\ w’herc the numlier of qualified me<lical 
practitioners can he ('oiinted on fingers jf \nu walk tlirough thi' villages 
}n\i will find that emaiMatcd figures arc moving about. Walk mile after 
mile and vui will find not a single qualified practitioner who can raise any 
hojie before lhe.se unfortunate victims of various ailments. 

Now, Sir, if wc come to the fact wc find tliat there are only nine 
Medical Scliools in this juovinee. (hit id the, sc nine Medical Schools, 
three are in Calcutta and onl\ six arc in the inofussil towns. n.'imcl\, at 
Dacca. M_Mnensingh , Burdwaii. Chittagong, dalpaiguri and Ilankura in 
which the average numhei of htudents will not exceed fhr»‘c thousand. 
In .sjiite of tlie fact that most of these sehoids are run h\ the (toveriiinent, 
the finunees of these schools aie mo.st unsutisfaetor,\ , No doubt there are 
laboratories attaehiui to every sehofd, hut I can tell tin* House that 
insufficient and unsatisfactors condition of finances has resulted in great 
deficiencies in eqiiinment. It has particularly been iKunted out by the 
Health Sun’ev and lX*velopment f’ommittce that the majority of these 

schools cannot be considered safisfactor\ cither from fhe standpoint of the 
clinical facilities available in the attached liosjiilals or from that of the 
number of teachers provided. 

The Committee further said that the absence of a central body to 

control medical school education has naturallv led to a wide divergence 

of the .standard in the training given in the different schools, and of late, 
owing to the growring demand for df»ctors increasing number of students 
has been admitted every year to the alreaily c^mgesled, ill-equippeil and 
under-staffed schools. Without going into the defects of individual 

institutions it may he stated that the inajonty of them provide education 
far below reasonable standard. 

Sir, from the report of the f nmmittee it transpires (hat the existing 
medical schools require further improvement. In H42 the Indian Medical 
Council passed a resolution that all medical schools should l>e abolished 
by 1947 and the medical schools should be converted into colleges. I do 
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iif)t know if that recommendation of the Council was at all accepted by 
thiM Oovernment, but I find that one out cd the nine medical schools 
namely, the Dacca Medical School is goinj,^ to have the status of medical 
college. Though the Campbell Medical School was mentioned, this Gov- 
ernment have taken a .step-motherly attitude to elevate it to the standard 
of a medical college. But this step is not a solution of the fundamental 
pro])lem — namely the dearth of qualified doctors in the rural areas. 

Sir, tliere is a growing demand for qualified dfictors and the existing 
schools are not capable enough to meet the demaml. There are innumerable 
students wiio are earnest to (jualifv themselves as doctors. The most 
important and vital factor is that thousands of people — Hindus and 
Muslims — are dying of various diseases fiu want of proper treatment. 

With these words 1 commend my motion t<» the acceptance oi the 
Ht)use. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Mr. .Kpcakei. Sir. 1 use to re])ly 
to the various criticisms that have been levelled against tlu' medical 
administration of this (iovernment. Sir, 1 shall have to be brief l>ecause 
it is the intention (»f the House to rise earl\ toda\ and. theretore, 1 shall 
deal with the points as briefly as possible. Mr. Giilia Ko\ has said that 
there is an insiifficienc\ ot doctors, liospitaK and dispensaries in rural 
areas. rntortunatel.N it is a fact that in our countr> we have lesser 
number of doctors available ioi tin* people as coni])aie(l to the doctor'* that 
are a>ailable in other countries. Sii. 1 hu\e got betore me some tigures 
winch will, I think. g(> to show tliat the number ot doetois as mentioned 
in the liliore ( 'oniinitt(*e's recommendation is inadeijuate tn meet the 
lequirements of this eountrx , but evei\ effort is being made b> this fiov- 
ernnieiil to come up to tin* stamlard that is ie(|Uircd. Tiie liononiable 
members of this House will remember that w t* have stalled an e.vtia niedi- 
eul college in this Province. We had on> two colleges m Bengal, one 
was a State institution and the other was a piivate one. In addition to 
the two we liave now a college tuiietiouiiig in l)aci-a. Menilaus will also 
lemeiubt*! that it is jiroposed to start a noMlieal lollege loi eonveision or 
upgrading ol licentiates into graduates ui tlu* Lakt* H<»s]utal, 1 hat srhenie 
is almost read> now and it is expected that the college will start some 
time next month. But I am sure that the nieinlMMs of the Houst* aie 
aware of the fact that we have now in rural an‘as more than 20,(MMI beds 
available for the rural poinilation. Because of these IkmIs establishiMl in 
tlie liospitals in rural areas tlu* neerl foi medical relief to the agriculturists 
has been met to a large extent. 1 want to give the House a coinparative 
statement ot the percentage of beds available for the population in British 
India, the ratio is ‘24 jrer tlumsand of the population and in Bengal w-e 
have *5 beds per thousand of population. That is to say in British India 
the> have one berl foi 4 thousand of the population, in Bengal we have one 
bed for 2 thousand of the population. Thi** will go to show in Bengal we 
have double the number ot beds available on a per capita basis for our 
people and, thenTore, Bengal is far aheail ot other Province.s in this 
country. Of course. I do not mean to sa> that this number is adequate. 
I do not want members of this House to run away witli the idea that 
t^^overnment feel complacent and want to rest on their oars for ha\ing 
provided so nianv beds for the ptMqde of this Province. By no means. 
Government are alive to the fact that there is still a greater necessity for 
the establishment of mo#e hospitals, because in T.S A. they have Pt‘48 
beds per thousand of piquilation. In England the\ have gtit 7 14. 1 do 

not know what is the optimum rate but the tact remains that is by no 
means satisfactory. Tbeiefore it will be tlie (jovernment's endeavour and 
duty to help the t>eople of this Province by the establishment of as many 
hospitals us it is possible for Government to undertake. 

Dr. Guha Roy has referred to a hospital in Madaripur. There is at the 
present moment an Assistant Surgeon at Madaripur, who is an experienced 
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officer. I do not know why the honourable laeinher complained al>out hia 
efficiency. I know we get all kind?* of complaints — some are of course 
lej^itiinate and some complaints are very frivolous, and 1 have nunle it a 
point to enquire into all the (‘omplaints that I have ivceived. and 1 have 
kept my Me<lical Directorate ^reatl\ worned and tlu‘y have heen work- 
ing? under ver\ bi^h prosure io in\e>i^ate intt» all kinds of complaints nii»st 
of wliich ultimately tuin up to he frivolous. ]iut 1 u1.h(» admit tiiat M*e have 
received lar^e iiumher of complaint^ wlindi ha\e been found ti> he jrenuine, 
and we Inive done our hest to remove these ^nevanct*s. W'e also receive 
complaints ot tins t>pe tliat because a Muslim tMhcei has heen ]»osted at 
a certain partu'ular station, it inconvenieiua's a section ot the population, 
because hein^^ a Muslim <loctoi if he pa‘s to a particular house, he feela 
that It causes a ^reat <leal id im-onvenu'm e tl)r. pMoi ir (’iivmhiv (iI IIa 
ItoY : That was m»t my point,! I <lo not want to ^-o int«» tlie iletails of 
the naluie oi incon\ eiiieine telt, hut (ht* taet is that a lot oi persons feel 
no oiiNenieiice and iherefoie the_\ put in eonijdainfs.

The Hon’hte Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: tio\ernment are alive to the. 
fact that the menace of tuberculosis is \er> jneat. It is really very 
unfortunate, and I admit it is a sad cominentHry on pant admiiUHtration 
that it iias not a Mu^rle slate inslitution for the treatment of tnherculowiH ; 
imt from last year a Impital has fa-en starter! at Kanchrapuni. Hut even 
before the establishment of this hospital f}f»vpmnient has been ffiving 
generously financial assistance to private hospitals for tuberculosis. The 
.ladahpur T. H, Hospital and .S. H. Dcy Sanatorium in Kurneonwr have 
received larjre amounts of jfrants. The S. H. Dey Sanatorium received over 
3 lakhs fif rupee**; they also receive<l leaae of a larjre trati of forest land 
for the extension of the hospital. So far as the ladahpur T. H. Hospital 
is concerned, Government ha« been giving financial contribution from 
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tini 4 ‘ to tirae. As a matter of fact, Government is maintaininpr 80 free 
liedjs in that very hospital. Therefore it is wrong for Mr. K. K, Ray to 
say that Government has done nothing for the treatment of. tuberculosis. 

Lastly Mrs. Hakaui (Husan Ara Begum; has said th^f there is necessity 
for tackling the problem of infantile mortality and for making adequate 
provision ior the establishment of child welfare and maternity clinics for slum 
dwellers in this city. 1 agree with Mrs. Hakam that Ae condition in slum 
areas is very deplorable, but it is not a problem that confronts the Medical 
Department alone, it is a problem of so great importance ami range that it has 
to be tackled by all the departments (d Government. Mrs. Hakam is no 
doubt aware that Government contemplate building houses for slum 
dwellers, so that the insanitary conditions under which they live are 
removed. T can assure Mrs. Hakam that the ]»nlicy of (jovernment is to 
provide facilities for nursing ami expectant mothers living in slum areas. 
1 agree with her that it is the State obligation first to see that the j»oor 
are provided for before an> amenity is given to the rich. I have always 
said tliat it is the policy of the Government to tax the rich for the benefit 
of the p(K>r, ami to see to the reijuinunents of the poor peoj)le before any 
kind of amenity is juovided for the rich. In this view of the thing. 
Government will do its utmost to jirovide medical facilities for nursing and 
expectant imdhers. On my part. 1 am afraid. I have not lieen able to meet 
the other points raised in the House* b> tiu* homuirable members, due to 
time-limit. I shall sit down uith this remark that the members will turn 
down all th(‘ cut motions and accept m,\ motion for demand for grant umler 
this head “Medical”.

Mr. Ni8HITHA NATH KUNDU: Mr Speaker. Sir. my imdion it- 
helf Is ver.v elaborate and needs no eliicidatron. mu have I tlie tiim* at my 
disp<»sal to elucirlate it, Srr, the p<ilicv of the t iovernment rs very patent 
for all departments, I have evnlvtMl a universal fortiiuhi which applies to 
all ile]»artments e(|nal]\ . Th** p(dicv is to allot handsome amounts of 
inonev to capture the imagination of the jieople, hut not to sjreml them 
when the time comes. There is no scheme, no com]irehensiv'e scheme. If 
there is any Hcheme, it is immature, it is fantastic or iinpructicahle. 
Therefore the public inonev is wasted, and the schemes are either executed 
in il ha]diazurd wav or ahamloned altogtther. Another thing, which is 
x'erv marked, is that Government are proverhiall> slow to execute schemes 
aiui propo.sal". The de[»artment )•* toji-heavy, ami appointments are made 
b\ wav of distribution of patronage to those who are faithful and 
oi>edient. All(»tmeiits are made im»re for salary, allowance, superannuation, 
honoraria and contingencies than for actual health tmrposes and actual 
service to the people. For >xaTnple. if we examine the budget itatement 
34 
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ami fi^fures, we find that there was a large .sum provided for rural water- 
NU})J>1\ hut it could not be «pent. Another large auiount was allotted for 
anti-iiiulurial scheme hut this also remained unspent. In this way, 
instances can he juultiplied. 

To exemplify the slowness of the Government, I will draw your atten- 
tion to items of allotments such as levelling, dressing, etc., in the site of 
the proposed office and staff (juarters, Kalimpong, construction of office 
and store huildings for Superintendent of Kalimpong and construction of 
(jiiarters of the Superintendent and his maintenance staff. We find that 
the last 12 months have elapsed for spending Us, S.olH) only for levelling 
the site. We do not know how long they will take to construct the 
(piarters of the Superintendent and the staff. 

Sir, I will read out relevant pas.sages from the Eastern Bengal District 
Gazetteer for Dinajpur compiled hy Mr. F, W. Strong, i.c.s., on the 2Hth 
March, IJtll. \((u will find that for the last •hi \ears or more, schemes 
were liefore the Government and were umler their consideration, hut they 
never materialised. Tlie passages read as follows; — 

“As regards Dinajpur town, several schemes for improving its sanita- 
tion, hy levelling the beds of the Ghagra and Kucliai //oh/.s. ami thereby 
aladishing the ]>onds and cesspools, wliich now form in the beds of these 
canals, have been mooted fnmi time to time, hut have always been ahan- 
<loned as costly and uncertain in their lesults*'. So long hack as 1S7S, 
“a committei* eonsistnig ot tiie Sanitary ( ommissioner of Hongal. tin* 
Cliairman ami Viee-( haiiman of the Municipality, ihe Executiye Engineer 
and the Civil Singi'oiis ot Dinajpur and Hangpui. was constituted to 
eiKiuire into the leason tor tin* unhealthiness ai the t(»wii and submit a 
sclicme for sanitary improvement. This committee came to the conclusion 
that the cause of unliealtliiiiess yyas defective drainage." “An el.iliojate 
hclienie for making a piution of these ciiannels palL/i lias leeeiitly" — 
'recently means m l!M2'-“lieen jnepaied h\ tlie Sanitary Engineto, 
Eastern Bengal and Assam " I do imf kimyy ioi w jial reason tor 

about dli years the s('ln‘nies are undei the consideiatioii ot the Goyertimeiit, 
hut nothing has been dnne. 

As regards top-heaviness, vnti will tind that out of Us. 1, 1,-1 lakhs. <inl> 
71) lakhs has been allotted toi health and epidemic purposes, but 
Us. !i;i.!)2.n(HI toi salaiy . etc . 

1 will then. Sir, diaw yniii attention to tlie fact that tills yeai the allot- 
ment in this dt'partnient is le^^ iJj.in that ot the pievious y»‘ai. I> it hecausc 
the public health jirobleiiis lia\e all Itecn NoUei!!" I do not think that is 
tin* answer, 

1 will now retei to tlie lesidution on the leptuT-i ot the Director of I’lildic 
Health, Bengal, tor the yt‘ais ilM-’t and I!)44 and 1 will leaif only a few lines 
from that report. “Theie was thus a decrease ot 2bti,74d hirth.s in IJG-l 
and 4f)1.0iS}l in ltl44 as compaietl with the figures ot 1!)4‘J " “Nineteen 
lakhs eight thousand six hundred ami twenty -tyvo deaths with a ileatli rate 
ot ’ll M [>er mille and l.72t»,S70 yvith a rate <4 2b 1 were recorded in l!)4d 
and 1})44 lespeclively ", 

Now. Sir. We should juiuse and think which way the province is going. 
The province is going to annihilation. IVatli rates in all diseases have 
increased. There is a large numbei of suggestions made in the report of 
the Bhore Committee, It is only the keenness and sincerity of the Govern- 
ment that is wanted.

The Hon’ble Mr^ MOHAMMED ALI: Mr. Speaker, Sii, the tuoof of 
the pudding is in the eating, ami as I have said to the House before the 
mortality rate tor the year lb4(» has l»eeii the lowest in recfudeil history, 
it will ap[>ear that Bengal had the healthiest >ear in lb4t». This will go 
to show that the Public Health IVpartment of (jovernnient have made 
considerable progress in combating the outbreaks of ejiidemics and other 
diseases, but 1 want to make it clear that (lovernment are not content with 
the progress they have maile. (iovernmeut will try their utmost that 
prevent ible diseases are preventeil. As long as people continue to die of 
clndera and small-po\, it will be (fovernineiit's intention to see that the 
mortality rate, .so tar as these two diseases are concerned, are brought 
down to zero us has been done in other progressive countries. 

I do not want to take the tune of the House as we have already exceeded 
the time-limit by three minutes, but 1 want to assure the Hou.se that this 
year wc sliall continue to ^rr\ on a tearing campaigni throughout the 
length and breadth of this^ province in an attempt to educate the iieople 
in hygiene and in sanitary conditions, so that the health of the province 
may improve. The Public Health Department is lioing its utmost in 
combating oulbn*aks ol malaria, and we have already provided for a lakh 
o{ nipeea for thU Public Health campaign.

recommendation ot Ills K\<’ellenc\ the (ioxenior I liefr to imoe that a sum 
oi Ks. I .ti9,9S.99n be irianted tor expeiiditura- iindei the heaiU “dd -Iridii'i- 
tru‘s — - 1 ndust 1 u*s" and "72 — ( ajotal tbitla\ on Industrial Development ' . 

Sir, I am aiiticijiat in^ criticisms, but I want to place belore the House 
a .statement ol the industrial polH‘\ tliat tlie (iovernmerit liojies to jmrsue 
during the next iew \eais 

In moMiiir tor the sanction of tliK ^’■rant 1 feel that \ou would e.xpect 
me to make some refeiein'e to what irnlustnal p(dn'\ and pro^namnie the 
Ciovernment is pursuing; or proposes to pursue in the intera*st of Herijral's 
ecomunit' pro^»'ress. Hetore 1 do so in cfuicrete terms I hope .\ou will 

please liear witii me it I brief 1\ recapitulate some of the juolilems 

confrontinjr the industiies whicli exist t(ula\ or those industries which we 
want to buihl up anew so as to meet the pnij>rres<,ive requirements ot the 
pi'ovince. The Ib'ovincial Ihrectoiate of Industries has obvituisls definite 
limitations within which it has had to function With the currency, 

fiscal and railwa\ freight p<dieies being a<lministered bv the Central 
Government it is vei\ dt4fieult to perfect an\ jilan of industrial develop- 
ment which will have for its (dqeetive not onl.\ the economic utilisation 
of a varied numlier «d industrial raw mateiials available in plenty in this 
province as i\Uo to harness int(» actual pnaluctive activity the vast man- 
power and idle lalMiur that remain in this province. When I took (iver 

the ndininistration of Industries portfolio 1 became very keenly aware of 
these limitations, as also of the handicaps arising out of the absence of a 
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well-thou|flit-out industrial iwlicy for the province ami adequately 

detailed industrial data. 1 found that in the matter of imlustria! develop- 
ment the tiaditinnal ftnrt p(dic\ was still the sheet anchor of 

eciuiomic ino^iamiue and uith rej^ard to indusnal information I found 
that even though the Imlustnal Suive> (omniiltee whudi hud lH*en 

app<dnted some \eais ago had collected a mine of inhiruiation covering 
pnuluction and «listi ihution. there were '>«till important gaps to he HIUmI in. 
For in-xtance. m» comprehensive mineral invest igatnui has \et been umler- 
taken h\ the juovince. and, 1 am sure, it will lu* conceded that without 
heing in ]>osNfssion ot accurate information in regard to such resources 
as mineral, agricultural. torestr\, tisher\, et(’., it would not only he 
iliHicult hut |)eihaps iniudicious to ])lan »uit an industiial programme for 
implementatmn in thi' j>io\ime It is m\ intention to inaugurate a

an<l alreaily a deceiitralisiNl system rd imlm^tnal dev«'jopment prevaiN. 
H\ referring to thcM* difficulties 1 do not sugge^yt to convex the idea that 
these prohlems are iTisurmountalde or it is not possible to chalk out a 
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conitructive programme for Bengal— -a programme which when executed 
in ita fulnesH will make the people of the province happy and prosperous. 
I would request you to remember that we are now on the very threshold 
of great constitutional changes, and although we are not yet aw’are of the 
shape of things to come, we may feel confident that as a province Bengal 
is going to attain the maximum political autonomy which is bound to 
change the very colour and character of our industrial programme which 
we may now formulate with reference to existing facts. Having this 
consideration in view, we must necessarily be very cautious as well as far- 
sighted enough to envisage a policy and programme that will suit our 
short period as well as long period requirements in the best possible 
manner. 

I w(»ubl now pHK'eed to outline the future industrial programme for 
Bengal such as 1 visualise it. But for the (litti(‘ulties over which we have 
no cotjtrol immediately and the <lifficiilties whicdi will still continue for huch 
considerable time >et because of the unsettled economic and constitu- 
tional situation in the country, I would have by now been able to initiate 
effective steps in formulating our p(dicv bebuc making ]mblic annouce- 
ments. It is my intention to invite rejuesentatives of all sections of this 
House t<» meet me in a conference wlien 1 siiall be in a iiosition to untrdd 
in detail my scheim* of industrial development (o be biouglit about within 
a time phase of five to ten years. 1 must mention in this connection that 
in keeping to the time plan also, we shall have to experience certain ditti- 
culties over wliich even the ('eiitral (bivernment havi* no control. I mean 
the availabilitv of machinerv, availabilit\ of hard curienc\ e.xchange, etc. 
AVe k now very little of what is happening inside Kussm, but in countries 
where there is no blackout of new.s to the extent it is ])uisut*d in Itussia, 
there are innumberable difficulties of a <li ver.se charai'ter fiom labour 
strike to financial disorganisation which cri])ple not onl\ their respective 
productive cajiacities but also theii export. It is true that the productive 
capacity of America in .so tar as the manufacture of capital go(»(|s machi- 
nery is concerned has not been so hard hit as that of the Tnited Kingdom 
but on account of Dollar Exchange and other difficulties we cannot take 
ailvaiitage of the American market. 

In formulating a luogruinnie for industrial development for Bengal we 
cannot also afford to ignore other socio-ecoTiomi<* factors of Bengal. As 
I have stated above, !)(l per cent, ot the pi'ojde of Bengal live in villages 
with onl\ (1} per cent, living in uiban areas. The maiority of this 9;{ per 
cent, pejiole live on agrieulture. an occup.ition which kee])s them busy for 
barely eiglit months in the yt‘ar and pr.ictically idle for the rest of the year. 
The deiiendants ot the agricullurist> have veix little to do anil in 
many areas have no remunerative .sub.sidiar\ «)ccu])atioii to fall back upon. 
These problems must iieces.saiil> iletermine the cbaractei of our industrial 
])rogramme, for remedi.il measures devised for urban economx may not 
w1jo11\ .suit the ('omidicateil rural eeonom\ ot the province which means 
that we mu.st evolve a progiumme and polic\ which will .secure a lialanced 
development of the province as a wliole ami ensure the greatest good to 
tlu* greatest number. 1 ha\e therefore given m\ anxious cimsid^ration to 
the need tor such diverse |>olicies and come to the inevitable cfmcliision 
(hat an industrial ]>lan to he really successful and to have the support of 
the greatest number of people must be taekled trom the viewpoints of 
social needs as grouped wilder the following categories m order of 
priority : — 

{(t) Food and food products. 

(h) (^lothing. 

{c} Hou.siiig. 
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{d) Minceilaneous industries the prcslucts of which will jfo to 8U«it4iiu 
tile })eop)e in meeting their daily necessities of life as also some 
industries the jjnwlucts of which will go u long way in meeting 
our otiier types of requirements. 

I lay special emphasis on the last categiuv i>f industries^ l>ecause nobody 
knows what aspects or form the c«»nstitution will take after June. IIMH. 
If defence in Home b»rin or other has t«i Iw* hiokcil after 1)\ the Provincial 
Government, the development of jndustries calculated to serve the defence 
requirements must also receive our sermus consi<leration. For the present 
1 am leaving this particular requirement out of conshlenition in my 
industrial plan which I euMsage at the moment. 

In regard to food \ou are aware that Agiiculfure IXqiaitmcnt is to look 
after this reipiirement . but I might sa\ here that any planning of induH- 
tnal fievelopment must necessanl\ be correlated t<» our agrnMiltuial policy 
lor reasons which 1 shall prescntlx explain Agncullurc being tin* basic 
industry of the country must necessanl\ be reorganisiMl with a view to 
i.'/'Ving our tiroMiK’c as much e<’onomic.illy self-sutficieiit as poH*.ib!e. 
Apart from tlie piodiiction ot ci(q» t<ir tin* use of population as lood 
mateiials. it must als»» ]iroduce law matetiaU to iced oui industnal 
iactniies. not onl\ existing now but also thoxe which wt* projKist* ti» estab- 
lish in the neat iulure. and it must also pmdnee expoi table goods which 
can economicall\ comp»‘te in toieign markets. To illustrate m> point I 
wauild emphasise on the faet that we should la\ mon* sttess oii the cultiva- 
tion of cotton to be utilised t(»r the puiqiose ot spimmig this inli> >arn and 
the >ain thus ])roduced can he supplnnl to the weavers, in making tliia 
suggestion I am tull\ awaie of the laet that the cotton ^lown in Hcngul 
ma> not be ot that (|ualit\ which would eiialdc us lo spin lii^liei counta 
ot \ani. Hut as it i>. well-kimwii. maj«»nt\ ot the lleiigal weav«Us use 

coaiser (jualit,\ ot \ani and it is a ta<’t that the eiifton .that can he grown 

111 Heiigal will eiialde Us to spin \arii up to .’{tl to .5 » eoiilits, Hesides if 

we mi.x Heiigal cotton with the Punjah o? Ib*/w,ida <‘olton we can get even 

better results SimiiaiK we should glow mustanl to ti‘ed out large ntitnber 
ot oil mills which are thre*itened witli a vei\\ se\eie ciisis m view ol the 
leluctaiice ot tlic I iiitcil PioMiices ainl Hihat t iovcrnmelit s to export 
mustard seeds a.s tlie industrialist', there pretci to utilise their own raw 
mateiials and to e.xpoi t the oil. likew ise, liliseetl should be grow n in

In other woj'ds we wi)) h.«v«* to ere. Me and maintain a balance of trade 
in tavour of India in or(b*i tliat stitfuaeiM toieign e\c-bange may Im? 
available for the impoi latum ot nere-'sarv ma( hiner\, <*<juipmeiits and 
materials for India’s industrial progre-s arid for the maintenance of a 
decent economic standard in th<* eountrs. 

So the first <dijeetives of our eeonomie planning shoultl be to achieve a 
dymanic eqinllibrium between agriculture and industrv. 

Since availability of clieap power is the fiist requisite for progressive 
industrialisation, the question of power development bus received the 
earnest consideration of (iovernnient. (At this stage the Hon’ble 
Minister reached his' time-limit.)

W'lth tlie advent ot forei;rn silk however in (he earlv 
txventies and specialh lapanese and ( limes#* silk, the position of silk 
indus|i\ detenoiated am! the f^fnweis .md rearers found if \ei\ diffnrilt 
to stand in competition. The eompanies that were estaldished tried to 
proteet their interest and estaldished filatures and taitones on more 
K'ieiJtific lines. Aftei the exit rd the Faist India ( omt)an> the < ioverninent 

took no interest to establish or imprrrve the said industrx. xacuum createrl 

hv the exit of the East India (onipany was filled up h> Japan. It wan 
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as late as 1909 that the GoTernment at the insistence of Bengal Silk 
Comjmny started the Department of Sericulture. The industry however 
suffered due to lack of trained hands, scientific methods of treatment and 
failure of ciops. The Government treated it as a part of Agriculture and 
although experts, like Mr. Leffroy, were invited from France, they 
received little or no support from the Government and ultimately left this 
country in disgust. 

The import of raw silk in India rose from 14 lakh pounds in 1924 to 32 
lakh fKmnds in 1932-33 and it was gradually on the increase when World 
War II broke out. While production went dowm imports increased and 
Japan and ('hiria gradually captured the field. This decline is due entirely 
to foreign competition and lack of assistance from Government and thi.s 
is borne out b\ the ertquir\ ot the Tariff Board. Besides these direct 
encroachments there are indirect factors such as imports of artificial silk, 
mixed goods which seriousl\ comi»ete with the prriducts of the charkha 
silk and silk hiindlooins. This has affected the })urchasing power of the 
local w'eavers and has compel l(‘d them to use more and more of cheap 
foreign silks and substitutes of silk thus lurthei diminishing the home 
market for natural silk, lint in sjiite of all these Bengal Silk is still 
surviving becaust* (d its inherent vitality. 

The Tarifl Krujuiry Committee observed “In no ])ait of the world ha.s 
the industry flourished without such a'^sistam'i* I’he histors' of Seri- 
culture Industi’N in b ranee is ])arti(‘ularl\ tlie history of the bounties ])aid 
to it from time to time i)\ the tiovernment Italian practice has not been 
dissimilar. The amounts which the Japanest> (iovernimoit spemls on the 
industry are about 9(1 lakhs a \eai. 3’hese financial saciifices have been 
more than justified b\ the numerous incomes which these coiintrit*s olitain 
from their respei’tivi* silk industrit‘s’'. Sn. tin* tiovernment id Bengal is 
still unmindful of the im]>ortance (d this industr\ and doe> not care in the 
least for it, ami it was onl.\ during the Worhl Wai II that the Cential 
Government came to its aid in its own inten*st. Filatures were staited 
with state aid and subsidies and it was proved to tin* world that Bengal 
can also produ(‘e silk (d the highest (]ualit\ and I'an easil\ comjiete with 
the more advanced countries rd' the w<»rld After the termination of the 
w'ar all giants were stop]ie«l and owing to tlifficulties of coal all the filatures 
numbering more than lOO in Murshidahad ahme had ceaseil to work. 

Sir, the decline of this intlustr\ is due to foieign competition and want 
of scientific assistance. Now the r<*medies are that if the (iovernment 
seriousl} wants to hel]) to de\elop industiw. first of all it ought to start 
Silk Hearing Farms m each thana id Muisliidahtid, Hajsliahi, Malda, 
Birbhum and Baiikura w ln*re pe«>ple can he suppli(‘d with disease-free 
cocoons.

It is amazing to hear fiom the Hon’hlu 
Mmi>ter in charge of Industries in reply to an honourahle meinher of the 
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Opposition that attempt of Government to popularise hhadi and hand- 
Hpinninjf has not attended with much success. I wonder if there had been 
any real attempt on the part of the Government in these directions, though 
I dehnitelv remember that the Hon’ble Chief Minister nearly 3 years ago 
then as a Minister of Civil Supplies promised in a press conference that 
the Government would take up a hand-sjdnning programme to overcome 
the acute yarn shortage of the Province. It is foolish to dub hand- 
spinning as uneconomic ami unpracticable while now in Germany they 
are taking up hand-spinning again as I learn from a recent press report 
and you all know, Sir, that China was able to clothe herself during the 
last war mainly through hand-spinning ami hand-weaving. 

In our district, with the very limited resources at the command of our 
District (Nmgress Committee, we have j>o])ularised khadi and hand-spinning 
to an extent that many villages are sell-su]»in)rting a> regards cloth. 1 
think the Ilon'hle Minister in chaige of Indii.stnes and man> of the 
HUpjiorters of the (lovernment do not know that a person can earn 1(1 to 
12 annus a da> by {dying rlmrLi and that it is very popular among the 
Muslims, Hj)eciall\ their women folk, launching on a scheme tor 

merely ten lakhs ol rupees the (Jovernment couhl have ])ut cnues in the 
pockets of Bengal villagers and saveil Bengal from the acute cloth famine 
she suffered and is still suffeiing I nia\ intoim the lloiiNe that a^ eail,\ 
as in l!t41 in a speech on tlie tfooi (d the HoU'^e I predicted that Bengal is 
sure to lace an acutt* (doth shoitage if the (fovernnient <lid not take up a

Sir. I am suggesting- \ear after \ear that an autononK>us Handhxun 
Board shouhl iiumediatelx la' f<»rme<l foi the dcvelojmient ol the handloom 

imlustry. As \ou kmtw, Su. the handloom industrv is at the meic\ (d 

three departments, viz,, the Industne-s, the C(t-opei ative and the Civil 
Sujiply Departments, ami there is abs«dut»d\ no co-oi dination among the 
thie(‘ (lepartimoits. The Ilamllooni Board should he tormed to effect this 
co-<iHlinat ion with the heads of the three departments and a few memheis 
<d flic Assemblx from the distriits where thei'i* is predominance of hand- 
loom weaveis. The Minister in charge of Industries should he its Cliair- 
man. It should he remeinhercd that handloom industi-\ is the mam 
cottage industry of the province ami its out])ut is nparl\ as much as the 
output of the cotton mills of Bengal. The (lOvernment is so callous as 

regards this major cottage industry of the province that in tlie All-Imba 

Handloom [Joard the\ have sent ie]»resentatives who know very little of 
handloom imlustr\ and are in no wa> connected with the hamllonm indus- 
try tlwiugh it is specifieall\ umlerstood that the representatives must come 
from the handloom industi> and in Bengal there is an Association of 
Handloom Industry representing weavers id' many districts of Bengal and 
important persons and (*overnment officials like the Principal of the Bengal 
Textile Institute v^hich is recognised bv both the Industries and the Co- 
operative Departments of the (iovernment, might have been sent a.s 
representatives. But Bengal is representeil in tlie All-India Handloom 
Board by two non-officials, one of whom can s{)eak well if he wills but 
seldom attends the meeting and the other, of course, attends hut cannot 
utter a word. Both of them are Muslims. It is a pity that Government 
think ('omniunally even in these mutters which vitallx affect the walfare 
of the whole of the province irres|>ective of community. The Chief 
Minister recently uttereil high-flown statements about Cnited Bengal and 
asked for co-o|H*ration of all sections of the House. But I may say on 
behalf of our section of the House and also of that .section of Bengal from 
which I come, namely. West Bengal, that we are thoroughly nisgusted 
with the present Ministry. It is iiupos,sible to tolerate this state of 
affairs any more. Let that section of Bengal where the majority is 
indifferent to the welfare of the minority carry on with the present- 
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Mmistr> if they like— we do not gruinhle. But I can aav on behalf of the 
pwple of that section of Ben|ral where we are in a majority that we are 
bidciinff a final good-bye and we will henceforth refuse to be governed by 
this hopelessly inefficient communal Ministry.

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: I trust. Sir, >011 fee) as much as I do 
that we are eondncTing our diseiissKui todav in an atniosphcoe of unn»ulify. 
The atmosjdiere in tins House doc-s io»t ecuTespond to what it is outside. 

I feel this contiadiction most poignantK .is a no-inber of the ireiieriil 
public as also as one associated with the busjio*sH jiiid trade of this pro- 
vince. With recurring riots and continuirijr strikers, how can tlie (lovern- 
menf expect that trade and indnstr\ will flourish y The Hon’fde Minister 
himself has not enhanced his reputation, to sji\ the bast, bv the wav in 
wliicli be lias bundled the Tramway Stiike I nless riots ran be ijiielled 
and strikes settleil, the industrv and trade of this province will lariguiHh 
■sv (M» betide Bengal if that is the wa> in w'hich the foundation of a 
sovereign Bengal is t<» Im^ laid ! 

Sir, I owe it to my constituencN to say a few words aUmt the difficulties 
they are exj>erieiicing on account of shortage of raw iiiuterials, I have 
with me here a large number of letters which 1 first had intended to read 
out but time will not ‘permit me to do that. The refrain of all the leitera 
35 
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in that **we will have to done down ail our fsictories unlesa we get essen- 
tial i-aw materials I know that the reason why old, established 
factories are not getting essential raw materials is that the Government 
have propounded a noble theory of helping Muslims to establish them- 
selves in trade and industry. I would not have quarreUed with that 
]K)licy if they had also taken care of organised industry. But even with 
rt^gard to the Muslims what is happening? Pennits are being issued to 
Muslims who are selling them out to others at a high profit. Individual 
Muslims are enriching themselves but most of them are not establishing 
themselves in trade and industry. 

Sir, so far as distribution of raw materials is concerned 1 know the 
Hon’ble Minister may say that it is not his job, but the job of the Civil 
Supplies Department and that it devolves upon the Director of Con- 
HUttiers’ Goods. Hut 1 will say two things: First, as Minister for 
Industries he should have made it his busine.ss to intervene in the matter 
and come to the rescue of distressed industrial establishments. Secondly, 
1 hear that there has l>een a proposal for entrusting distribution of 
eiwentittl raw materials to industries to the Industries Department leaving 
tlie distribution of civilian consumers’ goods only to the Civil Supplies 
Department.' That may possibly improve matters but I will not hazard 
any opinion until I have seen the scheme in operation. We understand 
that Government iiuve been considering this proposal toi over d mf)nthis, 
but they have nol yet come to any decision in the matter. On many 
occasions in the past in this ver> House w'e have had assurances from Gov- 
ernment that various firoposals have been under their consideration but 
final conclusions never emerge! In this fertile ])r()vince of Bengal, Sir. 
We have the sorr> spectacle of a sterile Minis! r\ which claims to be (juick 
at conceiving but hardly ever gives birth to an\thn»g unles^ it be sangui- 
nary riots or senseless rigmaroles. But riots and rigmaroles can onl\ 
clog but never move nor (juic'ken the wheels of industry and tlieretore in 
a large measure of the prosperity of this province. I do not know it the 
Ilon’ble Minister realises the ilitHculties which industries are experiencing 
tcwlay ami unless something is done immediatel\ they will have no other 
alternative hut to gradually languish. It ajipears to me that political 
chimeras and fantasies have so blinded the Government that thev do not 
even realise that their special brand of political heaven is l)eing huilt u|Hm 
the (juicksand.s of slow hut sure economic di.sintegration of this province 

Mf« 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED KHONDKAR: Sir, we have heard from 
the manuscript speech of the Hon'hle Miiust(*r about the policy and 
jirogramme regarding industrial development of this province. So far as 
the question of development is coucerneil 1 wish to place certain ])oints for 
the information of the House straightwa\. Sir. may I know from the 
lion’ble Minister what this Government has done to improve haiidloom 
industries and to afford facilities for marketing the products of cottage 
industi'} ? There is dearth of cloth in this province and we are passing 
Uirougli a very hard time, ( loth is now the crying need of the country. 
If there w'us some attempt made by Government to improve handloom 
industries and to market all their product> certainly the lot of the hand- 
loom industry W'ould have b(H*n improved and wants of the ])eople solved. 

1 understand that the Government of Imlia has supplied to all the provinces 
certain spinning mills and so far as m\ information g<H*.s Government of 
Banpl has got (» such spinning mills. May I know from the Hon’hle 
Minister what arrangement has been made to liK'ate tliese (I spinning iiiills 
with a view to utilising them for the betterment of tlie country? May I 
know from the Hon hie Minister what has been done by him to amend the 
State Aid to Industries Act ? This is a matter of vital importance. This 
House know that tbert» will he an election on the 8 1st March next to elect 

2 memlwrn to the Board of Imlustries. This Board. Sir, is only a figure 
show in the sense that it has nothing to do arith regard to planning or 
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deTelopinjr industries in Bengal. The main business of the Board is that 
members come and take their travelling allowance, sit tight and giv« 
sanction to certain grants on the recommen<lation of a C'iit le Officer from 
the remotest corner of the country. The IhmnI should l»e alHdished or it 
should l>e placed on a footing to Ih' able to do something for the provinca 
by giving their guidance and assistance. 

Sir. coming to the first o-year industrial plan fonnulate<l by the first 
Minister of Industries, inav I know fn>m the Hoirble Minister wdiat has 
become <d that plan, whether it is lost or it has been given a gtMMl-bye, 
or has the present Minister a better plan than the original ower Sir. I 
can say that — whatever might have been read out in the House from the 
manuscript essuv by the Hon hie Minister — there is no policy or progmmnie 
for the development of industries in this country. 

Next. Sir, I wish to draw the attention of the House to the Sericulture 
lir»'nch of the Industries l>epartment. If one looks to the lunlget he will 
find that a huge and eiiornoms sum has been provided umler this head not 
for development of sericulture or improvement of worms or for improvement 
in the coiulition i»f \Aeuver> hut the whole amount has been provided for 
salary, lionoraria, etc., of the staff. The commensurate benefit of this big 
expenditure is nil. I therefore ask the Hon hie Minister to see whether 
he cun cut <h»wn expenditure on sericulture h> wii\ of getting ritl of the 
top-heavy administration. He niU'^t make arranpMiients for imluslrial 
development in that hranch in '<urh u wa\ that people cun gel commensurate 
benefit in proporlnm to the ex]>enditure. 

Last of ail I wish to sav a lew words uhout fisheries This department 
of Fisherie.-^ has done more harm than good to the jM*ople of this province. 

1 slmpi^ cite <»ne instanei* Fi^h-rearing is the ideal before the department 
but wliat IS the method of rearing. M\ frimuls will he surprised to know 
that ill rams '^ea-^on when tin* water currents eoim* down Irom higher level 
fish tries which are \er\ simill ate caught h\ a s<irt oi net or cloth. As 
soon as the\ are hrouglit out of the water 'dl per cent, of them <lie instiiiitly 
and Jo jier (‘ent afterwards und onlv 2'» per cent, remain for rearing in 
tanks. It tills pnuess was not adopteil h\ the iVpartment of Kisheriert 
nature would liave given us at least more than double of wliat we are getting 
now So, I submit. Sir, that there is no planned polir\ for industrial 
development in Bengal. 

Mr. 4 . 0. GUPTA! Mr Sfa* aker, Sir. I have to ajMilogise to you for 
not being here while the motion stantling in m\ name was called. My 
motion is to raise a discussion about the necessity oi utilising the surplus 
electric energy available from factories for developing industneH in rural 
areas. 

Sir, it is heyoml controversv that if we have got to develop the rural 
areas of Bengal arrangements must he made for the supply of (dieup elec- 
tric energy AVe k now. Sir. big mhemes are being talked of about 
harnesHing the great river ]Miw'er that is available in this province frir 
bringing about l»ig electrical schemes. But we also know, Sir, that it is 
not Iiossihle to <ln so for various reasons within a reusonahly short time. 
Shall we, therefore, look on helplessly r Shall we therefore neglect or even 
allow the little industries that there are in the rural areas to die down? 
You know, Sir, that in Bengal there are rnaiiv people who not only earn 
their living hv w’eaving hut als^» proviile one of the primary rn'cessities of 
this province. But vou know for want of anv power they have got t^> 
de|>end upon handheiiiis. If electric energies could he niaiie available to 
them, then the> could double their produce and make an economic living 
out of it. 

Sir. I will onlv refer to one case. You know', Sir, that in the Dacca 
district specially iu Narayangaiij subdivision there are as many us 411,001) 
weavers owning handlooms in wbi<‘li they weave cloth of different kind^. 
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You al»o know, Sir, that in the Narayanpnj gubdivision the surplus elec- 
tric energy available from the cotton mills can be very usefully utilised. 
If Government will utilise that surplus energy these weavers could possibly 
have weaving not by haiidlooms but by improved looms. You also know, 
Sir, that we will be able to avoid many of the industrial difficulties and the 
social evils of industrial life, if we can develop the home industries in rural 
areas. If electric energy is available, many people could have a little 
leisure in their own homesteads and they could make many of the neces- 
sary things for that locality, if not also for selling outside. Therefore, it 
is absolutely necessary for this Government at once to tap this source 
which is available and make it available for developing the rural industries. 
I will not take any more time of the House, because it is an indulgence, 
Sir, that you have given me to emphasize this. 

Mr. FAZLUL QADIR: Mr. Speaker, Sir. I would like to say a few 
words alK»ut the development of industries. The HonTde Minister in his 
speech mentioned about a provision of Ks. 27. 54. 00(1 under the development 
scheme, but I am sorry t(i find that no provision Ims been made for deve- 
lojmient of spinning and dyeing, for supplying yarn to our weavers whose 
pitiable plight for want <»f yarn is not altoegther unknown to Government. 
They are facing diffiriiltieH in every step on iheir wav to getting yarn 
according to their choice and market demand. The Textile Department 
force upon them some unsuitable yarn and dye<l stuff for which they find 
IK) local market. In m\ considered of)inioii estaljlisliing a spinning mill 
ami a dveing factory is really a cr\ing need of the country. I am sure the 
whole Goiise will be one with me if I sa\ that the need for the mill and 
the factory is far greater than development of sericultiirt* in .saving the 
lives of about 2 lakhs of Ihuigal weavms. We thendbre recommenil that 
a spinning mill with a d>eing fa<'tor> be established without tin* least 
possible delay and the amount jirovided for. 

As regards cottage industries separate allot iiKMit should he made for 
the development of cottage industries among the Mu.slim females. AVe 
need hardly stress that stateciaft has only one ;iini to-da,\. which is tlje 
organisation of society on lines which will iiermit of no waste in human 
material and in which men and women will be made jirodnctive and 
serviceaiile. All that is palpable to us is its gross misdistribution in 
sul)sid\ and ])atronage. 'rhen‘ are about 2ft iiidii**ti ial scliools for women 
in Ih'iigul of wliieh three only are run by Muslims and the remaining 
twenty-six by non-Muslims. i*ructioall> nothing lias been done by the 
Industry Dejmrtment to promote cottage industri(‘s among the Muslim 
women. 1 am afraiil that of the total amount spent by the Government 
in this direction not more than 5 per cent, is allotted for the indu.strial 
welfare of our women. This i> really a sorry state of affairs and needs 
immediate nieiulin^ and ending. Public revenues aie to be H{>ent in rela- 
tion to the nnmeneal strength of the eoinmnnities. 

I stH» from the post-war reconstruction programme that spinning mills 
witli dyeing in Pengal have been included in the programme under the 
head “Co-operative Development of Cottage Industries”. I do not tjuiie 
understand why this item has been brought under “Co-ojienuive”. This 
must be done under the Industries lA'partment. I find in the post-war 
reconstruction scheme that only about Ks. Ih lakhs has been provide<l for 
small spinning mills. I think this is most inadequate and nothing but a 
mere show. This is callousjjess towards the interests for development of 
rural industries. This scheme for the improvement of the country should 
be given effect to without eye-wash or white-wash. 

Mr. Sj>eaker. Sir, I would like to .‘*a> another thing almut the develop- 
ment of industries in this country. Particularly I would mention that 
there is a scheme for hydro-electric installation at Barkat in Rangamati 
Hill Tract*. 
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Mr. SPEAKER: I hope you have finished. 

Mr. FAZLUL QADIR: One minute please. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Xo; I am sorry. 

(At this .stage the member having reached the time-limit resunuMl hU 
seat.) 

Mr. A. F. STARK. Mr. S|>eaker, Sir, I shall try to he brief. I want 
first of all to say a few wonls about fisheries winch again seem to be in a 
neglected state. We sjient years in this House I rememlier in persuading 
(itivernment to set up a Ihrectorate ot Fi.shenes. That was done after I 
think three years of prt‘ssure. Now, Sir. 1 ht‘ar that the I)iriH‘tor of 
Fisheries has left this province and has gone to the service t)f the (iovern- 
me.it of India, and 1 do n<»t know if anothei Director of Fi.sheries has been 
••pp^inted. Hut I that during the past year (lie Department of 

aeries has a ver\ p<K>r record. In the devidopiuent programme there 
was a sum of nearly Hs. S lakhs voted for liie expansion of the dej>iirtment . 
Out of that sum only Hs. To.tMM) was ^pent. (Mr. .1. ( . (irrii Hs. 8 
lakhs and not 8 erores. i Now I ser* that the iVpartnient of Fisheries has 
done .something on the subject of tank fisheries, hut it is not in tank 
fisheries — I (piite ugn‘e that tank fisherie.s are a g<a>d thing (hut nn 
inexhaiistive source of wealth lies. It is in the river, estuaries, marine 
fislu'ries and all ahuig the (s>ast. What has tin* Department of Fisheries 
done for riverine, marine and estuarine fisheries ^ N(>thing. so far as I can 
see. In particular, there is the question of development of tin* Sunderhans 
fisheries. There have been schemes drawn up I know' by (he Hon’hle 
Minister’s l>*partinent — hig, <‘omprehensive, elaborate ami amhitioUM 
schemes, hut they have got no further. 1 would suggest to the Hon’hle 
Minister that he c<»uld do something to helji the fishermen of Sunderhans 
if he would only improve transport faeiiities, improve the supjd> of ice, 
improve jetties, improve packing facilities. These are small things which 
can he (lone without any huge, elahorute. eoiiipreheiisive schmiie. If they 
Were done, the fish .suppl> from Sumlerhuns would In* imTea.sed manihdd. 

Now. Sir, there is onh one other word I want to .say, and that is about 
the (juestioii ot nationalisation. I wouhl like (f) add the question of 
nationalisation to tin* lung li^t whudi was so ahh givrii to ||ii> House h\ 
nq\ honourable friend Mr Himal (ihiise 4»f liamlicaps under whieli Imlus- 
trie*. are suflering at the pie-t-nt moment. If is im)>ossihle toi enterprise 
to prosper wliile it is hanging under the threat of nationaii>.al mn, talk of 
nationalisation (h>\ eminent wants natiomile^ut ion. laMmuH*- jfn resources 
are •*() small; it '•i*es its onl_\ hope of latlaming the hudget h\ s 4 *jj{ing (he 
Jirofits of Industiies In either woids, what it wants I** State capitalism; 
what it wants to do i«. to take the [»r<»fit*< of Imlnsliies, ( tn the father hand 
m> honourable friend Mr. -hoti Hasu and other Lalmm memhers of this 
House want natmnalisatioii in order t<i improve tin lot of flie workers. 
The two things, I would suhimt. an* incoiiipatihh* as ir» heing proved with 
regard to the railway revenue.s. Moreovei, it has la-en pmved time ami 
again that State enterpri.se m<*ans inefficienc\ ami wa^tr- ami that the pnifits 
which private enterpri.se can make the State )•* unable to make, lierause it 
is inefficient and hwau.se it is wasteful. What wa* need at the moment is 
expanding pnxluctirm, expanding industrial devehqunent, and these things 
we will not get unless private enterprise is allowed a free fiehl without 
interference from the State. 

1 would add only one word and that is to refer to the danger of 
bureaucracy. That I would suggest is a very seriuua danger. 1 have 
heard so many complaints on the other side and this side of (lovernment 
officers, talk of an army of tfovernment officers, talk about (heir ineffi- 
ciency and disbone«ty, yet tlie same honourable memhers will put forward 
demands for nationalisation. Thev must know that nationalisation meani 
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another army of officerH, another army of Government forms, and the logi- 
cal end of it is that nothing will be (lone without filling in Government 
fonns. 


Mr. KUBER CHAND HALDER: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I rise to support 
the motion of my friend Mr. Sukumar Dutta. The Government has made 
no provision in the present budget for the cottage industry of Bengal. 
The weavers of Bengal have Wn doomed for the mismanagement of 
suprdy of yarn tfj them, and the looms remain inactive for the major part 
of the year for want of yarn. The weavers of the villages are to go to the 
subdivisional headquarters for the permit of yarn. The Circle Officers who 
are in charge of the distribution of the yam issue permits according to 
their whims and caprices. The weavers who require 20 counts of yarn are 
supplied with 40 counts, whereas the weavers mIio want 40 counts are 
supplied with 2f) counts. The weavers who come from a distance of 10 to 
20 miles are to go back without permit after incurring expenses as the 
Circle Officers are out on tour and they do not fix any date for issuing 
I»ennits. There are some spinning organisations at Sodepur and other 
places run by the ( ongress, hut they cannot thrive lor want of Government 
co-operation because they are not getting sufficient cotton for spinning. 

The handloom industry of Bengal is suffering much for want of 
sympathy of Government. The public are not getting cloth for the contixd, 
but if the handloom industry had impr(>ved the demand for cloth would 
have been reducfvl to u great extent. 


Sir I wuiit l<. <lraw the atfentim. of the Hon'l.le Minister that the noor 
ahoeniakerH even cannot ffo on well with their business for want of yarn. 
The district of Murshulubad which is my constituency is famous for silk 
and brass industry; eve^vone knows that varieties ,d articles made of brass 
metal are produced at Khajfru in Murshidahu.l. A'uu.mrn., of (hut locality 
are not getting suthcient brass metal for their work.

1 inusl tell tlie Iloiise that it im thf 
Audil(»r-Uenerul (d India who sunctionH the o|H*mnK of new heads of 
aeoonnts. We tnetl to have a new liead opeiietl thin veur hut they did 
not a^ree to it, hut for future we will tr\ and it is ijuite natural and 
reusfuiuhle that a demand of nearl> Id lakhs 24 thousund siiould he put 
^eparuteIy under a separate head, 

.Sir, before replying to the sfHH'ifir eut motioiiM I will state hriefly the 
}K»lie\ and pnigrainme of this department. t)f the sea estuary ami inland 
fisheries the tfovernment is at present eoneentrating on inland fishery. 
Ahout sea fisheries it ran he said that (lovemiiieiit has done nothing yet. 
About estuar\ fisherie.s we have started a pilot selieme, vi*., the Sunder- 
hans pilot ^ehenie. It re(jUire.H several rrnfta to run that scheme. We 
have not as yet got all these crafts. We have not got the mam boat which 
we have ordereil. S(», we are not in a |>osition to start that. 

Next to that, Sir, is the inland fishery. We are concentrating on it. 
(iovtTnment i.s trying to have a legislation passed this session W’hieh wdll 
empower (ioverniiient to pre.scrilw closed season and to stop w^anion 
destruction of fish, sjmwns and fries. Sir, we have observed that in liengal 
there was only a small amount <»f spawn-catching before, hut during the 
last few \ears spaw n-cat<'hing has sjuead so far round the country liiat it 
has grme up to the upper reaches of the river. This should lie regularised. 
In fact too much enijdiasis aas laid on pisciculture and I think it was done 
to the <letriment of nver-fish. Spawns were eauglit in rivers to an extent 
which was not projwi . tfovernnient is trying to co-relute pisciculture in 
tanks with piM'iculture in rivers and ha/n in the country. Government 
ha." taken up Ui districts where it will have tanks for the purpose of 
nursery ponds. We will put spawns there ami we will supply them to the 
jieople at chea|H*r rate to fill (heir tanks with. 

trovernment is trying to do sfime rehabilitation work among the fislier- 
nien hv supplying them >arn, coal-tar, etc. This I must say, we are not 
aide to do to the extent we desire to do simplv for the short supply of yam. 

Mr. Stark has said that the Director of Fisheries has left and there is 
at present no arrangement, hut I must tell him that there is a man very 
exfieriericeil in the department who is acting in his place as the Directot 
at present. Though he is not a technical man he is quite able to conduct 
the department ably. Sir, I must say that it is not the technical man which 
we must of necessit^r possess because a technical man may yiossess some 
knowledge which he may md be able to translate into action. 
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With thene words I take my aeat. 

The HWbte Mf*- SHAMSUDDfN AHMED: With five minutes’ time 
at my disposal I cannot reply to all the points that have been raised by 
my friends opposite. My friend Mr. Dutta lamented over cottage indus- 
try . 1 can tell him this, as 1 gave a reply here before, it was the technical 

opinion of the department, but after taking over charge I have decided 
to convene a conference of those who believe not only in khadi but believe 
in hand-spinning and hand-weaving and some representatives of the Legis- 
lature and we will try tf) see if it is possible to move in this matter 
effectively and actively. 

My friend Mr. (fhose raised a question. He sinifdy abused us. I know 
it is the duty of the Opprjsition to abuse the Ministry and the people who 
support the Ministry. I am not giving him anytliing back just now. I 
am asking him to spend a little bit of his time to persuade the Tramway 
workers and all tliose gentlemen engaged in seeking holes and just trying 
to see that strikes spread all over the country and create a sort of confu- 
sion and chaos to stop their activities and not to abuse the Ministry. My 
friend Mr. Jyoti Basu — lie is not here at the moment — and his f ommunist 
party are out to create chaos and raiscliief. Therefore, I would ask Mr. 
(Hujse — please advise tlieni to beliav'e properly, please see that strikes do 
not occur in this country and industry' and trade thrive. 

Then my friends Mr. (iupta and Mr. Khondkar have said about State 
aid to industries. The Industries Act will he revised and will be remodelled 
according to the conditions of time and I hope liovernment will see that 
the energy that my friend Mr. d. (’. Gupta mentioned he utilised in deve- 
loping cottage imlustrie.s also. Of course, tjovernment ha.> laid down a 

J dan so fur as electric energy is coi^cerne<l. Not only thermal stations hut 

lydro-electric stations will be established, hut it is a (jlle^tion of time and 

a (juestion of finance. Already examination is being done by a Special 
Officer of the department and my friend know.s that lie is acting very 
vigorously and we hope we will he able to announce the policy of the 
(b>vernment within a very short time. 

Well, tliese are the general things that 1 had to say. I am giving this 

assurance that at the present moment, whether it is the silk industry or 

any other industry, it is a question of time. 1 take it that during the last 
few years tin* Industries liepartiueiit has not made very great headway, 
hut the time has (*ome, and if eonditions and things settle down, and with 
greater powers in the hand of liovernment — we have no hold on higger 
industries, only minor industries are in our hand, we will he able to effect 
improvement . 

Mr. 8UKUMAR DUTTA: What about liamlloom industries ^ I take 
it that you accept my suggestions. 

The Hofi’bla Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: ^Vith greater powers 
(loveruiuent will he able to handle all the industries in a proper manner. 
I hope what I lia\e said will satisfy the homnirahle members of the Opposi- 
tion. With the.se rtumiiks T uppo.se all the cut motions moved in the 
House and commend my motion for the acceptance of tht* House.

Enquiry by the Leader of the Opposition regarding present oondition of 

Calcutta. 

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR ROY: Mr. Speaker, 1 wouhl like to ask the 
Hon hie ( hief Minister whether he is in a positi«>n to make a statement 
giving a brief survey (»f the condition of Cah'utta at present, llefore he 
makes (hat statement. Sir, I would like to make a few ohservations on the 
.situation. Yesterday unfortunately I was not presioit in (he ilouse when 
the Hon hie ( hief Minister made a stateimoit , l>e(*ause f was visiting hv 
my. self and also with the SecretarN of the I’rovineial ('ongress ( 'oinrnittee, 
area> wlm h were d^^turhed. 1 am lelm laiil to ( iiticiHe th<* J’oHim* at this 
stage, hut I di<l not find police very active at that time. After that I had 
the mhaiitage (»f going f>ver tht* same areas witli the Ifoirhle (‘hief 
Minister; at that time I found the police was mor»* effective, laist 
night in the areas wherever there have heen curfew, the situation was 
(juite under control; hut sinc«‘ this morning. I understand, Sir, ther<‘ have 
been sixteen incidents I. ot course, speak subject to (*orre«'tion : I do not 
want to go into tbe detail,', ot these incidents, ]»erhaps il would bi> belter 
n(»t to. Hut 1 want to make a few suggestions about certain points which 
occur to me. 

First, Sir. almut tin* telephone M\ friend, the lN*|mty Leader of the 
Congres..* Assemhl\ Ihirtv. drew the attention «,t the ( fnef Minister to the 
fact that whenever public wants the telephone most, the telejrlmrn* goes 
out ot action. Ihc Hon hie (hief Minister, I understood, explained (hat 
the telephone was ver\ much overhaided. Whatever ma\ he the value of the 
explanation, it is almo.st like saving tlial whenevei a liouse is on fire, the 
file brigade g<M*s out of action. It is no usi* j»u\ing for tideplione if the 
public cannot have teleplnme r'onnection in times of ilifficMilties, I wish 
the Bengal Ooveriimerit would take iijf this matter with the autlmrities 
of the telephone whoever they he at the present time. 

The next in about radio. I was informed. Sir, that curfew was 
declared over half a dozen thanas, Init at about 9-<t9 last night the news 
giyen f»y the Calcutta Radio was that curfew was im]>ose4l only in two 
thanas. Kven thi.s morning I am infoiTnrvl. here I do not sjieak from 
personal knowledge, but I am informed reliablv that about 9-d() in the 
morning, the Calcutta Radio repeated that false news. My another charge 
against the radir» is that it always minimises incidents. I can underatund 
a complete black-out of incidents relating to communal troubles--! do not 
agree with that but can understand that, but merely saying that there 
was one incident and that there was no trouble in (’alcutta, completely 
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miMleatiH the people, and the people at present have no faith and do not 
l^elieve what the radio Hays. A time may come when the Chief Minister 
or the (iovemment of Bengal would like to give news, correct news, for 
the purpose of informing the public, but it would l)e found that nobody 
will believe in the infbnnation given through the radio. This is also a 
matter which the Bengal Government should take up. 

During my tour yesterday 1 found, Sir, that the situation in the schools 
anrl colleges, particularly institutions and hostels for girls, was most 
lamentable. They could not get escort; all the girls were frightened, they 
could not contact the guardians because of the telephone, and they could 
not get any police escort from thanas to send girls to their respective homes* 
J hope instructions will be given to thana officers to supply escort to all 
institutions for girls and cliildren. I am not thinking at present of 
college boys. All institutions where girls and children read should have 
our nrst attention. 

Then I would suggest the extensicm of curfew to all the areas where 
incidents liave already taken place, and lastly, Sir, 1 would suggest to the 
Hon’ble ('hief Minister to contact tlie Military. I know, I bad private 
talks with the Thief Minister, be is very (optimistic. He thinks that the 
situation is almost under control ami the situation will improve. I regret 
I am not sure that it has. Therefore I would suggest that he sliould con- 
tact the Military and, if necessary, cull the Military at this stage. It is 
no use waiting for a further deterioration of the situation and loss of 
human life and proioerty; it is no use being complacent that only ten, or 
sa.y twenty lives have been lost. It may be tliere will be u general flare 
Up. I do not want to be panicky, but the situation may be completely 
out of control. It is much Ijetter to bring the Military at this stage when 
the situation is within control. 

That is all, Sir, 1 wanttvl to su> . I would also suggest if it is possible 
for the Chief Minister to have a sort of Standing (’ommittee of the House 
to be in close contact with the Government to advi.se the Government and 
to be a sort of liaison between the Government and the people. 

Sir, 1 have made all tlies(‘ suggestions privately to him and I would also 
like a reply on these points as fur as possible. 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWARDY: Sir, the honourable 
Leader of the Opposition has raised some very valuable points w’hich I 
deem it necessary that I should expre.ss m\ views upon. I will take them 
one by one as he has stated them. 

Sir, there have been a number of incidents reported up till now — 1(> in 
number. Most of them have been of a minor nature and these lb incidents 
did not all occur today, some of them have reference to incidents that 
occurred yesterday but which were not reported. 

Sir, in pursuance of what I stated yesterdav , vir.., that we propose to 
take very serious steps and dra-stic steps whenever an incident occurs, I 
agree with what the Leader of the Opjaisition has stated, vix., that where 
incidents occur, curfew should he placed there so that the people should 
realise that tlie public do not view with etjuanimity the light-heartedness 
with which they are conducting themselves. Sir, the curfew has been 
itii|)Osed on two new placets — Entally and Beliaghata — in addition to the 
six places which were under curfew yesterday and where we do not propose 
to lift the curfew until the situation eases. If. in the meantime, other 
reports reach us of iiicidehts taking place elsewhere, curfew will be put 
down in those places as well. 

As regards the telephone, 1 fear. Sir, that mv appraisement of the 
situation happens to l»e correct and that if the honourable Ijcader of the 
Opposition does not agree with me, I cannot help it. His simile is rather 
apt but a little bit misleading. It is not correct to say that the loading 
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of the telephone syj«tem at about the time of the oeourreuce is eo^i valent to 
the fire brijrade froing out of action when a house is on fire. The correct 
simile would he that where the whole city is on fire or there are a large 
number of fires, a fire brigade meant to deal with sporadic fires cannot 
deal with all the fires at one and the same time. In any event, 1 shall 
convey the feelings of this House to the Hon’ble Member in charge of 
Telephones, tfovernment of India. 1 do not think, Sir. that we in this 
province should b** held resjMUkNible for how the telephone behaves. 

As regards news on the All-Indiu Radio, step^* are lH*ing taken to 
rectify those errors. I do inU know exactly liow those errors have crept 
in and we would like very much to he aide to give the correct version of 
the news from the (iilcutta Radio. I’ntortunately . news ('an only be 
relayed from the All-lndia Radio at Delhi and we are trMiig our lieat 
to get the necessary permission to relu\ from hert*. 

1 have taken into ac'count the views of the lionouralde Leader of 

^e Opposition regarding esc«»rt being provided to girls’ institutions in 

particular so that the) may be removed from there to saffu phu'ea. 1 fet»L 
Sn, that although removal ot this kind may on occasions lead to unjusii* 
fiahle panic, still it W(»uld la* advisable to take steps betimes. The posi- 
tion regarding the police force is such that the ( oniinissioner of Police is 

unahle to find escorts for this task. 1 am having a surve\ made of (he 

institutions tliat should he catered foi and a progiainme laid down so that 
whenever an inchleiit occurs, the retpiisite cars or lorries and officers could 
he uvHiiuhie to remove the girls from those institutions and if (he pidice 
torce now availuhie is not sufficient, (hen I consider this nmtt(*r imjmrtant 
enouudi to justify an addition to the police force for this pur|s)se. 

As regards the Mihtui). .'sir, the) ate standing h> and if the situation 
deterioiat('s, certainl) lhe\ will be <»ii the scene. I feel, however. Sir, 
that if the situation g(*th better, then piesenee (»n the scene imiy, instead 
(d aliasing panic, gne rise to further panic as p«*rsons inav think that 
the situation i** deteriorating ami that is the reason wh) the Slilitarv have 
heen hfxmght on the scene. This m so far as the presence of the Military 
Is concerned. It lias got to be judge<l just as ])cr necessit) and 1 am sure 
there will be no occasion, at least on this (M’casion. for anvbody to say 
that the Militar\ were not brought in in right tunc. 

Sir. I am considering the suggestion made b) the honourable Ia*uder of 
tin* OpixiHition for liHMiig a Standing t ominittei' of tlo' House. 1 think 
I would appreciate ver\ much the views from all snb's of the House on 
the general situation and any advice that (he) cun tender to tiovernment. 
I consider tlie feasihility of this and perhaps wc shall be able to gel 
together a Consultative Coniinitfee which 1 wouhl ask to nie»*t me from 
time to time and which might meet whenever any nieiiiher of that cominit- 
tee might deem it advisable to call the coniinittee for the pur|M)Me of 
consultation. 

Sir, I am grateful to the Inmouiuble Ia*ader of the OpiJosition for 
having given me an opfMirtiiriit) to jdaie thcM* facts before tin* House, I 
hope that the situation will get better. We d(» find iiioie jK'ople (»n the 
str(*et.s now’ and there i^ nion* moveiiient and if this continues for some 
time long, I hope (hat th»* situation will get back to normal, fiovern- 
meiit are not b\ an\ means relaxing their vigilance and I will warn such 
j)ersons who may Iw* inischievnuslv inclii.e<| and 1 inform (he House that 
we are going to take very serious notice and w'e are taking now* aerious 
notice of incnlent.s. As 1 said in m) statement vesierday, we may have 
to put on curfew, we ma> have to make searches, we may have to make 
arrests, we ma> have to shoot, we may have to take draalic action W’hioh 
by no means will he palatable to those who are indulging in this game. 
I am glad indeed to la* reassure*) from all parts of the House that any 
drastic action that I may have t*» take will have their full support. 
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The H^’bie Mr. AHMED HOSSAIN: Sir, on ike recommendation 
of His Excellency the Governor I beg to move that a sum of 

R«. 25,0-0,000 be granted for expenditure during the year 1947-48 under 
the head “43 — Industries — Cinchona”. 

The (jnchona Department is concerned witli the cultivation of cinchona 
and production of quinine salts and cinchona febrifuge. Perhaps the 
House is aware that India is not self-sufficient in quinine supply and had 
to depend so long on foreign imports mainly from Java. The annual out- 
put of q^uinine in Bengal in pre-war years was 45,000 to 50,000 lbs. 

During the current year it is expected to reach 70,000 lbs. against the 

normal requirement of the Province which is estimated to be 90,000 lbs. 
a year on the ])asiK of actual consumption in pre-war years. The 

Cinchona I>t‘partment while meeting one of the essential needs of the pub- 
lic is run strictly on business lines. Tliis would be clear from the fact i 
that the ('inchona Ihrectorate earned a profit of Rs. 7*8 lakhs in 1942-43, ' 
of Rh. 3M) lakhs in 1943-44 and of Rs. 13 5 lakhs in 1944-45. 

I may say for the information of the House that with a view to making 
India reasonably self-suthcient in quinine production this Government, in 
co-oiH'ration with the Government of Madras, adopted in 1938, a programme 
of gradual expansion of cinchona plantation. With this end in view two 
new plantations were started by this Government, one at Rongo in 1938 
and another at Latpanchor in 1944, The Rongo plantation has been 
placed (Jii a permanent footing but the Latpanchor plantation is still in an 
experimental stage. If the experiment proves successful Government 
expect to estul)lish a permanent plantation there. The total area at 
present under cinchona cultivation is 10.159 acres as detailed below:-—

Government hud under contemplation othei 'adiemo tor turther exjmnhion 
of the plantation hut on account of dithcultie> of securing labour and mate- 
rials due to war coiiditiou.s it was not possible long to make any appre- 
ciable ])rogre>.s. 1 >houhl state here that (iovernment do not consider any 
change lu their (luinine production policy advisable in spite of there being 
several synthetic sul)stitut<*s. Quinine i> a basic drug of national 
importance, and if the exjH'rience of war )ear> is any guide, it W'ould be 
most undesirable for us to remain de|>endent on substitutes of foreign 
origin. 

Government have, therefore, sanctioned during the current financial 
year a Development Scheme for increast*<l production of quinine by means 
other than the expansion of Hie plantatioii'i, which aims at an ultimate 
annual output of a hundred thousand fvninds. The scheme contemplates 
improvements in following main directions: — 

(a> Reorganisation of the Department including training of certain 
departmental othcers abroad; 
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(6) Research on plantation technique to improve the methods of 
cultivation; 

(c) Research on nianufacturinfj: technique for increasing the efficiency 
of extraction; and 

{(i) PuiThase of some capital equipment for ewuiomy in production 
cost. 

Government have also sanotioiunl during the current u*ar a scheme for the 
manufacture of two lakhs quinine hi-h\»lrochloride ampoules in injectuhle 
fonu for distribution to hosjiitals and <li.'<pt*nsaries, medical practitioners, 
and through the Retail Ihstributiug Agents of quinine to the public.

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Just now 1 am told. Sir. that the 
leaders are in (’OiiMiltation \uth the Chiel Minister. You have sent tor the 

Chief Ministi'r, Sir, and let us vait till the arrival (d the Chief Minis-tei* 

(At tliis stage tlie Chief Minister luitered into the House i Sir, the Cliief 

Minister has come and I will now make the statement. 

Sir, before tlie business (d the House commences, it i.s my dutv to make 
a statement on the communal situation in the cit\. We have brouglit to 
the notice of (iovernment the communal situation during the last two days, 
and we have been assured that drastic step.s will be taken to meet with the 
situation. But the situation has deteriorated in the wliole of Central Cal- 
cutta. In Circular Bond, Maniktala, Itajabazai, Surendra Banerjee Boad. 
Bagmari and other places there have lieen postings of a large* number of 
police force, but even in sjiite of all that the police have not taken any step 
ito disperse the rioters. I am iiiforme*d that in the CampUdl Hospital uj) to 
this time tenlay do cases have been admitted and eight have died. In the 
Medical (’ollege Hospital there are eight eenous cases with gaping wounds. 
1 am just now told that one dA-hus has been attacked near llaja Bazar and 
set fire to and this has been done in the presence of the police: the police 
have not taken any steps to disperse the mob or to arrest the ring-leaders. 
Then I am told that in that locality aliout 7(M) or 8tM) jiersons have assembled 
and aitackeii any ami ever'Jr passerby of one particular community. Near 
Marcus Square I am told that last evening after the curfew had set in many 
jieople of one particular community had assembled at a particular place with- 
out being arrested by the ]K)lice. There are also other reports which I have 
received and which really go to show that though an assurance was given 
by Government that drastic steps would be taken, no steps have, as a matter 
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of fact, Wn taken to put a stop to hooliganism. I am just now tohl that 
in the locality in which rny leailer lives — I mean the Kunipean Asylum laintf 
— hi'' house has been attacked by a large number of hooligans. In Hagmnri 
a ’*(fanji'’ faetory ha** been set fire to. Therefore if seems, Sir. that in 
spite of the verbal assurance gi^en )»\ (Toverninent that drastic steps would 
be taken, (i(»veTnment have not taken any steps to implement that assurance. 
In this state id things I t».p| that it is useless to take part in the disi'ussions 
ot this House while there is fire outsidp Sii , there is fire outside ami 
(Tovernment is not taking anv stpp t<» evtiiiguisli that fire. We are idly 
sittings here practically in the midst ot fire. In view of these circumstances, 
Sit. I do not think ue can take pait in the diseussiotis (»t this House unless

lioii which aftei some lime suhsides. He liave telephoned to (hat area and 
found that tliat aiea has now (|Uictene<l down. Spinailx' meitleiits like thcHC 
occur. On the whole the situation is n<»t worse today than yi'sterday, 
although these sporadic luciderits have given rise to eoiiimotion. I am going 
now round the eltv with thi' hom>ur.ilde tlie la‘adef of the Opjiosilion to see 
the position for ourselves and ti» see to what extent the jarlice are alive. It 
hecoTiies verv verv dithciilt for us sitting’ here to he able to say whether the 
j)oli(‘e liave acted in .* s.itisfaetorv manner or not. I hm was a compluint on 
the last occasion and coiiiplaints from Udh the coninninities are jrouring in 
that, the police* are md acting in the manner in which they sliould and are not 
taking' ilrastic si<*p... We have conitnuriieated to the police, to the officials, 
to the lowei ranks that Ihev must take drastic steps. If tliere has been 
again a deinoralis.if jori in them which prevents them from taking drantic 
Btep». this is unfortunate. InKfructions will again be issued to tbein that 
they must m»t allow things to deteriorate and if in any area incidents occur 
ami action is not taken’ at once in the form ol arrest.s and deterrent action, 
tlien we shall call tl*e local police resjioiisilde to task. I have made a check 
36 
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of the action that ha» been taken and I may infonn the Houae that in almost 
every instance immediately thereafter when the police have arrived, they 
have arrested people in the ureas round about and have taken such action as 
was warranted by the situation as thej' found. I cannot say more than this 
except that (i(»vernment is most anxious to see that this finishes as soon as 
possible. I lielieve that the members of the public and the members of all 
parties and all sections of the House and all organisations are most anxious 
that this should be stripped. Why there are some people carrying this on is 
rather difficult to find. In two instances perhaps this is nothing else than 
sheer hooliganism and it is only the lowest elements in Calcutta that are 
responsible for these acts. This would mean that certainly drastic action, 
as I have .stated so often, is called for and I feel really sorry if it is a fact 
ithat the police in spite of our instructions to them, are not behaving as they 
ought to do. As I have said. Sir, I am going round the town witli the 
Leader of the Opposition and I hope that results thereafter will show 
improvement. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 do not think any discussion should take place.

Mr. SPEAKER: Don t you think that thi.s jiaper should be handed 
over to the Chief Minister so that he may make empiiry into the matter. 1 
think that is better. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Hefore I haml it over to the Chief

Mr. SPEAKER: If it refers to the general welfare, you should not do 
it in public. You may hand it over to the Leader of the House .so that he 
may take action on that.

Mr. HARIPADA CHATTBRJEE: Arrest the hooligans. You all 
know* them. 
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Mr* DHIRENDRA NATH OATTAl The Chief Whip of our party wrote 
a letter to the Commissioner of Police hut the Commissit)ner of Pofice ha« 
not taken any steps. This is a very serious matter. (Shouts from the 
Government Wnches.) This matter. Sir, the opjmsite side takes very 
lightly and is laughing over the matter. It is inifwssible to take part in 
the discussion. 

(Cries of “No“, “no” from Government benches.) 

Mr. HARIPADA CHATTERJEE: Mr. Miinindra Bhattachurjee was 
coming and in his i>re.sence somelMuly was stabbed.

being arrested. No less a person tliaii a Lecturer of the Science (,'ollege 
told me that ami I. on my own resp<»ii.sibilit\ , state tliis. (I proar.) 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Sir, we are not in a iHisition to 
take part in the discus-sion. We .shall see whether the (iovernment imple- 
ment the assurance, whether the (iovernment immediately take the help of 
the military in checking the disturbariee that has been going on, f’lilesa 
they do that, we are not going to lake part in tlu* discussion, we refuse to 
take part in the discussion of the House. 

(As the memlHTs of the Opposition walked out of the chamber, members 
from the (fovernmerit side cried out ‘‘Shame*’, “shame”.; 

Mr. SPEAKER: The Hou.se .stands adjourned for 10 luinutes.

I si>eak, 
Sir, under the stress oi emotion because the locality in which I live has 
been the target of attack just about an liour ago, but I do not want to take 
any step which will further deteriorate the situation.

At the 
request of my honourable friend, the Finance Minister we have decided to

Mr. HEMANTA KUMAR BA8U: Sir. asH.'issin's knife en the one band 
and .s<'arcit> and bigh price of foced <»n ibe either band, if it i" tmf mUcalled, 
are the aelnevements fit the present Ministry. In Ptld-Tl. 'b> to 4(| bikh« 
of iieople bad to die of starvation when tons of food in liumlreilH and 
thouiatidt were allowed to rot in godowris. Sir. tlie (»oor people, the 
labourers, have gone on strike. Why this strike?' It is the higfi price of 
foodstuff that is respomsi^hh* Our Kuropean friemU will say tliat the strike 
is illegal. Yes. the strike is illegal. Law is no law if it does not give 
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food to the poor and protection to the innocent from the knives of assassins. 
The price of the food are soaring high every day in Dacca, in Faridpur, in 
Nadia. Jt is selling from 118.25 to Rs.^iO per maund. We have heard, Sir. 
that there ban been a bumper crop this year, still procurement and control 
are going on as usual and prices are soaring so high. The people of Bengal 
8uspe('<, as a result of experience of 1944, when large Quantities of food were 
allowed to rot in Government godowns and thousands died on the streets 
without food. AVho knows that in Government gralowns still there are 
large rjuantities of foodstuffs while the prices of to(ulstulfs are soaring high 
and the poor people, the labourers and the peasants are facing starvation. 
Sir, those who are born with silver spoon or a silver spoon has been put into 
their mouth through the favour of Ministers, they cannot realise the 
present situation. About the system of distribution of ration in Calcutta, 
J drew the attention of (lie Hon’ble Minister last year in the Vmdget dis- 
cussion. The Hon'ble Minister said a new system would come in force from 
the 1st of September. Government is always accused of making schemes 
but they do not care to put them into effect.

The Hon'ble Mr. ABDUL COFRAN: In the view of tioviu-nment it is 
desirabh* to continue <’ontrols as long as the sujiplies availabh* are totally 
incommensurate witli potential demands, An\ leiaxation of c-ontnil would 
then result in the disaiipeaij.nce of avaihalde supplies into hoards and juices 
will rise and the poorer sections will not he abb* to juirchase at those price*'. 
Gov(*rnment are not, liowe\or. in faNoui oi eontinuing contrrd longer than 
is ahsolutidy necessaiy, and fidlowing this principle, they havt* alreadv 
ndaxed considerably the control exerci^ml during the i\ar on ceitain commo- 
dities. which is considert‘d to he essfuitial. Governnuuit are not however 
in favour of continuing control longei than is absoluttdx necessai\, and 
following the principle they ha\e ali<‘arl\ Tebi\»‘d (‘onsiderabl_\ the control 
exercisial during the war-time on certain c(umnodities.

have gone into trader’s hoard (*r disposed of b\ them at black-market prices 
with the present disastrous effect on the pii«-e level. The Foodgrains 
Control Order has just been lightened in onbu' to prevent furthei extensive 
purchases b\ traders luit it is too earl\ \et to .issess th(‘ result of this. 
The jiolicy of continuing controls has ulsf» been endorsed both by the 
Government of India as well as b\ the provinces, 

.Vs regards textiles, the control <d' the mills juoducing tdoth ami yarn 
is an all-India matter, ami. as Bengal is a deficit zom*. it is in the interests 
of this province that the ju-odin'tion of cloth ami ,\arn should be controlb'd 
at the centH' in older that the pn»vinc<* ma\ ivceixe its fair sfiare of the 
total productjon in India. 

Control over (doth within the ]u<»vince is also \ery necessary in view 
of the jiresent short supply. The province is capable of absorbing much 
more cloth than it reiauves as its (juota. The amounts that are actually 
received afford a bare minimum ration for the indivijlual. If the controls 
were lifted, there xxould be no means left to ensure that each individual 
xvould get his fair sbare at a'4air price. 

As the supply of sugar, xvheat ami \xlieat jirodiicts is less than their 
demand, it is also necessary to control their prices and ilistribiitioii. 

As regards Consumer (ioods, quite a large number of items have recently 
been decontrolled, leaving only a very few on the list. The question of 
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removing control over thcfte items also will lie reviewinl from time to time 
and steps will be taken to decontrol these as »o<m as the supplv imsition 
improves. 

Items recently decontrolled are: bicycles and .spare parts thereof, table 
tan>, sewing machines and needles, lanterns, fountain pens, muicils, art silk 
jabrics, radios and spare parts fhere<»f, utensiU of brass anu copper. 

Items over which control still exists are: umlirellas and parts tln*reof, 
refrigerators anil spare parts thereof, art silk yarn, aiiuininiuni utioisils, 
crockery, t^pewrllels. clock and watches.

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA BINHA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, when we tabled 
cut motions a month and a half back, little did we know that we would 
have to discuss these cut motions again today as last year under the shadow 
of a riot. The atmosphere outside this House is so dark that it is really 
ridiculous to indulge in the luxury' of cut motions and waste public money 
over cut motions and press upon the hard and callous Ministry matters to 
which Government would turn a deaf ear by reading out irrelevant speeches 
or indulging in manuscript eloquence. Therefore, Sir, I do not want today 
to gf) into the details of the boat construction policy except to say that this 
is an incident which is sufficient to bring the wliole Government to the dock. 
If there is any single incident of whicli the Government is guilty and for 
which they should be tried forthwith, it is this incident — the incident that 
has flooded the whole country with a deluge of corruption. But, Sir, even 
to recite the classical story of corruption and to say tliat the loss really would 
be to the extent of Rs.H crores instead of IN.l ,71,()().<)00 as shown in the 
Bed Book or to say that the contractors were near relations of the Ministers 
themselves or to say that the contract form was deliberately modified at 
the Government S(dicitor's Office just to exempt the contractors from the 
operation of the ordinarv law, it would be futile to raise these points. Sir. 
in the atmosphere in which we are discussing the ))iidget today. When. 
Sir, our brothers and sons are tailing victims to the assassin’s knife, wlun 
our daughters and .si.sfers are in constant tear of being ravished, it is 
ridiculous, if not jireposterous, to discuss about one anna going to the 
coffers of officers or two annas going to the rotters ol procurement agent.s. 
1 shall refer you, Sir, to one passage in that memorable Homeric epic of 
Iliad. When Achilles slew Hector and Hector’s body was taken away by 
Achilles his fatlier King Priam, had to go out at the instance of weeping 
Andromache and .seek tlie favour of Achilles on hende<l knees to get haek 
the body of Hector just to protect it from further desecration, ( an you 
imagine. Sir, what feelings rankled in Priam’s breast when he went and 
begged the body of bis own son on bended knees? If you realise that, you 
will be able to appreciate the feeling that i** rankling in our breasts today. 
It is futile to move cut motions now. It is very siirnificant that the Mini.stry 
want our co-operation when trouble bus started but they do not know what 
it means to provoke people by their irresponsible statements. I say. Sir, 
that when trouble has started and when things have gone far, it is no more 
time for (^ooing or wooing or for cuts and scratchcN. What is wanted today. 
Sir, is a radical amputation of the cancerous growth that infests Bie Treasury 
benches today. 

Mf. A. W. TAYLOR! Mr, Speaker. Sir. according to ofiicial reports 
the rice crop this year has been better than normal in most districts and 
certainly better than the cron last year. In spite of this fact, however, a 
dangerous situation has developed with regard to the food situation, and it 
is no less dangerous becau.se it apjiears to be artificial. Since the beginning 
of the year the price of rice in many districts has been steadily rising at a 
time when it should be falling, and nt present, prices are at a level which 
mii.st he ('ausing serious liardship to the consumer in tho.se districts. 
Procurement h\ Government to meet their rationing and distribution 
responsibilities has not becTt satisfactory. 

A number of factors are apparently respon^ilde lor this situation but the 
most important, in our opinion, are .smuggling out of surplus areas ami 
imleed out of the Province and hoarding. Hoanlin^ has l>een influenced 
by two factors: firstly, owing to the high prices received fiir jute, and als*> 
to some extent to the reckless distribution of relief, the holding power of 
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the cultivator haii been iucreaae<l, particularly in the jute-growing diatrictH, 
and secondly, the cultivator and the trader have been encouraged to hoard 
by the knowledge that Government do not pw.sess adequate stocka to throw 
on the market. The supply position for this year is also over-ahadowe<l by 
the fact that whereas at the beginning of 194b Governuienl j>osseHse4l 1150, (HMl 
tons of rice stocks, at the beginning of this >ear their stocks wert* very near 
exhaustion. 

It has Wen suggested in certain miarters that the pro|a*r <'Ourse tf> take 
in these circiiinstances is to remove all controls and restore free trade with- 
in the Province. We are of the opinmn that it wouhl be disastnuis to adopt 
this course and we are stnmgly opposed to it. We beheve its effect would 
be : — 

(1) stocks would continue to be withhehl ; 

(2) prices w<»uhl rise still higher; 

Government procurement would virtually cease; and 

(4) famine eomlition.s uould »levelop in deficit areas because Govern- 
ment would not be able to M‘ml .suj>phes to thost‘ areas. 

In our opinion ('ontrols ^houbl not be removt‘d until nee imports from 
Ibirmu and other pla(‘e*» are re>umed on a suHii'ient scale to rm*et any 
sliortage. or alternatnelv until nee production in tins Provima* is lulequate 
to meet the needs of the Pr<*\in<‘e. 

In our ojnnion, in the absence <jf im]>orts, the only possible answer to 
the jiresent situation is intensified procurement, tiovernment procunuuerit 
was not adeijuate Iasi \eai -in fact it was inadeijuute that thi* nee ration 
had to he cut temporaril> . It is even less adequate his \ear. It is inmle- 
(juatt* not because ot the controls, but beiaiuse tlie lontroU are insulficieiit 
and ineft’ective (rovernment procurement will only succeed in so fai as it 
approximates to monopoly procurement as n*<*ommended b> the Woodhcad 
('<unmissu)n ami ]>\ the (lovernment ot India. The extent of smuggling 
ami lioanling wliicii has been going on is clear evidence that (ioveinment 
controls arc not etteitne. In common with other honourahle members we 
would like tn see cdiitrnU lemoved as soon as possible, but to ilo so when 
tliere is sliortage and when the extent of procurement <lcpends upon contmls, 
would he fatal. 

In the hist place the cordoning s\stem must be stn'iigthened. The 
numlier ot cord«>ning jiaities must he very greatly im reased, ami they must 
be properly eijUiiijicd witii transport and anus and the areas of their opera- 
tions revisiMl. We would suggc'^t also that the emdoning stall should t)e 
brought under tiie eontrfd of the District Magistrate ami tliat all the District 
Officers should co-operate in ensuring the enforcvmcnt of the cordoning 
system. In our opinion, the ( ivil Supplies De|iaitmenf has heen working 
too much in isolation as a separate entit\. This is ilangerous with a depart- 
ment whose staff consists so larg<d.\ ot temporary olficers, and it would, in 
our opinion, iliscourage inefficiency and dish<»nes1\ if this temporary stuff 
w'as brought umler the contnd ami siiperivision ot the ordinary district 
jnlministration. 

In the second jdace the Foodgrains ( ontiol Order must be strictly 
enforced. Government committ«'d a dangerous error last year by increasing 
the nuiiil>er of ti'aders’ licences ami extending tlit* area ot their ojierationH. 
This error has now heen correctcil. but not lielore a good deal of diimtige 
has been done, f Govern merit must surelv realise that tlie tw'fi Hysiems 
Government procurement ajiproMmating to monopoly procurement and 
private trade -rannot exist side by side. It is also most important that the 
existing provision for licensing cultixat^us with holdings of over 2o acres 
in extent, should be -strictly enforced. Our iiiformatimi is fhat this has not 
heen done. Very few large cultivators liaxe. in fact, taken out licence*, 
and there have been no prosecution.s against those cultivators w*ho have 
neglected to do so. It is idivious, however, that if Government are to have 
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an accurate picture of the food pOHition in the Province and if hoardin^^ is 
to be checkeu, this provision must be .strictly enforced. We would, in fact, 
ur^^e (fovemment not only to enforce this provision, but to extend it to 
cultivators with holdinjfs of 10 acres or more. Government must have 
correct inforiiiatioii of tlie stocks in the hands both of the cultivator and 
the trader, and so long- as they do not have this infonnation they are not 
e(juii)ped to deal with hoarding and the j>osition is dangerous. Government 
should, in our opinion, waste no time in appointing a special licensing staff 
to undertake this task. 

To sum up, we consider that Government niust take immediate steps to 
intensify the prfjcurement of rice. At present (government do not possess 
ude(juate stocks tf) send to deficit areas to luing down prices, nor are they 
in fact able to jirocure rice in .surplus areas at rea.sonabfe prices. The only 
answer is an intensifie<i campaign ol procurement, and we consider that not 
only the J^rocureinent Officers, but all Government officers and every avail- 
able agency should be enlisted to increase procurement. The whole position 
is very serious — millions fd people may go liungrv if Government fail in 
their cddigations — and we hoju* theretore that the Hon'ble Minister will 
make a full statement ot tin* measures which he proposes to take to increase 
proeurement, and so maintain an equitable distribution throughout the 
Province. 

Mr. HA88AN ALI: Mr Spei^ker, Sir, 1 will not s])eak on various 
robberies and jobberies and malpractices and wrong-doings and corrupt 

S ractices, misdeefls ot commissions aiul fuiiissiou" of the Civil Supply 
tepartinent in general. People of Bengal partn‘ularl\ the poor peasantr> 
have been practically tired of the so-called eontrols which have f)rought them 
almost to the ver\ verge of death. There has been a general ietding and 
outcry in the country that controls should altogether he abolished. The 
war has ceased, why i-oiitrol will not go. we do not understand. A thorough 
eiUjuiry sliould have been imule by this time by (loveniineiit as to whether 
and how control should be done away with. 1 wonder why no attempt has 
yet been made hy Government in ibis direction. Better late than never. 
Government must at ouce examine the matter and declare the result ol the 
examination theretd. 

Now, Sir, regarding tlie polic\ of procureiiieiit ami distribution of food- 
grains it bus been an unfathomable iiivstery to us. Formerly the purchase 
of foodgraiu was through different Cliief Agent". It has been alxdislied and 
direct proeurement has been introduced in its place. Why is this change? 
What is the policy behind it? The Budget statement does not .show any- 
ibing clearly. I'' the <lirect j)r(»cureinent tor the benefit ot the people or 
for the benefit of the (iovernment or for the benefit and worship rd the modern 
Goddess of the cult of corruption, or is it for tlie benefit of the big businesses, 
the favoured children of the Capital.*^ 

We for ourselves have found that the policy behind this direct procure- 
ment has been nothing but to encourage brutally unrestricted corruption 
among the host of people who.se business has been hitherto nothing but 
making money b\ exploitation ot the poor and helpless. 

Sir. Loss on Procurement Gperations in the previous \ear haji 

been shown in the budget to be Rs. 2 crores and u (quarter, and in mb-47, 
that is, in the current year, a little less than 2 crores and a half, and in th« 
coming year the estimate is one crore and a halt. The coming year s 
decrease is due to a ilecreasig of one crore of rupees on account of th< 
abandonment of Bout ( onatniction .'scheme. Then, where is the improve- 
ment by direct procurement, 1 do not follow. 

The loss on account of supply of forwlstuff to Government employees al 
concession rates i.s dl lakhs of rin»ees. Why is this distinction made betweer 
one section of the people and another? Besides, tiovernment employees gel 
dearness allowances to meet the high prices of the foodstuff and othei

essential neces^ties of life. Tkis aort of double favour should no longer 
exist ip my opinion. This is one of the elements of allurements f<»r Govern- 
ment jobs which has attracted our young men of education to flock to the 
Government offices, particularly to the ('ivil Supply Offices, leaving aside 
most important nution-huiiding jobs, Maulvis lett madrasahs, masters left 
schools and the educational institutions of the country are going on without 
men to teach.

GO crore estimated in the 
revised budget. Thi.s would .show definitely unreliable preliminary budget- 
ing. The hu<lget estimate for I9474H now provides for another sum of 
Ks.4-37) cores as rec<»very of expemliture. 

1 want an assurance from the Hon hie Mirn**(er that the head “Loss on 
sale of ^ul>^ldl.sed food ' is not a camouflage to conceal tlie lo^s of stock 
rather than los.s actually occasioned by differences m the purchase price and 
sale price. It would he interesting to find out what proportion of the 
figures, uamel\. Ks.J 'i'i crores in 194V4G, l{s.‘2 4.'» enures estimated tot 
194G4T and IG.l 7>l i^rores estimated for 194748 would reall> represent the 
37 
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actual loss due to this factor and what proportion would be due to actual loss 
of stock. If anything, ho far as tlie selling rates prevalent now are con- 
cerned, I think, there should be a margin of profit to the Government. 

In this connection, I should like to draw the attention of the Government 
to the growing public dissatistaction against the iiolicy of the Government 
in allowing non-Ileng’ulees to handle the bulk ot business under the Civil 
Supjilie.s Department. For historical reasons well-known to this House, 
tile Hengalees have lost much ot tlie ground to outsiders in business, trade 
and uidustry.

Mr. MUOASSIR H088AIN: Goveruiueut mUvSt recognise that tlie clay.s 
of chivalry, tlie days of generosity, the days of conferring boons are gone, 
gone forever to come no more. These are tlie days of cool economists, 
hard calculators and jioliticul philosophers. Now, Sir. if we consider in 
this background the whole procurement policy of (iovernment, I denounce 
it at once. There is no policy whatsoever behind it. The luocurement 
policy is based on the policy of exploitation and jiutting premium on hlnck- 
marketiug, bribery ami joliheiy. Now. .Sir, what i.s this procurement 
policy ((Vies of “looting”, ‘‘looting”!. Every one knows that the 
transactions are carried on by laws of supply and demand, that is to say. 
the price of every article is fixed according to the law of sup])ly and demautl. 
That is the economic law. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Your time IS up. 

Mr. MUDA88IR H088AIN: Five minutes more. Sir. 

Mr. SPEAKER: One minute. 

Mr. MUDABBIR H088AIN: A member of the European Oroup said 
that smuggling is going on. Whv this smuggling i.s going on merrily. 
The reason is that just in the bordering districts you see the price prevail- 
ing is eight to nine rupees per maund for paddy, and sixteen to seventeen 
rupees for nee; we are paying only six rupees and four annas for paddy. 
Are they not entitled to get more? Certainly it is the economic law and no 
law can control the demand. 

Mr. 8PEAKER; Please resume your vseat. 1 am sorry I cannot allow 
you any more time. 

Tht Hon’ble Mr. ABDUL GOFRAN. Mr. Speaker. Sir. At the out- 
set let me tell the honourable members of this House that neither at 
Lohajiing nor at any other place I made a statement like this “TOtf c?

The Hon*ble Mr. ABDUL GOFRAN: In IlMd people dieil m vcrv large 
nurnber.s. not because there was control, but tor want td mone> . There was 
fo(td in the country but the p(H»r pe<»ple couI<l not pnu'ure it and pinvhuse 
it ioi want ol inone\ . My friend.'* on the <»ppo^ile ami in> tii«'nds wlio are 
supporting the cut motions aie flic merchant." and they <li«l not sell the 
to the poor tH»opU*, ami that was the cause why people died iti 
such large numbers.

Then Mi Tayloi has suggested that the co-operalion ot tlie District 
Magistrates should i>e sought in matters ot cordoning and procuremeni and 
lie has also made certain other suggestions I may tell him that we have 
already taken these steps so that [irocurenient might he made: 

Area and number of T'orrd (irain Control Order licences have been 
re.stncted. 

Patrol parties have been increased in number both tor looking after the 
provincial borders with Hihar and for internal cordons 

Other departments of (fovernment lone agieeil to make more luunchen 
available to tlie Civil Su})[)lv Department to patrol rneniie areas. 

After condueting^ tests the milling diflerential for Dinaipur mills has 
been increased and mills have startetl delivery . 

Increase in number of local D. P. agents is being made in all areas. 

Government will not hesitate to use uii their legal [lowers to obtain 
possession of any hoarded stocks that speculators and middlemen may 
accumulate. 

I give thi* warning to m> honourable friends because so tar as 1 know 
it IS ray honourable friends opposite who are hoarding a very large quantity 
of rice and paddy. (Mr. J. ( . (iii*iA: In the f ivil Supply godown. ) If 
it is in the ('ivil Supply godown it \*ill certainly be ma^e available for the 
U'ie of the people. 

One point. I think, requires a bit of elucidation and that is this. The 
rise of prices in the deficit districts within so short a periorl after the harvest 
cannot t>e due to want of phyairal stocks of nre ami pailtly in those regiona. 
The fact however remains that grain is not flowing easily into the huU and 
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marketH of thoae districts and only very limited quantities are coming and 
selling at high prices. Tultivators are obviously holding out in the hope 
of selling in a rising market, but this is not all. The great publicity given 
in the newspapers and on the platform regarding the unhappy position of 
tiie overall food position, both in India and in other countries, has resulted 
m a general lack of confidence amongst the cultivators in deficit areas not 
only in Heiigal hut in Bihar also. One contributory cause of high price is 
due to the cultivators ke(*j)ing sufficient reserves against bad days which, 
they fear, may overtake them later in the year. The fact that the cultivator 
is able to liohl on to stocks and is not forced to sell the bulk of his surplus 
in the markets of the deficit areas may be ascribed to a slight improvement 
in his holding power in East Bengal owing to the better price that they have 
obtained for jute this year. The prices in the procurement regions which 
are cordoned are well within the purchasing price of (jovernnient ; but as 
the system of procurement is based on voluntary offers to Government at 
their purchasing price,

Sir, to make 
contact with the (dmmissioner of Ibdiee and the (’ommandiiiit of the 
Army, and see that tlie cards issued hy you be takioi as panses for the 
meml»ers of the lejfislatiue, to enable them to jro out ilunuff eiirfew houiM, 
if they are comjielled f»y ein nmsiama^s to do H(>y 

Mr. SPEAKER: Ail iiLdit I sh.ill look into the mattei. 1 do not know 
the rules, but I shall contact the Coinmissionei of Police. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NARAYAN MUKHERJl: Sir, I applied to the 
(’oiniiiinsioner of Police for a permit that in «ase of necessity I may hnv^i 
to ^jo out to the distuibed ar«*as t<i pmify the nowd, but ] was retuiwd that 
permit. I put the matter before the Hon’ble (’bief Minister. I do not 
know what is the result, but 1 say that certain members should W allow’cd 
to ifo out in the ilisturWd areas to pacify the riotern and all tho»e sorts of 
things. 

Mr. AB0U8 8ABUR KHAN: In this connection I wouhl tell the Hou>«6 
gome of my personal experiences during the last riot. The (Jommissionor 
of Police refused to issue any pa«s and said “1 have no pass in my hand; 
how can I issue any passl^ ’ .Sir, you have issued a certain typ** <'ard for 
the members. If he recognises that card as a permit for the curfew hours 
that will serve the purpo.se of all. 
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Mr. OHIRENDRA HATH DATTA: Yesterday OoTernraent assured us 
tlmt they would take drastic steps to put an end to the communal troubles. 
I want to know the real position now. I am in possession of certain facts. 
These facts are also known to them, but I want to know the real position. 

The Hofi’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: I am afraid I am not in possession 
of up-to-date facts, so I am unable to give this information. The Hon'ble 
('hief Minister has not yet come; perhaps he is busy with moving about ^he 
city and seeing if the situation has improved or not and trying to make an 
appreciation ot the up-to-date position. If he arrives I shall communicate 
the request of the Deputy Leader of the Opposition, and 1 am sure he will 
be able to make a statement giving the required information. 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA. Sir, before we tiike up the business 
of the House. I would like to know certain facts from the Hon’ble the 
Finance Minister, if he is pleased to give out those facts. My question is: 
We are passing these demands for grants on the assumption that certain sums 
would be made available by the Central Government. In his budget speech 
the Hon'ble Finance Minister said that these s\ims would be shown as 
/‘hort-term debts, but unless subvention is given by the Central (fovernmeiit, 
tile position of the Government of Bengal will be difficult. Certain facts 
have been stated by the Hon’ble Finance Minister in Central A‘<'<enibly 

Mr. SPEAKER; Your ''peecb will be more relevant when we come to 
that particular demand. 

Mr. BiMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Sir. my ]»oin( is: we are now closing 
the budget discussion. Fnless we are in a pOMtion to know whether tlioe 
sums \\<»uld be made available, we cannot say that the (Government of 
Bengal will be in a position to finance many of the grants, if guillotine 
falls today. It will be profitable t(»r the Ilouse to know what is *1 k» 
jiosition. There is one other fa<q which I would like to know. If I 
understood him aright, the Hon’ble Finance Minister said that in future 
years the Central (iovernment might be attaching certain (onditions to 
subvention, but (-ertain information has been given out in the Central 
Assemld>, and we have also learnt that the Central Government ha.s attach- 
ed (‘(uiditions not only to the subvention for meeting the deficit, but also 
to grants to meet outright the financing of Development projects. 1 do not 
know whether it is true, I think the House w(tul<l be lienefited if the 
Hon'ble Finance Minister would disclose the facts before the budget is 
finally jiassed today. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: 1 hope the Hon'hle Finance Minister will remenilier 
this in giving his reply. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA; In view of the st atement of the 
Hon'ble Finance Minister, 1 uunt to know whether the Hon'ble Chief 
Minister will he at all coming. If he is not coming, he should be sent for 
because we want to know the latest .situation. 

Th0 Hori'bl6 Mr. MOHAMMED ALIt The Deputy Leailer will ]>robably 
realise that it is verv ditHcult to contact the Chief Munster We do not 
know where he may l>e. He is moving from place to place. St), it would 
he very difficult either to send a messenger to contact him or to get him 
over the ’nhone because he is moving in tlie 'street*' or Calcutta. It is 
expected that he will come h^Te before we rise and he may he in a ptwition 
to make a statement as requested by the Deputy Leader.

We .shall be dispersing in the course 
of an hour or an hour and a half.

Hon’ble (’liief Minister fails to turn up, that i« to say, if his present'** is 
lecjuired elsewhere and he eamiot i‘Oiiie to the House, 1 shall try to fret the 
latest infonnatiou and give it tt» the House.

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Approved befon*haml or subject fo 
approval from time to tiniey Is there any procehs «d continuance in if? 

Mr. BREAKER: The Hon' ble Minister has made it sufticientiv clear. 
Tnless the (government of India approves the whemes. there will he no 
money forthcoming. The (ioverninent of India has a[>proved the wheines. 

Mr. AMULYA CHANDRA AOHIKARI: With xour promission, Sir, 

1 beg to move, on behalf of my friend, Mr. Provash Chandra Lahiry, that 
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the demand of Be. 3,16,000 for expenditare under the head ‘ Tasee on 
income other than Corporation Tax’’ be rediieed by Rs. lOi). The reason 
for moviiif^ this motion is to raise a discussion about the lailure of iii'^ 
Government to implement the assurance given by the Finance Minister in 
the la.st budget session that the agricultural iucome would be taxed on 
actual produce only and not on a flat calculation of average produce, on 
imagination. 

Mr, NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: Sir, I beg to move that the demand 
of Ks. -l,l(i,000 for expenditure under the head “Taxes on income other 
than Corporation Tax” be reduced by Rs. 100. The reason for moving 
this motion is to rai.se a discussion about grievances in respect of administer- 
ing of Agricultural Income-tax Act. 

Mr. 8U8HIL KUMAR BANERJEE: Sir, 1 beg to move that the 
demand of Rs. 0,10,000 for expenditure under the head “Taxe.s on income 
other ihan Corporation Tax” he reduced by Rs.* 100. The reason for 
moving this motion is 1o raise a discussion about the bad administration of 
the Agricultural Income Tax Act and Rules and the raising of assessable 
income to over Rs. 0,000. 

Mr. NI8HITHA HATH KUNDU: Sir, I rai.sed this point in the last 
Rudget session and we got the a.ssurance from the Hoii’lde Finance MiiUNter 
that he would look into the grievances placed before him, hut I am sorry. 
Sir, to numtioii that nothing has been floiic \et as reg-artK the leiiioval at 
those grievances. 1 would like to repeat those grievances here again. 

Sir, the grievances are manifold and the grievances are due to (lie 
misinterpretation of the rules framed under the Act. For example, in 
Civil ('ourts and in other courts a cause-list is either hung up or a cause-list 
is kept in the ofliia* wherefrom tlie lawvt‘r.s oi then cleiks can find out the 
dates for heuriiig or tlie dates for making any kind of fn(U>ir iu connection 
with eases that are i>ending. In Agricultural iiK'ome-tax cases, however, 
nothing of the kind i.s done. It anybody wishes to know anything about 
any ease jiciuling, either the lawyer him.seii lias to go or tlie as.ses^ee 
concerned has to go. Sir, you know that nss^s.sees live at distant jilaees 
distrihuteil over the wlicde district and it is not ]iossihle for any as.^e^.^ee 
to come every time for sucli information, nor is it p(»s.sihl(‘ tor the lawyers 
to visit every time the Agricultural Iiieome-Tax Ottice, Therelore. it is 
easily understood h(*w tlie lawyer^ and the asstw>ees are put to trouble and 
iucoiivmiieuce. I li(»pe, Sii, soinetlmig will he done in this behalf. 

Then again, there are sinal] ineoine.'. which are themselves insigrnificant 
hut when adiled together they provide an iueoiue which hel•onu‘^ asse>sah!e 
hut, as you all know, the minimum income assessable is thereby eonsidered 
by the Income-tax Oflicer fit ffu* assc'^smeut of income-tax whereby the 
assi‘ssces ar<* again put to dilHeiilties. We know that the expenses for the 
hare necessities of life for even a low middle-class j ultivator will he about 
Rs. d.DOO per year. So, if for purjioses of assessment, iueiune is calculated 
like that, nothing surplus will remain for paying the income-tax and 
actually I have seen hard cases where these pool and petty agriculturists 
had to sell their oruaiueiits. had to .sell other pr»>j»erties tor meeting the 
agricultural income-tax. 

So, some sort of ilirection should immediately l>e issued whereby petty 
iiU‘omes, namely, income from sale of jute ^tieks, income from •’> or 10 
plantain or hanauu trees, iucome from one or two mango trees or jack-truit 
trees, income from straw should he exempted. We know that we raise 
aman and aus crop.s and the .straw that we get in Dinajpur from nus has no 
demand in the market. Still there will he some income assessed for this 
straw* from aus. In this way, Sir. the income is highly exaggerated than 
their real income is and the assessee lias to sufler. though iu e<juity he 
should not have been asse.ssed at all. There are coses decided also that 
income derived from hats, mrlas and fairs should not be a,*»sessed under the 
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Ajjricultiiriil Income-Tax Act. but I have as a lawyer seen such uHsesameut 
to Ih* made by many agricultural income-tax olficers. It is true that when 
an ajjjieal is preferred against such assessment they get remedy in the 
Appellate Court, but they have to undergo the trouble of incurring expenses 
and other troubles in going to the Appellate C(»urt for this. \\ lien there is 
a decision ami when the law does not pruvole f<»r assessment of such income 
Oerived from hats, inelas ami fairs 1 do not know why the agricultural 
income-tax officers assess such incomes. The repl^v may he tliat the reniedy 
lies in appeal ami 1 have already stated \'hat difficulties and troubles the 
av>cssces have to meet in this connection, ami 1 suhniH that a direction iii 
thi> leganl also may he issued. 

1 also suggest that (i<nernment shoubl roiisi<ler whether it is p(»ssible 
to laisc tlie maximum as.sessahb* iiomme. As | mentioned earlier in my 
spetM'li even a lower middle class ass(*ssee’s yearly expenditure would amount 
to Us, So the\ have no ^urjdus Icit after meefing their ordinary 

lire (rovernment slHUild coiisidei whetlici it is desnalde fo raise 
the maximum limit of assi*Hsaldc imomr, as that is also a ipiestion winch 
dcsc?\cs som»‘ attention from (ioNiunmciit. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALi: Maximum or minimum 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: I am sotrv. 1 mean the minimum. 
Ih'lojc I resume my .seat 1 would naturally like to emjuiii* as to what 
happened to the assurance that was hebl out to us during tlie last Budget 
sc'^ion by the Hon ’hie Ministei when wc raise«l these verv (|U(‘sfions in this 
Hoii^c I do not thint H will serve any useful purpose by repi*afing these 
questions, hut we ilesire >*time amouni of actum on file j»art of (ioveinment. 

^^*ltlI these tew words. .Sir, 1 eomimmd my motion for the lua-eptanee 
of tlic House. 

Mr. HAFIZUDDIN CHOUDHURIS Mr Speakei, Sir. 1 «lf» not projiose 
to move the cut motion that is .st. Hiding in my name tin tlie other hand, 

1 would make some sugifestioiis with regard to some relief fo he given to 
as.scs^ee^ under section 7 of the Agricultural ImMnne-tax Act. 1 shall lien* 
(iilv reter to the proviso to suh-secfjoii </) of section 7 which rends ,i.h 
follows. “Provided that in the ease of an agricultural income derived 
from land possessed hv an indnidual or a Hindu undivided family and 
(ultiwited hy such iiulividual or hy the riieruheis of such family with or 
without the aid of servants or hirer! labourers <»r ot both, the allow aru*e 
admissible under this eluuse shall, instead of such cost, be a nurri ernral to 
fifty //<T rmtuvi of the market value ot the prorluce raiM-d from niuh land.” 
Hroo we finrl. Sir, that in ca.scs where a land-owner gels his land cultivated 
through harf/adnrs or adhtars oulv oO jur rvutum of (he total market value 
of the produee is rledin ted from liis total income hy way of r-ost t»f pnalue- 
tion. But. Sir. apart from this an assessee umler ser turn 7 lias to incur in 
some distrirfs, j»arf ir ular I v in North B»*ngal. rnaiiv oth<*r r'Xpenwa which 
ill all fairness should he <1ediict*Ml from th** income received )>y him. Sir, 
these items ('f ex jienditure are as follows- Value of seefl Hiipplied hy the 
owner of the land. There is a rusioin in some of the distrietM that the land- 
owner has to supply seeds to the harffadars or adhiam, IrUt this is not 
dediu’led from the total ineoine of tlu* assessee Then, supervising e<*st for 
looking after khamars and cultivation. A land-owner has fo maintain a 
staff of officers to superviM* lhamars and cultivation, but this is also not 
deducted. Then (d) transport (ost of agricultural produce from khamnr to 
owner’s house; (4 1 expensi^s of godowns where the produce is kept for some 
time; tran.sport cost of the produce taken to the market for sale. 

We find. Sir, that the Government system i.s that the producer has to 
take hi» produee to the purchasing centre of Government at the cost of the 
prwiucer, but thii is not deducted from the income. 
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Then, Sir, sortage and other incidental charges. In case of sugarcane 
the higher charges of crushing machinery and pans for preparing gur; and 
any other expenses incurred by the assessee for making the agricultural 
pmiure into marketable goods. 

Sir, sub-clause (70) of section 7 contemplates that such relief may be 
given. It says “any other sum which may be prescribed”. So such relief 
as J have proposed may be prescribed in the rules. Sir, my honourable 
friend Mr. Xishitha Nath Kundu has already stated some grievances. 
These are all genuine grievances and 1 think in all fairness there should be 
deduction and .some consideration made about all these grievances. 

Sir, my second grievance is that in case an assessee fails to satisfy the 
income-tax officer with a(‘couuts of his produce, the a.ssessment is made on 
the ba.sis of the Revenue Commis.siou Report. This, Sir, should not be 
done, (lovermnent have an army of officers to take statistics of crop.s but 
nothing is done to this effect and no consideration is given to the report of 
these offi<*ers. So, 1 would recjuest the Hon'ble Finance Minister to see 
that cr()p-cuttitig reports are taken into consideration when the assessments 
are made. 

With these words, I hope the Hon’ble Finance Minister will take into 
considerati(m all these grievances.

The Hofi*blf Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Mr. Speaker, Su, ji> jeijuef*te«l 
I shall try to lu* very hiief I will relei only to tho.Hi* iiiaiu issues thul 
have lieeii" raised lu the dehute Mr. Nishitiia Nath Kuiulu lias .staled that 
then- was some amount of haidship caused hy liie imposition id this tax. 
It Is a fact that there was some hardsiiip in the first year, Weaurte the tax 
was v^iveli letrospeetive efteet and. therefore, lot of persouft who were 
ji-sesM*d found some dittieulty in making the first puyineul. After that a» 
the lax was to be paid out of the surplus profit eiiioyed l»y the ussessee the 
ijuestum of any further hurdslii|> diu's not arise, lie has said that iietty 
iiieonies eoining from agricultural produce .should he exempted, hut 1 ran 
inform the House that by executive iiislrut tioris we have made the jwtty 
incomes from aKiirultural pnahire exempt from the operation of 
the Act. So they are not taken into account as Mr. Kumlu has mentioned — 
I mean income from the sale of jackfruits. mangoes, plantains and other 
things would be treated as pettv incomes ainl ibey are not included. So 
far a.s the question of raising the miniimini level is conceined. I am sure 
Mr. Kundu will agree with me tliat it is not possible in the jireseiit state 
ot Hengar.s finances to ifive further exemptions 'rin* orrlinary inconie-fiix 
is on a iiiinimum level of l<s.‘J.(MMI. IVom the m^xt year it will he Hs.2,ofMf, 
but the agri<‘iiltural income-tax is asst'.Msed on .1 level of Tliere 

is a wider range of exemption in tbe Bengal agricultural income-tax than 
in tbe ordinary income-tax. 

So far as the questi(»n of assessment on the actual production is con- 
cerned, ineiJiliers of the House arc perhaps aware that most of the agricul- 
tun.sts, f<tUilnrx and zemindars do not keep proper accounts. Tliey are not 
accustomed to d»» that. Therefore, there is a great deal of difficulty in 
arriving at the actual cost incurred hy the agriculturists. ,So Goveniinent 
sometiineH have to go on the basis of the actual produce in neighbouring 
areas or in the nerghbouring f)la< cs, but if actual accounts are siibinittea 
to the assessing (dfacers or the im-oiuc-tax officers they are always accepted. 
But if the income-tax officer feels that the accounts submitted d»» not rcflei-t 
the iK'tual p(Hiti«)n. then he is to make iissessiiicnt on the basis of the rejiort 
regarding the yield of crop i>ei acre. Of course I assure the House the 
yield of crop wiuild not lu' defernuiieil by the fifhcers (»n the report of the 
Ouinuission which was made Hf years ag<». They shrmld go on the basia 
of the ai'tual produce of the year in which the assessment is rnade. That 
is, .Sir, the instnictiou which has been issued to the ofheers.

Mr. Hafizuddin Choudhuri has stated that 50 per cent, deduction is only 
made for (•r»st and no allowance in made for an extra item of expenditure 
if*^ardiu^ value of seeds and transport, etc. Custom varies from place to 
place. When the joledur jiroduces croj) either by hired labour or by sub- 
letting the lands to hartjatlnrn, he gets 50 per vent, of the produce without 
any cost. That is the practice in many districts. 1 do not know what is 
the practice in the district of Dinajpur, but so far as my information goes, 
the jotedam get 50 per vent, of the i»roduce without any deduction whatso- 
ever. (Mr. JlAKrzinDix Choidiuki: That i.s not a fact.) If the honour- 
able member says it is not a fact, it the assessee produces account^ sliowing 
the cost incurred, 1 am sure, the incon»e-ta\ officer will take this expendi- 
ture into account, and 1 am juepared to issue instructions accordingly. 

Mr. Bam-rjee has said tliat this Mini.stry lias a rural bias and yet we 
have taxed the agriculturists. Sir. 1 must say that this tax does not aftect 
llo actual tillers oi the soil uho form (he bulk of the population of this 
Brovince. This tax is levied on those jiersons who have a surplus profit 
d,5()(). Tlierelore the (luestion ol taxing the jmor doe.s not arise. .Sir. it 
is stated that tea is exemiited. That is not a fact. It is not a fact that tea 
estates of Darjeeling have been exempted from the operation of the Bengal 
Agricultural Income-tax Act. If he will look at proviso (5) to sub-section 
8 of the Al t, he will find that tJtl pvr vent. <»t the income from tea estates 
and tea gardens are assessed under the jirovisions of the Bengal Agricultural 
Income-tax Act. Tlierelore the «iuestion (d favouritism to British concerns 
does not arise, because tea estates and tea gardens have been brought under 
the ui»eration of the provimoirs of the Bengal Agricultural Im‘ome-tax Act. 

With these wonls. Sir, I oppose all the cut motions and commend my 
motion to the acceptance of the House. 

The motion of Mr. Amulya Thamlia Adliikarv that the dmnand of 
Ks. .*i,l(i,(M)0 foi exptuidituie und(‘r the head “Taxes on imMuiie other than 
Corporation Tax” be rediK'ed by Ks. 1111) was then jmt and lost

One thing’ I want to firing to the iioti<‘e of the Hon'hie Mimhiter ia thi.i 
that nioHt of the files that had been before the Sfiecial ffffifers are nowr 
iiiissing anrl that is only becau.se tlie lawyers are not allowed to appear liefore 
be Sj>eeial Officers to deal with tliose eases. Had the lawyers tu'en allowed 
)T permitted to appear before the Special Officers or the Dehl .Settlement 
Pbrards, then I tiiink those oftirer — tlie (’bairman and meniberH of the Debt 
>ettlenieijt Boards — and also the Special tHficerji would have lieen caution* 
enough to Kee that those files were not lost. However, .Sir, I think it i* 
[tnlr due to the fact that the lawyer* are not pennitted to appear to deal 
ritk these cases that these things are happening. 
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' Another thing whieh I want to brin^ to the notice of the Hon’ble 
MiniHier in thit* th»t most of the District Judges and Additional District 
Judges do not know Bengali. They are ignorant of the Bengali language 
and these applications are mostly written in Bengali. If the lawyers had 
been permitted to appear before the District Judges where revisional cases 
were being taken up, then the District Judges would have been able to under- 
stand the contents of the applications being explained by the lawyers and 
in that case those cases would have been very speedily disposed of. 

Sir, I suggest that section 4t> of the Agricultural Debtors Act and also 
section 4bA, sub-section (3), may be so amended that lawyers should be 
allowed to appear. In the rules that have been framed un(ter the Agricul- 
tural Debtors Act, — from rule 92 to rule 102 — there are provisions, by 
which lawyers are allowed to appear. If that be so, rule 46 should be 
unietided so lhat lawyers may be allowed as permitted by the rules mentioned 
above in the case of ailing people and jninhinaslun ladies and in some 
other cases to represent their client'*; but generally under section 46 r)f the 
Agricultural Debtors Act lawyers are not permitted to appear before the 
Debt Settlement Boards and Specdul Officers, but under another section 
they are allowed to upfiear before the appellate ofb<‘ers. I cannot under- 
fitund this anomaly where in Mune (‘ases lawyers are allowed to appear and 
in some cases they are not allowed io appear. If these anomalies lie 
removed 1 think the speedy disposal of cases will take place. 1 hope that 
the Hon’ble Minister will be attentive to all the sugge.^tion.^ 1 have just now 
given him and with these words 1 commend my motion tor acceptance by 
the House. 

Mr. ABDUL HAKIM MIA: Mr. Speaker, Sir. at a time when the 
peasantry of Bengal were groaning under the op]>ressi(m of the money- 
lenders this Bengal Agricultural Debtors Act came into existence and the 
Debt Settlement Boards w<'re established and Special Officers were appointed 
for the management, supervision and administration of these boards. As 
this was a pre-war apptuntment fetching a salary ot Rs. 12’) and house 
allowance and fixed travelling allowance it was very inm h attrac'tive to the 
young men and reputed lawyers and M.A.’s and B.A.’s with distinguished 
career accepted these appointments. It is an irony of fate that candidates 
W’ho were found unsuitable by the Publi(‘ Service Commission for the post 
of Special Officers were subsequently appointed as Law'ver Magistrate, 
Sulxfivisional Controller and Distri<-t Controller fet<diing a salary beginning 
from Rs. 4(M) to Rs. 8(M). Sir, you ail know that Sub- Inspectors of Schools, 
Sub-Inspectors of Excise and Kanung(>es were j)romoted to the rank of Sub- 
Deputy Collector although I know that they were found by the Public 
Service Commission to be fur interior to the Special Officers promoted to 
the rank of Sub-Deputy Collectors. 

These appointments were made on temporary basis and .still they arc 
temporary although they have been allowed the privilege of a Sub-Deputy 
Collector. Cp till now nothing tangible has been done for the Spe<‘ial 
Officers. At the time when they were appointed, vou all know, living 
expenses were very cheap. Now they have enormously increased. In spite 
of that they are drawing the same salary. Instead of recognising the 
services of the Special officers, definite harm has been done to these officers 
by withdrawing their fixed travelling allowance and .stopping the biennial 
increment of Rs. 2’) which they were allowed by (R)vernment. At a time 
when they hud to make extensive and intensive touring they w'ere allowed 
fixe<l travelling allowance of Rs. 7‘) — I think including all the war-time 
allowance it was Rs. 112-8. ’^Now the-^e Special Officers draw travelling 
allowance under the Fundamental Rules. So when they had to make leaa 
tours they were given Rs. 1 12-8, but now when they have to tour extensively 
and intensively, they are not given the same travelling allowance. Then. 
Sir. I should like to know from the Hon’ble Minister what he is going to do 
with these special officers — whether they are going to be thrown out of 
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(niploymeiit or whether tliey are j^oiDir to tH‘ ahMirlnnl into (ioveriimenh 
''(Tvire. If (hey are ^oing to he abstirWd, they ’^h«»ulfi l>e g^iveu the fitat*i!i 
of Suh-J)ej»iity (^>lle<•tor iit least, 1 hope (he lloii'hle Minister will kindly 
jrive an unnwer to the points that 1 have raiseil.

1 saw personally that though clashes were going on the 
police there were doing nothing and I also saw Punjabi Muslim guards 
doing a}»S(dutcly nothing.
